^  1.  That  the  Russellville  district  of  Logan  connty  may 
sabflcribe  an  additional  sam,  not  exceeding^  one  handred 
thoaciand  dollars  (f  100,000),  payable  in  its  bonds  at  par, 
bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annaally — the 
principal  payable  in  not  less  than  twenty  years — to  the

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1870.  capital  stock  of  the  Russellville  District  Turnpike  Cbnr' 
pany,  to  be  used  in  the  extension  of  the  roads  of  said 
company;  said  subscription  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  of  said  district,  and  be  contract- 
ed and  discharged  in  all  respects  in  conformity  with  the 
original  act  of  said  company's  incorporation  and  the 
amendments  thereto^ 

9  2.  Said  Rusellville  district  may  elect  to  have  the  road» 
constructed  or  owned  by  said  company  free,  upon  the 
unanimous  order  of  the  levy  board  of  said  district  (con- 
sisting of  the  county  judge  and  two  magistrates  of  said 
district),  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Russellville,  approved  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
company:  Provided,  That  in  lieu  of  tolls  upon  said  roads^ 
ah  annual  tax,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars'  valuation,  and  three  dollars  ($3)  per  capita  upon 
all  male  inhabitants  over  sixteen  years  of  age  of  said  dis- 
trict, shall  be  collected  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  said 
roads  in  repair. 

$  3.  Upon  the  applicafion  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  turnpike  company  to  the  county  judge  and  the  two 
magistrates  of  such  district,  any  district  of  Logan  county 
may  make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  roads  of  said  cont^ 
pany  in  said  district,  payable  in  cash,  or  the  bonds  of  said 
district,  upon  the  same  terms  as  to  creation  and  payment 
as  the  subsicriptions  of  the  Russellville  district  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company. 

§4.  The  company,  by  its  board  of  directors,  may  con- 
tract with  the  Logan  county  court,  in  behalf  of  Logan 
county,  to  make  its  roads  free,  by  said  court  undertaking 
to  keep  said  roads  in  thorough  repair,  under  the  direction 
of  said  board,  and  to  pay  to  said  company,  within  five 
years,  one  half  the  cost  .of  building  said  roads,  or  any  fu- 
ture extension  of  them,  which  amount  shall  be  expended 
by  said  company  in  the  extension  of  said  roads;  and  if 
paid  within  two  years,  may  be  discharged  in  that  amount 
of  said  county's  stock  in  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company. 

§  5.  The  county  court  of  Logan  county,  by  a  majority 
of  tbe  magistrates  of  the  county,  may  cause  to  be  entered 
upon  its  record  a  pledge,  which  shall  have  the  force  of  a 
contract,  to  pay  one  halt'  of  the  cost  of  all  macadamized  J 

gravel  or  plank  roads  that  may  be  constructed  in  said 
county  under  general  laws  of  the  State  or  special  charters, 
that  of  the  Russellville  District  Turnpike  Company  in- 
cluded ;  and  may  discharge  said  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  aloresaid  in  the  stock  of  said  county  in  the  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  at  par,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or 
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otherwise,  as  said  court  may  elect;  sach  order  shall  be       1870. 
irrevocable. 
(  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  443. 

AN  ACT  for  th^  benefit  of  Covert  Ran  Turnpike  Coini>any,  of  Campbell 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
€f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  company  owning  the  turnpike  road  run- 
ning from  the  city  of  Newport,  and  intersecting  the  James- 
town road  at  a  point  near  the  Hon.  Henry  Stanberry's 
residence,  shall  be  hereafter  known  as  the  Covert  Run 
Turnpike  Road  Company ;  and  under  that  name  and  style 
shall  do  all  acts  which  it  was  authorized  to  do  under  the 
authority  granted  by  the  county  court  of  Campbell  county, 
by  virtue  of  which  it  was  originally  organized. 

$  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power,  and  is  hereby 
authorized,  to  erect  a  toll-gate  at  the  top  of  Mill  Hill,  on 
the  west  side  of  Taylor's  creek;  and  to  collect  tolls  at  the 
same  rate  as  is  charged  on  roads  wherein  the  State  has 
an  interest. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  444. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Covington  and  Horse  Branch  Tnmpike  Boad 

Company.  * 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
tf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  ''The  Covington  and  Horse  Branch 
Turnpike  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  main- 
taining a  macadamized  road.  Said  road  shall  begin  at 
the  Oid  Bank  Lick  road,  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  old 
Howell  tract;  thence  running  in  a  south  west  wardly  direo- 
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1870.  ^^^^  ^^  ^^®  county  road,  extending  from  the  Covington  and 
Leiington  Turnpike  to  the  Bank  Lick  Turnpike ;  thence 
through  the  lands  of  Thomas  D.  Kennedy,  deceased,  and 
John  Wolf,  to  Horse  Branch.  Said  company,  as  such, 
shall  be  a  body*politic ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall 
be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answer- 
ed, defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  of 
this  Commonwealth;  with  power  to  hold,  use,  possess, 
and  occupy  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  site  or  route  of  said  road, 
and  for  piers  or  abutments  of  all  such  bridges  as  may  be 
necessary  on  said  road,  and  a  lot  for  a  toll-house  and  resi^ 
dence  of  a  toll  collector,  not  exceeding  one  acre ;  aUo  the 
necessary  stone,  gravel,  sand,  and  earth  for  the  construc- 
tion and  repair  of  said  road ;  to  make  and  ordain  all  sucb 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction,  formation, 
and  repair  of  said  road,  and  the  management  of  its  pru* 
dential  concerns,  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  width  of  said  road  shall  not  be  more  than 
fifty  nor  less  than  thirty  feet,  of  which  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-two feet  shall  be  graded,  and  not  less  than  twelve  feet 
shall  be  macadamized  or  graveled ;  and  in  no  ease  shall 
the  ascent  be  greater  than  six  degrees. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each ;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  is  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  the 
object  of  this  act,  then  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company  may  increase  it  to  such  an  amount  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

^  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  shall  be  opened  in  Covington,  on  the  second 
Monday  in  April  next,  under  the  direction  of  E.  A.  Thomp- 
son, John  Wolf,  John  Steffin,  and  Joseph  D.  Kennedy,  or 
some  two  or  more  of  them,  who  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  open  said  books. 

§  5.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  said  stock 
shall  be  kept  open  during  the  pleasure  of  said  commis- 
sioners, or  until  all  the  stock  is  subscribed;  and  whenever 
one  Hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  above 
named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  may  have  received  the 
subscription  aioresaid,  to  call  a  meeting  of  all  the  sub- 
scribers of  said  stock,  at  Covington,  by  advertisement  in 
some  public  manner  for  not  less  than  ten  days,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  said  company  by  the  acceptance  of 
this  charter,  and  by  the  election  ot  a  president  and  four 
directors ;  at  which  election  at  least  three  of  the  commia- 
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sioners  above  named  shall  be  present,  one  of  whom  shall  1870. 
preside,  and  proceed  to  take  the  vote  by  ballot  of  said 
stockholders,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  under  a  power  of  attorney  satisfactorily 
authorized,  each  stockholder  having  one  vote  for  every 
share  he  holds,  for  president  and  four  directors,  who  ^hall 
hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

$  6.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  for  opening  the 
books,  or  any  one  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  take  a  release  of  the  grounds  and  right  of  way 
from  persons  through  whose  lands  said  road  may  pass  and 
be  constructed,  and  also  grant  of  materials  that  may  be 
neceseary  for  the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  7.  That  the  aforesaid  company  shall  commence  the 
prosecution  of  their  work  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June,  1871. 

^  8.  That  when  said  road  shall  have  been  graded  and 
macadamized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  be 
authorized  to  cause  to  be  erected  a  toll-gate  at  such  point 
on  said  road  as  in  their  opinion  shall  best  subserve  the 
interest  of  the  company,  and  cause  to  be  collected  toll  at 
a  rate  not  eiceeding  that  now  charged  on  the  Covington 
and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road:  Provided,  Itowever^  That 
the  toil  so  collected  shall  only  bear  the  same  proportion 
to  the  rate  now  allowed  on  said  road  for  the  travel  of 
five  miles,  as  the  said  distance  traveled  shall  bear  to  five 
miles. 

§  9.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  and  its 
amendments,  approved  February  6th,  1839,  entitled  **An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Bank  Lick  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany,'' except  so  far  as  said  act  may  be  local  and  inap- 
plicable, shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  enacted' and 
adopted  as  applicable  to  the  company  incorporated  by 
this  act,  except  so  far  as  they  are  modified  by  this  act  and 
made  parts  of  the  same. 

§  10.   That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington 
efaaii  have  power  to  subscribe,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said 
eity,  for  any  number  of  shares  in  said  company  which 
they  may  think  the  interest  of  said  city  will  authorize. 
'    ^11.  Thii9  act  to  take  eifect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  SimpsoDville  and  Buck  Creek  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tHe  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated as  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  in  the  county  of 
Shelby,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Simpsonville  and 
Buck  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  macadamized  or  gravel  road,  from  the 
Shelbyville  and  Louisville  Turnpike,  at  or  near  Simp- 
^  sonville,  to    the    point  where   the    McDonald's   Mill    and 

Plumb  Creek  road  crosses  the  Buck  Creek  road,  near 
Buck  Creek  Church,  about  five  miles  in  length. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
ten   thousand  dollars,  to   be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
/  dollars  each:  Provided,  That  if,  after  an  election  of  offi- 

cers as  hereinafter  to  be  directed,  it  shall  be  believed  that 
said  road  may  be  constructed  for  a  less  sum  than  ten 
thousand  dollars,  and  they  shall  be  able  to  construct 
said  road  for  a  less  sum  than  the  capital  stock  aforesaid, 
the  sum  for  which  said  road  shall  be  constructed  as  afore- 
said shall  be  the  capital  stock. 

§  3.  That  books  may  be  opened  for  the  subscription  of 
said  stock  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in 
the  possciFsion  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  named 
persons,  to-wit:  Samuel  Connor,  Geo.  C.  Price,  W.  0. 
Hall,  John  N.  Beckham,  Jno.  Q.  Nail,  James  A.  Money, 
Tinsley  Hazelrigg,  and  Gordon  Logan,  who  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  road ;  and  said  commissioners  shall 
procure  a  book  or  books,  which  shall  contain  the  follow- 
ing,* and  shall  be  signed  by  every  person  wishing  to  take 
stock  in  said  company:  *'  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto 
subscribed,  do  severally  promise  and  bind  ourselves  to 
pay  to  the  preg>ident,  directors,  and  company  of  the  Simp- 
Bonville  and  Buck  Creek  Turnpike  Company,  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  oar 
names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times, 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company;"  and  said  books  may  remain  open  as  long  as 
the  said  commissioners  may  think  proper. 

§  4.  That  the  width  of  said  road  may  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  directors,  but  not  less  than  thirty  feet  in  the 
whole,  and  the  width  of  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet. 

§  5.  The  county  court  of  Shelby  county  shall  have 
power  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  a« 
provided  by  act  approved  February  1,  1808. 

§  6.  That  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars 
is  subscribed   to   the   capital  stock   of  said  company,  it 
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AbXI  be  organized  by  the  election  of  five  of  the  stock-  1870. 
holders  as  a  board  of  directore,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  president  by  the  board,  and  who  shall  continoe 
in  office  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
elected  and  qualified.  The  first  board  shall  be  elected 
at  such  time  and  place  as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders 
may  select,  and  upon  ten  days'  notice  being  posted  at 
Simpsonville  and  at  Buck  Creek  Church ;  but  no  part  of 
the  said  subscription  shall  be  collected  until  eight  thou-  * 
sand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed. 

§  7.  The  right  of  way  and  the  materials  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road  may  be  obtained  by  and  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  chapter  103  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, title  '*  Turnpike  and  Plank  Roads.'' 

^  8.  So  soon  as  said  road  is  completed,  a  gate  or  two 
half  gates  may  be  erected  on  said  road,  at  such  place  as 
the  directors  shall  select,  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  with 
the  right  of  charging  the  usual  tolls  now  fixed  by  law; 
and  PS  soon  as  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road  shall 
have  been  completed  in  one  place,  a  gate  may  be  erected, 
with  the  right  to  collect  one  half  the  usual  rate  for  a  full 
gate. 

§  9.  In  matters  not  expressed  in  this  charter,  this  com- 
pany shall  have  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  the 
most  favored  turnpike  companies. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  at  its  passaga.

CHAPTER  440. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  "Sew  Liberty  and  Oweaton  Tarnpike  Eoad  Com- 
pany. 

That  whereas,  the  county  court  of  Owen  county  did, 
during  the  year  1860,  incorporate  a  company  to  build  five 
miles  of  the  turnpike  road  between  New  Liberty  and 
Owenton,  in  Owen  county,  that  being  all  the  distance  the 
law  allows  county  courts  to  charter  in  any  one  charter, 
and  the  distance,  as  surveyed,  on  the  aforesaid  road, 
being  over  five  miles;  and  inasmuch  as  J.  M.  Clarke, 
L.  K.  Frazer,  i(Vm.  Estes,  Richard  Young,  Joel  Kemper, 
and  Daniel  Brown  were  elected  president  and  directors, 
by  the  stockholders,  in  the  said  company  aforesaid,  as 
chartered  by  said  Owen  county  court;  and  inasmuch  as 
the  county  court  of  Owen  has  by  law  subscribed  seven . 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile  to  aid  in  building  the 
aforesaid  road ;  therefore, 
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1870.  ^^  ^  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assemhly  of  the  ComnwniDealth 

qf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  before  mentioned  president  and  directoni 
of  the  New  Liberty  and  Owenton  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body-corpo- 
rate and  politic;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do  all  acts 
which  the  laws  of  this  State  grant  to  such  corporations; 
that  they  may  have  the  lawful  authority  to  build  said 
turnpike  road  from  the  pavement  opposite  James  Gayle's 
hotel,  in  the  town  of  New  Liberty,  in  Owen  county,  in 
the  direction  of  Owenton,  so  as  to  intersect  the  Owen  and 
Ross  Mill  Turnpil^e  Road,  at  or  within  one  mile  of  the 
toll-gate  on  said  road. 

^  2.  That  said  president  and  directors,  and  their  success- 
ors, shall  have  the  lawful  authority  td  locate  said  road  on 
any  suitable  lands,  and  to  go  upon  any  lands  to  get  stone 
or  gravel  to  build  said  road  ;  and  where  pay  or  damages 
are  claimed  by  any  person  or  persons  for  the  aforesaid 
privileges,  they  shall  proceed  as  in  such  canes  the  law 
provides  ;  but  where  persons  sign  away  the  right  of  way 
to  said  company  or  the  use  of  material  to  build  said  road, 
they  shall  be  forever  estopped  afterwards  Irum  claiming 

pay- 

§  3.  That  the  said  road  may  be  graded  not  over  four 
degrees,  and  whenever  four  miles  of  said  road  shall  be 
completed,  wilh  a  width  of  metal  not  less  than  eight 
feet,  and  a  depth  of  at  least  nine  inche£>,  with  a  dirt  grade 
of  twenty  feet,  except  on  hilUides,  where  it  may  be  sixteen 
feet,  then  the  said  president  and  directors  may  erect  a 
toll-gate  on  said  road,  and  receive  the  customary  rate  of 
tolls  allowed  on  the  same  distance  in  other  turnpike  roads 
N  in  this  State  ;  and  when  the  entire  road  is  finished,  tolls 

may  be  collected,  at  one  or  two  toll-gates,  according  to 
L  the  distance  traveled. 

§  4.  That  said  president  and  directors  may  proceed  to 
take  all  the  stock  they  can  obtain  to  build  this  road  ;  and 
the  stock  hereafter  subscribed,  and  that  heretofore  sub- 
scribed to  aid  inj  building  said  road,  shall  all  be  upon  an 
equal  basis  of  fifty  dollars  to  the  share,  and  one  vote  for 
each  share  held  by  all  parties. 

§  5.  That  the  present  president  and  directors  shall  go 
out  [of  J  office  the  1st  day  of  January,  1871,  when  a  new 
election  shall  be  held,  and  thereafter  annutflly. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  eflect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  447.      *  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  Vallej  Oil  BCanufactarIng  and  Refining 

Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  A.  G.  Hodges,  A.  Drake,  John  A.  Scroggins, 
T.  F.  Beidler,  T.  Maher,  and  James  A.  Dawson,  and  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ohio  Valley  Oil 
Manufacturing  and  Refining  Company;  and  in  that  name 
lAay  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places;  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  break  or  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  may  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  said  company, 
and  the  transaction  of  the  business  thereof,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  said  company  Is  hereby  authorized  to  bore, 
dig,  or  mine,  for  petroleum  or  rock  oil,  coal,  salt,  or  other 
minerals ;  and  to  manufacture,  make,  refine,  and  vend 
coal  oil,  gas,  or  other  illuminating  or  lubricating  oils  or 
compositions;  also  tar,  coke,  salt,  iron,  steel,  casting'^,  or 
other  mineral  substances  of  value,  oil  any  lands  in  Ken- 
tucky or  eUewhere,  owned  or  held  by  said  company  in 
fee  simple  or  by  lease  ;  also  to  erect,  purchase,  rent,  or 
lease  such  buildings,  vats,  tanks,  retorts,  vessels,  boats, 
barges,  wharves,  docks,  roads,  machinery,  &r.,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  business  herein 
authorized ;  the  conveyance  of  raw  or  crude  material  to 
the  place  of  manufacture,  or  the  transportation  of  pro- 
ducts to  market. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  not  lee>s  than  fifty  dollars  each,  which  shall  be 
held  and  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be  trans- 
ferred in  such  manner,  and  upon  such  conditions,  as  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company  may  determine;  and 
the  amount  of  said  capital  stock  may  be  increased  at 
any  time  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company 
at  any  regular  meeting,  or  meeting  called  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
a  board  of  seven  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall, 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bu;>iiress;  the 
•aid  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president 
of  said  company,  and  may  elect  a  secretary,  trearsurer, 
and  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  no  per- 
son Bhall  be  a  director  In  said  company  unless  he  be  a 
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1870.  stockholder  therein.  The  first  board  of  directors  shall 
consist  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  as  incorporators,  whp  shall  continue  in  oflice  until 
their  successors  are  elected  by  a  majority  in  interest  of 
the  stockholders  of  said  company;  and  the  board  of 
directors  chosen  by  the  stockholders  shall  continue  in 
ofiice  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  At  all  regular  elections  of  directors,  each 
share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one 
vote,  which  may  be  cast  by  written  proxy.  The  said 
corporators,  or  any  of  them,  may  open  books  for  the 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  at 
such  times  and  places,  and  upon  such  notice,  as  any 
three  thereof  may  deem  right  and  proper. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  are  hereby 
authorized  to  open  offices  ior  the  conduct  of  their  busi- 
ness, at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  to  make  such  rules,  to  regulate  the  issuing  and  trans- 
fer and  payment  of  stock  at  their  principal  offices,  as  they 
may  deem  proper;  and  the  stockholders,  after  they  have 
paid  the  full  amount  of  stock  subscribed  by  them,  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  debt  or  contract  entered  into  or  con- 
tracted by  said  company,  and  at  no  time  for  a  greater 
amount  than  that  subscribed  by  them. 

§  6.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  hold  such 
real,  personal,  or  mixed  estate,  by  purchase,  lease,  or 
otherwise,  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  company, 
and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  may 
borrow  or  raise  money  on  such  terms,  and  secure  the 
same  in  such  way,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  by-laws,  or 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors;  but  no  banking 
privileges  are  granted  said  company. 

§  7.  iSaid  company  may  organize  and  proceed  to  the 
trant«action  of  business  when  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock; 
and  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  cause  the 
payment  on  said  stock  in  such  calls,  and  at  such  times, 
as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  may,  by  by-laws,  provide 
for  the  forfeiture  of  any  stock  upon. which  any  call,  duly 
made,  shall  not  be  paid  within  thirty  days  after  notice, 
or  may  proceed  to  enCorce  the  payment  of  such  call,  upon 
the  capital  stock  subscribed,  by  suit  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction.

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CHAPTER  448.  1870. 

AK  ACT  anthorizing  the  County  Court  of  Levies  and  Disbursements  for 
Rockcastle  County,  to  levy  a  Tax  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  County 
Jail  and  other  public  buildings. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  levies  and  disbursements 
for  Rockcastle  county  (a  majority  of  the  justices  being 
present  and  concurring  therein)  be,  and  is  hereby,  author- 
ized to  levy  a  poll-tax  not  to  exceed  two  doliarA  and  fifty 
cents  on  each  tithe,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  not  to  exceed 
five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable 
property  in  said  county;  same  to  be  levied  annually  for 
three  years,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial jail  and  other  public  buildings. 

§  2.  That  in  order  to  procure  the  money  more  speedily, 
the  said  county  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  county 
bonds,  bearing  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  interest,  pay- 
able in  one,  two,  and  three  years  after  date;  said  bonds 
to  be  signed  by  the  county  judge,  and  atte:(ted  by  the 
county  clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  county  court;  and 
when  issued,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  building  committee,  for  sale ;  the 
bonds  so  issued  not  to  be  sold  for  Jess  than  ninety  cents 
on  the  dollar. 

§  3.  That  the  receiver  so  appointed  shall  be  required  to 
give  a  bond  in  said  court,  with  good  security,  for  the  forth- 
coming of  the  money  so  raised  when  called  for  by  the 
building  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  disburse  the 
same. 

^  4.  All  sums  levied  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  col- 
lected and  accounted  for  by  the  same  officer  who  collects 
the  revenue  tax  of  said  county  for  the  time  being,  with 
like  authority  and  responsibilities  which  appertain  to. said 
officer  in  the  collection  of  said  revenue  tax. 

^  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  so  collecting  to 
pay  over  the  amount  of  tax  so  raised  by  virtue  of  this  act 
to  the  receiver  of  the  building  committee*  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  pay  off  with  said  funds  such  bonds,  with  their 
accruing  interest,  as  may  fall  due  from  time  to  time. 

§  0.  That  the  county  court  is  only  authorized  to  issue 
county  bonds  for  such  amounts  only,  and  at  such  times,  as 
the  building  committee  may  call  for  the  same. 

}  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Fain,  Jesse  Bryant,  and  John  Steele,  together  with  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  corporation  and  body-politic,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  '^The  Jessamine  Deposit  Bank;"  and 
shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January  1900  ;  and  by 
that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con-

CHAPTER  450. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  S.  ArDotd,  of  Hickman  County. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  on  the  13th  day  of  February, 
1869,  one  Turner  Uegnum,  a  man  of  color;  was  adjudged 
to  be  a  lunatic  by  a  proceeding  before  W.  F.  Boone,  pre- 
siding judge  of  the  Hickman  county  court,  and  that  A. 
S.  Arnold,  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  was  ordered  by  said 
judge  to  receive  and  convey  said  lunatic  to  the  Western 
Lunatic  Asylum  ;  and  it  appearing  that  said  Arnold  did  so 
convey  said  lunatic,  and  that  his  expenses  incurred  thereby 
were  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars;  and  it  further 
appearing  that,  at  the  January  term,  1870,  of  the  Hick- 
man county  court,  one  Mariam  Lovelley,  a  woman  of 
color,  was  adjudged  to  be  a  lunatic,  and  said  Arnold  was 
directed  to  convey  her  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Lex- 
ington, and  was  directed  to  take  with  him  one  guard,  and 
that  the  expenses  and  services  of  said  guard  amounted  to 
ninety-one  dollars  and  filtytwo  cents,  neither  of  which 
amounts  have  been  or  can  be  paid  to  him  under  existing 
laws ;  therelore, 

Be  it  enacted  bj/  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  to  reimburse  said  A.  S.  Arnold  for  his  said 
expenses,  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  him,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury   not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
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1870.  ^^^  ^^  ^^^  handred  and  sixteen  dollars  and  fifty-two 
cents;  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of 
said  Arnold  for  said  amount.

upon  said  appeal  said  cause  shall  be  regularly  docketed 
on  its  appropriate  side,  and  shall  be  tried  upon  evidence 
to  be  had  from  viewers,  four  in  numbefr,  two  for  each, 
selected  by  the  parties  and  appointed  by  said  court,  who 
shall  report  in  writing  the  damages,  if  any,  and  if  so,  how 
much  ;  they  shall  first  be  sworn  as  other  witnesses,  and 
shall,  in  person,  view  any  or  all  of  said  articles,  taking  into 
consideration  as  aforesaid;  and  in  the  event  that  the 
viewers  cannot  agree,  they  shall  call  in  a  referee;  and

CHAPTER  455. 

AN  ACT   to   amend    the  Charter   of  the   Town   of  Sharpsbarg,   ia    Bath 

Conntjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Sharpsburg,  in 
Bath  county,  be  so  amended  as  to  change  the  time  of 
holding  the  regular  annual  election  of  town  officers, 
from  the  time  it  is  now  held  under  said  charter  to  the 
third  Monday  in  March,  1870. 

§  2.  That  the  officers  elected  at  said  election  shall  be 
qualified  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  o^  their  duties 
tip^n  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present 
officials,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  four 
years  from  the  time  they  qualify,  or  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  are  qualiffed. 

$  3.  This  act  to  take  efi*ect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  456. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of   the  Towd  of   Qeorgetown,  and  estab- 
lish a  Work-house  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of  the 
town  of  Georgetown  shall  have  power,  upon  lands  now 
provided,  or  such  as  may  hereafter  be  provided,  within 
or  without  the  town  limits,  to  erect  a  suitable  building 
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1870.  ^^  buildings  for  a  police  station-house  and  for  a  work- 
bouse  ;  and  in  the  police  station-house  shnll  be  held  and 
confined  ail  persons  arrested  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town  until  his  or  her  case  is  finally 
tried  before  the  police  court  of  said  town,  or  other  court 
authorized  to  try  such  cases,  unless  such  party  so  arrest- 
ed shall  give  bail  before  said  court  for  his  or  her  appear- 
ance and  trial  in  said  court,  in  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the 
amount  of  the  fine  which  may  be  asses^sed  against  said 
party  for  such  alleged  violation  of  any  ordinance  afore- 
said;  and  in  the  town  work-house  t^hall  be  confined  all 
persons  committed  on  final  process  of  the  police  court  of 
Georgetown,  all  beggars,  vagrants,  bawds,  and  bawdy- 
house  keepers;  all  persons  committed  in  default  of  bail 
upon  orders  of  said  police  court,  or  any  magistrate  in 
€aid  town,  or  the  county  judge,  requiring  surety  for  the 
peace  or  for  good  behavior,  or  as  suspected  felons,  or 
for  other  causes;  and  those  put  therein  for  &<hort  terms 
of  imprisonment,  for  offenses  committed  in  said  town  by 
said  courts,  on  capias  pro  fines ^  shall  have  liberty  to  work 
out  the  sums  they  are  charged  to  pay,  including  costs,  at 
not  less  than  fifty  cents  per  day,  the  price  to  be  regulated 
by  ordinance  of  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees,  at 
such  labor  therein  as  they  may  be  directed  to  do;  but  all 
able-bodied  persons  put  into  said  work  house,  for  any  of 
the  causes  aforesaid,  by  said  courts,  shall  be  compelled  to 
labor  at  such  labor  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance 
of  the  chairman  and  board  of  truc«tees  ot  said  town, 
until  discharged;  and  the  chairman  and  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  ordinances 
for  the  police,  government,  and  management  of  said  po- 
lice station  and  workhouse. 

§  2.  That  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  may 
have  power  to  compel  any  able-bodied  persons  confined 
in  said  work-house  to  work  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  marshal  or  other  person  appointed  by  them,  on 
any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  or  public  grounds  of  said 
town,  and  allow  the  same  rate  per  day  for  their  labor  as 
allowed  for  work  in  the  work-house.  Nothing  herein  is 
to  preclude  the  party  convicted  from  replevying  the  fine 
and  costs  assessed  against  him  or  her. 

^  3.  That  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  shall  have  power  to  fix  one  uniform  grade  lor  either 
"  or  all  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  and  have  the 
same  graded  in  conformity  thereto;  and  all  buildings 
erected  in  said  town,  after  the  uniform  grade  is  fixed  for 
any  street  or  alley,  are  required  to  be  erected  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  such  uniform  grade. 

§  4.  That  section  21  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  **  not 
to  exceed  eighty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars*  worth 
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of  property,"  instead  of  "forty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  1870. 
dollars'  worth  of  property;"  and  "to  levy  and  collect  a 
poll-tax,  nut  exceeding  three  dollars  on  all  male  citizens 
in  eaid  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,"  instead 
of  "to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  on  all  free  male  citizens  in  said  town 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years." 

§  5.  That  all  tttxes,  which  at  any  time  are  due  and 
owing  said  town,  may  be  levied  by  the  marshal  or  col- 
lector on  the  personnl  property  of  the  tax-payer,  and 
sale  may  be  made  under  such  levy  in  the  same  manner, 
and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
sales  of  pert^onalty  under  execution  under  the  general  . 
laws  of  the  State. 

§  6.  That  section  14  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repeal- 
ed. % 

§  7.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  chairman 
and  board  of  trut'tees  of  said  town  may,  by  giving  two 
days'  notice  thereof,  order  an  election  for  police  judge 
and  town  marshal;  and  the  officers  thus  elected  shall 
go  into  office  and  hold  for  the  terms  as  now  provided  by 
lavi*. 

§  8.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.  '^

CHAPTER  458. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the    Blae   Run   and  Anderson's   Ferry  Turnpike 

Road  Com  pan  J,  in  Mason  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby 
is,  created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Blue  Run  and  Anderson's 
Ferry  Turnpike  Koad  Company;  and  under  that  name 
and  tityle  it  ^hall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have  a 
common  seal,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  he  nued,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

(  2.  I'he  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  Anders^on's  Ferry,  on  the  Ohio  river,  in  Mason  county, 
at  ihe  upper  end  ot  the  Dover  and  Ripley  Turnpike  Road, 
to  intersect  the  Maysville  and  Blue  Run  Turnpike  Road, 
at  the  lower  bridge  over  Lawrence  creek. 

^  3  The  capital  ntock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  thou-^^and  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fiity 
dollars  each. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  within  eighteen 


^ 
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1870.  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  under  the  supervision 
of  John  G.  Bacon,  Tyree  L.  Bacon,  William  Thonaas,  Isaac 
Peggs,  and  John  Owens,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are 
hereby  constituted  commissioners  for  such  purpose.  The 
subHcribers  for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the  fol- 
lowing obligation,  to- wit:  "We,  whose  names  are  hereunto 
subscribed,  hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  Blue  Run  and  Anderson's  Ferry 
Turnpike  Road  Company  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of 
stock  in  said  company  hereby  subscribed  by  us,"  the 
number  of  shares  so  subscribed  by  each  person  shall  be 
designated  opposite  each  subscriber's  name;  and  said  sub- 
•  Bcriptions  shall  be  made  in  a  book  in  which  said  obligation 
shall  be  written;  but  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting, 
or  the  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  receive 
conditional  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company,  condi- 
tioned upon  the  route  which  said  road  may  take,  or  upon 
any  other  conditions  which  may  be  expressed  in  writing 
in  any  such  subscriptions;  and  such  subscriptions  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  on  the  conditions  therein  stated.  And 
said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  said  company,  after 
it  is  organized,  may  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said 
company  in  real  estate,  rock,  lumber,  other  personal  prop- 
erty, or  labor,  which  shall  be  valid  and  bindins^,  and  the 
amount  in  value  of  such  subscriptions  shall  be  expressed 
in  the  respective  subscriptions;  and  if  the  property  is  not 
surrendered  or  delivered,  or  the  labor  performed,  on  de- 
mand of  the  said  company,  the  value  thereof  in  money, 
as  expressed  in  the  subscription,  may  be  collected  of  the 
subscriber. 

(  5.  As  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
the  stock  of  said  company,  it  may  be  organized  ;  and  to 
this  end  the  commissioners  acting  shall  give  notice  to 
the  subscribers  of  stock  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
Maysville,  Kentucky,  by  two  weekly  insertions,  of  the 
election  of  officers  of  said  company,  which  shall  be  five 
directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  directors  as 
president.  The  time  and  place  of  such  election  shall  be 
stated  in  said  notice;  and  after  the  first  election  of  said 
officers,  the  election  thereafter  for  said  officers  shall  be 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year.  Each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
owned  by  him,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy. 
No  one  but  a  stockholder  shall  be  a  director.  The  first 
election  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  commission- 
ers, or  of  those  acting.  The  president  and  directors  shall 
each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  as 
such,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the  officer  admini^itering 
it,  and  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  company ;  and  said 
officers  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
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qualified.      If  any  vacancy   occurs   during   the   year  by      1870. 
death,  resignation,  or  removal   from    the   State,  the    re- 
mainder of  the  directors  may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary, 
fill  the  vacancy. 

§  0.  The  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  keep 
open  the  books  for  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said 
company.  The  Mason  county  court  may  subscribe  stock 
in  said  company  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  per  mile  of  said  road,  payable  on  the  completion 
of  each  mile. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  treasurer 
and  clerk,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix  their  compensa- 
tion, and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure.  Said  treasurer 
and  clerk  shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  honestly  to 
account  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  their  hands, 
and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  shall 
also  take^an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties;  which 
bond,  and  the  certificate  of  such  oath,  shall  be  filed  and 
kept  with  the  papers  of  said  company.  The  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  appoint  a  superintendent  or  agent 
to  superintend  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  its  main- 
tenance and  management  afterwards,  and  gate-keepers, 
and  such  other  employees  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 
§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  ofiicers  and  affairs,  that  they  may  deem 
necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the 
Constitution   of  this  State  or  of  the   United   States. 

§  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  let  out  for 
construction  any  portion  of  said  road  as  soon  as  three 
thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  or  may  do  so  after  addi- 
tional subscriptions  are  received,  first  determining,  before 
commencing  work,  the  route  it  shall  take  ;  and  they  may  go 
on  letting  out  for  construction  and  completing  said  road, 
as  the  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company  may,  in  their 
opinion, justify  them  in  so  doing;  and  as  soon  as  two  and 
a  half  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  they  may  erect  a 
toll-gate  and  collect  toll  for  that  portion  of  said  road ; 
the  charges  for  toll  on  said  road  shall  be  in  conformity 
with  the  general  laws  of  this  State  regulating  tolls  on 
turnpikes ;  and  they  shall  only  be  authorized  to  charge 
toll  on  said  road  in  proportion  to  the  distance  traveled, 
and  only  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  be  completed, 
and  in  good  repair  lor  traveling. 

§  10  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right 
of  way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  rock  quarries  and 
toll-houses,  by  consent  or  purchase,  and  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  they  may,  by  proceedings  instituted  in  con- 
formity with  the  existing  laws  of  this  State  on  the  subject 
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1870.  ^^  turnpikes  and  plank  roada  (Revised  Slaiuies,  chapter 
103),  condemn  land  lor  right  of  way  over  which  s*aid  road 
may  be  located,  and  ground  for  toll-gates  and  toll-houses 
and  rock  quarries,  just  compensation  being  paid  to  the 
owners  thereof,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury,  empanneied  for 
such. purpose,  according  to  law  as  aforesaid. 

§  11.  The  said  road  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-five, 
nor  more  than  fifty  feet  wide.  Any  person  who  shall  un- 
lawfully obstruct  said  road  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  therefor, 
which  shall,  when  collected,  be  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  be  recoverable  as  ottier  fines  are  recov- 
erable by  law.  iSaid  president  and  directors  may  pass 
by-laws  fixing  fines  for  a  failure  to  pay  toll,  or  for  the 
evasion  of  toll  on  said  road,  which  may  be  recovered  as 
other  fines  of  similar  amount  are  recovered  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  be  for  the  u^  of  said 
company. 

§  12.  Said  directors  and  president  shall  pre^^cribe  ia 
what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock'shall  be  paid; 
they  may  borrow  money  for  the  use  of  said  company,  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  and  give  personnl  se(!urity 
therefor,  or  a  mortgage  on  said  road  and  its  franchises, 
which  may  be  enforced  and  foreclosed. 

$  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passsage.

CHAPTER  4G0. 

AN  ACT  esiablishing  a  New  Charter  for  the  City  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  evaded  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  territory  within  the 
boundary  hereinafter  designated  are  hereby  continued  cor- 
porate, by  name  and  style  of  "The  City  of  Louisville;"  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  power  to  govern  them- 
selves by  such  ordinances,  and  resolutions,  for  municipal 
purposes,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  to  conflict  with 
this  charter  nor  the  Constitution  and  laws  ot  this  iState 
nor  of  the  United  States;  with  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  all  courts;  to  acquire  property  for  municipal  purposes 
by  purchase  or  otherwise;  to  hold  the  same,  and  all  prop- 
erty and  effects  now  belonging  to  said  city,  either  in  her 
own  name  or  in  the  name  of  others,  to  the  u:«e  ot  said 
city,  for  the  purposes  and  intents  for  which  the  same  were 
granted  or  dedicated;  to  use,  manage,  improve,  sell,  and 
convey,  rent  or  lease,  and  have  the  like  power  over  prop- 
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erty  hereafter    acquired;   to   have   a   common   seal,  and       1870. 
change  it  at  pleasure,  and  act  with  or  without  a  seal. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  in  said  city  a  legislative,  executive, 
and  judicial  department.  Officers  of  one  of  said  depart- 
ments shall  not  act  in  another,  except  as  permitted  in  this 
charter. 

Legislative. 

5  3.  The  legislative  power  shall  be  in  a  board  of  coun- 
cilmen  and  a  board  of  aldermen,  styled  "The  General 
Council  of  the  City  of  Louisville,"  the  members  of  which 
shall  be  white  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  resi- 
dents of  said  city  three  years  next  preceding  their  elec- 
tion, bona  fide  residents  of  the  wards  for  which  they  are 
chosen,  housekeepers  or  owners  of  real  estate  in  said  city  j 
hold  no  other  civil  office,  nor  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  any  contract  with  said  city,  or  in  any  appli- 
cation therefor,  or  a  candidate  for,  or  hold  any  office  or 
employment  for  pay  in  any  company  or  corporation  which 
holds,  or  is  an  applicant  for,  any  contract  with  said  city, 
the  terms,  rates,  or  prices  of  which  are  subject  to  modifi- 
cation or  enforcement  by  the  general  council ;  nor  be  in 
arrears  to  the  city  for.  money  collected  or  held  without  a 
settlement  and  quietus  therefor.  Stockholders  in  other 
corporations  may  be  eligible,  but  shall  not  vote  on  or  inter- 
fere, directly  or  indirectly,  with  any  matter  or  question 
affecting  any  contract  between  such  company  and  ihn  city, 
or  right  or  duty  under  the  same.  Aldermen  shall  have 
attained  thirty  and  councilmen  twenty-lour  years  ui'  age. 
The  absence  of  any  of  these  qualifications  nhall  render  a 
person  ineligible  as  a  member  of  either  board;  said  coun- 
cil shall  so  declare,  and  proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  4.  Repre>eiitation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform,  and 
regulated  by  the  number  oi'  inhabitants,  to  be  ascertained 
by  the  census  to  be  made  in  1870,  and  every  ten  years 
thereafter;  but  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  wards, 
the  general  council  may  cause  enumerations  to  be  made 
at  shorter  periods;  and  after  each  enumeration,  they  shall 
lay  off  the  city  into  twelve  wards,  as  nearly  equal  as 
practicable  in  population.  The  qualified  voters  of  each 
ward  shall  elect  two  councilmen  and  one  alderman,  the 
alderman  to  serve  two  years  and  the  councilmen  one  year 
from  their  general  election. 

§  5.  The  aldermen  first  ehected  under  this  charter  shall 
divide  themselves  by  lot  into  two  classes  :  the  seals  of  the 
first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  end  of  one  year,  and  of 
the  second  class  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  their  gen- 
eral election  ;  and  the  vacancies  thus  made  thall  be  tilled 
by  the  qualified  voters  in  the  ward  at  the  next  annual 
election  for  members  of  the  general  council.     Each  board 
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1870.  shall  elect  from  its  members  a  president  thereof  for  one 
year.  In  his  absence,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  members.  Each  board  shall  judge  the  eligibility 
and  election  returns  of  its  members,  adopt  rules  for  its 
proceedings,  and  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  con- 
duct; and  two  thirds  of  the  members  elect  concurring, 
may  expel  a  member,  but  not  twice  for  the  same  cause. 
A  majority  of  the  members  elect  shall  form  a  quorum  of 
either  board,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day;  and  the  attendance  of  members  may  be  enforced 
by  rules  or  ordinance,  with  appropriate  fine,  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars.  Each  bo^rd  shall  elect  its  clerk,  and  may 
elect  a  sergeant-at-arms,  define  their  duties,  and  fix  their 
pay.  Each  board  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  its  pro- 
ceedings; and  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  each 
session,  the  proceedings  thereof  shall  be  published  at  least 
once  in* one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  printed  in  Louis- 
ville having  the  largest  permanent  circulation  in  said  city; 
•  such  newspaper  or  papers  to  be  selected  annually  by  the 
general  council  upon  joint  ballot  or  otherwise,  as  may  be 
fixed  b}'  ordinance.  All  ordinances  shall  be  published  in 
like  manner  before  they  are  enforced ;  and  ordinances 
passed  during  the  year,  and  in  force  at  the  end  ot  the 
term  of  service  of  the  councilmen,  shall  be  published  as 
are  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  for  the 
use  of  the  members  of  said  council,  and  for  such  distribu- 
tion as  may  be  deemed  proper.  All  records,  official  pro- 
ceedings, and  papers  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Louisville, 
of  the  mayor  and  council,  and  other  officers  under  the  first 
incorporation  into  a  city,  those  under  the  charter  of  1851, 
and  those  of  the  mayor  and  general  council,  and  other 
officers  under  this  charter,  are  hereby  declared  public  rec- 
ords, and  as  such  shall  be  preserved  and  be  entitled  to  all 
the  i'aith  and  credit  of  public  records;  and  official  copies 
thereof  may  be  read  in  all  courts  with  like  eifect  as  of 
other  public  records. 

§  G.  The  general  council  shall  hold  their  meetings  in 
such  separate  rooms  in  said  city  as  may  be  provided  by 
ordinance;  and  the  places  shall  not  be  changed  but  by  or- 
dinance passed  by  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  each  board 
voting  therefor.  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  December  of 
each  year  after  1869  the  general  election  for  members  of 
the  general  council  shall  be  held,  and  in  one  month  there- 
after they  shall  assemble,  and  they  shall  meet  once  in 
every  two  weeks,  and  not  adjourn  lor  a  longer  time,  but 
may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  sit  as  long  as  business 
may  require.  When  both  boards  are  in  session,  one  shall 
not  adjourn  without  the  concurrence  of  the  other  for  a 
longer  time  than  twenty-four  hours;  if  they  cannot  agree 
upon  an  adjournment,  the  mayor  shall  adjourn  them  to  a 
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day  not  beyond  the  regular  time  of  meeting.  Members  of  1870. 
the  general  council  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries, 
from  military  duty  during  their  term,  and  for  anything  said 
in  debate  they  shall  not  be  questioned  elsewhere.  Vacan- 
cies in  either  board  shall  be  filled  by  election,  in  joint  ses- 
aion,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  vacated. 

§  7.  No  ordinance  shall  be  passed  until  it  shall  have  been 
read  in  each  board  at  two  several  meetings,  and  free  dis- 
cussion allowed  thereon,  unless  this  provision  be  suspend- 
ed by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  elect  of  the 
board  in  which  th«  proposed  ordinance  is  pending.  No 
ordinance  shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject,  and  that 
shall  be  expressed  in  its  title.  No  ordinance  shall  be  alter* 
ed  or  amended  in  any  way,  except  by  repealing  it.  Prop* 
ositions  for  raising  money  must  originate  in  the  board 
of  conncilmen  ;  but  the  board  of  aldermen  may  propose 
amendments  thereto,  as  in  other  propositions:  Provided^ 
They  do  not,  under  color  of  amendment,  introduce  matter 
Dot  relating  to  the  subject.  No  individual,  company,  or 
corporation  shall  be  exempt  from  duties  or  burthens  borne 
by  others;  nor  shall  any  exclusive  privilege  or  immunity, 
whatever,  be  granted,  except  as  may  be  herein  expressly 
allowed.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  to  pass 
all  ordinances  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  eSect 
the  powers  granted  in  this  charter.  No  money  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  city  treasury  except  upon  warrant  of  the 
auditor,  made  in  pursuance  of  appropriation  by  ordi- 
nance. 

§  8.  The  general  council  shall,  upon  joint  ballot,  at 
such  time  or  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  elect, 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  respectively 
qualified,  one  person  as  wharf-master;  one  as  physician 
of  the  eastern,  and  one  as  physician  of  the  western  dis- 
trict; as  many  market-masters  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance,  not  more  than  one  for  each  market-house ;  as 
many  sextons  as  may  be  prescribed,  not  more  than  one 
for  each  cemetery ;  two  persons  as  inspectors  and  gaugers 
of  liquors,  oils,  and  other  liquids;  two  persons  as  inspect- 
ora  of  flour;  two  persons  as  inspectors  of  pork,  beef, 
lard,  tallow,  and  butter;  two  persons  as  inspectors,  weigh- 
ers, and  measurers  of  coal,  wood,  and  lime  ;  such  number  of 
persons  as  inspectors  of  brick  work  and  stone  work,  carpen- 
ter's work,  painter's  work,  plasterer's  work,  iron  work,  lum- 
ber, stone,  and  other  materials  for  building  or  other  articles, 
as  the  general  council  meCy  deem  proper.  Five  falls  pilots 
shall  be  elected  by  said  council,  upon  joint  ballot,  at  such 
time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  to  serve  for  five 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.     Said  coun- 
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1870.  ^^'  shall  prescribe  the  duties  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
the  officers  named  in  this  section ;  and  before  entering' 
upon  their  duties,  they  t«ha1i  each  enter  into  such  bond, 
and  take  such  oath  or  affirmation, as  maybe  prescribed  by 
ordinance.  8aid  council  may  prohibit  any  inspector  from 
dealing  in  the  articles  inspected  by  him.  No  person  shall 
be  eligil)Ie  to  any  of  these  offices  who  is  not,  at  the  time 
of  his  election,  a  qualified  voter  of  the  city,  and  who  has 
not  resided  therein  three  years  preceding  his  election. 
When  any  officer,  elected  by  the  general  council,  dies  or 
vacates  his  office  in  any  way,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  by  said  council  on  joint 
ballot.  All  officers  or  agents  of  the  city  in  any  of  it^  de- 
partments, not  herein  required  to  be  otherwise  elected  or 
appointed,  shall  be  elected  by  the  general  council  upon 
joint  ballot.  Executive  and  ministerial  officers  of  said 
city,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  charter,  shall  be  re- 
movable by  the  board  of  aldermen,  sitting  as  a  court, 
under  oath  or  affirmation,  upon  charges  preferred  by  the 
mayor  or  any  two  members  of  the  board  of  councilmen ; 
and  in  case  of  the  mayor,  upon  charges  preferred  by  the 
board  of  councilmen.  No  person  so  tried  shall  be  re- 
moved from  office  without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds 
of  the  aldermen;  and  when  a  person  has  been  so  removed 
from  office,  he  shall  be  ineligible  thereto  during  the  term 
for  which  he  had  been  elected.  The  general  council  shall 
have  power  to  pass  ordinances  imposing  fines  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  for  any  designated  misdemeanors 
not  provided  for  by  the  general  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth ;  but  in  cases  where  the  general  statutes  of  the 
Commonwealth  impose  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  such  fine  may  be  increased  by  ordinance.  But  in 
no  case  ^hall  a  less  penalty  be  provided  by  ordinance  than 
that  which  is  prescribed  by  the  general  statutes  for  the 
same  or  similar  ofiTenses.  Said  council  may,  by  ordinance, 
secure  owners  of  dogs  the  same  protection  of  them  that 
is  by  law  given  to  other  property,  and  lay  a  direct  annual 
tax  upon  them  in  such  sum  as  they  deem  proper,  and 
provide  that  when  the  tax  is  paid  the  owner  may  have 
the  protection  of  them  enforced  during  that  year. 

§9.  An  election  board  is  hereby  established,  consisting 
of  the  mayor,  one  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
two  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  the  clerk  of  the 
aldermen.  Said  aldermen  and  councilmen  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  their  respective  board?  in  January  of  each 
year,  to  serve  for  one  year ;  and  said  board  shall  receive 
all  the  election  returns  of  that  year  for  municipal  pur- 
poses, compare  the  votes  of  the  diflTerent  candidates,  and 
furnish  the  parties  elected  certificates  thereof  within  five 
days;  any  three  of  said  board  may   act.     Vacancies  in 
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fftiid  board  may  be  filled  at  any  time  by  the  respective       1870. 
boarda  of  the  cooncil,  and   in   default  thereof,  they  may 
be   filled  by  the  mayor.     At  the  first  election  tinder  this 
charter,  the  election  board  then  in  office  shall  discharge 
the  duties  imposed  on  the  election  board  by  this  section. 

Cemdemnation  of  Property. 

§  10.  To  procure  property  for  municipal  purposes  with- 
in said  city,  the  general  council  may,  by  ordinance  or  res- 
olution, aothoriEe  the  mayor  to  purchase,  at  a  stated  price, 
any  designated  property  for  a  specified  purpose ;  and  the 
mayor  may  tender  to  the  owners  of  the  property,  if  adults, 
the  money  at  said  price,  and  make  the  purchase,  if  assent- 
ed to;  but  if  the  owner  refuse  to  sell  at  such  price,  the 
property  may  be  condemned,  by  proceeding  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  against  all 
owners  interested  in  said  property,  or  any  part  thereof, 
in  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  or  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction ;  and  such  court  shall  make  all  such 
orders,  rules  and  judgments,  as  will  secure  a  fair  trial 
by  an  impartial  jury  of  not  less  than  six  freeholders  of 
said  city,  who  shall  be  sworn  in  such  form  as  the  court 
may  direct,  and  say,  by  their  verdict,  what  compensa- 
tion the  respective  owners  shall  have  for  the  property 
proposed  to  be  condemned,  including  dama^^es,  if  any, 
occasioned  by  such  taking;  and  upon  such  inquest,  the 
court  shall  make  its  judgment  of  condemnation,  to  take 
effect  upon  the  payment  of  the  money  in  pursuance  of 
the  judgment,  unless,  for  objections  made  and  cause 
shown  within  ten  days  after  such  inquest,  the  court,  in 
its  discretion,  shall  rule  or  order  otherwise.  All  costs 
of  the  proceeding  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville. Either  party  may  except  to  the  proceedings,  and 
have  the  right  of  appeal  as  in  case  of  other  final  orders 
or  judgments. 

SewerSy  Bridges^  and  Parka. 

§  11.  Third  street  is  made  a  line  dividing  the  entire 
city  into  an  eastern  and  western  district,  for  the  purpose 
of  drainage,  building  bridges  and  culverts,  and  provid- 
ing public  parks  and  pleasure  grounds.  The  expense  of 
tho:«e  in  each  district  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  property 
therein  subject  to  taxation  for  general  city  purposes,  to 
be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected  as  may  be  provided  by 
ordinance;  but  no  ordinance  for  the  establishment  of  any 
park  or  pleasure  ground  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  dis- 
trict to  be  taxed  therefor,  at  a  general  election  for  city  or 
State  ofiicers,  or  at  a  special  election  on  a  day  fixed  by 
the  general  council,  and   after  publication  of  the  ordi- 
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1870.  nance  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  largest 
circulation  in  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days  previous 
to  said  election,  and  be  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  those 
Toting  thereon.  Said  council  shall  lay  off  the  city  into 
as  many  sewerage  districts  as  wilt  provide  an  efficient 
system  of  drainage,  to  be  gradually  progressed  with,  from 
year  to  year,  in  carrying  out  the  general  plan;  and  shall 
cause  a  map  thereof  to  be  made,  showing  all  the  main 
sewers,  and  the  districts  drained  thereby,  and  tbe  smalt 
sewers,  and  the  districts  drained  thereby,  so  as  to  make  a 
just  and  equitable  system ;  and  time  shall  be  given,  be- 
fore finally  establishing  the  same,  for  all  persons  who 
may  object  to  be  heard  thereon ;  and  thereafter,  said 
eouncil  shall  adjust  the  same  as  they  deem  best,  and  es- 
tablish it,  and  provide  by  ordinance  to  progress  with  the 
system  gradnally,  and  assess  tbe  cost  of  the  work  and 
materials  each  year,  upon  the  property  assessed  for  city 
taxes  generally  in  each  district  drained  by  each  sewer, 
with  such  sum  as  will  pay  for  the  work  to  be  done  ii» 
the  district  that  year,  to  be  collected  as  taxes  for  city 
purposes  generally;  or  the  general  council  may  pay  for 
the  work  in  bonds  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  provide 
by  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  bonds  as  the  same  become  due,  by  an  an- 
nual assessment  upon  the  property  in  the  district  charged 
with  the  cost  of  the  work,  to  be  levied  on  the  property 
assessed  for  city  taxes  generally  until  the  bonds  are  paid. 

Public   Waj/s. 

^  12.  Public  ways,  as  used  in  this  charter,  shall  meaE> 
all  public  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  roads,  lanes,  avenues, 
highways,  and  thoroughfares,  and  be  under  tbe  exclusive 
•  management  and  control  of  said  city,  with  power  to  im- 
prove them  by  original  construction  and  reconstruction 
thereof,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  Improvement, 
as  applied  to  public  ways,  shall  mean  all  work  and  mate- 
rials used  upon  them  in  construction  and  reconstruction 
thereof,  and  shall  be  made  and  done  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance,  at  the  exclusive  cost  of  the  owners  of  lots  in 
each  fourth  of  a  square,  to  be  equally  apportioned  by  the 
general  council,  according  to  the  number  of  square  feet 
owned  by  them  respectively,  except  that  corner  lots  (say 
thirty  feet  front  and  extending  back  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance)  shall  pay  twenty-five  per  cent,  more  than 
others  for  &aid  improvements.  A  lien  shall  exist  for  the 
cost  of  improvements  of  public  ways,  for  the  apportion- 
ments and  interest  thereon,  against  the  respective  lots, 
and  payment  may  be  enforced  as  other  city  asseasmenta 
for  taxes  upon  the  property  boutid  therefor,  or  by  proceed- 
ings in  court ;  and  no  error  in  the  proceedings  of  the  gen* 
eral  council  shall  exempt  from  payment  after  tbe  work  ka» 
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been  done,  as  required  by  ordinance  or  contract ;  bat  the  1870. 
general  council,  or  the  courts  in  which  suits  may  be  pend- 
ing, shall  make  all  corrections,  rules,  and  orders  to  do  jus- 
tice to  all  parties  coocerned;  and  in  no  event  shall  the 
city  be  liable  for  such  improvements  without  having  the 
right  to  enforce  it  against  the  property  receiving  the  bene- 
fit thereof;  so  that  no  one  shall  be  assessed  or  charged 
with  the  improvement  of  public  ways  excepting  those 
binding  on  the  fourth  of  a  square  of  which  his  lot  forms  a 
part,  apportioned  as  aforesaid ;  but  the  owner  or  owners 
of  lots  liable  to  be  assessed  for  such  improvements  on  pub- 
lic ways,  shall  have  the  right  to  make  the  same,  or  have 
the  same  done  by  private  contract:  Provided,  The  same 
be  done  by  permission  of  the  general  council,  and  under 
an  ordinance  prescribing  therefor,  according  to  the  plans 
and  specifications,  and  under  the  approval  of  the  city 
engineer;  if  not  so  done,  and  within  reasonable  time,  as 
determined  by  the  mayor,  it  may  be  done  by  public  con- 
tract. When  improvements  on  the  public  ways  have  been 
made,  and  the  contracts  therefor  completed,  the  owners 
of  the  lots  taxable  therefor,  or  their  agents  or  representa- 
tives, if  known  to  the  city  enfi:ineer,  and  resident  within 
said  city  or  Jefferson  county,  shall  have  written  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  inspection  and  reception 
of  the  same  by  the  city  engineer  ;  and  such  owners,  agents, 
and  representatives  may  appear  and  be  heard  before  such 
engineer,  as  to  whether  such  improvements  have  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  authorizing  the 
same  and  the  contract  therefor.  Ordinances  for  improve- 
ment of  public  ways,  when  not  petitioned  for  by  the  own- 
ers of  a  majority  of  square  feet  of  ground  liable  therefor,  ' 
must  be  parsed  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  of 
each  board,  by  yeas  and  nays  on  the  final  vote,  recorded 
on  their  respective  journals.  Contracts  for  work  and  ma- 
terials shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  for 
all  work  done  by  city  authority. 

Repairing  Public  Ways,  etc. 

(  Id.  For  repairing  and  cleaning  public  ways,  and  mak- 
ing foot-way  crossings,  the  general  council  shall  divide 
the  city  into  not  less  than  six  districts,  and  assess  the  ex- 
pense thereof  qpon  the  property  therein  as  it  is  assessed 
for  other  city  purposes,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner, not  to  exceed  thirty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property  annually.  If  the  amount  collected 
in  any  year  shall  not  be  expended  for  these  purposes,  the 
surplus  shall  remain  to  the  credit  of  the  district  in  which 
it  was  collected,  and  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose  than 
to  diminish  the  assessment  of  the  district  in  the  ensuing 
year.  Contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder  for  the  work  and  materials  used  in  each  district  for 
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1870.  repairing  and  cleaning  public  ways,  and  making  foot-way 
crossings,  separately  or  together,  for  each  year,  or  such 
less  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance ;  and  good 
security  required  from  contractors. 

WeBs  and  Cisterns. 

§  14.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  the 
digging  and  walling  of  public  wells  and  cisterns,  and  plac- 
ing fire-plugs  and  attachments  to  the  street  water-pipes  on 
the  public  ways  within  the  city,  and  to  apportion  the  cost 
thereof  against  the  owners  of  lots  fronting  the  public  ways, 
to  the  middle  of  each  square,  from  the  intersection  at  or 
near  which  the  work  shall  be  located,  or  any  other  equi- 
table mode  of  apportionment  which  said  council  may  pre- 
scribe by  ordinance;  and  liens  shall  exist  against  such  lots 
for  the  respective  apportionments,  with  like  effect  and 
like  remedies,  as  provided  in  section  twelve  of  this  charter 
for  improvement  of  public  ways. 

Street  Railways^ 

§  15.  Said  council  shall  prescribe  by  ordinance  the  term» 
and  conditions  upon  which  the  public  ways  of  the  city 
may  be  used  or  occupied  by  street  railways.  No  grant  for 
a  double  track  shall  be  made ;  nor  shall  a  grant  for  the 
construction  or  operation  of  any  street  railway  be  made, 
until  those  applying  for  such  privilege  furnish  the  genera) 
council  with  the  written  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  own- 
ers of  property  fronting  or  binding  on  the  proposed  line 
of  railway;  nor  until  public  notice  of  the  intention  to 
make  the  grant  and  inviting  proposals  therefor  shall  have 
been  published  for  ten  days  in  one  or  more  of  the  princi- 
pal daily  papers  of  the  city;  nor  shall  the  grant  be  made, 
except  to  persons  who  shall  agree  to  carry  passengers  al 
the  lowest  rate  of  fare,  and  give  good  surety  to  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  grant  and  Ordinances  ol' the  city,  not 
in  conflict  therewith.  The  construction  of  street  railways 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  general  council,  and 
shall  conform  to  the  grade  of  the  streets,  and  be  subject  to 
removal  or  obstruction  during  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, and  repairs  ol  streets  and  other  public  improvements^ 
and  to  be  replaced  at  the  cost  of  the  owners  or  operators 
of  such  railroad,  without  claim  for  damages  for  such  ob- 
struction or  removal;  and  this  shall  be  so  stated  in  the 
grant  and  contract. 

Leveeing. 

$  16,  For  the  purpose  of  relieving  lands  within  the  city 
from  inundation  by  the  Ohio  river,  the  general  council,  on 
the  petition  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  feet  or  acres  of 
land  to  be  benefited,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  leveed,  and 
equitably  apportion  the  cost  thereof  against  the  respective 
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owners;  and  for  such  apportionments,  and  interest  there-       1870* 
on,  a  Hen  i«hall  exist  on  the  lands  with  like  effect  and  like 
remedies  as  for  apportionments  for  improvements  of  pub- 
lie  ways  in  section  twelve  of  this  charter. 

Public  Plan  t>f  the  City. 

§  17.  The  general  council  shall,  within  the  first  year 
after  this  charter  takes  effect,  cause  a  map  to  be  made  of 
the  entire  city  within  the  boundary'  fixed  by  this  charter, 
with  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  roads,  and  all  other  public 
ways  laid  out  by  actual  survey^  showing  the  extension 
thereof  to  the  boundary  line  with  regular  squares;  and 
no  pert^on  shall  lay  out  lands  or  ^ell  lots  upon  a  plan  at 
variance  with  said  public  plan  and  map,  unless  the  gen- 
eral council,  by  ordinance,  permit  the  same;  but  all  own- 
ers may  map  out  their  lands  according  to  said  public  plan; 
and  the  streets,  and  other  public  ways  thus  laid  out,  shaJl 
be  public  ways  of  said  city. 

Bowidariet. 

§  18.  The  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Louisville  ehall  re- 
main as  now  established,  until  the  same  shall  be  changed 
by  law. 

Execuiwe^ 

§  19.  The  chief  executive  officer  of  said  city  shall  be 
styled  the  mayor,  and  shall  he  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  qualified ;  and  he  shall  be  inelii^ible  to  that  office 
for  the  ensuing  three  years.  After  the  first  election  under 
this  charter,  the  mayor  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  December^  1872,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  De- 
cember every  third  year  thereafter :  Provided,  however^ 
That  the  mayor  first  elected  under  this  charter  shall  be 
elected  for  the  term  which  shall  expire  when  his  successor 
^oes  into  office,  who  may  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  December,  1872;  byt  the  mayor  first  elected  shall  be 
ineligible  to  said  office  for  three  years  after  the  expiration 
of  said  term. 

§  20.  No  person  shall  be  mayor  who  has  not  attained 
thirty  years  of  age,  is  not  a  qualified  voter  of  the  city, 
and  who  has  not  been  a  resident  thereof  for  five  years 
next  preceding  his  election ;  who  is  not  a  housekeeper 
or  owner  of  real  estate  in  said  city  at  the  time  of  his 
election;  who  holds  any  other  civil  office,  or  is  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  with  said  city  as 
principal  or  surety ;  and  if,  aflter  election,  he  becomes  so 
interested,  or  an  applicant  for  such  contract,  or  a  candi- 
date for  any  office  or  agency,  his  office  shall  thereby  be- 
come vacant,  and  the  general  council  shall  so  declare  a^^ 
All  the  vacancy. 
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1870.  ^  ^^'  '^^^  mayor  shall  commence  the  execution  of  hw 

office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  succeeding  his  elec- 
tion; but  the  mayor  first  elected  under  this  charter  shall 
commence  the  execution  of  his  office  on  the  second  Mon- 
day  succeeding  his  election.  He  shall  receive  for  his 
services  not  less  than  two  thousand  nor  more  than  four 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the 
city  treasury. 

§  22.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the  general 
council  such  information  of  the  state  of  the  corporation^ 
and  such  suggestions  as  be  may  deem  proper  or  they  may 
require;  and  he  may  recommend  to  them  such  measures 
as  he  may  deem  important  for  their  consideration.  He 
shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  all  the  executive 
and  ministerial  officers  of  said  city,  and  see  that  their  offir- 
eial  duties  be  honestly  performed ;  and  may  require  from 
them  statements  in  writing  concerning  the  discharge  of 
said  duties.  He  shal)  take  care  that  the  (aws,  ordinances, 
and  resolutions  of  the  city  are  faithfully  executed  ;  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties,  not  inconsi^^tent  with  this 
charter,  as  may  be  required  by  ordinance  or  resolution. 
He  may  appoint  his  own  clerk,  and  remove  him  at  [vieas- 
ure.  The  salary  of  such  clerk  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance, 
and  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§  23.  He  shall  be  head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and 
Hiay  command  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duty;, 
and  when  deemed  by  him  necessary  to  enforce  the  laws, 
or  to  avert  calamity,  or  save  life  or  property  in  case  of 
danger,  he  may  order  into  service  any  of  the  citizens, 
either  civil  or  military,  and  in  such  cases  he  shall  be 
present  and  command  in  person;  and  the  general  council 
sbail  prescribe  suitable  fines  and  penaltiiss  for  disobedi- 
ence of  his  orders  on  such  occasions. 

§  24.  £xoept  on  adjournment,  or  approval  of  a  contract 
theretofore  approved  by  the  mayor,  every  proposed  ordi- 
nance or  joint  resolution,  which  has  passed  the  general 
council,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor,  and,  if  he  ap* 
prove,  he  shall  sign  it,  and  then  it  shall  be  obligatory ; 
but  if  he  disapprove,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections, 
in  writing,  to  the  board  in  which  it  originated,  and  said 
board  shall  then  reconsider  the  same,  and  if  two  thirds  of 
the  members  elect  concur  in  adopting  it  again,  it  shall  be 
sent  with  the  mayor's  objections  to  the  other  board,  where 
it  shall  also  be  reconsidered,  and  if  again  passed  by  the 
votes  of  two  thirds  of  its  members,  it  shall  be  obligatory ; 
but  in  such  cases  the  votes  in  each  boarJ  shall  be  taken 
by  yeas  and  nays,  recorded  in  the  journal.  Should  the 
mayor  withhold  a  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  be- 
yonil  the  day  for  the  next  regular  meeting,  and  the  gen- 
eral council  actually  meet,  if  three  days  have  intervened 
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between  the  presentation  to  the  mayor  and  such  meeting,       1870. 
it  shall  be  obligatory  as  if  signed.     For  special  reasons, 
the  mayor  may  convene  the  general  council  at  any  time. 

§  25.  The  mayor  shall  have  the  same  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  or  aflirmations  that  justices  of  the  peace  and 
other  judicial  officers  of  this  Commonwealth  have;  and 
persons  violating  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  b.e  subject 
to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  law  for  Violating  such  oath 
or  affirmation,  if  taken  before  any  judicial  officer.  He 
shall  till  all  vacancies  in  executive  and  ministerial  offices 
not  herein  otherwise  provided  for. 

§  26.  Should  the  mayor  be  temporarily  disabled  for  dis- 
charging his  duties,  or  the  office  become  vacant  before  the 
expiration  of  his  term,  the  general  council  shall,  on  joint 
ballot,  elect  a  mayor  pro  tem,^  who  shall  discharge  the 
daties  of  the  office  during  the  continuance  of  the  disabil- 
ity, or  until  a  mayor  has  been  elected  and  qualified,  as 
provided  by  this  charter.  Said  council  shall  allow  such 
compensation  to  the  mayor  pro  tern,  as  they  may  deem, 
right,  not  exceeding  in  proportion  the  salary  of  the  mayor, 
and  may,  if  they  think  it  just,  deduct  the  amount  in  whole 
or  in  part  from  the  salary  of  the  mayor. 

Auditor^  Treasurer^  Assessor,  and  Receiver  of  Taxes, 

§  27.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  at  the  times  and  places  provided  for  the  general 
election  of  councilmen,  one  person  as  auditor,  one  as  treas- 
urer, one  as  assessor,  and  one  as  receiver  of  taxes,  each 
to  serve  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified. 
Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  they  shall  each  take 
such  oath  and  give  such  bond  and  sureties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance.  The  general  council  shall  fix  their 
compensation. 

§  28.   No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  of  the  offices  * 

named  in  section  27  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  election,  a 
qualified  voter  of  said  city,  and  who  has  not  been  a  bona 
fide  resident  thereof  for  five  years  preceding;  and  should 
any  of  said  officers,  after  election,  remove  from  the  city  or 
be  a  candidate  for  or  hold  any  other  civil  office,  or  be  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  interested  in  any  agency  or  contract 
with  said  city,  as  principal  or  surety,  or  any  application 
for  one,  he  shall  thereby  vacate  his  office.  No  receiver  of 
taxes,  after  the  first  electi'on  under  this  charter,  shall  be 
eligible  to  any  office,  unless  he  has  accounted  with  said 
city  for  ail  previous  collections,  and  obtained  a  quietus. 
Said  receiver  shall  not  use,  or  in  any  way  convert,  any 
money,  or  other  thing  of  value,  belonging  to  the  city,  to  his 
own  use,  or  that  of  others  ;  if  he  do,  he  and  his  sureties 
shall  pay  the  same,  with  interest,  and  he  shall  be  guilty  of 
felony,  an  J,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  confined  in  the  pen- 
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1870.  itentiftpy  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 
Should  any  of  the  offices  named  in  this  section  become 
vacant,  it  t^hall  be  filled  by  the  general  council,  in  joint 
session,  by  ballot,  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Erigineer. 

§  20i  There  shall  be  a  principal  engineer  for  said  city, 
who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  as  many  assistants  and 
other  employees  as  may  be  authorized  by  ordinance,  for 
the  efficient  management  and  conduct  of  this  department. 
He  shall  be  elected  by  the  general  council  by  ballot,  in 
joint  session,  every  two  years;  the  election  to  be  within 
the  first  month  after  the  inauguration  of  the  new  council : 
Provided,  That  the  first  term  of  said  officer  shall  expire 
as  if  the  election  had  taken  place  in  January,  1870. 

§  30.  He  i^hall  have  the  direction  in  the  improvement 
and  repairs  of  public  ways,  and  other  public  works, 
which  the  general  council  may,  by  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion, direct  to  be  made,  and  which  may  be  confided  to 
bis  supervision. 

§31.  His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  He 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not  more  than  five 
thousand  nor  less  than  three  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  general  council ;  and  his  assi&i^tants  and 
employees  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  ordinance.  He  shall  be  required  to  enter 
into  covenant  to  the  city,  with  good  surety,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  general  council,  for  the  faithful  and  effi- 
cient performance  of  his  duties.  The  general  council  shall 
pass  all  needful  ordinances  to  give  efficiency  to  this  de- 
partment, and  prevent  abuse  of  the  powers  conferred 
upon  said  engineer. 

Police, 

§  32.  The  city  of  Louisville  shall  have  and  maintain 
a  police  force,  with  distinction  of  grade  and  of  uniforms 
and  badges,  to  be  worn  by  the  chief,  lieutenants,  and 
policemen,  as  prescribed  by  ordinance.  They  shall  be 
white  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  residents  of  the 
city  for  three  years  preceding  their  election  ;  not  less 
than  twenty-four  years  of  age,  and  known  to  be  moral, 
sober,  and  sagacious;  none  of  them  shall  interfere  in 
elections  further  than  to  vote.  They  shall  be  elected  in 
this  manner:  The  mayor,  the  prenident  of  each  board  of 
the  general  council,  and  the  chairman  of  the  police  com- 
mittee of  each  board,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  police 
commissioners  tor  one  year,  without  pay;  and  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January  in  each  year  after  the  |)resent  year, 
or  within  ten  days  thereatter,  they  shall  elect  the  whole 
police  force  of  said  city  for  that  year.

§  33.  The  policemen  so  elected  shall  each  he  commis-  1870. 
sioned  hy  the  mayor  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
is  qualified,  which  shall  be  a  warrant  of  authority.  They 
shall  each  take  an  oath  and  give  bond,  with  good  surety, 
to  he  approved  by  the  general  council,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties.  Within  twenty  days  after 
this  charter  takes  effect,  the  board  of  police  commission- 
ers, as  herein  provided,  shall  elect  the  whole  police  force 
of  said  city,  including  officers  of  police,  and  commission 
them  to  serve  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1871. 

§  34.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  police  commissioners, 
the  mayor  shall  nominate  a  chief  of  police  for  their  con- 
firmation or  rejection,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  his 
successor  is  qualified ;  the  whole  force  shall  be  governed 
by  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the  mayor,  not  contrary  to 
law  or  ordinance;  the  clerk  of  the  mayor  shall  be  clerk 
to  the   police  commissioners  and  to  the  chief  of  police. 

^  35.  The  chief  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  pur- 
chase, or  in  any  way  obtain  control  of,  the  claims  of  any 
policeman  for  his  pay,  or  any  part  thereof;  if  he  do,  the 
mayor  shall  at  onee  dismiss  him  from  office. 

§  36.  The  mayor  may  convene  the  police  commissioners 
at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  filling  vacancies,  or  attend- 
ing to  any  other  business  in  the  scope  of  their  authority. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  said  commissioners  for  the  un- 
expired term  vacated. 

\  37.  The  mayor  shall  nohiinate  the  lieutenants  from 
the  regular  police  for  confirmation  by  the  commissioners. 
The  number  of  lieutenants  and  policemen,  and  their  pay, 
shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

^  38.  The  mayor  and  chief  of  police  shall  detail  from 
said  force  station-houtfie  keepers,  and  prescribe  their  duties 
by  rules  not  in  conflict  with  law  or  ordinance. 

i  39  The  mayor  shall  dismiss  any  member  of  the  police 
for  intermeddling  with,  or  directly  or  indirectly  taking  part 
in,  elections  further  than  vote;  for  intentionally  omitting 
or  failing  to  perform  any  duties  incumbent  upon  him  as  a 
policeman ;  for  wanton  breaches  of  law  or  ordinance,  or 
the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  police  ;  for  neglect  of 
his  family,  or  for  any  other  cause  which  he  may  deem  suf- 
ficient; but  any  policeman  so  dismissed  may  appeal  to  the 
board  of  commissioners,  and  if  the  action  of  the  mayor  be 
not  sustained,  the  commissioners  may  restore  such  police- 
man to  his  place. 

§  40.  Persons  Arrested  for  any  bailable  offense  shall  be 
placed  in  a  station-house,  if  necessary  for  safe-keeping, 
nntil  taken  before  the  city  court  of  Louisville  for  trial, 
which  shall  be  done  at  the  earliest  moment.  When  said 
city  court  is  not  in  session,  in  cases  of  misdemeanors,  bail 
may  be  taken  by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  and  in  cases  of 
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1&70.  felony,  by  any  two  justices  of  the  peace.  Policemen  may, 
with  or  without  warrant,  arrest  persons  guilty  of  oflenses 
against  the  laws  or  ordinances  of  the  city. 

JjidiciaL 

§41.  The  city  court  of  Louisville,  in  said  city,  shall 
remain.  It  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  composed  of  a  sin- 
gle judge,  and  shall  have  a  clerk,  prosecuting  attorney, 
and  marshal.  The  judge  shall  have  the  qualifications  of 
a  county  Judge,  the  clerk  of  a  county  court  clerk,  the 
attorney  of  a  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  marshal 
those  of  a  sheriff — all  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  city,  at  the  time  and  places  prescribed  by  law  for 
holding  State  elections,  and  for  the  periods  prescribed  by 
the  forty-first  section,  article  fourth,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State,  except  the  prosecuting  attorney,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  the  same  as  the  marshal,  and  to  be  elected 
at  the  same  times.  The  judge  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  out 
of  the  city  treasury,  and  shall  take  the  oaths  of  office  in 
substance  with  those  of  a  county  judge;  the  others  like 
oaths  with  those  prescribed  for  similar  officers. 

§  42.  Said  court  shall  have  original  and  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  all  misdemeanors  committed  within  said  city, 
and  -such  other  special  jurisdiction  as  hereinafter  stated, 
and  all  necessary  power  to  carry  into  eflect  the  jurisdic- 
tion given. 

§  43.  It  shall  also  have  the  power  to  cause  the  arrest  of 
all  persons  charged  with  felony,  and  hear  evidence  of 
their  innocence  or  guilt,  and  to  commit  or  discharge,  or 
admit  to  bail,  if  the  offense  be  bailable,  and  take  recog- 
nizances, with  surety,  for  appearance  before  the  proper 
tribunal,  with  the  same  efiect  that  county  judges  may; 
to  hear  all  complaints  for  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  re- 
quire surety  for  the  same,  and  good  demeanor,  and  com- 
mit to  the  work-house  until  surety  be  given  ;  to  hear  and 
determine  all  complaints  for  breaches  of  ordinances;  also 
for  violations  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  Commonwealth ; 
and  to  impose  such  fines  and  penalties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  ordinances,  or  the  penal  laws  of  the  State, 
to  the  amount  of  twenty  dollars;  if  above  that  sum,  he 
shall  cause  the  intervention  of  a  jury,  unless  waived  by 
the  party  charged.  Said  judge  shall  be  a  general  con- 
servator of  the  peace  within  said  city  as  circuit  judges 
in  the  State.  . 

§  44.  The  clerk  shall  have  the  qualifications  required  in 
section  41,  article  4,  of  the  Constitution,  and  shall  take 
the  oaths,  and  give  bond  and  surety,  to  be  approved  by 
said  judge,  as  required  by  law  from  a  clerk  of  a  county 
court,  and  may  administer  oaths  as  clerks  of  county 
courts,  and   be   subject  to  like   fines  and  penalties,  and 
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may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  way  for  neglect       1870. 
or  violations  of  duty. 

§  45.  Said  clerk  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars,  and  be  allowed  the  further 
sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  annually,  as  a  salary  for 
one  deputy,  to  be  paid  monthly  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
in  lieu  of  all  other  fees  or  charges,  as  now  allowed  by 
law,  except  the  lawful  fees  and  charges  for  naturaliza- 
tions, and  official  copies  of  records  and  papers  on  file  in 
his  office,  for  which  he  may  charge  and  receive  pay  in 
addition  to  his  salary.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said 
office,  the  judge  thereof  shall  fill  it,  if  the  unexpired 
term  be  less  than  one  year;  if  more,  then  till  the  next 
general  election  after  the  vacancy,  which  shall  then  be 
filled  by  election  as  in  the  first  instance. 

§  46.  The  prosecuting  attorney  shall  take  the  oath,  and 
come  under  the  obligations  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
and  laws  for  a  Commonwealth's  Attorney,  and  his  duties 
to  the  city  in  said  court  shall  be  similar  to  those  of  a 
Commonwealth's  Attorney  to  the  circuit  court  in  his  cir- 
cuit ;  and  in  all  matters  before  said  court  he  shall  rep- 
resent the  Commonwealth  or  city,  as  the  case   may  be. 

$47.  He  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services 
thirty  per  cent,  of  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  either  to  the 
Commonwealth  or  city,  made  in  said  court;  but  no  taxed 
fees  shall  be  allowed  in  any  prosecution  or  for  forfeit- 
ure. 

$  48.  When  said  attorney  fails  to  attend  and  prosecute, 
and  the  judge  of  said  court  considers  the  business  before 
it  requires  the  attention  of  a  prosecutor,  he  shall  appoint 
one  from  the  bar  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  said  attorney, 
or  on  his  failure  to  prosecute.  The  person  so  appointed 
shall  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  for  the  regular 
prosecutor;  and  for  his  services,  if  he  ask  it,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  emoluments  of  the  regular  prosecutor. 

§  49.  The  marshal  of  said  court,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  the  oaths  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  for  sheriffs,  and  ex- 
ecute such  bond  and  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge 
of  said  court,  and  with  conditions  prescribed  by  law  in 
case  of  a  sheriff  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  50.  The  process  of  said  court  shall  be  directed  to  and 
executed  by  said  marshal,  unless  for  speeial  reasons  the 
judge  cause  it  to  be  directed  to  another,  which  may  be  to 
any  sheriff,  constable,  policeman,  or  marshal.  It  shall  ruu 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  may 
go  into  any  county  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  the  said 
marshal  may  execute  it  anywhere  in  the  State,  or  make, 
by  indorsement  on  the  process,  a  special  bailifi*  to  execute 
itj  and  the  bailifi*  sl^all  have  all  the  right  to  execute,  and 
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1870.  the  fees  therefor,  that  the  marshal  has  by  law.  Policemen 
may  summon  witnesses. 

§  51.  The  marshal  ehall  receive  for  his  services  the  same 
fees  as  the  eheritf  of  Jefferson  county  for  similar  services, 
and  be  subject  to  the  like  penalties  for  failures  in  duty,  or 
for  illegal  charges.  The  marshal  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  take  bail  when  the  same  is  fixed  by  law,  or 
when  the  same  is  indorsed  on  the  writ..  The  marshal  may 
appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  court,  and  he  shall  be  liable  in  all  respects  on  his  bond 
for  their  official  conduct,  the  same  as  a  sheriff  is  liable  for 
his  deputies ;  and  such  deputy  marshals  may  perform  any 
of  his  official  duties  in  his  name. 

^  52.  Persons  arrested  under  capias  pro  fine  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  the  workhouse  until  the  same  shall  be  paid, 
unless  discharged  by  authority  of  law,  or  paid  by  work  at 
seventy -five  cents  per  day,  or  at  the  rate  prescribed  by 
ordinance  in  or  out  of  the  work-house. 

i  53.  Appeals  and  writs  of  error  shall  lie  from  the  de- 
cisions of  said  court  to  the  court  of  appeals  in  any  case 
where  the  fines  exceed  twenty  dollars,  under  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  governing  such  proceedings  in  the 
circuit  courts;  and  in  cases  where  fines  are  imposed  or 
authorized  under  ordinances  for  twenty  dollars  or  less,  the 
legality  of  such  ordinance  may  be  tested  by  the  city  by  an 
appeal  to  the  Jefiecson  circuit  court,  or  by  the  delendant 
by  a  writ  of  prohibition  from  the  Jefferson  circuit  court, 
wMh  the  right  of  appeal,  by  either  the  city  or  accused,  to 
the  court  of  appeals. 

§  54.  Said  court,  as  a  court  of  inquiry,  shall  always  be 
open  for  business,  Sundays  excepted.  It  shall  hold  month-^ 
ly  terms,  and  at  each  term  may  cause  to  be  summoned 
and  empanneled  a  grand  or  petit  jury,  or  both,  for  the 
indictment  and  trial  of  offenders,  in  all  respects  as  now 
authorized  and  prescribed  by  law;  said  terms  to  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and  continue 
as  long  as  business  may  require. 

^  55.  May  prescribe  rules  for  the  speedy  and  convenient 
dispatch  and  order  of  business,  the  rules  not  to  be  in  con- 
flict with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State. 

§  5f).  The  clerk  may,  upon  affidavit  charging  a  party 
with  an  ofl'ense,  issue  process  therefor,  returnable  forth- 
with. The  cierk  shall  have  authority  to  issue  all  appro- 
priate mesne  and  final  process  in  cases  cognizable  by  said 
court,  or  which  have  been  adjudicated.  In  all  prosecu- 
tions where,  by  law,  a  prosecutor  is  required  to  be  entered 
at  the  foot  of  the  indictment  or  presentment,  this  require- 
ment shall  be  satisfied  with  the  name  of  a  police  officer 
or  policeman;  and  if  the  indictment  be  not  sustained, 
and  the  policeman  or  officer  do  it  in  good  faith,  the  court 
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may  not  require  him  to  pay  costs;  bat  if  he  do  it  for  part       1870. 
of  the  penalty,  then  he  shall  be  liable  els  well  as  another. 

§  57.  Said  court  ijihall  have  an  interpreter,  to  be  elected 
by  the  general  council,  and  his  pay  fixed  by  ordinance. 
He  :>ball  attend  t^aid  court  when  needed,  and  be  under  its 
orders.  For  failure  in  hia  duties  the  court  may  remove 
him,  and  the  general  council  shall  elect  another.  If  his 
pay  be  per  diem,  the  tjudge  shall  certify  the  days  of  his 
service. 

§  58.  When,  from  any  cause,  the  judge  of  said  court 
fails  to  attend  and  hold  court,  the  attorneys  present  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  elect  a  judge,  from  their  own 
members,  as  provided  by  law  for  circuit  judges,  and  with 
the  same  eHect;  and  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties,  the 
judge  so  elected  may  be  entitled  to  the  pay  of  the  regu- 
lar judge,  if  he  demand  it;  and  the  clerk  of  said  court  • 
shall  certify  to  the  auditor  the  name  of  such  jndge  pj-o 
tern,,  and  the  time  of  his  service,  and  the  auditor  shall  pay 
the  same,  and  deduct  it  from  the  salary  of  the  regular 
judge.  No  one  shall  sit  as  judge  who  is  interested  in  any 
matter  on  trial  before  the  court. 

5  51).  Persons  convicted  of  petty  larceny  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  the  city  work-house  for  such  time,  not  exceeding 
three  months,  and  pay  such  fine,  not  to  exceed  lifty  dol- 
lars, as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  All  fines  and 
recoveries  in  said  court,  whether  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth or  city,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  as 
a  contribution  toward  the  expenses  of  said  court,  charged 
upon  the  city. 

Revenue, 

§  60.  The  general  council  shall  have  power,  by  ordi- 
nance, annually  to  levy,  and  cause  to  be  collected  and 
paid  into  the  city  treasury,  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  real 
estate  and  improvements,  and  such  personal  estate  as 
may  be  designated,  within  the  city  limits,  not  to  exceed 
eighty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars*  worth,  at  a 
fair  cash  value,  and  two  dollars  upon  each  male  inhab- 
itant of  said  city  twenty-one  years  old  and  upward  ;  but 
Buch  taxation  shall  be  uniform  and  equnl  upon  every  de- 
scription ot  property  assessed.  Merchants  paying  a  license 
shall  not  pay  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  their  merchandise. 
The  levy,  assessment,  and  collection  oi  revenue  for  the 
year  1870  may  be  provided  for,  and  proceeded  with,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance. 

§  01.  Appropriations  for  general  purposes  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  revenue  thus  collected,  for  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  such  appropriation  shall  be  made;  and  should  any 
appropriation,  contract,  or  liability  be  made  in  excess  of 
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1-870.  «»uch  revenue,  except  as  allowed  in  eection  sixty-eight  of 
this  charter,  it  shall  be  void  as  against  the  city,  but  bind- 
ing upon  the  mayor,  if  he  shall  sanction  the  same  by  his 
signature,  and  jointly  and  severally  upon  the  members  of 
the  general  council,  who,  being  present,  failed  to  record 
their  votes  against  the  same  upon  the  journals. 

§  62.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to  en- 
force this  liability  by  suit,  in  the  n^me  of  the  city,  or  in 
the  name  of  any  contractor  with  whom  such  illegal  con* 
tract  may  be  made. 

§  63.  For  all  the  taxes  and  assessments  authorized  by 
this  charter,  the  city  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  property 
taxed  or  assessed  for  its  payment,  and  may  enforce  the 
same  in  such  way  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance. 

City  Hall 

§  64.  An  annual  tax  shall  be  assessed  and  collected,  not 
exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property,  improvements,  and  estate  named  in  section 
sixty,  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  of  the 
city  of  Louisville  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  may  be  issued  to  pay  for  the  work  and  mate- 
rials to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  city  hall,  and  which 
may  be  paid  out  of  the  sinking  fund;  and,  if  so  paid,  the 
money  arising  from  this  tax  shall  be  paid  into  that  fund 
until  the  said  bonds  are  paid  off,  when  this  tax  shall 
cease. 

§  65.  The  proceeds  of  all  special  taxes  shall  be  sacredly 
applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  levied,  and  not 
otherwise.     No  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  the  bonds  of  the 
•  city  of  Louisville  for  city  purposes. 

§  66.  iSaid  council  shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful 
ordinances  regulating  the  assessor  and  assessment  of 
taxes;  the  receiver  and  the  collection  of  taxes;  the  adver- 
tising, sale,  and  redemption  of  property,  and  conveyances 
of  the  same,  when  sold,  to  enforce  payment  of  taxes,  as 
herein  authorized;  and  for  correction  of  assessments,  so  as 
to  include  all  property  omitted  in  previous  assessments 
not  extending  hack  more  than  five  years,  and  put  the  prop- 
erty omitted  in  any  previous  assessment  upon  a  corrected 
bill,  charging  for  the  years  omitted  according  to  the  value 
in  that  year;  and  may  deduct  for  prompt  payment  of 
taxes,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  the  amount,  and  add 
for  delayed  payment  not  exceeding  four  per  cent.,  and 
interest. 

§  67.  In  the  name  of  the  city,  and  to  promote  its  im- 
provement, and  the  comfort,  convenience,  and  advantage 
of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  said  council  shall  have  power 
to  subscribe  for  stock,  purchase,  hold,  and  sell  any  real  or 
personal  estate  within  or  without  the  limits  of  said  city, 
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and  to  borrow  money,  and  to  give  or  loan  the  credit  of  1870. 
said  city  in  aid  of  any  person  or  corporation  only  for 
appropriate  municipal  objects;  but  in  the  parchase  and 
sale  of  real  estate,  in  the  sale  of  stocks  or  sabscribing 
therefor ;  in  all  acts  or  contracts  for  raising  money,  or 
involving  the  expenditure  thereof,  the  concurrence,  upon 
two  different  days,  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of 
each  board  of  the  general  council,  shall  be  required ;  nor 
shall  the  council  make  or  authorize  any  contract  except  as 
specially  authorized  in  section  sixty-eight,  for  the  payment 
of  money  at  a  day  beyond  the  current  fiscal  year  ending 
the  Slst  day  of  December. 

§•66.  For  the  purposes  named  in  the  last  section,  said 
council  may  contract  debts  and  liabilities  on  behalf  of 
said  city  beyond  the  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year,  and  payable  within  or  beyond  such  year : 
Provided,  That  the  ordinance  wherein  any  such  contract 
shall  be  made  or  authorized  shall  be  published  at  least 
three  times  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city^ 
and  shall,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  days  after 
the  first  date  of  such  publication,  at  a  general  election 
held  in  said  city  for  officers  thereof,  or  on  a  special  day  to 
be  designated  by  the  general  council,  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  it  by  qualified 
voters  of  said  city :  Provided,  That  the  aggregate  vote  for 
and  against  the  same  is  not  less  than  one  fourth  of  the 
aggregate  vote  at  the  last  preceding  general  election  for 
city  or  State  purposes :  Provided  also,  That  provision  shall 
be  made  in  such  ordinance  to  levy  and  collect  an  annual 
tax  upon  such  estate  within  said  city,  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  said  council,  sufiicient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such 
debt  or  liability  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  to  dis- 
charge  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity ;  but  if  the  city 
ahall  hold  stock  in  any  corporation  for  which  any  such 
debt  shall  have  been  incurred,  and  the  dividends  upon  such 
stock  shall  be  sufiicient  to  pay  the  interest  and  secure  the 
principal  of  such  debt,  the  general  council  shall  have 
power  to  set  apart  such  stock  and  dividends,  and,  with  the 
consent  of  the  creditors  interested  therein,  to  repeal  or 
saspend  all  other  provisions  made  for  the  payment  thereof. 

§  69.  For  the  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  last  section,  the  general  council  shall 
have  power  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  the  necessary  taxes 
opoD  such  real  estate,  or  such  personal  and  real  estate 
within  said  city  as  they  may  designate,  in  addition  to  the 
taxes  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  levied;  and  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  doty,  to  make  all  needful  reg- 
ulations for  appropriation  of  such  taxes  to  the  objects  for 
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1870.  which  they  may  be  levied;  but  saob  taxes  flball  be  oif 
valorem^  equal  and  uniform  upon  every  species  of  property 
assessed ;  and  the  said  council  shall  also  have  power  to 
pledge,  mortgage,  and  sell  any  revenues  and  property, 
real  or  personal,  belonging  to  said  city,  excepting  the  rev- 
enues and  property  hereinbefore  appropriated.  Whenever 
said  council  shall  subscribe  for  stock  in  any  corporatioUt 
which  shall  be  paid  for  by  taxes  levied  upon  property  aa 
hereinbefore  authorized,  said  council  shall  have  the  power 
to  divide  such  stock  pro  rata  amongst  the  persons  and  cor- 
porations paying  such  taxes,  and  for  that  purpose  to  make 
all  necessary  and  proper  regulations.  The  general  coun- 
cil shall  not  have  power,  under  this  section,  to  levy  a  tax 
exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  property  annually.  The  general  council  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  make  all  needful  reg- 
ulations for  taking  the  votes  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
eity  in  the  cases  provided  for  herein. 

$  70.  The  general  council  may  annually' assess  and  col-  / 
lect,  in  addition  to  the  taxes  hereinbefore  authorized,  upon 
the  houses  and  lots  fronting  on  the  squares,  streets,  and 
alleys  of  said  city  lighted  with  gas  by  the  Louisville  Gas 
Company,  a  tax  to  such  amount  as  will  piay  the  cost  of  the 
public  gas  lights,  and  the  expense  of  collecting  such  tax; 
and  when  such  tax  is  collected,  it  shall  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  expense  of  such  lights. 

§  71.  All  tracts  of  land  within  the  limits  of  said  city, 
not  laid  off  into  squares  or  lots,  shall  be  assessed  for  taxa- 
tion by  the  acre. 

§72.  Any  tenant  claiming  under,  or  agent  acting  for, 
the  owner  of  any  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  city,  and 

Eaying  taxes,  shall  have  a  lien  thereon,  and  the  right  to 
old  possession  thereof,  until  the  person  actually  entitled 
to  possession  shall  pay  or  tender  him  the  amount  of  such 
taxes,  and  legal  interest;  unless  the  person  entitled  as 
aforesaid  shall  also  have  paid  said  taxes  to  the  city.  Noth- 
ing herein  shall  affect  any  contract  between  such  tenant 
or  agent  and  owner  concerning  said  taxes. 

§  73.  The  receiver  may  levy  upon  any  lot  or  lots  of 
ground,  or  house  or  bouses  on  leased  ground  in  said  city^ 
belonging  to  the  person  owning  the  said  tax  bill,  and  after 
making  the  levy,  shall  advertise  the  same  in  one  of  the 
daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city,  to  be  sold  on  a 
day  designated  in  the  advertisement,  which  shall  be  by 
daily  insertions  for  at  least  five  days  before  the  day  of 
sale;  and  as  to  non-residents  of  said  city  and  county, 
weekly  insertions  ibr  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  day 
of  sale,  which  sale  shall  be  between  the  hours  of  ten 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  at  the  court- 
house door  in  said  city.     Before  selling  any  property  as 
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mbove  provided  for,  the  receiver  who  made  the  levy  ihall      1870. 
give  notice  to  the  owner,  if  a  resident;  and  if  he  is  noa* 
re^ideHt,  aod  his  place  of  residence  be  known,  he  shall 
write  to  bim  on  the  first  day  of  publication  of  notice  of 
•ale  as  above,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  advertisement. 

§  74.  Within  two  weeks  after  making  sale  of  any  prop* 
erty  for  taxes,  the  receiver  of  taxes  making  the  sale  shall 
render  to  the  general  council  a  fall  report  of  his  proceed- 
ings therein^  including  a  list  of  the  property  sold  and  of 
the  names  of  the  owners  and  purchasers,  and  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  property ;  and  he  shall  also  hand  in  with  the 
report  a  copy  of  the  newspaper  containing  an  advertise- 
ment of  sale,  with  certificate  of  the  printer  or  publisher, 
ahowing  the  time  when  the  advertisement  was  printed, 
which  certificate  shall  be  sworn  to  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  for  Jefierson  county ;  and  the  receiver  shall  also 
make  afiidavit  before  a  juxstice  of  the  peace  of  said  coun- 
ty that  be  has  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  this 
charter  and  the  ordinances  of  the  citv  in  relation  to  mak- 
ing  the  levy,  advertising,  giving  notice  to  owners,  and 
eelling;  which  affidavit  shall  form  part  of  the  receiver's 
report. 

§  75.  Should  any  collector  or  receiver  of  taxes  for  the 
city,  or  other  city  officers,  or  members  of  the  general  coun- 
cil, buy,  trade,  or  barter  for,  directly  or  indirectly,  any 
warrant  or  claim  on  the  city  treasury,  or  against  said  city, 
for  any  8«m  less  than  the  nominal  amount  thereof,  all 
such  acts  shall  be  malfeasance,  for  which  he  may  be  re- 
moved from  office;  but  said  receiver  may,  if  not  prohibited 
by  ordinance,  or  not  otherwise  provided  in  this  charter, 
receive  such  warrants  in  payment  of  taxes,  and  pay  the 
same  into  the  treasury  as  money. 

Education, 

§  76.  At  the  first  general  election  for  city  officers  under 
Mliis  ch&rter,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters 
in  each  ward  of  said  city,  two  qualified  persons  as  trus- 
tees of  the  male  high  school,  the  female  high  school, 
and  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Louisville ;  and  the 
persons  so  elected  shall  constitute  and  be  styled  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  male  high  school,  the  female  high  school, 
and  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Louisville ;  and  the 
board  of  trustees  first  elected  under  this  charter  shall, 
within  three  months  after  election,  cause  the  trustees 
from  each  ward  to  he  divided  by  lot  into  two  classes,  and 
the  members  of  the  fircit  class  shall  vacate  their  office  at 
the  end  of  one  year  from  the  day  of  their  general  election ; 
and  annually  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qual- 
ified voters  in  each  ward,  one  qualified  person  as  trustee 
of  said  schoolSy  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and 
no  longer. 
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187&.  ^  '^'^'  '^^^  control  and  management  of  the  said  schooh, 

and  the  property  and  funds  belonging  thereto,  and  whicb 
may  accrue  in  any  way  to  them  and  their  establishment, 
management,  and  maintenance  under  the  provisions  of 
this  charter  or  otherwise,  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  board 
of  trustees,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  make  oath  or  affirmati&n,  before 
some  judicial  officer  of  this  Commonwealth,  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them.  The  said 
board  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws,  not  in  conflict 
with  this  charter,  for  carrying  out  the  duties  of  their 
office,  and  to  determine  their  own  rules  of  proceedings 
but  a  majority  of  the  whole  board  shall  be  necessary  to 
form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  they  shaU 
meet  at  least  once  a  month,  and  oftener,  if  necessary,, 
for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  no  appropriation  of 
money  shall  be  made  by  said  board  without  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  the  members  elect;  a  correct 
record  of  all  their  proceedings  shall  be  kept  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  of  Louisville. 

^  78.  Said  board  ?hall  elect  the  professors  and  teachers'^ 
regulate  and  fix  their  salaries;  dismiss  or  suspend   any 
teacher  or  professor  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty;, 
prescribe   the   branches  of   education   to   be   taught,  the 
necessary  qualifications,  the   mode  of  examining  appli- 
'    cants  for  admission,  and  the  number  of  pupils  annually 
to  be  admitted  to  each  schc^ol ;  they  shall  fix  the  bounds 
of   districts  for   each   school   within   whicb   the  children 
shall    be   entitled   to  admission;  but  a  majority  of  said 
board   may  permit   scholars   residing   in    one  district   U> 
attend  a  school  in  another;  and  shall  provide  class-books- 
for  children  attending  the  public  schools,  whose  parents 
are  unable  to  furnish  them.     It  is  provided,  however,  thaW 
all  white  children  over  six  years  of  age,  within  each  dis- 
trict, shall  have  equal  rights  of  admission  to  the  schools 
of  that  district;  and  that  no  catechism  or  other  form  of 
religious  belief  shall  be  taught  or  inculcated;   nor  bhati 
any  class  book  be  used  which  reflects  upon  any  religion* 
denomination;  nor  shall  any  of  said  schools  be  so  conduct- 
ed as  to  interfere  with  the  religious  belief  of  parents  or 
pupils.      The   board   shall    elect   a  secretary,  who  t^hall^ 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  board,  keep  their  records,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
the   said   board   of   trustees;  they  shall   also  elect  some 
eompetent  person  as  superintendent,  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board  bf 
trustees ;  and  said  secretary  and  superintendenl  shaU 
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eeiT«   an  animal  salary,  to    be    payable  by  the  board       1670. 

monthly. 

§  79.  The  said  board  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  scholastic 
year,  make  out  and  report  to  the  i^eneral  coancil  of  the 
city  of  Louidville  a  written  or  printed  statement,  in  sach 
form  as  may  he  prescribed  by  said  board,  showing  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  of  the  schools,  the  condition 
and  amount  of  property  and  funds  belonging  thereto, 
and  such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  be 
taid  before  the  general  council  of  said  city. 

§  80.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  said  schools,  the  general  council  shall,  in 
the  year  1870,  and  annually  thereafter,  caus«e  to  be  levied 
and  coUected  a  tax  of  twenty-fiire  cents  on  each  one  bun- 
dred  dollars'  worth  of  real,  personal,  and  mixed  estate  of 
ail  kinds,  including  moneys  and  choses  in  action,  except 
such  things  as  are  exempt  from  taxation  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  and  of  Kentucky:  Provided,  That  such 
assessment  shall  only  be  made  on  per^onnl  estate,  mon- 
eys, and  choses  in  action,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  in 
excess  of  the  owner^s  debti^;  and  upon  the  completion  of 
the  assessment  of  property  for  taxation,  the  amount  levied 
as  above  shail  annually  be  passed  to   the  credit  of  the 
school  fund  upon  the  books  of  the  city  of  Louisville ;  and 
the  said  ahaount  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  board  of  trur^teea 
by  the  receiver  of  taxes,  in  regular  semi-weekly  install- 
oients,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy,  within  one  week  after  the  collection 
of  said  amount  shall  have  been  commenced,  and  the  other 
payments  to  be  made  semi-weekly  thereafter  in  current 
money  by  the  said  receiver  of  taxes;  and  for  the  same 
purposes,  and  no  other,  shaU  be  appropriated  the  sum  or 
sums  which  may  be  received  from  year  to  year,  as  the  por* 
tion  of  the  said  city,  of  the  school  fund  of  this  Common- 
wealth;  and  so  much  as  may  arise  from  real,  personal, 
•or  mixed   property  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  which,  from 
alienage,  defect  ef  heirs,  or  failure  of  kindred  eap^ble  in 
4a w  to  take  the  same,  shall  escheat  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  and  which  is  hereby  declared  vested  in  the 
«aid   board  of  trustees   for  the  use  and   benefit  of  said 
echoois ;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees,  by  the  president 
thereol*,  or  such  officers  as  the  said  board  may  appoint  for 
that  purpose,  shall  enter  upon  and  take  po-^session  of  any 
and  all  such  property;  and  by  its  tit4e  shall  be  a  corpora- 
tion, and  in  the  name  of  its  president  may  sue  for  and  re- 
<over  the  same,  or  any  chose  in  action,  right,  or  credit  of 
such  decedent,  and  reduce  the  estate  into  possession  as 
aforesaid,  without  office  found;  and  said  board  may  sell, 
and  the  president  thereof  convey,  all  such   property,  by 
warrant  or  deed,  or  otherwisOj  as  In  the  opinion  of  said 
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1870.  ^  board  may  be  deemed  to  the  best  interest  of  said  scboolk 
The  male  high  school  shall  be  in  fact  and  in  law  a  college^ 
entitled  to  the  rights,  privileges,  and  immanities  enjoyed 
by  other  colleges  in  thisf/ommonwealth;  and  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  its  faculty,  the  board  of  trustees  afore- 
said shall  have  power  to  confer  any  and  all  degrees  that 
may  be  lawfully  conferred  by  any  college  or  university 
in  the  Commonweafth  of  Kentucky,  and  attest  the  same 
by  a  dip>oma,  under  the  seal  of  the  institution,  signed  by 
the  president,  vice  president,  and  secretary  of  said  board 
of  trustees  and  the  faculty  of  the  said  male  high  school. 

§  81.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  enable  said 
board  of  trustees  to  build  or  procure  such  school-house  or 
school-houses,  rn  each  ward,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  such  schools,  the  general  council 
shall  canse  to  be  levied  and  cc^lected,  annually,  a  tax  of 
eight  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real 
estate  and  improrenients  assessed  for  taxation  as  afore- 
said ;  but  this  levy  Is  only  to  be  mad^  for  three  years,  un- 
less ordered  by  the  council  to  continue. 

§  82.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees,  upoa 
the  completion  of  the  assessment  of  property  for  taxation^ 
annually,  to  ascertain  the  sum  likely  to  accrne  from  tax- 
ation for  the  said  schools  for  the  current  fiscal  year  r  &l»o 
to  ascertain  and  estimate,  as  correctly  as  may  be,  the 
whole  amount  of  means  aj^plicabfe  to  educational  pur- 
poses for  the  current  fiscal  year ;  and  said  beard  of  trus- 
tees shall  not  expend  or  contract  for  the  payment  of  a. 
larger  sum  than  the  amount  estimated  to  be  received  for 
the  year ;  Provided,  hmioevery  That  this  section  shall  not  be 
construed  so  as  to  prevent  said  board  from  receiving  or 
expending  any  sum  or  sums  that  may  come  to  them  by 
gift  or  devise,  or  by  any  law  ot  the  Commonwealth  or 
ordinances  of  the  city  passed  according  to  Taw. 

§  83.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  examine,  or 
eause  to  be  examined,  by  competent  persons,  all  appli- 
cants for  the  office  of  professor  or  teacher  in  the  said 
schools. 

§  84.  No  portion  of  the  properly  or  funds,  held  or  raised, 
for  said  schools,  shall  ever  be  applied  to  the  support  of 
any  school  or  schools  not  entirely  under  the  same  control 
and  management,  in  every  particular^ as  the  public  schoola 
ef  Louisville  are. 

§  85.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  fill 
an  vacancies  in  their  board  occasioned  by  death,  removal^ 
resignation,  or  other  cause,  occurring  in  the  interim  of  the 
general  elections.  The  persons  so  elected  shall  bold  their 
offices  until  the  next  succeeding  general  election.  The 
board  shall  have  the  power  to  admit  to  the  said  schoola 
under  their  control  pupils  from  beyond  the  limitaof  the 
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eity,  and  may  collect  from  all  persons  so  admitted  taition  1870. 
fees,  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  fond  of  the  eity;  making 
an  equitable  allowance  or  deduction  for  taxes  of  soch 
children  or  their  parents, on  property  in  the  city;  and 
children  of  persons  residing  outside  of  the  city  limits 
shall  not  be  admitted*  as  pupils  in  any  of  the  public 
schools,  except  upon  the  payment  of  such  taition  fees 
as  the  said  board  may  require  as  aforesaid. 

(  86.  Neither  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louis* 
▼ille,  nor  board  of  trustees  of  said  schools,  shall  suffer 
children  of  the  African  race  to  become  pupils  of  said 
schools  with  white  children ;  'and  the  said  general  council 
and  hoard  of  trustees  shall  keep  as  a  separate  fund  the 
school  tax  levied  by  said  city,  and  paid  by  persons  of  the 
African  race  within  said  city,  and  shall  apply  and  use 
said  school  fund  or  tax,  so  paid  by  persons  of  the  African 
race,  in  the  education  of  the  chiUlren  of  the  African  race 
residing  within  said  city,  or  who  pay  a  school  tax  in  said 
eity ;  and  soch  fund  to  be  used  alone  for  the  educational 
benefit  of  the  children  of  said  African  race. 

§  87.  Said  board  shall  have  authority  to  borrow  money 
in  sums  not  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  month, 
for  a  term  net  to  exceed  three  months,  to  meet  the  current 
expeftses  of  said  schools — said  board  pledging,  as  security 
for  the  payment  of  such  loans,  the  proceeds  of  the  school  ^ 

lax  levied  and  collected  during  such  year  as  the  said  loaus 
may  have  been  effected. 

§88.  No  person  shall  be  eligible,  as  trustee  of  said 
schools  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
is  not  the  owner  of  real  estate  or  a  hoose*keeper;  who  is 
•ot  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  bonAfide  resident 
of  the  ward  for  which  he  may  be  chosen,  or  who  has  not 
been  a  resident  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for  five 
years,  and  of  the  city  of  Louisville  three  years  next  pre* 
ceding  his  election  ;  or  who  holds  or  discharges  any  ofllce 
or  agency  under  the  city  of  Louisville,  county  of  Jeffer* 
son,  or  State  of  Kentucky,  or  any  department  thereof,  or 
any  foreign  government  whatever,  except  militia  officers 
of  Kentucky ;  or  who  is,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  direct- 
ly or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  with  the  said 
board  of  trustees  of  public  schools;  or  who  holds  any 
office  of  trust  or  salary  in  any  corporation  which  holds 
any  contract  with  said- board  of  trustees  or  the  city  of  Lou* 
isTiUe,  the  terms,  rates,  or  prices  whereof  are  subject  to 
modification  or  enforcement  by  said  board  of  trustees  or 
city  of  Louisville;  or  whose  father,  son,  brother,  wife, 
daughter,  or  sister  is  employed  as  a  teacher  or  professor  in 
the  male  high  school,  female  high  school,  or  any  of  the 
public  schools  of  Louisville  at  the  time  of  his  election,  or 
who  is  a  member  of  either  boaid  of  the  general  coancil^ 
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1870.  or  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  purchase  or 
sale  of  books  or  stationery,  or  both,  or  agent  therefor;  and 
if,  after  election,  any  member  of  said  board  of  trustees 
should  move  out  of  the  ward  for  which  he  was  chosen,  or 
become  a  candidate  for,  or  accept  any  office  or  agency, 
the  holding  or  discharging  of  which  would  have  rendered 
him  ineligible,  or  should  become  directly  or  indirectly  in- 
terested in  any  contract  with  said  board  of  trustees,  or  if 
his  father,  brother,  son,  wife,  daughter,  or  sister  should  be 
employed  as  a  teacher  or  professor  in  either  of  the  said 
high  schools  or  public  schools  of  Louisville,  bis  seat  shall 
thereby  be  vacated,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Charitable  Institutions. 

^  89.  The  general  council  shall  elect,  in  the  month  of 
April  next  after  this  charter  goes  into  effect,  six  citizens 
of  said  city,  not  members  of  the  general  council,  whose 
qualifications  shall  be  the  same  as  aldermen,  who,  to- 
gether with  the  mayor,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  public  charities  for  the  city  of  Louisville. 
They  shall  be  elected  by  the  general  council  in  joint  ses- 
sion, by  ballot,  for  three  years,  and  serve  without  pay* 
The  keepers,  and  such  of  the  other  officers  and  employees 
as  the  general  council  may  deem  necessary,  before  enter- 
ing upon  their  duties,  shall  take  such  oath,  and  give  suob 
bond  and  security,  as  the  general  council  may  pre.'^crihe  by 
ordinance.  The  commir^sioners  first  elected  shall,  within 
three  months  thereafter,  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three 
equal  classes.  The  seats  of  the  first  shall  be  vacated  at 
the  end  of  one,  those  of  the  second  at  two,  and  the  third 
at  the  end  of  three  years;  and  annually  thereafter,  two 
commissioners  shall  be  elected  by  said  council  as  afore- 
said ;  and  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  in  said  board 
shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  by  said  council  for  the  un- 
expired term  vacated. 

§  90.  Said  board  shall  have  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  Louisville  Marine  Hospital,  in  trust  for 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky;  the  alms-house,  pest- 
house,  city  work-house,  house  of  refuge  for  females,  and 
any  other  house  of  reform  or  of  refuge,  or  other  similar 
charitable  institutions,  or  places  of  reform  or  punish- 
ment, that  may  be  established  by,  or  under  the  control  of, 
said  city,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  Said 
board  shall  appoint  the  keepers,  superintendent,  guards, 
officers,  and  all  employee's,  requisite  for  all  the  above 
named  institutions,  and  of  such  as  may  be  placed  under 
their  control,  during  their  pleasure,  and  fix  their  salaries. 
They  may  make  hy-lau*s  and  rules  for  the  orderly  govern- 
ment and  control  of  said  insiitutionsy  or  aoy  of  them»  and 
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enforce  them  upon  the  inmates  or  employees ;  upon  the       1870* 
inmates  by  the  infliction  of  appropriate,  but  humane  pun- 
ishments.    These  rules  and  by-laws  not  to  be  in  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  ordinances  of  said  city. 

§  91.  Said  board  may  authorize  and  require  the  super- 
intendent or  keeper  of  any  of  said  institutions  to  exact 
and  compel  the  inmates  to  perform  such  reasonable  work 
as  they  may  be  respectively  able  to  perform,  without  detri- 
ment to  health.  If  any  inmate  consider  the  exactions 
of  the  superintendent  or. keeper  too  great  or  bard,  such 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  making  complaint  to  said 
board,  without  being  subjected  to  any  punishment  by  the 
superintendent  for  it ;  and  any  infliction  for  this  cause  hy 
the  superintendent  or  keeper  will  merit  a  reprimand  from 
the  board  or  dismissal,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board. 

§  02.  No  member  of  said  board,  nor  any  member  of  his 
family,  shall  be  interested,  direct!}'  or  indirectly,  in  any 
contract  for  supplies,  or  the  furnishing  of  said  institutions, 
or  either  of  them,  in  any  way,  whereby  a  pecuniary  ad- 
vantage or  benefit  may  accrue  to  him  or  them.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  member  who  may  have  any  knowledge 
or  belief  of  a  violation  of  this  provision,  to  report  the  same 
to  the  board;  end  if,  upon  inquiry,  it  be  found  true,  the 
place  of  such  member  shall  be  vacated,  and  so  reported  to 
the  general  council,  who  shall  till  the  vacancy  as  in  other 
cases  of  vacancy. 

(  03.  The  general  council  may,  by  ordinance,  locate  any 
of  the  said  institutions  upon  land  now  owned  by  the  city, 
or  to  be  hereafter  provided  for  that  purpose,  anywhere  in 
Jefl^erson  county;  and  in  case  of  removal  from  present 
locations,  said  council  shall  have  full  power,  by  ordinance, 
to  sell  the  old  and  *prescribe  new  locations,  and  to  invest 
the  proceeds  in  suitable  buildings  and  improvements.  The 
general  council  may  locate,  establish,  and  maintain,  with 
suitable  buildings,  a  house  of  refuge  for  white  juvenile 
females;  and  may  establii^h  one  of  reform  for  adult  fe- 
males. It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Jefferson  circuit  court 
and  the  city  court  of  Louisville  to  commit  female  offenders 
to  said  houses  of  reform  and  refuge  when  the  welfare  of 
the  individual  or  public  policy  may  require  such  commit- 
ment. Juvenile  females  mav  be  committed  to  said  house 
of  refuge  until  they  are  eighteen  years  of  age;  adults  to 
the  house  of  reform  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

§  04.  Said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  the  use 
of  the  marine  hospital,  or  any  building  attached  thereto, 
for  the  purpose  of  clinical  instruction  to  the  medical 
schools  or  colleges  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth  ;  or 
said  board  may  appoint  suitable  persons  to  deliver  clinical 
lectures  in  a  building  adjoining  said  hospital,  and  shall 
make  the  appointment  of  visiting  and  consulting  surgeons 
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1870«       ^^  "^^^  hoepUa),  and  resident  graduates,  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  ordinance. 

§  05.  The  genera!  coancil  shall  confer  the  medical  care 
of  the  pest-house,  alms-house,  and  work-house  upon  the 
elected  phyBicians  of  the  eastern  and  western  districts; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  provide  and  dispense  medi- 
cines to  the  poor  in  each  district,  and  for  medical  treat- 
ment to  the  indigent  residents,  through  said  physicians, 
free  of  charge ;  and  said  council  may  furnish  to  each  of 
said  physicians  vacMne  matter,  and  require  them  to  vac- 
cinate all  residents  of  said  city  who  desire  it,  free  of 
charge ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  council  to 
provide  and  appropriate  the  funHs  necessary  for  the  main- 
tenance and  support,  and  the  efficient  management  of  all 
said  institutions,  withiii  the  means  at  their  disposal  for  that 
purpose;  but  said  board  shall  not  expend  or  render  the 
city  liable  for  more  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  that 
purpose.  Said  council  shall  pass  all  needful  ordinances 
for  carrying  out  these  purposes. 

Sinking  Fund. 

§  96.  The  sinking  fund,  to  pay  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
city,  is  hereby  continued  as  now  established  by  law. 

The  general  council  shall,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  the 
following  licenses,  to  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund,  with 
adequate  penalties  for  doing  business  without  the  required 
license : 

For  Licenses » 

For  every  retail  grocer,  confectioner,  victualer,  hawker, 
huckster,  peddler,  or  any  other  retailer,  except  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous,  or  fermented  liquors,  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Any  other  merchants  or  dealers  in  dry  goods,  clothing, 
drugs,  medicines,  wares,  or  merchandise  of  any  kind,  not 
more  than  seven  hundred  dollars. 

For  any  theatrical  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  show,  or 
performance  in  the  city  for  pay,  such  sum  as  the  general 
council  may  prescribe  by  general  ordinance  or  joint  reso- 
lution. 

For  each  vehicle  running  in  said  city  for  profit  or  hire, 
not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  thirly  dollars. 

For  every  lottery  office  or  agency  therefor,  not  less  than 
one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  billiard  table,  bowling  alley,  jenny  lind  fable, 
or  shooting  gallery,  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars;  but  if  any  of  those  establishments  do 
not  sell,  or  allow  to  be  sold  or  drunk  on  the  premises, 
any  spirituous,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquor,  then  the  rate 
ibr  such  shall  not  be  more  than  fifty  nor  less  than  tea 
dollars  each. 
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For  taverns  or  hotels,  public  boarding-houses,  or  places       1870. 
of  public  resort  or  entertainment,  wherein  no  malt,  fer- 
mented,  vinous,  or  spirituous  liquors  are  retailed,  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  tavern  or  hotel,  coffee-house,  club-room,  or 
any  other  establishment  wherein  malt,  fermented,  vinous, 
or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold  by  retail  within  said  city, 
not  less  than  fiity  nor  more   than  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  each  livery  stable,  real  estate  office  for  buying  or 
selling,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  each  rendering  or  tanking  house,  dealer  in  cattle, 
sheep,  hogs,  and  other  live  stock,  poultry  excepted,  and 
pork-houses,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  each  intelligence  office,  claim  agent,  commercial 
agent,  street- broker,  pawnbroker,  express  company,  or 
agency  therefor,  bank,  exchange,  or  broker's  office,  tele- 
graph office,  insurance  office  or  agency  therefor,  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  dealer  in  wood,  lumber,  and  coal,  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  brewer  or  distiller,  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  attorney  and  counselor  at  law,  physician,  sur* 
geon,  or  dentist,  master  builder,  architect,  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  veterinary  surgeon  and  physician  and  cbir- 
opodist)  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
dollars. 

For  each  astrologer,  fortune-teller,  and  clairvoyant,  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  gift  enterprise  or  agency  therefor,  or  any 
similar  association,  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  auctioneer,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  any  other  business  or  employment  not  herein  named, 
the  general  council  may,  by  ordinance,  designate  and  fix 
the  rate,  and  cause  a  license  therefor  to  be  taken  as  here- 
in provided. 

Every  business,  profession,  or  craft  herein  provided  to 
be  licensed,  the  general  council  may  grade  and  class  and 
fix  the  rate  of  license  at  or  within  the  minimum  and 
maximum  herein  provided. 

No  license  shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year, 
bat  may  be  for  a  shorter.  In  the  discretion  of  the  general 
coancil,  and  the  charge  therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the 
eity  treasury  before  granting  the  license. 

Literary  or  charitable  entertainments  may  be  allowed 
by  the  general  council  without  license  or  charge. 
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1870*  ^^y  ^^  ^^^  unexpired  time  of  licenses  herein  permitted, 

may  be  transferred  by  the  holder  wiih  the  assent  of  the  ^ 
general  council,  expressed  by  ordinance  or  joint  resolu- 
tions. 

Board  of  Health. 

§  97.  A  board  of  health  may  be  established,  of  which 
the  mayor,  chief  of  police,  physicians  of  the  eastern  and 
western  districts,  the  city  engineer,  and  such  others  as 
the  council  may  provide,  shall  be  members.  The  duties, 
places,  and  times  of  meeting,  and  officers  of  said  board, 
shall  be  defined  by  ordinance.  They  shall  see  that  all 
ordinances  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city  shall  be  enforced,  and  recommend 
such  ordinances,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  general  council, 
as  they  deem  proper,  for  the  abatement  and  prevention  of 
nuisances,  and  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  and 
spread  of  diseases,  contagious,  infectious,  or  otherwise. 
They  shall  also  recommend  such  ordinances  as  they  think 
best  to  regulate  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines,  and  pre- 
vent the  sale  of  substances  deleterious  to  health.  The 
general  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  ordinances,  with 
adequate  fines  and  penalties,  to  carry  into  effect  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  proper  on  these  sub- 
jects, not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  State. 

Water-  Works, 

§  98.  The  water-works,  as  an  institution  of  the  city, 
shall  remain  as  now  established  by  law;  bat  the  general 
council  shall  not  take  further  stock  in  the  company,  with- 
out an  ordinance  first  passed  for  that  purpose,  declaring 
therein  the  amount  to  be  taken,  how  to  be  paid,  and  the 
tax  necessary  to  be  levied  on  the  water  district  to  meet 
the  same,  as  now  required  by  law  to  be  levied,  and  cause 
such  ordinance  to  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  for  approval  or  rejection,  at  a  general  election 
or  special  one  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  be  provided  in 
said  ordinance,  after  ten  days'  public  notice,  through  all 
the  daiJy  newspapers  published  in  said  city.  But  no  tax 
or  water  rent  shall  be  levied  or  assessed  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  for  the  use  of  water  for  public  purposes,  or  for  pay- 
ing the  expense  of  conducting  and  managing  the  works, 
except  upon  the  lands  and  tenements  in  the  water  dia- 
trict. 

City  and  Jefferson  County, 

^  99.  In  all  matters  wherein  the  city  of  Louisville  and 
county  of  Jefferson  are  interested  jointly,  as  to  public 
buildings,  grounds,  or  other  matters,  the  general  council 
shall  have  authority  to  contract  and  agree  with  the  Jeffer^ 
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son  county  court  as  to  the  mode  of  adjasting  the  same,       1870. 
and  providing  for  all  expenses  and  arrangements  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

Citjf  AUomey. 

§  100.  Within  one  month  after  the  first  general  election 
fo^  city  officers  under  this  charter,  and  on  the  first  Toes- 
day  in  December,  1672,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  De- 
cember every  third  year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected 
by  the  general  council  of  said  city  a  city  attorney,  to 
serve  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  whose 
duty  it  shull  be  to  give  legal  advice  to  the  mayor  and 
members  of  the  general  council,  the  auditor,  assessor,  re- 
ceiver of  taxes,  treasurer,  and  city  engineer,  in  matters 
pertaining  to  their  official  duties ;  and  if  requested,  such 
opinions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
officers  receiving  them  for  reference.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  prosecute  or  defend  all  suits  in  the  courts  of  Ken- 
tucky for  and  against  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  to  attend 
to  such  other  legal  business  as  the  general  council  may 
require  of  him.  He  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  a 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  receive  such  salary  as 
may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  not  exceeding  four  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury, before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  hisoffice,he  shall 
take  such  oath,  and  execute  such  bond,  as  may  be  required 
by  ordinance. 

Fire. 

§  101.  The  general  council  shall  provide  by  ordinance 
for  the  etrtablishment  and  maintenance  of  a  fire  depart- 
ment, with  such  force  and  such  organization  thereof,  and 
such  apparatus,  engines,  and  all  things  necessary  for  effi- 
cient service,  and  such  buildings  for  the  use  of  said  de- 
partment as  the  general  council  may  deem  sufficient ;  and 
provide  against  fires  from  defective  fire-places,  flues,  chim- 
neys, furnaces,  or  other  causes,  insecure  walls,  and  dan- 
gerous buildings  of  every  kind.  ^ 

§  102.  At  the  first  regular  election  for  city  officers  pro- 
vided for  herein,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  a  chief  engineer  for  the 
fire  department,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  who  shall 
give  such  bond  and  surety,  and  take  such  oath,  for  the 
faithful  and  efficient  performance  of  his  duties,  as  may 
be  required  by  ordinance. 

§  103.  The  duties  of  the  chief  engineer  shall  be  defined 
by  ordinance,  and  the  amount  of  his  salary  shall  be  not 
more  than  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  other 
employees  of  said  department  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
chief,  subject  to  approval  or  rejection  by  the  general  coan- 
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1870.  ^'^  >  ^^^y  ^^^''  ^^  citizena  of  the  United  States,  over  twen* 
ty-one  years  of  age,  and  shall  each  ^give  bond  and  good 
surety  for  his  competency  and  the  faithful  and  efficient 
performance  of  his  juties,  which  shall  be  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance and  rules  raadb  by  the  chief,  not  to  conflict  with  any 
law  or  ordinance. 

Miscellaneous. 

^104.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate 
the  wharves  and  landings  within  the  city  limits,  and  the 
use  of  the  same  and  charges  therefor,  and  to  improve,  re- 
pair, and  extend  them. 

To  provide  for  the  widening,  deepening,  and  extending 
the  harbors  in  front  of  the  city;  making  basins,  and  im« 
proving  and  keeping  them  in  repair,  and  to  regulate  the 
charges  for  the  08e  of  them. 

To  establish  and  regulate  ferries  within  the  city,  and 
prescribe  the  charges. 

To  establish  market-houses  and  markets,  and  regulate 
the  same,  and  pass  all  needful  ordinances  for  this  pur- 
pose ;  prevent  forestalling,  regrating  and  engrossing,  and 
vending  unhealthy  or  impure  articles  of  any  kind.  At 
each  market-house  there  shall  be  one  market- master,  with 
police  powers  in  addition  to  his  other  duties,  to  be  defined 
by  ordinance. 

To  prohibit  the  sale  of  fresh  meats  in  small  quantitiei 
in  other  places  than  in  established  market- houses. 

To  prohibit  wooden  buildings  where  permanent  build- 
ings may  be  endangered  thereb}\ 

To  regulate  the  sale  and  handling  of  gunpowder,  and 
other  inflammable  or  explosive  substances. 

To  regulate  and  protect  the  public  ways,  public  grounds 
and  buildings,  and  prevent  encroachments  upon  them,  and 
placing  or  leaving  any  obstruction  upon  them. 

To  construct  and  repair  bridges  and  culverts ;  and  to 
pass  all  necessary  ordinances,  with  appropriate  fines  and 
penalties,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

To  establish  and  control  cemeteries  according  to  law, 
and  to  acquire  lands  for  that  purpose;  and  provide  by 
ordinance  for  the  management  and  improvement  of  the 
same. 

To  provide  for  the  inspection,  weighing,  measuring,  or 
gauging  of  any  article  vendible  within  the  city,  and  in 
what  mode  it  shall  be  done ;  and  to  provide  for  placing 
numbers  or  other  mr.rks  upon  licensed  vehicles,  and  pre- 
scribe the  fees  for  such  numbering  or  marking,  and  fines 
and  penalties  for  failure  of  the  owners  to  present  their 
vehicles  to  be  so  numbered  and  marked. 

§  105.  The  memberi^  of  the  general  council,  and  all 
other  officers  of  the  city,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
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of  their  respective  offices,  shall  each  take  such  oath  or       1870. 
affirmation  of  office  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinanae, 
and  that  he  has  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  this  char* 
ter,  and  will  continue  to  have  the  same  while  in  office. 

§  106.  It  any  auditor  or  treasurer,  or  other  officer  of 
said  city,  shall  make,  or  knowingly  permit  others  to  make, 
false  entries  in  his  books,  or  shall  allow  or  disallow  any 
items  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  said  city,  or  any 
person  or  corporation,  or  shall  embezzle  or  knowingly 
misapply  or  withhold  any  money  or  property  of  any 
kind  belonging  to  said  city,  coming  into  his  hands  offi- 
cially,  such  officer  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  con- 
fined in  the  penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

^  107.  The  general  council  shall  have  power  to  pasa 
ordinances  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath, 
with  appropriate  fines  and  penalties ;  but  those  consci- 
entiously observing  another  than  the  Christian  Sabbath, 
may  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

§  108.  All  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Louisville  now  in 
force,  and  not  in  conflict  with  this  charter,  shall  continue 
in  force  until  repealed  by  the  general  council;  and  all 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  vesting  rights  in  or  enjoin- 
ing duties  upon  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  not  herein 
superseded  or  repealed,  shall  continue  in  force  until  spe- 
cially repealed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky. 

§  109.  The  general  council  may  annually  set  apart  a 
sum,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  as  a  secret  ser- 
vice fund,  to  be  at  the  dii<p(i8al  of  the  mayor;  and  any 
surplus  of  said  fund  not  dispoi^ed  of  at  the  end  of  the 
'fiscal  year  shall  be  returned  by  the  mayor  to  the  treasury, 
and  by  him  reported  to  the  general  council. 

§  110.  The  general  council. mny  grant  the  freedom  of 
the  city,  under  the  corporate  seal,  to  persons  for  distin- 
guished services,  or  for  benefactions  to  said  city ;  and 
when  necessary,  they  may  grant  to  the  destitute  poor  of 
the  city  supplies  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  city. 

§  111.  Voters  for  city  officers  shall  possess  the  same 
qualifications  as  voters  for  State  officers.  Any  laws  in 
force  in  this  Commonwealth  punishing  illegal  voting  at 
State  elections  shall  apply  to  illegal  voting  in  this  city 
for  officers,  or  on  any  subject  upon  which  a  vote  may  be 
taken,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  charter  touching 
the  qualifications  of  the  voter. 

§  112.  The  general  council  may,  by  ordinance,  provide 
two  or  more  voting  places  in  each  ward,  define  the  bound- 
aries of  such  precincts,  and  appoint  all  officers  required  to 
conduct  city  elections;  and  if  there  be  two  principal  polit- 
ical parties,  shall  divide  the  officers  between  them  at  such 
voting  places  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be ;  and  the  officers 
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1870.  ^^  ^"^^  elections  shall  be  entitled  to  like  pay  with  like 
officers  of  State  elections ;  and  such  elections,  as  to  open- 
ing and  clo8ing  the  polls,  and  in  all  other  respects,  shall 
be  conducted  as  the  law  requires  State  elections  to  be 
conducted. 

§  113.  Salaries  of  officers  of  said  city,  and  of  city  insti- 
tutions, shall  not  he  increased,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
donation  or  otherwise,  during  the  term  for  which  such 
officers  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  nor  at  any  time 
afYer  such  election^  or  appointment. 

§  114.  All  officers  of  said  city  and  of  city  int^titutions 
shall  be  white  male  citizens  of.  the  United  States,  and 
qualified  voters  in  the  city  of  Lfouisville ;  but  white  fe- 
males may  be  employed  as  superiors  or  matrons  in  in- 
stitutions exclusively  for  females,  and  as  superintendents 
of  the  marine  and  city  hospitals,  and  as  teachers  in  the 
•  public  schools. 

§  116.  A  register  shall  be  kept  by  the  assessor  of  city 
taxes,  showing,  in  alphabetical  order,  all  transfers  of  real 
estate  in  said  city,  also  an  alphabetical  list  of  delinquent 
taxes;  and  all  purchasers  of  real  estate  in  said  city  shall 
furnish  the  assessor  information  thereof  within  two  days 
after  the  conveyance  shall  be  lodged  for  record ;  and  shall 
be  notified  by  the  assessor  of  any  delinquent  taxes  against 
said  property,  and  that  the  said  purchaser  is  liable. 

§  116.  The  clerk  of  the  board  of  councilmen  shall  make 
out  all  apportionment  warrants  for  which  liens  are  given 
for  improvements  of  public  ways,  wells,  cisterns,  anri  wa- 
ter-plugs as  may  be  required  by  ordinance;  and  within 
two  days  thereafter  shall  furnish  a  list  thereof  to  the  as- 
sessor, who  shall  enter  the  same  without  delay  upon  a 
register  for  that  purpose;  and  when  the  holder  of  said 
warrant  shall  have  obtained  payment,  he  shall  notify  the 
*  assessor,  and  it  shall  be  marked  upon  the  register  as  paid. 
The  assessor  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  ten  cents  for  the 
entry  and  indexing  of  such  lien.  A  lien  shall  not  be  valid 
against  a  purchaser  for  valuable  consideration  without 
notice,  unless  it  shall  be  so  ent^r^d  and  registered  within 
three  months  of  the  issuing  oi  the  apportionment  war- 
rant. 

§  117.  The  general  council  shall  cause  to  be  ascertained 
the  several  owners  of  property  liable  for  the  cost  of  im- 
provement of  public  ways,  construction  of  sewers,  cis- 
terns, wells,  and  fire-plugs. 

§  118.  The  assessor  of  taxes  may  nominate,  and  the 
general  council  elect,  upon  joint  ballot,  assistant  assessors 
to  perform  such  duties  in  making  assessments,  and  receive 
such  compensation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 
No  tax  shall  be  assessed  on  the  tools  and  implements  of 
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thanufacfurers  in  said  city,  nor  any  license  be  required  of      1870. 
them  for  selling  their  own  manufactares. 

§  119.  The  general  council  may  prescribe  the  duties  and 
compensation  and  bond,  of  all  officers  and  agents  of  said 
city,  in  every  branch  of  the  city  government,  by  ordinances 
not  in  conflict  with  law. 

§  120.  Any  officer  of  said  city,  or  member  of  the  gen- 
eral council,  who  shall  receive  any  money  or  other  thing 
of*  value,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  his  vote  or  influence  in 
favor  of  any  measure  upon  which  he  shall  act  officially, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  121.  The  board  of  trustees  of  public  schools  shall 
jtidge  of  the  qualifications  of  its  members;  and  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  give  good  and  sufficient  security 
for  all  money  that  may  come  into  his  hands. 

§  122.  This  charter  shall  go  into  full  force  and  effect  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1870,  and  then  and  thereafter 
shall  be  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Louisville.     The  first 
general  election  for  mayor,  aldermen,  councilmen,  school 
trustees,  and  other  city  officers,  not  required  to  be  elected 
at  other  times,  shall  be  held  on  that  day;  but  the  officers 
under  the  city  government,  and  the  police  commissioners, 
and  the  lieutenants  and  police,  shall  continue  in  authority 
until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  officers  provided 
for  in  this  charter  in  their  stead.     The  term  of  each  and 
every  city  officer  and  school  trustee,  who  may  be  elected 
as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  expire  at  the  same  time  it 
would  have  expired  if  said  election  had  been  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  December,  1869,  instead  of  the  day  named 
above.     The  mayor,  aldermen,  councilmen,  school   trus- 
tees, and  other  city  officers  who  may  be  elected  on  the  day 
this  charter  takes  effect,  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  on  the  second  Monday 
«fter  said  election. 

Amendments  to  l/ns  Charter. 

§  123.  The  general  council  may,  at  any  general  electioni 
for  State  or  city  officers,  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city  any  amendments  of  this  charter;  and  if  a  major- 
ity voting  at  such  election  vote  for  such  amendments^  it 
will,  when  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  form 
a  part  of  this  charter. 

§  124.  Said  council  may  call  a  convention  of  delegates 
from  each  ward,  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
thereof,  at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed,  at  the  places 
of  election  for  city  officers,  and  to  be  conducted  as  said 
elections.     Said  convention  shall   assemble   and   be    or-. 
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1870  ganized  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance;  and  may 
amend  this  charter,  or  prepare  a  new  one,  which  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  at  the  general 
election  for  city  officers,  or  on  a  day  specially  fixed  by  the 
convention  ;  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  voters 
voting  for  or  against  the  same,  aild  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  Kentucky,  the  same  shall  form  a  part  of  or  super- 
sede this  charter. 

§  125:  That  in  all  elections  by  the.  general  council,  a» 
provided  in  this  charter,  such  election  shall  be  by  a  viva 
voce  vote  on  a  call  of  the  names  of  the  members;  and  the 
vote  of  each  member  voting  shall  be  recorded  in  the  pro-^ 
ceedings  or  journals. 

§  12G.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws,- having  special  appli- 
cation to  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  so  far  as  the  same  are 
ia  conflict  wth  this  cbarter,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  461. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Smithland. 

Se  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  said  town  of  Smithland  be  se 
amended  as  that  hereafter  the  election  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  and  all  other  police  officers  who  are,  by  the  charter 
of  said  town,  made  elective  by  the  people  thereof,  shall 
be  had' en  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  next  (1870),  and 
on  that  day  of  every  year  that  elections  are  to  be  held 
therein. 

§  2.  Upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  officers 
to  be  elected  under  this  act,  the  term  of  the  present  in-^ 
cumbents  shall  expire. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  462. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Helena  and  Johnson  Turnpike  Road  Company, 

in  Mason  and  Fleming  Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby 

Company  i^t  Created  and   authorized  to  be  formed  and  org^anized, 

Sfdi^ie,  Ao"*  »nder  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Helena  and  Johnson 

Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Mason  and  Fleming  coun- 
ties;" and  under  that  name  and  style  it  shall  have  per* 
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petoal  succession;  may  have  a  common  seal;  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  sh'all 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  Helena,  in  Mason  county,  to  intersect  the  Maysville 
and  Lexington  Railroad,  at  or  near  William  Wells'  place, 
in  Fleming  county,  to  be  surveyed  and  located  on  the 
most  convenient  and  practicable  route. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

$  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  under  the  supervision  of 
Lucien  Luttrell,  Mark  Wailingsford,  Wm.  Early,  David 
Early,  Johnson  Ross,  and  William  Wells,  or  any  three 
of  them,  who  are  hereby  constituted  commissioners  for 
such  purpose.  They  may  receive  subscription  of  stock  to 
said  company  at  any  place  in  Mason  or  Fleming  county. 
The  subscribers  for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the 
following  obligation,  to-wit:  '*  We,  whose  names  are 
hereunto  subscribed,  hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  Helena  and  Johnson 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Mason  and  Fleming  coun- 
ties, ^fty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  company 
hereby  subscribed  by  us."  The  number  of  shares  so 
subscribed  by  each  person  shall  be  designated  opposite 
each  subscriber's  name ;  and  said  subscriptions  shall  be 
made  in  a  book,  in  which  said  obligation  shall  be  written; 
but  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  the  said  com- 
pany, after  it  is  organized,  may  receive  conditional  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  in  said  company,  conditioned  upon 
the  point  which  it  may  strike  the  Maysville  and  Lexing- 
ton Railroad,  or  upon  the  route  which  it  may  take,  or 
upon  any  other  conditions  which  may  be  expressed  in 
^writing  in  any  such  subscriptions;  and  such  subscriptions 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  on  the  conditions  therein 
stated;  and  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  said 
company,  after  it  is  organJEed,  may  receive  subscriptions 
of  stock  to  said  company  in  real  estate,  rock,  lumber,  or 
other  personal  property  or  labor,  which  shall  be,  valid 
and  binding;  and  the  amount  in  value  of  such  subscrip- 
tions shall  be  expressed  in  the  respective  subscriptions; 
and  if  the  property  is  not  surrendered  or  delivered,  or 
the  labor  performed  on  the  demand  of  the  said  company, 
the  value  thereof  in  money,  as  expressed  in  the  subscrip- 
tion, may  be  collected  of  the  subscriber. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
the  stodc  of  said  company,  it  may  be  organized,  and  to 
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this  end  the  commissioners  acting  shall  give  notice  to  the 
subscribers  of  stock,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Mays- 
ville,  Kentucky,  by  two  weekly  insertions,  of  the  election 
of  officers  of  said  company,  which  shall  be  five  directors, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  directors  as  president. 
The  time  and  place  of  such  election  shall  be  stated  in  said 
notice,  and,  after  the  first  election  of  said  officers,  the  elec- 
tions thereafter  for  said  officers  shall  be  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April  of  each  year.  Each  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him, 
which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy.  No  one  but  a 
stockholder  shall  be  a  director.  The  first  election  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioners,  or  of  those 
acting.  The  president  and  directors  shall  each  take  an 
oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  as  such,  which  shall 
be  certified  by  the  officer  administering  it,  and  filed  with 
the  papers  of  the  company;  and  said  officers  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  If  any 
vacancy  occurs  during  the  year  by  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  from  the  State,  the  remainder  of  the  directors 
may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  6.  The  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  keep 
open  the  books  for  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in 
said  company.  The  Mason  county  court  may  subscribe 
stock  in  said  company  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  said  road  completed  within 
the  limits  of  Mason  county,  payable  on  the  completion  of 
each  mile;  and  the  Fleming  county  court  may  subscribe 
stock  in  said  company  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  said  road  completed  within 
the  limits  of  Fleming  county,  payable  on  the  completion  of 
each  mile. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  clerk,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix  their  com- 
pensation, and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure;  said  treas- 
urer and  clerk  shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  honestly 
to  account  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  their  hands, 
and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  shall 
also  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  their  duties;  which 
bond,  and  the  certificate  of  such  oath,  shall  be  filed  and 
kept  with  the  papers  of  said  company.  The  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  appoint  a  superintendent  or  agent 
to  superintend  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  its  main- 
tenance and  management  afterwards,  and  gate-keepers 
and  such  other  employees  as  they  may  deem"  necessary. 

§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  officers  and  afiairs,  that  they  may  deem  nee- 
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essary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the  Consti- 
tatioR  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  let  out,  for 
construction,  any  portion  of  said  road  as  soon  as  three 
thousand  dolJars  is  subscribed,  or  may  do  so  after  addi- 
tional subscriptions  are  received,  first  determining,  before 
commencing  work,  the  point  where  it  shall  join  the  Mays- 
ville  and  Lexington  Railroad,  and  the  route  it  shall  take ; 
and  they  may  go  on  letting  out  for  construction  and  com- 
pleting said  road,  as  the  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said 
company  may,  in  their  opinion,  justify  them  in  so  doing; 
and  as  soon  as  two  and  a  half  miles  of  said  road  are 
completed,  they  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  collect  toll  for 
that  portion  of  said  road.  The  charges  for  toll  on  said 
road  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  general  law  of  this 
State  regulating  tolls  on  turnpikes;  and  they  shall  only  be 
authorized  to  charge  toll  on  said  road  in  proportion  to  the 
distance  traveled,  and  only  for  so  much  of  said  road  as 
shall  be  completed  and  in  good  repair  for  traveling. 

§  10.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right 
of  way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  rock  quarries  and 
toll-houses,  by  consent  or  purchase;  and  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  they  may,  by  proceeding  instituted  in  conform- 
ity with  the  existing  laws  of  this  State  on  the  subject  of 
turnpikes  and  plank  roads  {Revised  Statutes,  chapter  103), 
condemn  land  for  right  of  way,  over  which  said  road  may 
be  located,  and  ground  for  toll-gates  and  toll-houses  and 
rock  quarries,  just  compensation  being  paid  to  the  owners 
thereof,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury  empanneled  for  such 
purpose,  according  to  law  as  aforesaid. 

§  11.  The  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than*  twenty-five, 
nor  more  than  fifty  feet  wide.  Any  person  who  shall  un- 
lawfully obstruct  said  road  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  therefor, 
which  shall,  when  collected,  be  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  be  recoverable  as  other  fines  are  recover- 
able by  law.  Said  president  and  directors  may  pass 
by-laws,  fixing  fines  for  a  failure  to  pay  toll,  or  for  the 
evasion  of  tpll  on  said  road,  which  may  be  recovered  as 
other  fines  of  similar  amount  are  recovered  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  be  for  the  use  of  said 
company. 

§  12.  Said  directors  and  president  shall  pre^^cribe  in 
what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  paid ; 
they  may  borrow  money  for  the  use  of  said  company,  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  and  give  personal  secu- 
rity therefor  or  a  mortgage  on  said  road  and  its  fran- 
chises, which  may  be  enforced  and  foreclosed. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force. from  its 
passage.

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1870.  CHAPTER  463. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Lexington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comm&nwealih 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  city  of  Lexington,"  approved  January  24lh,  1870, 
be  aoiended  so  that  the  councilmen  elected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  paid  act  on  Thursday,  January  27th,  1870,  re- 
main in  office  for  three  years  from  the  Thursday  after  the 
first  Saturday  in  March,  1870,  and  until  their  soccepsors 
are  quaHfied;  that  the  persons  elected  on  said  Thursday, 
January  27th,  respectively,  to  the  offices  of  mayor,  city 
attorney,  collector,  treasurer,  assessor,  physician,  keeper 
of  potter's  field,  captain  of  night-watch,,  and  subordinate 
watchmen,  remain  in  office  until  the  Thursday  after  the 
first  Saturday  in  March,  1671;  and  that  the  terms  for 
which  said  offices  will  hereafter  be  holden  shall  be  one 
year,  commencing,  respectively,  on  the  Thursday  after  the 
first  Saturday  in  March,  1670. 

§2.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  shall,  in  February, 
1871,  and  in  February  of  each  succeeding  year,  elect,  or 
provide  for  the  election  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city,  a  mayor,  collector,  city  attorney,  treasurer,  surveyor, 
apsepRor,  physician,  day  and  night  police,  and  such  other 
officers  as  are  now  required  by  the  charter  of  said  city,  or 
as  may  hereafter  be  required  by  law,  except  as  herein 
otherwipe  provided,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  commencing 
on  the  Thursday  after  the  first  Saturday  in  each  succeed- 
ing March.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to 
appear  for  and  represent  the  Commonwealth  and  the  city 
in  all  capes  in  the  recorder's  court;  and  for  his  services  he 
shall  receive  the  same  fees  allowed  him  by  law,  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Lex- 
ington existing  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  similar 
services  in  the  city  court  of  Lexington:  Provided,  That  if 
the  council  order  an  election  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city,  said  election  shall  take  place  on  the  firpt  Saturday  in 
March,  and  at  least  ten  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be  given: 
And  provided  further.  That  the  council  shall  havp  full  pow- 
er to  change  the  salaries  and  lees  of  all  the  officers  of  the 
city,  not  beyond  those  now  fixed  by  law. 

§  3.  The  council  shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  any  office  of 
said  city,  and  may  remove  any  officer  thereof  for  good 
cause  shown. 

§  4.  To  entitle  any  one  to  vote  at  any  city  election,  he 
must  be  a  free  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  State 
of  Kentucky,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age;  have  been  a 
resident  of  the  city  of  Lexington  for  at  least  six  months^ 
and  of  the  ward  in  which  he  resides  upon  election  day 
sixty  days  immediately  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  and 
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liaye  paid  the  capitatioa  tax  assessed  by  the  city  on  or      1870. 
before  the  15th  of  January  preceding  the  day  of  election. 

§  5.  Before  any  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  this  act,  or 
the  various  acts  amended  by  it,  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  bis  duties,  he  must  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution,  swear  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office 
faithfully  and  impartially,  and  give  such  bond  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  required  by  ordinance,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  council. 

(  6.  The  salary  of  the  judge  of  the  city  court  shall, 
from  and  after  the  term  of  the  present  incumbent,  be 
twenty-five  dollars  per  annum. 

^  7.  The  city  court  of  Lexington,  after  this  section 
takes  effect,  shall  have  and  possess,  concurrently  with 
the  Fayette  circuit  court,  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  inquests 
of  idiocy  and  lunacy ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  and 
All  ordinances  of  the  mayor  and  council  of  Lexington, 
granting  any  other  or  different  jurisdiction  to  the  city 
oourt  of  Lexington,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  8.  The  clerk  of  the  city  court  shall,  after  this  section 
takes  effect,  have  power  to  issue  wiits  of  lunacy,  and 
all  other  powers  exercised  by  clerks  of  circuit  courts  at 
the  trial  of  inquests  of  lunacy  and  idiocy;  and  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts,  and  ordinances  of  the  mayor  and 
council  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  conferring  greater 
powers  on  said  clerk,  and  allowing  him  fees  for  other 
services  than  those  authorized  herein  to  be  performed, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  9.  The  marshal  of  the  city  court  shall  not,  after  this 
oectioQ  takes  effect,  exercise  or  perform  any  duties,  ex- 
oept  to  execute  the  process  and  judgments  of  the  city 
court,  as  provided  in  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this 
act^  and  shall  not  receive  any  salary  or  fees  for  any 
other  services  whatever. 

§  10.  Sections  seven,  eight,  and  nine  of  this  act  shall 
take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1870. 

(11.  There  shall  be  established,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
September,  1670,  a  court,  to  be  called  the  recorder's  court 
of  the  city  of  Lexington,  which  shall  be  held  by  the  re- 
corder, for  whose  election  provision  is  made  in  the  twelfth 
section  hereof;  and  the  clerk  of  the  council  shall  be  ez" 
cfficio  clerk  of  the  recorder's  court,  and  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  heretofore  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by 
the  clerk  of  the  city  court  of  Lexington,  and  shall  receive 
for  his  services  such  salary  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
prescribed  by  the  council. 

}  12.  That  in  the  month  of  August,  1870,  and  in  the 
August  of  each  third  year  thereafter,  the  board  of  council- 
men  shall  elect  a  recorder,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
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1870.  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  who 
shall  have  been  a  resident  of  Lexington  for  one  year,  and 
a  practicing  lawyer  for  two  years  next  preceding  his  elec- 
tion, and  who. shall  receive  such  salary,  not  exceeding 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  as  the  council  may, 
from,  time  to  time,  prescribe.  The  recorder  shall  enter  on 
his  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1870,  and  his 
term  shall  be  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  13.  The  recorder  shall  possess  the  same  jurisdiction 
as  that  exercised  by  the  city  court  of  Lexington  prior  to 
the  pat^sage  of  this  act;  and  the  council  shall  pass  the  ne^ 
cessary  ordinances  to  secure  for  said  court  grand  and  petit 
juries. 

§  14.  That  in  August,  1870,  and  on  every  August  there- 
after, the  council  shall  elect  a  chief  of  police,  who  shall 
enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first  Monday  of  th« 
succeeding  September,  and  remain  in  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified ;  he  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  perform  all  the  'duties,  and  execute  the  bond  re- 
quired of  the  marshal  of  the  city  court  of  Lexington  by 
law,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  board  of 
councilmen  may  require  him  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  are  not  incompatible  with  those  required  in  the  previ- 
ous part  of  this  section;  and  for  his  services  he  shall  receive 
such  pay  as  the  council  may  hereafter  by  ordinance 
direct. 

$  15.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  and  all  ordinances  of 
the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  inconsist- 
ent with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, except  sections  seven,  eight,  and  nine,  which  sections 
shall  take  efl'ect  at  the  time  provided  in  section  ten.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  I.  T.  Martm. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  dol- 
lars be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  to  L  T» 
Martin,  to  defray  a  part  of  his  expenses  as  one  of  the 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  visit  foreign 
prisons.

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CHAPTER  465.  1870. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  H.  Read's  Estate. 

Whereas,  James  H.  Read  was  sheriff  of  Metcalfe  coun- 
ty the  years  18tj6,  18t>7,  and  1868,  and  as  such  accounted 
for  and  paid  all  the  State  revenue  and  county  levy  due 
from  that  county  for  those  years  ;  he  died  in  the  year  1809, 
leaving  a  large  quantity  of  said  revenue  and  county  levy, 
in  the  form  of  taxes  due  him,  uncollected ;  and  also  many 
fees  for  services  due  him  from  individuals  as  sheriS*  afore- 
said : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jonathan  Read,  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
said  James  H.  Read,  deceased,  may  list  said  fee  hills  and 
uncollected  taxes  with  any  constable  or  sheriff  of  Metcalfe 
county  f<»r  collection;  and  such  officer  ^hall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  levy  and  collect  the  same  by  dis- 
tress that  attaches  to  any  other  unpaid  taxes  or  fee  bills. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  Metcalfe  county  may  have  appointed 
and  qualified,  in  the  Metcalfe  county  court,  a  special  dep- 
uty or  deputies,  to  levy  and  collect  any  or  all  of  said  iee 
bills  and  taxes;  and  such  deputy  shall  have  the  same 
powers  to  collect  by  distraint  as  the  principal  sheriff. 

§  3.  The  power  of  collecting  said  fee  bills  and  taxes  by 
distraint  shall  continue  for  three  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  which  is  to  take  effect  from  the  day  of 
its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  defining  the  relation  <ind  providing  for  the  representation  of  the 
State  as  a  stockholder  in  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexingtoa  Rail- 
road Gompany. 

Wherbas,  The  several  acts  authorizing  and  ratifying 
the  consolidation  of  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  and  the 
Lexington  and  Frankfort  Railroad  Companies,  and  the 
formation  of  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington 
Railroad  Company,  are  silent  upon  and  leave  xloubts  as  to 
the  rights  and  status  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  of  the 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  as  a  stockholder  in 
said  company;  therefore,  in  order  to  settle  and  define  such 
rights,  and  the  manner  ot  representation,  and  of  choosing 
directors  for  said  company,  and  in  voting  on  other  ques- 
tions as  a  stockholder, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  are 
aatborized  and  empowered,  and   it  is  made  the  duty  of 
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1870.  ^^^^  commissioners,  to  represent  and  vote,  by  their  chair- 
man, or  euch  proxy  as  he  may  nominate  in  writlno^,  the 
capital  stock  held  and  owned  by  this  State  in  the  Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,  in  the 
stockhuhieiV  meetings  of  said  company,  on  all  questions 
which  may  be  submitted  for  the  vote  and  decision  of  such 
stockholders,  except  in  the  election  of  directors. 

§  2.  That  the  proviso  of  the  first  section  of  an  act,  en- 
titled "An  act  in  relation  to  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati, 
and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,"  approved  February 
§th,  1870,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  ^^Providcd^  That  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  two 
citizens  of  this  State  to  represent  the  interest  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  board  of  directors  ;  and  said  per- 
sons, when  so  appointed,  shall  have  the  same  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges  in  managing  and  conducting  the 
business  and  affairs  of  said  company  that  the  directors 
elected  by  the  stockholders  have." 

§  3.  The  persons  first  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion by  the  stockholders,  at  which  time  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  appoint  their  successors,  and  annually 
thereafter. 

§  4.  The  present  board  of  directors  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  appoint  one  additional  director 
from  amongst  the  stockholders  of  the  company,  and  at  all 
future  annual  elections  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled 
to  elect  ten  directors. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

^  5.  The  capital  stock,  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  Capital  stock. 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars,  v  ith  the  privilege  to 
increase  the  same  to  five  hundred  ^M«  isand  dollars,  by  a 
majority  of  the  stockholders.  The  si  ares  of  said  stock 
shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  personal

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Shelby  County  Court  to  issue  Bonds  for  the  benefit

§  J.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Shelby  county  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  make  and  issue  the  bonds 
of  said  county  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  .dollars.

shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum; 
shall  be  due  and  payable  twenty  years  after  their  date, 
and  the  county  shall  have  the  right  to  redeem  any  of  said 
bonds  after  the  expiration  of  one  year.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  judge  of  the  Shelby  county  court,  and 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  under  his  seal  of  office, 
and  shall  be  numbered  and  registered.

§  3.  The  fund  arising  from  said  turnpike  tax  or  taxes 
shall  be  faithfully  applied,  from  year  to  year,  in  payment 
of  the  interest  accruing  on  said  bonds;  and  the  residue  of 
said  fund,  remaining  after  the  payment  of  the  interest, 
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eball  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  oldest  of  said  bonds       1870. 
that  may  then  be  outstanding. 

§  4.  Said  bonds  shall  be  delivered  by  said  court  to  the 
various  turnpike  companies  of  said  county  in  payment  of 
the  county  subscriptions  which  have  been,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be,  made  to  said  companies  pursuant  to  said  act. 

§  5.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  only  as  they  may  be 
needed  in  payment  of  county  subscriptions  to  turnpike 
roads;  and  as  said  bonds  shall  be  redeemed,  others  may 
be  issued  as  required  for  turnpike  purposes  under  said 
law. 

§  6.  When  said  bonds  are  redeemed  they  shaj|^  be  de- 
stroyed, and  a  record  of  the  fact  shall  be  made  by  the 
clerk,  under  the  order  of  the  judge  of  said  court. 

§  7.  No  tax  to  the  State  shall  be  paid  on  the  seal  on 
said  bonds. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  of  the  Commonwecdth  of 
Kentvcky  : 

§  }.  That  an  act,  entitled  *^Ai»  act  to  amen<)  and  reduce- 
iRto  one  the  BCTeraV  acts  concerning  the  city  of  Hender- 
son^'^ approTed  February  11,  1867,  be,  and  the  same  i» 
hereby^  amended  as  follows  : 

Boundaries  of  Hie  Citp, 

The  boHndapfes  of  the  city  of  Hendersan  shaU  be  as- 

.Boundiryof  follows:  Beginning  at  the  west  end,  instead  of  the  center,. 

^^'  of  the  bridge  over  the  Town  Fork  of  Can©e  creek,,  on  the- 

Hendefsen  and  Hebardsville  Plank  Road,  and  running: 
thence  a  straight  Hne  to  the  corner  of  ten  acre  lots  num-

corner  of  the  cemetery  grounds;  thence  with  the  most 
southern  line  of  said  cemetery  grounds  to  the  southeast 
corner  thereof,  on  the  Madison ville  road;  tbence  a  straight 
Kne  to  the  southwest  corner  of  Jacob  Rentlinger's  prop- 
erty;  thence  south  fifty- nine  degrees,  east  four  hundred 
and  seventeen  feet  six  inches,  to  a  stake  ;  thence  a  straight 
line  to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  tract  or  lot  of  the 
Evansville,  Henderson,  and  Nashville  Railtroad  Company;, 
thence  a  straight  line  to  the  point  of  beginning.

be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  de- 

finded^  in  all  courts;   to  acquire  property  for  municipat 

purposes  by  purchase  or  otherwise;   to  hold   the  same». 

and  ail  property  and  effects  aaw  belonging,  ta  aaiii  citj^ 
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eitlier  in  her  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  others,  for  the  1870. 
purposes  and  intents  for  which  the  same  were  granted  or 
dedicated;  to  use,  manage,  improve,  sell  and  convey,  rent, 
or  lease  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  have  the  like 
power  over  all  property  hereafter  acquired;  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  change  it  at  pleasure,  and  act  with  or 
without  a  seal. 

Public  Plan  of  the  City. 

(3.  The  common  council  shall,  within  the  first  year  f^^^'^lfff 
after  this  act  takes  eflfect,  cause  a  map  to  be  made  of  the  mAde,jM. 
entire  city  within  the  boundary  fixed  by  this  act,  with 
streets,  avenues,  alleys,  lanes,  roads,  and  other  public 
ways  laid  out  by  actual  survey,  showing  the  extension 
thereof  to  the  boundary  line  with  regular  squares;  and 
no  person  shall  lay  out  land  or  sell  lots  upon  a  plan  at 
variance  with  said  public  plan,  unless  the  common  coun- 
cil, by  ordinance,  permit  the  same ;  but  all  owners  mny 
map  out  their  lands  according  to  said  public  plan,  and  the 
streets  and  other  public  ways  thus  laid  out  shall  be  public 
ways  of  said  city ;  and  all  streets  and  other  public  ways 
heretofore  laid  out,  or  where  lots  have  been  sold  by  own- 
ers of  land,  shall  be  public  ways  of  said  city. 

City  Court. 

§  4.  For  the  trial  of  pleas  of  the  Commonwealth  there  City  oonH, 
shall  be  semi-annual  instead  of  quarterly  terms  of  the  held,  and pow^ 
Henderson  city  court,  held  on  the  second  Mondays  of  May  ^f"®'"*™** 
and  November,  and  continue,  each,  as  many  days  as  the 
business  of  the  court  may  require.*  At  all  times  the  said 
court  shall  be  open  to  hear  and  determine  all  complaints 
for  breaches  of  ordinances;  also  for  violations  of  the  pe- 
nal laws  of  the  State  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  in 
all  cases  in  which  the  punishment  is  limited  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  cases  of  riots, 
routs,  and  breaches  of  the  peace.  Such  trials  may  be  had 
at  any  time,  and  may  be  prosecuted  by  a  summons  or  war- 
rant of  arrest  or  by  penal  action.  The  court  shall  have 
power,  without  a  petit  jury,  to  impose  such  fined  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or  by  the  penal  laws  of  the 
State,  to  the  amount  of  twenty  dollars  ;  if  above  that  sum, 
the  court  shall  cause  the  intervention  of  a  petit  jury,  un- 
less waived  by  the  party  charged.  Upon  the  failure-  or 
refusal  of  any  defendant  to  pay  or  *eplevy  in  court  any 
judgment  against  him  for  fine  and  costs,  the  court  may 
adjudge  and  order  such  defendant  to  work  out  the  same 
on  the  streets  and  public  works  of  the  city,  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  per  day ;  and  may  enforce  the  execution  of 
such  judgment  and  order.  Nothing  herein  shall  diminish 
the  powers  of  the  judge  of  said  court  as  a  magistrate,  ua- 
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1870.       ^^^  ^^®  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Practice  in  Criminal 
Cases. 

Jurisdiction. 

f  5.  The  Henderson  city  court  shaH  have  exclusive  orig- 
of  »Bae?*°'*°''  ^^^^  jurisdiction  of  all  prosecutions  and  penal  actions  for 
breaches  of  ordinances  and  for  breaches  or  neglect  of  doty 
concerning  the  streets  and  public  ways  of  the  said  city, 
and  original  concurrent,  but  not  exclusive,  jurisdiction  of 
all  prosecutions  and  penal  actions  for  violations  of  the 
penal  laws  of  the  State,  other  than  felonies,  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  city  ;  and  all  fines  imposed,  or  forfeitures 
incurred,  for  violations  of  such  ordinances  or  penal  laws, 
within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  in  whatever  court  recov- 
ered, are,  beyond  the  fees  and  costs,  hereby  granted  to 
said  city. 

Appeals  from  City  Court  Regulated. 

§  6.  The  Henderson  circuit  court  shall  have  appellate 
Appeals  from  jurisdiction   over   all  judgments   of    the    Henderson   city 

mi/twJ!*^  '^*'  court,  where  the  amount,  exclusive  of  costs,  exceeds  ten 
dollars.  The  appeal,  in  respect  to  the  manner  and  time 
of  taking  it;  the  execution,  by  security  of  covenant  to  pay 
costs  and  judgment,  and  the  taxing  of  costs,  shall  be  reg- 
ulated by  the  provisions  of  chapter  second,  title  nine,  of 
Mi/oftaee  the  Code  of  Practice  in   Criminal   Cases;     The  judge  of 

beimmmoAed.  the  Henderson  city  court  shall  have  the  authority  granted 
by  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  to  cause  a  grand  jury  to  be  empanneled 
and  sworn  when,  in  his' judgment,  the  public  interests  de- 
mand it  :  Provided,  however^  That  such  grand  jury  shall 
be  empanneled  and  sworn  only  at  the  regular  semi-annual 
terms  of  said  court. 

Mayor^S'  Salary,, 

§  7.  The  annual  salary  of  the  mayor,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Mayor's saiMT.  common  council,  shall  be  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor 
more  tlian  one  thousand  dollars,  payable  quarterly. 

Revenue  and  Taxation, 

§  8.  The  city  assessor  may  commence  the  duties  of  his 
"  ^ijmwwe^  office  on  the  tenth  day  of  January  in  each  year,  and  shall 
menee  *  com-  Complete  his  lists  and  return  his  tax-books  to  the  clerk  of 
menl.   *"**""  the  city  court,  anl  make  his  report  of  all  persons  failing 

or  refusing  to  give  in  a  list  of  taxable  estate,  hy  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year. 

^9.  All  estate  taxed   according   to  its  value   shall  be 
HoweFtat*.  valued  at  its  fair  cash  value,  as  of  the  tenth  of  January 
Wvaiued.*    ^  preceding;  but  merchants  and  grocers,  paying  an  ad  va- 
lorem tax  on  their  goods  aad  gruceries,  shall  list  the  gooda^ 
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and  groceries  on  hand  on  the  tenth  day  of  April  in  each  1870. 
3*ear,  and  phall  state,  on  oath,  the  full  cash  value  thereof, 
exclusive  of  the  articles  manufactured  in  fAmilies  within 
this  State  ;  and  said  list  shall  be  made  between  the  tenth 
day  of  April  and  the  first  of  May  in  each  year.  Nothing 
in  this  section  shall  impair  the  power  of  the  common 
council  to  classify  dry  goods,  groceries,  and  other  stores, 
tobacco  factories  and  other  establishments,  and  cause  a 
license  therefor  to  be  taken,  and  designate  and  fix  the 
rate  of  tax  thereon,  according  to  class. 

§  10.  All  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  within  the  limits  of  limVuTnot* uli5 
said  city,  as  fixed  by  this  act,' not  laid  off  into  squares  or  K^iJJffdb^Hw* 
lots,  shall  be  assest«ed  for  taxation  by  the  acre.  aore. 

§  11.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  tax  shall  be  appoint-    r^^^^^^^ 
ed  by  the  common  council  at  a  regular  meeting,  in  the  pointed, 
month  of  May  in  each  year,  and  shall  proceed  at  once  to 
the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  12.  The   tax-books  shall  be  delivered  to  the  marshal        When  ux- 
for  collection  hy  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  and  ii?eredu>  nar^ 
the  marshal  shall  proceed  at  once  to  the  collection  of  all  *'**^" 
taxes,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.     On  all  taxes  not  n,J*V"a!dded 
paid  by  the  first  day  of  October  of  the  year  in  which  they  when  not  p»id 
were  assessed,  except  in  respect  to  one  half  of  the  railroad  *"*'™*' 
tax  and  school  tax,  as  hereinafter  provided,  there  shall 
be  added  ten  per  cent,  on  the  amount  unpaid,  which  shall 
be  collected  and  accounted  for  by  the  marshal  as  other 
taxes.

advertise,  in  such   manner  as  maybe  prescribed   by  ordi-  ahai  in  ooUeci- 

nance,  for  ail  taxes  to  be  paid  at  his  ofiice ;  and  in  case  ^°'  ^' 
of  such  advertisement  and  a  failure  to  pay,  he  may  dis- 
train and  sell  suflicient  property  to  pay  the  same,  with- 
out other  or  further  call  or  notice.  He  ma}^  sell  personal 
estate  for  payment  of  taxes  at  any  time,  and  real  estate 
at  any  time  after  the  first  of  October  of  the  year  in  which 
each  tax  was  eL9se»sed:  Provided ^  That  the  collection  of 
one  half  of  the  railroad  tax  and  school  tax  respectively, 
may,  by  ordinance^  be  deferred  beyond  the  said  first  of 
October,  but  not  beyond  the  first  of  April  thereafter;  and 
the  same,  if  so  deferred,  shall  be  collectable  in  like  man- 
mer  as  above  provided;  and  on  all  taxes  so  deferred,  not 
paid  by  the  said  first  day  of  April,  there  shall  be  added 
ten  per  cent,  on  the  amount,  which  shall  be  collected  and 
accounted  for  by  the  marshal  as  other  taxes  of  its  kind : 
And  provided  further,  That  such  sales  shall,  in  other  re- 
spects, be  made  as  prescribed  in  the  charter. 

§  13.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  make  ooU^on"ol* 
all  needful  ordinances  regulating  the  assessment  and  col-  uze8,&o. 
lection  of  taxes,  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  assessor 
and  toUector  of  taxes ;    the  advertising  of  the  time  and        ^ 
place  for  payment  of   taxes;   the  advertising,  sale,  and 
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1870.  redemption  of  property,  and  the  conveyance  of  same 
when  sold  to  enforce  payment  of  taxes,  so  far  as  author- 
ized  by  the  charter,  and  by  this,  and  other  acts  amenda- 
tory thereto  ;  for  the  correction  of  assessments,  so  as  to 
include  all  property  liable  to  taxation  omitted  in  previous 
assessments,  not  extending  back  more  than  five  years,  and 
put  the  property  omitted  in  any  previous  assessment  upon 
a  corrected  bill,  charging  for  the  years  omitted  according 
to  the  value  in  those  years,  and  may  provide,  by  ordi- 
nance, for  deductions,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  on 
amount  of  taxes,  for  prompt  payment  thereof. 

§  14.  In  redeeming  land,  lots,  parts  of  lots,  or  any  real- 
5S^?Jto!^"  ®^  ty,  sold  for  tax,  the  persons  or  party  redeeming  shall  be 
required  to  pay  for  that  purpose,  in  addition  to  what  is 
now  required  in  the  charter,  all  subsequent  taxes  or  as- 
sessments thereon ;  and  if  such  taxes  or  assessments  have 
been  paid  by  other  than  the  person  redeeming,  twenty-five 
per  cent,  per  annum  thereon. 

§  15.  Section   twelve  of  article  eight  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Henderson  is  hereby  repealed. 

Public  Ways, 

§10.  Public  ways,  as  used  in    this  act,  shall  mean  all 
PabiiowHjfl,  public   streets,  alleys,   sidewalks,  roads,   lanes,  avenuesy 
**  highways,  and   thoroughfares,  established,  granted^  dedi- 

cated, laid  out,  or  used  as  such,  and  shall  be  under  the  ex- 
clusive management  and  control  of  said  city,  with  power 
to  intprove  them  by  original  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion thereof,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  loi- 
improToment  provement,  as  applied  to  public  ways,  shall  mean  all  work 
and  materials  used  upon  them  in  the  construction  and  re- 
construction thereof,  and  shall  be  made  and  done  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  at  the  exclu^^ive  cost  of  the 
owners  of  lots  fronting  or  binding  on  the  public  way  .im- 
proved, within  the  square  of  which  said  lots  form  a  part, 
to  be  equally  apportioned  by  the  common  council  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  feet  owned  by.  them  respeocively. 
A  lien  shall  exist  for  the  cost  of  improvements  of  public 
ways,  for  apportionments  and  interests  thereon,  against 
the  respective  lots,  and  payment  may  be  enforced  as  other 
city  assessments  for  taxes  upon  the  property  bound  there- 
for, or  by  proceedings  in  court;  and  no  error  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  cammon  council  shall  exempt  from 
payment  after  the  work  has  been  done,  as  required  by 
ordinance  or  contract;  but  the  common  council,  or  the 
courts  in  which  suits  may  be  pending,  shall  make  all 
corrections,  rules,  and  orders  to  do  justice  to  all  parties 
concerned;  and  in  no  event  shall  the  city  be  liable  for 
euch  improvements  without  having  the  right  to  enforce 
payment  therefor  against  the  property  receiving  the  ben- 
efit thereof,  so  that  no  one  shall  be  assessed  or  charged 
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■with  the  improvement  of  public  ways,  excepting  on  those  1870. 
lots  binding  on  the  public  way  improved.  All  of  which 
improvements,  assessments,  apportionments,  and  enforce- 
ment of  liens  for  the  payment  of  cost  of  improvement, 
and  the  sale  and  redemption  of  property,  may  be  regu- 
lated by  ordinance.  Ordinances  for  improvement  of  pub- 
lic ways,  when  not  petitioned  for  by  the  owners  of  a 
majority  of  feet  of  ground  liable  therefor,  must  be  voted 
for  and  passed  by  two  thirds  of  the  common  council,  by 
yeas  and  nays  recorded  in  the  journal :  Provided,  That  to'S^^madea'** 
the  city  council  shall  order  no  improvement  upon  property  onpetition. 
binding  upon  the  streets  or  public  highways  of  said  city, 
either  upon  the  petition  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  feet 
of  ground  liable  therefor  or  otherwise,  which  shall  exceed, 
in  cost  of  construction,  one  half  tlie  assessed  taxable  value 
thereof,  unless  by  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  such 
property,  or  unless  provision  is  made  by  said  city,  out  of 
its  revenue  proper,  for  the  payment  of  the  excess  over  the 
one  half  assessed  taxable  value  of  the  property  so  ordered 
to  be  improved. 

§  17.  In  the  redemption  of  lots  or  realty,  of  kind  sold  gjld^aj^bere' 
for  cost  of  improvements  of  public  ways,  the  person  or  deemed. 
party  redeeming  shall  be  required  to  pay,  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  amount  of  the  purchase  money,  with  twenty  per 
cent,  per  annum  interest  thereon,  and  ail  taxes  or  assess- 
ments subsequently  accruing  thereon,  with  twenty  per 
cent,  per  annum  thereon. 

Condemnation  and  Purchase  of  Property, 

§  18.  To  procure  property  for  municipal  purposes  within  Condemnatioa 
said  city  or  county  of  Henderson,  the  common  council  Jf°^operu^.*** 
may,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  provide  for  the  purchase, 
at  a  stated  price,  of  any  designated  property  for  a  specif- 
ic purpose;  and  the  mayor  may  tender  to  the  owners  of 
the  property,  if  adults,  the  money  at  said  price,  and  make 
the  purchase,  if  assented  to;  but  if  the  owner  refuse  to 
Bell  at  such  price,  the  property  may  be  condemned  by  pro- 
ceeding lor  that  purpose,  in  the  nnme  of  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson, against  all  owners  interested  in  said  property,  or 
any  part  thereof,  in  the  Henderson  circuit  court,  or  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  and  such  court  shall  make 
such  orders,  rules  and  judgments,  as  will  secure  a  fair  trial 
by  an  impartial  jury  of  not  less  than  six  freeholders  of  said 
city,  or  of  Henderson  county,  who  shall  be  sworn  in  such 
manner  as  the  court  may  direct,  and  say  by  their  verdict 
what  will  be  a  just  compensation  to  the  owner  or  respec- 
tive owners  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  condemned, 
and  the  additional  fencing  which  will  be  thereby  ren- 
dered necessary,  and  the  damages  to  the  residue  of  the 
property',  beyond  the  peculiar  benefits  which  will  be  de- 
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1870.  rived  to  such  residae  from  the  proposed  public  way,  mar- 
ket-place, or  other  municipal  purpose;  and  upon  such 
inquest  the  court  shall  make  its  judgment  of  condemna- 
tion, unless,  for  objections  made  and  cause  shown,  the 
court  shall  rule  or  order  otherwise;  and  should  the  final 
decision  allow  more  for  the  property  and  damages  than 
was  originally  offered,  all  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of 
Henderson;  if  no  more  be  allowed,  the  owner  who  refused 
such  offer  shall  pay  such  costs  as  the  court  may  apportion 
and  adjudge;  but  no  costs  shall  be  allowed  against  infants, 
or  others  incompetent  to  contract.  Either  party  may 
except  and  have  the  right  of  appeal,  as  in  case  of  other 
final  orders  or  judgments. 

Sinking  Fund. 

§  19.  A  sinking  fund  to  pay  the  bonded  or  public  debt 

Sinking  fund,    of  the  city  of  Henderson  is  hereby  created.     The  common 

council   shall,   by   ordinance,  provide   for   the    following 

licenses,  to  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund,  with  adequate 

penalties  for  doing  business  without  the  required  license  : 

For   Licenses. 

For  every  retail  grocer,  confectioner,  victualer,  hawker, 
ForKoontet.  huckster,  or  any  other  retailer,  except  of  spirituou:?,  vin- 
ous, malt,  or  fermented  liquors,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Any  other  merchant, 
or  dealer  in  dry  goods,  clothing,  drugs,  medicines,  wares, 
or  merchandise  of  any  kind,  not  hereinafter  provided  for, 
not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  any  theatrical  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  show,  or 
performance  in  the  city  for  pay,  such  sum  as  the  common 
council  may  prescribe  by  general  ordinance  or  resola- 
tion. 

For  each  vehicle  running  in  said  city  for  profit  or  hire, 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

For  every  lottery  office,  or  agency  therefor,  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  billiard  table,  pigeon-hole  table,  bowling  alley, 
Jenny  Lind  table,  or  shooting  gallery,  not  lec^s  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  But  if  any  of  those 
establishments  do  not  sell,. or  allow  to  be  sold  or  drunk  on 
the  premises,  any  spirituous,  fermented,  malt,  or  vinous 
liquors,  then  the  rate  for  such  shall  not  be  more  than  fifty 
nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 

For  taverns  or  hotels,  public  boarding-houses,  or  places 
of  public  resort  or  entertainment,  wherein  no  malt,  fer- 
mented, vinous,  or  spirituous  liquors  are  retailed,  not  leas 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  tavern  or  hotel,  coffee-house,  drinkin^-saloon, 
club-room,  or  other  establishment  wherein  malt,  ferment- 
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edf  vinous,  or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold  by  retail,  not  less  1870. 
than  thirty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars;  the  tar- 
ern  or  hotel  thus  retailing  to  be  required  to  take  out  this 
license,  and  aUo  the  license  provided  for  taverns  or  hotels, 
public  boarding-houses,  or  places  of  public  resort  or  enter- 
tainment, as  required  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

For  each  wholesale  dealer  in  malt,  fermented,  vinous, 
or  spirituous  liquors,  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  every  other  dealer  in  malt,  fermented,  vinous,  or 
spirituous  liquors,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

For  each  livery  stable,  real  estate  ofBce  for  buying  or 
selling,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  rendering  or  tanking-house,  dealer  in  cattle, 
sheep,  hogs,  or  other  live  stock,  poultry  excepted,  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  pork-house  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  intelligence  oflice,  claim  agent,  commercial 
agent,  street  -  broker,  pawnbroker,  express  company,  or 
agency  therefor,  exchange  or  broker's  office,  telegraph 
office,  insurance  office,  or  agency  therefor,  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  dealer  in  wood,  coal,  or  lumber,  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  brewer  or  distiller,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  attorney  and  counsellor  at  law,  physician,  sur- 
geon or  dentist,  master-builder  or  architect,  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

For  each  veterinary  surgeon  and  physician  and  chi- 
ropodist, not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

For  each  tobacco  factory  or  stemmery,  not  less  than 
thirty-five  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  cigar  manufactory,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  manufactory  of  chewing  or  smokingtohacco, 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  ai*trologer,  fortune-teller,  and  clairvoyant,  not 
lew  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  gilt  enterprise,  or  any  agency  therefor,  or  any 
Biroilar  association,  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  each  auctioneer,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  any  other  business  or  employment  not  herein 
named,  the  common  council  may,  by  ordinance,  desig- 
nate and  fix  the  rate,  and  cause  a  license  therefor  to  be 
taken,  as  herein  provided. 
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tefc  apart 


Every  business,  profession,  or  craft  herein  set  forth  to 
be  licensed,  the  common  council  may  grade  and  cla^s,  and 
fix  the  rate  of  license  for,  at  or  within  the  minimum  and 
maximum  herein  provided. 

No  license  shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year, 
but  mav  be  for  a  shorter,  in  the  discretion  of  the  common 
council,  and  the  charge  therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury  before  granting  the  license. 

Literary  or  charitable  entertainments  may  be  allowed 
by  the  common  council  without  license  or  charge;  but  no 
license  or  charge  shall  be  required  or  made  for  entertain- 
ments of  any  character,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be 
devoted  to  any  of  the  churches,  or  church  charities,  or 
Sabbath  schools  of  the  city  or  county. 

Any  of  the  unexpired  time  of  the  licenses  herein  per- 
mitted may  be  transferred  by  the  holder,  with  the  assent 
of  the  common  council,  expressed  by  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion. 

§  20.  The  revenue  and  income  derived  from  tax  on 
RaiiTOftdux  licenses;  from  the  tax  •under  the  authority  of  the  charter 
of  the  Evansville,  Henderson,  and  Nashville  Railroad 
Company,  and  amendments  thereto;  from  the  tax  imposed 
under  the  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  organize  and  establish 
a  system  of  public  schools  in  the  city  of  Henderson,"  ap- 
proved March  15,  1869,  and  such  other  revenue  or  lund  as 
may  be  set  apart  for  that  purpose  by  ordinanjce,  sh^ll  con- 
stitute the  sinking  fund  of  ttie  city  of  Henderson,  and  shall 
be  sacredly  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  bonded  or  pub- 
lic debt  of  said  city.  The  revenue  arising  from  the  rail- 
road tax  shall  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  city  bonds 
issued  to  the  railroad  company ;  that  derived  from  the 
school  tax  to  the  payment  of  the  school  bonds,  as  provided 
in  said  act,  and  that  derived  from  other  sources  to  the 
payment  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  city,  created  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes.  The  common  council  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  and  establish  a  board  of  commissioners  of  the 
said  sinking  fund,  and  pass  all  needful  ordinances  regu- 
lating and  governing  the  same.  And  said  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  manage  and  control  said  fund  so  as  to 
protect  the  credit  of  the  city.

§  21.  The  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  of  Henderson,  as  fixed  by  this  act,  is  hereby  created 
and  incorporated  a  school  district,  and  the  same  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  '^  An  act  to  or- 
ganize and  establish  a  system  of  public  schools  in  the  city 
of  Henderson,"  approved  March  16,  ltt69;  and  the  provis*

to  the  extent  therein  provided. 

Elections  and  Police. 

§  22.  Should  the  common  council  fail  to  appoint  officers  Eiectiona  and 
for  city  elections;  or,  when  appointed,  should  such  officers,  ^^  ^^^* 
or  any  of  them,  fail  to  attend  for  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  fixed  by  order  or  ordinance  of  the  council  for  such 
election  to  be  begun;  or  should  such  officer  or  officers  refuse 
to  act,  the  mayor  may  appoint  a  suitable  person  or  persons 
to  act  in  his  or  their  stead  for  that  election  ;  but  in  case  the 
mayor  fails  to  so  appoint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal 
to  do  so.  The  mayor  may  appoint  a  chief  of  police  from 
the  list  of  policemen  elected  or  appointed  under  the  charter, 
or  by  ordinance  ref!:ulating  the  same,  who  shall  assume  the 
control  of  the  active  police  force  of  the  city,  but  who 
shall,  at  the  same  time,  do  duty  and  receive  the  same  pay 
as  an  ordinary  policeman,  except  when  otherwis»e  ordered 
by  the  common  council.  The  said  chief  of  police  shall  be 
under  the  control  and  orders  of  the  marshal,  who,  in  like 
manner,  shall  be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  council 
and  the  orders  of  the  mayor. 

Manufactures. 

§  23.  To  promote,  encourage,  and  foster  manufactures  Manafaotam. 
in  the  city  of  Henderson,  the  common  council  shall  have 
power,  by  ordinance,  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  muni- 
cipal purposes,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  any 
or  all  manufacturing  e.^tablishments  in  said  city,  worked 
or  run,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  steam  or  water  power, 
where  the  building,  with  the  machinery  used,  exceeds  one 
thousand  dollars  in  value.  Before  such  ordinance  shall 
be  valid,  it  must  be  voted  for  and  passed  by  two  thirds 
of  the  members  of  the  common  council.  Exemptions 
thus  made  shall  entitle  the  house  and  ground,  and  ma- 
chinery necessarily  used  in  such  establishments,  from 
taxation  for  municipal  purposes,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  ordinance,  and  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
years;  and  for  a  like  purpose,  the  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  provide,  by  ordinance,  for  the  letting  of 
any  lots  or  parcels  of  ground  in  the  open  space  between 
Water  street  and  the  Uhio  river,  for  terms  of  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  years :  Provided^  That  the  lessees  erect  manu- 
factories thereon. 

RiUroad    Tax. 

$24.  In   all  respects,  the  existing  laws  concerning  the  Railroad  us. 
aasessment  and  collection  of  tax  on  all  estate  taxable  for 
the  payment  of  the   interest  and   principal  of  the   bonds 
issaed  by  the  city  of  Henderson  to  the   Evansville,  Hen- 
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1870.  derson,  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  for  stock  in 
said  company,  shall  apply  to  and  be  enforced  in  said 
city  to  the  extent  of  the  limits  thereof,  as  fixed  by  this 
act;  and  all  estate  and  property,  and  inhabitants  within 
said  limits,  shall  be  subject  to  the  said  railroad  tax,  in 
the  manner,  and  to  the  extent  prescribed  by  the  law 
authorizing  the  subscription  for  stock  in  said  railroad 
company,  and  the  issuing  of  bonds  therefor,  and  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  tor  payment  of  such 
bonds. 

§  25.  All  persons  and  property  within  the  limits  of  the 

I'roportjH*  ^'^y»  ^^  fixed  by  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  be  assessed  for 
for  uz-  taxation  in  the  manner,  and  for  all  the  purposes  provided 
in  the  city  charter,  and  in  and  by  this  act,  and  other  acta 
authorizing  assessment  of  tax  by  the  city  of  Henderson. 
^26.  The  provisions  of  the  act  approved  February  11, 
1667,  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  remain  in  full 
force,  except  as  modified  or  repealed  by  this  or  other 
amendments;  and  all  amendments  to  said  act  of  Febru- 
ary 11,  J8G7,  shall  remain  in  full  force,  except  as  modi- 
fied or  repealed  by  this  act. 

§  27.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  481. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  aod    reduce   into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the 

•  Town  of  Hopkinsville. 

Article  I. 

Boundaries — Corporate  Powers — Wards. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  oj 
KentiLcky  : 

§  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville 
shall  be  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  stake,  on  the  west 
edge  of  the  Mad i son vl lie  road,  northeasnt  corner  of  a 
small  tract  of  land  on  which  Samuel  A.  Means  now  re- 
sides, and  southeast  corner,  to  a  tract  of  land  formerly 
owned  by  Zachariah  Glass,  deceased ;  thence  south  53 
east,  passing  through  the  land  of  Mrs.  tStevenson,  Mrs. 
McCarroll,  and  the  heirs  of  N.  E.  Gray,  deceased,  and 
crossing  the  Town  Fork  of  Little  river  at  lOS^  poles,  and 
passing  through  the  land  belonging  to  the  heirs  of  M. 
Sharp,  deceased,  and  through  the  Fair  Grounds,  and 
through  John  Tandy's  lot  347f  poles,  to  a  stake  on  the 
north  edge  of  the  Russellville  Turnpike — said  stake  is 
in  the  direction  north  59  east  2  poles  from  John  Tandy's 
southeast  corner,  and  A.  Palmer's  southwest  corner; 
thence  south  26  west,  passing  through  the  lands  of  John 
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B.  Knigbt  and  R.  T.  Petree,  and  between  the  residences 
of  Claiborn  Buckner  and  Jamea  Coleman,  men  of  color^ 
and   passing  the  house  occupied  by  Peter  Quaries,  and 
including  the  houses  of  said  James  Coleman   and   Peter 
Quaries  within  the  boundary  of  the  city ;  passing  through 
the  lands  of  John  B.  Gowan  and  Hardin  Wood,  259  poles 
to  a  stake,  on  the  north  edge  of  the  Nashville  road — said 
stake  is  south  21^  east  2  poles  and  10  links,  from  Hardin 
Woods'   well   (formerly  Curtis  Wood) ;   thence   south  71 
west,    passing   through    Mrs.   Sharp's    land,   including   a 
house  now  occupied  by  Kitt  Humphrey;  passing  through 
Richard  Durrett's  land,  crossing  the  Evansville,  Hender- 
son, and  Nashville  Railroad  at  184  poles,  and  the  Clarks- 
ville  road   at  201   poles;  passing  through  Louis  Waller's 
lot,  including  said  Waller's  tobacco  stemmery  and  cooper 
shop,  288  poles,  to   a  stake  in  Mrs.  Bryan's  field — said 
stake  stands  in  the  direction  south  1^  east  15^  poles,  from 
a   black   oak  in  Dr.  R.   H.  Kelley's   line,  marked   as  a 
pointer;  thence  north  50  west,  crossing  the  Palmyra  road 
at  41  poles,  passing  through  Wallace  W.  Ware's  lot,  in- 
cluding his  residence,  120  poles  to  a  stake  on  the  north 
edge  of  the  Cox  Mill  road,  at  a  hickory,  marked   as  a 
pointer;  thence  north  15  west,  passing  through  the  iHnds 
of  John   P.  Campbell,  sr.,  deceased,  110  poles,  to  a  stake 
and  black  oak,  on   the  north  edge  of  the  Canton  road; 
thence  north  11^  west,  passing  through  the  lands  of  H.  A. 
Phelps,  crossing  Little  river,  at   173^  poles,  in   all,  219^ 
poles,  to  a  stake  on  the  west  side  of  6.  B.  Long's  yard 
fence,  and  with  a  sugar  tree  marked  as  a  pointer ;  thence 
north  22  east,  passing  out  of  said  Long's  premises,  includ- 
ing the  residence  of  said  Long  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
and  crossing  the  Princeton  road,  in  all,  1S8  poles,  to  a  stake 
in  William  M.  Shipp's  field  ;  thence  south  84  east  198  poles, 
to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  territory  embraced  in  the  foregoing  boundary, 
and  the  inhabitants  residing  therein,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  a  body-politic  and  corporate; 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter,  change,  and  renew  the 
same  at  pleasure ;  and  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to 
hold,  enjoy,  lease,  or  sell  and  dispose  of  any  property  here- 
tofore vested  by  gift,  donation,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  in 
the  town  of  Hopkinsville,  or  in  any  person  or  persons  for 
the  use  of  said  town  ;  and  the  same  shall,  by  this  act,  vest 
in,  and  become  the  property  of,  the  city  of  Hopkinsville; 
and  the  said  city  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to  hold,  en- 
,}oy\  lease,  purchase,  sell,  and  dispose  of  any  and  all  proper- 
ty now  vested  in  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  or  in  any  person

Article  II. 

DisiribiUion  of  Powers  of  Government, 

§  1.  The  corporate  powers  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsvillc 

Powera  diri-  shall  he  divided  into  three  distinct  separate  departments, 

deoartmentfl?^  viz :  Legislative,  Exccutivc,  and  Judicial;  and  no  person 

onede^r^ment  ^r  officer  in  onc  of  these  departments  shall  exercise  any 

i)Aw*i*?n°**n!  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the  others,  except 

in    the   instances   hereinafter  expressly  directed   or  per- 
mitted. 

Article  III. 

Legislative  Department, 

§  1.  The  legislative  powers  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsvillc 
shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  seven  councilnien,  to  be 
elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  or 
from  the  several  wards  of  said  city,  when  laid  off  and  es- 
tablished by  the  board  of  councilmen,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, which  board  ^hall  be  styled  the  board  of  councilmen 
of  the  city  of  Hopkinsvillc;  and  said  board  of  councilmen, 
and  each  succeeding  board,  shall,  upon  their  first  meeting 
after  their  election  and  qualification,  as  herein  provided, 
select  by  ballot  one  of  their  number  to  be  chairman  of 
the  board  of  councilmen,  which  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and 
the  result  thereof  declared  by  the  clerk  of  the  retiring 
board;  and  upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  first 
board  of  councilmen  under  this  charter,  the  ballot  for 
chairman  of  said  board  shall  be  taken,  and  the  result  there- 
of declared  by  the  clerk  appointed  by  said  board  of  coun- 
cilmen, after  their  election,  qualification,  and  organization 
as  a  board;  and  the  person  so  selected  shall  be  styled 
chairman  of  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Hop- 
kinsvillc. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  councilman  who, 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  is  not  a  white  male  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  has  not  attained  to  the  age  of 
twenty-five  years,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  the  State 
of  Kentucky  two  years,  and  in  the  said  city  one  year  next 
preceding  his  election,  and  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his 
election  a  bona  fide  resident  and  house-keeper  of  said  city, 
or  the  ward  for  which  he  may  be  chosen,  or  who  holds  or 
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discharges  any  ofGce  or  agency  under  the  city  of  Hopkins* 
ville,  the  county  of  Christian,  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  any  department  thereof,  or 
under  any  of  the  States  thereof,  or  any  foreign  govern- 
ment whatever;  or  who,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  ia  in- 
terested, directly  or  indirectly,  in  apy  contract  with  the 
city  of  Hopkinsville,  or  who  holds  any  office  of  trust  or 
salary  in  any  corporation  which  holds  any  contract  with 
said  city,  the  terms,  rates,  or  prices  whereof  are  subject  to 
alteration,  modification,  or  enforcement  by  the  board  of 
councilmen,  and  who  is  not  the  owner  of  real  estate  in 
said  city  of  not  les^  value  than  one  thousand  dollars  in  his 
own  right;  and  no  collector,  or  keeper,  or  treasurer  of  the 
funds  or  mone^'  of  said  city  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  councilmen,  until  he  shall  have  settled  his 
accounts  with  said  city  and  obtained  a  quietus. 

§  3.  And  if,  after  election,  any  member  of  the  board  of 
councilmen  shall  remove  from  the  city  or  ward  for  which 
he  was  chosea  and  elected,  or  shall  die  or  resign  his  office 
as  councilman,  or  become  a  candidate  for  or  accept  any 
office,  post,  employment,  or  agency,  the  holding  or  discharg- 
ing of  which  would  have  rendered  him  ineligible  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  or  do  any  other  act 
or  thing  which  would  have  rendered  him  ineligible  as  a 
member  of  said'board,  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  councilmen  shall  be  thereby  vacated,  and  the  remaining 
members  of  the  board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority

§  4.  Stockholders  in  corporations  may  be  eligible  as 
members  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  but  shall  not  vote 
on  any  question,  directly  or  indirectly,  affecting  said  cor- 
porations, or  any  right  or  duty  under  the  same,  or  con- 
tract or  agreement  between  such  corporations  and  the' 
city  of  Hopkinsville. 

I  5.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  a  correct  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  immedi- 
ately after  adjournment  of  each  session  of  the  board  of 
councilmen  may  cause  the  proceedings  of  that  session  to 
be  published  at  least  once  in  some  newspaper  printed  and 
published  in  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  such  newspaper  to 
be  selected  by  the  board  of  councilmen  ;  and  all  ordi- 
Dances  passed  and  enacted  by  the  board  of  councilmen 
may,  before  being  enforced,  be  published  in  the  manner 
above  provided  for  publication  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
board  ;  and  all  ordinances  passed  and  enacted  during  the

46th.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  impeach,  try,  and  remove  from  office,  by 
ordinance,  any  member  or  members  of  said  board,  the

§  5.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace;  and  when       Sbaii  be  % 
deemed   necessary  by  him  to  enforce  the  laws  and  ordi-  the^nelce?'^ 
nances  of  the  ciiy  to  save  life  or  property,  or   to  quell  oitiMM *to^ m- 
fiots,  he   may  summon  into  service  any  of  the  citizens  ««^  to    qaeu 
of  said  city  I  either  civil  or  military,  and  in  such  cases 
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he  must  be  present  and  command  in  person ;  and  the 
board  shall,  by  ordinance,  prescribe  suitable  fines  and 
penalties  for  disobedience  of  the  chairman's  order  or 
summons. 

§  6.  He  shall  give  the  casting  vote  whenever  the  board 
of  councilmen  may  be  equally  divided  upon  any  question 
or  ordinance  :  Provided^  That  upon  all  questions  and  ordi- 
nances requiring  a  two  thirds  vote  of  said  board,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  charter,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  aa  a 
member  of  the  board. 

§  7.  For  his  services  as  chairman  of  said  board,  he  may 
be  compensated  out  of  the  funds  of  the  city,  to  he  fixed 
by  the  board  of  councilmen,  exclusive  of  the  chairman, 
as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  proper.  He  may, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  two  thirds  of  (he  coun- 
cilmen, at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  board, 
remit  any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  incurred,  or  imposed 
by,  or  under  any  ordinance  of,  the  city;  and  discharge 
from  the  work-house  or  jail  any  person  therein  .confined 
for  violation  of  such  ordinance;  but  such  remission  of 
fine' or  discharge  from  imprisonment  shall  be  on  condi- 
tion of  payment  of  all  costs  and  fees  due  said  city.

Article  V. 

Judicial  Department, 

§  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  and  exercised  by  a  court,  to  be  styled  the  Hop- 
kinsville  city  court,  whi^h  shall  be  held  by  a  judge,  to 
be  styled  the  judge  of  the  Hopkinsville  city  court,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  at  the 
time  of  the  general  election  for  councilmen,  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  ^ 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge  of 
the  city  court  unless  he  be  a  white  male  citizen  ot  the 
city,  at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  who  shall 
have  resided  as  a  bona  Jide  resident  in  the  limits  of  the 
city  at  least  two  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

§  3.  The  Hopkinsville  city  court  shall  have  exclusive 
ori<<inal  jurisdiction  in  all  prosecutions  for  violation  of 
the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  concurrent  juri^^diciion 
with  the  circuit  courts  of  all  pleas  of  the  Commonwealth 
arising   within   the   limits   of    the   city   of   Hopkinsville, 
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where,  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  the  fine  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  dollars,  and  except  in  cases  of  felony; 
and  aaid  court  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take 
recognizances  from  persons  charged  with  otfenses  cogni- 
zable before  said  court,  to  appear  and  answer  the  same, 
that  the  circuit  courts  have,  and  like  power  to  take  the 
same  as  forfeited,  and  pronounce  judgment  thereon,  and 
to  enforce  full  compliance  with  the  same,  and  shrill  have 
the  power  of  two  justices  of  the  peace  as  an  examining 
coart;  for  all  services  performed  by  him  under  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  he 
shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  the 
judge  of  the  Christian  quarterly  court  for  like  services, 
and  such  other  fees  as  may  be  allowed  by  ordinance. 

§4.  The  city  court  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  circuit  court  of  ail  cases  of  vagrancy  arising 
within  the  city  limits. 

§  5.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  shall  be  a  conservator 
of  the  public  peace,  and  may  issue  warrants  of  arrests  for 
all  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  State  or  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  for  those  committed  within  his  presence  may 
order  arrests  without  warrant;  the  person  offending  to  be 
dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  city. 

i  6.  The  city  court  ehall  be  holden  at  such  place  within 
the  city  as  the  board  may  designate,  or  they,  failing  to 
designate  and  provide  a  suitable  place,  at  such  place  as 
the  judge  may  select;  the  judge  shall  have  power  to  fix 
the  time  of  holding  the  court,  as  in  his  discretion  the  busi- 
ness before  him  may  deem  to  require. 

§  7.  The  Hopkinsville  city  court  shall  be  a  court  of 
record,  and  the  judge  thereof  shall  be  his  own  clerk; 
certified  copies  of  the  records  of  said  court,  over  the  sig- 
nature of  the  judge  thereof,  with  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  city  attached,  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  8.  That  all  proceedings  in  and  process  from  the  city 
court,  where  the  fines  are  imposed,  under  the  laws  of 
Kentucky,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  where  the  fines  and  penalt.ies  are  under 
ordinances  of  the  city,  proceedings  and  process  shall  be 
in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville;  the  process  shall 
be  made  returnable  to  the  city  court,  and  may  be  directed 
to  the  marshal  of  the  city;  but  the  judge  of  said  court 
may  direct  the  process  from  said  court  to  any  sheriff,  con- 
stable, or  policeman  within  the  State  of  Kentucky ;  and 
the  person  executing  the  process  of  said  court  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  like  fees  for  like  services,  and  to  the  like  rem- 
edy for  the  collection  thereof,  as  the  sheriffs  of  the  State 
ol  Kentucky,  and  shall   be  subject  to  the   like  fines  and 
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1870.       penalties  for  the  like  offenBes  and  failures,  recoverable  in 
the  ti^ame  manner. 

§  9.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  city  court, 
in  the  name  of  or  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, or  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  are 
hereby  granted  to  the  city  of  Hopkinsville. 

§  10.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  city 
court  are  to  be  collected  by  the  city  marshal,  or  other 
officer  to  whom  execution  or  capias  p^^  fine  is  directed,

§  6.  Upon  the  repignatlon,  removal  from  office,  or  the

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  marshal  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  to  attend  all 
sessions  of  the  city  court;  he  shall,  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  in  ail  matters  of  a  criminal  nature  arising  under 
the  ordinances  of  the  city  or  under  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, possess  the  same  powers  and  perform  the 
same  duties  as  sheriffs  and  constables;  he  shall  execute  all 
process,  civil  or  criminal,  issued,  and  to  him  directed  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  the  city  judge, 
presiding  jud^e  of  the  Christian  county  court,  or  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace;  he  &hall  collect  and  pay  over,  to  the 
parties  entitled  thereto,  all  executions,  and  make  due  re- 
turn of  all  process  to  him  directed  by  any  of  the  officers 
above  named,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
responsibilities  and  penalties  as  sheriffs  and  constables  are 
by  law  authorized  and  required  to  do.  His  powers  for 
discharging  his  official  duties  shall  be  co-extensive  with 
Chrii^tian  county. 

§  8.  He  shall  be  entitled,  as  compensation,  to  the  same 
fees  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs  and  constables  for  similar 
services,  collection  of  which  may  be  enforced  as  provided 
by  law  for  the  collection  of  sheriffs  and  constables'  fee 
bills;  for  other  services  he  shall  receive  such  fees  and 
compensation  as  may  be  designated  by  ordinance.  ^ 

§  D.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  charter,  and  make  such  other  returns  and  reports 
of  his  acts,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  as  are 
also  hereinafter  prescribed. 

^  10.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  execute  a  covenant  to  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  with 
good  i^ecurity,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  councilmen, 
conditioned  that  he  shall,  by  himself  and  deputies,  well 
and  truly  discharge  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  and  pay 
over  to  ^ui  h  persons,  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  re- 
spectively be  entitled  to  the  sanne,  all  moneys  that  may 
come  to  bis  or  their  hands  as  marshal. 

§  11.  Any  person  injured  by  a  breach  of  the  marshal's 
covenant,  may,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  prosecute 
suit  or  motion  thereon  against  the  marshal  and  his  sure- 
ties, as  now  provided  by  law  for  sheriffs  and  constables, 
and  the  covenant  shall  not  be  satisfied  or  void  upon  the 
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iBri^  or  any  other  recovery,  antil  every  person  ag^^rieved      1870 
by  the  acts  or  omissions  of  the  marshal  or  his  deputies 
may  have  been  recompensed. 

^  12.  The  city  marshal  may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  Hay  Avpoint 
the  board  of  coancilmen,  appoint  his  own  deputies,  and  wUh  oonrnVof 
nay  revoke  the  appointment  at  pleasure,  and  he  shall  be  muV^arwIu!^ 
responsible  upon  his  official  covenant  for  their  acts ;  before  .  l^aponsibie 
any  deputy  marshal  shall  proceed  to  act,  he  shall  take  the  DepntiM  t# 
oath  required  to  be  taken  by  the  marshal.  t*keoatk. 

^  13.  When   a  deputy  mart*hal  shall  so  act,  or  omit  to       Depntr  r*- 
act,  as  to  render  his  principal  responsible,  and  the  latter  pAneipia.^^^  ^ 
shall  discharge  such  responsibility,  the  deputy  shall  be  lia- 
ble over  to  the  principal  for  all  damages  and  costs,  legal 
and  extraordinary,  which  the  latter  may  be  put  to  on  ac- 
co«nt  of  such  act  or  omission. 

§  14.  If  the  marshal  fails  to  execute  covenant,  as  here*     OoftiiUrato 
in  prescribed,  with  good  surety,  and  to  take  the  oath  of  M^t^tnd^k* 
office  within  thirty  days  after  his  election,  the  board  of  d*iti*?r«d*?»? 
couacilmen   shall,  by  ordinance,  declare  said  office  va-  out. 
cated. 

§  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  auditor  and  treas-  ..-^"^^''Jg^ 
urer  to  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys  belonging  to  daUw. 
the  city,  and  to  pay  out  the  same  under  appropriations 
made   by  the  board  of  councilmen,  and    upon   orders  of 
eaid  board,  certified  by  the  clerk  ;  he  shfiil  keep  a  fair  and 
accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
city,  showing  when,  from  and  to  whom,  and  for  what  pur- 
pose, and  on  what  account,  such   moneys  were  received 
and  paid  out;  he  shall  make  out  and  exhibit  to  the  board 
of  councilmen,  at  the  regular  meeting  in   the   month  of 
July  in  each  year,  a  full  statement  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  city,  showing  from  whom  money  has 
been    received   and   to  whom   paid  during  the   previous 
twelve  months,  and   of  the  state  and  condition,  for  the 
time  being,  of  the  treasury  and  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city,  Rmort  luyte 
which  report  may  be  published  as  the  board  of  council-  ^^ 
men  may  prescribe;  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as      HiiooniMo> 
may  be  required  of  him  by  ordinance,  not  inconsistent  •*JiJ2j^^^^^ 
with  this  charter ;  he  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  ooreoant    aad 
compensation  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance  ;  he  shall,  '^^^'^ 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of   his  office,  execute  a 
covenant  to  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  to  be  approved  of  by 
the  board  of  councilmen,  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such 
aarety,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  official  duties  ;  the  sure* 
ties  ofi  such  bond  shall  be  good  for  the  amount  of  public 
money  which  will  come  to  his  hands  during  his  term  of 
office. 

§  16.  Any  person  aggrieved  may  institute  suit  on  the  ^JS^^SLS,^ 
covenant  in  the  Christian  circuit  court  against  the  treas- 
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arer  and  his  sureties,  and  the  covenant  shall  not  be  void 
or  satisfied  until  every  person  aggrieved  niay  have  been 
recompensed. 

§  17.  If  the  treasurer  shall  fail  to  execute  the  cove- 
nant aforesaid  within  thirty  days  after  his  appointment, 
th6  office  shall,  by  order  of  the  board,  be  declared  va* 
cated,  and  the  vacancy  filled  as  hereia  provided  for  other 
vacancies. 

§  18.  For  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  or  any 
omission  or  neglect  of  duty,  the  treasurer  may  be  re- 
moved from  office  by  such  proceedings  as  may  be  estab- 
lished by  ordinance,  and  the  office  declared  vacant ;  the 
vacancies  to  be  filled  as  other  vacaneies  in  office — filled 
by  appointment. 

§  10.  The  treasurer,  upon  the  ezpirtition  of  his  term  of 
office,  or  upon  his  resignation  or  removal,  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor,  or  to  such  person  as  the  board  of  council- 
men  may  direct,  all  the  public  moneys,  books,  property, 
or  efiects  under  his  control  belonging  to  the  city  of  Hop- 
kinsville. 

§  20.  The  board  of  counoilmen  may  at  any  time  require 
the  treasurer  to  execute  a  new  bond  or  give  additional 
security,  and  upon  failure  to  execute  a  new  bond  or  to 
give  additional  security,  the  office  may,  by  order  of  the 
board  of  councilmen,  be  declared  vacated. 

^  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  make  a  full 
report  of  each  separate  article  of  property  subject  to  tax- 
ation, and  the  owner  thereof,  in  alphabetical  form,  and  of 
all  male  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  resid- 
ing in  the  limits  of  the  city ;  said  list  or  assessment  shall 
be  made  as  if  taken  on  the  10th  day  of  January  in  each 
year,  except  merchants,  grocers,  and  all  dealers  in  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  in  said  city,  who  shall  be  assessed 
as  of  date  the  10th  day  of  April  in  each  year;  he  shall 
also  report  ail  persons  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  in  a 
list  of  his  or  her  taxable  estate,  after  being  duly  called  on 
for  that  purpose,  or  who  have  given  in  a  false  or  fraudu- 
lent list;  these  reports  to  be  made  to  the  regular  or  called 
meeting  of  the  board  of  councilmen  in  the  month  of  April 
in  each  year ;  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  ordinance.  He  shall  receive  for  com- 
pensation such  sums  as  the  board  of  councilmen  may,  by 
ordinance,  prescribe,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
city. 

(  22.  AH  officers  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  oath  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  Common wealtj^,  take  in  sub- 
stance the  following  oath  or  affirmation  :  **I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties 
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of  tlic  office  of of  the  city  of  Ilopkinsville      1870.' 

according  to  law." 

(  23.  The  oath  of  office  may  be  administered  by  any  Oath  marbe 
officer  of  this  Commonwealth  who  is  authorized  by  law  to  by^yone  m- 
edmini:9ter  oatha,  and  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  noted  *i>ori»«i  by  law 
oo  tke  joarnal  and  filed  with  the  records  of  the  city. 

Abticlb  VII. 

Elections. 

§  1.  The  board  of  counciJmen  mny  provide  one  or  more 
▼oting  places  in  the  ctty  where  it  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary,.and  prescribe  the  limits  of  each  such  voting  places 
within  which  persons  shall  be  residents  entitled  to  vote  at 
oach  of  such  places;  but  no  election  polls  shall  be  held  in 
any  cofiee-house  or  other  establishment  within  which  spir- 
ituous, vioous,  or  fermented  liquors  of  any  Jcind  are  kept 
or  sold. 

(  2.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall,  before  every  city 
election,  appoint  suitable  persons  as  officers  of  elections 
for  each  of  the  voting  piaoes  in  the  city,  two  persons  as 
judges,  one  as  sheriff,  and  one  as  clerk;  and,  if  practica- 
ble, tho  officers  for  oach  voting  place  shall  be  selected  in 
equal  noimbers  from  the  two  principal  parties.  Officers 
of  city  elections  shall  be  governed  in  all  matters  not  tn- 
oonsisterit  with  this  charier,  and  liable  to  the  penalties 
imposed  by  the  iaws  of  this  Confimon wealth  governing 
elections  for  State  offices. 

§  3.  All  elections  under  this  charter  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  shall  be  viM)a  voce:  Prtvided^  That  dumb 
persons  entitled  to  sufirago  may  vote  by  ballot. 

§  4.  AJl  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  shall 
be  held  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

§  5.  All  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  punishing 
illegal  voting  at  the  State  elections  shall  apply  to  all  ille- 
gal voting  in  the  city  of  Hopkinsvitle  for  any  city  officers, 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  charter  touching  the 
qualifications  of  the  voter. 

§  6.  All  vacancies  in  elective  offices  shall  be  filled  by 
the  board  of  councilmen  at  their  next  stated  or  called 
meeting  after  such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred^  and  such 
appointee  shali  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  elec- 
tion for  board  of  councilmen,  unless  removed  as  provided 
t>y  this  charter. 

^  7.  When  in  olections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
oity,  or  of  any  ward,  two  or  more  candidates  are  equal 
and  highest  in  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall 
be  determinexl  between  them  bv  lot  in  such  inanner  as  the 
board  of  councilmen  may  direct,  and  in  the  preseaco  of 
not  Jobs  iban  three  persona. 
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§  8.  The  board  of  councilmen  e>hall  judge  of  the  qaaRff- 
cations,  elections,  and  returns  of  its  members;  and  casea 
of  contested  elections  for  any  city  officer  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  under  sucl: 
rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

$  9.  The  city  cleik  shall^  immediatety  afker  bis  electiou^ 
certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  'be  name  of  the  per- 
son  elected  for  judge  of  the  city  court,  and  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth  shall  issue  a  eommission  to  said 
officer. 

§  10.  The  poll-books  of  all  elections  in  the  city  Fhall  be 
returned  by  the  several  sheriffs  of  elections  to  the  clerk  of 
the  city,  who  shall  keep  them  on  file  as  pnrt  of  the  records 
of  his  office,  and  ist^ue  certificates  to  the  officers  elected. 

(11.  The  first  general  election  under  this  charter  shatl 
be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  August,  1670,  at  which 
time  there  ^hall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  all  officer:*  directed  by  this  charter  to  be  elected,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  and  perform  their  duties  according 
to  the  provit<ions  of  this  charter  for  one  ye<^r^  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  qualified,  except  the  olice  judge 
and  marshal^  who  shall  hold  for  the  term  prescribed  by 
law;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  in  August  of  each  year 
thereafter  a  general  election  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
eity  shall  be  held  for  the  election  of  the  board  of  council- 
men. 

§  12.  The  several  officers  now  holding  offices  in  the  city 
of  Hopkiiisville  shall  continue  to  hold  their  respective 
offices  until  the  time  for  v^  hich  the  first  general  electioD 
is  required  to  be  holden^  as  provided  for  in  this  charter^ 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified ;  but  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  be  governed 
by  this  charter  from  a»d  after  the  day  fixed  herein  od 
which  the  same  is  to  go  into  effect. 

AmTicLE  YIII. 
Reventie^  Taxation,  and  AssesstnenU, 

$  I.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power  an- 
nually to  caoae  to  be  assessed,  as  hereinbefore  directed 
in  regard  to  the  duties  of  the  city  assest^or,  at  Us  fair 
cash  value,  such  real  and  personal  estate  in  the  city  of 
Hopkinsville  as  the  said  board  may  de{^ignate ;  and  ii» 
like  n^anner  shall  cause  to  be  Usted  all  male  inhabitants 
of  said  city  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards; 
and  shall  have  power  annually  to  levy  and  collect  an  ad 
valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  the  property  assessed  as  aforesaid; 
and  also  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding* 
five  dollars  each  on  the  inhabitants  to  be  listed  as  afore* 
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eaid;  bat  each  taxation  shall  be  anirorm  and  equal  upon 
every  description  of  property  assessed,  and  upon  all  in- 
habitants listed  as  aforesaid:  Provided^  Tiiat  no  land  em- 
braced within  the  city  limits  and  outside  of  any  five-acre 
lots,  as  originally  laid  ofT,  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  by 
the  board  of  councilmen,  unless  the  same  is  divided  or 
iaid  off  into  lots  of  five  acres  or  less,  nor  shall  the  court- 
house and  public  lots  and  buildings  belonging  to  the 
county,  or  church  edifices,  be  taxed. 

§  2.  The  proceeds  of  all  special  taxes  shall  be  applied 
to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  levied,  and  not  other- 
wise; no  tax  ehall  be  levied  upon  the  bonds  of  the  city 
of  Hopkinsville  for  city  purposes. 

§  3.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall,  at  the  regular  or 
called  meeting  in  the  month  of  April  in  each  year,  appoint 
three  of  its  members  as  a  board  of  supervisors  of  tax, 
who  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may 
designate  by  ordinance,  and  examine  with  care  the  assess- 
or's report  of  taxable  property  returned  for  that  3* ear,  and 
correct  any  errors  of  the  assessor  in  relation  to  the  valua- 
tion of  the  estate  listed  or  otherwise ;  and  in  cases  where 
they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  estate  has  been  incor- 
rectly valued,  to  fix  the  same  at  its  proper  value;  but  they 
flhall  not  increase  the  valuation  made  by  the  assessor 
without  summoning  the  owner,  if  a  resident  of  the  city, 
before  them,  to  show  cause  why  the  change  should  not 
be  made. 

^  4.  It  shall  -be  the  duty  of  the  araessor  to  attend  the 
eessions  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  give  evidence 
and  information  concerning  the  business  before  them, 
apon  oath,  when  required ;  and  the  board  of  supervisors 
ahall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  and  examina- 
tion of  witnesses  before  them  to  enable  them  to  discharge 
their  duties. 

^  5.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  tax  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  proceedings  and  correct  the  tax-book  thereby; 
they  shall  make  a  full  report  of  their  acts  to  the  board 
of  councilmen,  and  report  the  names  of  persons  liable 
to  taxation  who  have  been  omitted  by  the  assessor  in 
bis  tax  book;  and  they  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may, 
by  ordinance,  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  councilmen. 

§  6.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power,  at  any 
time  within  one  month  after  the  report  of  the  hoard  of 
supervisors,  to  hear  complaints,  and  to  change  or  reduce, 
or  correct  the  tax  li;<t  of  any  person;  and  in  case  of  a 
reduction,  if  the  person  has  paid  his  tax,  to  order  the 
proper  proportion  thereof  to  be  refunded :  Provided^  That 
00  such  change,  reduction,  or  correction  shall  b^  made 
except  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  councilmeii. 
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§  7.  For  all  taxes  levied,  as  herein  before*  authorized,  the 
city  of  Hopklnsville  shall  have  a  lien  relating  back  to  the 
day  of  assessment  upon  all  real  and  personal  estate  there- 
in belonging  to  the  persons  or  corporation  owing  such 
taxes:  Provided^  That  purchasers  of  real  estate  from  per- 
sons owing  taxes  shall  be  liable  only  for  the  taxes  upon 
the  property  purchased. 

§8.  The  city  clerk  shall,  within  thirty  days  from  the 
time  the  tax>book  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  board 
of  supervisor^,  make  out  therefrom  an  alphabetical  list  of 
all  the  persons  liable  for  tax,  with  the  number  of  levies 
and  the  aggregate  value  of  each  person's  taxable  proper- 
ty, and  the  amount  of  tax  due  thereon;. and  having  certi- 
fied the  same  over  his  official  signature  to  be  correct,  shall 
deliver  the  same  to  the  city  marshal  or  other  proper  offi- 
cer, and  take  his  or  their  receipt  for  same  ;  and  said  taxes 
shall  then  be  due  and  collectable. 

§  9.  The  city  tax  collector  shall,  at  the  March  meeting 
of  the  hoard  of  councilmen  in  each  year,  execute  covenant 
to  the  city,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
board,  conditioned  that  he  shall,  by  himself  or  deputies, 
during  the  next  twelve  months,  collect,  account  for,  and 
pay  into  the  city  treasury,  and  to  other  persons  entitled 
thereto  according  to  law  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  alt 
taxes  and  public  dues,  also  all  fines,  amercements,  and 
penalties  directed  or  authorized  by  law  to  be  collected  or 
received  by  him. 

§  10.  The  sureties  in  said  covenant  shall  be  jointly 
worth,  after  the  payment  of  all  their  debts  and  liabilities, 
a  sum  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  revenue  to  be 
collected  ibr  the  year. 

§  11.  The  city  shall  have  a  lien  from  the  date  of  said  cov- 
enant upon  all  property,  real  or  personal,  subject  to  execu- 
tion, belonging  to  the  city  collector  and  his  sureties,  which 
shall  not  be  discharged  until  the  collector  obtains  a  quietus 
for  all  the  revenue  and  public  dues  be  is  bound  for.  The 
obligors  in  said  covenant,  their  devisees,  heirs,  executors, 
or  administrators,  may  be  made  liable,  by  suit  in  the  Chris- 
tian circuit  court,  jointly  or  severally,  for  a  breach  of  the 
same,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the  collector's  liability 
shall  be  discharged;  and  said  lien  may  be  enforced  by  suit 
in  law  or  equity. 

§  12.  The  city  marshal  and  collector  shall  account  for, 
and  pay  into  the  city  treasury,  all  taxes  and  other  public 
moneys  for  which  he  is  bound,  as  soon  as  the  same  is  col- 
lected by  him;  and  he  shall  collect  the  same  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  the  board  of  councilmen. 

§  13.  The  city  collector  shall,  from  and  after  the  day  he 
receives  the  tax-book  in  each  year,  proceed  to  collect  the 
taxes  due  the  city;  and  upon  failure  by  the  persons  bound 
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therefor  to  priy  the  pame,  may  distrain  the  pprsonal  prop- 
erty owned  by,  or  in  the  rightful  possession  of,  the  persons 
from  whom  the  tax  is  doe,  notwithstanding  the  existence 
of  any  lien  upon  the  same ;  and  may  proceed  to  sell  the 
title  of  such  person,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  pay  the 
tax  due  and  all  costs  and  expenses  of  sale;  the  sale  must 
be  for  cash,  and  be  made  at  the  door  of  the  court-house, 
public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  having  been 
first  posted  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  city  for 
five  days  previous  to  the  day  of  sale,  or  in  such  other  man- 
ner as  the  board  of  councilmen  may  by  ordinance  direct. 
If  the  collector  make  illegal  or  unreasonable  seizure  and 
distress  for  taxes,  he  shall  be  liable  in  damages  to  the 
party  aggrieved. 

(  14.  If  there  be  no  personal  estate  which  the  collector 
can  distrain  for  tax  due  on  real  estate,  or  if  the  personal 
estate  found  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  whole  of  such  tax, 
and  the  owner  of  the  land  or  lot  shall  fail  to  pay  the  same 
by  the  thirtieth  of  December  of  each  year  in  which  such 
tax  is  due,  the  city  collector  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  some 
county  or  circuit  court  thereafter,  at  the  door  of  the  court- 
house of  Chri:«tian  county,  and  thence  from  day  to  day  un- 
til completed,  proceed  to  sell  the  land  and  town  lots,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  tax  thereon, 
together  with  ten  per  cent,  penalty,  and  the  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  sale,  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  and  the  time, 
place,  and  terms  of  sale,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
names  of  the  owners  or  occupants,  number  or  description 
of  the  lot,  and  the  amount  of  tax  and  penalty  due  thereon,

mills,  factories,  groceries,  &c.,  and  issue  license  to  them 
and  charge  tax  therefor. 

§  3.  All  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Hopkinsville,  hereto- 
fore adopted  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  now  in 
force,  not  in  conflict  with  this  charter,  shall  continue  in 
force  until  repealed  by  the  board  of  councilmen;  and  all 
laws  vesting  rights  in,  or  imposing  duties  upon  the  town  of 
Hopkinsville,  not  herein  annulled  or  repealed,  shall  re- 
main in  force  until  specially  repealed  by  the  board  of 
councilmen. 

§  4.  The  recognized  records  of  the  trustees  of  the  town 
of  Hopkinsville,  and  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  under 
the  signature  of  the  chairman  and  board  of  councilmen 
herein  created,  and  ail  bonds  and  contracts  executed  to 
the  said  town  or  city,  shall  remain  in  full  force;  and 
remaining  in  the  proper  offices  of  said  city,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  public  records,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  courts  to  the  same  extent  that  the  origi- 
nals would  be  on  due  proof;  and  the  keeper  of  such  records 
may  be  entitled  to  fees  for  copies  of  the  same,  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance.

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Covington  Bailding  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Edward  F.  Abbott,  Samue!  V.  Reid,  Samuel 
J.  Redgate,  William  H.  Hunt,  and  B.  R.  Morton,  and  their 
associates,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate 
and  politic,  in  the  name  of  the  Covington  Building  Asso- 
ciation, with  perpetual  succession ;  and  in  that  name 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  contract,  purchase,  hold,  lease,  sell, 
and  convey  real  and  personal  estate ;  engage  in  building 
houses  for  dwellings,  business,  hotels,  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, and  other  buildings;  leasing,  renting,  selling,  and 
conveying  the  same,  or  employ  them  for  manufacturing 
purposes;  may  have  and  use  a  seal;  make  such  hy-lawa, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  considered  proper  for  the 
government  and  control  of  the  association;  may  appoint 
and  employ  such  officers,  agents,  and  employees  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  business  of  the  association,  and  prescribe 
their  duties,  and  take  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  same. 

i  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  and  may  be  increased  by  the  sharehold* 
ers  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  The  shares  shall  be  personal  estate,  and  payable 
in  such  installments,  and  at  such  times,  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  require.  And  when  not  less  than  two 
hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  association 
may  organize  by  the  election  of  five  directors,  who  shall 
have  the  management  and  control  of  the  aflfairs  thereof, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  election  of  their  suc- 
cessors. 

§  3.  A  majority  of  the  incorporators  named  in  this  act 
shall  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stocky  and  hold 
the  first  election  for  directors;  and  after  the  first  election, 
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it  shall  be  held  annaally,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  January;       1870. 
and  each  share  of  paid-up  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to 
a  vote,  in  person  or  by  proxy;  and  a  plurality  shall  elect. 
Each  director  must  be  the  holder  and  owner,  in  his  own 
righty  of  at  least  ten  shares. 

^  4.  Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  when  the  share 
shall  be  fully  paid,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary, 
under  the  seal  of  the  company,  transferable  by  assign- 
ment, but  shall  not  be  voted  upon  by  any  person  who  shall 
not  appear  on  the  books  of  the  company  as  the  holder 
thereof. 

§  5.  The  directors,  as  a  board,  shall  have  the  appoint- 
ment of  all  ofiicers  and  agents,  unless  they  shall  provide 
by  the  by-laws  differently.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  body  president,  and  shall  also  have  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  prescribe  their  respective  duties.  They 
shall  make  all  by-laws,  but  they  may  be  amended  or  re- 
pealed by  the  stockholders  at  a  regular  Or  called  meeting 
for  the  purpose.  They  may  fill  all  vacancies,  and  remove 
any  officer  at  pleasure. 

§  6.  The  capital  stock  shall  only  be  increased  by  the 
consent  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  paid-up  stock, 
evidenced  either  by  vote  at  a  meeting,  or  by  petition  sign- 
ed by  them. 

(  7.  No  stockholder,  when  he  shall  have  fully  paid  up 
his  stock,  shall  be  held  individually  liable  for  any  debt  or 
liability  of  the  corporation* 

§  8.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  on  its 
credit,  and  pledge  its  rights  and  property  as  security  for 
the  same,  at  any  agreed  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten 
per  cent,  per  annum  ;  and  when  they  have  surplus  on 
hands,  may  loan  the  same  temporarily  at  short  dates. 

^  9.  The  payment  of  the  stock  may  be  enforced  by  suit, 
or  the  corporation  may  forfeit  the  subscription,  and  all 
payments  made  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  association. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

thir^  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of  prop- 
erty so  listed,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same;

distress  for  its  collection  that  he  has  for  the  State  revenue; 
and  for  a  failure  of  said  sheriff  to  collect  and  account  for 
the  same,  he  and  his  securities  in  his  official  bond  shall 
be  responsible,  and  subject  to  be  proceeded  against  as  in 
other  cases  of  failure  in  official  duties. 

§  2.  That  said  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied,  un- 
der the  order  of  said  court,  to  the  payment  of  the  debts 
against  said  county  incurred  for  public  buildings.

ford;  thence  to  William  Houck's  farm,  including  the  said 
Honck;  thence  to  Porter  Marsters',  including  the  said 
Marsters,  and  likewise  to  include  William  H.  Malone  and 
Henry  Clack ;  thence  to  James  G.  Lee's,  including  the  said 
Lee;  thence  to  Samuel  Vanzant's,  on  the  Edmonton  and 
Horse  Cave  road,  including  the  said  Vanzant;  thence  with 
the  Edmonton  and  Horse  Cave  road  to  the  Columbia  and 
Glasgow  road,  and  with  the  Columbia  road  to  Sampson 
Jones'  ford,  on  Little  Barren  river;  thence  up  said  river  to 
the  tract  of  land  purchased  by  the  Hubbards  off  the 
Brown's  survey,  including  said  purchase;  thence  to  Bur- 
ton W.  Carr's,  on  Sulphur  Lick  creek,  to  include  his  place  ; 
thence  up  Sulphur  Lick  creek  to  Newman's  Cave  Spring 
farm,  including  the  same,  where  James  D.  Salmons  now 
resides;  thence  to  W.  O.  Newman's  Spindle  farm,  where 
Alvin  Stephens  now  resides,  including  the  same ;  thence 
to  James  Smith's  place,  including  the  same ;  thence  to 
James  M.Salmons'  farm,  including  the  same;  thence  to 
the  bluff  on  East  Fork,  at  the  old  William  Sexton  place, 
to  include  Peter  Kinser  and  sons  and  their  premises;

house  land,  it  being  the  same  land  purchased  by  said  court 
of  T.  R.  Hughs,  and  a  part  of  the  lands  originally  belonging 
to  the  estate  of  Willis  Austin,  deceased,  to  be  sold  in  one 
or  more  parcels,  as  said  court  may  deem  best.  The  court 
may  fix  the  terms  and  time  of  sale,  and  direct  its  execu- 
tion by  the  sheriff  of  the  county.  In  case  it  shall  sell  upon 
credit,  the  land  for  the  purchase  money  shall  bear  interest 
from  date,  and  have  the  force  of  a  judgment  when  due. 
The  sale  shall  be  reported  to  the  court,  and  if  approved 
and  confirmed  by  said  court,  including  a  majority  of  said 
justices,  the  land  shall  be  conveyed  by  a  commissioner,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  county,  to  the  purchaser,  by  deeds, 
with  covenants  of  general  warranty,  but  not  till  all  the 
purchase  money  is  paid,  and  the  d^eds  shall  be  acknowl- 
edged before  the  said  court,  approved  and  certified,  as 
other  commissioner's  deeds.

^  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  hereafter  for  the  presiding 
judge  of  Ballard  county,  or  any  other  officer  or  person,  to 
grant  a  license  to  any  person  or  persons  to  vend  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  town  of  Blandville;  and  any  such  license,  if  granted, 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  held  for  naught. 

§  2.  That  it  bhall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  not  hav- 
ing a  license  so  to  do,  to  vend  or  sell,  within  the  boundary 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  any  person  or  per- 
Bon^,  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quan- 
tity whatever.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall,  for  every  separate  act,  be  deemed  guilty  of  keep- 
ing a  tippling  house,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  paina 
and  penalties  pronounced  by  law  against  tippling-house 
keepers,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  and  forfeitures.

Before  said  question  is  submitted,  as  aforesaid,  said  trus- 
tees t'bali  give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  same, 
by  notices  posted  at  six  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town.

county  heretofore  and  hereafter  contracted,  in  putting  up 
and  erecting  the  public  buildings  of  said  county,  or  for 
any  other  lawful  purpose;  and  the  same  to  be  collected 
and  paid  over  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of 
the  county  levy  of  said  county;  and  this  act  to  be  in 
force  until  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1873.

CHAPTER  535. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hopkinsville  and   Beverly  Turnpike   Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby  is, 
created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Hopkinsville  and  Beverly  Turn- 
pike Road  Company;  and  under  that  name  and  style  it 
shall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have  a  common 
seal;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  sue  and 
be  sued  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shaU 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  the  town  of  Hopkinsville,  in  Christian  coi:^nty,  to  the 
town  of  Beverly,  in  the  same  county,  on  the  county  road, 
known  as  the  Palmyra  road,  running  from  Hopkinsville  to 
Beverly;  with  the  right  and  privilege  to  construct  and 
keep  a  branch  turnpike  road  from  the  said  town  of  Beverly 
to  the  town  of  Lafayette  in  the  same  county,  and  also  a 
branch  turnpike  road  to  the  town  of  Garrettsburg,  also  in 
the  same  county;  either  or  both  of  said  branches,  as  the 
said  Hopkinsville  and  Beverly  Turnpike  Road  Company 
may  see  fit.  The  said  branch  turnpike  roads  from  Beverly 
to  Lafayette  and  Garrettsburg,  or  to  either  of  them,  to  be 
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located  as  the  said  Hopkinsville  and  Beverly  Turnpike      1870. 
Road  Company  may  determine. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  deem  necessary  for  the  completion  of 
said  road,  or  for  the  building  of  said  branch  roads;  said 
stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each. 

^4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time,  in  two  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  at  Hopkinsville  and  at  Beverly,  at 
Lafayette  and  at  Garrettsburg,  under  the  supervision  of 
John  C.  Latham,  S.  £.  Trice,  £.  H.  Hopper,  J.  B.  Gowan» 
R.  H.  Kelly,  J.  P.  Glass,  David  Beard,  George  Poindezter, 
James  S.  Jessup,  R.  C.  Slaughter,  J.  K.  Gant,  E.  C.  Linden, 
Samuel  Fox,   W.  W.  Ware,  I.  F.  Ellis,  George  Cayce, 
James  Cayce,  H.  P.  Owsley,  Daniel  Owsley,  Carter  Brad- 
shaw,  Thomas  Adams,  H.  G.  Abernathy,  James  Carter,  R. 
I.  Words,  Howard  Major,  J.  J.  Robinson,  M.  D.  Davie,  A. 
G.  Moore,  G.  M.  Quarles,  John  White,  James  M.  Weaver, 
William  W.  Phipps,  W.  W.  McKenzie.  A.  J.  Fuqua,  Thos. 
Fuqna,  A.  M.  Young,  Dr.  John  Frazer,  Thomas  Terry,  and 
Robert  Cooper,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are  hereby  con- 
stituted commissioners  for  such  purpose.     The  subscribers 
for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the  following  obliga- 
tion, to-wit:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  Hopkinsville  and 
Beverly  Turupike  Road  Company,  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  share  of  stock  subscribed  by  us."     The  number  of 
shares  so  subscribed  by  each  person  shall  be  designated 
opposite  each  subscriber's  name ;  and  said  subscriptions 
shall  be  made  in  a  book,  in  which  said  obligation  is  writ- 
ten; but  the  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  the 
said  company  after  it  is  organized,  may  receive  conditional 
subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company,  conditioned  upon 
the  extension  of  said  road  from  the  town  of  Beverly  to 
Lafayette,  or  to  Garrettsburg,  or  to  both,  and  such  sub- 
soriptions  shall  be  valid  and  binding,  on  the  conditions 
therein  stated.     The  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting, 
or  the  said  company  after  it  is  organized,  may  also  open 
aootber  column  in  said  book  or  books,  or  in  another  book, 
for  other  subscriptions,  not  for  stock,  but  for  contributions 
or  donations  .as  a  bonus  to  encourage  this  improvement; 
and  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Hopkinsville  is 
hereby  authorized  to  donate  such  amount  as  they  see  fit 
to  this  enterprise,  and  all  such  contributions  or  donations, 
either  from  Hopkinsville  or  from  individuals,  shall  be  col- 
leetable  as  subscriptions  for  stock  are  collectable, 
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1870.  ^  ^'  ^^  so^n  as  five  thoasand  dollars  is  subscribed  to  the 

stock  of  said  company,  it  may  be  organized  ;  and  to  this 
end  the  commissioners  acting  shall  give  notice  to  the 
subscribers  of  stock,  in  some  paper  published  in  Hopkins* 
ville,  Kentucky,  by  two  weekly  insertions,  of  the  elexstioa 
of  officers  of  said  company,  M'hich  shall  be  five  director*, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  ihe  directors  as  president. 
The  time  and  place  of  such  election  shall  be  stated  in 
such  notice;  and  after  the  first  election  of  said  oflicers,  the 
election  of  said  officers  shall  be  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
April  of  each  year.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  dach  share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  which  may 
be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy.  No  one  but  a  stockholder 
shall  be  a  director,  unless  as  hereinaYter  provided.  The 
first  election  ^hall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  commia* 
sioners,  or  those  acting.  The  president  and  directors  shall 
each  take  an  oath  to  perform  their  duiies  as  such,  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified • 
If  any  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  removal  from  the  State,  the  remainder  of  the 
directors  may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  6.  The  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  keep 
open  the  books  for  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in 
said  company;  the  Christian  county  court,  composed  of 
a  quorum  of  the  acting  justices  of  the  peace,  with  the 
county  ju(!ge  presiding,  may  subscribe  t^tock  in  said  con»» 
pany  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
per  mile,  payable  on  the  completion  of  each  mile,  or  at 
such  other  time  or  times  as  the  court  may  determine  ; 
but  the  stock  so  subscribed  by  the  Christian  county  court 
shall  be  in  the  nature  of  preferred  stock  to  the  amoui>t 
of  a  six  per  cent,  dividend — that  is,  the  net  earnings  and 
receipts  of  said  road,  after  paying  the  amounts  necessary 
for  keeping  the  said  road  in  repair  and  other  necessary 
expenses,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  as  county 
funds,  until  a  dividend  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
amount  of  stock  subscribed  by  the  county  court  shall  be 
realized  ;  but  if  the  road  should  yield  a  dividend  of  more 
than  six  per  cent,  on  all  the  stock  subscribed,  then  the 
county  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  its  dividend  pro 
rata:  Piovidcdy  That  the  Christian  county  court  shall  not 
make  the  subscription  for  stock  in  said  cnmpany  author- 
ized by  this  section,  until  said  court  shall  have  first  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  voters  of  Christian  county,  at  & 
general  election,  the  question  of  county  aid  to  turnpike 
roads,  and  said  proposition  shall  have  been  ratified  by  it 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  at   said  election. 

§  7.  If  the  said  county  court  of  Christian  county  shall 
make  a  subscription  as  above  to  the  amount  of  one  thoa- 
sand dollars  or  more  per  mile,  then  the  county  of  Chris- 
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tmn  AM  be  entitled  to  two  directors  in  said  road,  to  be       1870. 
designated   in  Buch  manner  as  the  court  may  direct,  and 
to  hoM  tftieir  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  said  court.     Such 
county  directors  need  not  be  stockholders* 

4  8.  The  tr«8tees  of  the  town  of  Hoplcinsvilte,  or  if  the 
charter  of  said  town  should  be  so  amended  as  to  have 
otiier  authorities  instead  of  such  trustees,  then  those 
other  authorities  may  subeoribe  stock  on  behalf  of  the

dividual sub^^cription,  if  said  company  should  so  decide. 

(  10.  The  prei>ident  and  directors  of  said  company  may 
€ippoint  a  clerk  and  treasurer,  and  prescribe  their  duties 
and  fix  their  compensation,  and  remove  them  at  pleasure*

Be  it  enacted  bjf  ike  General  AseerMy  0f  tke  Cammonvoealtk 
<if  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  created,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Lagrange  and  Westpdrt  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,  which  shall  be  a  body* politic  and 
<^orporate,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road 
from  Lagrange  to  Westport,  upon  such  route  as  the  presi- 
'dent  and  directors  of  said  company  may  select. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

$  3.  Books  stall  be  opened  for  tbe  subscription  of 
«tock  to  said  company,  Ht  the  town  of  Lagrange  and 
Westport,  under  the  direction  of  T.  R.  Pinkdton,  Alex- 
ander Duncan,  and  H.  K.  Hitt,  M.  P.  Sale,  and  J.  R. 
Morrison,  commissioners,  any  oi>e  of  whom  may  procure 
^  book,  in  which  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  said  company

names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  and 
Agee  to  pay  to  the  Lagrange  and  Westport  Turnpike 
Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and 
«very  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  oar 
names,  in  such  manner  and  in  s4ich  proportions,  and  at 
4each  tin»es,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company. 

§  4.  As  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  of  stock  shall  have

}  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,, 
with  their  superintendent,  engineers,  and  workmen,  with 
their  tool-carts,  wagons,  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burthea,. 
to  enter  upon  the  land  in  and  over,  contiguous  or  near  to 
which  said  road  shall  pass,  having  6rst  given  notice  to  the 
owners  or  occupants  thereof,  or  their  agent. 

i,  7.  If  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with 
the  owners  of  said  land  over  or  through  which  said  road 
shair  pass,  as  to  the  damages  the  owner  or  owners  may 
sustain  by  reason  of  said  road  passing  through  their  lands^ 
the  president  and  directovs  shall  apply  to  the  county  court 
of  Oldham  county  for  a  writ  of  md  quod  dmnnumy  to  assess 
the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  by  the  owners  of 
said  land ;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the  danck- 
ages  as^e:^sed,  it  shail  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
directors  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  dig  and  carry 
away  slope,  gravel,  or  other  material  necessary  for  tb^e 
constcuctioB  or  repairing  said  road,. after  paying  the  owner 
the  vaFue  of  the  same.

^  8.  The  grade  on  said  road,,  the  width  and  depth  of  the- 
stone,  and  the  width  of  the  road  outside  the  metal,  shall 
be  fixed  and  regulated  by  the  president  and  directors.. 
Whenever  two  miles  or  more  of  said  road  is  cample ted^tlift 
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president  and  directors  ghall  have  power  and  authority  to  1870L 
erect  a  toll-gate,  and  collect  tolls  not  exceeding  the  rates 
now  fixed  for  turnpike  roads  by  law.  That  any  of  the 
stockholders  failing  or  refusing  to  pay  their  calls  when  due 
shall  be  subject  to  suit  in  any  court  having  jurit<diction  of 
the  amount  in  controversy,  and  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay 
the  amount  o(^  said  calls,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  from 
the  date  of  said  call  till  paid. 

§  9.  That  in  order  to  assist  in  the  building  of  said  road, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  after  said  road  is  located,  for 
an  election  to  be  held  by  the  qualified  voters  of  (JIdham 
county  residing  within  one  mile  of  said  road ;  at  which 
election  the  question  shall  be  propounded  to  each  voter: 
''Are  you  for  or  against  imposing  a  tax  of  one  dollar  per 
acre  on  all  the  lands  lying  in  one  mile  of  said  road,  to  as- 
sist in  its  coot«truction?"  And  if  a  majority  of  the  voters 
residing  within  one  mile  of  said  road  shall  vote  in  favor 
of  said  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  Old- 
ham county,  within  ten  days  after  the  result  of  paid  elec- 
tion shall  be  made  known  to  him,  to  levy  a  tax  of  one 
dollar  per  acre  on  all  the  lands  between  Lagrange  and 
Westport,  and  within  one  mile  of  said  road.  iSaid  tax 
sihall  be  collected  by  the  eherlff  of  Oldham  county,  and 
he  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  therefor,  and  be 
Uable  to  the  same  responsibility  for  failure  to  pay  over 
said  tax,  as  now  provided  for  the  collection  of  the  rev- 
enue. Said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff,  so  as  to 
meet  the  calls  made  by  the  president  and  directors  on  the 
Btockhoiders.  All  persons  upon  whom  said  tax  is  levied 
and  collected  shall  be  entitled  to  stock  in  said  road  in 
proportion  to  the  tax  each  has  paid.  Thot<e  who  sub- 
scribe stock  in  said  road,  and  whose  lands  lie  within  one 
mile  thereof,  shall  not  be  snbject  to  said  tax«  provided 
their  subscription  shall  be  equal  to  or  more  than  their  tax 
would  be  under  the  proviti^ioos  of  this  act.  The  money 
eollected  by  the  sheriti*  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  expended  by  the 
directory  in  the  building  of  said  road.  The  county  court 
of  Oldham  county  shall  appoint  the  judges  and  other  offi- 
cers to  hold  said  election,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  at 
the  usual  place  of  voting  in  the  towns  of  Lagrange  and 
Westport.  The  voters  in  the  Lagrange  voting  precinct 
shall  vote  at  Lagrange,  and  those  in  the  Weettport  pre- 
cinct at  Westport.  As  soon  as  convenient  after  snid  elec- 
tion is  held,  the  clerks  of  said  election  shall  return  the 
poll-books  to  the  clerk  of  the  Oldham  county  court ;  and 
aaid  clerk,  county  judge,  and  county  attorney  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  to  examine  said  poll-books;  and  if  a  majority 
ahall  have  voted  for  the  imposition  of  said  tax,  the  county 
jadge  of  said  county  shall  proceed  to  levy  the  same  as

CHAPTER  540. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporatt  the  HL  Eden   and  Van  Baren  Tompfte   Road 

Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Camrmnwealth 
QJ  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated, to  construct  a  turnpike  road,  on  the'  macadamized 
or  gravel  plan,  from  Mt.  Eden,  in  Spencer  coftnty,  ta 
the  mouth  of  Crooked  creek  or  the  town  of  Van  Barea, 
in  Anderson  county ;  said  road  to  be  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Mt.  Eden  and  Van  Buren  Turnpike  Koad  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  and  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ($20,000),  with  the  right  to  increase  at 
pleasure,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25)  each,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a 
vote  in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  and  one  vote, 
each,  for  every  share  he  or  they  may  hold,  in  the  election 
of  the  officers  of  said  company,  and  for  all  other  pur- 
poses. 

§  3.  That  H.  D.  Clarke,  W.  S.  Crutcher,  George  W. 
McClain,  H.  H.  Cleveland,  T.  M.  Yenawine,  J.  R.  Buck- 
ner,  Jas.  D.  Cleveland,  J.  W.  Toombs,  R.  E.  Parker,  J. 
T.  Mitchell,  John  C.  Vandyke,  John  M.  Harrison,  George 
Cook,  Wm.  Lankford,  L.  M.  Cotton,  Wm.  C.  Ash,  Geo. 
W.  Ash,  Ben.  W.  Ash,  C.  A.  Taylor,  Wm.  H.  Brpwu, 
and  Geo.  T.  Hickman,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  at  such 
times  and  places  as  any  three  of  them  may  deem  expe- 
dient; and  so  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  of 
the  stock  is  subscribed  by  individuals  or  corporations,  they

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  president  or 
director  who  shall  not,  at  the  time,  be  the  owner  of  at 
least  four  (4)  shares  of  stock  in  his  own  right;  and  any 
president  or  director  ceasing  to  be  the  owner  of  as  much 
as  said  amount  shall  cease  to  be  president  or  director  of 
8aid  company;  and  the  said  board  may  at  any  time  fill  any 
▼acancy  that  may  occur  in  said  board. 

^  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper  or  gate-keepers, 
and  all  other  officers  and  agents  necessary  to  perfect  and 
carry  out  the  objects  of  this  act.  They  shall  have  the 
power  to  require  of  the  treasurer  and  all  other  officers  or 
agents  a  bond  and  security,  in  such  sum  as  they  may  name, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
incumbent  on  them  as  such. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  hereby  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  book^,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book  or  bookfl,  towit:  **We,  whotue  names  are  hereunto 
subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  direct* 
ors  of  the  Mt.  Eden  and  Van  Buren  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  to  each  of  our 
names,  in  such  manner,  and  in  such  proportion,  and  at 
such  times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  direct* 
ori»  of  said  company.     As  witness  our  hands." 

§  7.  Said  road  shall  be  built  on  the  straightest  and 
most  practicable  route,  the  nature  of  the  ground  con- 
sidered ;  and  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  sixteen  feet, 
and  the  width  of  the  metal  twelve  feet;  its  elevation  and 
depth  to  be  left  to  the  determination  of  said  president  and 
directors. 

(  B.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  right  to 
procure  the  release  of  the  right  of  way  from  any  one  over 
whose  land  said  road  may  run;  and  where  any  one  may 
refuse  to  release  the  right  of  way,  the  same  may  be  con- 
demned i-n  the  same  manner  that  mill  sites  or  public  roads 
are  now  condemned  at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

$9.  That  in  any  justices'  or  constable's  district  in  which 
■aid  road  may  be  located,  or  partly  located,  on  application 
•f  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  in  writing,  to

1870.  ^^^  coanty  judge  of  the  county  wherein  said  dic^trict  or 
districts  may  lie,  the  county  judge  shall  order  an  electioa 
to  be  held  in  «aid  district,  at  such  time  and  place  aa  he 
mny  designate,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  said 
dis^trict  will  subscribe  stock  in  said  road.  But  before  said 
vote  ^hall  be  taken,  said  judge  shall  propose  the  amount 
to  be  subscribed,  and  post  it  in  writing  at  three  or  more 
public  places  in  the  district  or  districts,  for  at  least  twenty 
(20)  days  before  the  day  of  the  election  ;  and  when  the  vote 
is  taken,  it  shall  be  propounded  by  the  sheriff  of  the  elec- 
tion to  each  voter  whether  he  votes  tor  or  against  the  sub* 
ecription.

and  U.  G.  Tibbitts'  subdivision  of  Terrace  Garden,"  and 
others.    Said  lands,  hereby  annexed  to  the  city  of  Dayton, 
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1870.  heing  bounded  as  follows,  viz:  Beginning  at  the  westerty 
boundary  line  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  at  the  low- water  line 
of  the  Ohia  river  at  the  foot  of  McKinney  street;  thence 
down,  and  with  the  low- water  line  of  said. river,  to  the 
western  line  of  Samuel  Akins'  land;  thence  south,  and 
wilh  the  west  line  of  Akins'  land,  to  the  northwest  corner 
of  George  £.  Cnrrie's  subdivision  of  lands,  and  south  with

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geiierdl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incor- 
porated, to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Frankfort 
and  Shelbyville  Turnpike  Road,  at  or  near  Hugh  Allen^s, 
in  Franklin  county,  to  Hensley'a  Mill,  in  said  county,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  the  "Hensley  Mill  Turnpike 
Road  Company;"  and  the  said  company,  by  said  name 
and  style,  is  hereby  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic  ; 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  ;  and  to  do  and  per- 
form whatsoever  may  be  lawful  touching  the  construction 
of  said  road  and  the  management  and  control  thereof. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
ten  thousand  dollars  (unless  said  road  can  be  constructed 
for  a  less  sum,  and  if  for  less,  then  the  capital  stock  shall 
be  the  amount  the  said  road  shall  actually  cost),  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

$  3.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  powers,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy  and  exercise  the  franchises  and 
privileges,  granted  by  the  charter  of  the  Benson  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  to  be  exercised  and  enjoyed  in  manner 
and  form  as  required  in  said  charter  of  the  Benson  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

$  4.  That  Ed.  Stevens,  Thomas  Rogers,  jr.,  Alfred  Read, 
Owen  Tap,  Henry  Sanders,  and  Hugh  Allen,  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom^ 
shall  have  the  same  authority  and  powers  in  the  organi- 
zation of  said  company  as  are  conferred  upon  the  com- 
missioners named  in  the  charter  of  the  Benson  Turnpike 
Road  Company.

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CHAPTER  562.  '1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kenton  Bailding  and  Sarings  Association,  of 

GoYington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  B.  Klosterman,  Jas.  Turner,  Lewis  Brack* 
er,  H^nry  W.  Wilson,  and  Henry  Haufterhide,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Kenton  Building  and  Savings  Association,  of  Coving- 
ton, Kentucky. 

§  2.  Said  society  shall,  by  that  name  and  style,'  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with ;  of 
having  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  make,  break,  or 
alter  at  pleasure ;  to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal 
estate  by  purchase,  gilt,  devise,  or  otherwise,  and  the 
same  to  sell,  mortgage,  or  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  and 
whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient  and  proper. 

§  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  a  constitution  and 
by-laws,  and  to  ordain  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the  management  of 
said  society,  and  to  alter  or  amend  them  at  pleasure;  but 
they  shall  not  make  constitutions  or  by-laws  contrary  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  contrary  to  the 
laws  and  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  The  fiscal,  prudential,  and  financial  affairs  and 
business  of  said  association  shall  be  managed  and  con- 
ducted by  a  president,  vice  president,  first  and  second 
secretaries,  treasurer,  and  nine  directors,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may,  from  time  to  tide,  choose  to  elect 
or  appoint.  The  said  officers  to  be  elected  annually  or 
otherwise,  as  the  society  may  determine. 

§  5.  Said  society  shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect, 
at  such  times  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem 
proper  and  expedient,  such  contributions,  dues,  and  fines, 
&c.y  &c.,  from  its  members,  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  association. 

§  6.  The  objects  of  this  society  shall  be  to  afford  its 
members  a  safe  depository  for  their  weekly  earnings,  and 
a  safe  investment  for  their  savings;  to  loan  its  accumu- 
lated funds  and  weekly  deposits  to  its  members  or  others; 
to  afford  relief  to  its  members  by  advancements  or  other- 
wise, in  building  and  securing  homes  and  houses,  &c. ; 
and  to  this  end  it  shall  have  and  exercise  all  such  powers 
as  may  be  necessary,  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  7.  This  association  may  be  dissolved  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  determined  by  its  constitution  and  by-laws,  or 
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1870.  by  operation  of  law;  and  the  validity  of  its  constitution 
and  by-]aw8,  and  all  its  acts  and  deeds,  shall  be  tried  and 
adjudged  by  writ  of  prohibition  or  mandamus  iss-ued  by 
the  Kenton  circuit  court,  and  an  appeal  shall  lie  there- 
from to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Ferry  Turnpike  Road  Company.

^  1.  That  the  act  incorporating  the  Florence  and  Ander- 
son's Ferry  Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved  March  the 
0th,  1866,  be,  and  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  empower 
any  two  or  morje  commissioners,  made  by  said  act,  to 
transact  any  business  conferred  by  said  act  on  the  com- 
missioners of  said  corporation. 

§  2.  That  W.  £.  Price  is  hereby  made  a  commissioner 
of  said  corporation,  with  the  power  to  act  as  the  commis- 
sioners created  by  said  act.  ^ 

§  3.  That  when  any  part  of  said  road  shall  be  com- 
pleted, the  directors  may  erect  a  toll-gate  on  said  road, 
and  collect  the  rates  of  toll  per  mile  prescribed  in  said 
charter. 

§  4.  That  all  persons  living,  or  who  may  live,  on  lands 
that,  according  to  the  present  county  districting,  work 
,  upon  roads  superseded  by  said  turnpike,  are  hereby  exempt 
from  working  other  foads:  Provided^  That  the  present 
owners  shall  each  subscribe  and  pay  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  not  less  than  four  hundred  dollars. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Bonnenberger;  George  SteuerwalJ,  A.  Funk,  and  their 
associates,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  '*  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  185,  D. 
O.  H.;"   and  they   and  their  associates  and    succeisaon 
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to  continue  and  have  perpetaal  saccession  ;  and  by  that  i87Q» 
name  are  made  capable  in  law,  as  natural  persons,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  courts 
f  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth  ;  to  make,  use, 
and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or 
ameod  at  pleasure;  they  may  make  and  ordain  regula- 
tiond  and  by-laws  for  their  government,  and  those  now  in 
force  in  said  Lodge  to  alter  when  deemed  proper,  and  may 
change  and  renew  the  sanie  at  pleasure,  provided  they  be 
not  in  contravention  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State.  The  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  acquire  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars 
($20,000)  in  value ;  and  from  time  to  time,  if  deemed  ex- 
pedient, sell  or  convey  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
to  reinvest  and  dispose  of  the  proceeds. 

§  2.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is  here- 
by reserved  to  the  General  Assembly.

■aid  county  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  the  removal  of 
the  county  site  from  Morgantown  to  Woodbury,  in  said 
county;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  deputy  sheriffs, 
clerks,  and  judges  at  said  election,  at  each  of  the  pre- 
cincts in  said  county,  to  see  that  such  poll  shall  be  opened 
at  the  election  over  which  they  may  preside ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  said  officers  of  said  elections  to  cause 
the  question  to  be  pot  to  every  voter,  ''Are  you  for  or 
against  moving  the  county  site  to  Woodbury?"  and  to 
cause  his  vote  to  be  recorded  as  he  may  vote. 

§  2.  The  vote  of  said  county  shall  be  forthwith  certified 
and  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  to  the

Willis, 
John  H.  Boode,  Edward  Hamilton,  Samuel  Hamilton,  and 
Samuel  Jacobs,  jr.,  in  Bracken  county;  and  L.  C.  Holmes, 
John  Rigg,  James  Anderson,  N.  A.  Tilton,  and  Thomas 
Haley,  in  Robertson  county,  any  one  of  whom  may  pro- 
care  books,  in  which  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  sliid  com- 
pany shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation :    *'  We, 
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1870.  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  respectively 
promise  to  pay  to  the  Brooksville  and  Mount  Olivet 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each' 
and  every  ^hare  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  our 
names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times, 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company.

loaded,  one  dollar;  for  six-horse  wagon,  empty,  sixty 
cents;  for  drove  horses  or  mules,  over  ten  in  number, 
three  cents  ;  under  that  number,  five  cents;  horned  cattle, 
two  and  a  half  cents;  hogs,  one  cent;  sheep,  hnlf  cent; 
vehicles  drawn  by  oxen  and  mules,  the  same  as  by  horses.

regnlations  herein  provided ;  and  to  this  end  it  is  hereby 
declared  and  enacted. 
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1870.  ^  ^'  That  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  pas** 

sage  of  this  act,  the  *'  Louisville  Orphans'  Home  Society" 
is  empowered  and  required,  by  its  proper  of&cers,  to  con* 
vey  to  each  of  said  societies  herein  incorporated,  one 
moiety  of  all  its  property,  real  and  personal,  of  which  it 
may  be  possessed  or  entitled ;  and  said  societies,  respect- 
ively, are  empowered  to'  take,  receive  and  hold,  use,  man- 
age and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  purposes,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  terms,  of  their  respective  charters — said  moiety 
to  be  ascertained  as  provided  in  the  agreement  made  part 
hereof.  Each  of  said  two  societies  now  claiming  to  be 
**  The  Louisville  Orphans'  Home  Society"  shall  unite  in 
said  conveyances,  as  provided  in  the  agreement  made  part 
of  this  act ;  and  an  execution  thereof  by  the  respective 
presidents  of  the  board  of  managers  of  said  two  societies 
shall  be  a  sufficient  execution,  and  shall  pass  the  title  to 
the  property  conveyed.  Said  conveyances,  when  executed 
and  acknowledged  by  said  presidents,  shall  be  admitted  to 
record  in  the  Jefierson  county  clerk's  office,  the  record  or 
attested  copies  thereof  to  have  the  same  effect  as  is  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  record  of  conveyances  of  real  estate.

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Bridgeport  and  Benson  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial  road 
from  Bridgeport  to  Benson  Depot. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be^ 
but  shall  not  exceed,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  at  Bridgeport,  at  such  time  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named,  due  notice  of 
which  shall  be  given,  by  public  advertisement,  at  least 
ten  days  previous  thereto;  and  that  U.  V.  Williams,  C. 
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Bailey,  J.  W.  Jackson,  R.  D.  Armstrong,  Jno.  W.  Sargent,      1870. 
J.  D.  Robinson,  R.  T.  Coleman,  P.   R.  Pattie,  and  J.  H. 
Sheets,  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  commission- 
ers, any  three  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  stock  in  said  road. 

§  4.  The  subscribers  of  stock  shall  sign,  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  an  obligation  as  follows,  viz: 
**  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  affixed,  do  severally  prom- 
ise to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Bridgeport 
and  fienson  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  annexed  to  our  respective 
names.     As  witness  our  hands   and  seals  this  —  day  of 

,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy."     If,  from 

any  cause,  the  said  books  should  not  be  opened  on  the 
day  first  fixed  upon  by  the  commissioners,  or  the  entire 
stock  shall  not  be  taken,  they  may  designate  some  other 
day,  and  may  continue  to  keep  open  said  books  until  the 
whole  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  taken. 

§  5.  That  whenever  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  taken,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners to  advertise  the  same,  by  written  notices  post- 
ed up  at  Bridgeport,  calling  the  stockholders  together  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate  in  said  notice,

and  company  shall  be  a  body-corporate,  un'ler  the  name 
and  style  of  the  president,  directors,,  and  company  of  the 
Bridgeport  and  Benson  Turnpike  Road  Company;  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter,  and  do  and  perform  all 
things  that  like  corporate  bodies  can  do,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 
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1870.  ^  ^'  ^^^^  ^^  Bhall  be  the  dut}*  of  the  president  and  di- 

rectors of  said  road  company  to  let  two  or  more  miles  of 
said  road  out  (commencing  at  the  eastern  terminus  of 
said  road,  in  Bridgeport),  whenever  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  have 
been  taken,  and  the  remainder  when  they  may  think  a 
BuflBcient  amount  of  stock,  together  with  the  county  sub- 
scription to  said  road,  has  been  taken  to  complete  the 
same;  that  they  may  let  any  portion  of  said  road  to  be 
made  of  gravel  or  stone,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  the 
macadamised  part  of  said  road  not  to  be  less  ihnn  ten 
feet,  nor  the  part  to  be  eondemned  or  given  up  by  the 
landholders  along  the  route  of  the  road  for  its  use  lesa 
than  forty  feet;  that  they  may  let  out  any  portion  of  said 
road  to  be  paid  for  in  tbe  stock  of  the  company  :  Provided^ 
hmvcverj  That  it  does  not  exceed  the  estimate  of  the  en- 
gineer. 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  commence,  a»  heretofore  said* 
at  the  eastern  terminus,  from  which  point  the  same  shall 
be  run  and  located,  the  best  and  most  practicable  route, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
road. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  raid  road  shall 
be  entitled  to  but  one  gate  on  said  road ;  but  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  collect  tall  at  such  gatr,  at  the  rate  per  mile 
allowed  to  be  collected  on  the  Frankfort  and  Lawrence- 
burg  Turnpike  Road,  whether  the  number  of  miles  made 
by  them  be  more  or  let^s  than  five  miles.  It  ^>hall  be  in  the 
power  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  to  lessen, 
at  any  time,  tbe  rates  of  toll  herein  allowed,  the  chief  object

CHAPTER  587. 

AN  ACT  te  ineorporate  the  Rip  Vaa  Winkle  Sleeping^  Oar  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comm  mwealtk 
mf  Kentucky: 

\  1.  That  William  B.  Hamilton,  Enoch  H.  Paine,  Wil- 
liam F.  Harris,  Seward  M.  Lemon t,  and  Jas.  L.  Bradley, 
and  their  successors,  are  hereby  declared  to  b^  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  **  Rip  Van  Win- 
kle Sleeping  Car  Company,'^  with  succession  for  thirty 
years;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  hold,  purchase, 
receive,  possess,  enjoy,  and  retain  lands,  tenements,  goods, 
chattels,  chosea  in  action,  public  and  private  securities  of 
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1870.  ^^y  kind,  quality,  or  nature  whatsoever,  and  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  to  sue  and  be  sued 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere ; 
and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
change  or  renew  from  time  to  time,  and  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with. 

§  2.   The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  tw» 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  deemed  and  treat- 
ed as  personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  only  on 
the  books  of  the  company,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  company; 
and  the  company  shall  at  all  times  have  and  possess  a  lien 
on  the  Fhares  of  stock  of  any  stockholder,  superior  to  all 
other  liens  or  encumbrances  thereon,  for  the  payment  of 
any  debt,  demand,  or  liability,  in  favor  of  the  company, 
against  Fuch  stockholder,  due  or  to  become  due;  and  any 
stockholder  so  indebted  shall  not  be  entitled  to  transfer 
his  stock  until^  such  debt,' demand,  or  liability  is  paid  or 
discharged,  without  the  consent  of  the  company  to  such 
transfer;   and  the  said  capital  stock  may  be  increased, 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the 
board  of  directors,  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  million 
of  dollars. 

§  3.  That  the  business  of  the  paid  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  five  directors,  and  a  president 
elected  by  the  board,  who  may  or  may  not  be  one  of  their

The  board  shall  also  have  pow- 
er, from  time  to  time,  to  elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  company,  and  require  such  bond  and  security  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  from  either  of  said  officers,  or  any 
other  agent  or  servant  of  the  company  ;  and  may,  by  by-

hire,  sell,  or  dispose  of  the  same;  and  to  make  contracts 
and  arrangements  with  any  and  all  railroad  companies, 
in  or  out  of  this  State,  for  the  use  of  such  cars,  and  coaches 
upon  the  respective  roads  of  such  railroad  companies;  and 
to  make  and  enter  into  all  proper  agreements  requisite  or 
expedient  to  carry  into  effect  such  contracts  and  arrange- 
ments, and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  such  acts  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  best  interests  and  proper 
management  of  the  company. 

§  6,  The  said  directors,  in  organizing  the  company  and 
receiving  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock,  may,  by  con- 
tract, receive  subscriptions  therefor  from  corporations, 
companies,  or  individuals,  to  be  paid  for  in  money  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  prescribe  or  contract  for,  or  in 
railroad  cars  or  sleeping  coaches,  and  the  contracts  under 
which  said  cars  or  coaches  are  run,  also  the  furniture, 
equipments,  and  appurtenances  thereof,  at  such  prices 
and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  and  contracted, 
and  receive  the  possession  and  title  thereof  in  payment 
of  so  much  of  the  capital  stock  as  may  be  agreed  by  such 
contract. 

^  7.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  and 
right  to  borrow  money,  and  execute  the  notes,  bonds, 
bills  of  exchange,  or  other  written  promise  or  covenant 
of  the  company,  for  the  payment  thereof;  and  may  con- 
vey any  or  all  of  the  property,  cars,  coaches,  and  appur- 
tenances of  the  company  to  secure  the  payment  of  any 
such  indebtedness,  or  for  any  indebtedness  contracted  in 
the  purchase  of  property,  or  in  carrying  on  the  business 
of  the  corporation. 

§  8.  After  the  first  year  from  the  time  of  organizing

thereby  regulate  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  calling 
and  holding  meetings  of  stockholders;  prescribe  the  da- 
ties  of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the  company, 
and  how  they  shall  qualify  when  elected ;  the  manner 
and  terms  of  issuing  and  canceling  certificates  of  stock, 
and  other  necessary  things  in  the  orderly  and  efficient 
conduct  of  the  bus^iness  and  aflfairs  of  the  corporation.

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  U^e  General  Assembly  of  (he  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  R.  A.  McElroy,  Francis  Walls,  \V.  F.  Booker, 
John  Mclnrire,  I'homas  Carrico,  Martin  Hamilton.  Miles 
Hamilton,  J.  R.  O'Bryan,  H.  P.  Os^bourne.  W.  M.  Carrico, 
William  R.  Carrico,  Thomas  Biandlord,  jr.,  John  Medley, 
and  £<iward  Thompson,  jr.,  be  appointed  to  obtain  stock 
to  construct  a  turnpike  road  Irom  Springlicld  to  St. 
Mary^s,  to  begin  at  or  near  the  rei<idence  of  Hu^h  Mo- 
£iroy,  and  running  in  the  direction  of  St.  Mary's;  to  be 
called  the  tSpringlield  and  St.  Mary^s  Turnpike  Road 
Company. 

§  2.  When  a  sufficient  stock  shall  have  been  (subscribed, 
the  stockholders  shall  be  authorized  to  organize  and  elect 
a  board  of  officers;  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  organization  shall  be  given,  at  five  or  more  public 
places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  road. 

$3.  The  organization  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall, 
after  their  first  election,  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and 
until  their  buccessors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qual- 
ified. 

§  4.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire  and 
condenin  lands  upon  which  to  locate  their  road,  and  mate* 
rials  for  the  construction  and  repairing  of  the  same,  and 
are  allowed  to  erect  gates,  and  collect  tolls,  as  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  general  laws  of  this  Common  wealth. 

§  5.  The  t«ai(i  company  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Sj>ringtield  and  St.  Mary's  Turnpike  Road 
Company;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  contract  and 
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be  contracted  with,  sue   and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  ini-       1870. 
pleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  The  said  company  may  select  the  route  for  said 
road,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  constructed  ;  and  may  do 
any  or  all  other  act^i  necessary  or  proper  in  the  construc- 
tion and  permanent  establishment  of  said  road  for  public 
use,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  7.  When  three  miles  of  said  road  has  been  completed, 
said  directors  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge  tolls  for 
the  disitance  traveled. 

(  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  589. 

AK  ACT  to  aathorize  the  Connty  Court  of  Union  Conntj  to  increase  the 

width  of  certain  Roads  in  said  Counij. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
if  Kentucky  : 

§  I.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Union 
county  court,  upon  written  information,  under  oath,  of  the 
saperintendent  of  roads,  or  of  any  two  citizens  of  said 
county,  being  filed  in  his  court  at  any  regular  term  thereof^ 
to  the  f  fTect  that  any  public  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  in 
use  in  said  county,  is  not  of  sufficient  width  for  safe  and 
convenient  travel,  and  the  transportation  of  articles  car- 
ried over  said  road,  to  appoint  two  or  more  fit  and  able 
persons  to  view  the  same,  whose  duty  it  ^hall  be  to  report, 
in  writing,  under  oath,  to  the  court,  at  its  next  term,  the 
present  width  of  the  said  road  at  the  point  or  pointn  desig- 
nated; the  character  of  the  ground  over  which  it  passes, 
and  of  the  land  adjacent  thereto,  and  the  purposes  for 
which  said  adjacent  land  is  used ;  and  whether,  in  their 
opinion,  the  convenience  of  the  public  demands  that  said 
road  be  made  wider,  and  if  so,  how  much  wider,  and  the 
distance  for  which  such  increased  width  is  required;  and 
they  shall  also  report  how  much  of  the  adjacent  land  will 
be  taken  by  the  proposed  change,  to  whom  it  belongs,  and 
to  what  extent  the  said  change  will  injure  or  benefit  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  adjacent  lands.  The  court  rnay 
direct  the  surveyor  to  attend  said  viewers,  and  make  out 
a  map  or  maps  of  the  grounds  viewed. 

(  2.  Upon  the  report  of  the  viewers  like  proceeding^ 
shall  be  had  as  are  now  had  in  applications  for  the  open- 
ing, altering,  or  changing  of  roads'. 

§  3.  If,  upon  the  whole  case,  the  court  shall  be  of  opin- 
ion that  the  said  road  ought  to  be  widened,  it  t^hall  order 
the  superintendent  of  roads  to  have  the  same  done  in 
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1870.       manner  and  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  court;  but  no 
road  eliall  be  made  more  than  sixty  feet  wide. 

§  4.  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
lawful,  when  unavoidably  necessary,  to  embrace  portions 
of  any  yard,  lot,  or  orchard  in  the  extension  of  any  public 
road;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
graveyards. 

§  5.  In  every  case  arising  under  this  act  the  person 
whose  land  is  taken  shall  be  compensated  therefor  ;  and  if 
no  agreement  can  be  made  as  to  the  amount  of  such  com- 
pensation, a  writ  of  a^  qwod  damnum  shall  issue  on  the  ap- 
plication of  the  party  aggrieved,  and  such  proceedings 
had  thereon  as  now  authorized  by  law. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  690. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  St.  Bose  and  Marion  Conntjr  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonioeaitA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jeff.  O'Daniel,  Thomas  Blandford,  sr.,  H.  P. 
Osbourne,  Martin  Simpson,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ryan,  J.  R. 
O'Bryan,  Thomas  Carrico,  Wm.  M.  Carrico,  and  Miles 
Osbourne,  be  appointed  to  obtain  stock  to  construct  a 
turnpike  road  from  St.  Rose,  to  begin  at  or  near  St.  Rose, 
running  to  the  Marion  county  line,  near  Jeff.  O'Daniel's, 
to  be  called  the  St.  Rose  and  Marion  County  Turnpike 
Road  Company. 

§  2.  When  sufficient  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
the  stockholders  shall  be  authorized  to  organize  and  elect 
a  board  of  officers;  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  organization  shall  be  given  at  five  or  more  public 
places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  road. 

$  3.  The  organization  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall, 
after  the  first  election,  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

§  4.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire  and 
condemn  lands  upon  which  to  locate  their  road,  and  ma- 
terials for  the  construction  and  repairing  of  the  same,  and 
are  allowed  to  erect  ga'tes  and  collect  tolls  as  are  provided 
for  by  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  The  said  company  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  St.  Rose  and  Marion  County  Turnpike  Road 
Company  ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  contract  and 
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be  contracted  with,  sae  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im-       1870. 
pleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  The  said  company  may  select  the  route  for  said 
road,  and  cause  the  6ame  to  be  constructed ;  and  may  do 
any  or  all  other  acts,  necessary  or  proper,  in  the  construc- 
tion and  permanent  establishment  of  said  road  for  public 
Qse,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  7.  When  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road  has  been 
completed,  said  directors  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge 
tolls  for  the  distance  traveled. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  691. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Green  Goontr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  means  to  re- 
pair the  jail  and  circuit  and  county  court  clerk^s  offices  of 
Green  county,  the  county  court  of  Green  county  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  denominations  of  twenty-five,  fifty,  and  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  in  such  proportions  as  the  court  may 
prescribe,  to  bear  interest  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  eight 
percent,  per  annum,  and  payable  at  any  time  within  five 
years,  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion, 
provide;  and  to  enable  said  court  to  pay  off  and  dis- 
charge said  bonds  at  maturity,  said  court  is  authorized 
and  'empowered,  annually,  at  its  court  of  claims,  or  at 
Boch  other  times  as  it  may  be  convened  by  order  of  the 
presiding  jud^e  for  said  county,  to  levy  and  collect  such 
capitation  taj  as  said  court  may  deem  necessary  for  that 
purpose. 

(  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  Green  county  shall  collect  the 
capitation  tax  which  may  be  levied  by  the  county  court 
of  said  county,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  and  pay  the  same,  when  collected,  to  whomever  the 
court  may  direct;  and  said  sheriff  shall  be  responsible  on 
his  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  county  levy,  for  any 
money  collected  by  him  under  this  act,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  commission  for  collecting  the  money 
to  be  raised  under  this  act  as  now  allowed  him  for  col- 
lecting the  county  levy. 

§  3.  The  county  bonds  shall  be  issued  and  disposed  of 
Id  the  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  county  court  may  direct. 
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1870*  §  ^'  '^^^^  ^^^  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 

after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  592. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  HighlaDd  Racing  Park  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body  politic  and  corporate  is  hereby  created, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Highland  Racing  Park 
Association,  with  a  capital  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and 
by  that  name  t«hali  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have 
a  common  )«eaL  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas^ure;  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  and  sue  and  be  sued,  in  any 
of  the  courts  ol  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
to  establish,  keep,  and  maintain  a  racing  park  in  the 
county  ot  Union,  for  the  training,  trotting,  pacing,  and 
running  of  hordes,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  breed 
and  quality  of  the  horse;  and  for  these  parpo,se.s  may  lease 
or  purchase  in  naid  county  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
acres  of  land,  and  inclose  the  same  with  a  sufficient  fence, 
and  have  a  s^uitnble  track,  or  suitable  tracks,  made  on  said 
premiste^;  and  may  have  erected  thereon  »uch  amphithea- 
ters, stands,  booth.4,  stables,  and  other  structures,  as  may  be 
nece:«sary  or  conducive  to  the  ends  ot'  said  association; 
and  may  also  acquire  such  personal  property  as  they  deem 
necese^nry  or  conducive  to  said  purpo.'<e.  The  corporati.oa 
may,  in  such  maaner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  pre- 
scribe, sell  and  convey,  lease  or  exchange,  any  part  of 
said  real  or  personal  property. 

§  3.  iSaid  company  may  have  trotting,  pacing,  or  run- 
ning matches  and  races  on  said  tracks;  may  charge  for 
admission  to  the  same;  sell  pools,  and  do  all  other  acta 
within  the  purview  of  this  charter,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  SState  or  of  the  United 
States. 

^  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  under  the 
direction  oi  a  board  of  seven  directors,  ail  of  whom  shall 
be  stockholders,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  president  of  the 
board,  and  chossen  by  the  board  of  directors.  The  direct- 
ors shall  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April  in  each  year  alter  the  organization  of  the 
association  shall  have  been  completed;  and  in  said  elec- 
tion each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote 
in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  All  vacancies  to  be  filled 
by  the  board.     Said  directors,  before  entering  upon  their 
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duties,  ehall    take    an    oath    for   the  faithful   performance       ISTO. 
thereof,  and   ehalJ  serve  until  their  eaccessors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  5.  Said  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  secretary,  and  have  truch  subordinate  officers  and 
servants  of  said  corporation  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  may  prescribe  the  dutieH,  ftx  the  compensation,  and 
require  bond  and  surety  of  the  same;  and  may  remove 
such  treasurer,  clerk,  and  other  officers  and  subordinates 
at  their  pleasure. 

^  6.  The  president  and  directors  may  offer  purses  and 
premiums  in  races  over  the  race-courses  of  the  associa- 
tion ;  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  by-laws,  for  the  government  of  the  park,  and 
the  races  and  meeting:*  on  itn  grounds,  as  they  deem  necesi- 
sary,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  this  State. 

§  7.  The   president  of  the   board   of  directors  shall  re- 
quest  the  judge  of   the    Union   county  court  to   appoint, 
and   said  judge,  when  so  called  on,  shall   appoint,  a  suf- 
ficient numbt^r   of    discreet   police   officers  to   attend    on 
and    near  said   ra^e-course,  when  being  Ur^ed   for  any  de- 
scription of  racing,  to  preserve  order  and   maintain   the 
public  peace.     Said  police  officers  shall  arrest  all  drunk- 
en, riotous,  or  disorderly    persons   or  criminal.s  on   said 
grounded,  and  take  them  before  the  nearest  juc<tice  of  the 
peace  or  police  judge  lur  trial,  or  may  place  such  oflend- 
ers  in  a  safe  and  secure  place  on  said  grounds,  until  such 
tj'me  as   they  can   be  so  carried  before  a  ju^tice  or  police 
j  udge,  nor  exceeding  in  duration  five  hours.     The  corpo- 
ration shall  pay  said  police  officers  such  compensation  as 
may  be  agreed  on  or  ordered  by  the  county  judge  for  their 
services.     But  before  proceeding  to  act,  as  herein  author- 
ized  and   requited,  said  police  officers  shall  first  take  an 
oath  to  discharge  their  duties  faithfully.     They  may  sum- 
mon other  citizens   to   assist  them   in   making  arrests  or 
keeping  order,  if  necessary. 

§8.  Hudson  Martin,  Hiram  McElroy,  jr.,  E.  G.  Taylor, 
Croml.  Adair,  Samuel  M.  Taylor,  R.  A.  Waller,  John  G. 
Berry,  and  John  R.  Gough,  are  appointed  coinmi:«sioners 
of  said  as.-«ociation,  who,  or  any  three  of  whom,  may,  at 
any  tinne  within  two  years,  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  in  said  company,  and  keep  ihe  same  open, 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  block  until  the  entire  amount 
thereof,  or  so  much  as  they  may  dee  n  neoessrtry,  shall 
have  been  taken.  And  when  as  much  as  five  hundred 
dollars  of  said  ^^tock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  said  com- 
missioners, or  thobe  acting,  may,  by  notice  in  a  paper  of 
general  circulation  in  said  county,  call  a  meeting  of 
stockholders  in   two  weeks  to  elect  a  board  of  directors 
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1870  ^^  herein  provided;  and  upon  such  election  being  made, 
the  company  shall  be  organized,  and  have  the  rights 
and  powers  herein  conferred.  8aid  directors,  so  first 
elected,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors,  at 
the  regular  election  in  April,  shall  be  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  may  receive  additional  subscriptions  of  stock, 
and  shall  determine  how  and  when  the  stock  subscribed 
shall  be  paid  in. 

§  0.  The  grounds  and  race-courses  of  said  association 
shall  not  be  located  within  two  miles  of  any  existing 
church  building  or  place  of  public  worship;  and  if  so 
located,  the  powers,  privileges,  rights  and  immunities, 
granted  by  this  act,  shall,  by  that  fact,  be  forfeited  and 
lost,  and  this  charter  annulled. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  association 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  preservation  of  good  order 
on  said  race-course;  and  for  any  willi'ul  failure  to  pre- 
serve the  same  shall,  upon  indictment  by  the  grand  jury, 
be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  jury,  as  in  cases  of  mis* 
demeanors. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  593. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Coantj  Conrt  of  Livingston  County. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  did,  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1868,  pass 
an  act  authorizing  the  county  court  of  Livingston  county 
to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  jail  in  said  county;  and  whereas,  said  county  court 
of  Livingston  county  did,  on  the  7th  day  of  December, 
18tJ8,  appoint  I.  T.  Handlin,  S.  H.  Piles,  J.  W.  Cade,  and 
J.  L.  Vick,  a  committee  to  adopt  a  plan  and  superintend 
the  building  of  said  jail;  and  whereas,  said  county  court 
did,  on  the  10th  day  of  May,  1869,  make  an  order  direct- 
ing said  committee  to  borrow  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to 
pay  for  the  building  of  said  jail,  and  to  execute  the  bond 
or  bonds  of  the  county  therefor;  and  whereas,  said  I.  T. 
Handlin,  S.   H.  Piles,  J.  W.  Cade,  and  J.   L.  Vick,  com- 
mittee as  aforesaid,  did,  in  conformity  to  said  order,  bor- 
row a  sufficiency  of  money  to  pay  for  the  building  of  said 
jail,  and  executed  the  bonds  and  pledged  the  faith  of  the 
county  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  with  interest;  now, 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  action  of  the  county  court,  and  of  the 
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committee  acting  under  the  same,  be,  and  the  same  is  1870' 
hereby,  legalized  and  declared  binding  to  all  intents  and 
purposes ;  and  the  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power 
to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  tax-  levied  as  a  jail  tax, 
in  the  same  manner  that  the  county  levy  is  collected  ;  and 
if,  after  the  payment  of  said  jail  bonds  and  interest,  a 
surplus  or  balance  shall  remain  of  the  jail  tax  so  levied, 
Uie  same  shall  be  paid. into,  and  become  a*  part  of,  the 
county  fund  proper,  and  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
general  indebtedness  of  the  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  594. 

AN  ACT  to  ftdthoriEe  the  Conntj  Court  of  Trigg^  Oonnty  to  dispose  of  the 

Curling  Fund,  and  for  other  purpoees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Trigg  county  is  hereby 
empowered,  by  an  order  on  its  records,  to  authorize  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  of  the  Curling  Fund,  in  Trigg 
county,  to  appropriate  any  money  they  may  have  belong- 
ing to  said  fund,  in  aiding  the  trustees  of  said  common 
school  district  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  a  suita- 
ble school-house  for  common  school  purposes,  in  the 
Cadiz  district  in  said  county;  and  they  are  further  author- 
ized to  dispose  of  any  property  belonging  to  said  fund, 
and  pay  over  the.  proceeds  thereof  to  the  trustees  of  said 
common  school  district  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  2.  That  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  1870,  the 
county  court  of  the  county  of  Trigg  shall  hold  an  elec- 
tion at  the  court-house,  in  the  town  of  Cadiz,  at  which 
election  all  the  legal  voters  in  said  common  school  dis- 
trict shall  have  a  right  to  vote,  after  first  giving  notice 
in  writing  of  said  election,  by  posting  same  up  in  a 
legible  hand  at  the  court-house  door,  the  post-office,  and 
three  other  public  places  in  said  town  and  district,  for 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  election ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  open  a  poll-book  at 
the  hour  of  ten  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  keep  it  open  until  the 
hour  of  four  o'clock,  P.  M.,  with  two  columns,  one  headed 
"  For  the  school-house  law,"  the  other  "Against  the  school- 
house  law;"  and  each  voter,  when  he  presents  himself  at 
the  polls  to  vote,  shall  be  asked  the  question  by  said 
county  judge,  "  Are  you  for  the  school-house  law,  or 
against  the  school-house  law?"  and  his  vote  shall  be 
recorded  by  said  county  judge  according  to  the  response 
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1870.  ^^  ^^'^  voter ;  and  wben  said  election  is  over,  the  said 
county  judge  shall  count  and  add  up  the  votes  cast  for 
the  law  and  tbose  against  the  law;  and  at  the  foot  of 
the  poll  bonks  shall  write  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
number  of  votes  for  and  against  said  law,  and  sign  the 
same  officially;  and  shall  return  said  poll-book  to  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  Trigg  county  court,  to  be  kept  by  the 
clerk  as  other  poll-books  are  required  by  law  to  be  kept; 
and  said  county  judge  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  of  his 
certificate  at  the  foot  of  said  poll- book  within  three  days 
after  the  said  election,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  at  Frankfort,  who  shall  file  and  preserve 
the  same  in  his  office;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting 
at  said  election  vote  for  the  law,  then  this  act  shall  be 
in  force  from  and  after  the  day  of  the  election  aforesaid ; 
but  if  a  majority  vote  against  the  law,  it  shall  be  null 
and  void,  and  not  become  a  law. 

§  3.  That  the  town  trustees  of  Cadiz  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the 
taxable  property  belonging  to  white  citizens  in  said  town, 
of  filty  ceiit:<,  annually,  for  the  years  1870,  1871,  and 
1872,  on  each  one  hundred  dollars.  Said  tax  shall  be 
collected  as  other  taxes  are.  Said  money,  when  collect- 
ed, shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  said  common 
school  didtrict,  and  by  them  appropriated,  together  with 
the  aforesaid  common  school  fund,  to  the  building  of  said 
house. 

§  4.  That  the  school  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby 
authorized  to  appropriate  the  common  school  fund  that 
may  be  due  said  district  for  the  years  1870,  1871,  and 
1872,  to  the  building  of  a  suitable  school-house  in  said 
district  for  common  school  purposes. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  of  said  school  district,  before 
they  shall  receive  any  of  the  funds  herein  named,  shall 
execute  a  bond  before  the  county  judge  of  Trigg  county, 
with  good  and  sufficient  security,  for  the  faithful  appro- 
priation, and  all  funds  that  they  may  receive  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  for  any  misappropriation,  or 
for  any  lailure  in  duty,  they  shall  be  liable  on  said  bond, 
enforceable  in  the  Trigg  circuit  court  by  suit  in  the  name 
of  said  county  judge,  for  the  use  of  the  party  aforesaid  ; 
and  the  sMid  trustees  are  empowered,  after  execution  of 
said  bund,  to  let  out  and  superintend  the  erection  of  said 
school-house.

A2V  ACT  to  incorporate  ike  Qrsjreon  Countjr  Saying  and  Depoiit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  ^jf  the  Gejural  Assemhly  ^f  the  Commonwealth 
fif  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  \%  hereby  established  in  the  town   of  * 

Litchfield,  Kentucky,  a  bank,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  **  Grayson  County  Saving  and  Deposit  Bank,*'  with  a 
eapital  stock  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as 
hereinafter  specified  ;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
suGceasors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Grayson  County  Saving 
and  Deposit  Bank,  and  shad  so  continue  for  thirty  years 
from  its  organization;  and  shhil  have  all  the  rights  and 
privilege«  of  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  implead- 
ing, answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatever.  Said  bank  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2*  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  residing 
in  this  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own,  in  his  own  right 
and  name,  at  least  ten  shares  of  stock,  and  afler  the  first 
annual  election,  shall  have  owned  the  same  at  least  six 
months  before  fai^  election ;  and  they  shall  hold  their  oflice 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  after 
the  firnt  election,  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Monday 
Id  July  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practicnlly 
convenient;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  remaining  nhall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  qualified  stockholder  to  fill  it. 
They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  who  shall 
preside  at  their  meetings,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  him  by  this  charter  and  their  by-laws. 
'They  shall  hnve  power  to  sell  any  of  their  stock  remain- 
ing unsold  ;  to  declare  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  out 
of  the   business  of  the  bank ;    to  appoint   such   officers, 
agents,  and  employees  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  batik,  and  pay  them  for  their 
services ;  take  from  the  president  and  cashier,  and  other 
employees,  such  bond  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  rea- 
aonable  to  secure  a  faithful  performance  of  their  respect- 
ive duties,  and  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem 
necessary   for  the   proper  management  of  the  attairs  of 
the  bank  :    Piovidedy  The  same   be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
Slates.     1  he   stock  shall   be  deemed    personal    property,

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  St.  Kose  and  Marion  County  Turnpike  Boad 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  .Jeff.  O'Daniel,  Thomas  Blandford,  sr.,  H.  P. 
Osbourne,  Martin  Simpson,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ryan,  J.  R. 
O'Bryan,  Thomas  Carrico,  Wm.  M.  Carrico,  and  Miles 
Osbourne,  be  appointed  to  obtain  stock  to  construct  a 
turnpike  road  from  St.  Rose,  to  begin  at  or  near  St.  Rose, 
running  to  the  Marion  county  line,  near  Jeff.  O'DaniePs, 
to  be  called  the  St.  Rose  and  Marion  County  Turnpike 
Road  Company. 

§  2.  When  sufficient  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
the  stockholders  shall  b:e  authorized  to  organize  and  elect 
a  board  of  officers;  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  organization  shall  be  given  at  five  or  more  public 
places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  road. 

^  3.  The  organization  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall, 
after  the  first  election,  hold  their  offices  one  year,  aad 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

§  4.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire  aad 
condemn  lands  upon  which  to  locate  their  road,  and  ma- 
terials for  the  construction  and  repairing  of  the  same,  and 
are  allowed  to  erect  ga'tes  and  collect  tolls  as  are  provided 
for  by  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  The  said  company  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  St.  Rose  and  Marion  County  Turnpike  Road 
Company  ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  contract  and 
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be  contracted  with,  sae  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im-       1870. 
pleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

$  6.  The  said  company  may  select  the  route  for  said 
road,  and  cause  the  6ame  to  be  constructed ;  and  may  do 
any  or  all  other  acts,  necessary  or  proper,  in  the  construc- 
tion and  permanent  establishment  of  said  road  for  public 
Qse,  as  now  provided  by  law.  , 

§  7.  When  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road  has  been 
completed,  said  directors  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge 
tolls  for  the  distance  traveled. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  591. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Green  Goant?. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genetnl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  means  to  re- 
pair the  jail  and  circuit  and  county  court  clerk^s  offices  of 
Green  county,  the  county  court  of  Green  county  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  denominations  of  twenty-five,  fifty,  and  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  in  such  proportions  as  the  court  may 
prescribe,  to  bear  interest  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  payable  at  any  time  within  five 
years,  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion, 
provide;  and  to  enable  said  court  to  pay  off  and  dis- 
charge said  bonds  at  maturity,  said  court  is  authorized 
and  'empowered,  annually,  at  its  court  of  claims,  or  at 
such  other  times  as  it  may  be  convened  by  order  of  the 
presiding  jud^e  for  said  county,  to  levy  and  collect  such 
capitation  tax  as  said  court  may  deem  necessary  for  that 
purpose. 

§  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  Green  county  shall  collect  the 
capitation  tax  which  may  be  levied  by  the  county  court 
of  said  county,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  and  pay  the  same,  when  collected,  to  whomever  the 
court  may  direct;  and  said  sheriff  shall  be  responsible  on 
kis  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  county  levy,  for  any 
money  collected  by  him  under  this  act,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  commission  for  collecting  the  money 
to  be  raised  under  this  act  as  now  allowed  him  for  col- 
lecting the  county  levy. 

(  3.  The  county  bonds  shall  be  issued  and  disposed  of 
in  the  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  county  court  may  direct.

CHAPTER  592. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Highland  Racing  Park  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvcky : 

§  1.  That  a  body  politic  and  corporate  is  hereby  created, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Highland  Racing  Park 
Association,  with  a  capital  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and 
by  that  name  t^hali  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have 
a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleai^ure;  may  con* 
tract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  sue  and  be  sued,  in  any 
of  the  courts  ot  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
to  establish,  keep,  and  maintain  a  racing  park  in  the 
county  of  Union,  for  the  training,  trotting,  pacing,  and 
running  of  horses,  and  for  the  improvem«nt  of  the  breed 
and  quality  of  the  horse;  and  for  the.se  parpo^^ea  may  lease 
or  purchase  in  said  county  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
acres  of  land,  and  inclose  the  same  with  a  sufScient  fence, 
and  have  a  suitable  track,  or  suitable  tracks,  made  on  said 
premieres;  and  may  have  erected  thereon  such  amphithea- 
ters, stands,  booth:*,  stables,  and  other  structures,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  conducive  to  the  ends  of  said  association; 
and  may  also  acquire  such  personal  property  as  they  deem 
neces.«*nry  or  conducive  to  said  purpose.  The  corporatipa 
may,  in  such  inaaner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  pre- 
scribe, sell  and  convey,  lease  or  exchange,  any  part  of 
said  real  or  personal  property. 

§  3.  Said  company  may  have  trotting,  pacing,  or  run- 
ning matches  and  races  on  said  tracks;  may  charge  for 
admission  to  the  same ;  sell  pools,  and  do  ail  other  acts 
within  the  purview  of  this  charter,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  SState  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  a  board  of  seven  directors,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  stockholders,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  president  of  the 
board,  and  chosen  by  the  board  of  directors.  The  direct- 
ors shall  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April  in  each  year  alter  the  organization  of  the 
association  shall  have  been  completed;  and  in  said  elec- 
tion each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote 
in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  All  vacancies  to  be  filled 
by  the  board.     Said  directors,  before  entering  upon  their 
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datiesi,  shall   take   an   oath   for  the  faithful   performance       ISTO. 
thereof,  and   shall  Eerve  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  5.  Said  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  secretary,  and  have  i<uch  subordinate  officers  and 
servants  of  said  corporation  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  may  prescribe  the  dutieH,  ^  the  compensation,  and 
require  bond  and  surety  of  the  same;  and  may  remove 
such  treasurer,  clerk,  and  other  officers  and  subordinates 
at  their  pleasure. 

(6.  The  president  and  directors  may  offer  purses  and 
premiums  in  races  over  the  race-courses  of  the  associa* 
tion ;  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  by-laws,  for  the  government  of  the  park,  and 
the  races  and  meeting:*  on  itn  grounds,  as  they  deem  neces- 
sary, not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  this  State. 

§  7.  The  president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  re- 
quest the  judge  of   the   Union   county  court  to   appoint, 
and   said  judge,  when  so  called  on,  shall  appoint,  a  suf- 
ficient  number   of    discreet   police   officers  to   attend    on 
and   near  said   ra^e-course,  when  being  used   for  any  de- 
scription of  racing,  to   pre»^erve  order  and   maintain   the 
public  peace.     Said  police  officers  shall  arrest  ail  drunk- 
en, riotous,  or  disorderly    persons   or  criminals   on  said 
grounds,  and  take  them  before  the  nearest  justtice  of  the 
peace  or  police  judge  tor  trial,  or  may  place  such  oflend- 
ers  in  a  safe  and  secure  place  on  said  grounds,  until  such 
tj  me  as  they  can  be  so  carried  before  a  ju^tice  or  police 
J  udge,  nor  exceeding  in  duration  five  hours.     The  corpo- 
ration shall  pay  said  police  officers  such  compensation  as 
may  be  agreed  on  or  ordered  by  the  cuunty  judge  for  their 
services.     But  before  proceeding  to  act,  as  herein  author- 
ized  and   required,  said  police  officers  shall  first  take  an 
oath  to  discharge  their  duties  faitht*u1fy.     They  nnay  sum- 
mon other  citizens  to   assist  them  in   making  arrests  or 
keeping  order,  if  necessary. 

§8.  Hudson  Martin,  Hiram  McElroy,  jr.,  E.  G.  Taylor, 
Croml.  Adair,  Samuel  M.  Taylor,  R.  A.  Waller,  John  G. 
Berry,  and  John  R.  Gough,  are  appointed  coi^imissioners 
of  said  association,  who,  or  any  three  of  whom,  may,  at 
any  time  within  two  years,  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  in  said  company,  and  keep  ihe  same  open, 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  btock  until  the  entire  amount 
thereof,  or  so  much  as  they  may  dee  n  nece.-sriry,  shall 
have  been  tsiken.  And  when  as  much  as  five  hundred 
dollars  of  said  t'tock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  said  com- 
ini-taioners,  or  those  acting,  may,  by  notice  in  a  paper  of 
general  circulation  in  said  county,  call  a  meeting  of 
stockholders  in  two  weeks  to  elect  a  board  of  directors 
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1870.  ^^  herein  provided;  and  upon  such  election  being  made, 
the  company  shall  be  organized,  and  have  the  rights 
and  powers  herein  conferred.  8aid  directors,  so  first 
elected,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors,  at 
the  regular  election  in  April,  shall  be  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  may  receive  additional  subscriptions  of  stock, 
and  shall  determine  how  and  when  the  stock  subscribed 
shall  be  paid  in. 

§  0.  The  grounds  and  race-courses  of  said  association 
shall  not  be  located  within  two  miles  of  any  existing 
church  building  or  place  of  public  worship;  and  if  so 
located,  the  powers,  privileges,  rights  and  immunities, 
granted  by  this  act,  shall,  by  that  fact,  be  forfeited  and 
lost,  and   this  charter  annulled. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  association 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  preservation  of  good  order 
on  said  race-course;  and  for  any  willful  failure  to  pre- 
serve the  same  shall,  upon  indictment  by  the  grand  jury, 
be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  jury,  as  in  cases  of  mis- 
demeanors. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  593. 

AN  ACT  in  reUtion  to  the  CouDtj  Court  of  Liringston  County. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  did,  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1868,  pass 
an  act  authorizing  the  county  court  of  Livingston  county 
to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  jail  in  said  county;  and  whereas,  said  county  court 
of  Livingston  county  did,  on  the  7th  day  of  December, 
1808,  appoint  I.  T.  Handlin,  S.  H.  Piles,  J.  W.  Cade,  and 
J.  L.  Vick,  a  committee  to  adopt  a  plan  and  superintend 
the  building  of  said  jail;  and  whereas,  said  county  court 
did,  on  the  10th  day  of  May,  1869,  make  an  order  direct- 
ing said  committee  to  borrow  a  sufiicient  sum  of  money  to 
pay  for  the  building  of  said  jail,  and  to  execute  the  bond 
or  bonds  of  the  county  therefor;  and  whereas,  said  I.  T. 
Handlin,  S.   H.  Piles,  J.  W.  Cade,  and  J.  L.  Vick,  com- 
mittee as  aforesaid,  did,  in  conformity  to  said  order,  bor- 
row a  sufficiency  of  money  to  pay  for  the  building  of  said 
jail,  and  executed  the  bonds  and  pledged  the  faith  of  the 
county  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  with  interest;  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  action  of  the  county  court,  and  of  the 
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committee  acting  under  the  same,  be,  and  the  same  is  1870w 
hereby,  legalised  and  declared  binding  to  all  intents  and 
purposeei;  and  the  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power 
to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  tax  levied  as  a  jail  tax, 
in  the  same  manner  that  the  county  levy  is  collected ;  and 
if,  after  the  payment  of  said  jail  bonds  and  interest,  a 
surplus  or  balance  shall  remain  of  the  jail  tax  so  levied, 
the  same  shall  be  paid. into,  and  become  a*  part  of,  the 
County  fund  proper,  and  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
general  indebtedness  of  the  county. 
(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  594. 

AN  ACT  to  ftathoriee  the  Countjr  Conrt  of  Trigpf  Oonnty  to  dispose  of  the 

Curling  Fund,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
f/f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Trigg  county  is  hereby 
empowered,  by  an  order  on  its  records,  to  authorize  a 
inajority  of  the  trustees  of  the  Curling  Fund,  in  Trigg 
county,  to  appropriate  any  money  they  may  have  belong- 
ing to  said  fund,  in  aiding  the  trustees  of  said  common 
school  district  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  a  suita- 
ble school-house  for  common  school  purposes,  in  the 
Cadiz  district  in  said  county;  and  they  are  further  author- 
ized to  dippose  of  any  property  belonging  to  said  fund, 
and  pay  over  the.  proceeds  thereof  to  the  trustees  of  said 
common  school  district  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  2.  That  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  1870,  the 
county  court  of  the  county  of  Trigg  shall  hold  an  elec- 
tion at  the  court-house,  in  the  town  of  Cadiz,  at  which 
election  all  the  legal  voters  in  said  common  school  dis- 
trict shall  have  a  right  to  vote,  after  first  giving  notice 
in  writing  of  said  election,  by  posting  same  up  in  a 
legible  hand  at  the  court-house  door,  the  post-office,  and 
three  other  public  places  in  said  town  and  district,  for 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  election ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  to  open  a  poll-book  at 
the  hour  of  ten  o'clock,  A.  Af .,  and  keep  it  open  until  the 
hour  of  four  o'clock,  P.  M.,  with  two  columns,  one  headed 
"  For  the  school-house  law,"  the  other  "Against  the  school- 
house  law;"  and  each  voter,  when  he  presents  himself  at 
the  pulls  to  vote,  shall  be  asked  the  question  by  said 
county  judge,  "  Are  you  for  the  school-house  law,  or 
against  the  school-house  law?"  and  his  vote  shall  be 
recorded  by  said  county  judge  according  to  the  response 
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1870.  ^^  ^^'^  voter ;  and  when  said  election  is  over,  the  said 
county  judge  shall  count  and  add  up  the  votes  cast  for 
the  law  and  thoae  against  the  law;  and  at  the  foot  of 
the  poll  hooks  shall  write  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
number  of  votes  for  and  against  said  law,  and  sign  the 
same  officially;  and  shall  return  said  poll-book  to  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  Trigg  county  court,  to  be  kept  by  the 
clerk  as  other  poll-books  are  required  by  law  to  be  kept; 
and  said  county  judge  shall  make  out  a  duplicate  of  his 
certificate  at  the  foot  of  said  poll- book  within  three  days 
after  the  said  election,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  at  Frankfort,  who  shall  file  and  preserve 
the  same  in  his  office;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting 
at  said  election  vote  for  the  law,  then  this  act  shall  be 
in  force  from  and  after  the  day  of  the  election  aforesaid ; 
but  if  a  majority  vote  against  the  law,  it  shall  be  null 
and  void,  and  not  become  a  law. 

§  3.  That  the  town  trustees  of  Cadiz  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the 
taxable  property  belonging  to  white  citizens  in  said  town, 
of  filty  cents,  annually,  for  the  years  1870,  1871,  and 
1872,  on  each  one  hundred  dollars.  Said  tax  shall  be 
collected  as  other  taxes  are.  Said  money,  when  collect- 
ed, shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  said  common 
school  district,  and  by  them  appropriated,  together  with 
the  aforesaid  common  school  fund,  to  the  building  of  said 
house. 

§  4.  That  the  school  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby 
authorized  to  appropriate  the  common  school  fund  that 
may  be  due  said  district  for  the  years  1870,  1871,  and 
1872,  to  the  building  of  a  suitable  school-house  in  said 
district  for  common  school  purposes. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  of  said  school  district,  before 
they  shall  receive  any  of  the  funds  herein  named,  shall 
execute  a  bond  before  the  county  judge  of  Trigg  county, 
with  good  and  sufficient  security,  for  the  faithful  appro- 
priation, and  all  funds  that  they  may  receive  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  for  any  misappropriation,  or 
for  any  (allure  in  duty,  they  shall  be  liable  on  said  bond, 
enforceable  in  the  Trigg  circuit  court  by  suit  in  the  name 
of  said  county  judge,  for  the  use  of  the  party  aforesaid; 
and  the  snid  trustees  are  empowered,  after  execution  of 
said  b<ind,  to  let  out  and  superintend  the  erection  of  said 
school-house.

AH  ACT  to  incorporate  ike  Qrajreon  Goantj  Saying  and  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  kjf  the  Generat  Assembly  ef  the  Cemmonweaith 
f^  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  the  town   of  * 

Litchfield,  Kentucky,  a  bank,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  '^Grayson  County  Saving  and  Deposit  Bank,"  with  a 
capital  stock  of  on«  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares 
of  Blty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as 
hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Grayson  County  Saving 
and  Deposit  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for  thirty  years 
from  its  organization;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  implead- 
ing, answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatever.  SSaid  bank  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  change  the  same  at  pleasure.

^  3.  That  John  G.  Clagett,  John  S.  Terry,  Edwin  Thom- 
as, T.  R.  McBeath,  Charles  Wortham,  jr.,  J.  R.  Barton^ 
»  Julins  N.  Eskridge,  W.  N.  Beaucbamp,  and  Thomas  Hey- 

ser  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  three  of 
whom,  after  giving  notice  to  the  others,  may  open  books 
in  the  town  of  Litchfield,  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the 
capital  stock  of  sa'id  bank ;  and  when  one  fourth  of  said 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  for,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  give  notice  to  the  stockholders,  and  appoint  a  day  for 
the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  until  the  ensuing  annual  election.

of  the  Bank  of  Union  County,  and  shall  fo  continue  for 
thirty  years  from  its  organization;  and  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural  person  in  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and 
of  impleading,  answering,  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatever.  Said  bank  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  change  tbe  same  at  pleasure. 

^  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  nvanage- 
ment  of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockboklers  residing 
ID  this  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own,  ia  his  own  right 
and  name,,  at  least  fifteen  shares  of  stock,  and  alter  the 
first  annual  election,  shhll  have  owned  the  same  at  least 
six  months  before  his  election,  and  they  shall  hold  their 
office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practi- 
cally convenient;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  remaining 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  qualified  stockholder  to  filk 
it.

M.  Thompson,  and  Cyrus  Higginson,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  any  three  of  whom  may  open  books  in  the 
towns  of  Morganfield,  Kentucky,  Caseyviile  and  Union- 
town,  in  Union  county,  and  elsewhere,  by  themselves  or 
their  agents,  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock 
of  said  bank;  and  when  one  half  or  more  of  t^aid  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  th^ir  duty  to  give 
notice  to  the  stockholders,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  ensuing  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.

such  stocks  and  bonds  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  par- 
ties, and  pass  a  valid  title  to  the  same ;  all  promissory 
notes  made  negotiable  and  payable  in  this  bank,  or  other 
banks  of  this  State  authorized  by  law  to  discount  such

§  7.  No  greater  dividend  than  eight  per  cent,  per  an- 
num shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders,  unless  the  surplus 
fund  remaining  on  band  shall  be  equal  to  one  fifth  of  the 
capital  paid  in. 

^  8.  No  loan  or  discount  shall  be  made  to  any  stock- 
holder to  pay  any  call  or  balance  due  on  his  stock.  . 

§  9.  Every  stockholder  shall   be   individually  liable   to 
the  creditors  of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount  of  the  un- 
paid stock  subscribed  for  and  owned  by  him;  but  when 
the  sum  shall  have  been  paid  for  in  full,  then  no  further 
individual  liability  attaches  to  said  stockholder. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  of  stock 
held  and  paid  for  in  said  bank,  as  ordinary  revenue  of  the 
Commonwealth,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of,  and  in  full  of^ 
all  tax  or  bonus. 

§  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said*  bank  to  issue  any 
notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 

$  12.  If  the  president,  teller,  cashier,  clerk,  or  other  ofli- 
cers  of  said  bank,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of 
said  corporation  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to 
make  correct  entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones,  upon 
the  books  of  the  bank,  with  the  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud 
the  bank  or  any  person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appro- 
priation of  funds,,  the  person  or  persons  so  oifeuding  shall 
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be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,       1870. 
be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary 
of  the  Common\\ealth  for  a  period  of  not  less   than  two 
nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  13.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  said 
bank,  previous  to  the  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace,  notary  public,  county  or  police  judge  of  this  State, 
faithfully,  and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  to 
discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  and 
stations  under  this  charter,  or  which  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  cor- 
poration ;  and  that  they  will  not,  during  their  continuance 
io  office,  sanction  or  permit  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
charter  to  be  violated;  and  should  any  occur  without 
their  concurrence,  that  they  will  immediately  report  the 
same  to  the  Attorney  General  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  14.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  repeal, 
alter,  or  amend  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  efl'ect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  597. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  McLean  Count j  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  saving  and 
deposit  bank  in  the  town  of  Calhoon,  Kentucky,  with 
a  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
as  hereinafter  specified;  and.  the  subscribers,  their  as- 
sociates, successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  McLean 
County  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for  thirty  years 
from  the  date  of  its  organization  ;  and  shall  have  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural  person  in  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  in  sueing  and  being 
sued,  and  pleading,  impleading,  answering,  and  defend- 
ing, in  all  courts  and  places  whatever.  Said  bank  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockhoLlers,  re- 
siding in  this  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own,  in  his 
own  right  and  name,  at  least  ten  shares  of  stock  ;  and 
after  the  first  annual  election,  shall  have  owned  the 
same  at  least  six  months  before  his  election ;  and  they 
shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected 
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1870.  ^"^  qualified  ;  and  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected 
the  second  Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practically  convenient;  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy,  the  remaining  directors  shall  have  power  td 
appoint  a  qualified  stockholder  to  fill  such  vac  incy. 
They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  who 
shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  this  charter  and  their 
by-laws.  They  shall  have  power  to  sell  any  of  the  stock 
remaining,  unsold,  to  declare  dividend.s  of  the  protits  aris- 
ing out  of  the  business  of  the  bank ;  to  appoint  such 
oflScers,  agents,  and  emplo3'ee«  as  they  may  deem  necea- 
say  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  for 
their  services  ;  to  take  from  the  president,  cashier,  and 
other  employees  such  bonds  as  they  may  deem  proper  and 
reasonable  to  secure  a  faithful  performance  of  their  re- 
spective duties;  and  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may 
deem  neces^sary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  afl^aira 
of  the  bank  :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property, 
and  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  bank, 
by  the  stockholder  or  bis  attorney,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
establish;  but  the  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  to  the  bank  by  the  stock- 
holder. 

§  3.  That  Thos.  H.  Frayser,  W.  B.  Rose,  George  Little, 
Sanders  Eaves,  Jno.  W.  Belt,  L.  W.  Gates,  and  H.  Griffith, 
any  three  of  whom  may  act,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ap- 
pointed commi(«sioners  to  open  books  in  the  town  of  Cal- 
houn, and  receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock  of 
said  bank;  and  when  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock 
is  subscribed  for,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  to 
the  stockholders,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the 
ensuing  annual  election.  The  payment  for  shares  sub- 
scribed shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  five  dollars  on  each  srhare 
at  the  time  of  substcrlbing,  and  twenty  dollars  within 
twenty  days  after  the  election  of  th€  first  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  the  remainder  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times 
as  the  directors  may  require:  Provided ^y\ivi,l  no  one  call 
shall  be  for  more  than  twenty  dollars  per  share,  and  at  a 
shorter  notice  than  twenty  days;  and  furthermore,  that 
nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  pre*- 
vent  any  stockholder  from  making  payments  on  his  stock 
in  advance  of  the  calls  made  by  the  directors.  Said  cor^ 
poration  may  commence  business  as  soon  as  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in  as  capital. 
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§  4.  S«id  bant  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver  1870. 
coin,  bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully 
circuiatir>g  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  rate  of  interest,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general  con- 
tract;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money;  may  buy  and 
sell  hills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  uncurrent  money, 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  evidences  of  debt;  take  personal 
and  other  securities  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  dis- 
pose of  the  latter  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
parties,  and  pass  a  valid  title  to  the  same;  all  promissory 
notes  and  inland  hills  of  exchange  which  may  be  discount- 
ed and  owned  by  said  bank  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  put 
upon  the  same  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and 
like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors  and 
married  women  ;  and  the  receipts  and  acquittances  of  such 
married  women  shall  be  valid. 

§6.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  and  use  all  such  real 
estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient lor  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may 
be  conveyed  to  it  as  a  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in 
6ati.«(action  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and 
convey  the  same;  and  may  buy  its  own  stock  in  payment 
of  a  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  but  shall  re-sell  the  same 
Eflsoon  as  it  is  practically  convenient. 

}  7.  No  greater  dividend  than  ten  per  centum  per  an- 
num shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders,  unless  the  surplus 
fand  remaining  on  hand  shall  be  equal  to  one  fifth  of  the 
capital  paid  in. 

§  8.  No  loan  or  discount  shall  be  made  to  any  stock- 
holder to  pay  any  call  or  balance  due  on  his  stock. 
Every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  to  the  cred- 
itors of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount  of  stock  subscribed 
for  and  owned  by  him ;  but  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  paid  for  in  full,  then  Jio  further  individual  liability 
attaches  to  said  stockholder. 

(  0.  Should  any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to  pay  for  their 
rabscriptions  of  stock  as  herein  provided,  alter  giving 
notice  of  their  intention  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
tbe  county  or  an  adjoining  county,  for  four  weeks,  the 
directors  may,  by  resolution,  entered  on  their  records, 
forfeit  such  stock,  and  resell  the  same,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  pay- 
ments made  on  any  stock  which  shall  be  then  forfeited, 
•hall  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation. 

}  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  tbe  Treasury  of

1870.  ^^^  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock 
held  and  paid  for  in  said  bank. 

§  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to. issue  any 
notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 

^  12.  If  the  president,  cashier,  teller,  clerks,  or  other 
officers,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corpo- 
ration to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  cor- 
rect entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books 
of  the  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  bank  or 
any  person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of 
funds,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  felony,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sen- 
tenced to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of 
this  Gommonvvealth  for  a  period. of  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  13.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  this 
bank,  previous  to  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  this 
State,  faithfully,  honestly,  and  to  the. best  of  their  skill 
and  judgment,  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  respect- 
ive offices  and  stations,  under  this  charter,  or  which  may 
be  required  of  them  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
of  the  corporation  ;  and  that  they  will  not,  during  their 
continuance  in  office,  sanction  or  permit  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  charter  to  be  violated  ;  and  should  any 
.^,  occur  without  their  concurrence,  that  they  will  innme- 
diately  report  the  same  to  the  Attorney  General  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  598. 

AN  ACT  prohibiting  the  sale  of  Splrituoas  Liquors,  &C.,  in  Laurel  Goanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vu  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  time  when  this  act  takes 
effect  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Laurel 
county,  or  any  court  or  person,  to  grant  a  license  to  any 
person  to  sell  whisky,  brandy,  or  any  spirituous  liquors,  or 
a  mixture  thereof,  in  the  county  of  Laurel ;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  for  any  tavern-keeper,  merchant,  distiller,  or  other 
person,  to  sell  such  liquors  in  quantities  less  than  a  barrel, 
within  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  said  county,  except  it 
be  for  medical  ur^e,  and  then  only  upon  the  written  certifi- 
cate of  a  practicing  physician :  Provided^  That  any  per- 
son who  in  good  faith  may  have  obtained  license  to  retail 
spirituous  liquors,  as  now  authorized  by  law,  may  continue 
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to  do  so  antil  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  each  1870. 
license  was  granted. 
.  $  2.  That  any  person  selling  such  liquors  in  violation  of 
the  foregoing  section  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for 
the  first  offense,  and  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  succeed- 
ing ofiense,  to  be  recovered  on  indictment  of  the  grand 
jury;  the  fines  thus  assessed  and  recovered  to  be  collected 
as  other  fines,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  school 
fand  for  said  county,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  school  com- 
missioner, who  shall  be  liable  on  his  ofiicial  bond  for  the 
faithful  application  of  the  same  to  school  purposes;  and 
for  failure,  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

$  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  resident  physi- 
cian of  said  county  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  one  for 
the  purchase  of  such  .liquors  for  use  as  a  beverage,  but 
only  for  use  as  medicine,  nor  shall  he  grant  such  certificate 
until  he  shall  have  appeared  before  the  county  court  of 
said  county  and  taken  an  oath  that  he  will,  in  good  faith, 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  of  the  taking  of  any 
such  oath  a  record  shall  be  made  in  said  court.  And  any 
physician  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofiense,  to  be  recovered  and 
applied  as  aforesaid. 

^  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Laurel 
county  court,  in  preparing  the  poll-books  for  the  next  No- 
vember election,  to  prepare  the  same  with  the  view  of 
ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
county  on  the  propriety  of  the  adoption  of  this  act,  by 
inserting  in  said  book  a  column  in  favor  and  one  against ; 
the  column  in  favor  shall  be  headed  "For  prohibition," 
and  the  other  '*  Against  prohibition ;"  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sherifiT  of  said  county,  or  other  ofiicer  acting 
in  his  stead,  to  inquire  of  every  voter  whether  he  votes 
'^for"  or  "against"  prohibition ;  and  said  sheriff  and  oth^r 
officers  shall  see  that  the  vote  is  recorded  as  directed  by 
the  voter.  And  the  examiners  of  poll-books  for  said  coun- 
ty shall,  on  the  day  provided  by  law  for  the  examination 
of  poll-books,  examine  and  certify  the  result  of  such  vote, 
which  certificate  shall  be  returned  by  said  examiners  to 
the  county  court  for  said  county,  at  its  first  term  after  said 
election  ;  and  if  it  appears  therefrom  that  a  majority  of 
those  voting  have  voted  for  prohibition,  said  court  shall 
cause  said  certificate  to  be  entered  as  matter  of  record. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  eS'ect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
the  time  of  the  recording  the  certificate  of  the  examin- 
ers in  the  county  court  as  aforesaid.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  and  rednoe  into  one 
the  several  acts  relating  to  the  Town  of  Uniontown,"  approved  March  16, 
1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ute  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  two  of  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  eeverai  acts  relating  to 
the  town  of  Uniontown/'  approved  March  the  sixteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  be,  and  the  same  is,  so 
amended  as  to  entitle  white  males  over  twenty*one  years 
old,  and  citizens  of  Kentucky,  who  own  real  et^tate  l>ing 
within  said  town,  and  who  have  paid  ail  taxes  legally 
assessed  against  their  property  by  said  corporation,  to 
vote  in  per&ion  at  any  election  at  which  a  proposition  to 
impose- taxation  upon  the  real  estate  within  said  town  is 
submitted  to  the  voters  thereof. 

§  2.  That  section  twenty-one  of  said  act  be  amended  by 
striking  out  and  repealing  all  after  the  word  ''  held,^  in 
the  sixib  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following, 
to-wit:  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  said 
police  judge  shall  take  the  oaths  of  office  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution ;  and  shall  execute  in  the  county  court  of 
Union  county  a  bond,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
court,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  which  bond  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  and  may  be  proceeded  upon  for  breach  thereof  as 
the  bonds  of  county  court  judges  are  by  law  proceeded 
upon.  iShid  police  judge  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction 
ot  all  cases  arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town,  and  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  justices  of  the 
peace  of  all  case«3,  civil  and  penal,  within  the  limits  ol  the 
justices'  precinct  of  Uniontown,  including  power  and  au- 
thority to  sit  as  an  examining  court  in  criminal  and  penal 
cases  arising  within  said  limits;  but  defendants  living  out- 
side the  limits  of  said  town  may,  by  written  requi:<ition, 
require  the  writ  or  process  against  them  to  be  returned  to 
the  office  of  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  and  lor 
said  precinct;  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
grant  orders  of  arrest,  orders  of  delivery,  and  orders  of 
attachment,  in  cases  arising  within  the  limits  of  said  pre- 
cinct, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapters  one, 
two,  and  three,  of  title  eight,  of  the  Civil  Code  ot  Practice, 
and  the  amendments  thereto:  Provided ^  however ^IhAi  la 
all  such  cases,  where  the  amount  involved  exceeds  lilty 
dollars  (f^xclusive  of  interest  and  cost^^),  all  the  pleatlinif:)* 
affidavits,  bonds,  and  process  shall,  within  five  days  aher 
the  institution  of  the  proceeding,  be  returned  to  the  olliee 
of  the  judge  of  the  Union  quarterly  court,  if  the  amount 
(exclusive  of  interest  and  costs)  does  not  exceed  one  hua- 
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dred  dollars;  and  where  it  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars,      1870. 
to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Union  circuit  or  common 
pleas  court,  whichever  of  said  courts  may  have  the  near- 
est approachini^  term;  and  the  office  having  the  process 
and  orders  in  such  cares  shall,  where  the  amount  exceeds 
fifty  dollars,  return  the  same  to  the  office  to  which,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  papers  in  the  cat^e  have  to 
be  returned.     The  police  judge  may  isrue  suhpcenas  for 
witnesses  in  such  ca«ies,  returnable  to  the  court  to  which 
the  case  is  sent ;  and  said  quarterly,  circuit,  and  common 
pleas   courts  ^hall  proceed   to  hear  and   determine  such 
cases  as  authorized  and  required  by  law  in  similar  cases 
brought   in  said  courts.     In  ail  such   proceedings,  where 
the  amount  involved  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  the   plaintiff, 
on  filing^  his  petition  before  said  police  judge,  shall  pay 
to  that  officer  fifty  cents  tax  on  said  petition,  which  the 
police  judge,  when  he  sends  up  the  papers,  shall  pay  over 
to  the  judge  or  clerk  of  the  court  to  which  the  case  is  sent. 
%The  police  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  the 
clerical  work  performed  by  him  in  and  about  issuing  such 
orders  of  arrest,  delivery,  and  attachment,  as  clerks  of  the 
circuit  courts  are  entitled  to  receive;  and  the  town  mar- 
shal or  other  officer  fhall  receive  for  his  services  the  same 
fees  allowed  to  sheriffs  for  similar  services. 

§  3.  That  section  twenty-nine  of  said  act  be  so  amended 
as  to  strike  out  ''six  per  cent,  per  annum,"  in  the  tenth 
line,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  *•  twenty  per  cent,  per  an- 
num." 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  600. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  DaDTille  and  Pleasant  Hill  Tornpike  Road  Com- 
pany to  establidh  and  locate  TolUgates. 

Be  il  enacted  by  Ute  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  chairman  and  managers  or  board  of 
directors  of  said  Danville  and  Pleasant  Hill  Turnpike 
Road  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
e^tahlisih  a  toll-gate,  at  some  suitable  point  on  sni<l  road, 
in  Mercer  county,  which  point  may  be  determined  upon 
by  said   board. 

^  2.  Said  managers  or  board  of  directors  may  have 
condemned,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  a  tract 
of  land,  not  more  than  one  acre,  for  each  toll -gate  es- 
tablished upon  said  road. 
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1870.  ^  3.  Said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  collect  and 

receive  tolls  at  said  gate  or  gates,  at  the  rate  per  mile  es- 
tablished by  law,  for  each  four  miles  of  said  road  com- 
pleted, and  at  the  same  rate  for  any  fraction  of  four  miles. 
§  4.  Said  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  601. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Chandler  Iron  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the;  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of   ' 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Isaac  W.  Scott,  Thomas  Bradley,  Thomas 
Mitchell,  Frank  Fitch,  Fred.  Fitch,  Frank  R.  Chandler, 
S.  A.  Hartwell,  and  T.  B.  Brooks,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body-politic^ 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Chandler 
Iron  Company;  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion; sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  and  places;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with; 
to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  property;  to. have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  to  make  all  necessary  by-taws  for  the  government 
of  the  company  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  ia-^ 
consistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  million  of  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  evidenced  and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  bylaws.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors.  The 
stock  shall  be  subscribed,  collected,  or  forfeited,  the  offi- 
cers elected,  dividends  declared,  and  paid  in  the  manner 
provided  in  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Red  River  Iron  Manufacturing  Company,"  approved  Feb- 
ruary 13, 1866. 

$  3.  Sections  five  and  six  of  the  aforesaid  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Red  River  Iron  Manufacturing  Company  are 
hereby  adopted  and  declared  to  be  applicable  to  this  com- 
pany, as  fully  as  if  herein  enacted. 

§  4.  The  company  is  hereby  invested  with  all  and  sin- 
gular the  powers  and  privileges  granted  by  the  aforesaid 
act  to  the  Red  River  Iron  Manufacturing  Company. 

§  5.  The  powers  of  the  company  to  make  oondemna- 
tions  of  real  estate  shall  not  be  exercised  in  any  place 
except  in  the  counties  of  Estill  and  Powell ;  nor  shall 
any  such  condemnations  be  made  of  any  lands,  except 
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for  rail  anil  other  roads,  and  depots  and  landings  for  the       1870. 
use  of  said  company. 

^  6.  This  charter  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  'shall  continue  in  force  for  thirty  years.  The 
power  is  hereby  reserved  to  amend,  alter,  or  repeal  .this 
act  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  602. 

AN  ACT  to   establish  an    additional  Voting -Precinct  in*Oarter  Connty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky:

k  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a

CHAPTER  €04. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Meade  tCountjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AMembiy  of  the  Commonweedtk 
cf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  town  of  Grahamton,  with  a  cacital  of  one  hun- 
dred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  to  he  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  speci- 
fied ;  and  the  subscribers^  their  associates,  successors,  and 
assigns,  shnll  be  a.  body-polit4c  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  oif  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Meader  county^ 
and  shall  so  continue  for  thirty  years  from  i^s  organiza- 
tion ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading 
and  bein^  impleaded,  of  answering  and  defending,  in  all 
eourts  and  places  whatsoever;  it  may  have  a  common 
«eal,  and  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  of  6xe  direct- 
ers,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  of  not  le^s  than 
£ve  shares,  and  a  citizen  of  this  State.  After  the  first 
election^  they  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Mon- 
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1870.  ^^y  suceeeding  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and 
hold  office  until  their  sucoesisors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  and  shall 
hold  regular  meetings  at  such  times  as  they  shall  fix  by 
by-laws,  and  such  other  meetings  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary; and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any 
director,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors until  the  next  annual  election.  The  directors  shall 
have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  stock,  to  sell  un* 
sold  shares  of  stock,  to  declare  dividends  of  the  profits 
arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to  appoint  such  officers, 
agents,  and  servants,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  con- 
duct tbe  business  of  the  bank,  and  to  pay  them  such  sums 
as  wages  and  salaries,  and  take  from  them  such  bonds,  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  they 
shall  think  reasonable  and  proper.  The  stock  shall  be 
deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be  assignable  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  according  to  such  rules  as  the 
board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  establish;  but 
said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure 
the  debt  due  by  the  stockholder. 

§  3.  A.  M.  Robinson,  W.  6.  Anderson,  P.  Z.  Aylsworth,. 
H.  K.  Pusey,  Jno.  C.  Lawson,  C.  A.  Craycroft,  P.  P.  Nev- 
itt,  S.  P.  Sterill,  Sam.

Moreman,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two 
of  whom  may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  of 
capital  stock;  and  when  two  hundred  (200)  shares  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  ten 
days'  written  or  printed  notice  to  each  subscriber,  and 
appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  succeeding  annueLl  election^ 
,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.. 

.  The  payments  for  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as 
follows :  five  dollars  on  each  share  at  the  time  of  subscrib- 
ing; twenty  dollars  per  share  within  thirty  days  from  the 
time  of  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  the 
remainder  in  installments  of  ten  dollars  per  share  every 
thirty  days:  Profvidedy  That  after  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,00Q)  shall  have  been  paid,  the  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power  to  prolong  tbe  time  for  the  payment 
of  the  rei^idue;  and  should  any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to 
pay  their  subscription  of  stock  as  herein  provided,  the

§4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  ofgiold,  silver,  bank 
notes,  and  other  notes  and  coin  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulating  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner 
and  at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest  (not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  per  annum),  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
depositors;  by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in  the 
loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  other 
evidences  of  debt;  take  personal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  such  personal  secu* 
rities  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  in  all  respects  as  natural 
persons  may  do  under  the  law;  and  the  promissory  notes 
made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking  house,  or  at 
any  bank,  and  purchased  or  discounted  by  it,  and  inland 
bills  which  may  be. discounted  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange^ 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  sever- 
ally, against  the  drawers,  indorsers,  and  acceptors. 

§  5.  tSaid  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use» 
occDpy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels^ 
as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt^ 
or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  de- 
cree, and  sell  and  convey  the  same.  The  said  directors 
msy  make  such  by-la^s  for  their  government  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  provided  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  charter,  or  to  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  cashier,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  , 
Treasury  of  the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars of  stock  subscribed  in  said  institution,  to  be  part  of 
the  revenue  proper,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax. 

i  7.  II  any  person,  whether  cashier,  teller,  clerk,  or  oth- 
er officer  or  employee,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds 
of  the  corporation  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to 
make  correct  entries,  or  knowingly  make  faL^e  ones,  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the 
corporation  or  any  other  person,  or  to  conceal  any  improp- 
er appropriation  of  funds,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be 
guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of  this 
Commonwealth  lor  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  twenty  years. 

$8*  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
Dote  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  currency. 
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1870.  5^-  ^^^  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 

amine the  aflTairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  committee 
th«y  may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  and  to  amend,  alter, 
modify,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  any  time. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passao^e.

CHAPTER  605. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  North  Mid- 
dletowu  and  Owiogsville  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As^e^My  of  the  Commonwealth  ^f 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  North  Middtetowo  and  Owingsville  Turn- 
pike Road  Company  is  authorized  to  construct  a  bridge 
over  Hinkston  creek',  at  the  crossing  of  their  road  over 
sctid  creek,  in  such  manner,  and  with  such  materials,  aa 
will  most  promote  the  interest  of  said  road  and  the  pub- 
lic; and  for  this  purpose  may  receive  from  any  persons  or 
corporations  such  subscriptions  of  stock,  or  donations  of 
money  or  materials  tor  the  construction  of  the  same,  aa 
they  may  be  able  to  obtain. 

^  2.  The  county  courts  of  Bath  and  Montgomery  coun- 
ties, at  any  regular  monthly  terni^  of  their  said  county 
cou4'ts,  a  majority  of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said 
counties,  respectively,  being  pre-^ent^and  concurring  there- 
in, may  subscribe  as  stock  in  said  turnpike  road  company 
any  amount  not  (exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  for  each 
county,  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  construction  of  said 
bridge,  to  be  paid  at  such  times,  and  in  such  installment, 
as  said  courts  may  determine. 

§  3,  That  before  the  subscription  of  stock  provided  for 
in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  made  and  become  effect- 
ual and  binding,  the  said  county  courts  shall,  at  an  elec- 
tion called  by  said  county  courts  in  said  counties  respect- 
ively, submit  to  a  vote  of  all  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  counties  the  question  of  subscription  and  levying  & 
tax  to  pay  the  same  ;  and  if,  upon  such  vote,  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  upon  this  subject 
ehall  he  for  said  subscription  and  levy,  and  the  same  ia 
certified  to  said  courts  by  the  oflicers  holding  said  elec- 
tion, then  said  courts  shall  respectively  make  said  sub- 
scription, and  levy  the  tax  to  pay  the  same:  Provided^ 
That  not  more  than  five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars of  taxable  property,  as  shown  by  the  assessors'  booka 
of  said  counties,  shall  be  levied  in  any  one  year;  and 
eaid  courts  shall  levy  the  tax  from  year  to  year,  or  so 
much  of  said  live  centfl   upon  the  one  hundred  doUara* 
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^rorth   of  property  in  said  counties,  till  all  of  said   sub-       1870« 
Bcriptionfl  are  paid. 

§  4.  The  officers  authorized  to  hold  an  election  for  Rep- 
resentatives to  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  shall 
bold  the  same,  and  they  shall  be  governed  in  said  elec- 
tion by  the  laws  now  in  force  governing  such  elections; 
and  the  penalties  applicable  to  irregularities  and  frauds 
in  such  elections  shall  apply  to  this.  • 

§  5.  Said  county  courts  may  require  toll  to  be  collected 
upon  said  bridge  when  completed,  at  the  rates  prescribed 
for  three  miles  of  said  road ;  and  such  toll,  when  collect- 
ed, shall,  annually,  after  the  necessary  repair  of  the  bridge** 
18  paid,  be  disbursed  to  the  parties  subscribing  and  owning 
stock  in  said  bridge,  in  proportion  to  the  stock  so  subscribed 
and  owned  by  them  respectively.

CHAPTER  606. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hebrew  Mutaa)  Relief  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  Flexner,  Moses  Bakrow,  Morris  Rosen- 
feld,  Michael  Plant,  and  M.  Hecht,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  he,  and  they  are  hereb}',  incorporated,  by 
the  name  of  ''The  Louisville  Hebrew  Mutual  Relief  As- 
sociation;" and  as  said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  have  the  power  to  make  by-laws,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Cnited  States 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  regulation 
of  their  affairs. 

§  2.  The  corporation  shall  not  own  personal  property 
'exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  in  value  at  any  one  time, 
nor  shall  it  acquire  any  real  estate,  except  when  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  the  collection  of  debts;  shall  not  re- 
ceive current  deposits,  or.  deal  in  bills  of  exchange,  or  do 
any  other  banking  business,  nor  shall  it  set  up  any  lottery 
or  raffle. 

§  3.  The  sole  objects  of  the  association  shall  be  the  re- 
lief of  the  widows,  orphans,  or  other  dependent  relatives 
of  dying  members,  or  of  members  in  sickness  and  distress, 
as  the  by-laws  may  provide  for  either  or  both  of  these 
kinds  of  relief. 

§  4.  The  payment  of  contributions  may  be  compelled 
by  suit,  or  by  expulsion  and  forfeiture,  or  both,  as  the  by- 
laws may  direct. 
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1870.  5^'  '^^^  membership  shall  not  be  extended  beyond  those 

who,  by  race  or  profession  of  faith,  are  Jews  at  the  time  of 
joining  the  association. 

^  6.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  five  directors,  chosen  annually  at  a  general 
meeting  to  be  held  at  the  city  of  Louisville  during  the 
feast  of  Passover.  Their  duties  are  to  serve  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  have  entered  in 
their  duties;  and  said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  secretary,  and  to  pay  him  a  reasonable  compensation  ; 
but  no  other  officer  of  the  association  shall  receive  any 
^alary  or  emolument  for  his  services  as  such  officer. 

§  7.*From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  associ- 
ation may  organize  and  enter  upon  its  work;  and  said 
corporators  may  serve  as  a  board  of  directors  until  the 
first  regular  board  is  chosen,  and  has  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  607. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Boston  and  Aikin  Turnpike  Road  Company,  m 

Jefferson  and  Shelbj  Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

^  I.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Boston,  in 
the  county  of  Jefferson,  to  intersect  with  the  Aikin  road  at 
some  convenient  point. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fif- 
teen thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each  ;  and  subscriptions  may  be  taken  up  by  each  of  the 
commissioners  hereinafter  named,  for  two  years  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  unless  the  whole  amount  bhall  be  sooii-^ 
er  taken  up. 

5  3.  The  following  persons  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  perform  the  duties  required  by  this  act :  R. 
A.  Welman,  John  J.  Pear3e,  Joseph  Collins,  Alex.  L.  Lon^, 
Walter  E.  Powers,  Wm.  Cinnamond,  sr.,  William  Hunter, 
and  T.  Conn. 

$  4.  The  said  commissioners,  or  as  many  of  them  as 
may  act,  shall  procure  one  or  more  books  or  subscription 
papers,  in  which  the  persons  taking  stock  shall  bind  and 
oblige  themselves,  in  writing,  to  pay  the  Boston  and 
Aikin  Turnpike  Road  Company  (by  which  name  and  stylo 
said  company  shall  be  known)  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  share  subscribed  for  by  them,  at  such  times,  and  in 
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Bucli  proportions,  as  shall  be  determined  by  said  company       1870. 
or  corporation. 

§  5.  That  so  soon  as  fifty  shares  shall  have  been  uab- 
scriberl  in  said  capital  stock  by  individuals  or  corporations, 
the  commissioners  shall  pi^ive  ten  days'  notice,  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  published  in  Louisville  and  Shelby  villa, 
of  the  fact,  and  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  a  meeting  of 
eaid  stockholders  in  the  town  of  Boston,  who  shall,  by 
▼ote,  elect  a  president  and  five  managers  to  conduct  the 
basiness  of  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid.  The  president  and  managers,  and  all  other  ofii- 
cers  of  said  company,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  before 
some  justice  of  the  peace  faithfully  to  execute  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices.  They  shall,  so  soon  as  may  be, 
proceed  to  locate  said  road ;  and  may  be  authorized  to  re- 
ceive the  written  consent  of  any  of  the  land-holders  through 
which  such  road  may  pass,  and  the  grant  of  the  right  of 
way,  lumber,  stone,  and  soil  and  timber  to  make  said  road,  , 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair;  which  consent,  when  so 
given,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  every  intent  and  pur- 
pose. 

§  6.  That  said  road  shall  be  opened  and  graded  not  less 
than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  feet  w^ide,  and  the 
artificial  part  thereof,  covered  with  stone,  shall  not  be  less 
than  twelve  feet  wide.  The  elevation  of  the  grade  of  the 
road  shall  be  settled  and  regulated  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  the  company. 

§  7.  That  when  said  road  shall  be  opened  and  graded 
for  any  distance  thereof  equal  to  two  and  a  half  miles, 
and  a  proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  macadamized  stone 
placed  thereon,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  erect 
a  half  gate  on  the  same,  and  to  collect,  for  the  travel  on 
said  road,  the  same  rates  of  toll  as  are  allowed  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  Louisville  and  Shelbyville  Rdad  Company. 
And  it  shall  be  lawful,  when  said  road  shall  have  been 
completed,  for  the  said  company  to  dispense  with  said  half 
gates,  and  in  lieu  thereof  erect  and  use  whole  gates,  under 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Louisville  and  Shelby 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  as  now  prescribed  by  law. 

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  be  allowed  ten  years  after 
the  whole  amount  of  such  stock  shall  be  taken  or  sub- 
scribed, to  complete  said  road;  and  if  said  road  shall  not 
be  completed  within  that  time,  then  this  charter  shall  be 
null  and  void  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  then  be 
incomplete,  and  for  no  other.

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1870.  CHAPTER  609. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Mayfield. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  saving  and  de- 
posit banlc  in  the  town  of  Maj'field,  Graved  county, 
Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified ;  and  the 
subscribers,  their  associate's,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Bank  of  Mayfield,  and  shall  so  continue  for  fif- 
teen years  from  its  organization  ;  and  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural  person  in  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and 
of  impleading,  answering,  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatever.  Said  bank"^  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
,     mon  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Snid  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  residing 
in  this  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own,  in  his  own  right 
and  name,  at  ^east  fifteen  shares  of  stock,  and  after  the 
first  annual  election,  shall  have  owned  the  same  at  least 
six  months  before  his  election;  and  they  shall  hold  their 
ofiice  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practi- 
cally convenient;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  remaining 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  qualified  stockholder  to  fill 
it.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  who 
shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  this  charter  and  their 
by-laws.  They  shall  have  power  to  sell  any  of  the  stock 
unsold  ;  to  declare  dividends  arising  out  of  the  business  of 
said  bank;  to  appoint  such  ofHcers,  agents,  and  employees 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of 
said  bank,  and  pay  them  for  their  services;  to  take  from 
the  president,  cashier,  and  other  employees  such  bond  as 
they  may  deem  proper  and  reasonable  to  secure  a  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  to  make  such 
by-law.-<  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  bank:  Provided,  The  same 
be  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed 
personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the 
books  of  the  bank  by  the  stockholder,  his  agent,  or  attor- 
ney, under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  directors, 
from  time  to  time,  shall  establish;  but  the  corporation 
shall  have  a  prior  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebt- 
edness to  the  bank  by  the  stockholder.     Such   lieo  shall 
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eeasve  Qpon  a  trangfer  being  made  as  aroresaid  upon  the      1870. 
books  of  the  hank. 

^  3.  That  Lucien  Anderson,  Thos.  Collins,  A.  R.  H.  S. 
Hale,  J.  J.  Lane,  and  W.  A.  Turner,  are  herehy  ap- 
pointed* commii^Binners,  any  three  of  whom  may  open 
books  in  the  town  of  Mayfield,  Kentucky,  and  receive 
sub(>criptioii8  for  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank;  and 
when  one  half  or  more  of  said  stock  phall  have  been 
subscribed,  it  phall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  to  the 
stockholders,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  bold  their  office  until  the 
ensuing  annual  election.  The  payment  of  the  sharea 
subscribed  for  8hall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Five  dollars  on 
each  share  in  twenty  days  after  subscribing,  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  within  twenty  days  after  the  election  of  the 
first  board  of  directors,  and  the  remainder  in  such 
amounts,  and  at  such  times,  as  the  directors  may  re- 
quire :  Provided^  That  no  one  call  shall  be  for  a  larger 
amount  than  twenty-five  dollars  per  share,  and  at  a 
shorter  notice  than  twenty  days ;  and  said  corporation 
may  commence  business  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid  in  as  capital. 

§  4  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver 
coin,  bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulating  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  rate  of  interest,  as  may  bo 
agreed  on  with  the  depoi«itors  by  f>pecial  or  general  con- 
tract ;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money  ;  may  buy  and 
sell  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  uncurrent  money, 
stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  gold  and  silver  coin,  and  other 
evidences  of  debt ;  take  per^^onal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  of  the  same,  and  dispose  of  such  stocks  and 
bonds  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  and  pass 
a  valid  title  to  the  same ;  all  promissory  notes  made  nego- 
tiable and  payable  in  ihis  bank,  or  other  banks  of  this 
State  authorized  by  law  to  discount  such  promissory  notes, 
and  inland  bills  of  exchange  which  may  be  discounted 
and  owned  by  said  bank,  shall  be,  aad  are  hereby,  put 
upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like 
remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against 
the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors  and 
married  women  ;  and  the  receipts  and  acquittances  otsuch 
minors  and  married  women  shall  be  valid :  Provided,  The 
written  consent  of  the  husbands,  parents,  or  guardians 
of  such  married  women  or  minors  shall  be  filed  with  the 
cashier. 

§  6.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  and  use  all  such  real 
estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may 
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1870.  ^®  conveyed  to  it  as  a  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in 
sati.^faction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and 
convey  the  same ;  and  may  buy  its  own  stock  in  payment 
of  a  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  hut  shall  resell  the  same 
as  soon  as  it  is  practically  convenient. 

}  7.  No  greater  dividend  than  ten  per  centum  per  an- 
num shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders,  unless  the  stirplus 
fund  remaining  on  hand  shall  be  equal  to  one  fifth  of  the 
capital  paid  in. 

§  8.  No  loan  or  discount  shall  be  made  to  any  stock* 
holder   to   pay   any   call   or    balance   due   on    his   stock. 

§  9.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  to  the 
creditors  of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount  of  the  stock  sub* 
scribed  for  and  owned  by  him ;  but  when  the  same  shall 
have  been  paid  for  in  full,  then  no  further  individual  lia- 
bility attaches  to  said  stockholder. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treas* 
ury  of  the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said  bank,  as  ordinary  revenue 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

$  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 

§  12.  If  the  president,  teller,  cashier,  clerk,  or  other  offi- 
cers of  said  bank,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said 
corporation  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  tail  to  make 
correct  entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones,  upon  the 
books  of  the  bank,  with  the  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the 
bank  or  any  person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  appropri- 
ation of  funds,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  nhall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  twenty  years. 

§  13.  The  president,  directors^  and  other  officers  of  said 
bank,  previous  to  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  this 
State,  faithfully,  honestly,  and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
judgment,  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  and  stations  under  this  charter,  or  which  may  be 
required  of  them  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of 
the  corporation  ;  and  that  they  will  not,  during  their  con- 
tinuance in  office,  sanction  or  permit  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  charter  to  he  violated  ;  and  should  any  occur  with- 
out their  concurrence,  that  they  will  immediately  report 
the  same  to  the  Attorney  General  of  this  Commonwealth. 
§  14.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  repeal, 
alter,  or  amend  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  609. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  St.  John's  Mataal  Aid  Societjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvoealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jas.  O'Connor,  Wm.  O'Connor,  O.  T.  Carr, 
Michael  McGuire,  Jas.  Crow,  and  their  successord,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  narae  and  style  of  the  St.  John's  Mutual  Aid  Society, 
of  the  city  of  Louisville ;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered ;  and  may  make  and 
ordain  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  said 
society  as  they  may  think  proper  and  necessary,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or 
the  State  of  Kentucky.  The  General  Assembly  reserves 
the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  10,  1870. 
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CHAPTER  610. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Oumberland 
and  Obio  Railroad  Company,"  approved  February  24,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Cumberland  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
amended  is  follows,  viz:  That  said  company  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  operate  any 
branch  or  branches  to  the  said  railroad  in  or  through  any 
county  or  counties  in  this  State,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions,  and  with  the  same  privileges,  as  are  pre- 
scribed* and  granted  in  the  act  of  incorporation  and  in 
this  amendment,  for  the  building  of  the  road  of  said 
company. 

$  2.  That  said  company  may  connect  its  said  road,  or 
any  of  itd  branches,  with  the  railroad  of  any  other  com- 
pany, in  or  out  of  this  State,  and  may  purchase  or  lease, 
and  operate  any  railroad  connecting  with  the  road  or 
branches  of  said  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  it  may  consolidate  with,  and  make  running 
and  operating  arrangements  with,  any  other  railroad 
company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the 
contracting  parties;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  fran- 
chises and  subscriptions  of  stock  granted  and  subscribed 
to  any  other  railroad  company  to  be  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  said  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and   the  like   powers  and  privileges  are   hereby 
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1870.       granted   to  any   railroad   company    with   which   it   ntray 
contract. 

§3.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  are  em-

jority of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  precinct  or  precincts 
Voting  at  Kttch  electron-,  then  the  county  judge  shall  levy  a

ment of   same,   that   sheriffs   by    law    are    liable    for    on 
account  of    not    paying   over   the   State    revenue,  to    be 
collected  in  the  same  way;  and   said   company  shall,  on 
the    presentation   of   the   receipts  hereby  required   to  he 
given  by  said  sherilf  to  each  tax-payer  for  tnxes  so  paiJ 
by  him  or  her  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars,  issue 
a  certificate  of  stock  to  the  legal  holder  thereof;  and  said 
receipts  are  hereby  made  assignable. 
.§  5.  That  any  county,  city,  town,  district  or  districts  of 
GnnntieB,  Ac,  Counties,  which   has  or  may  hereafter  subscribe  ior   the 
■SntiUed'odtv^  stock  of  the  saJd   company,  payable   in   bonds,  shall   be 
iaeuiid,&o.        entitled  to  the  dividends  that  may  be  declared  on  such 
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ctock ;  and  the  holders  of  tax  receipts,  given  for  taxes 
collected  to  pay  interest  on  said  bonds,  shall  be  entitled 
to  stock  for  the  amount  of  said  receipts,  as  provided  in 
the  charter  of  said  company;  but  it  such  county,  city, 
town,  or  dirstrict  shall  levy  and  collect  a  tax  to  pay  the 
principal  of  t«nid  bond:fi,  then  such  county,  city,  town,  or 
district  shall  he  divested  of  stock  to  the  extent  of  the 
payinent  of  said  principal  by  said  taxes,  and  the  same 
shall  vest  in  the  holders  of  the  receipts  given  for  said 
taxes. 

§  IS.  The  bonds  of  a  county  issued  for  stock  shall  be 
signed  by  the  county  jud;|£e,  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court,  the  coupons  to  be  signed  by 
the  clerk  alone.  Those  of  cities  shall  be  signed  by  the 
mayor  or  president  of  the  city  council  thereof,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  city  clerk,  the  coupons  to  be  signed  by 
the  clerk  aiotie ;  and  those  of  towns  to  be  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  countersigned  by 
the  town  cterk,  the  coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  town 
clerk  alone. 

i  7.  That  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  said 
company  are  hereby  empowered  to  increase  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  to  ten  millions  of  dollars,  whenever 
they  Kbatt  deem  the  interest  of  the  company  requires  it; 
and  they  are  authorized  to  i<eil  the  bonds  of  said  company 
to  ftny  amount  not  exceeding  six  millions  of  dolUrs,  in 
denominaliond  not  le.ss  than  t>ne  hundred  nor  more  than 
tefi  thousand  dollars,  with  coupons  attached.  Said  bcmds 
shall  be  net^otiabie  and  payable  to  bearer  not  more  than 
tfaiity  years  from  date,  bearing  an  interest  of  not  more 
thHii  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
and  i>igned  by  the  pret<ident  of  the  company,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary  thereof,  with  the  seal  of  the  com- 
pany affixed,  the  coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  secretary 
atone  ;  and  to  secure  payment  of  said  bonds  by  deeds<  of 
mortgage  on  the  road  and  property  of  the  company,  to  be 
•pecitied  therein. 

§  8.  That  in  order  to  create  and  secure  a  fund  for  the 
finni  payiiient  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  company,  said 
company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  create 
and  lonn  a  sinking  fund  lor  that  purpose,  in  that'  way 
deemed  mo:«t  advantageous  and  practicable  by  the  board 
x>f  directors  to  effect  said  payment. 

§  t>.  That  any  sheriff  who  shall  collect  taxes  levied  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  charter  of  said  company,  and  any 
amendment  thereto,  shall,  with  his  sureties  on  his  official 
bond, .be  responsible  for  the  same,  and  lor  ten  per  cent, 
dartiages  thereon  for  the  non-payment  of  the  same,  as  re- 
quired by  the  charter  ol  said  company;  and  the  same  may 
be  recovered  ol  said  sheriff  and   his  sureties,  or  any  of 
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1870.       them,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  upon  motion,  ten 
days'  notice  of  such  motion  being  first  given. 

§  10.  That  sheriffs  and  other  officers,  having  in  their 
hands  for  collection  taxes  levied  under  said  act  of  incor- 
poration, and  this  amendment  thereto,  shall  use  all  the 
remedies  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  distraining  and 
selling  personal  property,  which  sheriffs  are  authorized 
to  use  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue;  and  when 
such  officer  shall  be  unable  to  find  personal  property 
liable  to  sale  for  the  unpaid  tax  of  any  individual  or 
corporation,  he  may  levy  the  same  on  any  real  estate  of 
such  person  or  corporation  situated  in  his  county,  and  sell 
the  same  under  the  regulations  prescribed  by  law  for  sell- 
ing real  estate  under  executions;  and  all  such  taxes  shall 
be  a  lien  on  the  real  estate  of  the  person  taxed  .which 
shall  lie  in  the  county  in  which  such  tax  is  levied ;  but 
the  owner  of  any  real  estate  sold  may  redeem  the  same 
within  five  years  after  such  sale,  b)r  paying  the  purchase 
money  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon,  with  all 
taxes  of  every  description  paid  by  the  purchaser  or  his 
assigns  on  said  property  after  said  sale,  and  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum  thereon.  That  the  sheriff  or  other  officer 
making  such  sale  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate 
of  purchase,  which  shall  describe  the  real  estate  sold,  and 
state  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  date  of 
sale;  which  certificate  shall  be  lodged  by  the  purchaser 
or  his  assigns  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  within 
sixty  days,  who  shall  record  the  same,  and  any  assignment 
thereon,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  collect  a  fee  of  one  dollar 
therefor;  and  if  such  certificate  shall  not  be  lodged  for 
record  as  herein  provided,  the  land  described  therein  may 
be  redeemed  at  any  time  within  fifteen  years,  on  paying 
the  purchase  money  and  six  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon, 
and  other  taxes  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  thereon.  Said  certificates  of  purchase  shall 
be  assignable  by  a  written  indorsement  thereon ;  and  if 
the  land  described  in  any  such  certificate  shall  not  be 
redeemed  within  the  time  provided  herein,  the  legal  hold* 
er  of  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deed,  to  be  made  by 
the  CQunty  clerk,  conveying  to  such  holder  all  the  title  of 
such  defaulting  tax-payer  in  and  to  the  land  described  in 
such  certificate;  but  if  the  land  shall  be  redeemed  within, 
the  time  limited  herein,  the  county  clerk  shall  indorse  on 
the  margin  of  said  record  book,  opposite  such  certificate, 
the  fact  that  the  land  has  been  redeemed,  and  the  date  of 
such  redemption. 

§  11.  Thatahe  county  court  of  any  county  that  has  sub-

Be  it  enaeted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comn¥>nwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

(  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby  created,  under 
the  name  and  style  ot  the  Sprinitsfield,  Willic>burg,  Anti- 
och,  and  Fox  Creek  Turnpike  lioad  Company,  which  shall

said  company,  at  some  convenient  point,  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  officers,  which  shall  be  given  by  notice  at 
three  of  the  most  public  places,  on  or  near  the  line  of  the 
contemplated  road,  for  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
meeting;  and  at  said  meeting  at  least  two  of  said  com- 
missioners must  be  present  to  superintend  the  election. 
There  shall  be  elected  a  president  and  five  directors,  who 
shall  bold  their  office  for  one  year  from  the  day  of  their 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  duly 
qualified.  The  said  directors  shall  elect  a  treasurer  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  and  said

That  if  ihe  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with 
the  owners  pf  «aid  land  over  or  through  which  said  road 
is  to  pass,  as  to  damages  the  owner  or  owners  may  sus- 
tain by  reason  of  the  road  passing  through  said  lands,  the 
president  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in 
which  said  lands  are  situated  for  a  writ  of  ad  ^uod  dam^ 
num,  to  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  b^"  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land;  and  upon  the  payment  or 
tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  \re  lawful  for  the 
president  and  directors  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and 
dig  and  c;arry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material 
necessary  to  ihe  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road, 
after  paying  the  owner  the  full  value  of  same. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  severally  take  an' 
oath  faiibfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
oiEces  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

§  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  may  put  said  road 
ander  contract,  or  any  portion  of  it,  for  the  construction, 
v  henever  the  board  shall  deem  it  right  and  proper. 

§  10.  That  the  county  court  of  Washington  county  is 
hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  turnpike  com- 
pany to  the  amount  of  twenty-four  thousand  doilars ;  and 
tt>e  county  court  of  eaid  county  is  authorised  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  countv  to  that  amount.  All  said  bonds  shall 
be  payable  to  bearer,  bearing  any  rate  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
payabk  at  such  times  as  they  tnay  designate,  not  exceed- 
ing five  years  from  date.  But  before  any  such  subscrip- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  county  shall  be  valid  or  binding  on 
the  same,  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall  submit  the 
question  of  such  subscription  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county  at  the  next  August  election;  and  should  a  n^ajority 
of  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  said  election  vote  in  favor 
of  Fubsciibiiig  said  stock  in  said  turnpike  company,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  county  court  to  make  the  subscription 
in  the  name  of  the  county,  and  proceed  to  issue  the  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  such  subscription,  as  hereinbefore  direct- 
ed. And  the  county  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  levy,  aonually,  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  taxa* 
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ble  property  in  said  county,  as  listed  and  t«ixed  under  the  1870. 
revenue  laws  of  this  State,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bond:^  as  it  accrues,  together  with  the  cost 
of  collecting  the  same..  They  are  also  authorized  and 
required  to  make  provision  for  paying  said  bonds  at  their 
maturity;  and  to  enable  them  to  do  this,  they  may  estab- 
lish a  sinking  fund,  and  loan  out  the  same  at  any  rate  of 
interest  they  can  obtain,  and  if  necessary,  collect  the  same 
by.  law,  or  may  adopt  such  other  means  as  to  them  may 
seem  proper  and  expedient;  and  may  levy  and  collect 
taxes  annually,  or  otherwise,  on  the  property  aforesaid  for 
this  purpose. 

§  il.  The  county  judge  shall  appoint  a  treiisurer  or  re- 
ceiver, whos^e  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  the  money  from 
the  tax-payers  of  the  county  for  the  turnpike,  and  he  shall 
give  bond  and  approved  security  to  the  county  judge  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall  receive  a 
compensation,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent  of  the  amount 
received  by  him. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tax- payers  of  the 
county  to  pay  to  the  treasurer,  at  his  office,  or  other 
place  de!<ignated  by  him,  the  turnpike  tax  on. or  before 
the  first  day  of  December  of  each  yeai;;  but  the  place 
of  collection  shall  be  at  Springfield,  the  county  seat  of 
the  county. 

^  13.  If  any  tax-payer  refuse  or  fail  to  pay  to  the 
treasurer  the  amount  of  fax  due  from  him  by  the  first 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  he  shall  be  liable  for 
such  delinquency  to  ten  per  cent,  damages  on  the  sum 
unpaid. 

^  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  make 
out  a  list  of  the  tax  uncollected  by  him  upon  the  first 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  within  ten  days  there- 
aiter,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  sheriff,  who  shall 
collect  the  unpaid  tax,  with  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  which 
ten  per  cent,  he  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  col- 
lecting, and  said  sherifi*  shall  settle  and  pay  over  the 
tax  collected  by  him  from  said  delinquents  to  the  receiver, 
at  the  same  time  that  sheriffs  are  required  to  pay  the 
State  revenue,  and  shall  be  liable  for  failure  to  do  so, 
to  the  same  penalties  as  are  now  impot^ed  upon  him. 

§  15.  The  presiding  judge  of  said  county  shall,  by 
written  notice,  ten  days  before  said  election,  in  each 
precinct,  p<»sted  in  one  or  more  public  places,  and  at 
the  place  of  voting,  that  the  question  of  voting  for  said 
tax  will  take  place  on  that  day  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  he  shall  cause  a  poll  to  be  opened  for  or  against 
same,  and  said  fV)ll-book  to  be  returned  and  examined, 
in  like  manner,  as  now  exist  by  law. 

}  16.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  grade  of  said  road,  and  its  covering  with  stone  or 
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1870.  gravel;  may  designate  the  place  for  the  toll-gates,  fix  the 
rates  of  toll,  not,  however,  exceeding  the  rate  fixed  by  the 
general  laws ;  they  may  erect  a  gate  on  said  road,  when 
two  and  a  half  miles  of  said  road  is  completed. 

(  17.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  615. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  Trespassinfir  on  tiie  Groands  of  the  Henderson  Fair 

Gompaiij. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  irresponsible  per- 
sons are  constantly  trespassing  upon  the  grounds  of  the 
Henderson  Fair  Company,  by  breaking  open  gates,  fenc- 
ing, and  committing  other  depredations;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  tke  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  any  person  who  shall  hereafter  trespass  upon 
the  grounds  of  the  Henderson  Fair  Company  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  convictioo, 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  less  than  fifty  dollars. 

§  2.  The  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  the  fine  shall 
be  by  warrant,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  from 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  saivi  county,  or  by  indictment 
in  the  Henderson  circuit  court;  and  in  ca^e  of  warrant 
from  a  justice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney 
to  prosecute;  and  in  case  of  indictment,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  to  prosecute; 
such  Httorney  to  have  thirty  per  cent,  of  all  fines  collected, 
provided  be  prosecutes  as  herein  required. 

§  3.  All  fines  collected  under  this  act  (less  prosecuting 
attorney's  fees)  shall  be  paid  to  the  board  of  trur^tees  of 
the  Henderson  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Henderson. 

\  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  616.

^  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Kingston  and  Scaffold  Cane  Hill  Turn- 
pike Rond  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artifi- 
cial road  from  a  point  at  or  near  Kingston,  on  the  Rich- 
mond and  Big  Hill  Turnpike  Road,  thence  by  or  near 
Johnson's  shop  to  the  Madison  county  line,  at  or  near  the 
ScaflTold  Cane  Hill.  The  following  persons  are  appointed 
as  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock,  viz: 
William  Boulware,  Will.  D.  Moore,  W.  W.  West,  Will. 
Johnson,  and  Jeff.  W.  Parkes. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  the  shares 
into  which  said  capital  stock  shall  be  divided,  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  commissioners  above  named,  and  may 
be  diminished  or  enlarged  by  the  president  and  directors, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may 
require.

Upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  said 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  they  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  afore-

§  5.  The  county  court  of  Madison  is  hereby  authorized

§  5.  Whenever  five  thousand  dolUr«  shall  h'we  been 
feubscf ibed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  com- 
missioners above  named,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  act, 
sbntl  notiiy  the  subscribers  of  a  meeting,  to  be  held  at 
some  convenient  time  and  place,  for  the  purpose  of  choos- 
ing a  president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  constitute  a 
board  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  company. 
This  board  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualilied.  They  shall  be  stock- 
holders in  said  company,  and  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  an  oath,  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  binding  them  to  a  faithful,  honest,  and  itn- 
partial  performance  of  their  official  duties.  In  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  each  stockholder  may  cast  one  vote  for 
every  share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  and  .may  vote  by 
proxy, 

^  G.  Said  board  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  prescribe  his 
duties,  fix  his  compensation,  and  remove  him  at  pleas- 
ure; they  may  require  him  to  give  bond,  with  good  se- 
curity, honestly  to  account  for  all  moneys  that  m'dy  xsome 
info  his  hands,  and  faithlully  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office;  which  bond  shall  be  tiled  and  kept  with  the  papers 
of  said  coinpany.  iSaid  board  may  also  appoint  gate- 
keepers, and  such  other  employees  and  agentn  as  they 
may  deetn  necessary;  and  may  make  such  by- laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  lor  their  own  government,  and  the  gov- 
ernment ot  their  agents  and  employees,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  tiii-*  act  or 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

^7.  Said  board  may  procure  by  gift,  release,  or  pur- 
chase, the  right  of  way  for  their  road,  and  the  m>iteri»ils 
necessary  to  huild  the  same  ;  but  if  they  bhall  not  be  able 
to  agree  with  the  owners  of  such  land  and  materials  as 
it  niuy  be  necessary  to  have  lor  the  construction  of  said 
road   as   to  their  value,  or  as  to  the  damages  to  be  sus- 
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1870.  tained  by  them  in  the  removal  of  such  materialn,  and  the 
building  and  passage  of  the  road  through  their  landa,  then 
said  board  may  proceed  to  obtam  writs  of  ad  quod  damnum 
to  condemn  such  land  and  materials,  and  to  assess  the 
damages  to  be  sustained  by  the  owners;  and  after  the 
payment  or  tender  to  them  of  the  damages  so  as^e^sed, 
they  may  proceed  to  take  and  use  such  land  and  materials 
for  the  construction  of  their  road. 

§  8.  Said  board  may  let  out  for  construction  any  portion 
of  said  road  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  and  may  continue  to  let  out  other  por- 
tions of  said  road  as  fast  as  the  money  to  build  such  por- 
tions shall  be  subscribed,  and  so  on  until  the  road  shall 
be  finished.  As  soon  as  two  and  a  half  miles  of  said 
road  shall  have  been  finished,  said  board  may  erect  a 
gate,  appoint  a  keeper,  and  collect  such  toll  thereat,  as 
is  allowed  at  a  half  gate  by  the  Revised  Statutes. 

§  9.  The  entire  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  feet,  nor  the  elevation  of  the  grade  four  degrees; 
the  width  of  metal  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  feet,  and 
its  depth  not  less  than  ten  inches, 

§  10.  Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  said 
road,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  there/br,  which  shall  be  recovera- 
ble at  law  as  other  fines  ;  and  when  collected,  shall  be 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  company.  Said  board 
may  pass  by-laws,  fixing  fines  for  the  failure  or  refusal 
on  the  part  of  any  one  to  pay  toll,  or  for  the  evasion  of 
the  same;  which  fines  may  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of 
like  amount;  and  when  collected,  shall  be  for  the  use  of 
said  company. 

$11.  This  company  shall   have  all  the  powers,  rights 
and  privileges,  granted  by  general  law  to  similar  corpo- 
•  rations.

$  12.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  619. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Ballard  County  Court  to  changre  the  State  Road 
between  Caney  Creek  and  Columbus,  in  Ballard  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Ballard  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  commissioners  to  change  or  straight- 
en the  State  road  between  Caney  creek  and  Columbus,  in 
said  county;  and  upon  the  report  of  said  commissioners, 
showing  that  the  change  in  said  road  is  upon  as  good 
ground,  and  no  further  than  it  is  where  it  now  runs  to  Co- 
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loinhcis  from  said  Caney  creek,  said  change  or  alteration       1870. 
vhall  be  made  by  said  coart. 
^  3.  Thid  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  620. 

AN  ACT  to   amend   the   Charter    of   the   Looisyille    and   Chattanooga 

Grand  frank  Railroad. 

Be  it  enacts  by  the  General  AsserMy  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entit>ed  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the 
LoQisville  and  Chattanooga  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,'^ 
approved  March  1,  1870,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  as  follows,  to-wit : 

§  2.  Said  LoQisville  and  Chattanooga  Grand  Trank 
Railroad  shall  have  power  to  construct  and  operate  a 
line  of  railroad  and  telegraph,  from  a  point  at  or  near 
Looisville,  along  such  route  as  may  be  deemed,  by  the 
president  and  directors,  most  direct  and  practicable,  to 
a  point  on  the  line  dividing  the  States  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  in  the  nearest  practicable  line  between  Louis* 
ville,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  Chattanooga,  in  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  to  connect  with  such  railroad  as  may 
be  incorporated  by  the  State  of  Tennesaee,  for  the  exten- 
sion through  that  State  and  completion  of  such  contin^ 
uous  line  of  railway  from  Louisville  to  Chattanooga; 
and  said  Grand  Trunk  Railroad  shall  have  power  to  ac- 
<iaire  such  lands  as  may  be  deemed  requisite  for  switches, 
depots,  machine  shops,  turn-outs,  and  stock-pens,  in  the 
sanae  manner  as  provided  in  said  act  for  acquiring  the 
right  of  way. 

$  3.  Said  Grand  Trunk  Railroad  may  issue  and  sell  its 
bonds,  in  sums  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  less,  with  coa«> 
pons  for  semi-annual  interest  thereto  attached,  to  an 
amonnt  not  exceeding  five  millions  of  dollars ;  such 
bonds  shall  have  not  more  than  thirty  years  to  run, 
and  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per 
cent,  per  annum ;  the  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  company, 
and  have  the  seal  of  the  company  thereto  attached,  and 
the  coupons  for  interest  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  ; 
and  said  corporation  may  secure  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interests  of  said  bonds  by  a  mortgage 
lien  on  its  road-bed,  buildings,  rolling  stock,  equip- 
ments, and  other  properties,  and  on  its  rights,  fran- 
chises, privileges,  and  immunities,  so  as  to  secure  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  under  such   lieni  all    the 
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1S70*  properties,  franchises,  privileges,  and  immnnitiea^  heTdF 
and  enjoyed  by  such  corporation.  Said  bonds  and  coti- 
pons  n^kall  be  payable  to  bearer  at  such  ptace  as  may  be* 
desig^nated. 

§  4.  That  if  any  eronnty,  city,  or  town  shall  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  LouicuviHe  and  Cbattanooe:» 
Grand  Trunk  Railro-ad,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  such  county,  the 
mayor  and  council  of  such  city,  and  the  board  of  trustees* 
of  such  town,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  city,  county,  or 
town,  and  shall  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax 
sufficient  to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  bonds- 
issued,  and  the  cost  of  collecting  such  tax  on  all  the  real 
estate  and  personal  property  in  said  county,  city,  or  town, 
subject  to  tHipation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the  State, 
including  the  amounts  owned  by  the  residents  of  sucb 
eounty,  city,  or  town,  which  ought  to  be  given  in  under  tbe 
equalizHtion  hiws. 

^  &.  That  if  any  election  district  or  districts  in  any 
eounty  shall  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  coun^ 
fy  court  of  said  county  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  district 
or  districts  in  payment  thereof,  in  every  respect  as  \F 
such  subscription  had  been  made  by  the  county,  except 
that  the  bonds  shall  show  on  their  face  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts for  which  they  are  issued,  and  such  districts  shall  be 
alone  hound  to  pay  said  bonds,  and  their  interest,  and  a 
tax  BhatI  be.  levied  to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  said 
district  bonds,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided to  be  levied  to  pay  tbe  interest  on  the  bondi»  of  the 
counties. 
^  §  0.  That  on  the  first  day  of  January  nest,  after  a  divi- 

dend shall  have  been  declared  by  this  comp^iny  upon  the 
capital  stock,  and  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pree<ident 
to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Oominonwealth  twenty- 
five  cents  per  share  on  each  and  every  share  of  »tack  of 
said  company,  which  sum,  when  thus  paid,  shall  be  in  full 
of  all  taxation.  State,  county,  or  city,  on  said  railroad  ami 
its  franchises,  rights  and  property,  represented  by  its  stock, 
and  in  lieu  of  all  taxation  whatever.

§  1.  That  Henry  Bird,  B.  K.  Bailey,  Wm.  N.  Stephens, 
Wm.  G.  Williams,  Wm.  Cor  ley,  Monroe  Flood,  and  Levi 
Smith,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constttttted  a  board  of 
mana|2:er8  to  construct  a  turnpilce  road  on  the  following 
route,  viK  :  Commencing  at  a  bridge  on  WiUon  Thomas* 
farm,  on  the  Mulberry  and  Eminence  Turnpike  Road; 
thence  up  Clear  creeic,  through  Wilson  Thomas  and  Phil- 
emon Bird^s  land,  until  it  strikes  the  Drennon's  Lick  dirt 
road ;  thence  with  the  Drennon^s  Lick  and  Harrodsburg 
road  to  the  corner  of  A.  C.  Tucker,  Sally  Myles,  and  Wm. 
N.  Stephens,  or  near  there  ;  thence  through  the  lands  of 
Wm.  N.  Stephens,  A.  C.  Tucker,  and  W.  P.  D.  Bush,  on 
the  mos<t  direct  and  practicable  route  to  the  railroad,  at 
t>r  near  Cropper^s  old  depot ;  thence,  taking  Kuntc's  survey, 
from  said  railroad  to  the  Frankfort  and  New  Castle  dirt 
road,  at  an  elm  tree  at  the  corner  of  Na^h  and  Scobee.

They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  and 
franchi:>es  of  a  body-corporate  and  politic;  and  as  such 
shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  taking,  and  holding,  to 
them  and  their  successors  and  as:<igns,  and  of  selling  and 
conveying,  in  fee  simple,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and 
estates,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work;  and  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  before  any  and  all  courts  of 
competent  jurisdiction  ;  also  to  have  a  common  seal,  and 
break,  alter,  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  as  a  corpo- 
rate body  may  lawfully  do;  a  majority  of  said  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each ;  said  directors  shall  keep  a  book,  a  fair  regie* 
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1870.  ^^^  of  their  transactions,  regulate  the  subscription  of  stock, 
draw  orders  on  their  treasurer  for  any  sums  necessary  tcr 
pay  contracts  by  them  made  or  signed  by  the  president  of 
the  company,  which  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  one  or  more 
of  the  subscribers. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board,  by  and  with  sar^ 
Teyor,  engineer,  and  chain-carrier,  to  enter  into  and  upon 
the  lands  and  inciosures  of  any  person  along  said  road,  ta 
locate  said  turnpike  road,  or  any  part  thereof;  also  to  ex- 
amine and  use  quarries  and  beds  of  stone  and  gravel,  and 
all  other  materials  necessary  in  constructing  said  road,  or 
keeping  the  same  in  repair;  also  to  have  full  power  to  6s, 
upon  and  locate  the  route  for  said  road. 

^  5  That  when  said  board  shall  have  located  said  road, 
or  any  part  thereof,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  go  upon 
the  land  or  lands  of  any  and  all  persons,  and  take  there- 
from any  material  necessary  to  make  said  road,  or  keep 
the  same  in  repair,  at  an  agreed  price,  if  they  can  agree 
upon  the  price  thereof;  and  in  the  event  of  a  disagreement 
as  to  said  value,  the  board  may  apply  to  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  in  which  said  material  may  lie  for  a 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum;  and  said  justice  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  issue  said  writ  directed  to  any  constable  of 
bhelby  county,  directing  him  to  summon  five  housekeep- 
ers in  the  vicinity  to  meet  on  the  premises  and  assess  the 
value  of  said  materials,  and  also  the  damages  done  in 
hauling  the  same  from  and  over  said  premises.  Either 
party  shall  have  the  right  to  object  to  any  of  said  jurors, 
for  cause  shown,  and  others  may  be  summoned  until  a 
jury  is  made  for  said  purpose. 

^  6.  That  said  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  right 
to  determine  the  width  of  the  road,  also  the  grade,  and 
depth  of  stone  or  gravel  on  the  same ;  and  when  two  and 
a  half  continuous  miles  or  more  shall  be  finished,  said 
board  may  appoint  a  gate-keeper,  and  erect  a  gate  upon 
said  road,  and  charge  and  collect  tolls  for  the  use  of  said 
road  :  Provided,  The  rates  shall  not  exceed,  in  proportion 
to  the  distance  traveled,  the  rates  now  allowed  by  the 
general  rates  embraced  in  the  Revised  Statutes 

§  7.  That  said  board  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase 
not  less  than  half  an  acre,  nor  more  than  two  acres,  of 
land,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  gate  and  toll-house 
thereon,  at  such  price  as)  may  be  agreed  on ;  but  in  ca^e 
of  a  failure  to  agree,  thty  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire 
the  same  in  the  way  by  which  they  may  acquire  stone 
and  other  materials,  as  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this 

act. 

^  8.  That  the  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  right  to 
regulate  the  tolls  on  said  road  from  time  to  time,  provided 
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they  do  not  put  tbem  tiigher  than  the  tolls  on  the  main  1870. 
turnpike  roads  that  pass  through  said  county  of  Shelby,  or 
than  the  rates  allowed  by  law.  The  location  and  survey 
made  by  Kuntz  on  the  east  of  the  railroad,  from  Cropper's 
depot  to  the  elm  tree  on  the  Frankfort  and  New  Castle 
Road,  shall  be  adopted,  and  is  hereby  legalized. 

$  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  622. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Lancaster. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  twentieth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  regard  to  the 
town  of  Lancaster,  and  for  other  purposes,'*  approved 
March  9,  1867,  be  so  amended  as  to  limit  the  tax  on 
taverns  Mn  said  town;  imposed  by  the  trustees  thereof,  to 
the  sum  of  thirty  dollars;  but  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
licenses  already  granted. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  623. 

AN  ACT  %9  incorporate  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Henderson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ef  the  Commonwealth 
^f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  hank  of  deposit 
in  the  city  of  Henderson,  with  a  capital  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  may 
be  by  the  board  of  directors  increased  to  one  hundred 
thoaaand  dollars,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  here- 
inafter specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Deposit  Bank  of 
Henderson,  and  shall  so  continue  for  fifty  years  from  its 
organization;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  im- 
pleading and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  defend- 
ing, in  all  courts  and  places  whatever.  It  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the' same  at  pleas- 
ure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
«f  five  diractorB,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder; 
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I'STO*  ^^^y  sh&n  be  residents  of  this  State,  and  after  the  first 
election,  shaH  be  etecied  annually  on  the  second  Monday 
in  January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
eessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  elect  one 
of  their  number  president,  and  shaH  hold  regular  meet- 
ings at  sQch  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and 
other  meetings  may  be  had  whenever  deemed  necessary; 
and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  direcror, 
the  vacancy  sha)l  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors.  The 
directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  sobscriptio>ns  for  so 
many  of  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company  remain- 
ing unsoM  as  they  may,  at  any  timej  choose  to  sell ;  to 
declare  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  oi>t  of  the  business,

ing said  (Stock. 

§  3.  Wiiliam  B.  Woodruff,  Geo.  M.  Priest,  E.  W.  Wor- 
sbam,  John  C.  Stapp,  and  P.  A.  Blackwell,  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners,  any  three  of  whom  may  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  tbe  capital  stock  ;  and 
when  two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  have  been  subscribed,. 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  city  of  Henderson,  and  appoint  a  day  for 
the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  bold  their 
ofiices  until  the  ensuing  annua)  election.  Tbe  payment 
for  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  follows :  Five 
dollars  on  each  share  at  tbe  time  of  subscribing,  and 
twenty  dollars  within  ten  days  after  tbe  election  of  the 
first  board  of  directors,  and  tbe  residue  in  installmenta 
of  twenty-five  dollars  on  each  sbare  every  thirty  days: 
Provided,  That  after  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid,  the  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  prolong  the  time  for  the  payment  of  tbe  residue; 
and  should  any  of  the  subscribers  fail  to  pay  for  their 
subscription  of  stock  as  herein  provided,  after  giving  no- 
tice ol'  their  iutention  in  some  newspaper  in  said  city  for 
thirty  days,  the  directors  may,  by  resolution  entered  on 
their  records,  forfeit  such  stock,  and  resell  the  same  at 
such  time  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and  all  partial

felted,  shall  be  held  for  the  benefit  «f  the  corporation.  187dL 
Said  corporation  may  commence  b«isiner«8  «o  soon  as 
twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  shafl  have  been 
paid  in,  and  th«  president  and  directors  first  ^ected  0haH 
have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  sach  payment  before  soma 
Ittdge,  justtoe,  or  not»ry  puMie.

at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  eicceeding  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  he  ag;peed  upon  with  the 
depositors  hy  special  or  ge«ieral  contract;  ra^y  deal  ia  the 
loaning  of  money,  exchaage,  pnemissory  notes,  and  ether 
evidences  of  debt;  take  personal  and  other  securiues  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  former  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  in  sAl  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do 
cinder  the  4aw;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotia- 
h\e  and  payable  at  its  hanking  house,  or  at  a4iy  incor* 
porated  baink,  and  inland  bills,  when  suoh  promissory 
notes  and  -inland  bills  have  been  discounted  by  it,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  fooling  of  foreign  bills 
<rf*  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  he  had  thereon,  jointly 
and  severally,  against  -Che  drawers,  iadorsers,  and  other 
parties  thereto. 

§^.  The  said  corporatton  may  acquire,  b<rfd,  possess, 
«ise,  occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goeJs  and  chat- 
tels, as  may  be  convenieiit  for  the  <transacti«n  of  its  bus- 
iness, or  which  may  he  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any 
•debt,  or  purchased  ia  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment, 
or  decree,  and  seil  and  convey  tbe«ame.  And  they  may

§  0.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  affairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose.  And  said  bank  shall 
Hot  charge  a  higher  rate  of  ii^erest,  discount,  or  exchange,, 
than  is  allowed  by  law  to  other  banks  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage;  but  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the 
Kight  to  amead^  modify,  or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure.

Be  U  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  of  Mercer  be,  and  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  subscribe  a  sum  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($400,000),  and  the  county 
«f  Boyle  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  &fty  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  SSbelby  Railroad 
Company,  upon  the  terms,  conditions,  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  ifn  the  act  to  which  tbis  is  an  amendment. 

$  2.  That  Shelby  county  be,  and  is  hereby,  autborized* 
and  empowered  to  subscribe  one  hundred  thousand  dollars' 
($100,000)  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  upon  the 
terms,,  caadLtLoas>  and  in  the  meaner  that  a  part  of  saLd 
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coanty  described  in  the  second  section  of  said  act  was       1870. 
authorized  by  said  net  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company :  Provided,  however.  That  said  subscription 
shall  only  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  road  east  or 
southeast  of  Shelbyville,  along  the  most  practicable  route, 
to  Lawrenceburg  or  Harrodsburg:    Arid  provided  further. 
That  said  sub^^cription  shall  not  be  valid,  and  no  tax  shall 
be  collected  to  pay  the  same,  until  the  county  of  Mercer 
shall   have  sub;i>cribed    at   least   three  hundred   and   fifty 
thousand  dollare<,  and  the  county  of  Boyle  at  least  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  as  provided  herein  :  It  is  further 
provided.  That  when  a  valid  subscription  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  made  as  provided  herein,  it  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  that  amount  voted  by  the  county  of  Shelby 
to  the   Cumberland  and  Ohio   Railroad   Company,  upon 
the  condition  that  it  should  be  given  or  subscribed  to  the 
Shelby  Kailroad   Company;  and   the  subscription  of  the 
county  of  Shelby  to  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  shall  then  be  reduced  to  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars.     In  taking  the  vote  under  this  section,  the  polls 
■hall  be  opened  at  alt  of  the  precincts  in  said  county  in 
which  any  of  the  voters  within  the  aforesaid   boundary 
may  reside:   Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed 
•o  as  to  interfere  with  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  con- 
ferred upon  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
Dor  so  as  to  alter  or  change  the  subscription,  or  the  terms 
thereof,  made  by  Shelby  county  to  the  Cumberland  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company.     And  in  the  order  of  submission 
to  the  voters  of  Shelby  county  mentioned  herein,  it  is  to 
be  expressed  in  the  submission,  and  the  subscription  voted, 
upon  the  condition  that  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  shall  have  the  right  to  exchange  one  hun- 
dred  thousand    dollars   of  her   stock,   subscribed    by   the 
county  of  Shelby,  for  the  same  amount  of  stock  in  the 
Shelbyville  Railroad  Company,  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  Shelby  county  voted  the 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  said   Cumberland  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company. 

§  3.  That  when  any  county  or  part  of  a  county,  city, 
town,  or  precinct,  shall  have  delivered  its  bonds  in  pay- 
ment for  stock  subscribed,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation, and  to  vote  the  amount  of  such  stock  in  any 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company.  The  stock 
owned  by  a  county  shall  be  represented  by  the  county 
judge  and  all  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county. 
Stock  owned  by  a  part  of  a  county  or  a  precinct,  by  the 
county  judge,  and  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  residing  in 
the  district  or  precinct  taxed ;  stock  owned  by  a  city  or 
town,  by  its  general  council  or  board  of  trustees ;  and 
these  several  bodies  may  designate  a  suitable  person  or

1870.  persons  as  their  proxies  to  represent  them  in  any  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company.  It  shall  be  the  doty 
of  the  county  judge  to  call  together  at  the  county  seat  the 
justices  entitled  to  vote,  and  to  cause  their  action  to  be 
spread  upon  the  records  of  the  county  court. 

$  4.  In  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  the  company 
may  change  the  location  heretofore  made,  not  to  exceed 
one  mile  from  the  original  line,  without  forfeiture  of  rights 
of  way  heretofore  granted  ;  nor  shall  lapse  of  time,  since 
the  grant  of  a  right  of  way,  be  a  bar  to  the  assertion  of 
all  the  rights  of  the  company  under  such  grant;  but  dam- 
age or  injury  to  improvements  mnde  since  the  grant  shall 
be  paid  by  the  company,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed 
in  the  manner  provided  by  its  charter.  This  section 
ehall  apply  to  all  written  relinquishments  of  right  of 
way,  whether  by  deed  or  bond. 

$  5.  That  so  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment as  requires  said  company,  in  constructing  their  roads 
through  the  counties  of  Anderson,  Mercer,  and  Boyle,  to 
run  through  or  near  their  respective  county  seats,  is  here- 
by repealed:  Provided^  however^  That  the  subscription  of 
any  county  made,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  made,  upon 
the  condition  that  said  railroad  shall  he  so  constructed  as 
to  run  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  county  seat  of 
such  county,  or  within  a  prescribed  distance  therefrom 
named  in  the  order  of  the  county  court  submitting  the 
quet^tion,  shall  not  be  valid  and  obligatory  unless  sucli 
condition  is  complied  with. 

§  6.  Any  person  owning  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  or 
the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  may  present  them 
to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  or. part  of  a  county  issu* 
ing  them,  and  have  them  registered  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  him  for  that  purpose.

BeventV'five  cents  on  the  dollar. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

^  1.  That  the  said  Newport  Street  Railway  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  con- 
tract with  the  Covington  and  Cincinnati  Bridge  Com- 
pany to  run  street  cars  upon  said  bridge,  and  to  connect 
with  any  line  or  lines  of  street  railways  in  Covine:ton  or 
Cincinnati,  and  to  operate  the  same ;  and  also  to  extend 
their  line  or  lines  to  the  Newport  and  Cincinnati  Bridge  ; 
and  to  contract  with  the  Newport  and  Cincinnati  Bridge 
Company  for  running  street  cars  upon  said  bridge  ;  and  to 
connect  with  any  line  or  lines  of  street  railroads  in  New- 
port, Covington,  or  Cincinnati,  and  operate  the  same  ;  and 
may,  by  agreement  or  purchase,  at  any  time  lease,  con- 
solidate with,  acquire,  hold,  or  operate  any  other  street 
railway  or  interest  therein  in  any  of  said  cities  ;  and  also 
may,  in  like  manner,  dispose  of  any  such  rights  and  priv- 
ileges to  any  other  company  or  companies  thatHhall  un- 
dertake to  operate  their  road,  or  any  part  or  lines  thereof; 
and  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company,  may  i^sue  and  dispose  of  its  bonds,  bearing

Deedfui  papers,  obligations,  and  contracts  with,  to,  or  from 
any  other  companies,  corporators,  or  persons.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Alexan- 
dria, in  Campbell  county,  shall  be  extended  as  follows,  viz: 
Commenoii  ^  n  the  center  of  Main  street  and  in  the  cen^ 
ter  of  Wa.i^mgton  street,  at  the  point  where  they  cross 
each  other ;  thenc^  with  Main  street,  each  way,  one  half 
nijie,  and  with  Washington  street,  each  way,  one  half 
mile;  thence  running  at  right  angles  with  each  of  said 
lines,  making  the  limits  of  the  town  one  mile  square. 

§  2.  Provided  that  none  of  said  territory,  thus  taken  into 
said  town,  exceptnhat  part  already  laid  out  into  town  lots, 
shall  be  subject  to  corporation  taxes  until  said  lands  shall 
be  laid  out  into  town  lots  and  put  into  market:  Provided 
always,  That  all  the  houses  now  used,  or  to  be  used,  for 
dwelling-houses  inside  of  said  boundary,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  town  ordinances.

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  Wagoner,  as  president,  William  Watts, 
as  secretary,  Philip  Williams,  as  treasurer,  and  Joseph 
Turner  and  Antony  Bearfield,  as  trustees,  and  their  sue* 
cessors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  crepted  a  body-politio 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  United  Brothers 
of  Friendi^hip,  or  the  Mysterious  Ten,  with  perpetual 
succession;  and  by  that  name  s«hall  be  capable  of  con* 
tracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  puing  and  being 
sued,  of  purchasing,  holding,  and  acquiring,  by  gift,  dona- 
tion or  device,  ail  such  real  and  personal  es«tate  as  may 
be  required  for  the  use  of  said  s'ociety,  and  of  receiving 
all  necessary  conveyances,  and  of  selling,  disponng  of, 
and  conveying  ail  such  real  or  personal  estate  as  they 
may  now  have,  or  hereafter  acquire :  Provided^  The 
amount  invested  or  vested  in  real  estate,  exclusive  of 
buildings  thereon,  shall,  at  no  time,  exceed  live  thou* 
Band  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be,  and  is  hereby  confided,  to  John  Wag- 
oner, William  Watts,  Joseph  Turner,  Philip  Williams, 
and  Antony  Bearfield,  and  their  successors,  as  trustees 
thereof,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  contracts  of  said  society;  and  service  of  pro- 
cess or  notice  on  any  one  of  whom  shall  be  sufilcient 
notice  to  said  corporation. 

$  3.  That  the  trustees  named,  and  as  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  secotid 
Friday  in  September,  1870,  when  the  members  of  said 
society  shall  elect  trustees,  and  continue  to  hold  their 
election  for  trustees  annually  on  the  second  Friday  of 
September  of  each  year:  Provided^  That  said  trustees, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  society,  shall  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  in   their  own  body,  and  pass  by-laws, 
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rales  and   regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of      1870.

$  4.  In  conveying  real  estate,  it  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  whole  board  of  trustees  to  join  in  such  conveyance, 
and  no  one,  not  a  member  of  the  society  at  the  time  of 
sale,  shall  he  eligible  as  trustee. 

§  5.  Said  hoard  of  trustees  may  require  a  bond,  with 
good  security,  of  the  treasurer,  for  the  faithful  account- 
ing for  all  money  or  nhoses  in  action  which  may  come 
into  his  hands  belonging  to  the  society.

No- 
tice thereof  shall  be  given  before  said  election,  by  written 
or  printed  advertisements,  which  shall  be  posted  up  by  the 
ebeiilT  at  some   public  place  in  each  election   precinct  in 
said  county,  for  thirty  days  before  said  election.     The  of- 
ficers of  the  election  shall   put  ^'distinctly"  to   each  voter 
the  question  "License?"  or 'SNo  license?"  and    the  names 
of  tho^e  voting  for  "License"    shall   be  recorded   in   one 
column,   and    the    names   of   those  Voting    *'No    license'' 
shall  be  recorded  in  another  column.

company,  to  be  mad«  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made  at 
«ach  time,  may  be  made  in  thirty  days  thereafter,  upon 
notice  publiahed  in  the  papers  aforesaid. 

$  6.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  may  be  called  any  time  during  the  interval  be- 
tween the  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owninii:  on« 
fourth  of  all  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  thirty  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  in  the 
newspapers  aforesaid ;  and  when  any  such  meeting  is 
called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the 
object' of  the  call ;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a 
majority  in  value  of  ail  the  stockholders  are  not  present 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  the  same  shall  be  adjourned  from 
da}'  to  da)',  without  transacting  any  business,  for  any  time 
not  exceeding  five  days;  and  if,  within  said  five  days, 
stockholders  having  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stock 
subscribed  do  not  attend,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  such 
meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
in  office  for  the  preceding  y6ar,  shall,  at  the  regular  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  stockholders,  exhibit  a  clear  and  dis- 
tinct account  of  the  atfair^  of  said  company;  that  at  any 
called  meeting  of  the  stock  hoi  lers,  a  majority  in  value  of 
the  holders  of  the  stock  subscribed  being  present,  may 
demand  and  require  similar  statements  from  the  president 
and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  such  state- 
ments when  so  required ;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings 
of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of  thetn  in  value  may 
remove  from  office  the  president,  or  any  or  all  of  the 
^lirectors,  and  fill  up  the  vacancies  thus  made  in  the  same 
manner  they  could  do  at  their  annual  meetings. 

^  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
i>efore  he  or  they  act  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  as  the 
case  may  be,  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  rei^pective  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill 
and  judgment;  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockhold- 
ers in  said  company,  at  any  of  the  stated  or  called  meet- 
ings of  said  stockholders,  shall  have  power  to  elect  or 
appoint  a  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  to  require  and 
take  of  him  a  bond,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  securi- 
ties as  they  may  prescribe,  payable  to  said  company,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  such 
money  as  may  come  to  his  hands,  and  with  such  other 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed ;  upon  which  bond  re- 
covery may  be  had  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions  thereof, 
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1870.       "'y  ^^^'^  ^"  ^^®  name  of  the  company,  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction. 

§  9.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
^BMksraayba  remain  unsubscribed  until  after  the  election  of  president 
and  directors,  as  provided  for  in  the  fourth  section  of  this 
act,  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  haVe  power  to  open  the  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  which  shall  remain  unsubscribed 
for,  or  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of 
the  company,  not  under  the  par  value  of  such  stock ;  and 
the  subscribers  or  purchasers  of  such  stock  shall  have  all 
the  rights  of^original  subscribers,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  and  liabilities. 

$10.  That  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of

the  manner  of  adjusting  all  accounts  against  the  com- 
pany, and  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  company  to  its

Mreement.     '  they  cannot  agree,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  of 

them  be  a  feme  covert^  under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  or  out 
of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  ap- 
plication may  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant,  directed  to 
the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  said  county,  requiring  him 
to  summon  twenty  discreet  men  not  related  to  the  owners, 
nor  in  any  way  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land  or  near 
the  property  or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named 
in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty 
days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at  the  time 
and  place,  any  of  said  jurors  do  not  attend,  said  sheriff 
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or  constable  shall  forthwith  summon  as  many  jarors  as  1870. 
may  be  necessary,  with  the  jurors  in  attendance  ;  and

any  part  thereof,  may  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any 
land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or 
the  erection  of  warehouses,  or  other  structures  or  works 
necessary  or  convenient  to  said  road,  or  for  its  jise,  or  for 
any  other  purpose  necessary  or  useful  in  the  constructioa 
;  or   repair  of  said   road,  or   its  works  or  appurtenances; 

and  they  may  build  bridges  and  construct  tunnels:  Pro- 
vided, Such  bridges  shall  not  obstruct  navigation  on  any 
navigable  stream ;  and  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  take 
and  use  timber,  earth,  gravel,  stone,  and  other  material 
necessary  or  useful  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  said 
road. 

§  1&.  That  whenever  the  said  Brownsville  and  Glasgow 
of^oOTnpanjTfor  J""ction  Railroad  Company  shall  request  the  county  court 
oounties  to  of  E(imonson,  or  any  county  adjiicent  to  which  it  is  pro- 
rote  of  eaid  posed  to  Construct  said  road,  to  subscribe,  either  absolutely 
oounUee  to  be  ^^  upon  specified  conditions,  a  specified  amount   to  the 
capital  stock   of  said  company,  the    county  court  so  re- 
quested  shall  forthwith  order  an  election  at  the  several 
voting  places  in  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the 
court,  not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  making  of

$  18.  That  whenever  said  railroad  company  shall  re- 
quest the  county  court  of  any  county  to  do  so,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  county  court  forthwith  to  submit  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  any  designated  precinct  or  precincts  in 
said  county  the  question  whether  the  court  shall  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Brownsville  and  Glasgow 
Junction  Railroad  Company,  on  behnlf  of  said  designated 
precinct  or  precincts,  the  amount  of  stock  specified  in  the 
request  of  said  company,  either  absolutely  or  on  such  con- 
ditions as  may  be  proposed  by  said  company.  Said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  not 
less  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  order  is  made,  and  shall 
be  conducted  by  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  court, 
and  the  poll-book  shall  be  returned,  and  the  vote  shall  be 
counted  and  entered  on  the  record  of  the  county  court,  in 
the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  .section  of 
this  act;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  in  such  desig- 
nated precinct  or  pi'ecincts  shall  be  in  favor  of  making

^  19.  That  whenever  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  town 
into  or  near  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  said 
Brownsville  and  Glasgow  Junction  Railroad  shall  be  re- 
quested to  do  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to 
submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qunlified  voters  of  such  town,  on 
a  day  to  be  designated  by  said  trustees,  not  later  than 
thirty  (30)  days  after  application  is  made  to  them  by  said 
company,  the  question  of  subscribing,  for  and  on  behalf 
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of  such  town,  the  amount  of  stock  proposed  by  said  com- 
pany, on  the  terms  proposed ;  and  if  a  majority  of  those 
voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  making  such  subscription,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  of  trustees  to  enter  the 
vote  on  its  records,  and  the  president  of  the  boarri  of  trus- 
trees  of  such  town  shall  make  the  subscription  in  accord-, 
ance  with  the  vote. 

}  20.  That  if  any  county,  city,  district,  or  town,  shall 
subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Brownsville  and 
Glasgow  Junction  Railroad  Company,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  court, 
the  mayor  and  council  of  said  city,  and  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  such  town,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  county,  city, 
or  town,  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  in  payment  thereof, 
with  coupons  attached,  under  the  seal  of  such  county,  city, 
or  town ;  the  bonds  of  the  county  to  be  signed  by  the 
county  judge,  and  coHntersigned  by  the  clerk;  the  coupons 
to  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone.  The  bonds  of  cities  sub- 
scribing ^hall  be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by 
the  city  clerk  or  auditor,  and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  hy 
the  clerk  or  auditor  alone.  The  bonds  of  towns  subscrib- 
ing shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, and  countersigned  .by  the  town  clerk,  and  the  cou- 
pons shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone.  Such  bonds 
shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  to  bearer  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  at  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  years  from  their 
date,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than 
eight  ((f>)  per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually,  in  the  city  of 
New  \ork. 

^  21.  That  if  any  election  district  or  districts  in  any 
county  t^hall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  court  of  such  county  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such 
district  or  districts  in  payment  thereof,  in  every  respect  as 
if  such  subscription  had  been  made  by  the  county,  except 
that  the  bonds  shall  show  on  their  face  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts for  which  they  are  issued,  and  such  district  or  dis- 
tricts shall  be  alone  bound  to  pay  such  bonds  and  their 
interest. 

§  22.  That  in  case  any  county,  city,  town,  or  election 
district  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Browns- 
ville and  Glasgow  Junction  Railroad  Company,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  issue  bonds  for  the  payment  of 
such  subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court 
of  such  county,  the  city  council  of  su^h  city,  and  the  trus- 
tees of  8uch  town,  to  cau8e  to  be  levied  and  collected  a 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi  annual  interest  on  the  bonds 
issued,  and  cost  of  collecting  such  tax,  and  paying  the 
interest  on   all  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  in 
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said  county,  city,  or  town,  subject  to  taxation  under  the 
revenue  laws  of  the  State,  including  the  amounts  owned 
by  residents  of  such  county,  city,  town,  or  election  district, 
which  ought  to  be  given  in  under  the  equalization  laws. 

$  23.  That  on  levying  a  tax  as  provided  for  in  this  act 
to  pay  the  interest  on  bonds  issued  by  the  county  court 
of  any  county,  whether  for  the  whole  or  any  part  thei'eof, 
or  of  any  city  or  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
court,  city  council,  or  town  trustees  making  such  levy,  to 
appoint  three  (3)  resident  tax-payers  of  such  county  or 
part  of  a  county,  city,  or  town,  who  shall  be  styled  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  such  coun- 
ty, part  of  a  county,  city,  or  town  ;  the  commissioners  so 
appointed  shall,  before  they  proceed  to  discharge  their 
duties,  be  sworn,  in  the  presence  of  the  court,  council,  or 
trustees,  appointing  them,  faithfully  to  discharge  their 
duties  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment. 
They  shall  hold  their  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  court, 
council,  or  trustees  by  whoru  they  are  appointed  ;  they 
shall  immediately  appoint  one  of  their  number  treasurer, 
"who  shall  execute  bond  payable  to  the  Commonwealth, 
with  such  security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  court, 
council,  or  trustees  appointing  the  commissioners,  con- 
ditioned for  faithfully  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all 
money  coming  to  his  hands  as  .treasurer  of  such  board, 
on  which  bond  suit  may  be  brought  from  time  to  lime, 
by  and  in  the  name  of  such  count}**,  or  part  of  a  county, 
city,  or  town,  or  by  any  other  person  injured  by  any 
breach  of  his  bond,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  sum  claimed  in  such  suit;  such  treasurer  may  be 
required  at  any  time  to  give  a  new  bond,  and  secu- 
rity in  such  bond  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rem- 
edies for  procuring  additional  or  counter  security  as  are 
now  given  to  the  sureties  of  guardians,  administrators, 
&c.  Such  treasurer  shall  he  allowed  for  his  services 
such  compensation,  not  exceeding  one  (1)  per  cent,  on 
the  money  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing 
such  commissioners  respectively.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  said  board  of  commissioners,  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  court,  council,  or  trustees  by  whom  such 
board  was  appointed. 

§  24.  That  the  taxes  levied  under  the  authority  of  this 
act,  in  any  county,  or  part  of  a  county,  shall  be  collected 
by  the  sheriff  of  such  county,  and  taxes  levied  in  any  city  or 
town  shall  be  collected  by  the  officer  of  such  city  or  town, 
who  is  by  law  the  collector  of  taxes  levied  for  the  ordi- 
nary purposes  of  such  city  or  town  ;  but  before  any  sheriff* 
or  other  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  collect  any  duch  tax, 
he  shall  execute  bond,  if  a  sheriff,  with  such  sureties  as 
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1870.  '"^y  ^®  approved  by  the  county  court;  and  if  a  city  or 
town  officer,  with  such  eurety  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
council  or  trustees  of  such  city  or  town,  conditioned  that 
such  officer  shall  promptly  and  faithfully  collect  and  pay 
over  to  the  proper  person,  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
law,  all  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  which  may  be  placed 
in  his  hands  for  collection. 

^  25.  The  sheriff  and  other  officers  having  in  their 
Powersnfeoi-  hands  for  collection  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  have 
eetiDffo  ocra.  ^j|  ^j^^  powers  of  distraining  and  selling  personal  property

CHAPTER  647, 

JlK  ACT  to  incorporste  the  Christian  County  Turnpike  ftoad  Cbmpanj^ 

Be  it  enacted  hy  ike  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

}  1.  That  the  voters  and  tax-payers  Hving  aad  residing 
in  that  portion  of  Christian  county,  Kentucky,  south  of  the 
road  leading  from  Elkton  to  Hopkinsville,  and  south  of  the 
road  leading  from  HopkinsviHe  to  Princeton,  and  also 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Hopkinsville^ 
and  as  far  as  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  may  bere^ 
after  be  extended ;  and  also  atl  the  voters  and  tax-payers 
Kving  and  residing  north  of  said  roads  or  town  boundary, 
on  lands  extending  to  or  bordering  on  said  roads  or  town 
boundary,  with  such  other  persons  as  shall  associate  with 
them  for  the  purposes  hereafter  named,  are  constituted  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  '*^  Christian 
County  Turnpike  Company;"  and  by  that  name  .to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  thi» 
State;  to  make  and  have  a. common  seal;  and  this  com- 
pany is  hereby  vested  with  all  powers,  privileges,  and  im- 
munities which  are,  or  may  be,  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  purposes  and  object  of  this  act  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

§  2.  And  said  company  or  corporation  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  locate,  construct,  make,  and  finally 
complete,  turnpike,  plank,  or  otherwise  improved  roads, 
on  all  or  any  portion  of  the  following  roads,  to-wit :  From 
Hopkinsville  to  Princeton ;  from  Hopkinsville  to  Cadiz, 
by  way  of  John  Green's;  from  Hopkinsville  to  Cadiz,  by 
way  of  R.  B.  McReynolds',  or  by  any  route  between  the 
last  two  named  routes;  from  Hopkinsville  to  Newstead, 
and  extending  to  the  terminus  of  the  present  pike  on  said 
road;  from  Hopkinsville  to  Brewer's  mill,  known  as  the 
Cox  rarH  road;  from  Hopkinsville  to  Garretsburg;  from 
any  point  on  the  last  mentioned  road  to  Lafayette;  from 
Hopkinsville  to  the  present  pike  on  the  Clarkflfville  road ; 
from  Pembroke  to  New  Providence,  Tenn.,  known  as  the 
Tobacco  road;  from  Pembroke  to  Fairview;  from  Hop- 
kinsville to  Elkton;  from  Hopkinsville  to  Nashville,  and 
the  road  leading  off  from  the  Nashville  road,  known  as  the 
Bradshaw  road.    But  said  turnpike  or  plank  roads  not  io 
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be  bollt  or  extended,  on  any  of  the  aforesaid  roads,  beyond       1870. 
tbe  limits  of  Christian  county,  at  the  expense  of  the  tax- 
payers of  said  county. 

§  3.  That  H.  G.  Bowling.  J.  C.  Clardy,  W.  W.  Phipps, 
•B.  C.  Ritter,  E.  R.  Coolc,  J.  C.  Latham,  George  Poindex- 
ter,  R.  T.  Petree,  and  H.  G.  Abernathy,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  directors  nnder  this  act,  and  as  sach, 
after  being  first  duly  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  their 
duties  under  this  act,  shall  be  and  constitute  the  directors 
of  this  company  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
<lQalified ;  and  a  majority  of  said  directors  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  business;  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacan- 
cies in  said  board,  and  elect  a  president  for  said  company; 
but  unless  the  president  be  one  of  their  number,  he  shall 
have  no  vote  as  a  director,  but  shall  preside  at  their  meet- 
ings, and  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  board;  but  at  any 
meeting  of  said  board  they  may,  in  the  absence  of  the 
president,  select  any  one  of  their  number  as  chairman  or 
president  ^;-o  tern,  to  preside  at  said  meeting.  Said  board 
of  directors  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  contract 
for  and  superintend  the  construction  of  said  turnpike  or 
plank  roads,  and  shall  manage,  direct,  and  control  the 
business  of  said  company. 

$  4.  The  county  court  of  Christian  county  shall,  at  the 
same  time  thef  lay  the  county  levy  for  Christian  county 
for  the  year  1871,  and  for  every  year  thereafter,  lay  an 
ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  property,  and  the  property  of 
all  persons  in  the  above  described  district  of  said  county 
eubject  to  taxation,  for  State  or  county  purposes,  by  the 
general  revenue  laws  of  the  State,  as  shown  by  the  assess- 
or's book,  for  any  amount  the  board  of  directors  of  this 
company  may  direct,  but  not  to  exceed  for  any  one  year 
fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars^  worth  of  property; 
and  if  this  act  goes  into  operation  on  or  before  the  30th 
of  June,  1870,  said  levy  shall  be  made  by  said  court  for 
the  year  1870  on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1870. 
Said  direction,  fixing  the  amount  to  be  levied  by  said 
court,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
Christian  county  court  for  the  year  1870,  to  be  filed  with 
«aid  clerk  4>n  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1870;  and 
for  the  year  1871,  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  1870; 
and  for  the  year  1872,  on  the  first  Monday  in  October, 
1871;  and  the  same  way  for  every  subsequent  year,  to  be 
so  filed  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  preceding  October. 

§  5.  That  the  tax  and  levy  so  made  by  said  court  shall 
be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Christian  county  from  the 
tax-payers  of  said  district,  as  shown  by  the  assessor's 
book  for  said  county,  assessed  for  either  State  or  county 
revenue;  and  said  sheriff  shall  execute  to  each  of  them 
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1870.  ^  separate  receipt  for  said  tax  so  paid,  stating  therein 
that  the  same  is  turnpike  tax  under  this  act,  and  said 
receipts  shall  be  aasiguable ;  but  said  sheriff,  before  pro- 
ceeding to  collect  said  tax,  shall  execute  bond,  payable 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  good  security, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Christian  county  court;  which 
bond  may  be  sued  upon  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  use  and  at  the  cost  of  any  person  aggrieved 
by  a  violation  of  the  same.  If  this  act  goes  into  opera- 
tion before  the  30th  of  June,  1870,  the  sheriff  shall  execute 
said  bond  on  or  before  the  4th  day  of  July,  1870,  and  for 
every  year  thereafter  at  the  same  time  he  is  required  by 
law  to  execute  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  county  levy; 
and  the  said  sheriff  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make 
levies,  and  to  coerce  the  collection  of  said  tax,  and  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  is  given  him  by  law  in  collect- 
ing State  tax  and  county  levy;  and  in  case  the  sheriff 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute  said  bond  as  hereinbefore 
required,  he  shall  forfeit  his  office  of  sheriff,  and  the 
co.unty  court  shall,  for  that. year,  appoint  a  collector  to 
collect  said  tax,  who  shall  have  the  same  power,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  liabilities  of  said  sheriff. 

§  6.  That  said  board  of  directors  shall,  in  a  well-bound 
book  or  books,  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  and  open  a  book  or  books  for  said  company 
for  the  subscription  ^of  stock  of  one  share  for  each  one 
hundred  dollars  subscribed  to  any  person  or  corporation 
subscribing  the  same,  and  also  to  any  and  every  person 
presenting  and  surrendering  to  them  the  tax  receipts  of 
the  sheriff  or  collector  for  turnpike  tax  under  this  act,  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  for  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  of  tax  receipts  thus  presented  and  sur- 
rendered, the  person  or  persons  presenting  the  same  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  one  share  of  stock  in  said 
company,  to  be  issued  to  them  by  said  board  of  directors; 
and  all  the  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  personal  estate, 
and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company,  ainl  a  sur- 
render up  of  the  certificate  so  transfierred  and  a  new  cer- 
tificate to  be  issued  to  the  party  to  whom  the  same  is 
assigned ;  but  no  certificate  of  stock  shall  be  issued  to 
any  person  or  corporation  for  more  than  the  amount  of 
stock  that  shall  have  been  paid  for  at  the  time  of  issuing^ 
the  certificate. 

§  7.  That  the  directors  hereinbefore  appointed  shall 
hold  and  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  io 
December,  1872,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  De- 
cember, 1872,  and  [on]  the  first  Monday  in  December 
every  two  years  thereafter,  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company  shall  hold  an  election  at  the  court-bousa 
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in  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky,  for  the  election   of   nine  di-      1870. 
rectors   for  said   company  ;  and   the  directors  so   elected 
shall  continue  in   office   until   their  successors   are  duly 
elected    and   qualified;    and   all    the   directors   hereafter 
elected  or  appointed  shall,  before   they  enter   upon   the  ~ 

discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  dis- 
charge their  duties  under  this  act ;  and  upon  taking  said 
oath,  shall  hkve  all  the  power  and  perform  ail  the 
duties  hereinbefore  conferred  upon  the  directors  herein- 
before in  this  act  appointed.  At  said  election  of  direct- 
ors to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  directed,  said  directors  shall 
be  elected  by  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  of  this  com- 
pany, or  as  many  thereof  as  may  apply  to  vote;  and  each 
stockholder  shall,  at  said  election,  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  and  every  share  of  paid  up  stock  he  may  own  in 
eaid  company,  and  said  stockholders  may  vote  either  in 
person  or  by  proxy  ;  but  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  any  greater  amount  of  stock  than  he  shall  have  paid 
for,  or  obtained  by  the  surrender  of  receipts  of  sheriff  for 
taxes  under  this  act,  either  prior  to,  or  on  the  second  day 
before,  the  election  at  which  he  offers  to  vote.  * 

^  8.  The  board  of  directors  hereinbefore  appointed,  and 
all  hereafter  appointed  or  elected,  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  books 
and  papers  of  said  company,  and  record  the  proceedings  ^ 

of  said  board,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  board  of  di- 
rectors may-  require  and  direct ;  and  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  same  oath  herein- 
before required  to  be  taken  by  the  directors ;  also  power 
to  appoint  a  treasurer  of  said  company,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  receive,  receipt  for,  and  keep  all  the  money  or 
other  assets  belonging  to  said  company,  except  such  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  order  paid  to  other  parties,  or 
deposited  in  Bank  of  Hopkinsville  to  the  credit  of  said 
board ;  and  said  treasurer  shall  pay  out  any  money  or  as- 
sets in  hid  hands  only  on  the  order  of  said  board  of  direct- 
ors ;  but  before  any  treasurer  of  this  company  shall  enter 
upon  the  discbarge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall, 
in  addition  to  taking  the  oath  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
execute  bond,  payable  to  said  company,  with  good  secu- 
rity, to  be  approved  by  the  Christian  county  court,  and  at- 
tested by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  filed  in  bis  office, 
and  a  copy  of  the  same  made  out  by  said  clerk,  and  filed 
with  the  secretary  of  said  company.  The  term  of  of- 
fice of  the  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer  of  this 
company  shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
1872,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  December  every  two 
years  thereafter ;  and  all  or  any  of  them  may  be  removed, 
at  any  time,  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  others  ap- 
pointed in  their  place.     The  board  of  directors  may  pay 
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1870.  ^^^  ^^  ^^  funds  of  said  company  to  the  president,  secre- 
tary, and  treasurer  of  said  company,  such  salary  or  com- 
pensation for  their  senrices  as  said  board  may  think  just 
•  and  proper;  and  the  directors  and  their  families  shall  not 
be  required,  during  their  continuance  in  office,  to  pay  toll 
on  any  roads  made  under  this  act,  neither  shall  they  be 
charged  toll  for  carrying  any  of  the  products  of  their  farme 
to  market  in  their  own  wagons,  or  hauling  supplies  or  ma- 
terials for  their  farm  or  families  on  their  own  wagons. 

§  9.  The  sheriflT  of  Christian  county  shall,  at  the  same 
time  he  is  required  by  law  to  return  his  delinquent  list  of 
persons  chargeable  for  county  levy,  return  to  the  Christian 
eounty  court  a  delinquent  list  of  persons  liable  to  pay  tax 
under  this  act  that  cannot  be  coHected;  and  said  court 
shall  examine  and  altow  the  same  to  the  sheriff,  in  the 

^  same  way  prescribed  by  law  for  delinquents  for  State  and 

eounty  tax.  And  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  De- 
'  eember  of  each  year,  the  Christian  county  court  shall 
appoint  a  commissioner  to  settle  the  accounts  of  said 
sheriff  of  the  taxes  fevied  and  ordered  to  be  collected 
by  said  sheriff  under  this  act;  and  said  commissioner,  in 
making  said  settfement,  will  allow  the  sheriff  credit  for 
the  delinquent  list  allowed  by  court,  and  also  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  the  tax  that  n^ay  be  collected,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  the 
State  revenue,  for  his  services  lor  collecting  the  tax  un- 
der this  act.  Said  settlement,,  when  completed^  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Christian  county  court  on  or  before  the 
20th  of  December;  and  said  court  shall  examine,  correct, 
and  approve  the  same,  and  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  said  court;  and  said  court  shall  make  an 

^  allowance  to  said  commissioner  for  his  services  for  mak- 

ing said  settlement,  to  be  paid  by  this  company*  The 
amount  found  to  be  in  the  hands  of  said  sherifi"  by  said 
settlement,  collected  under  this  act,  after  allowing  him 
credits  for  said  delinquent  list,  and  his  commission  for 
eollecting,  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  to  the  treasurer  of 
this  company,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  that  said  board 
of  directors  may,  by  order,  authorize  to  receive  it;  or  he 
shall,  upon  the  order  of  said  board  of  directors,  deposit 
the  same  to  their  credit  in  the  Bank  of  Hopkinsville ;  and 
for  the  amount  so  deposited,  said  board  of  drrectors  shall 
execute  a  receipt  to  said  sheriff  for  the  amount  so  depos- 
ited. If  said  sheriff  shall  fail  to  make  said  settlement 
with  said  commissioner  when  called  on  by  said  commisr 
sioner,  or  fail  to  pay  over  the  amount  found  to  be  in  his 
hands  by  the  settlement  aforesaid  when  demanded  by  said 
board,  until  after  the  first  day  of  January,  this  company 
shall  have  the  same  remedies,  and  proceed  against  him 
and  his  sureties  in  the  same  way,  as  provided  by  law 
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to  county  courts  and  county  creditors  for  the  collection  of  1870. 
county  claims  and  county  levy,  and  settlement  of  accounts 
aa  to  county  levy;  and  any  collector  that  may  be  appoint- 
ed under  this  act  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  penalties,  and  the  same  proceedings  had 
against  him  and  his  sureties,  as  the  sheriff  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

§  10.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  no  power  to  use 
the  funds  that  may  be  collected  by  taxation  under  this 
act,  in  the  eonstruction  of  any  of  said  roads,  until  at  least 
one  thousand  dollars  of  good  and  solvent  individual  or 
corporation  subscriptions  have  been  made  for  each  mile  of 
said  road,  and  for  the  distance  of  two  and  one  half  miles, 
exclusive  of  the  amount  raised  by  taxation  under  this  act ; 
and  then,  for  every  subsequent  mile,  not  until  one  thou- 
sand dollars  of  a  like  character  of  individual  or  corpora- 
tion subscription  shall  have  been  subscribed  ;  and  not  until 
one  half  of  the  amount  so  subscribed  by  each  individual 
or  corporation  to  said  road  shall  have  been  paid;  and 
there  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  he^lf  so  paid  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  other  half;  and  the  directors  shall  issue  cer- 
tificate of  stock  to  the  individuals  or  corporations  subscrib- 
ing as  hereinbefore  in  this  section  provided,  as  fast  as  the 
same  is  paid  up ;  but  in  issuing  certificate  of  stock  for  the 
half  first  paid  shall  specify  therein  that  there  is-a  lien  on 
the  same  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  remaining  half  sub- 
scribed for  and  not  paid  ;  and  all  stock  subscribed,  and  not 
paid  for  when  subscribed,  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  any 
time  to  be  fixed  by  the  directors.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  directors  to  construct  and  make  first,  the 
road  having  the  largest  individual  or  corporate  subscrip- 
tion to  at  least  a  distance  of  two  and  one  half  miles;  but 
the  individual  or  corporation  stock  that  may  be  subscribed 
as  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall  be  stock  in  common 
with  all  other  stock,  except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and 
the  said  stockholders,  to  the  extent  that  they  may  have 
paid  up  their  stock,  to  have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  oth- 
er stockholders ;  and  all  the  earnings  of  all  the  roads  that 
may  be  made  or  improved  under  this  act  to  be  one  com- 
mon fund  of  the  company;  and  all  the  earnings  of  the 
roads  for  two  years  after  the  erection  of  the  first  gate 
shall  be  applied  by  the  directors  to  the  making  of  said 
roads;  and  after  that,  all  the  earnings  of  said  roads,  or 
portion  of  roads,  that  may  be  made  under  this  act,  after 
keeping  up  the  necessary  repairs  on  the  roads,  or  portion 
of  road  or  roads,  that  may  be  completed,  and  paying  the 
expenses  of  said  company,  shall  be  paid  as  dividends  to 
the  stockholders,  as  hereinafter  provided,  who  have  paid 
np  their  stock;  but  in  no  one  year  shall  any  greater  than 
a  ten  per  cent,  dividend  for  the  whole  year  be  paid  to 
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1870.  said  stockholders ;  but  the  stock  secured  by  the  surrender 
of  tax  receipts,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  pre- 
ferred stock  to  the  following  extent,  that  whenever  divi- 
dends are  declared,  to  be  first  entitled  to  dividends  equal 
to  five  per  cent,  per  annum^  on  the  amount  of  said  pre- 
ferred stock;  but  whenever,  for  any  one  year,  the  divi- 
dends on  said  preferred  stock  amount  to  five  per  cent, 
per  annum  on  said  preferred  stock,  said  preferred  stock 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  more  or  further  dividend  for 
that  year,  until  all  the  common  stock,  as  far  as  paid  up, 
has  received  a  dividend  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum ;  and 
af^er  the  common  stock  that  has  been  paid  up  shall  re- 
ceive a  dividend  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  any  surplus 
for  said  year,  over  and  above  the  dividends  aforesaid, 
shall  be  paid  equally  upon  the  preferred  and  common 
stock  alike.  And  in  case  said  turnpike  district  shall  sub- 
scribe stock  in  said  company  through  the  Christian  county 
court,  and  pay  for  the  same  in  the  bonds  of  the  district, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  said  stock  so  subscribed  shall  be 
preferred  stock,  the  same  as  the  stock  obtained  by  the 
surrender  of  tax  receipts;  and  the  dividends  declared  on 
the  stock  paid  for  with  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  be 
used  first  in  paying  the  interest  on  said  bonds;  and  after 
paying  said  interest,  if  there  is  any  surplus,  the  same  to 
be  applied  to  a  sinking  fund,  for  the  purpose  of  paying' 
the  principal  of  the  bonds  when  they  become  due. 

§  11.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  con- 
tract for  and  purchase  and  hold  the  title  to  any  quantity 
of  ground  for  the  purpose  of  toll-gates,  not  to  exceed 
one  acre  at  each  gate;  also  to  contract  for  and  purchase 
earth  or  stofte,  or  other  material,  to  be  used  in  making 
any  of  said  roads;  and  in  case  they  cannot  procure  the 
same  on  what  they  ma}'  consider  reasonable  terms,  they 
may,  by  application  to  the  Christian  county  court,  have 
a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  and  have  the  same  condemned 
a&  provided  by  law. 

§  12.  For  the  year  1871,  and  every  year  thereafter,  if 
this  act  is  made  to  apply  to  the  district  or  portion  of  the 
county  hereinbefore  described,  the  assessor  for  Christian 
county  shall  assess  and  return  that  portion  or  district  of 
*  said  county  hereinbefore  described  in  a. separate  book  or 
books  from  the  remaining  portion  of  said  county. 

§  13.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power 
to  regulate  the  width  of  said  roads,  and  the  portion  to  be 
covered  with  rock,  gravel,  or  other  material,  and  the  man- 
ner of  same ;  also  to  fix  the  grade ;  said  directors  shall 
&lso  have  power  to  fix  the  rates  of  toll  on  said  roads,  and 
alter  them  at  pleasure ;  and  whenever  two  and  one  half 
miles  consecutively,  of  any  of  said  roads,  are  completed, 
they  may  erect  a  gate  and  collect  half  tolls  for  the  same; 
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and  for  every  five  miles,  full  or  whole  toll ;  but  the  rates  1870. 
fixed  by  said  directors  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  here 
fixed,  to-wit :  For  horse  or  mule  and  rider,  ten  cents;  f6r 
horse  or  mule  or  jack,  led  or  driven,  five  cents;  for  each 
•head  of  cattle,  two  and  a  half  cents;  for  each  head  of 
hogs,  one  and  a  half  cents;  for  each  head  of  sheep,  one 
cent;  for  each  cart  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or 
mule,  ten  cents;  for  each  buggy  or  pleasiure  carriage  or 
back,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  mule,  t*>enty-five  cents«;  for 
each  buggy  or  pleasure  carriage  or  hack,  drawn  by  two 
horses  or  mules,  forty  cents ;  for  each  buggy  or  pleasure 
carriage  or  hack,  drawn  by  four  horses  or  mules,  fifty 
cents  ;  for  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  or  two  horses  or  mules, 
twenty-five  cents;  for  each  wagon,  drawn  by  two  horses, 
mule,  or  oxen,  thirty  cents;  for  each  wagon,  drawn  by 
three  horses,  mule,  or  oxen,  forty-five  cents;  for  each 
wagon,  drawn  by  four  horses,  mule,  or  oxen,  sixty  cents; 
for  each  wagon,  drawn  by  five  horses,  mule,  or  oxen, 
seventy-five  cents;  for  each  wagon,  drawn  by  six  horses, 
mule,  or  oxen,  ninety  cents;  tor  empty  wagons,  or  such 
as  have  no  other  loading  than  provender  for  the  team, 
one  half  of  the  above  rates.  In  making  said  turnpike, 
gravel,  or  other  improved  road  or  roads,  said  directors 
may,  to  avoid  ponds,  marshes,  hills,  or  other  disadvan- 
tages, and  to  obtain  more  available  routes  than  th-e  bed 
of  the  roads  mentioned  herein,  diverge  from  the  roads 
herein  mentioned  at  such  points  and  places,  and  for  such 
distances,  as  they  think  best. 

§  14.  That  no  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  under 
this  act  until,  by  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  directors 
hereinbefore  appointed,  to  the  judge  of  the  Christian  coun- 
ty court,  it  shttil  be-  his  duty  to  take  the  sense  of  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  that  portion  of  said  county  hereinbefore 
described,  as  to  whether  the  tax  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected as  provided  in  this  act,  by  causing  an  election, 
or  aa  many  elections,  as  a  majority  of  said  directors 
may  petition  for,  not  exceeding  three  in  any  one  year, 
and  not  exceeding  four  in  any  number  of  years,  to  be 
held  at  all  the  voting  precincts  in  said  county,  at  which 
any  voter  in  the  above  described  boundary  may  be  en- 
titled to  vote  upon  a  designated  day;  but  no  such  elec- 
tion to  be  held,  or  vote  taken,  until  after  publication  of 
said  order  fixing  the  day  of  election,  by  printed  notices 
posted  up  at  the.  court-house  door  in  Hopkinsvilie,  and 
three  other  public  places  in  the  town  of  Hopkinsvilie,  and 
one  at  some  public  place  at  Bainbridge,  Belleview,  New- 
stead,  Farnsworth's  mill,  Lafayette,  Garretsburg,  Beverly, 
Longview,  Pembroke,  Fairview,  and  Caskey's  station,  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  election,  or  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  said  county,  for  at  least  thirty  days  before 
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1870.        ^^'^  election  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
voting  at  said  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  levying  and 
collecting  of  the  tax,  as  herein   provided,  the  same  shall 
.be  levied  and  collected  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  15.  That  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  direct- 
ors hereinbefore  appointed,  or  their  successors  in  oflice,  to 
the  judge  of  the  Christian  county  court,  it  shall  be  hia 
duty,  either  at  the  same  election  hereinbefore  directed, 
or  at  any  election  as  hereinbefore  directed,  or  at  any 
other  or  different  time  or  times,  as  a  majority  of  said 
directors  may  request  (not  to  exceed  two  elections  as 
provided  for  under  this  section)/  to  take  the  sense  of 
the  qualified  voters  of  that  portion  of  said  county  here- 
inbefore described,  as  to  whether  the  .di.«(trict  of  said 
county,  as  hereinbefore  described,  and  which  shall  be 
known  as  the  turnpike  district  of  Christian  county,  shall 
subscribe  stock  in  said  Christian  County  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, in  any  amount  that  a  majority  of  said  directors 
may  ask  or  petition  said  judge  for,  but  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  for  in  the  bonds

bonds  as  hereinbefore  provided;  and  said  county  court 
shall,  in  each  year,  lay  a  tax  or  levy,  and  cause  to  be  col- 
lected, by  the  sherifi*  or  collector  of  said  county,  from  the 
tax -payers  of  said  district,  and  upon  all  property  in  said 
district  subject  to  State  tax  or  county  levy,  under  the 
general  revenue  laws  of  the  State,  as  shown  by  the 
assessor's  book,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  bonds,  and  to  finally  pay  the  principal  of  the 
same  ;  and  all  the  property  in  said  district  shall  be  bound 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds ;  but  any  stock  subscribed  by  the  district  under 
this  section  shall  not  be  used  to  make  up  the  private 
or  corporation  subscription  of  one  thousand  dolllars  per 
mile  hereinbefore  required  to  be  subscribed  to  each  road  ;

^  16.  That  said  directors  may  change  the  aforesaid  de- 
scribed district,  and   make   and   constitute  the   whole  of 
Christian   county  a  turnpike  road  district,  in  lieu  of  the 
district  hereinbefore  described ;  or  they  may  select  and  lay 
off  any  portion  of  said  county,  and  include  therein  any  road 
or  roads  of  said  county,  as  a  turnpike  road  district,  either 
before  or  after  the  sense  of  the  voters  of  the  district  first 
hereinbefore  described  has  been  taken  ;  and  the  district  so 
made,  if   adopted   by   a   majority  of   the  voters  of  said

CHAPTER  648. 

AN  ACT  to  iacorporate  the  Flat  Rock  and  Floyd's  Fork  Tarnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  tt  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
oj  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated,  by  the 
name  of  "The  Flat  Rock  and  Floyd's  Fork  Turnpike  Road 
Company  ;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  may  have  a  common  seal ;  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
answer  and  defend,  as  natural  persons,  in  all  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

^2.  The  road  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
build  shall  be  macadamized,  and  shall  begin  at  or  near  to 
the  residence  of  T.  I.  Long,  on  the  Aikin's  road,  and  shall 
run  thence  with  said  road,  by  the  way  of  Dyke's  shop,  to 
the  bridge  over  Floyd's  Fork,  and  thence,  by  the  most 
direct  and  practicable  route,  to  an  intersection  with  the 
Louisville  and  Frankfort  Turnpike,  either  at  or  near  to 
Middletown  or  Bargoe's  tavern.     The  entire  width  of  this 
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1870.  Tond  shall  not  exceed  thirty  feet,  the  width  of  metal  phall 
be  twelve  feet,  depth  of  metal  ten  inches,  and  the  eleva- 
tion of  grade  shall  not  exceed  four  deg^rees. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  aaid  company  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  4.  That  Levi  Collins,  J.  S.  Wilcox,  J.  Knocks,  W. 
Jones,  George  Dyke,  Morton  Hall,  and  Thos.  L  Long,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioner:^,  by  whom 
books  may  be  opened  for  the  subscription  of  stock'  in  said 
road,  to  be  taken  in  the  following  form,  viz  :  "  We,  the  un- 
dersigned, do  hereby  agree  and  bind  ourselves  to  pay  to 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  Flat  Rock  and  Floyd's 
Fork  Turnpike  Road  Company  fifty  dollars  for  every  share 
of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  at  such  times,  and  in  such 
proportions  and  amounts,  as  may  by  them  be  required  ;  the 
same  to  be  collectable  as  other  debts.

§  5.  Whenever  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  the  commis- 
sioners above  named  shall  notify  the  subscribers  of  a  meet- 
ing, to  be  held  at  some  convenient  and  designated  place 
and  time,  for  the  election  of  a  president  and  directors, 
who  shall  constitute  a  board  to  manage  the  afl^airs  of  said 
company,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  act 
in  all  cases;  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified, 
for  which  election  and  qualification  it  is  hereby  made  their 
duty  to  provide.  Said  board  may  appoint  a  treasurer, 
require  him  to  receive  and  disburse,  under  their  orders,  all

The  treasurer  shall  be  re- 
movable by  the  president  and  directors,  and  may  be 
required,  at  any  time,  to  pay  over  to  them  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  company  which  may  have  been  received .

§  6.  Said  board  may,  upon  the  completion  of  two  and 
a  half  miles  of  road,  erect  a  gate,  appoint  a  keeper,  and 
collect  such  toll  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  under  the  rates 
allowed  by  statute  ;  they  may  also  pass  by-laws  fixing 
fines  for  the  evasion  or  refusal  of  any  one  using  their 
road  to  pay  toll;  which  fines  shall  be  collectable  as  other 
fines  of  like  amount,  and  when  collected,  shall  be  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  road;  and  if  any  one  shall  unlaw- 
fully obstruct  said  road,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  there-

for  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be      1870. 
recoverable  at  law  for  the  benefit  of  said  road. 

§  7.  Said  board  may  procure  by  gift,  release,  or   pur- 
chase, the  right  of  way  for  their  road,  and  the  materials 
necessary  to  build  the  same :  Provided^  however^  That  if 
they  shall  not  be  able  to  agree  with  the  owners  of  such 
land   and   materials  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  have   for 
the   construction  of  said  road,  as  to  their  value,  or  as  to 
the  damages  to  be  sustained  by  them  in  the  removal  of 
such  materials,  and  the  building  and  passage  of  the  road 
through  their  lands,  then  said  board  may  proceed   to  ob- 
tain writs  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  condemn  such  land  and 
materials,  and  to  assess  the  damages  to  be  sustained  by 
the  owners;  and  after  the  payment  or  tender  to  them  of 
the  damages  so  assessed,  said  board  may  proceed  to  take 
and  Ude  such  land  and  materials  for  the  construction  of 
their  said  road. 

§  8.  As  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  said 
board  of  managers  shall  have  been  elected,  the  said  board 
may  proceed  to  let  out  for  construction  any  portion  of  said 
road,  and  may  continue  to  let  out  other  portions  of  said 
road  as  fast  as  the  money  to  build  such  portions  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  until  the  whole  road  shall  be  finished. 

§  0.  This  company  shall  have   all    the   powers,  rights 
and  privileges,  granted  by  general  law  to  similar  corpo- 
rations.

CHAPTER  649. 

AN  ACT   to  incorponite   the   Beatty's    Mill  and  Todd's   Point  Tarnpike 

Road  CompaDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated,  under  the 
title  of  the  Beatty's  Mill  and  Todd's  Point  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  macadamized 
road  from  a  point  on  the  Aiken's  road,  near  Beatty's  Milly 
in  Shelby  county,  and  thence  by  the  way  of  Tiidd's  Point, 
-upon  ttie  most  direct  and  practicable  route,  to  an  intersec- 
tion with  the  Beard's  iStation,  Floydsburg,  and  Aiken  Road 
Turnpike,  near  to  the  residence  of  Virgil  Long;  and  said 
company,  by  the  above  name,  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession; sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  the 
same  manner  as  natural  persons;  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  acquire  and  hold  all  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty necessary  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  road 
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1870.  ^^^  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  act,  and  sell  and 
convey  the  same,  and  purchase  other  property,  as  the  in- 
terest of  said  company  may  require. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  and  fixed  at  any  amount 
necessary  to  the  completion  of  their  road,  and  divided  into* 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  David  Hunter,  Wm.  E.  Ryon,  John  Miller, 
Wm.  Cinnamon,  John  Hinkle,  and  Joseph  Collins,  shall 
be  commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  whom,  or  any 
three  of  whom,  books  may  be  opened  for  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  which  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  in  the  following  form,  to-wit:  "We,  the  un- 
dersigned, do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  the  Beatty's  Mill  and  Todd's  Point  Turnpike  Road 
Company  fifty  dollars  for  ev^ry  share  of  stock  sel  oppo- 
site our  names,  in  such  amounts,  and  at  such  times,  as 
said  board   may  direct;  the  same,  if  not  so  paid,  to  be 

collectable  by  law  as  other  debts.     This  —  day  of , 

187-." 

§  4.  That  whenever  four  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  president  and  five  directors,  to  whom  shall  be 
committed  the  control  and  management  of  the  interests 
and  affairs  of  said  company.  Said  board  may  appoint 
of  their  number  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  pay,  if  any  shall  be  allowed,  and  take  from  ^ 
them,  or  either  of  them,  such  bond  and  security  as  they  ^ 
may  see  fit,  in  order  to  secure  a  proper  and  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  shall  provide  for  an  annual  election  of 
their  successors.  The  time  of  holding  such  elections  shall 
be  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  and  at  a  place  to  be  speci- 
fied in  the  notice  which  said  board  is  hereby  required  to 
give  of  said  elections  to  the  stockholders.  Every  stock- 
holder shall  have  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him,  and  may  vote  by  proxy. 

^  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  engineers  and  workmen,  with  their  tools,  in- 
struments, carts,  wagons,  and  other  carriages,  with  their 
beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  upon  the  land  over 
and  near  to  which  said  road  shall  pass,  having  first  given 
notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so  to  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants thereof,  or  to  their  agents:  Provided^  That  if  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall  not  agree  with 
the  owners  of  the  land  over  or  through  which  said  road 
may  pass,  as  to  the  damages  the  owner  or  owners  may 
sustain  by  reason  of  the  road  passing  through  their  lands, 
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the  president  and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  1870* 
of  the  county  in  which  said  lands  are  situated  for  a  writ 
of  ad'  qnod  damnum^  to  assess  the  damages  to  be  sustained 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  lands ;  and  upon  the  pay- 
ment or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  iaw^ 
fal  for  the  president  and  directors  to  open  and  make  said 
road,  and  dig  and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other 
material  necessary  to  the  building  or  repairing  of  said 
road,  after  paying  the  owner  the  full  value  of  the  same. 

§  7.  The  right  of  way  to  be  secured  as  above,  except 
as  the  same  may  be  given  by  the  owners,  which  is  hereby 
allowed  and  made  binding  upon  proof,  shall  not  be  for  a 
width  exceeding  thirty  feet;  the  elevation  of  the  grade, 
five  degrees.  The  width  of  metal  must  be  twelve  feet, 
and  its  depth  ten  inches. 

§  8.  Whenever  said  road  shall  have  been  located,  and 
the  right  of  way  secured,  the  president  and  directors  shall 
liave  power  to  let  oat  said  road  to  contractors,  on  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  9.  Whenever  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road 
shall  have  been  completed,  the  president  and  directors 
shall  have  power  to  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge  a  pro- 
portionate amount  of  toll.  They  may  also  secure  a  lot 
of  ground,  and  erect  a  house  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  gate-keeper. 

§  10.*It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors to  keep  a  well-bound  book,  and  to  record  therein  an 
accurate  account  of  their  proceedings ;  and  this  book  shall 
always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders. 

f  11.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ohristiansbarg  and  Demaree  Store  Tarnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  John  G.  Farmer,  Henry  Eastes,  Wm.  Rat- 
cliflfe,  Robert .  Belwood,  Wm.  Beard,  and  A.  C.  Smith, 
or  any  three  of  them,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-poiitic  and  corporate,  with 
perpetual  succession,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
keeping  up  a  turnpike  road,  leading  from  the  Christians- 
burg  Depot,  by  the  way  of  Christiansburg,  to  Demaree's 
Store,  in  Shelby  county,  at  such  grade  as  they  may  agree 
upon.

§  3.  Said  corporators  may,  at  any  time  or  place,  open 
books,  and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company, 
in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each;  and  may  fix  the 
amount  of  stock  at  such  a  sum  as  in  their  judgment  will 
be  sufficient  to  build  said  road  between  the  points  desig- 
nated above ;  and  when  stock  enough  to  build  two  and 
one  eighth  mites  of  said  road  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
said  corporators  may  organize  the  company,  and  the 
Btockholders  may  elect  five  of  their  body  directors,  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  company,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  president  of  the  board  of  directors ;  and  the  board 
of  directors,  thus  elected,  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.

AK  ACT  relating  to  the  sale  of  Ardent  Spirits  in  Oatlettsbarg. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  tike  Cammonweatth 
mf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  qaeetion  of  grantinsr  license  to  sell  ardent 
«pirit8  in  the  town  of  Catlettsburg  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  in  the  following  manner: 
The  board  of  trustees  of  Catlettsburg  shall,  by  order  of 
their  board,  fix  the  day  apon  which  said  election  shall  be 
held ;  and  shall  publish  a  copy  of  said  order  in  the  Big 
iSandy  Herald,  and  post  a  coiw  thereof  at  the  court-house 
door,  and  two  other  public  places  in  said  town,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  election. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  said  election,  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  appoint  two  persons, 
who  Hfanll  be  citizens  and  voters  of  said  town,  judges,  and 
one  person  of  like  qualifications  to  act  as  clerk,  and  re<- 
quire  the  attendance  of  the  marshal  of  said  town.  The 
election  shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  nine  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  and  four  o'clock,  P.  M.,  in  the  usual  place  of  voting 
in  said  town  in  municipal  elections.  A  poll-book  shall 
be  prepared,  with  one  column  headed  "License,"  and  an- 
t)ther  '*  No  licen^e.'^  The  question  shall  be  propounded 
to  each  voter, ^' For  license  or  against  license?"  and  the 
votes  of  those  for  license  shall  be  set  down  in  the  column 
headed  *'  License,"  and  those  against  the  license  in  the 
other  column.  It  shftll  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  and  judges 
of  said  election  to  certify  the  result  of  said  election,  and 
deliver  the  poll-book  to  the  mart^hal  of  said  town,  whose 
duty  it  fhall  be  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  judge 
of  Bo3'd  county  within  two  days  after  the  election.  The 
eounty  judge  shall,  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of 
vaid  couuty,  exHmine  said  poll -book,  and  then  file  the 
same  in  the  county  court  clerk's  office.

<a  body-politic  and  corporate,  possessing  all  the  powers  that 
are  usual  and  common  in  such  cases. 

§  2.  That  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business;  and  it  shall  be  their  duly  to  ap- 
point all  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  responsibilities : 
Provided,  The  treasurer  «hall  be  required  to  give  bond, 
with  good  security,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  same.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  book,  in  which  to  enter 
their  transactions,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  stock- 
holders in  said  road. 

§  3.  That  said  board  shall  elect  one  of  their  members, 
or  any  other  stockholder,  chairman,  who  alone  shall  be 
authorized  to  draw  or  order  on  the  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany, for  any  sum  of  money  necessary  to  pay  contractors 
and  other  incidental  expenses,  which  shall  be  entered  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

$  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board  to  enter  upon 
the  lands  of  any  one  in  order  to  locate  said  road ;  also  to 
obtain  material  of  which  to  build  said  road,  and  keep  the 
same  in  repair,  provided  compensation  is  made  for  said 
land  and  material  when  demanded  by  the  owner,  and 
when  contract  cannot  be  made  for  same.  Said  board  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  given  such  companies  by 
law,  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes. 

§  5.  That  when  said  board  shall  settle  upon  the  route 
for  said  road,  and  put  same  under  contract,  it  shall  not  ex- 
ceed thirty-three  feet  in  width,  and  the  grade  not  over 
twenty-five  feet  in  width,  and  the  stone  or  gravel  shall  be 
twelve  feet  wide  and  ten  inches  deep,  nor  shall  the  eleva- 
tion of  said  road  be  greater  than  four  degrees. 

§  6.  Said  board  shall  open  books  in  order  to  obtain  sub- 
scription of  stock,  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars; 
shares  shall  be  fifty  dollars  each;  and  said  board  shall 
haive  power  to  [enforce]  tbe  payment  of  said  stock  so  sub- 
scribed* 
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^7.  That  when  said  board  shall  have  eompleted  two  1870* 
and  half  continuous  miles,  they  may  put  up  a  toll-Rate,  and 
acquire  ground  upon  which  to  build  a  house  for  the  use  of 
^ate-keeper,  providod  the  quantity  docs  not  exceed  five 
acres ;  and  they  shall  be  governed,  in  rate  of  toll,  by  those 
rates  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes ;  but  may,  from  time 
to  time,  regulate  said  tolls  so  as  to  make  th«m  uniform, 
and  proportioned  to  the  travel  on  said  road. 

§  8.  That  said  board  shall  hold  an  election,  by  the  stock- 
holders  of  the  company,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March 
after  its  organisation,  and  annually  thereafter,  for  five 
fluitable  persons  stockholders,,  to  govern  the  same,  who 
shall  have  full  power  to  manage  and  protect  their  said 
road  from  all  depredations  whatever;  such  offenses  shall 
be  brought  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  vicinity, 
who  shall  decide  according  to  law  and  the  magnitude  of 
the  damages  committed;  if  said  damages  be  deemed 
greater  by  the  board  than  fifty  dollars,  they  may  sue  in  cir- 
cuit court  in  county  where  the  offense  was  oomraLtted. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  eflTect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  65S. 

AN  ACT  to  iMaiporate  the  Deposit  Bank  of  BlitabethCown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  ef 
Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  town  of  Elizabeth  town,  Kentucky,  with  a  capiteJ 
of  fitly  thousand  dollars,  with  privilege  to  the  directory  to 
increase  the  capital  to  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and 
paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified ;  and  the  subscribers,  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politio 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Bank  of 
Elizabethtown,  and  shall  so  continue  for  twenty  years 
from  its  organization;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and 
defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever;  it  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  he  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  five  (5)  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders; 
they  shall  be  citizens  of  this  State,  and  after  the  first 
election,  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  Monday 
in  January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified;  they  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  president,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such 
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1870.  ^^^^  ^^  "^^y  ^^  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  other  meetingv 
may  be  bad  when  deemed  necessary;  and  in  case  of  deatb 
or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors  shall  have  power 
to  receive  subscriptions,  at  not  less  than  par,  for  no  many 
of  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company  remaining^ 
unsold  as  tbey  may  at  any  time  cbooe>e  to  sell;  to  declare 
dividends  of  the  profits  arising  put  of  the  bus»ne9s;  and  to 
appoint  such  ofiicers,  agents  and  servants,  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  condact  the  business  of  the  bank,  and 
pay  them  such  sum  as  wages  and  sHJaries,  and  take  from 
them  such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties,  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonable. 
The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall 
be  assignable  on  the  books  of  the  company  according  to 
such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall,. from  time  to 
time,  establish;  but  such  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on 
the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stockholder. 

§  3.  Elijah  Hansbrough,  S.  B.  Thomas,  R.  D.  G«oghe* 
han,  William  Spriggs,  Alexander  B.  Montgomery,  David 
B.  Lewis,  James  B.  Slack,  and  William  F.  Bell,  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock  ;  and 
when  five  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice,  in  two  or  more  news- 
papers published  in  the  State  6f  Kentucky,  one  of  which 
shall  be  published  in  Louisville,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the 
election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  the  ensuing  annual  election.  The  payment  for  the 
shares  subscribed  shall  be  as  follows:  Five  dollars  on 
each  share  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  fiAeen  dollars 
within  twenty  days  after  the  election  of  the  first  board 
of  directors,  and  the  residue  in  installments  of  not  over 
twenty  dollars  when  called  for  by  the  board,  at  least 
twenty  days'  notice  being  given  in  some  daily  paper  pub- 
lished in  Louisville :  Provided,  That  should  any  of  the 
subscribers  fail  to  pay  for  their  subscriptions  of  stock  as 
herein  provided,  after  giving  notice  of  their  intention  in 
some  daily  newspaper  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  some 
paper  published  in  Elizabethtown,  for  thi'k'ty  days,  the 
directors  may,  by  resolutions  entered  on  their  record,  for- 
feit such  stock,  and  resell  the  same  at  such  time  land 
place  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  pay- 
ments made  on  any  stock  which  shall  be  then  forfeited, 
shall  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation.  Said 
corporation  may  commence  business  so  soon  as  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  president 
first  elected  shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such 
payment  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace. 
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§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  1870. 
bmik  notea,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  cir- 
culating as  money,  and  repay  the  same,  in  such  manner, 
at  such  tiraf  8,  and  with  such  interest,  as  mey  be  agreed 
upon  with  the  depositors,  said  interest  not  to  exceed  six 
(6)  per  cent.,  by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in 
the  loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and 
other  evidences  of  debt,  take  personal  and  other  securi- 
ties for  the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  former 
as  may  be  agreed  upon,  in  all  respects  as  natural  persons 
may  do  under  the  common  law;  and  ail  promissory  notes 
discounted  by  it,  or  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its 
banking-house,  or  aC  any  other  bank,  and  inland  bills 
which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  sever- 
ally! against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

^  5.  Said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances  on 
approved  securities,  upon  agricultural  products,  including 
growing  crops,  all  manufactures  and  fixtures,  as  personal 
property.  It  may  receive  bonds,  stocks,  produce,  and 
merchandise  in  pledge  for  the  security  of  money  and 
debts  owing  it.  It  may  also  receive,  in  pledge,  or  as 
security  for  money  loaned,  or  debts  owing,  United  States 
vouchers,  certificates,  or  bonds  of  indebtedness,  or  the 
bonds  of  the  State  oif  Kentucky  or  any  other  State,  city, 
or  county,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  the  United 
States  or  any  State,  and  sell  the  same  on  the  non-pay- 
ment of   the  debt  or  demand. 

§6.  Said  bank,  with  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the 
father,  husband,  and  guardian,  may  receive  deposits  from 
minors  and  married  women;  and  the  receipts  and  ae- 
qoittances  of  such  minors  and  married  women  shall  be 
valid. 

§7.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  to 
the  creditors  of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount  of  stock 
subscribed  by  him  ;  but  when  the  same  shall  have  been 
paid  for  in  full,  then  no  further  individual  liability  at- 
taches to  said   stockholder. 

§  8.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety 
for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt, 
judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same; 
and  they  may  make  such  by-laws  for  their  govern raenl 
as  they  may  deem  necessary:  Provided^  The  same  be 
not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State, 
or  of  the  United  States. 
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1870.  $  ^*  I^  ^^^11  ^®  ^^^  ^^^y  ^^  ^i*^  president,  on  the  first 

Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treaeaiy 
of  the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said  institution,,  which  shall 
be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus*  and  be  a  part  of  the 
revenue  proper  for  this  Commonwealth. 

$10.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officers,  shall 
appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation  to  his 
or  their  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct 
entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones  on  the  books  of 
the  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporatioa 
or  any  other  person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  with- 
drawal or  appropriation  of  funds,  the  person  so  offend** 
ing  shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  and  peni- 
tentiary of  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  currency.* 

(  12.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage,  and 
continue  in  force  for  twenty  years.

CHAPTER  664. 

AN  ACT  to  Sscorporate  the  Harris  Turnpike  Road  Companj,  in  Boyle 

Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  cf  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  is  hereby^ 
created,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Harris  Turnpike 
Road  Company,'*  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession  ;  may  have  a  common  seal ;  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  the 
eourts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road, 
to  commence  in  the  Boyle  and  Mercer  county  line,  on  the 
farm  of  W.  W.  Henderson,  to  where  a  turnpike  road  is 
being  made  from  Uarrodsburg;  thence  along  or  through 
the  lands  of  C.  T.  Worthington,  E.  A.  Evans,  N.  Harris^ 
Jacob  Funk,  Charles  Clark,  J.  P.  Reed's  heirs,  Sid.  Spears» 
George  Fee,  and  M.  J.  Durham,  to  the  Danville  <^nd  Per- 
ryville  Turnpike  Road,  near  a  school-house;  said  road  to 
be  located  by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named  on  the 
most  practicable  route  between  said  points  of  beginning 
and  terminating  as  above  described. 

(  3.  That  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth^ 
ninth,  tenths  eleventh,  [and}  twelfth  sections  of  "An  f^ct  to 
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incorporate  the  Cowan  Tarnpifce  Road  Company,  in  Boyle  1870. 
and  Mercer  countiee,"  approved  February  13th,  1669,  be 
made  parts  of  this  act  as  fully  as  if  incorporated  herein, 
except  the  commissioners  under  this  act  shall  be  C.  T. 
Worthington,  W.  W.  Henderson,  N.  Harris,  Sidney  Spears, 
Jacob  Funk,  and  £.  A.  Evans;  and  the  subscriptions  for 
stock  in  this  company  shall  be  to  the  "  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  the  Harris  Turnpike  Road  Company.'^ 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-

CHAPTER  655. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Pendleton  Gountj. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  quantity  of  rock,  belonging  to  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  lying  in  the  county  of  Pendleton,  at 
Lock  No.  4,  and  thirteen  acres  of  land  at  Lock  No.  5,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t?ie  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  said  rock  at  Lock  No.  4,  in  said  county  of 
Pendleton,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  and 
^[iven  to  said  county  of  Pendleton,  to  be  used  and  expend* 
ed  in  building  a  free  bridge  at  said  Lock  No.  4j  in  said 
county,  across  Main  Licking  river:  Proi^z^/^^,  The  bridge, 
when  constructed,  shall  be  so  high  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  free  navigation  of  the  river. 

(  2.  That  W.  W.  Ireland,  John  Wheeler,  and  C.  H.  Lee, 
shall  be  a  board  of  commissioners  to  see  that  the  rock  at 
said  Lock  No.  4  is  applied  and  properly  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  aiding  in  the  erection  of  said  bridge,  as  herein 
contemplated. 

$  3.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conffioting  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

i  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

provides  that  the  removal  of  a  manager  from  the  city  of 
Louisville  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  his  office,  shall 
not  apply  to  a  removal  to  Jefferson  county ;  but  a  resi- 
dence in  said  city  or  county  shall  be  a  necessary  qualifica- 
tion of  a  manager  of  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  reside  in  said  city. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  657. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pible's  Run  and  Lick  Fork   Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated,  by  the 
name  of  the  Pible's  Run  and  Lick  Fork  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  macadamized 
road  from  a  point  on  the  Simpsonville  and  Antioch  Turn- 
pike Road,  near  to  the  residence  of  George  Lingenfelter, 
and  thence  in  a  northerly  course,  by  the  most  direct  and 
practicable  route,  to  an  intersection  with  either  the  Shelby 
and  Oldham,  or  the  Lagrange  and  Shelbyviile  Turnpike, 
as  they  may  elect ;  and  under  the  above  name,  this  com- 
pany shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  may  have  and  keep 
a  common  seal;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  answer  and  defend,  as  natural  persons,  in  all 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  may  by  gift,  be- 
quest, or  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  and  convey  all  real  and 
personal  property  and  estate  necessary  to  the  building  and 
maintenance  of  their  road. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  Robert  Hanna,  Paul  Conner,  Woodson  Ogles- 
by,  and  Beverly  Vincent,  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, any  one  of  whom  may  open  books  and  take  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  in  said  company  in  the  following  form, 
viz:  '*  We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  promise  to  pay  to 
the  Pible's  Run  and  Lick  Fork  Turnpike  Road  Company 
fifty  dollars  lor  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our 
names,  in  such  amounts,  and  at  such  times,  as  said  com- 
pany may  require.  The  same  to  be  collectable  as  other 
debts.     This  —  day  of ,  187-." 
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$  4.  As  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  1870. 
subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  said 
commissioners  shall  give  notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
time  and  place  at  which  an  election  will  be  held,  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  a  president  and  four  directors,  who 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  managers,  to  whom  shall  be 
committed  the  direction  and  control  of  all  the  interests 
and  affairs  of  said  company. 

$  5.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  succet^sors  shall  have  been  duly 
elected  and  qualified,  provision  for  the  annual  election  of 
whom  they  are  hereby  required  to  make  before  the  end  of 
their  own  official  term  :  Provided^  That  at  all  elections  to 
be  held  by  said  company,  every  stockholder  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  as  many  votes  as  he  has  shares  of  stock,  and  may 
vote  by  proxy. 

§  6.  Said  board  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  require  him  to 
give  bond  and  security,  binding  him  to  a  faithtui  and  hon- 
est discharge  of-  his  official  duties,  and  to  pay  over  to 
them,  at  any  time  they  may  require  it,  all  the  moneys 
belonging  to  said  company  which  may  have  come  into 
his  hands;  may  require  him  to  keep,  in  a  well-bound 
book,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  company,  or  any 
member  of  it,  all  such  accounts,  orders,  and  by  laws,  as 
they  may  wish  to  preserve,  and,  in  fine,  they  may  pre- 
scribe his  duties,  fix  his  pay,  and  remove  him  from  office 
at  pleasure.  Said  board  may  also  appoint  and  employ 
all  other  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  that  may  be 
necessary  and  proper  to  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  their  said  road,  and  make  all  necessary  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  by-laws,  for  the  conduct  of  their  business,  the 
control  of  their  employees,  and  the  protection  of  their 
property  and  interests,  in  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be 
'inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  nor  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

$  7.  Said  board  shall  have  power  by  gift,  release,  or 
purchase,  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for  their  said  road, 
and  all  the  materials  necessary  to  construct  the  same : 
Provided^  however^  That  if  they  shall  not  be  able  to  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  and  materials  as 
to  the  value  of  the  same,  or  as  to  the  damage  to  be  sus- 
tained by  such  owner  or  owners  in  the  removal  of  such 
materials,  and  in  the  building  of  said  road,  then  said 
board  may  proceed  to  obtain  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^ 
and  to  condemn  such  land  and  materials;  and  upon  the 
payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  so  assessed,  may  pro- 
ceed to  get  and  use  such  materials  and  to  build  their  said 
road. 
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way,  they  may  proceed  to  locate  and  let  out  for  constrac- 
tion  such  part  of  the  road  as  they  may  agree  upon,  and 
so  continue,  from  time  to  time,  as  subscriptions  to  the 
road  will  justify,  until  the  whole  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

$  9.  As  soon  as  two  and  one  half  mites  of  said  road 
shall  have  been  completed,  said  board  may  erect  a  toll- 
gate,  appoint  a  keeper,  provide  a  house  for  him,  and  pro- 
ceed to  collect  such  toll  thereat  as  is  now  allowed  by  law 
at  a  half  gate. 

$  ]0.  Said  road  shall  not  exceed  thirty  feet  in  width, 
nor  the  elevation  of  the  grade  thereof  four  degrees ;  the 
width  of  metal  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  feet,  nor  the 
depth  of  metal  be  less  than  ten  inches. 

§  11.  Said  board  may  pass  by-laws  imposing  fines  upon 
any  person  or  persons  who  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  or 
injure  said  road,  or  who  shall  unlawfully  evade  or  refase 
to  pay  toll  upon  the  same.  Said  fines  shall  not  be  less 
tharx  two  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars ;  shall  be  propor- 
tioned to  the  gravity  of  the  offense  or  the  repetition 
thereof;  shall  be  collectable  by  law  as  other  fines  of  like 
amounts,  and  when  collected,  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of 
said  company. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  giving,  loaning,  or  selling  Intoxicating  Liquors  ia 
the  Limits  of  toe  Town  of  Kidville,  Clark  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth' 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell,  loan,  or  give  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Kidville,  Clark 
county,  Kentucky  ;  and  that  any  person  so  olfending  shall 
be  fined  tAventy  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  forty  dol- 
lars for  every  subsequent  offense,  to  be  enforced  and  re- 
covered in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
Clark  county  having  jurisdiction  of  fines  and  penalties. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

F.  Thompson,  James  H.  Guthrie,  Daniel  Davis,  John 
Stackpole,  Robert  Bell,  H.  W.  Bates,  and  Thomas  Dugan, 
of  Ohio;  William  Whiting,,  of  Massachusetts;  James  L. 
Waring,  Robert  Scott,  J.  M.  Goodwin,  Thomas  Scott,  C. 
Kirtley,  R.  D.  Barr,  B.  F.  Pratt,  A.  Spalding,  W.  C.  Ire- 
land, Ed.  F.  Dulin,  Joseph  Pollock,  A.  C.  VanDyke,  B.  F. 
Bennett,  Evan  T.  Warner,  T.  Henson,  J.  M.  Hocker,  Wil- 
liam J.  Worthington,  William  Warnock.  John  W.  H.  War- 
nock,  John  Holbrook,  Eli  Cooper,  and  Marshall  Baker,  of 
Kentucky,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  under  the

i  2.  St*id  Tygart's  Valley  Railway  Company  may  con- 
struct and  operate  or  lease  branch  roads  from  its  main 
line  to  any  furnace,  mill,  quarry,  or  mine  within  the  conn- 
ties  of  Greenup,  Carter,  or  Lewis;  and  may  construct, 
lease,  or  purchase  and  own  such  furnaces,  mills,  quarries,

Upon  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  the. stock  subscriptions  representing  the  fifty 
thousand  dollars  aforesaid,  or  two  thirds  of  whatever 
amount  greater  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  may  have

(  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  with  corporate 
powers  and  corporate  possession,  under  the  name  of  ''The 
Todd's  Road  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose 
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1870.  ^^  making  a  turnpike  road,  from  the  point  of  intersection 
of  the  Lexington  and  Richmond  Turnpike  and  the  Todd'« 
Road  to  Winchester,  by  a  route  that  shall  follow  gen- 
erally the  present  Todd's  Road,  or  be  parallel  thereto,  and 
not  more  than  one  mile  therefrom. 

§  2.  That  the.  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be

to  all,  viz  :  Wm.  Preston,  John  R.  Bailey,  Henry  Tanner, 
Thomas  Milam,  Dr.  George  O.  Graves,  Thomas  £.  Eastio, 
B.  A.  Geehap,  John  Gess,  and  Woodford  Taylor. 

§  4.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  re- 
main open  until  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock,  or  enough 
to  complete  the  entire  road,  shall  have  been  subscribed ; 
and  persons  may  subscribe  at  any  time  until  the  books  are 
closed,  and  the  president  and  directors  may  reopen  said 
books  for  subscriptions  whenever  they  increase  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company.  Subscriptions  of  stock  in  said 
books  shall  be  paid  at  the  call  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors ;  and  upon  failure  or  refusal  to  pay,  the  subscribers 
may  be  compelled  to  pay  their  respective  subscriptions, 
together  with  ten  per  cent,  damages  thereon,  by  suit  insti- 
tuted in  the  circuit  court  of  Fayette  or  of  Clark  counties. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  in  said  company  are 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  one  or  more  of  the 
acting  commissioners  to  give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice, 
by  advertisement  in  a  newspaper  published  in  Lexington, 
that  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  will 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  in 
said  advertisement,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president 
and  four  directors,  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of*  direct- 
ors of  said  company ;  at  which  meeting  one  of  the  above 
named  commissioners  shall  preside,  and  shall  proceed  to 
hold  an  election,  by  taking  the  votes  of  the  stockholders  in 
person  or  by  proxy;  and  at  said  election,  and  every  suc- 
ceeding meeting  of  the  stockholders,  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of.  stock 
subscribed  or  owned  by  him  or  her.  The  president  and 
directors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices;  and  shall  hold  their 
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office  for  one  year,  and  nntil  their  succesaors  are  qualified.  1870. 
The  board  of  directors  Bhall  elect  each  subordinate  officers 
as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  necessary,  and  remove  them 
at  pleasure;  shall  pay  said  subordinate  officers  such  sal- 
ariee  as  may  be  proper;  and  must  require  of  the  treasurer, 
saperintendent,  gate-keepers,  or  such  officers  as  receive 
iDone3*s  belonging  to  the  company,  bonds,  with  sufficient 
sureties,  to  prevent  loss  to  the  company. 

§  6.  That  the  Todd^s  Road  Turnpike  Road  Company 
shall,  by  that  name,  have  perpetual  succession  ;  be  capa- 
ble of  taking  and  holding,  of  purchasing,  receiving  by  do- 
nation, selling  and  conveying,  in  fee  simple,  all  such  real, 
personal,  or  mixed  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  enactment;  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  and  do  every  thing  which  a  body-corporate  may  law- 
fully do. 

^  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  prescribe  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grades  of  said  road,  the  width,  and  the 
part  that  may  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel ;  shall  des- 
ignate the  place  of  erecting  toll-gates,  with  power  to  ob- 
tain, in  fee,  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  an  acre  of  land, 
upon  which  each  gate-house  may  be  erected ;  may  pre- 
scribe the  rates  of  toll,  and  change  and  regulate  them; 
but  said  rates  shall  not  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the 
general  law.  They  shall  have  power,  after  two  miles  of 
the  road  have  been  completed,  to  erect  a  toll-gate  and 
collect  tolis,  provided  said  tolls  are  applied  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road. 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  and  their  surveyors,  engi- 
neers, and  servants,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  enter  upon  the  lands  and  inclosures,  public  roads  and 
highways,  over  and  through  which  they  may  desire  said 
road  to  pass,  and  to  examine  and  survey  the  grounds  most 
proper  for  that  purpose;  and  examine  quarries  and  beds 
of  stone  or  other  material  neccdsarv  for  the  construction 
of  said  road. 

§  9.  The  board  of  directors,  with  their  surveyors,  engi- 
neers, superintendent,  and  servants,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  enter,  with  their  instruments,  tools,  wagons,  carls,  and 
beasts  of  burden,  upon  the  land  in  and  over,  contiguous, 
and  near  which  said  road  shall  pass,  having  first  given 
notice  of  their  intention  to  owners  or  occupiers,  or  agents; 
and  they  are  authorized  to  acquire,  by  purchase,  the  right 
of  way,  the  use  or  title  to  quarries,  the  sites  for  toll- 
houses, and  materials  necessary  for  construction  of  said 
road :  Provided,  That  if  the  board  of  directors  do  not 
agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land  through  which  said 
road  shall  pass  as  to  the  damages  sustained  thereby,  and 
Are  not  able  to  obtain,  by  purchase,  quarries  and  other 
necessary  material,  they  shall  have  power  to  condemn,  by 
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1870.  process  of  law,  under  the  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  issued 
by  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land, 
quarry,  and  other  material  may  lie,  land  for  the  road-bed 
not  exceeding  forty  feet,  and  for  toll-gates  and  quarries, 
and  other  material ;  and  upon  payment  or  tender  of  the 
damages  assessed  under  said  writ,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  board  of  directors  to  make  said  road,  erect  said  toll- 
houses, [and]  to  dig  and  carry  away  said  stone  or  other 
material  so  condemned. 

§  10.  The  court  of  levy  and  claims  of  the  counties  of 
Fayette  and  Clark  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  that  portion  of  said  road  that 
may  pass  through  each  of  said  counties  respectively :  Pro- 
vided^ No  subscription  shall  be  made  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  unless  proof  is  made  before  said  courta, 
respectively,  that  the  county  subscription  will  complete 
the  mile  for  which  it  is  subscribed. 

$  11.  Authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  company,  and  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Richmond  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road  Company,  to 
enter  into  a  contract,  by  which  the  Richmond  and  Lex- 
ington Turnpike  Road  Company  shall  subscribe  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  Todd's  Road  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany an  amount  sufficient  to  construct  so  much  of  said 
road  as,  added  to  the  distance  from  its  intersection  with 
the  Richmond  Turnpike  to  Lexington,  would  make  five 
miles  from  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  receive  all  the  tolls 
on  the  road  thus  built,  and  keep  said  portion  of  the  road 
in  repair:  Provided^  That  in  lieu  of  any  subscription  or 
payment  in  cash,  the  Richmond  and  Lexington  Turnpike 
Road  Company  may  construct  said  portion  of  the  Todd's 
Road  Turnpike,  and  charge  and  collect  toils  thereon,  as 
if  it  were  part  of  the  Lexington  and  Richmond  Turnpike; 
and  shall  keep  it  in  repair,  and  be  under  the  same  re- 
sponsibilities as  to  it  as  to  any  portion  of  the  said  Rich- 
mond and  Lexington  Turnpike. 

(  12.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  pass 
all  by-laws  necessary  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  stock- 
holders, to  superintend  the  construction  of  said  road,  and 
to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  charter. 

$  13.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
called  after  at  least  two  weeks'  advertisement  in  a  Lexing- 
ton newspaper ;  and  the  board  of  directors  may  call  spe- 
cial meetings  thereof  at  any  time  or  place  they  think  fit, 
upon  one  week's  notice.  All  meetings  of  the  stockhold- 
ers must  be  held  in  Lexington,  Winchester,  or  at  some 
point  on  said  road.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of 
the  board  of  directors  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may 
think  fit;  but  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  board  must  be 
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bcia  in  every  three  months.     At  all  meetinf^^a  of  the  board,       1870. 
the   president  and  two  directors,  or  three  directors,  shall 
constitute   a  quorum ;  and  all  vacancies  in  the  board  of 
directors,  and  in  all  subordinate  offices,  shall  be  filled  by 
the  board  of  directors. 

i  14.  The  board  of  directers  may  let  out  at  one  time 
any  portion  of  said  road  as  may  seem  to  them  best,  and 
may  complete  said  portion  before  another  contract  be 
made.  In  establishing  the  line  of  said  road,  power  is 
tiereby  given  the  board  of  directors  to  select  the  most 
practicable  route  between  some  point  on  the  Richmond 
and  Lexington  Turnpike,  near  the  intersection  of  the 
Todd's  road  with  said  turnpike  and  the  town  of  Win- 
chester, following  the  general  course  of  the  Todd's  road 
or  the  Sulphur  Well  road. 

§  Id.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  665. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pennbroke  and  State  Line  Tnrnpike  Road  Com- 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  0f  the  Cemmonwealth 
.#f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  is  here- 
by, created  and  aothorised  to  be  formed  and  organized, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^'Pembroke  and  State 
Line  Turnpike  Road  Company;"  and  under  that  name 
and  style  it  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  have  a 
common  seal ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
Mie  and  be.  sued  in  all  of  the  courts  in  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  busineas  of  said  oorporafeion  shall 
be  to  construct  and  matotain  a  turnpike  road  from  Pem- 
broke to  the  Tennessee  State  line,  or  to  intersect  the 
€iark»viUe  turnpike  at  any  point,  and  by  any  route  that 
will  aeoure  the  largespt  amount  of  stock. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  what- 
ever sum  tlie  officers  of  the  company  may  find  necessary 
to  oomplete  the  road,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each. 

(  4.  T^at  a  book  or  books  (or  the  subscription  of  stock 
in  said  company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  within  two 
years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  Pembroke,  in  Chris- 
tian county,  under  the  snpervision  of  V.  A.  Garnett,  Wm. 
M.  Bronough,  R.  C.  Jameson,  James  Richardson,  Jamea 
Radford,  Lyman  McCombs,  E.  W.  Pendleton,  and  Dr.  J. 
JP.  Thomas,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are  hereby  consti'- 
tuted  commissioners  for  such  purpose.     The  subscribers  in 
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1870.  ^^^^  company  Bhall  eign  an  obligation  as  follows:  "We^ 
whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do  respectively  prom- 
ise to  pay  to  the  Pembroke  and  State  Line  Turnpike  Com- 
pany the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of 
stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  propor- 
tion, and  at  such  ttmes^  as  shall  be  required  by  the  presi- 
ident  and  directors  of  said  company."  But  said  commis- 
sioners, or  those  acting,  or  the  said  company  after  it  is 
organized,  may  receive  conditional  subscriptions  of  stock 
in  said  company,  upon  any  conditions  which  may  be  ex- 
pressed in  writing  in  such  subscriptions,  and  such  subscrip- 
tions shall  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  conditions  therein 
stated.  And  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  said 
company  after  it  is  organized,  may  receive  subscriptions 
of  stock  to  said  company  in  lumber,  rock,  or  other  person- 
al property  or  labor,  which  shall  be  valid  and  binding; 
and  the  amount,  in  value,  of  such  subscription  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  respective  subscriptions ;  and  if  the  prop- 
erty is  not  surrendered  or  delivered,  or  the  labor  perform- 
ed, on  demand  of  said  company,  the  value  thereof,  as 
expressed  in  the  subscription,  may  be  collected  of  the 
subscriber. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
the  stock  of  said  company  it  may  be  organized,  and  to  this 
end  the  commissioners  acting  shall  give  notice  fe  the  sub- 
scribers of  stock  of  the  election  of  officers  of  said  compa- 
ny, the  notices  to  be  in  writing,  and  to  be  posted  up 'at 
Pembroke,  and  ether  prominent  points  in  the  line  of  the 
road,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  time 
and  place ;  and  at  such  meeting  at  least  two  of  the  com- 
missioners must  be  present  to  superintend  the  election. 
There  ehall  be  elected  a  president  and  five  directors. 
Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  k>  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  which  may  be  cast  in  per- 
son or  by  proxy.  The  president  and  directors  shall  take 
an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  their  duties  as  such,  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified^ 
and  shall  cause  an  election  to  be  held  annually  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April  thereafter.  The  said  directors  shall  elect 
a  treasurer  and  such  other  ofiicers  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary ;  and  such  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  execute  bond,  with  security  approved 
by  the  directors,  to  the  efiect  that  he  will  perform  the 
duties  of  bis  office,  and  on  demand  of  the  directory,  or 
their  authorized  agent,  pay  over  any  or  all  sums  of  money 
that  may  be  in  his  hands  as  treasurer. 

§  6.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  appoint  a 
superintendent  or  agent  to  superintend  the  construction  of 
said  road,  and  its  maintenance  afterwards,  and  gate-keep- 
ers, and  such  other  employees  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
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sary,  and  may  fix  their  compensation,  and  remove  them  at      1870. 
pleasure . 

§  7.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  officers  and  affairs,  that  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary, not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  keep  open  the 
books  for  additional  subscription  in  said  company,  and 
may  let  out  for  construction  any  portion  of  said  road, 
beginning  at  the  railroad  at  Pembroke;  as  soon  as  five 
thousand  dollars  can  be  used  without  violating  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  that  amount  has  been  subscribed ;  and 
as  soon  as  two  and  a  half  miles  of  said  road  are  com- 
pleted, they  may  erect  a  toll-gate  and  collect  toll  for  that 
portion  of  said  road,  according  to  charges  regulated  by 
law,  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  may  be  completed  atid 
in  good  repair  for  traveling. 

§  9.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right 
of  way  for  said  road,  ground  for  rock  quarries  and  toll- 
hoQses  and  bridges,  by  consent  or  purchase;  and  may  in- 
stitute proceedings  in  conformity  with  law,  to  condemn 
land  over  which  said  road  may  be  located,  and  ground 
for  toll-gates,  toll-houses,  and  bridges,  paying  such  com- 
pensation, or  tendering  it  to  the  owners  thereof,  as  tnay 
be  assessed  by  the  jury  empanneled  for  such  purpose^ 
according  to  law  as  aforesaid. 

$  10.  The  said  road  shall  be  of  such  width  as  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  determine.  Any  person  who  shall 
unlawfully  obstruct  such  road,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  therefor, 
which  shall,  when  collected,  be  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  be  recoverable  by  law  as  other  fines. 
SSaid  president  and  directors  may  pass  by-laws,  fixing 
fines  for  a  failure  to  pay  toll,  or  for  the  evasion  of  toll 
on  said  road,  which  may  be  recovered  by  law  as  other' 
fines  of  similar  amount,  and  be  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  II.  Said  company  may  extend  their  road  from  the 
railroad  in  Pembroke,  north,  in  the  direction  of  Fairview, 
if  a  sufficient  amount  is  subscribed  to  construct  two  and 
a  half  miles  of  such  extension,  and  may  erect  a  toll-gate 
upon  the  conditions  hereinbefore  mentioned ;  and  may 
continue  the  road  to  Fairview,  or  to  intersect  the  Rus- 
sellville  and  Hopkinsville  road,  by  any  route  which  will 
secure  the  largest  amount  of  stock.  The  money  received 
from  stockholders  shall  be  applied  on  the  side  of  the  rail- 
road upon  which  the  subscriber  lives,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  subscriber  in  writing.

1870.  §  ^^'  Upon  appHcatioD  being  made  by  the  president  of 

said  road,  the  majority  of  the  directors  concurring,  the 
Christian  county  court,  composed  of  a  quorum  of  the 
acting  justices  of  the  peace,  with  the  county  judge  pre- 
siding, may  subscribe  8tock  in  said  company  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  pa^'able  on 
the  completion  of  each  mile,  or  at  such  other  time  or  times 
as  the  court  may  determine:  Provided,  That  the  question 
of  county  aid  to  turnpikes  shall  have  first  been  submitted 
at  a  general  election,  after  due  notice  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  Christian  county;  and  if  a  majority  of  those 
voting  vote  in  favor  of  county  aid,  then  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  county  court  to  subscribe  said  stock;  but  the 
stock  so  subscribed  shall  be  preferred  stock,  with  a  six 
per  cent,  dividend — that  is,  the  net  earnings  of  said  road, 
after  paying  ail  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
county  treasurer,  until  a  dividend  of  six  per  cent,  has  been 
paid  on  the  amount  of  stock  that  has  been  subscribed 
by  the  county  court;  but  if  said  road  shall  yield  a  div- 
idend of  more  than  six  per  cent,  on  all  the  stock,  then. the 
county  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  its  dividend  pro 
rata:  Provided,  That  the  county  court  may  order  that  the 
sherifi^  shall  give  each  tax-payer  a  separate  receipt  for  his 
tax  paid  for  turnpike  or  plank  road  purposes,  and  make 
such  receipts  assignable;  and  that  a  certificate  of  stock 
shall  be  issued  to  each  holder  of  such  receipts,  when  pre- 
sented in  an  amount  equal  to  one  share  of  stock;  and  such 
stock  issued  for  tax  receipts  shall  be  preferred  stock,  en- 
titled to  a  six  per  cent,  dividend,  and  in  lieu  of  the  county 
stock ;  and  such  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  all 
the  elections  of  said  company,  and  to  have  all  the  other 
privileges  of  individual  subscribers;  and  if  more  roads 
than  one  are  built  with  county  aid,  the  court  may  order 
in  what  roads  stock  shall  be  issued  to  the  holder  of  tax 
receipts.  If  the  said  county  court  shall  make  a  subscrip- 
tion as  above,  and  decide  that  the  same  shall  be  stock  for 
the  general  benefit  of  the  county,  then  the  county  of  Chris- 
tian shall  be  entitled  to  directors  in  said  road  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  stock  she  has  in  the  road;  said 
directors  to  be  appointed  by  the  county  court. 
§  13.  This  act  to  take  efilect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  666.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Mil  born  Cemeterj,  in  BalUrd  Coanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  C.  R.  Pile,  Mat.  Cammina,  C.  L.  Cate,  Jaeper 
Sanford,  Richard  Milhurn,  Moses  Thompson,  Thos.  Hayes, 
Joseph  Edrington,  and  Isah  Hudson,  together  with  their 
associates,  successors,  and  a^^igns,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
created  and  made  a  body-politic  and  incorporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  **The  Milburn  Cemetery,"  with 
perpetual  succession  ;  and  by  that  name  they  shall  have 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued ;  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  the  same  to  break, 
alter,  and  change  at  pleasure  ;  make  and  alter,  amend, 
and  change  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  wise  and  proper,  not  against  or  in  conflict  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky ;  and  in  general  may  do  ail  other 
acts  and  things  necessary  and  proper  for  effecting  the 
object  of  their  incorporation,  which  is  to  provide  a  place 
of  repose  for  the  dead.  The  board  of  directors  herein- 
after mentioned  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
whole  board,  at  any  regular  meeting,  within  three  years 
after  the  first  organization,  change  the  name  of  the  cem- 
etery. 

§  2.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  corpo- 
ration by  subscribing  to  the  cemetery  fund,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  and  planning  the  tract  or  parcel  of  land 
for  the  use  of  the  cemetery,  or  after  the  first  organiza- 
tion, by  becoming  the  owner  of  one  or  more,  cemetery 
lots,  as  the  same  shall  be  laid  ofi^  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors ;  and  such  subscription  or  the  ownership  of  a  lot  shall 
entitle  the  subscriber  or  owner  of  a  lot  to  one  vote  at  all 
meetings;  but  no  member  shall  have  more  than  one  lot. 

§  3.  The  afl!airs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors,  cons^isting  of  nine  persons,  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation,  to  be  elected  by  ballot;  a  majori- 
ty of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  elect.  The  first  election 
shall  beheld  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  incorporators 
may  designate.  They  shall  name  three  of  their  number 
to  act  as  judges  of  the  election.  The  judges  shall  report 
to  the  incorporators,  and  they  shall  judge  and  determine 
from  such  report  of  the  legality  of  the  election,  and  deter- 
mine who  have  and  who  have  not  been  elected.  After 
the  first  election,  the  duties  herein  devolved  upon  the  in- 
corporators shall  devolve  upon  and  be  discharged  by  the 
board  of  directors  in  ofiice  at  the  time  of  any  election. 
The  incorporators  and  directors  shall,  by  written  notice, 
posted  up  at  three  public  places  in  Ballard  county,  or  in 
some  newspaper  published  or  circulating  in  said  county. 
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1870.  giv^  ^t  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
election,  and  the  names  of  the  judges.  The  directors 
elected  shall,  by  the  incorporators  or  directors  for  the  time 
being,  be  notified  in  writing  of  their  election,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  when  and  where  they  shall  meet  to  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  immediately  after  the 
first  election  ;  the  board  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three 
classes,  consisting  of  three  each  ;  the  first  class  shall  hold 
their  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  thereafter;  the 
second  class  a  year  longer  than  the  first;  and  the  third 
class  a  year  longer  than  the  second,  so  that  each  annual 
meeting  after  the  first  election  there  shall  be  three  direct- 
tors  chosen,  to  serve  for  three  years;  and  all  vacancies 
previously  existing  shall  be  filled  ;  but  in  case  of  failure 
to  elect,  those  directors  previously  in  office  shall  hold  over 
until  their  successors  are  elected;  and  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy occurring  between  any  two  annual  meetings,  the 
board  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next 
annual  meeting.  A  quorum  of  the  board,  for  all  pur- 
poses, shall  be  five  persons. 

^  4.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  October  in  each  year, 
unless  a  day  diflTerent  therefrom  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board 
of  directors,  but  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
president  at  the  request,  in  writing,  of  three  directors,  of 
which  the  same  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement,  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  section  three  hereof, 
for  the  election  of  directors,  unless  otherwise  provided  for 
by  proper  by-laws  of  the  incorporation. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall,  at  their  first  meeting 
after  each  annual  election,  elect  by  ballot  a  president  from 
their  own  body,  and  two  persons  from  the  members  of  the 
corporation,  not  directors,  to  act  as  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. These  officers  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified; 
and  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond,  with  surety'  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board,  in  such  sum  as  the  by-laws  shall 
direct,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  6.  This  corporation  is  authorized  to  purchase,  or  take 
by  gift  or  devise,  and  hold,  land  exempt  from  execution, 
and  from  any  appropriation  to  public  purposes,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  a  cemetery,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres, 
which  land  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.  After  paying 
for  such  land,  all  future  receipts,  whether  from  the  sale  of 
lots,  from  donations,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  applied  exclu- 
sively, under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  laying  out,  pre- 
serving, protecting,  and  embellishing  the  cemetery,  and 
the  avenues  leading  thereto,  and  to  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  corporation.  No  debts  shall  be  contract- 
ed in  anticipation  of  future  receipts,  except  for  buying, 
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originally  laying  oat,  inclosing,  and  embellishing  the  1870. 
grounds  and  avenues,  for  which  a  debt  or  debts  may  be 
contracted  sofficient  for  the  original  purchase,  in  such  an 
amount  as  may  be  necessary  therefor;  but  for  the  other 
purp.oseB  herein  mentioned  not  exceeding  three  thousand 
dollars  m  the  whole,  or  at  any  one  time,  to  be  paid  out  of 
future  receipts.  Said  lots  shall  be  sold  by  the  corporation 
upon  such  terms  as  they  may  think  best,  or  see  proper  to 
do;  but  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  appro- 
priate lots  for  the  interment  of  such  meritorious  persons, 
not  members,  as  they  may  see  proper. 

§  7.  The  original  conveyance  of  lots  from  the  corpora- 
tion to  individuals  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  certificate, 
signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secre- 
tary, under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  specifying  that 
such  a  person  is  the  owner  of  such  a  lot;  arid  such  cer- 
tificate shall  vest  in  the  proprietor,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
a  right  in  fee  simple  to  such  lot,  exempt  from  execution, 
attachment,  taxation,  or  any  other  claim,  lien,  or  process 
whatever,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  interment,  under  the 
regulations  of  the  corporation ;  and  said  certificates  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  efi^ect  as  deeds  duly  executed  in 
other  cases,  and  may  be  recorded  and  certified ;  copies 
thereof  shall  be  evidence,  as  in  other  cases.  And  said 
lots,,  or  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
board  of  directors,  and  with  their  assent,  may  be  conveyed 
by  deed,  in  due  form  of  law,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  inter- 
ment, as  aforesaid;  but  no  original  certificate  shall  be 
granted  to  any  person  who  does  not  produce  a  receipt 
from  the  treasurer  that  he  has  paid  for  his  lot  in  full ;  nor 
shall  any  person  be  the  proprietor  of  more  than  three  lots 
at  the  same  time,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
directors. 

§  8.  For  the  purpose  of  convenient  selection  and  descrip- 
tion, the  board  of  directors  shall  cause  a  plat  to  be  made 
of  the  lots  to  be  disposed  of  for  interment,  designating 
such  lots  by  consecutive  numbers;  which  plat  shall  be 
recorded  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  and  in  a  deed 
book  of  the  records  of  the  Ballard  county  court  clerk. 
The  original  sale  and  choice  of  lots  may  be  made,  either 
by  public  or  private  sale  and  selection,  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  determine  best  for  the  interests  of  the  cor- 
poration. After  the  original  sale  and  selection,  future 
purchasers  may  select  from  the  lots  not  previously  sold. 
^  0.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  inclose, 
improve,  and  adorn  the  grounds  and  avenues,  and  to  erect 
buildings  for  the  general  use  of  the  corporation,  and  to 
prescribe  rules  for  inclosing,  adorning,  and  erecting  mon- 
uments in  the  cemetery  lots;  and  to  prohibit  any  use, 
division,  improvement,  or  adornment  of  a  lot  which  they 
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1870.       ™®y  ^^^^  improper.     They  shall   make  report  of  their 
doings  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

§  10.  Any  person  who  shall  wilUully  destroy,  mutilate, 
deiace,  injure,  or  remove  any  tomb,  monument,  or  grave- 
stone, or  other  structure  placed  in  the  cemetery  aforesaid, 
or  any  fence,  railing,  or  other  work,  for  the  protection  or 
ornament  of  the  said  cemetery,  or  of  any  tomb,  monu- 
ment, or  grave  stone,  or  other  structure  aloresaid,  or  any 
cemetery  lot  within  the  cemetery  aloresaid,  or  shall  will- 
fully destroy,  cut,  break,  or  injure  any  tree,  shrub,  or 
plant,  within  the  limits  of  said  cemetery,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  thirty  days, 
according  to  the  nature  and  aggravation  of  the  offense; 
and  such  an  offender  shall  be  liable  in  an  action  in  the 
name  of  the  said  corporation,  to  pay  all  such  damages  as 
have  been  occasioned  by  his  unlawful  act  or  acts;  which 
money,  when  recovered,  shall  be  applied  by  the  said  cor- 
poration, under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  directors,  to 
the  reparation  and  restoration  of  the  property  destroyed 
or  injured  as  above;  and  members  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  competent  witnesses  in  said  actions.  Power  and 
authority  is  hereby  conferred  upon  each  of  the  officers  of 
this  corporation,  and  upon  its  superintendent  and  sexton, 
or  other  person  haying  said  cemetery  or  any  of  its  grounds 
in  charge — such  as  constables  have  to  make  arrests ;  and 
such  officers  and  persons,  and  each  of  them,  is  empow- 
ered to  arrest  without  warrant,  and  take  before  the  proper 
officer  or  tribunal,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law,  any 
and  all  persons  found  offending  against  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

$11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  667. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Church  of  God  in  Christ,  meeting  at  Antioch, 

Shelby  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commoniveallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  L.  Long,  John  Botts,  and  Alexander 
T.  Hagins,  the  present  trustees  of  the  Church  of  God  in 
Christ,  meeting  at  Antioch,  Shelby  county,  Kentucky,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  and  the  officers  and  members  of 
said  church,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  '*  Church 
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of  God  in  Christ;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  1870. 
succession  ;  and  may  purchase,  take  by  devise,  bequest, 
gift,  or  deed,  any  real  or  personal  estate  or  property,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  the 
same  to  hold  for  the  use  of  said  church,  according  to  the 
discipline  and  economy  of  the  same ;  and  to  sell,  convey, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same ;  to  have  and  exercise  all 
the  powers  necessary  for,  and  incidental  to,  religious  cor- 
porations, not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentucky;  and  by 
that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  so  far  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  protect  the  property  and  rights,  titles,  privi- 
leges and  immunities  of  said  church;  and  to  secure  any 
demands  due  to  said  church;  and  to  use  and  employ  said 
property  solely  for  the  use  and  purpose  of  carrying  out 
and  prosecuting  the  religious  interest  of  said  church. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
according  to  the  discipline  of  the  aforesaid  church ;  and 
vacancies,  as  they  occur,  shall  be  filled  from  time  to  time 
in  the  same  manner. 

§  3.  That  a  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business.  They  shall  appoint  from  their 
number  a  chairman  and  secretary.  All  transfers  or  con- 
veyances of  property  by  the  church,  and  all  written  con- 
tracts, shall  be  signed  only  by  the  said  chairman  and 
secretary ;  and  such  conveyances  shall  pass  the  entire  title 
of  property  belonging  to  said  church.  They  shall  keep  a 
full  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  which  }«ball  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
said  church. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passnge.

CHAPTER  608. 

AK   ACT   to   amend   an   act   to   incorporate   the  Town   of    West  Point, 
approved    15th    February,    1848,  and    for   other   purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oenerai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  it  is  represented  to  said  General  Assembly 
that  there  has  been  no  election  for  trustees  and  other  of- 
ficers of  said  town  for  upwards  of  sixteen  years;  and  said 
officers  having  died  or  removed,  and  made  the  same  va* 
cant,  therefore,  it  shall  be  lawful,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March  next,  for  the  white  male  citizens  of  said  town  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards,  to  meet  at  the 
Btore-houae  of  Fisher  &  Jenkins,  in  said  town,  and  cast 
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1870.       their  votes  before  C.  D.  Shean,  the  former  clerk  to  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  present  custodian  of   the  books, 
plats,  papers,  and  proceedings  of  former  trustees  of  said 
town,  for  five  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  be  resi- 
dents  of   said    town,  owners   of  real    estate,  and  legal 
voters,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected,  and  shall  take  an  oath  before 
some  qualified  officer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said 
offices;  a  majority  of  said  trustees  shall  be  competent  to 
act  and  perform  the  said  duties;  and  those  five  persons 
receiving  the  most  votes  shall  be  declared  elected.     The 
said  trustees  shall  elect  a  clerk  and  town  marshal,  who 
shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  in  such  penalty  as 
the   trustees   may   prescribe,   and   who    shall    hold   their 
offices  in   like  manner,  and  take  the  like  oaths  of  office; 
and  the  trustees  shall  fill  vacancies.     The   legal  voters 
shall  hold  an  election,  annuall}^  in  said  town,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  for  said,  officers,  before  the  clerk  of 
said    town;  and    a   majority  of  the   trustees   shall   have' 
power  to  fill  vacancies. 

^  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
have  their  clerk  to  transcribe  in  a  record  book  the  sales 
of  lots  in  said  town,  and  to  whom  sold  and  conveyed,  and 
all  other  proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  a  general  and 
useful  nature,  the  same  being  now  on  scraps  of  paper, 
and  in. several  books;  and  certified  copies  of  same  shall 
be  used  in  suits  or  other  causes  as  legal  evidence,  and  as 
much  so  as  if  the  same  was  from  the  original  records. 

§  3.  The  plan  of  said  town,  as  laid  out  by  Samuel  Pear- 
man  on  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land  of  his,  at 
mouth  of  Salt  river,  in  the  year  1798,  shall  show  the  true 
boundaries  of  said  town ;  and  where  any  of  the  corners 
are  missing,  the  trustees  shall  have  the  same  re-set  and 
re-placed  ;  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize 
the  trustees  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  ferry  priv- 
ileges opposite  and  between  said  town  across  the  Ohio 
and  Salt  river. 

§  4.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  act  as  assessor  of 
said  town,  and  shall  collect  the  taxes,  and  pay  the  same 
over  as  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

^  5.  The  trustees  shall  impose  taxes  on  all  real  estate  in 
said  town,  not  exceeding  sixty  cents  on  each  hundred  dol- 
lars of  value,  and  a*  like  imposition,  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  per  hundred  dollars  of  all  personal  property  and 
choses  in  action,  situate  in  said  town,  or  owned  by  any 
one  residing  in  said  town,  and  a  poll-tax,  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  per  head,  on  all  white  males  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  resident  of  said  town.  Colored  persons  are 
not  embraced  herein. 
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§  6.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to.have       1870. 
the  streets,  alleys,  wharf,  &c.,  improved  and  repaired,  so 
as  not  to  ran  said  town  in  debt  for  more  than  two  years' 
revenoe  at  once. 

^  7.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power,  and  are  here- 
by authorized  and  directed,  to  convey  all  lots  unconveyed 
to  the  persons  entitled  to  the  same,  upon  being  satisfied 
of  the  same  being  paid  to  th^  proprietor  of  said  town. 
The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  have  the  streets,  alleys, 
and  public  grounds  opened  and  made  freft  to  the  citizens 
of  said  town  whenever  they  see  proper. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  impose  a  penalty 
and  fine,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  on  ail  persons,  for 
any  violations  of  the  rules  and  ordinances  of  said  trus- 
tees, and  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  9.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  im- 
pose a  tax  on  all  licensed  sellers  of  spirituous  liquors  in 
said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  year,  and 
power  to  impose  a  tax,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  on  each 
grocery  store,  and  a  tax  on  each  dry  goods  store,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars  per  year ;  they  shall  have  power 
to  impose  a  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  on  each 
and  every  exhibition,  for  each  day  in  said  town,  of  any 
circus,  show,  or  menagerie;  they  shall  have  power  to 
impose  a  fine,  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  for  each  and 
every  oflense  committed  by  any  person  in  said  town  of 
shooting  fire-arms  ;  and  a  fine,  not  exceeding  five  dollars, 
against  every  person  getting  drunk  in  said  town,  or 
coming  into  said  town  and  using  vulgar  and  profane 
language. 

§  10.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  671. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Town  of  LiTermore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentwcky: 

§  1.  That  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  ,S^^^^ 
Livermore  be  so  amended  as  to  extend  the  corporate  lim-  eJT 
its  of  said  town  as  follows,  viz :  Beginning  at  the  west 
side  of  Elm  street,  and  running  east,  with  the  meanders 
of  Rough  river,  four  blocks  or  squares,  including  streets 
and  alleys;  and  thence  running  north,  on  a  straight  line, 
80  as  to  include  five  blocks  or  squares  on  the  north  side 
of  said  town;  commencing  on  the  south  side  of  Fourth

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  be  authorized  at  any

lishing streets  aAd  alleys;  and  said  surveyor  shnll  make 
out  a  complete  plat  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  records  of  the  county  court  of  said  county 
by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  that  the  expense  for  the 
same  be  paid  out  of  any  money  belonging  to  said  town.

§  5.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town   be  empowered   to

the  said  trustees  may  direct,  in  front  of  their  pioperty 
along  said  streets  of  said  town,  whenever  the  said  trus- 
tees may  deem  it  necessary  and  propter  for  the  benefit  of 
said  town,  or  whenever  the  said  streets  in  said  town  have 
been  graded  or  paved  ;  and  in  the  event  that  any  owner

the  bylawa,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 

of  said  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  to  be  by  them  used 

in  the  improvement  of  the  streets  of  said  town. 

§  9,  The  trustees  of  said  town  may  employ  an  attorney      May  moioy 
for  said  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  all  in-  towar^^

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CHAPTER  675.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Pewee  Vallej,  in  Oldham  Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  section  of  country  known  as  **Pewee  Val- 
ley," in  Oldham  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  in- 
corporated as  a  town,  to  be  designated  and  known  as 
^*^  The  Town  of  Pewee  Valley,  in  Oldham  county,'* 
bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Louis- 
ville and  Frankfort  Railroad  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  Arthur  Davis  tract;  thence  southeastwardly  with 
David'  line  to  his  corner;  thence  the  same  course  to  the 
Floydsburg  road ;  thence  eastward  with  said  road  to  the 
point  where  Maple  Avenue  comes  into  it;  thence  by  a 
straight  line  northeastwardly  to  the  corner  to  Dodge 
and  Kennedy,  in  Gamble's  line  ;  thence  northwestward 
with  the  line  between  Dodge  and  Kennedy  to  said  rail- 
road ;  thence  northwestward  with  the  line  between  the 
White  and  Hyman  tracts  to  the  turnpike  road;  thence 
west  Avith  the  turnpike  road  to  William  Moses'  line; 
fhenee  with  Moses'  lines,  including  his  tract,  to  his 
northwest  corner;  thence  along  the  eastern  line  of  the 
town  of  Rotlingtjn  to  McKee's.  north  west  corner;  thence 
southward  with  his  line  and  the  to  An  of  RoUington  to 
Helm  and  Warfield ;  thence  eastward  with  the  line  be- 
tween Helm  and  Warfield  to  Keeley's;  thence,  including 
Keeley  and  Craig,  to  Mrs.  Brannon's  ;  thence  along  the  line 
between  Craig  and  Brannon's  to  the  road  between  Bran- 
non  and  Cotton ;  thence  with  said  road  southward  to  the 
Loalsville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad;  thence 
alonp:  said  railroad  westward  to  the  northwest  corner  of 
the    Arthur  Davis  tract. 

§  2.  That  Orville  Truman,  William'  Keeley,  John  M. 
Arnnstrong,  Milton  M.  Rhorer,  Charles  B.  Cotton,  James 
G.  Dodge,  and  Henry  Smith,  are  hereby  appointed  trua^ 
tees  of  said  town,  to  remain  in  office  until  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy;  on  which  day,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  said 
month  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town  shall  meet  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  choose  by  vote,  viva 
voce^  seven  persons  for  trustees,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Any  va- 
cancies occurring  in  the .  board  by  resignation,  death, 
removal,  or  other  cause,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of 
trustees. 

§  3.  That  each  white  male  person,  of  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years  and  upwards,  being  an  actual  resident  of 
said  town,  and  entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  trustees,  and  the  same  qualifications 
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1870.       tibaW  be  requisite  for  any  elective  officer  for  said  corpora- 
tion. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  chosen  from 
among  the  white  male  voters  of  said  town ;  4ind  shall 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  pass  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  good  order,  decency,  and  decorum,  within  the 
limits  of  said  town ;  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace, 
health,  lives,  and  property  of  the  inhabitants,  and  others, 
within  said  town  ;  and  for  the  preservation,  repair,  and 
improvement  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  and  roads  of 
said  town  ;  and  for  all  such  matters  as  properly  and 
usually  come  within  the  police  of  an  incorporated  town; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  provide  punishments  for 
all  violations  of  their  by-laws  and  ordinances,  by  fine 
or  imprisonment,  or  both.  They  may,  from  year  to  year, 
lay,  and  provide  for  the  collection  of,  a  tax  on  the  inhabi- 
tants and  property  within  said  town,  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  prop- 
erty, listable  for  State  taxation,  and  two  dollars  per  annum 
for  each  male  inhabitant  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  to 
be  expended  by  them  in  the  necessary  outlays  attending 
the  government  of  said  town,  and  for  the  repair,  improve- 
ment, and  preservation  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  and 
roads  of  said  town,  and  for  educational  purposes:  PrO' 
videdy  That  no  by-laws  or  ordinances  shall  be  passed 
which  in  anywise  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  lawa 
of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States.  They 
■hall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  president  of  said  board; 
and  regulate  the  times  and  place  of  their  meeting.  They 
may  annually  appoint  a  town  clerk,  a  town  treasurer, 
and  a  town  assessor,  and  regulate  the  amount  of  the  pen- 
alties of  their  several  bonds  payable  to  the  corporation,  if 
any  shall  by  them  be  deemed  necessary ;  and  they  shaU 
define  the  duties  and  fix  the  compensation  of  these  sev- 
eral officers. 

I  f  (  5.  That  the  said  corporation  ahall  have  power  to  es* 
tablish  and  maintain  a  public  school  or  schools  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  town,  with  full  authority  to  regu- 
late and  control  the  same;  and,  as  a  corporate  body,  shall 
be  capable,  in  law,  of  receiving  donations,  bequests,  lands, 
tenements,  and  escheats,  which,  for  purposes  of  educa- 
tion, shall  be  exempt  from  taxation;  and  the  limits  of 
said  town  shall  embrace  a  school  district,  which  shall  re- 
ceive its  quota  from  tbe  educational  fund  of  the  State; 
and  all  fines  collected  in  said  town  shall  be  paid  into  the 
town  treasury  for  school  purposes. 

(  6.  That  the  office  of  police  judge  in  and  for  tbe  town

and  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors, committed  within  said  county  of  Oldham,  that 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have ;  and  in  criminal  and  pe- 
nal cases  he  nhAll  have  the  jurisdiction  now  given  by  law 
to  two  justices  of  the  peace  within  said  county  ;  and  shall 
have   full  jurisdiction,  within    said    town,  of  all   offenses 
against  the  bylaws  and   ordinances  of  said  town;  and 
shall  have  power  to  enter  judgments  and  issue  excjcutions 
for  all  fines  and  penalties  for  such  offenses;  and  his  exe- 
cutions may  be  served  by  the  marshal  of  said  town  in  any 
part  of  said  county,  or  by  the  proper  officers  in  any  coun- 
ty in  this  Commonwealth.     He  shall  have  power  to  grant 
attachments  and  injunctions,  and  writs  of  ne  exeat  and  ha 
teas  corpus,  to  the  same  extent  as  justices  of  the   peace 
f^lected  by  the  people  in  said  county  of  Oldham.     He  shall 
keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  copies  of  which  shall  be 
evidence  to  the  same  extent  that  copies  of  the  records  of 
justices  of  the  peace  now  are.     He  shall  have  power  to 
issae  original   process  in  all  cases  before  him,  subpoenas 
for  witnesses,  and  attachments  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  before  him,  to  the  same  extent  that  justices 
of  the   peace   now   have  ;  and    to   punish   all   contempts 
against  his  authority  by  fines  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  in 
each  case,  and  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  hours. 
He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  to  summon  a 
jury  in  ca^es  cognizable  before  him,  when  a  jury  is  re- 
quired  by   law.     He  ^hall  have  the  same  power  to  issue 
attachments  for  debt,  within  the  county  of  Oldham,  that 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have;  to  take  and  certify  depo- 
sitions, which  i^hall  be  allowed  to  be  read  as  depositions 
are  now  allowed  to  be  read  taken  before,  and  certified  by, 
justices  of  the  peace ;  to  administer  oaths,  and  certify  the 
same  when  necessary,  in  all  cases  where  an  oath  is  pro- 
vided for  by  law.     He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following 
lees,  viz:  For  a  peace  warrant,  one  dollar;  for  a  warrant 
in  case  of  a  riot,  rout,  unlawful  assembly,  or  breach  of  the 
peace,  one  dollar;  for  a  warrant  for  any  violation  of  any 
law  or  ordinance  of  said  town,  one  dollar  ;  for  swearing  a 
jury  or  presiding  over  a  trial,  one  dollar ;  for  subpoBnas, 
fifteen  cents  each;  for  original  judgments  in  civil  cases^ 
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1870.  twenty-five  cents  each  ;  for  granting  an  attachment,  in* 
junction,  writ  of  ne exeat  or  )uibcas  corpus,  one  dollar ;  in  all 
other  cases  his  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  tho:«e  of  justices 
of  the  peace  for  like  services ;  and  he  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  ipsue  fee  bills  that  justices  of  (he  peace  now^ 
have,  and  they  shall  be  collectable  in  the  same  way  :  Pro- 
videdy  Thai  all  process  issued  by  said  police  judge  shall 
run  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  8.  That  the  office  of  town  marohftl  is  hereby  created 
in  and  for  the  said  town  of  Pewee  Valley,  and  a  mar«<hal 
for  said  town  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 
He  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  execute  all  proc«>ss  which 
may  be  requisite  for  the  enforcement  of  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  said  tQwn,  and  shall  execute  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  if  required  b\'  the 
board  of  trustees;  and  his  term  of  office  shall  be  at  the 
optioa  of  said  trustees. 

§  9.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  hold  an  election  at  any  time 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  after  ten  days'  notice,  to  be 
given  by  the  board  of  trustees,  at  which  a  police  judge 
shall  be  elected,  to  serve  until  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy. 

§  10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  all  shows  and  exhibitions  in 
said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  every  twenty- 
four  hours  such  show  or  exhibition  may  remain  and  be 
kept  open  in  said  town. 

^11.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full  discre- 
tion and  authority  as  to  the  question  of  granting  license 
to  taverns,  cofiee-houses,  or  other  places  in  the  town,  in 
which  intoxicating  liquors  would  be  sold.  They  may 
refuse  all  such  licenses.  If  license  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors,  whether  in  a  tavern,  coffee-house,  grocery,  or 
store,  be  granted,  the  annual. tax  therefor  shall  not  be  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 
•  §  12.  That  the  town  mars'hal  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee 
of  one  dollar  for  each  defendant  for  executing  a  violation 
of  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town ;  and  in 
all  other  catfies,  his  fees  and  commissions  shall  be  the  same 
as  those  of  constables  for  similar  services,  and  he  shall 
collect  them  in  the  same  manner;  and  he  shall,  by  him- 
self  or  deputy,  duly  qualified,  execute  all  the  processes  of 
the  police  judge  with  the  county  of  Oldham. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  when  pub- 
lished and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
voting  thereon,  after  ten  days'  notice  (in  printed  or  writ- 
ten notices,  posted  in  not  less  than  ten  places  in  said 
town):  Provided^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  elect  a  police 
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judge  at  said  election:  And  provided  further^  That  C.  T.  1870. 
Vinegarholtz,  Tho8.  P.  Barclay,  8.  Schuler,  J.  H.  Rhorer, 
and  Wm.  Mo^es,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  hoM  said  elec- 
tion, and  take  the  sense  of  said  voters  as  to  the  approval 
or  rejection  of  this  charter.  But  it  is  anderittood  that  no 
power  is  hereby  delegated  to  the  officers  of  said  corpora- 
tion to  interfere  with  the  management  or  control  of  the 
railroad  running  through  said  corporation,  or  to  lessen 
the  speed  of  trains  running  thereon.

CHAPTER  678. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Speedwell  and  By  bee  town  Tarnpike  Road  Com- 

pany,  in  Madison  Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  compafiy  is  hereby  created,  tinder  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Speedwell  and  Bybeetown  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  in  Madison  county,  Kentucky,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  an  artificial  road  from  a  point  at  or  near  the 
Estill  Station  and  Speedwell  Pike,  and  run  on  any  agreed 
route  to  Bybeetown,  on  the  Richmond  and  Irvine  Turnpike 
Road.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  as  incor- 
porators, and  are  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  of 
stock,  viz:  Thomas  Hume,  J.  Speed  Smith,  M.  Logan,  G. 
C.  Smith,  David  Fry,  Jas.  Miller,  Preston  Oldham,  Brown- 
lee  Yates,  Irvine  Miller,  [and]  Green  Clay  Smith. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  the  shares 
into  which  said  capital  stock  shall  be  divided,  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  incorporators  above  named,  and  may 
be  diminished  or  enlarged  by  the  president  and  directors, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  re- 
quire. 

§3.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany shall  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places,  under  the 
direction  of  the  incorporators  above  named,  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  due  notice  having  been  given  in  any  paper 
that  may  be  published  in  Richmond,  Kentucky,  and  by 
written  notices  posted  up  at  several  public  places  in  Mad- 
ison county. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  shall  be 
snbscribed  to  justify  a  commencement  of  said  road,  the 
incorporators  aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper  and 
appoint,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  hold  aa 
election  for  a  president  and  three  directors,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualify.     Upon  the  election  and  qualification 
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1870.  ^^  ^^'^  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  tbey  shall 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid ;  and  by  said  name  shall  have  perpetual  succei- 
sion,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  hold,  acquire,  and  convey  all 
necessary  real  and  personal  property,  for  the- purpose  of 
constructing  said  road,  and  keeping  it  in  operation,  and 
have  alt  other  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  cor- 
poration. 

§  5.  The,  county  court  of  Madison  [county]  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  stock  in  said  road,  not  to  exceed  the 
amount  per  mile  which  said  county  court  now  has  the 
authority  to  subscribe  by  law  to  turnpike  roads;  and  said 
county  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  as- 
sess the  amount  of  stock  which  may  be  so  subscribed,  and 
it  shall  be  collected  according  to  the  way  made  and  pro- 
vided by  the  existing  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  When  three  miles  of  said  road  shaM  have  been 
completed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  put  up 
a  gate,  and  exact  toll  on  said  road. 

§  7.  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  approved  March  Ist,  1844,  except  so  far 
as  they  may  be  local  in  their  application,  or  come  in  col- 
lision with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  made  a  part  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  the  same 
*  force  and  effect  as  if  fully  inserted  herein  and  enacted  at 

length. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  677. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Saint  Matthew's  and  Goose  Creek  Tarnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  o/'  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  C.  Arterburn,  Alfred  Herr,  A.  G.  Herr, 
Richard  Coxe,  W.  S.  Herr,  and  Jacob  Hite,  sr.,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-cor- 
porate and  politic,  with  full  corporate  powers,  by  the 
name  of  the  St.  Matthew's  and  Goose  Creek  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  in  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky;  and  aa - 
such  may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  may  acquire  and  hold  real  or  personal 
property  suitable  and  proper  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
objects  of  its  creation. 

\  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each;   and  said  company  may  organize  when  five 
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thonsand  dollars  shall  have  been  Robscribed  of  said  cap-      1870. 
ital  stock ;  and  said  company  may  borrow  money  at  the 
rate  of  ten   per  cent,  per  annum,  or  less,  and  secure  the 
same  by  mortgages  on   its  property  and  franchises,  not 
exceeding  in  amount  half  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock. 

§  3.  Said  company  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  con- 
Btrnct  and  maintain  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from  Gil- 
man's  Point,  in  Jefferson  county,  over,  along,  or  adjacent 
to  the  old  Louisville  and  Westport  dirt  road,  or  as  near 
the  route  thereof  as  they  may  deem  proper,  for  a  distance 
of  five  miles,  to  or  in  the  direction  of  Fry's  Hill,  in  said 
eoanty;  and  when  completed,  to  demand  and  receive  tolls 
for  travel  and  hauling  thereon,  at  the  same  rate  per  mile, 
and  on  the  same  terms,  and  under  the  same  penalties,  as 
is  provided  by  law  in  chapter  103  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  this  State ;  and  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  their 
said  road,,  said  company  may  acquire  the  right  of  way, 
earth,  stone,  or  gravel,  or  other  material,  by  contract  or 
by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  as  provided  in  chapter  103 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State;  and  may  own,  in 
fee  simple,  real  estate  for  toll-houses,  not  exceeding  five 
acres  for  each  toll-house. 

§  4.  After  said  company  has  caused  the  location  of  the 
route  of  their  said  road,  by  proper  surveys  and  entries  on 
the  company's  books,  they  shall  then  cause  a  district  to  be 
surveyed,  beginning  at  a  point  on  said  proposed  road  one 
half  mile  northeastwardly  from  Gilman's  Point,  on  the 
north  side  of  said  proposed  road;  and  then  running  at  right 
angles  towards  the  Brownsboro  turnpike,  to  a  point  half 
'way  between  said  Brownsboro  road  and  said  proposed 
turnpike;  and  then  northeastwardly  along  a  line  run  at 
equal  distances  between  the  two,  and  so  on,  until  said  line 
is  a  distance  of  one  mile  from  the  route  of  the  proposed 
turnpike;  and  then  at  that  distance  to  the  end  of  the  route 
thereof  and  one  mile  beyond ;  and  then  at  right  angles 
"with  said  line,  southeastwardly,  for  a  distance  of  two 
miles;  and  then  at  right  angles,  southwestwardly,  one 
mile  from  the  proposed  road,  until  said  line  approaches 
the  Shelbyville  turnpike  nearer  than  one  mile ;  and  then 
at  equal  distances  between  said  Shelbyville  turnpike 
road  and  said  proposed  road,  to  a  point  opposite  the  point 
of  beginning ;  and  thence  to  the  beginning.  And  shall 
cause  said  survey  to  be  laid  out  upon  a  map,  showing  cor* 
rectly  the  lands  of  proprietors  included,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  in  said  survey,  and  the  number  of  acres  owned  by 
each.  And  when  said  map  shall  be  completed,  a  true 
copy  thereof,  with  an  explanatory  report,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  county  court  for  Jefferson  county,  and  an  order  made  « 
allowing  twenty  days  for  the  filing  of  exceptions  thereto; 
and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  by  advertisement  in  some 
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1870.  daily  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  for  at  least 
five  days  before  the  expiration  of  said  twenty  days;  and 
if,  within  said  twenty  days,  no  exceptions  are  filed  against 
said  map  and  report  of  survey,  hy  some  owner  of  real  es- 
tate included  in  said  district,  then  said  court  shall  enter  an 
order  approving  and  confirming  said  report,  and  establish- 
ing said  district  as  a  taxation  boundary ;  or  if  said  excep- 
tions, or  any  of  them,  are  filed  and  on  trial,  and  sustained 
for  want  of  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  act,  then 
said  court  shall  order  another  survey  and  report,  or  such 
corrections  of  the  old  one,  as  will  inspire  conlormity  with 
this  act;  and  when  another  report  or  correction  is  made, 
shall  in  like  manner  hear  exceptions,  and  allow  time  for 
filing  the  same,  and  give  notice  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  until 
a  report  and  map  are  made  in  conformity  herewith ;  and 
then  said  taxation  district  shall  be  established  as  aforesaid 
by  order  of  said  court. 

§  5.  When  said  district  is  established,  as  required  in  the 
preceding  section,  a  tax  of  five  dollars  on  each  and  every 
acre,  and  at  the  same  rate  for  fractions  of  acres,  shall  be 
assessed  on  all  the  land  included  in  said  taxation  bound- 
ary, except  such  lands  as  do  not  front  on  said  proposed 
turnpike,  and  having  no  outlet  thereto,  shall  be  taxed 
three  dollars  per  acre,  by  order  of  said  county  court. 
But  before  said  tax  shall  be  assessed,  a  vote  shall  be 
taken,  at  an  election  to  be  held  at  some  central  point 
in  said  dis^trict,  under  order  of  said  county  court,  fixing 
said  place  and  time,  and  appointing  ofiicers  to  hold  said 
election ;  two  judges,  one  sheriff,  and  one  clerk,  to  be 
duly  sworn,  who  shall  open  polls  for  and  against  said 
tax,  at  the  time  and  place  fixed,  and  receive  and  re- 
cord all  legal  votes  ofl'ered,  and  certify,  sign,  and  return 
said  poll-books  to  said  county  court,  to  be  within  ten  days 
after  their  return,  or  sooner,  compared  and  examined,  and 
the  result  declared  by  and  belbre  the  elective  board  for 
comparing  polls  of  said  county;  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
legal  votes  are  cast  for  said  tax  or  against  said  tax,  said 
board  shall  so  certify  on  said  poll-book,  and  said  certifi- 
cate and  poll  book  shall  be  filed  in  his  office  by  the  clerk 
of  said  county  court,  and  preserved  as  a  record  of  his 
office.  If  a  majority  of  said  voltes  are  cast  in  favor  of 
said  tax,  then  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall,  by 
order  duly  entered  in  open  court  on  the  order-book,  assess 
the  amount  due  from  each  tax-payer  on  his  lands  in  said 
,  ^  district  at  said  rate,  and  order  the  sherifi*  of  said  county 
to  proceed  to  collect  and  pay  the  same  to  said  company's 
treasurer;  and  said  sheritf  may  levy  and  sell  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  not  exempt  Irom  execution,  to  raise  the 
same  as  it  under  execution  of  fien  facias^  and  shall  be 
liable  for  the  collection  and  payment  of  the  same  on  bis 
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official   bond,  and  shall  receive  the  same  rate  of  compen-       1870. 
sation    as  for  collecting  State  taxes ;  or  incase  he  makes 
levies   and  sales  in  addition,  the  same  commission  as  if 
acting^  under  execution,  the  additional  amount  to  be  paid 
by  the   delinquent  tax-payer,  and  included  in  and  raised 
by  the    sale  of  the  delinquent   tax-payer's  property   liable 
to  execution.     Ail  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
over   by  said  sheriff  within  one  year  from  the  time  said 
asBess^inent  is  made;  and  said  sheriff  shall  be  liable  for 
any  failure  in  duty,  on  his  official  bond,  as  for  money  due 
or  collected  under  execution.     But  any  tax-payer  may,  at 
any  time   before  the  t^heriff  has  levied  for  said  taxes,  pay 
the  amount  of  his  taxes  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company, 
whoee  receipt  shall,  on  presentation  to  said  sheriff,  be  sat- 
isfaction of  the  claim  for  taxes  as  to  him. 

^  G.  At  said  flection  provided  for  in  the  fifth  section  of 
this  act,  all  owners  of  real  estate,  of  estates  in  fee  simple, 
for  life  or  remainder,  of  lands  included  in  said  boundary, 
shall  be  entitled  (o  vote,  if  they  have  attained  the  age  of 
eighteen  years;  and  trustees,  guardians,  or  committees, 
shall  have  one  vote  for  each. c^.Y/ui  que  trust  or  ward 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  person  of  unsound  mind, 
owning  lands  in  said  district;  and  no  other  persons  shall 
vote  at  said  election. 

§  7.  11  any  person  liable  to  pay  taxes  on  land  included 
in  said  boundary  shall  subscribe  any  amount  to  the  cap- 
ital Htock  of  said  company,  he  shall  receive  credit  on  the 
amount  of  taxes  due  by  the  amount  so  subscribed;  and 
if  the  amount  subscribed  is  greater  than  the  amount  of 
taxes  due,  then  no  taxes  shall  ever  be  collected  from  such 
person. 

§  8.  Receipts  for  taxes,  either  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
company  or  sheriff,  shall  be  deemed  stock  scrip ;  and  on 
the  presentation  of  such  receipts  to  the  board  of  said  com- 
pany, certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  to  the  owner  of 
each  one  hundred  dollars  thereof;  and  such  receipts  sihall 
pa8^,  by  indorsement  and  delivery,  from  one  to  another. 
§  9.  Subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
may  be  made  in  work,  or  labor,  or  material,  at  a  price 
and  amount  to  be  agreed  upon  And  fixed  in  said  subscrip- 
tion ;  and  the  right  of  way  for  the  road,  or  stone  or  gravel 
for  use  thereon,  may  be  paid  for  in  stock  in  said  company 
by  agreement  of  the  parties,  prices  and  amount  of  stock 
to  be  agreed  upon  and  settled  in  writing,  signed  b}'  the 
parties. 

§  10.  The  persons  named  as  corporators  in  this  act  shall 
serve  as  directors  for  one  year  from  and  after  the  organi- 
zation of  said  company,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified ;  and  they  shall,  at  their  organiza- 
tion, elect  one  of  their  number  president  of  said  board  of 
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1870.  directors ;  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  elect  snch  other 
officers  and  agents  of  said  company  as  they  deem  neces- 
sary ;  and  any  one  of  said  board,  or  any  one  named  by 
them  for  the  purpose,  shall  have  power  to  receive  sab- 
scriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  and  said 
board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  pendulating  future  elections  of  directors,  and 
for  the  government  of.  its  officers  and  agents. 

§  11.  No  land  nearer  any  other  turnpike  road  than  the 
route  of  the  proposed  road  shall  be  taxed  as  provided  for 
in  this  charter. 

§  12.  This  act  takes  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  678. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporUe  the  Agricoltaral  and    Mechanical  Association  of 

Colored  People,  of  P'ajette  County. 

Whereas,  Divers  persons  of  the  counties  of  Fayette,  and 
other  counties  in  this  Commonwealth,  have  org>anized  an 
agricultural  association,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association  of  Colored  Peo- 
ple, of  Jf'ayette  county,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
agriculture,  mechanics,  horticulture,  and  the  breeds  of 
domestic  animals;  and  for  that  purpose  have  adopted  a 
constitution  and  by-laws,  and  chosen  a  president  and 
five  directors  to  control  and  manage  the  atfairs  thereof, 
and  have  applied  to  the  General  Assembly  for  an  act  of 
incorporation ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ConunontreaUh  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  said  association  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association  of  Col- 
ored People,  of  Fayette  county,  at  Lexington;  and  by 
that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity; 
and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
acres,  and  may  improve  and  sell,  and  convey  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  at  pleasure;  and  may  acquire,  hold, 
and  dispose  of  such  personal  estate,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  legitimate  purposes  of  said  association.  The 
association  may  adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  or  may 
use  the  seal  of  its  president  ibr  the  time  being. 

§  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  already  chosen  as 
aforesaid,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday 
in  May,  1870,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified ;  an  election,  however,  of  a  president  and 
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directors  shall  be  had  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,      1870. 


1870,  by  the  qoalified  members  of  said  association,  and 
annaaily  thereafter,  unless  the  members  of  said  associa- 
tion, at  said  annual -election,  shall,  by  resolution,  fix  upon 
a  difierent  day;  and  they  may,  at  their  annual  election, 
reduce  or  increase  the  number  of  directors. 

^  3.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of  said 
association,  together  with  its  estate  of  every  kind,  shall 
be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  president 
and  directors  aforesaid ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  inferior 
officers  as  they  deem  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  pur- 
poses of  said  association ;  and  they  may  require  of  such 
inferior  officers,  or  either  of  them  so  olected,  bond  with 
good  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  or  their  duty. 
Said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  as,  in  their 
opinion,  may  contribute  to  the  good  order  and  manage- 
ment of  said  association,  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
modify  and  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure.  They  shall  have 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  in  their  corpo- 
rate name,  and  to  do  any  and  every  other  act,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, which,  in  their  opinion,  wilt  contribute  to  advance 
the  objects  of  said  association. 

§  4.  Any  three  members  of  the  directors,  together  with 
the  president,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  unless  the  association  shall  fix  on  and  require 
a  difierent  number. 

§  5.  That  said  association  shall,  in  its  corporate  capac- 
ity, with  all  the  estate  belonging  thereto,  be  liable  for  any 
debts  heretofore  contracted  by  it,  or  by  its  authority,  as 
fully  as  though  the  same  had  been  contracted  since  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

^  6.  That  no  spirituous  liquors  shall,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, during  the  continuance  of  any  fair  of  said  associa- 
tion, be  sold  on  the  premises  used  for  such  fair ;  nor  shall 
any  such  liquor,  during  any  such  time,  be  sold,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  upon  any  lot  or  lane,  road  or  street, 
adjoining  the  same,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  such  ofiense,  to  be  recovered,  together 
with  the  costs,  by  warrant  in  the  Lexington  city  court,  or 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Fayette ; 
and  each  separate  act  of  selling  shall  be  a  separate 
ofifense. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

$  orated,  under  tbe  name  and  style  of  the  *' South  Benson 
'arnpike  Road  Company,"  to  construct  a  turnpike  road 
from  the  city  of  Frankfort  to  RusselTs  Mill,  in  the  county 
of  Franklin  ;  and  tbe  said  company,  by  said  name  and 
style,  shall  be  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession  ;  and  as  such  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  privileges,  powers,  rights  and  immunities,  which  are 
given  and  granted  to  the  Benson  Turnpike  Road  Compa- 
ny hy  the  charter  thereof. 

§2.  That  J.  T.  Gaines,  A.  W.  Cromwell,  Walker  Ste- 
phens, R.  H.  Taylor,  and  Jo.  Robinson,  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed commisciiioners,  who,  or  any  two  of  whom,  may  act; 
and  they  are  hereby  clothed  with  the  same  powers  which 
are  conferred  upon  the  commissioners  named  in  the  act 
incorporating  tbe  said  Benson  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shiill  be  fifteea 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  but  if  the 
Baid  road  shall  be  constructed  for  a  less  sum  than  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  capital  stock 
Bhalj  he  the  sum  saiil  road  shall  actually  cost. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company  to  locate  the  said  road  so  as  to  conned 
vith  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Frankfort  to  Shelby- 
ville,  at  any  point  on  said  last  named  turnpike  which  the 
board  may  deem  to  the  interest  of  said  company.

AN  ACT  to  an»eQd  the  Charter  of  the  Citj  of  Padaoah. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky : 

i  1.  That  so  much  of  section  4th,  article  2d,  of  the  char- 
ter of  the  city  of  Paducah,  that  reads  as  follows:  '^  And 
thereafter  the  members  of  said  board  shall  be  chosen  for 
two  years  and  no  longer,"  shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read, 
*' And  thereafter  the  members  of  said  board  ishall  be  chosen 
for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  legally  elected 
and  qualified."

AN  ACT  allowiog  Precincts  in  Jefferson  CoaBtj  to  petition  County  Jndgt 

for  Police. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  voters 
of  any  precinct  in  Jeflerson  county  to  the  judge  of  the 
Jeflerson  county  court,  asking  that  the  ^ense  of  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  any  8uch  precincts  be  taken  as  to  whether 
there  shall  be  provided  a  police  force  for  each  precinct, 
'  the  number  to  be  employed,  and    the  pay  per  day  for 

same,' if  adopted,  the  judge  shall  order  an  election  to  be 
held,  and  poll-books  opened  in  the  precinct  so  petitioning, 
at  any  regular  election,  when  the  vote  shall  be  taken  for 
and  against  the  establishment  of  such  force  ;  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  same,  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  a  tax,  sufiicient 
to  pay  said  police  force,  on  the  real  and  personal  property 
within  any  such  precinct,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
assessor  of  Jefl!erson'  county  to  assess  the  said  tax,  and  the 
sheriflT  thereof  to  collect  the  same ;  and  said  sherifl!*  and 
assessor  are  hereby  allowed  the  same  compensation  there* 
for  as  they  now  receive  for  collecting  State  taxes. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efilect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  607. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Coantj  Court  of  Mublen})urg  County  to  changf 
the  South  Carrollton  and  Madisonyille  Road,  as  the  same  passes  over 
the  land  of  C.  L.  Morebead. 

Whereas,  The  public  road,  leading  from  South  Carroll- 
ton  to  Madisonville,  passes  over  the  land  of  Charles  L. 
Morehead  diagonally,  dividing  said  survey  in  nearly  equal 
parts;  and  whereas,  it  requires  a  large  amount  of  addi- 
tional fencing  to  keep  said  land  inclosed,  and  materially 
injures  the  value  of  said  tract  of  land;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Muhlenburg  county,  upon 
the  application  of  C.  L.  Morehead,  may,  if  the  judge 
thereof,  upon  the  viewers  to  be  appointed  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  change  the  South  Carrollton  and  MadisoD- 
ville  road,  as  the  same  passes  over  the  land  of  C.  L. 
Morehead,  so  as  to  change  said  road  on  the  line  of  said 
survey,  or  near  thereto;  and  the  said  road  may  be  direct- 
ed to  be  changed,  though  it  may  increase  the  dit^tance, 
and  may  be  of  some  inconvenience  to  the  traveling  pub- 
lic; and  if  the  county  court  should  deem  it  expedient  to 
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order  said  change,  the  same  shall  be  wholly  over  the       1870. 
lands  of  said  C.  L.  Morehead,  and  said  Morehead  shall 
open  said  new  road  at  his  own  cost. 
§2.  This  act  to  talce  efiect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Oeorge  W.  Salser,  0(erk  of  the  Hasoo  Goantjr 

Court. 

Whbrbas,  In  the  year  18G7  George  W.  Salser,  clerk  of 
the  Mason  coanty  court,  in  issuing  licenses  to  Arthur  F. 
Dobyns,  W.  H.  H.  Ringo,  and^Thomas  J.  Winter,  to  keep 
cofTee-houses  in  said  coanty,  by  mistake  charged  them 
each  a  tax  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  said  licenses,  and 
the  said  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  was  paid  to  him  by 
each  of  them  by  mistake ;  and  whereas,  the  legal  tax 
therefor  was  only  ten  dollars  each;  and  whereas,  he,  said 
Sulser,  paid  the  excess  of  fifteen  dollars  in  each  case  to 
the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund  of  said  county,  and  the* 
State  has  thus  received  the  same,  and  it  cannot  be  re- 
funded without  an  act  authorizing  the  same;  and  where- 
as, said  Sal&<er  is  responsible  to  said  parties  for  the  same ; 
therefore,  for  remedy  thereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-eneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

}  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  here- 
by is,  ordered  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  said  sum  of  forty-five  dollars,  payable  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in 
favor  of  said  George  W.  Sulser,  and  he  shall  pay  one 
third  of  the  same  to  said  A.  F.  Dobyns,  one  third  thereof 
to  said  Thomas  J.  Winter,  and  one  third  thereof  to  said 
W.  H.  H.  Ringo,  in  full  satisfaction  of  their  respective 
claims  aforesaid. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  699. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Union  Benevolent  Societjr,  No.  2,  of  Colored 

People,  at  Lexington. 

Whereas,  A  society  composed  of  colored  persons  exists 
in  the  city  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  known  as  "  Union 
Benevolent  Society,  No.  2,  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,'* 
whose  object,  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  and  by- 
laws of  said  society,  is  charity,  and  the  mutual  relief  of 
its  members ;  and  whereasi  said  society  has  existed  for 


n 
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1870.  *  number  of  years,  with  a  regular  constitution  and  by- 
laws to  govern  the  organization,  and  reg:ularly  consti* 
tuted  and  elected  officers,  and  desires  a  more  permanent 
organi-zation,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  present  organized  society  of  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  which  has  for  the  current  year,  1870,  for  its 
president,  James  L.  Harvey ;  vice  president,  Jordan  C. 
Jarken ;  secretary,  Henry  King ;  and  treasurer,  Leonard 
Fish,  and  known  as  Benevolent  Society,  No.  2,  of  Lex- 
ington, Kentucky,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate  in  law,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  **  Benevolent  Society,  No.  2,  of  Lexington,  Ken- 
tucky;" and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  do  all  such  things  as  ma}'  be  nec- 
essary to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  said  society  shall  have  power  to  hold,  by  par- 
chase,  gift,  grant,  or  devise,  a  house  and  lot  in  the  city  of 
Lexington  for  its  use. 

§  3.  The  saj^d  society  shall  have  power  to  hold,  by  pur- 
chase, gift,  grant,  or  devise,  any  quantity  of  land  in  the 
county  of  Fayette,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  and 
may  receive  a  conveyance  therefor,  with  such  covenants 
as  they  may  think  proper.  The  land  and  appurtenances, 
when  conveyed,  shall  be  held  solely  and  exclui<ively  for 
a  cemetery  and  ornamental  grounds  connected  therewith, 
and  shall  never  be  used  in  any  manner  inconsisttent  with 
this  act,  or  for  any  purpose  than  burial  lots,  as  herein- 
after prescribed.  Said  grounds,  fixtures,  and  shrubbery, 
and  everything  growing  therein,  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  taxation  and  from  execution,  and  from  levy  and  sale, 
on  account  of  judgment  or  decree,  for  any  debt  or  demand 
whatever.  No  road,  passway,  or  street  shall  be  opened 
through  the  grounds,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  society. 
The  socifity  may  receive  by  devise,  bequest,  gift,  or  dona- 
tion, any  Ic^gacies,  gifts,  or  donations  to  them,  to  be  used 
and  appropriated  only  in  ornamenting  and  improving  said 
cemetery  and  grounds,  and  to  carry  out  the  charitable  pur- 
poses ot  the  society;  and  may  fund,  loan  out,  or  ve^t  in 
any  State  or  United  States  stock,  any  spare  or  surplus 
funds  the  society  may  have,  but  shall  never  exercise  bank- 
ing powers. 

§  4.  The  proceeds  of  sales  of  lots,  and  all  moneys  com- 
ing to  the  corporation  from  any  source,  shall  be  first 
applied  to  the  payment  of  purchase  money,  and  shall 
afterwards,  in  all  time  to  come,  be  applied  to  the  im- 
provement and  ornament  of  the  grounds,  and  to  pay 
incidental  expenses. 
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§  5.  When  a  barial  lot  ia  purchased,  the  said  society  1870. 
shall  give  a  certificate  .thereof,  signed  by  the  president 
of  the  society,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the 
society,  and  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  which 
certificate  shall  vest  the  purchaser  with  title.  This  title 
shall  be  transferable  according  to  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  society  by  the -by- 
laws thereof,  but  in  no  other  manner,  and  shall  descend 
and  pa^s  by  devise  as  other  real  estate.  Such  lots  shall 
never  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lots,  and 
if  applied  to  any  other  use,  the  title  shall  revert  to  the 
society. 

§  6.  The  society  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  sales  and 
transfers  of  lots,  and  the  disbursements  of  the  proceeds  of 
sales;  and  shall  always  preserve  an  acciirate  map  of  the 
grounds  and  lots,  and  shall  have  the  same  recorded  in  the 
clerk's  ofTice  of  the  Fayette  county  court. 

§  7.  The  society  shall  have  power  to  lay  off  and  orna- 
ment any  grounds  now  belonging  to  them,  or  hereafter 
acquired  by  them,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  alter  and 
repair  the  same ;  and  generally  shall  [have]  charge  of 
and  direct  all  improvements  or  changes  inlaid  grounds. 
They  shall  have  power  to  lay  off,  sell,  and  convey  burial 
lots,  either  at  public  or  private  sale ;  to  make  by-laws  and 
regulations  for  the  management  of  the  cemetery  grounds, 
graves,  and  inclosures,  and  the  mode  of  ornamenting  the 
same,  and  regulate  the  mode  in  which  bodies  shall  be 
interred  ;  and  make  such  other  by-laws  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. The  trustees  of  any  property  now  owned  by  the 
society  may,  at  any  time,  be  changed  at  the  instance  of 
the  society.     The  society  shall   have   power  to  appoint,  ^ 

from  time  to  time,  such  superintendent  or  sexton,  and 
officers,  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  pre^'icribe  their 
duties,  fix  their  pay,  and  take  such  bond  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  them. 

^  8.  If  any  person  shall  maliciously  and  forcibly,  and 
without  lawful  authority,  violate  any  of  the  graves  of  the 
dead,  or  any  vault  which  may  be  erected  on  the  grounds 
of  the  society,  or  willfully  deface  any  of  the  tomb;}tones, 
monuments,  or  inclosures,  or  willfully  injure  any  of  the 
shrubbery,  fixtures,  or  buildings,  or  in  any  manner  damage 
the  grounds  of  the  society,  such  person  or  persons  so  offend- 
ing, besides  being  liable  to  an  indictment  for  a  misde* 
meanor,  and  punishable  according  to  the  discretion  of  a 
jury,  shall  be  liable  to  the  corporation  in  an  action  of 
trespass,  and  the  damages  shall  be  applied  to  restore,  as 
far  as  possible,  any  injury  that  has  been  done,  and  any 
balance  to  the  general  uses  of  the  society. 
§  9.  This  act  shall  take  elfect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
BankcBtab-  in  Millerebufg,  Bourbon  county,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
Body -politic,  as  hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  asso* 
■tjie,'**"**  *°    ciates,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by   the   name   and   style   of  the  *' Miliersbur; 
Deposit  Bank,"  and  shall  so  continue  for  a  term  of  thirty 
years  from  its  organization;  and  shall  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  bein^ 
sued,  of   impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering 
and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever;  it  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure.

McCHntock,  and  A.  G.  Stitt,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may 
t>pen  books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock : 
Provided,  That  public  notice  shall  be  given,  by  two  sac- 
cessiv^  insertions  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  the 
coanty,  of  the  time   and  place  when  said  books  will  be 
opened;  and  when  fifty  shares  have  been  subscribed,  it 
ahall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice,  in  some  one  of  the  news- 
papers published  in  Bourbon  county,  Kentucky,  and  ap« 
point  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who 
shall  be  qualified  and  hold  their  offices  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  at  the  ensuing  annual  election  ;  and  in  all 
elections  for  directors  of  said  bank  the  stockholders  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  the  capital  stock 
he  or  she  may  hold  in  the  same.

And 
the  said  directors,  and  all   the  officers  of  the  institution, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  solemn  affirmation,  before  some  offi- 
cer  authorized    to   administer  oaths,   faitblully,  honestly, 
and   impartially,  and  to  the  best  of  their  (^kill  and  judg- 
ment, to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
under  this  charter,  or  which  may  be  required  of  them  by 
the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  corporation.

§  13.  The  General  Aesembly  ehall  have  the  right  to 
examine  the  afTairs  of  the  corporation  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose;  and  it  reserves  the 
right  to  modify,  amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure.

pearing that  no  public  buildings  of  any  kind  have  yet 
been  erected  or  begun,  nor  has  any  appropriation  been 
made  for  such  buildings  by  said  county  court ;  now,  for 
remedy  whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  next  there  shall 
be  an  election  held,  at  the  various  precincts  in  the  county 
of  Elliott,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  which  of  the 
three  points  herein  named,  to-wit :  Martinsbur^,  the  pres- 
ent location ;  the  crossing  of  the  Newcomb's  Fork  of  Lit- 
tle Sandy,  or  H.  J.  Deering's  farm,  shall  be  the  permanent 
seat  of  justice  of  said  county. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  at  its  next  April  term,  to  appoint  judges  and 
clerks  of  said  election,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now 
provided  for,  whose  duties  shall  be  the  same  as  now 
provided  for  by  law ;  and  the  sheriff  shall,  at  same  time, 
appoint  his  deputies  for  conducting  said  election. 

^  3.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall, 
at  leaai  ten  days  before  said  election,  make  out  and  de- 
liver to  the  sheriff  of  said  county  a  poll-book  for  each 
voting  place  in  said  county,  which  poll- book  shall  be  laid 
off  with  three  columns.  The  first  column  shail  be  headed 
'*  For  JNewcomb,"  the  second  column  '*For  Martinsburg," 
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1870.  C^"*']  ^^^  ^^'^^^  "F^**  H-  J-  Deering's  Farm."  The  sheriff 
ehall  deliver  one  copy  of  Baid  poll-book  to  the  judges^of 
the  election  at  each  voting  place  before  the  openiag  of 
the  polls. 

$4.  The  sherijOTs  conducting  said  election  shall  distinctly 
ask  each  voter  the  following  question :  *'At  which  point 
>vill  you  locate  your  county  seat?"  The  clerk  shall  write 
the  name  of  each  voter  on  said  poll  book,  and  place  his 
vote  in  the  column  indicated  by  him.  The  said  election 
and  returns  shall  be  conducted  in  every  other  respect  as 
is  now  provided  for  by  law. 

§  5.  It  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  examiners  authorized  by 
law  to  compare  the  polls,  count  the  votes  given  for  each 
point,  and  give  a  certificate  of  the  result  of  said  election, 
and  immediately  deliver  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  coun- 
ty court,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  the  order  book  of 
said  county  court;  and  if  there  shall  be  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  said  election  for  locating  said  county  seat  at 
the  crossing  of  Newcomb,  or  at  H.  J.  Deering^s  farm,  then, 
and  in  that  event,  the  said  seat  of  justice  shall  [be],  and 
is  hereby,  located  at  that  point  having  received  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  hi  said  election ;  but  bhould  neither 
of  the  last  two  named  points  receive  such  majority,  then 
the  said  seat  of  justice  shali  be  and  remain  where  it  now 
is. 

*  §  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices of  said  county,  in  the  event  that  either  of  the  two 
last  named  points  shall  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast,  to  meet  at  the  point  receiving  such  majority  on  the 
second  Monday  in  May,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
and  select  the  site  and  lay  off  the  town  in  the  usual  man- 
ner: Provided^  however,  Elliott  county  shall  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  election. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Campbell  county^  the 
eounly  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  thereof  heiufi^ 
present  and  concurring. therein,  be,  and  hereby  is,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect,, each  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  poll-tax  now  aUowed  by  law,  an  ad  valorem 
tax,  not  exce<^ding  ten  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars,

State ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  may  ac- 
quire and  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  tiollars,  and  may  sell,  convey,  or  dispose 
of  the  same. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president 
and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 
may  require  a  bond  from  any  of  them  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for 
the  government  of  the  seminary,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper.  They  may  pro- 
cure and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter  or  change, 
from  time  to  time,  or  may  use  their  individual  seals  or 
scrolls. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  confer  upon  the 
students  in  said  seminary  any  or  all  diplomas  or  de- 
grees conferred  by  any  of  the  colleges  of  this  State ;  but 
all  such  diplomas  or  degrees  must  be  signed  by  the  princi- 
pal of  the  seminary. 

§4.  That  when  the  seminary  hereby  made  corporate 
•hall  afford  facilities  for  teaching  all  the  children  of  the 
•chool  district  in  which  it  may  be  located,  then  the  school 
trustees  shall  report  the  same  as  the  common  school  of 
said  district,  and  it  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  all  moneys 
coming  to  such  district  from  the  common    school   fund. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed ten  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twen- 
ty*five  dollars  each;  any  or  all  of  the  stock  may  be 
transferred  or  sold  at  the  pleasure  of  the'  owner ;  but  such 
transfer  or  sale  must  be  noted  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  6.  The  persons  herein  named  as  corporators,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  board  of  trustees,  and  shall 
have  the  management  of  the  institution,  with  all  the 
powers  herein  granted  to  the  corporation.  The  trustees 
herein  named  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Satur- 
day in  July  next,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  election  for  trustees  shall  be  held, 
annually,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  directed  by  the  by-laws.  They  shall 
have  power  to  provide  by  their  by-laws  for  the  filling  of 
any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  body.  At  all  elec- 
tions herein  provided  for,  each  stockholder  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  subscribed  and 
paid  in.

ing the  subscription;  and  such  subscriptions,  with  their 
respective  conditions,  shall  be  valid  and  binding.  If  tho 
commissioners,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  have  here- 
tofore received  conditional  bubscriptions  to  said  capital 
stock,  the  same  are  hereby  legalized  and  declared  as 
binding  and  effectual  as  if  made  since  the  passage  of 
this  act:  Provided^  however.  That  the  president  and  di- 
rectors of  this  company  acting  for  it  may,  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  company  is  organized,  and 
before  any  money  is  received  thereon,  reject  all  or  any 
conditional  subscriptions  made  to  the  capital  stock,  and 
such  rejection  shall  render  the  subscription  null  and  void. 

§  2.  Whenever  the  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock, 
whether  the  same  be  conditional  or  otherwise,  shall 
amount  in  the  aggregate  to  fifty  shares  or  more,  then 
the  election  of  officers  may  be  held  as  provided  in  said 
act. 

(  3.  That  whenever  a  call  shall  be  made  on  the  aub- 
Bcribers  to  the  capital  stock,  or  upon  any  of  them,  for  all 
or  any  part  of  the  amount  due  on  their  stock,  the  person 
or  corporation  from  whom  the  amount  is  due  shall  be 
notified  of  such  call  by  a  notice  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  president  or  secretary,  which  shall  be  served  as  no- 
tices are  required  to  be  served  under  the  Code  of  Prac- 
tice in  civil  cases  in  Kentucky ;  and  if  any  subscriber 
shall  fail  or  reluse  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  call  within 
sixty  days  from  the  service  of  the  notice  on  him,  then  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  Versailles  and  McCrackea'a 
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1870.  ^^^'^  Turnpike  Road  Company  Bhall  have  the  ri^ht  to 
collect,  by  le^al  proceeding!*,  the  amount  of  such  call, 
,  together  with  the  penalticH  and  per  centage  imposed  by 
the  twenty-fiilh  section  of  the  act  of  the  General  As^em- 
bly  of  Kentucky,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  [one]  the  several  acts  incorporating  a  company  to 
turnpike  a  road  from  Frankfort  to  Lexington,  by  way  of 
Versailles,"  and  approved  February  14th,  1835,  and  the 
provisions  of  which  are  incorporated  in  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment. 

§  4.  Whenever  the  said  president  and  directors  shall 
have  completed  two  miles  or  more  of  turnpike  road,  they 
may  make  application  to  the  judge  of  the  Woodford  coqd- 
ty  court  for  the  right  to  erect  gates,  toll-houses,  and  col- 
lect tolls.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty,  whenever  they  shall 
establish  by  competent  proof  that  two  or  more  miles  of 
said  turnpike  have  been  completed,  to  enter  an  order  on 
the  records  of  his  court,  giving  them  permission  so  to  do; 
and  the  said  president  and  directors  may  then  acquire  and 
hold  lots  for  tollhouses  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
said  act,  approved  February  14th,  1835;  and  may  erect 
and  keep  as  many  and  such  gates  and  toll-houses,  and  at 
such  plnces,  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient;  and  may 
collect,  whenever  the  gates  are  erected,  tolls  at  said  gates 
for  travel  on  the  road,  or  any  part  of  it  that  may  be  com- 
pleted, at  the  rates  now  fixed  by  the  provisions  of  the 
several  acts  incorporating  said  company. 

§  5.  That  ail  acts^  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  aAer  itB 
passage.

CHAPTER  723. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Vancebarg  Hale  and  Female  Academj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  (he  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning  be,  and  the  same  ii 
hereby,  establis^hed  and  incorporated  in  the  city  of  Vance- 
burg,  Lewis  county,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
Vanceburg  Male  and  Female  Academy,  and  that  the  fol- 
lowing named  persons  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of 
the  same,  to-wit :  Geo.  M.  Thomas,  William  C.  Ilalbert, 
Thomas  D.  Parker,  Thomas  W.  Mitchel,  Geo.  Tittle. 
Henry  C.  Bruce,  James  R.  Garland,  Andrew  Smally, 
Thomas  B,  Harrison,  John  Armstrong,  and  John  C.  In- 
grim,  who  shall  hold  their  ofHces  until  the  building  au- 
thorized to  be  erected  shall  be  completed,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 
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^  2.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  be,       1870. 

and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  a  body-politic  and  cor* 

porate,  by  the  name  and   style  of   the  Trustees  of  the 

Vanceburg  Male   and   Female  Academy,  and   as  such  to 

have  perpetual  succession ;  and  by  that  name  are  made 

capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 

all  courts  of  law   and    equity;  and    to    hold,  enjoy,  and 

possess  all  moneys,  property,  or  chores  in  action,  which 

may,  in  anywise,  befong  to  said   academy ;  and  they  are 

hereby  made  able  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the  benefit  of 

said   academy,  all   lands,  tenements,  moneys,  chosea   in 

action,  or  other  thing,  by  conveyance  or  other  trant^fers, 

which  may,  in  anywise,  belong  or  fall  to  said  institution, 

including  all  endowments  that  may,  from  time  to  time, 

be  made  to  the  same. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  the  necessary  means  to 
bay  a  suitable  lot  of  ground  and  erecting  the  necessary 
buildings  thereon,  a  tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  within  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Vanceburg  liable  or  subject  to  State  tax, 
is  hereby  levied,  to  be  collected   by  the  city   marshal   ok' 
Vanceburg,  and   to  be  paid   over  by  him  as  directed  by 
the  trustees  of  the  said  academy,  and  which  tax  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  for  the  year  1870,  and  shall  continue 
for  ten  years,  unless  sooner  discontinued  by  the  said  board 
of  trustees.     The  tax  shall  cease  as  soon  as  the  lot  and 
necessary  buildings  thereon  are  completed  and  paid  for. 
Before  the  city  marshal  shall  commence  the  collection  of 
the  tax  levied  by  this  act,  he  shall  execute  a  bond,  with 
good  security,  to   the  trustees  of  said   academy,  binding 
himself  to  pay  over  the  taxes  collected  when  demanded; 
which  bond  shall   be   taken  by  the  mayor*  of  the  city  of 
Vanceburg,  and   attested  by  him  and  filed  in  his  office; 
and  the  sureties  in  said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  said 
mayor.     The  tax  shall  be  due  on  the  first  day  of  June  of 
each  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to.pro- 
ceed  to  collect  the  tax  on  that  day,  and  shall  collect  and 
pay  the  same  over,  as  fast  as  collected,  to  said  trustees 
or  their  order.     The  marshal  shall  collect  and  pay  over 
all  the  taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  of 
each  year. 

§  3.  The  taxes  levied  by  this  act  shall  be  a  lien  upon 
the  property  taxed,  and  which  lien  shall  continue  until 
the  taxes  are  paid.  The  marshal  shall  first  sell  personal 
property  to  pay  the  taxes;  but  if  there  is  nqne,  or  not 
sufficient  to  pay  the  tax,  he  shall  sell  the  real  estate  of 
the  delinquent,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  raise  the  tax 
due.  The  party  whose  property  is  sold  shall  have  one 
year  to  redeem  the  same,  by  paying  the  amount  of  tax 
due  and  thirty  per  cent,  thereon.     If  the  property  is  not 
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1870.  redeemed  within  one  year,  the  marshal  shall  convey  the 
property  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  deed  of  the  marshal 
shall  invest  the  purchaser  with  all  the  title  of  the  delin- 
quent. Before  the  marshal  shall  sell  real  estate,  he  shall 
adverti^^e  the  time,  terms,  and  place  of  sale,  by  posting 
an  advertisement  up  at  the  court-houf»e  door  in  Vance- 
burg,  and  three  other  public  places  in  Vanceburg,  for  ten 
days  before  the  sale.  The  sale  shall  be  at  the  court-hou:«e 
door  in  Vanceburg,  on  some  county  court  day,  and  shall 
be  for  cash  in  hand.  The  marshal  shall  give  the  par-' 
chaser  a  certificate  of  purchase. 

§  4.  The  marshal  shall  sell  the  real  property  of  delin- 
quents at  the  December  county  court  of  each  yenr,  and 
personal  property  at  the  court-house  door  on  any  day,  after 
giving  the  notice  required  in  sales  of  real  estate.  Before 
the  marshal  shall  sell  real  or  personal  property  for  taxes 
due,  he  shall  make  a  demand  of  the  tax-payer  or  his  agent; 
if  he  cannot  find  the  tax-payer  or  his  agent,  he  may  levy 
and  sell  alter  ten  days'  notice. 

§  5.  There  is  al:f(o  levied  a  poll-tax  of  two  dollars  upon 
each  person  liable  to  pay  the  county  poll-tax  within  said 
city  of  Vanceburg,  which  poll  tax  shall  also  be  collected 
by  the  city  marshal,  and  paid  over  by  him  to  the  trustees 
of  the  academy,  to  be  used  by  them  in  erecting  the  neces- 
sary buildings.  The'  marshal  shall  be  liable  upon  his 
bond  for  the  amount  of  poll-taxes  collected,  in  the  same 
manner  that  he  is  liable  for  the  tax  collected  under  this 
act.  The  poll  tax  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  the  property  of 
the  party  liable  to  the  tax  ;  and  the  property  of  delin- 
quents may  be  sold  to  pay  the  poll-tax  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  property  is  directed  to  be  sold  to  pay  taxes  due  on 
personal  and  rea*l  estate. 

§  G.  The  costs  of  the  ground,  and  the  buildings  to  be 
erected,  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The 
lot  upon  which  the  buildings  are  to  be  erected  shall  not 
contain  more  than  five  acres  of  ground. 

§  7.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Vanceburg  is  directed  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  city,  upon  the  request  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  and  in  sum-s  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  drawing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  paya- 
ble 4n  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  years,  the  in- 
terest payable  annually  at  the  end  of  each  year.  The 
taxes  levied  by  this  act  are  pledged  for  the  redemption  of 
said  bonds.  The  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  mayor  shall  be 
signed  by  him,  and  delivered  to  the  board  of  trustees,  who 
shall  dispose  of  them  at  a  discount  not  exceeding  four  per 
cent,  per  annum  on  the  face  of  the  said  bonds,  making 
the  interest  ten  per  cent.,  four  of  which  will  be  paid  in  ad- 
vance.    The  mayor  shall  take  the  receipt  of  the  board  of 
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trustees  for  the  bonds  issued  and  delivered,  and  shall  file  1870* 
said  receipt  or  receipts  in  his  office.  The  interest  on  the 
bonds  authorized  by  this  act  tfibail  be  paid  out  of  the  taxes 
collected  ;  and  the  taxes  levied  by  this  act  are  pledged  for 
the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  same. 

§  8.  A  portion  of  the  building  authorized  to  be  erected 
by  thia  act  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the 
comnnon  school  in  the  Vancehurg  common  school  district. 
The  trustees  appointed  by  this  act  shall  set  apart  a  suita- 
ble room  or  rooms  in  said  building  to  teach  the  common 
school  of  the  district  in,  and  which  room  or  rooms  shdii  be  * 
occupied  free  of  charge. 

§  U.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  trustees 
hereinbefore  appointed,  or  their  refusal  to  act,  or  in  the 
event  of  resignation  of  any  one  or  more  of  them,  the 
remaining  memhers  of  the  board  are  authorized  to  fill  va- 
cancies which  may  from  time  to  time  occur,  who  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  regular  election,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 

§  10.  The  board  shall,  within  one  month  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  meet  and  elect  a  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer.     The   treasurer  shall,  before  he  enters  on   the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  execute   a   bond  payable  to   the 
board,  with  good  security,  in   such  penalty  as  the   board 
may  determine,  conditioned  for  the  (aithl'ul  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  such   treasurer,  which  bond  shall    be  filed 
with  the  papers,  and  recorded  by  the  secretary  ;  that  said 
bond  may  be   put  in  suit  at  any  time  the  same  may  be 
violated.     It   shall   be  the  duty  of   the  treasurer  to  keep 
safely  all  funds  and  means   belonging  to  the   institution, 
under  the   orders  and  directions  of   the  board ;    and   he 
shall  not  be  authorized   to  pay  out  or  appropriate  any 
of  the  funds  which   may  come   to   his   hands,  except  by 
order   of  the   board.     The  trustees  shall    have    the   sole 
power  to   appoint  a  faculty;  and   it  shall   be  their  duty 
to   keep  such   a    number  of  qualified    professors,   in    the 
several  chairs,  as  the  means  and  exigencies  of  the    insti- 
tution may,  in  their  judgment,  require.     The  secretary  of 
the  board  shall  record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board  in 
a  well  bound  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  he 
shall  attest  said  record.     The  treisisurer  and  secretary,  or 
either,  may  be  chosen  from  the  members  of  the  board,  or 
the  board  may  chose  a  person  not  a  member  of  the  board, 
to   fill  said  offices,  or  either  of  them.     The  president  to 
be  choseii  must  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

§  11.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  by-laws 
and  ordinances  as  they  shall  deem  best  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  interest  of  the  institution,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
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1870.  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  hold  annaal 
■  meetings,  and  such  other  meetings  at  such  times  as  they, 
by  their  ordinances,  may  determine  on.  Said  trustees 
shall  have  full  power  to  raise  an  endowment  by  subscrip- 
tion, donation,  or  by  the  receipt  of  legacies,  and  in  socli 
modes  as  is  usual  in  such  institutions;  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  other  things  necessary  for  the  advnncement  of 
said  institution,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
State ;  and  they  shall  have  all  the  powers,  privileges, 
and  immunities  of  similar  institutions  in  the  State  ;  shall 
have  the  power  to  hold  annual  commencements  and  pub- 
lic examinations;  to  confer  such  honorary  degrees  and 
diplomas  as  is  usual  in  other  colleges  in  the  United 
States,  The  trustees,  before  entering  on  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  shall  severally  take  an  oath,  before  some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully  to 
discharge  their  duties  during  the  time  of  their  continu- 
ance in  office,  a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  filed  and 
recorded  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  by  the  board,  and  in  which  shall  also  be  recorded  all 
their  official  proceedings. 

§  12.  The  trustees  named  in  this  act  shall  hold  their  of- 
fice until  the  building  authorized  to  be  erected  shall  be 
finished,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified. 

§  13.  When  the  building  authorized  by  this  act  is  com- 
pleted, the  trustees  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  mayor  of 
the  city  of  Vanceburg,  who  shall  lay  said  report  before 
the  city  council  of  said  city  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  city  council  to  immediately  elect  five  trustees  for  said 
seminary,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
secretary  and  treasurer  shall  each  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year. 

§  14.  The  common  school  to  be  taught  in  the  building, 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  trustees  of  the  Vance- 
burg school  district;  but  said  district  trustees  shall  have 
no  control  of  the  building  or  grounds,  but  the  buildings 
and  grounds  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
trustees  named  in  this  act,  and  their  successors  in  office. 

§  15.  If  there  should  be  any  surplus  revenue  after  pay- 
ing teachers  and  the  expenses  of  the  institution,  the  same 
shall  be  used  in  paying  ofi*  the  bonds  of  the  city  issued  by 
virtue  of  this  act;  but  none  of  the  taxes  levied  by  this 
act  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  except  paying  for  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  and  redeeming  the  city  bonds,  and 
paying  the  interest  thereon. 

§  16.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  are  authorized  to  act. 
The  trustees  shall  select  a  suitable  lot  or  lots  in  the  city 
of  Vanceburg,  and  shall  agree  upon  the  plan  of  the  build- 
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iDg  to  be  erected  for  the  academy.     The  trustees  are  au-       1870. 
thorized  to  pay  for  the  lots  and  material   to  be  used  in 
erecting  the  building,  and   the  wages  of  the  mechanics, 
in  the  bonds  of  the  city,  to  be  issued  by  the  mayor  by 
Tirtne  of  this  act. 

§  17.  In  fixing  the  amount  of  tax  due  by  each  individ- 
ual, the  trustees  shall  be  governed  by  the  book  returned 
by  the  city  assessor.  All  taxes  shall  be  assessed  as  of  the 
10th  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and  on  all  property 
within  the  city  limits  on  that  day.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  city  assessor  of  Yanceburg  to  assess  all  the  prop- 
erty in  Yanceburg,  and  return  his  book  to  the  mayor  on 
or  before  the  first  of  June  of  each  year;  and  at  the  same 
time  he  shall  return  the  names  of  all  persons  liable  to  a 
poll-tax  under  this  act. 

§  16.  If  the  city  marshal  fail  or  refuse  te  give  the  bond 
required  by  this  act,  the  mayor  is'  authorized  to  appoint  • 
a  collector  to  collect  the  taxes  authorised  by  this  act;  and 
said  collector  shall  give  the  same  bond  required  by  the 
city  marshal,  and  be  liable  in  the  same  manner  .as  said 
marshal,  and  shall  have  all  the  authority  of  the  city  mar- 
shal in  collecting  the  taxes,  and  in  selling  and  conveying 
property  sold  for  taxes,  and  his  acts  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  the  acts  of  the  city  marshal. 

§  19.  The  marshal  or  collector  shall  be  allowed  five  per 
cent,  for  collecting  and  paying  over  the  taxes  levied  by 
this  act,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  action  that  the 
fiherifi*  is  for  any  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  public 
money  due  the  county  or  State;  and  which  action  shall 
be  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction. 

§  20.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  March  15,  1870. 


CHAPTER  724. 

AN  ACT  to   incorporate  the  Morganfield   and  nniontown  Turnpike  and 

Gravel  Road  Oompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
<f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and'  style  of  the 
*'  Morganfield  and  Uniontown  Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road 
Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  or 
gravel  road  from  Morganfield,  in  Union  county,  to  the 
town  of  Uniontown,  in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  it  to 
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1870.       Bix^y  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  Crom.  Adair,  I.  A.  Spalding,  W.  S.  Phillipa, 
Wm.  T.  Ash,  and  C.  L  Cambron,  are  hereby  appointed 
and  created  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  any  two  of 
whom  may  open  books  for  that  purpo^^e,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  may  deem  best  for  that  end.  When  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  give  ten 
days'  notice  to  the  stockholders  to  meet  at  the  court-house, 
in  the  town  of  Morganfield,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  three  directors.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  share  of  stock.  And  such  president  and  directors, 
BO  elected,  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes^sors  are 
•  elected  and  qualified.  After  the  first  election  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stock- 
holders of  this  company,  at  the  court-house  in  Morgantieltl, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  May. 

^  4.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the  name 
and  title  of  the ''Morganfield  and  Uniontown  Turnpike 
and  Gravel  Road  Company  ;*'  and  by  said  name  shall  hnve 
perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  frHnchi:ie8 
incident  to  such  corporations;  and  shall  be  capable  of 
holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  of 
the  same;  and  aK<o  of  taking  and  huhling,  by  purcha.*ie  or 
gift,  such  real  and  personal  property,  and  the  increase  of 
the  same,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
objects  of  this  corporation  ;  they  shall  also-  have  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  also  to  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal;  and  generally  to  do  all  lawful  acts  to  effectuate 
the  objects  for  which  this  corporation  was  created. 

§  5.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fix  and  graduate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone 
or  gravel;  to  designate,  in  Morganfield  and  Unitmtovvn, 
the  points  of  beginning  and  termination,  the  points  for 
the  erection  of  tull  gates,  and  to  fix  the  rates  of  toil,  not 
going,  however,  beyond  the  rates  of  toll  fixed  by  the 
general  law  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  president  and 
directors  shall  have  power,  after  three  consecutive  miies 
are  completed,  to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  toll,  and  shall 
apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  completion  of  said  road.

Vinson,  Martin  Allen,  A.  P.  Hart,  F.  J.  Frank,  and 
Henry  Dillingham,  and  all  others  who  may  take  stock 
in  this  company,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  with  the  style  of 
the  Nolin  Male  and  Female  Seminary  Company,  and  they 
and  their  successors  shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetuai 
succession;  by  that  name  they  are  made  capable  in  law 
as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  do  all  other 
things  that  a  body-politic  and  corporate  may  lawfully  do^

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Oolnmbas. 

Be  it  enacttd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  de- 
posit in  the  town  of  Columbus,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  ten  dollars 
«ach,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  speci- 
Gsd;  and  this  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors,  and 
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1870.  asBijSfns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the ''Depor^it  Bank  of  Culuaibufi,"  and  shall 
so  continue  for  twenty  years  from  its  organization;  and 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever;  it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  he  under  the  control  and  directioo 
of  five  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders,  and  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  this  State ;  and  af-

F.  Taylor,  and  Thomas 
Sproat,  are  hereby  appointed  commis:<ioners,  any  two  of 
whom  may  act,  and  open  books  and  receive  sub:»cription»

take  personal  and  other  securities,  except  real  estate,  for 
the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  in  all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  law- 
fully do;  and  the  promissory  notes  or  bills  made  nego- 
tiable and  payable  at  its  banking  house,  or  at  any  other 
bank  or  banking  house  which  may  be  discounted  by  it, 
ehalf  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of 
foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be  had 
thereon,  Jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and 
indorsers.

§  14.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  730. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Green  and  Taylor  Count/  Tnrnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  whenever  the  president  or  any  director  of  the 
Green  and  Ta}lor  County  Turnpike  Road  Company  and 
ten  tax-payers^  and  the  voters  of  the  election  precinct  in 
Green  county  commonly  known  as  the  Gieen^burg  pre- 
cinct, shall  request  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Green  coun* 
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ty  court  to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  precinct  1870. 
the  question  whether  said  court  shall,  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  tax-payers  and  voters  of  said  precinct,  subscribe 
for  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Green 
and  Taylor  County  Turnpike  Road  Company,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  court  to  order  an  election  to  be  held  in 
said  precinct  for  that  purpose,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by 
the  presiding  judge  of  said  court,  not  later  than  thirty 
days  after  said  request  is  made  to  him ;  ami  if  a  majority 
of  those  voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  making  said  sub- 
set iption,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge  to 
make  such  suh:«cription  in  accordance  with  the  vote,  said 
vote  being  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Green  county 
court. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court,  the 
judge  alone  pre.^iding,  to  enter  said  written  application 
at  length  upon  the  records  of  his  court,  and  thereupon  to 
make  an  order  commanding  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  on 
a  day  to  be  named  ip  the  order,  to  open  the  polls  at  the 
place  of  voting  in  said  precinct  for  State  officers,  and  to 
take  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  in  said  precinct  upon 
the  question, '^Sh^ll  the  county  court  8ub:9cribe,  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  tax-payers  in  said  election  precinct,  the 
number  of  shares  proposed  in  said  written  application?" 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to  appoint  the 
judges  and  clerk  of  said  election,  as  is  now  required  by 
Jaw  in  cases  of  elections  for  State  officers;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
as  he  may  prefer,  to  superintend  and  hold  said  election 
as  is  required  by  law  in  cases  of  elections  for  State  offi- 
cers; and  on  the  failure  of  any  officer  appointed  to  hold 
and  conduct  said  election  to  attend  and  perform  the  duties 
herein  required,  those  who  do  attend  shall  appoint  and 
qualify  others  in  the  place  of  those  not  attending.  At 
least  twenty  days'  previous  notice  in  writing,  posted  at 
the  place  of  voting,  and  three  other  public  places  in  the 
precinct,  shall  be  given  by  the  sheriff,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  said  election. 

^  3.  The  poll-books  shall  be  kept  open  as  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  and  the  Constitution  ;  and  the  books  shall 
be  certified  by  the  officers  of  the  election,  and  returned  to 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Green  county  court  on  the 
third  day  after  the  election. 

$  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge,  county 
court  clerk,  and  sheriff  of  said  county,  on  the  day  of  the 
return  of  said  books  to  the  office  of  the  county  court 
clerk,  as  is  herein  required,  to  count  the  vote  for  and 
against  said  subscription  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  subscription  of  the 
stock,  they  shall   make  out  a  written  certificate  to  that 
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1870.  effect,  which  shall  he  entered  on  the  records  of  said 
county  court,  or  the  duties  may  be  performed  by  any  two 
of  said   officers  in  the  absence  of  cither  of  the  three. 

^  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  jud^e  of  the 
Green   county  court  to   issue  the  bonds  of  said  election 
precinct,  paynble  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Green   and   Taylor  County  Turnpike   Road   Company,  in 
ten  or  twenty  years,  as  the  company  may  demand,  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of   eight  per  cent,   per  annam, 
payable  semi-annually,  in   the    months  of  January  and 
July,  in  each  year,  for  the  amount  of  said  subscription, 
which  bonds  arc  to  be  taken  and  received  by  the  presi- 
dent and   directors  of  said     company   in    satisfaction  of 
said  subscription.     They   shall   be  signed   by   the  judge, 
and    countersigned    by   the    clerk   of  the    Green   county 
court,  shall   have  coupons  attached   for  the  payment  of 
the  interest,  which  shall  also  be   signed   by  the  clerk  of 
said  court.     They  shall  be  made   payable  at  such  place 
in  the  United  States  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
designate,  and  they  may  be  negotiated  by  the   president 
and  directors,  by   their  written  indorsement  thereon.     It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Green  county  court,  through  its 
presiding  judge,  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment ot  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  by  the  imposition  of 
an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  real  and  personal  estate 
(including  the  amount   of  each  tax-payer's   worth  under 
the  equalization  law)   within  said  election  precinct,  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  property  subject  to  taxation,  recourse 
may  be  had  to   the  assessor's  tax-book  of  Green  county. 
Said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Green  county 
as  other  public  dues,  under  the  same  responsibilities  a« 
for  collecting  other  public  dues,  and   shall  be  paid  over 
by  him   to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  who  is  to  be 
chosen  by  the  directors,  to  be  applied  by  him  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  said  bonds:    Provided^    That  in 
the  assessment  of  the  property  ot  the  precincts  named  in 
this  act,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  books  and  assessments 
made  by  the  county  assessor. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collecting  officer  to  give 
to  the  persons  fropi  whom  he  may  collect  said  tax  a  re- 
ceipt, specifying  the  amount  paid,  and  time  of  payment. 

§  7.  Whenever  the  amount  of  said  receipt  shall  equal 
in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
shall  be  presented  to  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  issue  to  the  holder  there- 
.  of  a  certificate  of  stock  equal  to  the  amount  of  receipts 
surrendered;  and  said  receipts  are,  and  shall  be,  assigna- 
ble.    The  person  receiving  said  certificate  shall   thence* 
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forth  be  a  stockholder  in  emid  company,  and  entitled  to  all      1870. 
the  privileges  of  other  stockholderd. 

§  8.  Said  county  court,  upon  the  request  of  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  shall  impose  a  tax  upon 
the  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  election  precinct,  not 
exceeding  twent}'  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property  assessed  for  taxation  in  any  one  year,  to  create 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds,  and  may  make  ail  needful  orders,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  that  purpose. 

§  0.  The  county  judge,  county  court  clerk,  and  treasurer 
of  the  said  company,  shall  ex-offici?  constitute  a  board  of 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  manage  the  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds. 

§  10.  That  whenever  the  president  or  any  director  of 
said  company,  and  ten  tax-payers  and  voters  in  precinct 
No.  1,  in  Taylor  county,  commonly  known  as  the  Camp- 
bellsville  precinct,  shall  request  the  county  court  of  Tay- 
lor county  to  do  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county, 
court,  t^e  presiding  judge  thereof  alone  presiding,  forth- 
with to  submit  to  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such 
precinct  the  question  whether  said  court  shall  subscribe, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  tax-payers  and  voters  of  such 
election  precinct,  for  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company;  said  election  shall  be  ordered  and 
held  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  not  later  than  thirty 
days  after  the  request  is  made  ;  but  before  said  election 
shall  be  held,  the  sheriff  of  Taylor  county  shall,  give  at 
least  twenty  days*  notice  in  writing,  posted  on  the  court- 
house door  in  Campbellsville,  and  three  other  public  places 
in  the  precinct;  and  said  election  shall,  in  every  particu- 
lar, be  held  and  conducted  and  determined  as  is  provided 
in  this  act  for  the  Greensburg  precinct,  in  Green  county. 

§  11.  That  if  said  election  precinct  in  Taylor  county 
shall,  by  its  vote  as  aforesaid,  determine,  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  at  said  election,  to  subscribe  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pre- 
siding judge  of  said  county  of  Taylor  to  make  said  sub- 
scription for  and  on  behalf  of  the  voters  and  tax-payers 
of  said  precinct,  and  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  election 
precinct  in  payment  thereof,  which  shall  be  issued  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  for  the  Greensburg  precinct;  and  the 
sanne  powers  are  conferred  upon  the  presiding  judge  of 
Taylor  county,  to  levy  a  tax  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
bonds,  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  off  the  princi* 
pal  of  said  bonds,  as  is  provided  for  the  Greensburg  pre- 
cinct. That  for  the  purpose  of  effectuating  and  carrying 
into  execution  the  vote  and  subscription  herein  provided  for 
said  Campbellsvilie  precinct,  all  the  foregoing  sections  of 
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1870.  ^^^^  **^^'  ^^  carry  into  effect  the  vote  and  eabscription  of 
the  Gieensburg  precinct  in  Green  county,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  apply  to,  and  made  applicable  to,  the  Camphells- 
ville  precinct,  in  Taylor  county,  as  if  the  eiaid  precinct  in 
Taylor  county  had  been  mentioned  in  every  section  of  this 
act;  Fo  that  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon 
the  county  court  clerk  and  sheriff  of  Green  county,  shall 
be  conferred  on  the  county  court  clerk  and  sheriff  of  Tay- 
lor county. 

§  12.  That  before  any  of  the  bonds  that  may  be  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  sold  or  negotiated 
by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  and  before 
any  tax  shhil  be  levied  on  the  tax-payers  of  either  of  said 
precincts,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  said  president  and  direct- 
ors to  elect  a  suitable  treasurer  to  take  charge  of  the  fund 
to  be  rait^ed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
That  before  any  money  shall  be  received  by  baid  treas- 
urer he  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  presiding  judge  of  Taylor  county,  payable 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  for  the 
honest  and  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  treasurer. 

§  13.  That  the  money  or  fund  to  be  raised  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  held  and  used  as  a  separate 
lund,  and  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  completing  the  turn- 
pike road  leading  from  Carnpbellsville  to  Gieensburg: 
And  provided  J xirt her y  That  this  lund  shall  not  be  used  or 
applied  to  re])airing  or  improving  that  part  of  the  road 
now  built  at  either  end  of  the  road,  unless  there  shall  be 
lelt  a  surplus  of  the  fund  after  building  and  completing 
the  three  miles  lying  between  the  termini  of  the  pike 
leading  from  CampbelUville  and  from  Greensburg,  to-wit, 
from  a  point  near  where  Winston  Anderson  resides,  and 
from  a  point  near  Shilo  meeting-houee. 

§  14.  The  county  courts  of  Green  and  Taylor  may,  re- 
spectively, at  the  request  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  and  as  directed  in  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
submit  a  proposition  to  said  precincts  to  subscribe  for  a 
larger  or  less  number  of  shares  than  the  number  mention- 
e  1  herein. 

§  15.  The  officers  collecting  the  money  to  be  raised  un- 
der this  act  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  lees  now  allowed 
them  for  collecting  the  State  revenue. 

§  Its.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  731.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Western  Skating  Club,  of  LoniBville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Dan.  Bront,  Al.  Boulier,  T.  L.  Burnett,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  pplitic,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Western  Skating  Club;  and  under  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleaJing  and  being  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts,  both  of  law  and  equity,  in  this 
State  ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  8eal,  and  alter 
or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  by  their  corporate 
name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with»  and  acquiring,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  and  of  holding  and  conveying,  real  and  per- 
sonal es<tate,  either  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of  years :  Pro- 
vided^ That  they  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  hold 
property  exceeding   fifty  thousand  dollars  in   value. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall,  at  all  times,  have  power 
and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  and  establish  such  con- 
stitutions, by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall 
judge  proper  for  the  creation  of  their  offices,  the  gov- 
ernment and  regulation  of  members  and  membership,  the 
well-being  of  the  club,  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  its 
object  and  interest,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same 
at  pleasure:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  inconsistent 
with   the  laws  of  this  State  or  the   United  States. 

^  3.  The  object  of  this  association  is  to  buy  or  lease 
g^round,  and  build  a  skating  rink  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, and  do  all  other  needful  things  in  the  equipment 
and  proper  management  of   the  same. 

§  4.  The  constitution  and  by-laws,  or  either,  of  said 
club,  may  provide  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
club,  the  division  of  the  same  into  shares,  the  manner  of 
transfer  of  stock,  and  restriction  and  limitations  therein, 
and  the  method  of  collecting  the  same  ;  and  may  tix  the 
amount  of  stock  that  shall  be  subscribed  before  opera- 
tion shall  begin   under  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  St.  In  all  suits  of  law  or  in  equity  brought  against  the 
club,  and  in  any  suit  brought  by  -the  club  against  any  of 
its  members,  or  against  any  other  person  or  persons,  any 
member  of  the  club  shall  be  admitted  as  a  competent 
"witness. 

$  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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1870.  CHAPTER  732. 

AN  AQT  to  authorize  the  Mercer  County  Court  to  issue  and  sell  bonds 
to  paj  off  her  indebtedness,  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Mercer  county  court,  a  majority  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of'Mercer  county  being  present  and 
concurring  therein,  be,  and  ia  hereby,  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  idifiue  bonds  in  amount  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  sell  the  same,  and  apply  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of 
said  county  that  may  now  be  due,  or  that  may  become 
due  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

^  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not 
less  than  fitly  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
with  coupons  attached,  under  the  seal  of  said  county 
court.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  judge 
of  Mercer  county,  and  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk 
of  said  county,  and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the 
said  clerk  alone.  Said  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and 
payable  to  bearer,  at  not  more  than  ten  years  from  the 
date  thereof,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater 
than  eight  per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually,  at  the  place 
where  said  bonds  are  made  payable.  Said  county  court 
shall,  at  the  time  said  bonds  are  ordered  to  be  issued, 
designate  the  place  where  said  bonds  shall  be  payable; 
which  place  shall  be  stated  in  the  face  of  each  of  said 
bonds. 

§  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  said 
bonds,  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  paying  off  or 
buying  up  said  bonds,  said  county  court,  a  majority  of 
the  justices  being  present,  shall,  at  their  court  of  claims 
each  year,  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax  sufficient 
to  pay  said  interest  on  said  bonds,  the  costs  of  collecting 
said  tax  and  paying  out  the  same,  and  the  further  sum  of 
not  less  than  one  tenth  of  the  amount  of  the  bonds  issued. 
Said  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  upon  all  the  taxable 
property  in  said  county  subject  to  taxation  for  State  rev- 
enue. 

$  4.  That  on  levying  a  tax  as  provided  for  in  thid  act^ 
the  county  court  shall  appoint  three  resident  tax-payers  of 
said  county,  who  shall  be  styled  the  board  of  commission- 
ers of  the  sinking  fund  for  said  county.  Said  commission- 
ers shall,  before  they  proceed  to  discharge  their  duties,  be 
sworn  in  the  presence  of  the  court  faithfully  to  discharge 
their  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judg- 
ment; they  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
court;  they  shall  immediately  appoint  one  of  their  num- 
ber treasurer,  who  shall   execute   bond,  payable   to  tba 
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Commonwealth,  with  such  surety  as  shall  be  approved  1870. 
by  the  county  judge  of  said  county,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  money  coming  to 
his  hands  as  treasurer  of  said  board ;  on  which  bond  suit 
may  be  brought  from  time  to  time,  by  and  in  the  name  of 
•aid  county,  or  any  other  person  injured  by  any  breach 
of  said  bond,  in  any  of  the  courts  in  Mercer  county 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  sum  claimed  in  said  suit.  Said 
treasurer  may,  at  any  time,  be  required  to  give  a  new 
bond;  and  any  surety  in  such  bond  shall  have  the  same 
remedies  for  procuring  additional  or  counter  security  as 
are  now  given  to  the  sureties  of  fiduciaries  in  this  Com* 
monwealth.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  for  his  ser- 
vices such  compensation,  not  exceeding  two  per  cent,  of 
the  money  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be 
allowed  by  said  county  court.  Should  a  vacancy  occur 
in  said  board  of  commissioners,  the  same  shall  be  filled 
by  said  county  court. 

§  5.  The  taxes  levied  by  authority  of  this  act  shall  be 
collected  by  the  sheriff*  or  collector  of  Mercer  county ;  but 
before  said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  said 
tax,  he  shall  execute  bond,  with  such  security  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  county  judge  of  Mercer  county,  condi* 
tinned  that  he  will  promptly  and  faithfully  collect  and 
pay  over  to  the  proper  person,  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  law,  all  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  and  which  may  be 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection. 

§  6.  Said  sheriff  or  collector,  having  in  his  hands  for 
collection  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  distraining  and  selling  personal  property  which 
sherifis  have  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue;  and 
when  said  officer  shall  be  unable  to  find  personal  prop- 
erty liable  to  sale  for  the  unpaid  tax  of  an  individual,  he 
may  levy  the  same  on  any  real  estate  of  such  person  sit- 
uated in  Mercer  county,  and  sell  the  same  under  the  reg- 
ulations prescribed  by  law  for  selling  real  estate  under 
execution ;  and  all  taxes  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  a 
lien  on  the  real  estate  of  the  person  taxed  which  shall  lie 
in  said  county ;  but  the  owner  of  any  real  estate  sold  may 
redeem  the  same  at  any  time  within  five  (5)  years  after 
such  sale,  by  paying  the  purchase  money  and  ten  (10)  per 
cent,  per  annum  thereon,  with  all  taxes  of  every  descrip- 
tion paid  by  the  purchaser  after  his  purchase,  and  ten  (10). 
per  cent,  per  annum  thereon,  and  the  cost  of  the  recording 
of  the  certificate  of  purchase,  as  hereafter  provided. 

§  7.  Said  sheriff  or  collector,  selling  real  estate  as  here- 
in provided,  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  of 
purchase,  describing  the  real  estate  sold,  date  of  sale, 
and  the  amount  for  which  it  Bold„  which  certificate  the 
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1870.  purchaeer  may  have  recorded  in  the  county  court  clerk's 
office  of  said  county,  a  certified  copy  of  which  may  be 
used  as  evidence  wherever  the  ori^^^ina)  could  be  used, 
for  the  recording  of  which  the  clerk  may  charge  a  fee 
of  not  exceeding  seventy-five  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the 
purchaser. 

$  8.  That  said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  receive  the  same 
compensation  for  collecting  said  taxes  as  is  now  allowed 
by  law  for  collecting  county  levy  in  Mercer  couniy. 

^  9.  That  one  half  of  the  tax  levied  in  any  one  year 
shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  or  collestor  in  whose 
hands  the  same  is  placed  for  collection,  and  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  by  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year, 
and  the  residue  by  the  firet  day  of  December  of  each 
year;  and  if  any  sherif}*,  whose  duty  it  is  to  collect  taxes 
levied  under  this  act,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute  bond 
as  requited  by  this  act,  at  the  January  or  February  term 
of  the  Mercer  county  court  of  each  year  in  which  said 
tax  is  to  be  collected,  he  shall  forfeit  his  office ;  and  the 
county  court  of  said  county,  composed  of  the  county 
judge  alone,  shall  appoint  a  collector  for  said  year,  who 
shall  execute  bond,  with  sureties,  and  have  all  the  pow- 
ers, and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities,  of  the 
sheriff  in  collecting  taxes  under  this  act. 

§  10.  That  if  any  sherilf  or  collector,  having  in  his 
hands  for  collection  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  lail 
to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  person,  and  within 
the  time  herein  prescribed,  buch  sherilf  or  collector  sliall, 
with  his  sureties,  be  liable  for  the  amount  not  paid  as  re- 
quired, and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  to  be  recovered  by  suit, 
or  by  motion  on  ten  days'  notice,  in  any  court  having 
jurittdiction ;  and  any  execution  it^sued  on  such  judgment 
shall  not  be  replevied,  and  ^hall  be  indorsed  by  the  clerk 
issuing  the  same,  <*  no  security  of  any  kind  U  to  be  taken;" 
and  any  sale  under  said  executicm  shHil  be  for  ca^h  in 
hand.  No  demand  of  the  amount  due  shall  be  necessary 
to  put  said  bheriff  or  collector  in  default. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  to  see  that  the  eheriff^  or  collector,  as  the  ca.<te 
may  be,  collects  and  pays  over  the  taxes  levied  under  thia 
act;  and  on  the  failure  of  t>aid  sheriff  or  collector  to  pny 
over  said  taxes  as  herein  directed,  said  commieisioners  i^hall 
forthwith  in^^titute  legal  proceedings  against  said  sheriff* or 
collector,  and  their  sureties,  or  either  ot  them,  for  the  said 
taxes  unpaid.  They  shall  appropriate  the  money  raised 
by  authority  of  this  act,  when  collected,  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act ;  the  resi- 
due, alter  the  payment  of  interest  due,  they  shall  apply  to 
the  purchase  of  said  bonds,  if  they  can  be  purchased  at 
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par,  or  leas  than  par;  and  if  they  cannot  be  parchased  at  1870. 
par,  said  com mi^'si oners  shall  invest  said  surplus  in  some 
safe  and  profitable  manner,  in  such  way  that  the  money 
may  be  readily  realized  when  needed  to  buy  or  pay  off 
bonds.  All  bonds  purchased  or  paid  off  by  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  canceled  by  them,  registered  by  the  county 
clerk  of  Mercer  cour^ty,  and  then  burned  by  said  commis- 
sioners in  the  presence  of  the  county  judge.  At  the  ma- 
turity of  said  bonds  ail  not  purchased  before  maturity  shall 
be  paid  off  by  said  commissioners  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sinking  fund,  and  said  bonds  canceled,  registered,  and 
burned  as  afore-^aid. 

(  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  783. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the    Beargrass  Real  Estate  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
oj  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  Alfred  T.  Pope,  Joshua  B.  Parks,  and  M. 
Woods  Ferguson,  together  with  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors, and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
and  made  a  corporation  and  body-politic,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  "The  Beargrass  Real  Estate  Com- 
^any,^'  and  shall  continue  as  such  for  the  space  of 
twenty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  by  that 
name '  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase  or 
receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them  and  their 
successors,  and  to  sell  and  di:*pose  of  the  same  at 'any 
time,  or  in  an}'  manner,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  goods 
and  chattels,  and  public  or  private  securities ;  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  re- 
cord, or  in  any  other  place  whatsoever ;  also  to  make 
and  Ui'e  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure ;  also  to  ordain,  es^tablish,  and  put  in  execution  such 
by- laws  as  m»y  be  necessary  and  convenient  lor  the 
government  of  corporation,  not  contrary  to  law. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  not  exceeding  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  one  of 
them,  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and 
when  twenty  (20)  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed  for, 
said  corporation  shall  give  a  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Bubscribers,  when  two  dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share 
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1870.  iubecribed  for.  As  soon  as  two  dollars  per  share  has  been 
paid  in  cash  on  the  stock  subscribed  for,  the  subscribers 
shall  appoint  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  directors. 
Any  of  the  corporation  who  shall  fail  to  subscribe  for 
stock  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  company;  and 
all  such  subscribers  as  shall  fail  to  pay  two  (9^)  dollars 
on  their  shares  subscribed  for,  on  the  day  designated  ia 
the  above  named  notice,  shall  cease  to  be  stockholders, 
and  stock  subscribed  for  by  them  may  be  subscribed  for 
by  others.  The  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  by-laws, 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  the  remaining  five  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  dollars,  or  such  sum  as  may  be  due 
on  each  share,  shall  be  paid. 

^  4.  The  business  of  tliis  company  shall  be  managed  by 
three  or  more  of  directors,  a  majjority  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  each 
of  the  directors  to  be  a  bona  fide  owner  of  one  share  of 
stock.  The  first  board  of  directors  shall  serve  for  one  year 
after  their  election,  or  until  tkeir  successors  are  chosen; 
and  annually  thereafter  elections  of  directors  and  treas- 
urer shall  be  held,  under  the  superintendence  of  three 
stockholders,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  directors  for 
that  purpose. 

§  5.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  may  be  by  proxy, 
each  share  of  stock  counting  one  vote«  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  being  necessary  to  an  election. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  choose  one  of  their 
members  as  president  for' one  year;  and  they  may  em- 
ploy such  agents  and  servants  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  a  proper  [management]  x>f  the  affairs  of  the 
company,  fix  their  compensation,  prescribe  their  duties, 
and  at  their  option  require  and  receive  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  The  board  of  di- 
rectors shall  fill  ail  vacancies  of  oflSicers  and  directors 
occurring  during  the  year. 

§  7.  Whenever  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  shall 
have  been  paid  in,  and  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  on 
each  share  subscribed  for  shall  have  been  provided  for, 
the  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
purchase  and  contract  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  aod 
other  property,  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same. 

§  8.  An  annual  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company 
shall  be  made  for  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders. 

§  9.  Should  an  election  of  directors,  from  any  cause, 
fail  to  be  made  on  any  day  which  may  be  designated, 
such  failure  shall  not  work  a  forieiture  of  this  charter  or 
dissolve  the  company ;  but  any  and  all  elections  made 
subsequent  thereto,  by  competent  authority,  shall  be  valid 
and  legal.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Prince  too  MMonie  Female  College. 

Whereas,  It  is  desired  that  there  be  established  in 
Princeton,  Kentucky,  a  female  colleg^e  of  a  high  order, 
not  only  for  the  education  of  those  who  may  be  able  to 
defray  the  expenses  incident  to  obtaining  an  education, 
bat  to  redace  the  price  of  board  and  tuition,  so  as  to 
bring  the  same  nearer  within  the  reach  of  all,  ancT  to 
establish  a  normal  department  in  which  destitute  young 
ladies  can  be  furnii«hed  board  and  tuition  free,  in  obtain- 
ing necessary  qualifications  to  fit  them  for  teachers; 
tkerefore,  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose. 

Be  it  emekcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
4^  KeiUticky,\ 

^  1.  That  there  be  established  in  Princeton,  Kentucky, 
an  institution  of  learning,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and 
Btyle  of  the  ''Princeton  Masonic  Female  College;"  and 
Dr.  P.  B.  McGoodwin,  Milton  Bird,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Wm. 
Childers,  Jas.  C.  Barnes,  J.  J.  McLin,  J.  P.  Rascoe,  J. 
W.  Blue,  Jas.  M.  Dawson,  R.  H.  Baker>  Jas.  H.  Leech, 
F.  W.  Darby,  and  J.  B.  Baker,  as  trustees  of  said  college, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  to  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  Trustees  of  Princeton  Masonic  Female 
College ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
aion  and  existence;  may  mnke  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  break,  alter,  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  in 
their  corporate  capacity  and  name  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  and  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im-

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1870.       ^^®  absence  of  the  president  at  any  meeting,  a  president 
pro  tern,  shall  be  elected. 

5  4.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the 
prpceedin8:s  of  the  board;  which  record  of  proceedings 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  before  the 
adjournment  of  each  meeting,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  or  officer  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  or  officer  or  donor  of  the  institution. 
He  shall  file  and  carefully  preserve  all  documents,  records, 
and  papers  pertaining  to  his  office  or  the  institution,  that 
may  come  to  his  hands. 

^  5.  The  treasurer,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  enter  into  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  use  of  said  board  of  trustees,  with  ^uch 
security  as  shall  be  accepted  and  approved  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  and  in  due 
time  account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys,  property,  and 
other  things  that  may  come  to  his  hands  as  such  treasurer, 
and  will  faithfully  and  promptly  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  his  office;  and  same  shall  be  executed  and  acknowl* 
edged  befoie  the  clerk  of  the  Caldwell  county  court,  and 
shall  be  filed  and  carefully  preserved  in  his  office,  and 
shall  be  renewed  as  often  as  required  by  the  board  of 
trustees.  He  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  moneys,  notes, 
bonds,  stocks,  choses  in  action,  and  debts  belonging  to  the 
institution,  and  shall  pay  out  or  deliver  same  upon  order 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  upon  order  signed  by  the  re- 
gent and  two  of  the  executive  committee;  and  shall  pay 
out  no  money,  or  deliver  any  notes,  bond,  stock,  or  chose 
in  acti<  n,  or  debt,  except  upon  such  order.  He  shall,  at

Other 
meetings  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  pre^^ident  of 
the  board  of  trustees;  and  such  meetings  tthnil  be  called 
by  him  upon  the  written  request  of  a  majority  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committee,  or  of  the  regent  and  president  of  the 
institution,  or  of  four  trustees.  Five  members,  including

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  from  any  cause  occur  in  their  board, 
in  the  executive  committee,  or  in  Ihe  office  of  regent; 
and  upon  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  appointee  to  either 
of  sHid  offices,  or  any  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  or 
eiecutive  committee,  to  act,  may  declare  hi«  office  vacant, 
and  proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

$  8.  The  board  of  trusKtees  tsfaall  appoint  a  reg^ent  of  said 
institution,  who  may  or  may  not  be  ooe  of  their  number, 
and  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee. And  the  said  regent  and  executive  committee,  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  board  of  tru^^tees,  shall 
have  immediate  supervision  of  the  prudential  and  finfan- 
eial  concerns  of  said  institution ;  shall  appoint  a  president 
and  teachers,  and  fix  their  salaries,  and  shall  perform  suck 
other  duties  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe;  and 
shall,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  tru^^tees, 
report  their  acts  during  the  collegiate  year. 

(9.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  in  their  corporate  ca- 
pacity, acquire  and  hold,  for  the  benefit  of  said  institution, 
property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  money,  bonds,  stocks, 
notes,  debts,  and  choses  in  action,  not  exceeding  in  value 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars;  all  of  which,  after  the  pur- 
chase of  grounds,  supplying  necessary  buildings,  furniture, 
apparatus,  and  other  property,  shall  be  kept  securely  and 
profitably  invested  as  an  endowment  fund,  all  of  which,

^  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  endow 
ptofesi>orship8  in  said  institution,  and,  through  the  regent 
or  executive  committee,  may  sell  scholarships  therein,  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  prescribe. 

§  11.  The  regent  of  said  college,  and  the  faculty  there- 
in, composed  of  the  president  and  such  teachers  therein  as 
may  be  employed,  shall  have  power  to  grant  such  literary 
honors,  and  confer  such  literary  degrees,  as  are  usually 
granted  and  conferred  by  the  best  colleges  in  this  Slate, 
and  such  other  honors  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  in 
testimon}'  thereof  shall  give  suitable  certificates  or  diplo- 
mas, under  the  seal  of  the  corporation  ;  and  such  diploma 
shall  entitle  its  possessor  to  all  the  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties which  by  law  or  usage  are  allowed  to  possensors  of ' 
diplomas  granted  by  any  college  in  this  State^ 
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1870.  i  ^^*  ^^^^  ioBtitation  shall  be  forever  fret  from  eectari* 

anism,  and  conducted  on  liberal  and  enlightened  princi- 
ples. 

§  13.  All  the  property  of  said  institntion,  both  real  and 
persona),  or  held  for  the  benefit  thereof,  shall  be  free  froo^ 
taxation,  either  for  State,  county,  or  municipal  purposes. 

§  14.  This  act  shail  be  iu  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  735. 

AN  ACT  to  aflMnd  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  incorporate  the  Oweos- 

boro  an^  RusselWille  Railroad  Companj." 

Be  it  enacted  iy  t/te  Generol  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
9f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  section  twenty-one  of  an  act, 
entitled  *^*An  act  to  charter  the  Owensboro  and  RusseU- 
ville  Railroad  Company,''  approved  February  27,  1667,  a» 
makes  it  imperative  upon  the  company  to  build  tbeir  road» 
commencing  at  Owensboro,  and  prosecuting  it  thence  con- 
tinuously by  the  v^ay  of  Greenville,  towards  the  other 
terminus,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and  the 
said  company  are  hereby  authorized,- at  tbeir  option,  and 
as  the  directory  of  said  company  may  determine,  te  com- 
mence the  work  on  tbe  road  contemplated  by  the  act 
approved  February  27,  1867,  and  to  which  this  is  aD 
amendment,  at  Owensboro,  and  to  prosecute  the  same 
from  thence  continuously,  either  by  the  way  of  Green- 
ville, or  by  any  other  route  they  may  select  or  determine 
upon,  toward  tbe  other  terminus;  and  said  company  may^ 
at  any  time,  at  the  option  of  the  directory  of  same,  con- 
tinue their  road  from  the  terminus  at  Kussellville  to  any 
point  on  the  border  line,  between  Kentucky  and  Ten- 
nessee, that  the  directory  of  said  company  may  determine 
apon. 

$  2.  That  where  any  precinct  has  heretofore,  or  may 
hereafter  by  vote^  under  tbe  original  charter  of  said  com- 
pany, or  any  of  the  amendments  thereto,  subscribe  any 
stock  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Owensboro  and  Russell- 
ville  Railroad  Company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge 
of  the  county  court  of  the  county  wherein  said  precinct 
BO  subscribing  lies,  to  subscribe  the  amount  so  voted  for 
in  the  name  of  said  precinct  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company;  and  said  judge  of  tiie  county  court  so  sub- 
scribing shall  appoint  two  commissioners  on  the  part  of 
said  precinct,  as  is  directed  and  authorized  in  an  act 
^approved  March  16,  1860,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  an 
act,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  an   act,  entitled  aa  act 
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to  incorporate  ike  Owensboro  and  Russellville  Railroad  1870. 
Company;'"  and  the  two  said  commiBeioners  so  appoint- 
ed».  or  their  successors  (who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
jadge  of  the  county  court,  in  case  of  the  death  or  refusal 
to  act,  or  removal  of  either  or  both  of  the  commissioners 
BO  appointed),  shall  determine  upon  the  manner  in  which 
the  said  subscription  of  stock  so  subscribed  shall  be  paid, 
whether  by  direct  .taxation,  unless  the  subscription  be 
made  in  bondd,  or  by  bonds ;  and  the  judge  of  the  county 
court,  at  the  request  of  said  commissioners,  shall  issue 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  said  subscription  of  stock,  and 
of  such  denominations,  and  maturity  at  such  periods,  and  , 

bearing  such  interest,  as  the  commissioners  for  said  pre- 
cinct may  determine  upon  :  Provided,  That  said  bonds 
shall  not  bear  a  less  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
or  more  than  ten  per  cent.,  and  shall  not  mature  in  less 
than  five  years  or  run  longer  thAn  twenty  years;  and  he 
shall  deliver  over  to  said  commissioners  the  bonds  so 
issued,  upon  their  executing  bond  as  is  provided  for  in 
an  act  approved  March  16,  18G9,  entitled  **An  act  to 
amend  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled 
an  act  to  incorporate  the  Owensboro  and  Russellville 
Railroad  Company.'" 

§  3.  That  the  collectors  of  the  tax  for  railroad  purposes, 
or  for  paying  off  bonds  and  interest  on  same,  appointed 
under  the  provi:<ions  of  the  original  charter  of  the  com- 
pany, or  any  of  the  amendments  thereto,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  appointed,  either  by  a  county,  precinct,  or 
city,  shall  have  lull  power  and  authority  to  distrain  for 
and  collect  all  such  taxes,  in  like  manner  as  taxes  for 
State  purposes  are  collected ;  and  upon  the  failure  of 
any  person  to  pay  the  taxes  due  by  such  person  or  per- 
sons, and  personal  property  cannot  be  found  sufficient 
to  satisfy  same,  then  said  collector  shall  have  authority 
to  levy  upon  real  estate  belonging  to  the  party  so  failing 
to  pay,  and  upon  giving  notice  to  said  party  or  his  agent, 
if  he  or  she  does  not  reside  in  the  county,  city,  or  precinct, 
said  collector  may,  after  advertising  for  ten  days  the  time 
and  place,  by  written  notice,  at  three  public  places  in  the 
county, city,  or  precinct,  giving  the  names  ot  the  parties  in- 
debted, and  amounts  due  by  them,  proceed  to  sell  so  much 
of  said  real  estate  so  levied  upon  as  may  be  necessary  to 
satisfy  the  taxes  due  by  the  owner  of  same,  and  shall 
give  a  receipt  to  the  purchaser  for  the  amount  of  his  bid ; 
and  shall,  alter  the  lapse  of  one  year  from  the  sale  and 
purchase,  make  a  deed  of  conveyance  to  the  purchaser, 
conveying  to  him  all  right,  title,  and  interest  to  the  land 
so  sold  :  Provided^  however.  That  the  delinquent  whose 
property  has  been  sold  for  taxe.^,  due  as  aforesaid,  may, 
at  any  time,  within  five  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  re- 
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1870.  deem  the  land  so  sold,  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  the 
amount  bid  by  him,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  per  annatn, 
from  the  day  of  sale. 

§  4.  That  the  collectors,  appointed  under  the  proviPions 
of  the  original  charter  of  the  company,  or  any  of  the. 
amendments  thereto,  shall  receive  for  their  services  such 
pay  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  judge 
of  the  county  court,  not  exceeding  the  rate  now  allowed 
by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue,  where  counties 
have  made  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany, or  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  them  and  the  com- 
missioners appointed  for  the  precinct  where  precincts 
have  made  subscriptions;  and  said  collectors  of  tax  shall 
make  settlement  with  and  pay  over  all  taxes  so  collected 
by  them,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  judge  of  the 
county  court  may  direct, .when  they  are  acting  and  col- 
lecting for  the  county,  and  to  such  persons  as  he  may 
direct;  and  all  collectors  for  tax  for  precincts  shall  make 
settlement  with  and  pay  over  all  taxes  collected  by  them 
to  the  cbmmisi>ioners  of  the  precinct,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  the  commissioners  may  appoint;  and  upon  the 
failure  of  said  collectors  to  settle  with  and  pay  over  all 
taxes  collected  by  them,  as  is  herein  directed,  the  judge  of 
the  county  court  for  the  county,  and  the  commis:^ioners  of 
the.  precinct  for  the  precinct,  may,  by  motion,  giving  ten 
days'  notice,  in  any  of  the  courts  ol  the  county  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  amount  in  litigation,  recover  judg- 
ment against  said  collector  and  the  sureties  on  his  bond, 
for  all  sums  due  by  said  collector,  with  costs  and  ten  per 
cent,  damages  on  the  amount  so  recovered.  And  all  col- 
lectors of  tax,  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  orig- 
inal charter  of  the  company,  or  any  of  the  amendments 
thereto,  may  be  removed  by  the  judge  of  the  county 
court,  when  acting  lor  the  county,  or  by  the  commission- 
ers of  precincts  when  acting  for  a  precinct,  upon  their 
failure  to  perform  their  duties,  or  to  settle  or  pay  over 
funds  collected  by  them. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  for 
each  precinct  to  have  a  settlement  with  the  collector  of 
taxes  for  the  precinct  at  least  twice  each  year,  and  to 
make  report  of  such  settlement,  and  the  amount  of  funds 
received  by  them,  to  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  which 
report  and  settlement  shall  be  placed  upon  the  records  of 
the  county  court;  and  the  judge  of  the  county  court  shall 
make  such  allowance  to  said  commissioners  for  their 
trouble  as  he  may  deem  just  and  equitable,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  taxes  collected  Irom  the  precinct  and  received 
by  them ;  and  said  commissioners  and  their  sureties  shall 
be  responsible  on  their  bond  for  all  moneys  received  by 
them  as  commissioners;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  de- 
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poi»it  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  their  hand$i  as  com-  1870. 
mii^i^ionerB  for  the  precinct,  as  soon  as  received,  in  the 
bank  where  the  bonds  of  the  precinct,  or  the  coupons  on 
the  bonds,  are  made  payable,  to  be  u?ed  for  no  other  pur- 
pose than  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  as  the  bonds 
and  interest  mature.  That  the  juda;e  of  the  county  court 
may  at  any  time,  if  he  deems  it  necessary  and  proper,  and 
provided  the  justices  of  the  precinct  request  him  so  to  do  in 
writing,  remove  the  commissioners  appointed  for  the  pre- 
cinct, and  appoint  others  in  their  place.  And  the  commis- 
sioners so  appointed  shall  have  the  right  to  bring  suit 
against  the  commissioners  so  removed,  and  their  sureties, 
for  any  delinquency  or  misfeasance  in  office,  or  for  any 
moneys  received  by  them,  and  not  accounted  for  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  any 
county  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  or 
of  any  county  wherein  a  precinct  subscribing  to  the  cap-  . 
ital  stock  of  the  company  lies,  to  levy  a  tax  upon  said 
county  or  precinct  sufficient  to  pay  oif  the  interest  and 
principal  of  any  bonds  issued,  as  fast  as  the  principal  and 
interest  on  same  may  mature;  and  upon  the  failure  of  the 
commissioners  appointed  for  any  precinct  to  act,  as  here- 
tofore directed,  or  to  settle  with  the  collectors  of  the  tax  so 
levied,  or  to  pay  over  the  money  so  collected  for  the  pur- 
poses intended,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  county 
coart  to  see  that  the  tax  levied  be  collected  and  applied  to 
the  purposes  intended ;  and  to  this  end  the  county  court 
shall  have  the  power  to  remove  any  collector  or  commis- 
sioner, and  appoint  others  in  their  places,  or  bring  suit  in 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  against  said  commissioners 
or  collectors,  to  compel  a  settlement  and  payment  of  all 
funds  received  or  collected  by  them. 

^  7.  That  this  act  does  not  repeal  any  of  the  original 
charter  of  the  company,  or  any  acts  or  amendments  there- 
to, or  any  parts  of  same,  except  those  parts  and  sections 
specially  set  forth  and  named  in  this  act  as  repealed,  and 
except  such  clauses  of  same  as  may  conflict  with  this  act. 
§  8.  This  act  shall  take  eti'ect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  736. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mount  Freedom  and  Jessamine  County  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  U  enacted  bjf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mount  Free- 
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1870.  ^^^  ^^^  Jessamine  Couuty  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for 
the  purpose  o(  making  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on 
the  Pleasant  Hill  and  Jessamine  County  Turnpike  Road, 
near  Mount  Freedom  Meeting-house,  in  Jessamine  coun- 
ty, to  intersect  the  Nichoiasville  and  Jessamine  County 
Turnpike  Road,  where  the  Shaker  Ferry  road  intersects 
said  turnpike  road,  via  Lowry's  mill,  and  the  bridge 
thereat,  Mclntyre's  blacksmith  shop,  and  M.  C.  Smith's 
store. 

$  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened 
by  Jacob  Megee,  Walter  Handy,  Jerome  A.  Sparks,  Thos. 
J.  Rhorer,  and  Robert  S.  Stipe,  who  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  for  said  purpose,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  deem  proper;  and  the 
subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter  into 
*  an  obligation  as  follows  in  the  books  of  said  commission- 
ers :  *'  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subi^cribed,  promise 
to  pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Mount  Freedom 
and  Jessamine  County  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  by  us  sub- 
scribed and  set  opposite  our  respective  names,  in  such 
proportions  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required  by 
said  corporation.''  When  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
named  in  this  section  to  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  notice  may  specify,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  president,  four  directors,  and  a 
treasurer.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of 
stock,  and  the  officers  so  elected  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  manner  of  giving  the  notice,  and  the 
place  of  all  elections  after  the  tirst,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
president  and  directors,  but  the  day  of  election  shall  be 
the  same  in  [each]  year:  Provided^  The  stockholders  may 
change  the  time  of  their  annual  meeting,  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  concurring. 

^  4.  Every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  be- 
fore he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  swear  or 
affirm,  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
said  office,  without  favor  or  affection,  to  the  best  of  his 
judgment. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the 
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name  and  style  aforesiald,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  1870. 
pi^rpetual  succession,  and  privileges  and  franchises  inci- 
dent to  a  corporation  ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their 
capital,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  tak- 
ing and  holding,  by  parchase  or  gift,  all  such  land;^,  ten- 
ements, hereditaments,  and  real  and  personal  property, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work  or 
the  objects  of  the  corporation.  They  shall  have  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  coart 
of  law  or  equity,  or  eUewhere ;  also  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  generally  to  do  all  or  any  act,  matter, 
or  thing  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do,  to  effect 
the  objects  for  which  this  corporation  was  created. 

^  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  grade  and  elevation  of  said  road,  so  that  said  eleva- 
tion shall  not  exceed  four  degrees ;  the  width  of  the  part 
to  be  covered  with  stone  ;  shall  designate  the  place  for  the 
erection  of  gates;  may  fix  the  rates  of  toll;  regulate  and 
change  the  same ;  but  the  toll  shall  not  be  greater  than 
the  law  permits  on  other  turnpike  road^  in  this  State: 
Provtdedy  That  if  the  annual  net  profits  of  the  corporation 
fall  below  six  per  cent,  of  their  capital  stock,  or  the  total 
cost  of  building  said  road,  the  president  and  directors  are 
hereby  empowered  .to  make  up  such  deficiency  by  in- 
creasing the  toll  beyond  the  rates  allowed  by  law  on 
other  turnpike  roads  as  aforesaid.  They  may  enlarge 
the  capital  stock  to  such  an  amount  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  open  subscriptions  therefor  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  may  direct;  or  they  may  apply  the  proceeds 
of  such  part  of  said  road  as  may  be  completed  to  the 
completion  of  the  residue.  Whenever  five  continuous 
miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  they  shall  have 
power  to  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge  toll  thereat;  and 
to  erect  another  gate,  at  which  half  toll  may  be  collected, 
when  the  remaining  part  of  said  road  is  completed. 

§  7.  All  the  dividends  at  any  gate  on  said  road  shall  be 
applied  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  road  until  the 
same  is  completed.  After  the  road  is  completed,  the  net 
profits  thereof  shali  be  paid  pro  rata,  semi-annually,  to  the 
stockholders  in  said  road. 

$  8.  The  president  and  directors,  with  their  surveyors, 
engineers,  artists,  and  chain-carriers,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  and 
inclosares,  public  roads  and  highways,  in,  through,  and 
over  which  the  intended  road  may  pass,  and  to  examine 
and  survey  the  ground  most  proper  for  that  purpose ;  to 
examine  quarries  or  beds  of  stone,  gravel,  and  other  ma- 
terials necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road. 


^ 
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lb 70.  §  ^*  ^^  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 

with  their  euperintendcnts,  engineers,  and  workmen,  with 
their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons,  and  other  car- 
ring^es,  and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands,  in  and  over,  contiguous,  and  near  to 
which  said  road  shall  pass,  having  tirst  given  notice  of 
their  intention  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  or  their 
agents:  Provided^  That  if  the  pre«?ident  and  directors  shall 
not  agree  with  the  owners  of  said  land  through  which 
said  road  is  to  pas's,  as  to  the  damages  the  owner  or  own- 
ers may  i^ustain  by  the  road  passing  through  their  lands, 
the  preciident  and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  6ounty  court 
of  Jessamine  county  for  a  wrif  of  ad  quod  damnumy  to  as- 
sess the  damages  uhich  may  be  sustained  by  the  owner

<>  VZ.  The  treasurer  of  said  company,  before  he  enters 
on  the  duties  ot  his  office,  shall  give  bond  and  security  as 
the  pre^ident  and  directors  may  lequire,  payable  to  them, 
conditioned  to  pay  over  any  amount  in  his  hands  to  the 
order  of  the  president  and  directors. 

§  13.  The  county  court  of  Jessamine  county  shall  have 
power,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring  theieio,  to

sabscribe  a  sum,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  per       1870. 
mile,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  to  be  regarded  as 
other  stock.  • 

§  14.  If  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  from 
said  road,  wilh  the  fraudulent  intent  of  avoiding  the  pay- 
ment of  UA\  as  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors,  he  or 
they  shall;  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  Jessamine  county,  be  fined  five  dollars  and  costs, 
to  be  collected  as  other  sums  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

§  15.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors 
of  the  said  company,  for  the  more  perfect  good  govern- 
ment of  the  same,  to  make  any  set  of  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  Kentucky.

§  17.  That  no  person  or  persons  over  whose  land  the 
said  road  may  run  shall  be  charged,  in  their  daily  occu- 
pation, for  going  through  the  gates  to  get  from  one  part 
of  the  farm  to  another,  nor  shall  any  person  be  charged 
toll  for  going  to  or  from  church,  on  said  road,  on  the  Sab- 
bath day. 

^18.  No  person  who  is  not  a  shareholder  in  said  corpo- 
ration, shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  election,  or  hold 
any  office  in  the  company  ;  nor  shall  any  stockholder  vote, 
or  be  entitled  to  any  right  of  a  member  of  said  company, 
unless  the  whole  amount  due  and  payable,  as  aforesaid, 
on  each  share  by  him  held,  shall  have  been  paid  agree- 
able to  the  requisitions  of  the  president. 

§  19.  That  for  lailure  to  keep  said  road  in  order,  it  shall 
be. lawful  tor  the  county  court  of  said  county  to  enter  an 
order  that  tolls   for  travel    on   said    road    should   not  be 
paid;  then,  instead   of   being  liable   to   any  penalty  im- 
posed by  the   l^w  of  the  State  for  such  failure,  the  com- 
pany shall  be  forbidden  to  charge  toll  at  their  gates;  and 
should  they  offend,  they  shall  be  finable  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  dollars,  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the   peace  of  said   county,  in   actixm   of  debt,  by 
any  person   aggrieved  :  Provided,  The   president  of   said 
company  should  have  notice  of  such  order  of  the  county 
court;   after  such   order,  no  tolls  shall   be   charged   until 
said  court  is  satisfied   that  the  road  has  been  sufficiently 
repaired,  or  until   a  justice   of  the   peace,  from  personal 
inspection  of  the   road,  shall  certify  that  it  has  been  re- 
paired, and  that,  in  his  judgment,  tolls  ought  to  be  charged; 
which  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  county  clerk's  office, 
and   then  be  recorded   by   the  clerk,  for  which  the  clerk 
shall   be  paid  twenty-five  cents  by  the  company ;  and  as 
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1870.       floon  as  80  filed,  tolls  may  be  charged  and  collected  on 
said  road. 

§  20.  If  the  subscribers  to  the  company,  hereby  aathor- 
ized,  shall  not  become  so  far  organized  as  to  elect  a  presi- 
f  dent  and  directors  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of 

this  act,  and  within  twelve  months  thereafter  make  bona 
fide  contracts  for  the  construction  of  at  least  five  miles  of 
said  road,  the  privileges  of  said  corporation  shall  cease, 
and  this  act  be  void. 

$21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  737. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Buck  Ron  and  Cole's  Road  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genercd  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  i.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incor- 
porated, to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Georgetown 
and  Frankfort  Turnpike,  at  or  near  the  Buck  Run  Church, 
in  Franklin  county,  to  the  Forks  of  Elkhorn  Church,  on  the 
Cole's  road,  in  said  county,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"Buck  Run  and  Cole's  Road  Turnpike  Road  Company." 
And  the  said  company,  by  said  name  and  style,  is  hereby 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic ;  and  shall  have  per* 
petual  succession ;  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded  ;  and  to  do  and  perform  whatever  may 
be  lawful  touching  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  the 
management  and  control  thereof. 

t  ^  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars  (unless  said  road  can  be  constructed  for  a 
less  sum,  and  if  for  less,  then  the  capital  stock  shall  be  the 
amount  the  said  road  shall  actually  cost),  in  shares  of  fifly 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  powers,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy  and  exercise  the  franchises  and 

Erivileges,  granted  by  the  charter  of  the  Benson  Turnpike 
oad  Company,  to  be  exercised  and  enjoyed  in  manner 
and  form  as  required  in  said  charter  of  the  Benson  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

§  4.  That  John  R.  Scott,  Stephen  Bedford,  Robert  An- 
derson, Henry  Furgeson,  Joel  Scott,  John  Frazier,  and 
Thomas  Freeman,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  the  same  authority  and 
powers,  in  the  organization  of  said  company,  as  are  con* 
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ferred  upon  the  commissioners  named  in  the  charter  of  the       1870. 
Benson  Tarn  pike  Road  Company. 
§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  AOT  to  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  tbe  Franlslin  In- 
BtUnte,  in  the  Town  of  Lancaster,"  approved  January  12,  1848. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Franklin  Institute,  in*  the  town  of  Lancaster,"  approved 
Jannary  12,  1848,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
•age.

CHAPTER  739. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  William  Mallins,  late  Sheriff  of  Wayne  Ooanty. 

Whbubas,  Judgment  was  rendered  in  the  Franklin  cir- 
enit  coart,  in  the  year  1861,  against  William  Mullins,  late 
sheriff  of  Wayne  county,  and  hia  sureties,  for  the  balance 
of  the  revenue  due  by  him  for  the  year  1861;  and  where- 
as, said  Mullins  was  prevented  by  soldiers  from  collecting 
said  revenue,  and  by  threats  and  violence  forced  to  resign 
his  office  as  sheriff  aforesaid  before  the  time  of  its  expira- 
tion; and  whereas,  he  was  robbed  of  about  five  hundred 
dollars  of  the  revenue  of  the  State ;  and  whereas,  said 
Mallins  has  paid  the  principal  of  said  judgment,  including 
all  cost  and  attorney's  fees  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

i  1.  That  said  William  Mullins  and  his  said  sureties  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  released  from  so  much  of  said  judg- 
ment as  is  for  damages  and  interest.

Elk  Creek  Church  to  Vandyke's  mill,  at  a  point  between 
John  Reid's  and  Dr.  J.  J.  Heady's;  and  by  that  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State ; 
they  may  also  use  a  common  seal,  and  adopt  such  by-law* 
as  they  may  wioh  for  the  government  of  said  corporation, 
not  incon^ti^tent  with  the  laws  ot  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States.

It  sbaH  also  be 
unlawful  for  any  merchant,  distiller,  or  other  person,  to 
Tend  ardent  spirits  or  malt  liquors  in  quantities  tess  than 
a  barrel  or  half  barrel,  within  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of 
said  county  of  Perry,  except  for  medical  purposes,  upon 
tbe  certificate  of  a  practicing  physician. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  ofllense,  and 
two  hundred  dollars  for  each  succeeding  olFenne,  on  pre- 
sentment of  a  grand  jury;  that  all  fines  assessed  and 
recovered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  tbe  reveni:^  proper  fund  for  this  Common- 
wealth.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  tb«  Town  of 
Hampton  City,  and  to  extend  the  corporate  limits  of  Catlettsbarg,  as 
as  to  include  the  same,*'  approved  February  1,  1870. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  establish  the  town 
of  Hampton  City,  and  to  extend  the  incorporate  limits  of 
the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  so  as  to  include  the  same,"  ap- 
proved February  1,  1670,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  eo 
amended,  that  the  said  act  shall  not  take  effect,  or  have 
any  virtue,  until  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town  of  Catlettsburg  shall  vote  in  favor  of  said  act 
and  its  provisions. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg  are  au- 
thorized to  have  taken,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  the 
vote  of  the  voters  of  said  town,  both  for  and  against  the 
ratification  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 
If,  at  said  election,  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town  vote  in  favor  of  said  act,  then  the  same  shall, 
from  and  after  that  date,  be  in  full  loroe  and  virtue  as 
though  this  amendment  had  not  been  enacted.  If,  at  said 
election,  a  majority  of  the  voters  within  said  town  vote 
against  the  said  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  ihea 
the  said  act  shall  be  wholly  inoperative,  and  shall  stand 
repealed. 

§  8.  The  election  contemplated  under  this  act  shall  h% 
held  as  other  elections  are  now  required  to  be  held  and 
conducted  under  the  laws  governing  the  said  town  of 
Catlettsburg,  except  the  said  trustees  may  designate  the 
time  of  holding  the  same  at  any  time  they  may  deem 
best. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  A.  C.  Oox,  late  Sheriff  of  Green  Coantj,  &nd 

bis  tecuritiet. 

Be  it  encLcUd  by  the  General  Aasembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  damages  adjudged  against  A.  C.  Cov,  late 
sherifT  of  Greea  county,  and  his  securities,  on  account  of 
the  revenue  of  1868,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  remitted, 
the  said  Cox  having  fully  paid  off  and  discharged  the  prin- 
cipal, interest,  costs,  and  Attorney  General's  iees  in  said 
case. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER   755. 

AN  ACT  to    amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An    act  to  inrorporate  the  Vanee- 
bnrg,  Salt  Lick,  ToUsboro,  and  Maysrille  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  above  named  act  is  amended  as  follows: 
In  order  that  said  company  may  complete  their  road 
from  Yanceburg  to  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Mason 
and  Lewis,  as  speedily  as  possible,  said  company  is  here- 
by authorized  to  borrow  a  sufficient  sum  o^  money  to 
finish  said  road,  at -a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  10  per 
cent,  per  annum  ;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  sums 
thus  borrowed,  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  exe- 
cute the  note  or  notes  of  said  company,  to  be  signed  by 
the  president  of  said  company,  and  the  notes  thus  signed 
shall  be  binding  on  said  company. 

(  2.  The  said  company  may  also  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
company,  divided  into  such  sums  as  the  president  and  board 
of  directors  shall  deem  proper,  to  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  to  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  complete  said  road ;  said  bonds  shall  be  issued, 
bearing  any  rate  of  interest  said  president  and  directors 
shall  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  secretary  of 
the  company;  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  president  of  said  company  may 
direct,  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from  their  date. 

§  8.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  the  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this  act,  or 
the  money  borrowed,  or  both,  should  said  company  issue 
bonds  and  borrow  money,  said  company  may  execute  a 
mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  or  assignnient  of  all  the  proper- 
ty of  said  company,  including  future  toiU,  and  the  taxes 
liow  due,  and  hereafter  to  become  due,  levied  under  the 
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1870.  various  acts  of  the  Legislature,  to  assist  in  building  said 
road.  Said  company  may,  by  its  president,  execute  all  such 
covenants,  and  make  such  stipulations  as  may  be  necessary 
to  effect  the  purposes  and  objects  of  this  act,  and  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  and  satisfy  those  who  loan  said 
company  money  or  buy  its  bonds. 

§  4.  That  said  act  is  so  amended  that,  hereafter,  when- 
ever one  whole  mile  of  any  part  of  said  road  shall  be 
finished,,  and  proof  of  that  fact  made  to  the  county  judge 
of  Lewis  county,  said  county  judge  shall  order  the  clerk 
of  said  court  to  issue  the  bond  to  which  said  company  is 
entitled,  of  $1,000,  and  so  on  for  each  mile  finished. 

§  5.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  county  judge  to 
see  that  said  road  is  substantially  built,  that  the  metal 
shall  be  at  least  ten  inches  thick  the  entire  width  of  the 
road  upon  which  metal  is  put. 

§  6.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect  a 
toll-gate,  within  less  than  a  mile  of  the  court-house  in 
Vanceburg,  on  said  road. 

§  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  efi^ect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  757. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  "An  act  authorizing  the  Counties,  Towns,  and  Cities, 
tbrouffh  or  near  which  the  Bvansville,  Henderson,  and  Nashyille  Railroad 
xcaj  run,  to  issue  Bonds  to  aid  in  building  said  Road,'  approved  March 
9th,  18t>7. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  county,  town  or 
city,  that  has  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  subscribe  for 
stock  in  the  Evansville,  Henderson,  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company,  in  the  event  said  road,  road-bed,  fran- 
chises and  property,  or  any  part  of  same,  shall  be  sold, 
under  process  or  judgment  of  court,  to  purchase  and  own 
same,  either  separately  or  jointly,  as  completely  and  fully 
as  it  is  now  owned  by  said  company,  with  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  running  and  operating  same,  subject 
only  to  the  restrictions  and  provisions  contained  in  the 
charter  of  said  company,  and  amendments  thereto. 

§  2.  That  the  power  and  ri^ht  to  make  said  purchase 
shall  not  be  exercised  by  said  counties,  cities,  and  towns, 
unless  a  majority  of  the  justices  for  such  county,  convened 
at  the  county  seat  for  the  transaction  of  business  for  the 
county,  or  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  major 
and  council  of  said  towns  and  cities,  at  a  regular  or  called 
meeting,  shall  order  said  purchase  to  be  made,  and  shall 
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designate  the  person  or  persons  to  make  said  purchase  in       1870. 
behalf  of  said  counties,  cities,  and  towns. 

^  3.  That  when  said  purchase  is  made  as  aforesaid,  the 
eoanties,  towns,  and  cities  so  purchasing  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  bound  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price,  or  so 
mach  thereof  as,  by  agreement  between  said  counties,- 
cities,  and  towns,  shall  be  assessed  by  each,  and  shall  be 
interested  in  said  road,  property,  franchises,  and  profits  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  so  paid,  or  agreed  to  be  paid ; 
and  said  counties,  towns,  and  cities  so  purchasing  shall 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  purcha;«e  price  by  issuing 
ita  bonds,  payable  in  such  amounts,  and  bearing  such  rate 
of  interest,  as  may  be  ordered ;  and  may  sell  same,  and 
shall  be  bound  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest according  to  the  stipulations  of  said  bonds;  and  for 
that  purpose  are  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  tax- 
payers of  said  counties,  cities,  and  towns,  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  for 'in  the  act  authorizing  said  coun- 
ties, cities,  and  towns  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  said  road. 

§  4.  That  said  counties,  towns,  and  cities,  through  their 
regular  officers  and  agents  aforesaid,  shall  have  ail  power  * 

necessary  to  consummate  and  effect  the  objects  contem- 
plated in  the  foregoing  sections,  viz:  the  right  to  buy,  sep- 
arately or  jointly,  naid  road,  its  franchises,  rolling  stock, 
depots,  &c.,  in  the  event  that  it  should  be  sold  under  legal 
process  or  judgment  of  court,  and  with  power  to  provide 
the  means  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money  by  is- 
suing and  selling  bonds,  and  providing  for  the  payment  of 
%ame  when  due,  and  the  interest  or  coupons  as  they  be- 
come due:  Provided,  That  no  county,  town,  or  city,  nor 
the  justices,  trustees,  mayor,  and  common  council  thereof, 
shall  exercise  any  of  the  rights  or  powers  granted  by  this 
act,  in  respect  to  the  purchase  herein  authorized,  until 
such  question  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  qualitied 
voters  of  such  county,  town,  or  city,  at  a  general  or  special 
election  held  therein,  and  shall  have  received  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  758. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Payne's  Depot  and  Mount  Vernon  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asset/My  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Dr.  Wm.  Risque,  James  R.  Leavil,  and  John 
Curtisy  of  Scott  county,  and  John  B.   Utterback,  John  J. 
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1870.  Cartis,  and  John  Stout,  of  Woodford  county,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  **The  Payne's  Depot  and  Mount  Vernon  Turnpike 
Road  Company;"  and  are  hereby  granted  all  the  necessa- 
ry powers  incident  to  turnpike  companies;  and  to  remaia 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  aforesaid 
incorporators,  at^  soon  as  practicable,  shall  open  books  for 
Bubi^crTptions,  receive  the  same,  and  issue  stock  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and  may  commence  work  when  tbft 
sum  ot  five  thounnnd  dollars  is  subscribed;  but  the  capital 
stock  may  be  increased  at  any  time  to  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars. Officers  bhall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockhold- 
ers, and  shall  consist  of  five  directors,  the  directors  select* 
ing  one  of  their  number  as  president ;  and  after  their 
orf^anization,  t^hall  appoint  or  elect  a  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, and  take  bond  of  them  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties,  if  the  board  so  direct. 

§  U,  Said  road  shall  commence  at  Payne's  Depot,  in 
Scott  county,  and  run  thence  by  Risk^s  old  mill  to  Meant 
Vernon  Church,  in  Woodford  county,  a  distance  of  abont 
four  miles.  And  in  view  of  the  fact  that  said  company 
will  be  compelled  to  build  a  long  brifige  over  SSouth  Elk- 
horn  to  complete  said  road,  they  are  hereby  permitted  and 
authorized  to  erect  on  said  road  a  toll-house,  and  collect  of 
each  horse  and  rider  five  cents,  for  one  horse  and  buggy 
ten  cents,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  other  vehicles. 
(3.  That  this  act  shall  be  La  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  759, 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Flemieg  and   Lewis   Tarnpike   Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body -corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby 
U,  created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organizedi 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Flt^ming  and  Lewis 
Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  under  that  name  and 
style  it  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  have  a 
common  peal ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  Mount  CnnneL  in  Fleming  county,  to  intersect  the 
Lewis  and  Mason  Turnpike  Road,  in  Lewis  county,  at 
such  point  as  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company 
hereby  incorporated  may  determine. 
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^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed       1870i. 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

(  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  within  two  years 
after  .the  passage  of  this  act,  at  Mount  Carmel,  and   at 
any  other  place   or   places,  in  either  Fleming  or    Lewis 
counties,  the  commii«sioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  may 
select;    the   enme   shall   be    under   the   supervision    and 
direction  of  T.  J.  Walker,  Alfred  Clary,  James  Teager, 
Dudley  Toll,  Isaac  Kalley,  William  M.  Foxworthy,  N.  A. 
Glascock,  and  Wm.  J.  Goddard,  or  any  three  of  them, 
who  are   hereby  constituted  commissioners  for  that  pur- 
pose.    The   subiicribers  for  stock   in  saiJ  company  shall 
sign  the  following  obligation,  to-wit :  '*  We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  sub«»cribed,  hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Fleming  and   Lewis 
Turnpike    Road  Company  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of 
stock  hereby  subi^cribed  by  us."     But  said  commissioners, 
or  those  acting,  or  the  said  company,  after  it  is  organized, 
may  receive   conditional   subscriptions  of  stock   in   said 
company,    conditioned    upon   the    route   said    road    may 
take,  or  upon   any  other  conditions  which   shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  writing  in  any  such  subscription;  and  such  sub- 
scription shall  be  valid  on  the  conditions  therein  stated  ; 
and  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  said  company, 
after  it  is  organized,  may  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to 
said  company  in  real  estate,  rock,  lumber,  or  other  per- 
sonal property  or  labor,  which  shall  be  valid  and  binding; 
.and  the  amount  in  value  of  such   subscriptions  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  rei>peclive  subscriptions;  and  if  the  prop- 
erty so  subscribed  is  not  surrendered  or  delivered,  or  such 
labor  performed,  on   the   demand  of  said  company,  the 
value  thereof  in  money,  as  expressed  in  the  subscription, 
may  be  collected  in  money. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
the  stock  of  said  company  it  may  be  organized;  and  to 
this  end  the  commissioners  acting  shall  give  notice  to  the 
subscribers  of  stock,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Flem- 
ing and  Mason  counties,  by  two  weekly  insertions,  or  by 
posting  up,  for  two  weeks  before  said  election,  printed 
handbillrt,  giving  notice  of  same,  at  two  or  more  public 
places  in  Fleming  county,  and  two  or  more  public  places  in 
Lewis  county.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  such  ejection 
shall  be  stated  in  such  notices;  and,  after  the  first  election, 
the  elections  thereafter  for  said  ofiicers  shall  be  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  April  of  each  year.  Each  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by 
kim,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy.  No  one 
but  a  stockholder  shall  be  a  director.    The  first  election 
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1870.  Bhall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  coro- 
miss^ioners,  or  those  acting.  The  president  and  directors 
shall  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties 
as  such,  which  shall  be  certified  bv  the  officer  administer- 
ing  it,  and  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  company;  and  said 
officers  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  If  any  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State,  the  remainder  of 
the  directors  may,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  fill  the  va- 
cancy. 

§  6.  The  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  keep 
open  its  books  for  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said 
company. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  employ  an  en- 
gineer, and  appoint  a  treasurer  and  clerk,  and  prescribe 
their  duties,  fix  their  compensation,  and  may  remove  them 
at  pleasure.  ISaid  treasurer  and  clerk  shall  take  an  oath, 
and  give  bond  to  the  company,  with  good  security,  hon- 
estly to  account  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  their 
hands,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties, 
which  bond  and  certificate  of  such  oath  shall  be  filed  and 
kept  with  the  papers  of  said  company.  The  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  appoint  a  superintendent  or  agent 
to  superintend  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  its  main- 
tenance afterwards,  and  gate-keepers,  and  such  other  em- 
ployees as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  pa^s  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  officers  and  affairs,  that  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary, not  in  consistent  with  this  act  or  the  constitution 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  0.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  let  out  for 
construction  any  portion  of  said  road  as  soon  as  three 
thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  or  may  do  so  after  addi- 
tional subscriptions  are  received,  first  determining,  before 
beginning  said  work,  the  route  which  the  said  road  may 
take,  and  at  or  near  what  point  it  shall  strike  or  intersect 
the  said  Lewis  and  Maysville  Turnpike  Road ;  and  they 
may  go  on  letting  out  for  construction  and  completing 
said  road,  as  the  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company 
may,  in  their  opinion,  justify  them  in  doing,  always  ex- 
pending the  money  subscribed  to  that  portion  of  the  said 
road  lying  in  Lewis  county,  by  citizens  of  Lewis  county 
and  others,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  such  subscribers, 
in  writing;  and  expending  all  moneys  subscribed  to  that 
portion  of  the  said  road  lying  in  Fleming  county,  by  citizens 
of  Fleming  county  and  others,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  subscribers  thereof,  in  writing,  at  the  time  of  making 
such  subscription ;  and  as  soon  as  two  miles  of  said  road 
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shall  have  been  completed,  they  may  erect  a  toll-gate  and       1870* 
collect  toll  on  that  portion  of  said  road,  in  proportion  to 
said  distance.     The  charges  for  toll  on  said  road  ishall  be 
in  conformity  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State  regu- 
lating tolls  on  turnpike  roads. 

§  10.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right  of 
way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  rock  quarries,  and  toll- 
houses and  bridges,  by  consent  or  purchase;  and  if  they 
deem  it  necessary,  they  may,  by  proceeding  instituted  in 
conformity  with  the  existing  laws  of  this  State  on  the  sub- 
ject of  turnpike  and  plank  roads  {Revised  Statutes,  diapter 
103),  condemn  land  for  right  of  way,  over  which  said 
road  may  be  located,  and  ground  for  toll-gates,  toll-houses, 
and  bridges,  and  rock  quarries  and  gravel  beds,  just  com- 
pensation being  paid  to  the  owner  thereof,  to  be  assessed 
by  a  jury  empanneled  for  that  purpose,  according  to  law 
as  aforesaid. 

§11.  The  said  road. shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  fifty  feet  wide.  Any  person  who  shall  un- 
lawfully obt«truct  rtaid  road,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  therefor,  which 
shall,  when  collected,  be  for  the  use  of  said  company,  and 
shall  be  recoverable  as  other  fines  are  recoverable  by  law. 
Said  president  and  directors  may  pass  by-laws  fixing  fines 
for  a  failure  to  pay  tolls,  or  for  going  round  toll  gates,  or 
otherwise  evading  tolls  on  said  road,  which  may  be  re- 
covered as  other  fines  of  similar  amount  are  recovered 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  be  for  the  use 
of  the  company. 

§  12.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  prescribe  in 
what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be  paid. 
They  may  borrow  money  for  the  use  of  said  company, 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  and  give  personal 
security  therefor,  or  a  mortgage  on  said  road  and  its  fran- 
chises, which  may  be  enforced  and-  foreclosed. 

§  13.  The  said  road  company  may  unite  and  consolidate 
with  the  Lewis  and  Mason  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and 
form  and  become  a  branch  of  said  road,  and  form  but  one 
company.  The  same  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  president  and  directors  of  the  respective  com- 
panies, with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  stockholders 
of  each  of  said  companies,  may  agree  upon,  and,  in  case 
there  is  such  union  and  consolidation,  the  name  of  said 
consolidated  company  shall  be  the  Lewis  and  Mason  and 
Fleming  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  it» 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Crescent  Sleeping  Car  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoniceaUh  of 
Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  Enoch  H.  Payne,  Frederick  Wang,  Alonzo 
,  D.  Sheldon,  William  F.  Harris,  and  Seward  M.  Leinont, 
and  their  euccessors,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Crfscent  City 
Sleeping  Car  Company,  with  succetision  for  thirty  years; 
and  ^hall  be  capable  in  law  to  hold,  purchat<e,  receive, 
,  po3sei>8,  enjoy,  and  retain  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chat- 
tela,  choses  in  action,  public  and  private  securities  of  any 
kind,  quality,  or  nature  whatsoever,  and  to  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued  in 
all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere; 
and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
change  or  renew  from  time  to  time,  and  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with. 

§  2  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  he  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  and  bhall  be  deemed  and  treated  as 
personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  company;  and 
the  company  shall  at  all  times  have  and  possess  a  lien  on 
the  shares  of  stock  of  any  stockholder  superior  to  all  other 
liens  or  encumbrances  thereon  for  the  payment  of  any 
debt,  demand,  or  liability,  in  favor  of  the  company,  against 
such  stockholder  due  of  to  become  due;  and  any  stock- 
holder 80  indebted  shall  not  be  entitled  to  transfer  bis 
stock,  until  such  debt,  demand,  or  liability  is  p  .id  or  dis- 
charged, without  the  consent  of  the  company  to  such 
transfer.  And  the  said  capital  stock  may  be  increa.-'ed, 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the 
board  of  directors,  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  million 
of  dollars. 

§  3.  That  the  business  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  five  directors  and  a  president, 
elected  by  the  board,  who  may  or  may  not  be  one  of  their 
number;  and  the  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act  shall  be  the  directors  for  the  first  year  after  the  or- 
ganization under  this  charter,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified  ;  and  the  principal  oiKce  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  in  the  board  caused  by  death  or  resignation ;  and 
a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  The  board  shall  also  have  pow- 
er, from  time  to  time,  to  elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  company,  and  require  such  bond  an.d  security  as  may 
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be  deemed  expedient  from  either  of  said  oiRcers,  or  any  1879, 
other  agent  or  servant  of  the  company;  and  may,  by  by- 
law, provide  for  the  appointment  of  all  necesssary  officers, 
agenti^y  and  servants  for  the  transaction  of  the  buaineM  of 
the  corporation;  and  may,  by  by-laws  or  otherwise,  as 
deemed  proper,  provide  for  compensation  to  the  president, 
treasurer,  secretary,  and  such  other  officers,  agents,  or  ser- 
vants as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint,  elect,  or 
employ, 

(  5.  The  corporation  by  this  act  created  shall  have  full 
power  and  lawful  authority  to  acquire,  purchase,  build, 
construct,  own,  and  control  any  number  of  railroad  cars 
^nd  sleeping  coaches  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  company,  and  furnii^h,  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  furnished,  in  such  style,  and  with  such  con- 
veniences, as  the  company  may  deem  advisable,  and  to 
hire,  sell,  or  dii^pose  of  the  same ;  and  to  make  contracts 
and  arrangements  with  any  and  all  railroad  companies, 
in  or  out  of  this  State,  for  the  use  of  such  cars  and. coaches 
upon  the  respective  roads  of  such  railroad  companies,  and 
to  make  and  enter  into  all  proper  agreements  requisite 
or  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  such  contracts  and  ar- 
rangements, and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  such 
acts  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  best  interests 
and  proper  management  ot  the  company, 

§  6.  The  said  directors,  in  organizing  the  company  and 
receiving  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock,  may,  by  con- 
tract, receive  subscriptions  therefor  from  corporations, 
companies,  or  individuals,  to  be  paid  for  in  money,  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  prescribe  or  contract  for,  or  in 
railroad  cars  or  sleeping  coaches,  and  the  contracts  under 
which  said  cars  or  coaches  are  run,  also  the  furniture, 
equipments,  and  appurtenances  thereof,  at  such  prices, 
and  on  such  terms,  as  may  be  agreed  and  contracted,  and 
receive  the  po:9t>e9sion  and  title  thereof  in  payment  of  so 
much  of  the  capital  stock  as  may  be  agreed  by  such  con- 
tract. 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  and 
right  to  borrow  money,  and  execute  the  notes,  bonds,  bills 
of  exchange,  or  other  written  promise  or  covenant  of  the 
company,  for  the  payment  thereof;  and  may  convey  any 
or  all  of  the  property,  cars,  coaches,  and  appurtenances  of 
the  company  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  such  indebted- 
ness, or  for  any  indebtedness  contracted  in  the  purchase 
of  property,  or  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 
.  §  8.  After  the  first  year  from  the  time  of  organizing 
said  corporation,  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected 
at  a  stockholders'  meeting,  to  be  called  at  such  time  and 
place,  and  in  such  manner,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  by- 
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1870.  law;  and  annoally  thereafter  the  board  shall,  in  like  man- 
ner, be  elected  at  a  stockholders'  meeting;  and  each  board 
shall  elect  its  president,  and  shall  serve  until  their  snc- 
cessors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  at  each  nfieet- 
ing  of  stockholders,  each  stockholder  shall  have  the  rigkt, 
by  himself  or  proxy,  to  cast  as  many  votes  as  he  holda 
shares  of  capital  slock  in  the  corporation. 

(  9.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  voted  for  or 
elected  as  a  director  in  said  company,  unless  he  is  at  the 
time,  and  shall  have  been  for  not  less  than  thirty  days 
then  next  preceding,  the  holder  and  owner  of  at  least  ten 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation. 

(  10.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  Jto 
adopt,  amend,  alter,  and  repeal,  from  time  to  time,  all 
necessary  and  proper  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for 
the  conducting  of  the  business  of  the  company,  and  may 
thereby  regulate  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  calling 
and  holding  meetings  of  stockholders,  prescribe  the  duties 
of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the  company,  and 
how  they  shall  qualify  when  elected ;  the  .  manner  and 
terms  of  issuing  and  canceling  certificates  of  stock,  and 
other  necessary  things  in  the  orderly  and  efficient  con- 
duct of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  761. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Trnstees  of  Danyille  Collegiate  Institute. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  H.  Meyer,  M.  D.,  T.  Martin,  McFerran, 
Esq.,  Rev.  W.  F.  Junkin,  Col.  J.  W.  Grigsby,  Col.  J.  W. 
Lyell,  Reuben  Gentry,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  L.  H.  filanton,  and 
their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate,  to  be  styled  the  Trustees  of  Danville  Collegiate 
Institute,  with  full  power  to  receive,  acquire,  bold,  and 
procure,  from  any  individual  or  society,  religious  or  other- 
wise, donations,  gifts,  or  bequests  of  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money,  books,  charts,  maps,  philosophical  apparatus,  or 
estate  of  any  kind,  to  be  held  by  said  trustees  exclusively 
and  solely  for  educational  purposes,  ^ith  power  to  trans- 
fer or  convey  the  same ;  and  by  said  name  to  make  con- 
tracts ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
their  corporate  capacity;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  destroy  at 
pleasure;  but  it  b  expressly  declared  that  said  corpora* 
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Cion  shall  not  deal  in  exchange,  the  discoont  of  notes,  or       1870. 
in  any  commercial  business  or  pursuit  whatever. 

§  2.  That  DanTtlle  Collegiate  Institute  shall  be  located 
in  the  town  of  Danville,  county  of  Boyle,  or  within  a  con- 
venient distance  of  said  town  ;  and  that  all  the  moneys, 
fands,  and  estate  of  every  description,  hereafter  acquired 
by  said  trustees  in  their  corporate  capacity,  shall  be  held, 
used,  and  employed  for  corporate  purposes  only. 

$  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  own  body,  appoint  a  chairman  of  their 
board,  fix  the  eourse  of  study  to  be  pursued  in  said  school, 
and  to  elect  a  president  of  said  school  and  professors 
therein,  as  many  as  the  necessity  of  the  scho4»l  demands, 
and  such  other  officers  and  servants  under  them  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  to  hold  their  offices 
under  such  rule's  and  regulations  as  the  said  trustees  may 
prescribe,  and  make,  allow,  and  pay  to  the  president  and 

Erofessors,  and  other  officers  and  servants,  nuch  reasona- 
le  compensation  for  their  services  as  to  said  trustees  may 
seem  right  and  proper ;  and  the  said  trui»tees  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  make  by-laws,  rules  and  reg- 
nlations,  for  the  better  government  of  said  school,  as  they 
may  judge  expedient,  and  the  same  to  amend,  alter,  or 
abolish  at  pleasure:  Provided^  That  said  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, nor  inconsistent  with  the  principles  laid  down 
in  this  act  as  laws  for  the  government  of  said  school;  and 
the  said  trustees  t^halt  have  full  power  and  authority  to  do 
and  perform  any  lawful  matter  and  thing  which  they  may 
deem  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  institution  and  consist* 
ent  with  the  state  of  the  funds  thereof. 

§  4.  That  snid  trustees  and  other  officers,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  respectively,  shall 
take  the  following  oath  or'  affirmation  before  some  court 
of  record  or  justice  of  the  peace^  to- wit:  I,  A.  B.,  do  sol- 
emnly swear  (or  affirm)  that  1  will,  to  the  best  of  my  skill 
and  judgment,  discharge  the  duties  of  trustees  or  other 
officers  of  Danville  Collegiate  Institute. 

§  5.  That  a  majority  of  the  said  trustees  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  competent  to  make  pro  tempore  appoint- 
ments, and  to  transact  all  business,  except  the  permanent 
appointment  or  removal  of  officers.  In  which  case  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  whole  board  shall  be 
necessary. 

§  6.  That  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  trustees  hereby 
appointed  shall  be  held  at  the  house  of  Rev.  W.  F. 
Junkin,  in  the  town  of  Danville,  Kentucky,  on  th^  21st 
day  of  May,  1870,  or  so  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  con- 
venient ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  have  at  least  one 
stated   meeting  in   every  year;   and  should  any  trustee 
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1870.  hereby  appointed,  or  hereafter  to  be  chosen,  rrfase  t<> 
serve,  or  fail  to  qualify  for  the  space  of  six  months  after 
notification  of  bis  appointment,  or  after  (fQHlification  shall 
fail  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  board  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  the  seat  of  such  trustee  or  trustees  may  be  declared 
by  the  board  to  be  Tacant,  and  tbey  may  proceed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  as  herein  provided. 

§  7.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  eonstroed  as 
te  take  away  the  right  which  the  Legi8tatiN*e  has  to 
repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  charter. 

(  8.  This  act  shall  take  effeet  from  and  after  its  pas* 
•age.

CHAPTER  76a. 

AN  A€T  to  xDcorporate  the  GAsey  vi1I(»  and  Morganfield  Timipike  an<f  Gravel 

Koad  CoMpaaj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cwnmonwealth 
§f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a  body- 
politie  and  corporate,  by  the  name  a»d  8ty>e  of  the  ^'  Ca- 
sey ville  and  Morganfield  Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road  Com^ 
pany,"  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  constructing  a 
turnpike,  gravel,  or  ^'eftack  coaP  road  from  Caseyvtlle  to 
Morganfield,  in  Union  county. 

§  ^.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shaM  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  it  to 
sixty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  Wm.  Buckham,  AMen  Herndon,  Wm.  Dyer,  James 
Hedges,  iohn  W.  Dyer,  Alen.  Hardin,  and  Wm.  0.  Ham- 
ner,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  commissioners,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  road,  any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  for  that 
purpoe^e,  at  such  times  and  ptaces  as  they  may  deem  best 
for  that  e»d.  When  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ay,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the  stockholders  to 
meet  at  the  office  of  the  company,  in  the  town  of'  Casey- 
ville,  for  the  purpose  e^  e^cting  a  presidejit  and  three 
directors;  one  vote  shall*  be  allowed  for  each  share  of 
stock;  and  such  president  and  directors,  so  elected,  shall 
continue  in  oflice  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  After  the  first  election  the  president  and  direct- 
ors shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  of  this 
company,  at  the  office  of  the  company  in  CaseyviUe^oft 
the  first  Monday  in  May. 
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(  4.  So  8oon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec-  1870l 
tion  of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
poliiic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the  name 
and  title  of  the  "Ca^eyville  and  Morganfieid  Turnpike 
and  Gravel  Road  Company;"  and  by  said  name  shall  hav« 
perpetual  succession,  and  alt  the  privileges  and  franchises 
incident  to  such  corporations;  and  shall  be  capable  of 
holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  of 
same ;  and  aitfo  of  taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or 
gi(r,  such  real  and  personal  property,  and  the  increase  of 
same,  as  may  be  necesi^ary  lor  tbe  prosecution  of  the  ob- 
jects of  this  corporation ;  they  shall  also  have  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  in  this  State ;  also  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal ;  and  generally  to  do  all  lawful  acts  to  effect* 
uate  the  objects  fur  which  this  corporation  was  created. 

^  5.  The  s^aid  president  and  directors  i^hall  have  power 
to  fix  and  graduate  tbe  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  the  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone 
or  gravel;  to  designate  the  poiots  of  begipning  and  term* 
{nation ;  the  points  for  the  erection  of  toUgates,  and  to 
6x  the  rates  ot  loll,  not  going,  however,  beyond  the  rates 
of  toll  fixed  by  the  general  law  of  the  Common  we  ilth. 
The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power,  after  three 
consecutive  mile^  are  completed,  to  erect  a  gate  and  col- 
lect toll,  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  com- 
pletion of  said  road. 

§  0.  For  the  purpoae  of  locating  said  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  so  em- 
powered, to  enter,  with  their  surveyor,  chain  qarriers, 
engineers,  and  artist,  upon  the  lands,  inclosures,  and  pub- 
lic roads  in,  through,  and  over  which  the  intended  road 
may  pass,  and  to  examine  and  survey  the  grounds  most 
auitable  for  that  purpose;  and  also  to  examine  quarries, 
beds  of  stone,  gravel,  and  all  other  materials  necessary  to 
the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawlul  lor  the  president  and  directors  of 
«aid  company,  with  their  agents  and  employees,  wngons, 
carts,  and  other  carriages,  and  beast  of  draught  or  burden, 
to  enter  upon  the  lands  over  and  near  to  which  said  road 
flhall  pass,  having  firs^t  given  notice,  in  writing,  of  their 
intention  to  the  owner  or  occupier  or  their  agents:  Fro- 
mdedj  fwwcver,  That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall 
not  be  able  to  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land,  through 
and  over  which  said  road  shall  be  located,  as  to  the  dam- 
ages which  said  owner  may  su^tHin  by  reason  of  said 
road  passing  through  and  over  their  land,  the  president 
and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  Union 
county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  dmmnutn,  to  have  ihe  damages 
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1870.  ascertaiacd  which  the  owner  of  the  land  may  sustain; 
and  the  jury,  in  assessing  damages,  shall  take  tn  coifsid* 
eration  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  resulting  to 
the  party  claiming  by  the  establishment  of  said  road;  but 
the  advantages  shall  not  be  Qsed  as  an  oflT-set  to  the 
actual  value  of  the  land  taken ;  and  upon  payment  or 
tender  of  the  payment  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road, 
together  with  their  agents  and  employees,  to  open  and 
make  said  road,  and  dig  and  carry  away  any  stone, 
gravel,  or  other  material  necessary  lor  the  construction 
or  repairing  of  said  road. 

§  8.  The  president  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  best,  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each 
share  of  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment ; 
and  if  any  stockholder  or  subscriber  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  neglect  to  pny  his  amount  of  stock, 
so  called  for,  for  the  space  of  six  months  after  said  notice, 
his  said  stock  shall  be  forfeited  to  this  company,  together 
with  its  increase.  No  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  elee* 
tion,  or  be  entitled  to  any  rights  of  a  member  of  said 
company,  unless  the  whole  amount  of  his  stock  shall  have 
been  paid  agreeably  to  the  requihitions  of  the  president. 

^  9.  The  president  and  directors  shnll  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, gate-keepers,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  may  require  bond  of  them  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  to  hold  their  offices 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  10.  That  the  written  or  printed  certificate  of  the 
secretary,  countersigned  by  the  president,  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  ownership  of  stock  in  this  company ;  and 
the  same  may  be  sold  and  trant^ferred  on  the  books  of  the 
secretary,  in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  when  all 
arrearages  are  paid,  and  not  till  then. 

§  11.  That  the  president  may  call  meetings  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he^may  desire  for  the  transaction  of 
bu8ine8s,  or  to  do  any  other  lawful  thing  in  effectuating 
the  objects  of  this  act. 

§  12.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  this 
company,  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  may  agree  upon. 

§  13.  Said  road  to  be  located  by  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders,  voting  as  hereinbefore  provided  at  an  elec- 
tion called  for  the  purpose,  upon  ten  days'  notice  to  be 
given  by  the  president. 

§  14.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  7d3.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  rednce  into  one  the   several  acta  relating  to  the 

Town  of  Morganfield. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonmeallh 
cf  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Morganfield,  in  Union  county,  is 
hereby  reincorporated  with  its  present  boundaries. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  afTairs  of 
said  town  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  five  coun- 
oilmen,  to  be  chosen  every  two  years,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  who  shall 
have  resided  therein  six  months,  or  who,  being  citizens  of 
Kentucky,  shall  be  residents  of  Union  county,  and  the 
owners  of  real  estate  lying  within  the  limits  of  said  town: 
Provided,  however,  That  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote 
at  any  election  who  has  not  paid  his  head  or  poll-taxes 
against  him,  or  who  is  indebted  to  said  town  for  fines 
imposed  for  an  infraction  of  the'  by-laws  of  said  town. 
The  councilmen  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  two  years  from 
and  after  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  They  shall,  before  they  proceed  to 
act,  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county,  or  before  any  other  person  authorized  to  admin- 
ister an  oath,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  of  councilmen  :  Provided^ 
No  person  shall  be  a  councilmen  who  does  not  reside  in 
said  town,  or  has  not  resided  therein  one  year,  or  who  is  a 
vendor  of  spirituous  liquors,  by  license  from  said  corpo- 
ration, or  is  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  billiard  saloon  or 
bowling  saloon,  or  is  not  twenty -five  years  old  :  Provided 
further^  No  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  councilmen  for 
said  town  who  is  not  a  holder  in  his  own  right  of  real 
estate  in  said  town.  Any  councilman  becoming  disqual- 
ified as  aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  vacate  his  office.  That 
in  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  of  councilmen 
of  said  town  by  death  or  otherwise,  said  board  shall  have 
the  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment  until  the 
first  regular  election  next  after  such  appointment,  or  they 
may  order  an  election  to  fill  said  vacancy,  first  giving  ten 
days'  notice. 

§  3.  The  councilmen  of  said  town  and  their  successors 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
and  styled  the  Board  of  Councilmen  of  Morganfield;  and 
by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  they  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  The  board  of  councilmen  may  fix,  by  their  by-laws, 
the  times  of  their  regular  meetings,  and  the  mode  of  call- 
ing special  meetings.     Four  councilmen  shall  constitute  a 
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1870.  qnorum  to  do  basinese,  but  a  less  number  may,  by  order 
entered  of  record,  compel  the  attendance  of  a  quorum,  at 
any  regular  meeting,  by  arrest.  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president,  and,  in  his  ab.*<ence,  may  elect  a 
president  for  the  occasion.  The  officer  presiding  shall 
rign  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting,  when  approved 
by  the  board ;  and  t^hall  put  questions,  and  pre:^erve  order, 
and  give  the  casting  vote  on  any  question  in  case  of  a  tie. 
The  councilmen  shall  have  power  to  provide  by-laws  for 
punishing  any  one  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct  in  their 
presence  while  sitting;  and  shall  have  power  to  pass  all 
by-laws  and  ordinnnces,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  as 
they  shall  deem  right  and  proper  for  the  good  government 
of  said  town.  They  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  or 
personal  property  by  purchase,  devise,  bequest,  or  dona- 
tion, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town,  and  may  lease 
or  sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  may  lease  or  sell 
any  such  property  now  owned  by  them,  and  convey  the 
same  :  Provided,  however^  That  they  shall  not  lease  or  sell 
real  estate  except  by  a  vote  of  six  councilmen,  whose 
names  shall  be  entered  on  the  record. 

§5.  That  the  title  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and  pablic 
grounds  in  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  the  board  ot  coun- 
cilmen ;  and  they  may  maintain  any  appropriate  action  to 
prevent  any  damage,  obstruction,  or  injury  to  said  streets, 
alleys,  9r  public  grounds,  shade  trees,  ornamental  trees, or 
to  compel  the  removal  of  obstructions  already  in  any  of 
said  streets,  alleys,  or  public  grounds,  or  to  recover  dam- 
ages for  any  injury  hereafter  done  to  any  ot  said  streets, 
alleys,  or  public  grounds,  shade  trees,  &c. 

§  6.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power  to  baild 
cisterns  and  dig  wells,  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpow- 
der, or  other,  combustible  or  explosive  material,  or  mate- 
rials of  an  unhealthy  character,  which  may  endanger  the 
safety  of  said  town,  or  the  health  or  comfort  of  any  of  its 
inhabitants.  They  may  require  chimneys,  flues,  or  stove- 
pipes, which  may  endanger  the  safety  of  property,  to  be 
repaired  or  changed  so  as  to  render  them  safe ;  and  may 
provide,  by  penalties,  for  compelling  obedience  to  their 
-,  orders.     They  may  require   the  owners  or  occupiers  of 

property  fronting  on  streets  or  alleys  to  keep  the  streets 
or  alleys  in  front  of  them  clean ;  and  in  case  of  failure  or 
refusal,  after  five  days'  notice  in  writing  to  such  owner  or 
occupier,  they  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  re- 
cover the  cost  of  so  doing  of  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the 
property.  They  may  erect  a  market-house,  and  appoint 
a  market  master,  and  remove  him  at  pleasure;  and,  by 
their  by-laws,  regulate  and  govern  the  market  in  said 
town,  by  preventing  the   sale   of    unwholesome  meats, 
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fruits,  ^r  vegetahles;  and  may  license  butchers,  buckstera,  1870. 
and  others  denlin^  in  general  marketing  in  9aid  town; 
and  may  impose  a  tax  for  license,  and  enforce  their  ordi- 
nances on  thid  subject  by  fines  imposed  by  by-laws:  P?'o- 
tided,  however.  That  no  license  shall  be  required  of  those 
marketing  the  products  of  their  own  farms,  dairies,  or- 
chards, or  gardens.  They  may  prevent  the  exhibition  of 
stud- horses  or  jacks  on  the  streets  or  alleys  of  said  town, 
or  the  exhibition  of  immoral  or  obscene  shows  or  pictures 
in  said  town.  They  may  organize  fire  companies,  and 
appoint  the  necessary  officers,  and  provide  engines^  buck- 
ets, and  other  things  necessary  to  the  fire  department. 
They  may  use  the  county  jail,  or  establish  a  watch-house, 
work -house,  and  appoint  watchmen;  and  any  person 
committed  to  prison  by  the  police  court  of  said  town,  and 
convicted  of  a  breach  of  the  peace,  riot,  afiray,  or  unlaw- 
ful assembly,  or  any  ofiense  against  the  ordinances  or  by- 
laws of  said  town,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  said  police 
court,  be  confined  in  the  work  house,  at  hard  labor*  during 
the  period  of  his  confinement.  They  may  purchase  ground 
in  or  near  said  town,  and  erect  a  pest-house  thereon;  and 
provide,  hy  by-laws,  for  placing  and  confining  therein  any 
person  afflicted  with  a  malignant  contagious  diseaj!<e;  and 
shall  provide  for  the  comfort  and  well  being  of  any  person 
placed  therein.* 

$  7.  The  said  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power  to 
open  new  streets  or  alleys  in  said  town,  whenever  they 
may  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  to  do  so;  and  may 
extend  any  of  the  present  streets  or  alleys  to  the  town 
limits,  and  may  straighten  or  widen  any  of  said  streets  or 
alleys. 

§  8.  Whenever  said  board  of  councilmen  shall  deem  it 
necessary  or  proper  to  open  a  new  street  or  alley,  or  to 
straighten  or  widen  any  of  the  old  ones,  and  shall  be  una-  * 

hie,  from  any  cause,  to  acquire,  by  agreement  with  the 
owner,  the  Innd  required  for  such  new  street  or  alley,  or 
for  widening  or  straightening  old  ones,  they  may  file  their 
petition  in  the  Union  county  court,  against  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land  required,  setting  forth  the  quantity  and 
boundary  and  location  of  the  land  required,  on  which  peti- 
tion summons  shall  issue,  and  be  serveJ  on  the  owner  or 
owners,  if  residing  in  the  county,  and  if  not,  then  on  a 
known  agent  of  such  owner;  but  if  there  be  no  known 
agent,  then  the  summons  shall  be  served  on  such  owner,  if 
a  resident  of  this  State;  but  if  a  non-resident  of  this 
State,  such  owner  may  be  warned  to  appear,  and  proceed- 
ed against  as  provided  in  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice* 
When  any  one  or  more  of  said  owners  shall  be  properly 
before  the  court,  the  court  shall  direct  a  writ  oi  ad  quod 
damnum  to  issue  a«  to  such  owner  or  owners,  which  wril 
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1870.  ^h.M  be  executed  by  the  sheriff  as  in  other  cases.  When- 
ever the  value  of  the  ground  required  for  any  such  new 
street  or  alley,  or  alteration  of  an  old  one,  shall  have  been 
ascertained,  the  court  shall  enter  judgment  condemninfi^ 
such  Innd,  and  allowing  the  new  street  or  alley  to  be  open- 
ed, or  the  old  one  altered  :  Provided,  however.  That  no  such 
order  shall  be  made  until  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said 
town  have  paid  into  the  court  the  damages  assessed,  and 
cost  of  the  proceeding :  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  compel  the  said  board  of 
councilmen  to  pay  the  damages  assessed  unless,  after  such 
damages  are  finally  ascertained,  they  shall  elect  to  do  so, 
and  to  open  or  alter  the  street  or  alley;  but  if  they  shall 
deem  the  damages  assessed  more  than  it  would  be  expe- 
.  dient  to  pay,  they  may  abandon  the  proceedings,  being 
responsible  only  for  costs ;  but  upon  their  doing  so,  the 
court  shall  enter  an  order  annulling  the  order  condemning 
the  ground :  Provided  further,  That  either  party  may  ap- 
peal from  the  judgment  of  the  county  court  to  the  circuit 
court,  from  the  final  judgment  condemning  the  land  or 
assessing  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid;  but  no  such 
appeal  shall  be  taken  after  .one  year  from  the  final  judg- 
ment apipealed  from,  except  by* persons  under  disabilities. 
$  0.  The  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  to  cause  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  in  said  town 
to  be  paved,  graveled,  or  otherwise  improved  or  repaired, 
and  sidewalks  to  be  niade  and  paved  with  brick,  or  re- 
paired or  curbed  with  a  valley,  and  all  complete,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  board  of  councilmen ;  all  to  be  done 
at  the  cost  of  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  such 
street  or  alley;  and  shall  ascertain  and  apportion  the  cost 
of  such  repairs  or  improvements  among  the  several  prop- 
erty-holders liable  for  a  part  thereof,  according  to  the 
number  of  feet  front  owned  by  each,  and  may  collect  the 
same  in  the  same  manner  that  the  taxes  of  said  town  are 
collected:  Provided^  That  the  necessary  grading  shall  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  town  :  Provided  furUier^  That 
before  any  street,  alley,  or  sidewalk  shall  be  paved,  curbed, 
guttered,  or  repaired  at  the  cost  of  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  thereon,  such  owners,  their  agents  or  tenants, 
shall  be  notified  of  the  kind  and  amount  of  improvement 
or  repairs  required  to  be  done;  and  such  owner,  his  agent, 
or  tenant,  may,  within  three  days  after  service  of  such 
notice,  notify  said  board  of  councilmen,  in  writing,  that 
he  will  repair  or  improve  said  street,  alley,  or  sidewalk, 
as  required,  within  the  time  specified  in  the  notice  served 
on  him,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so;  but 
if  he  .shall  fail  to  make  the  required  improvements  or  re- 
pairs within  the  time  and  manner  required,  the  board  of 
councilmen  may  cause  it  to  be  done,  and  assess  the  cost 
thereof. 
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§  10.  That  for  the  coat  of  an}'  improvements  or  repairs  1870. 
made  by  the  board  of  councilmen  on  the  sidewalks,  streets, 
or  alleys  of  said  town,  and  for  the  cost  of  which  the  owp- 
era  of  property  fronting  thereon  are  liable,  the  board  of 
coancilmen  of  said  town  shall  have  a  lien  on  such  prop- 
erty; which  lien  shall  date  from  the  commencement  of 
the  work  in  front  of  such  property. 

§  11.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  control  of 
the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  in  said  town,  and  shall  have 
power  to  license  billiard-tables,  ten-pin  alleys,  and  coifee- 
houses,  and  may,  by  special  ordinances,  require  all  vend* 
ors  of  ardent  spirits  in  said  town  to  close  their  bar-rooms 
and  keep  them  closed,  and  not  to  sell  any  such  liquors  on 
the  Sabbath  day,  election  days,  or  on  such  other  public 
days  and  occasions,  as  may  be  proper ;  and  they  may  re- 
quire all  bar-rooms  and  billiard  saloons  to  be  closed,  after 
a  specified  hour  at  night,  not  earlier  than  twelve  o'clock, 
P.M. 

§  12.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  power  to  tax 
vendors  of  spirituous  liquors,  cofiee-honse  keepers,  auc- 
tioneers, peddlers,  gift  enterprises,  studs,  jacks,  or  bulls, 
kept  in  said  town,  and  drays  or  hacks  plying  in  said  town 
for  hire,  except  such  as  are  owned  by  licensed  livery  sta- 
ble keepers;  also  shows  or  exhibitions  exhibiting  in  said 
town,  after  the  regular  assessment  is  made  fur  the  year, 
such  proportion  as  the  residue  of  the  year  bears  to  the 
whole  year;  and  this  shall  apply  both  to  property  or  to 
business  subject  to  a  special  tax:  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  dispense  with  the  payment 
to  the  State  any  taxes  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State, 
or  with  other  requirements  of  the  State  laws. 

§  13.  That  if  any  vendor  of  ardent  spirits,  licensed  by* 
said  board  of  councilmen,  or  any  owner  or  keeper  of  any 
billiard  table,  shall  permit  disorderly  or  scandalous  be- 
havior in  his  house,  or  on  his  premises,  or  shall  permit 
unlawful  gaming,  or  shall  fail  to  close  his  bar-room  or 
billiard  saloon  in  obedience  to  ordinances  or  by-laws 
which  may  be  passed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
if  any  vendor  of  spirituous  liquors  shall  permit  any  one  to 
drink  to  intoxication  in  his  house,  they,  or  any  of  them, 
■hall,  on  conviction  before  the  police  court  of  said  town,  be 
fined,  for  the  first  offense  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  nfty  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  the 
license  of  such  persona  shall  be  suspended  until  the  fine 
and  costs  are  paid  ;  and  on  the  second  conviction  the  fine 
shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hondred  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  the 
license  of  the  offender  shall  be  declared  forfeited,  and  he 
shall  not  be  again  licensed  to  carry  on  the  same  business 
in  said  town  for  one  year ;  and  if  the  fine  is  not  forthwith 
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1870.  P^'^  ^^  replevied,  he  shall  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  of 
Union  county,  or  in  the  work-house  of  said  town,  one 
day  for  each  two  dollars  of  the  line  and  costs,  or  until  the 
fine  and  costs  are  paid. 

§  14.  The  said  hoard  of  councilmen  shall  have  power, 
by  suitable  ordinances  or  by-laws,  with  penalties  annexed 
adequate  for  the  purpose,  not,  however,  to  exceed  ooe 
hundred  dollars*  fine,  or  fifty  days*  imprisonment,  or  both, to 
suppress  tippling  houses,  bawdy-houses, gam blins^-housea; 
and  to  puni^h  any  one  guilty  of  riotini^,  disturbing  the 
public  peace,  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct  or  language, 
disturbing  religious  worship,  schools,  public  speaking  or 
lectures,  or  lawful  public  meeting.'^,  injury  to  the  streets, 
alleys,  public  grounds,  shade  trees,  cisterns,  wells,  pumps, 
churches,  school-houses,  or  other  public  buildings  or  prop- 
erty belonging  to  said  town,  or  in  said  town  ;  and  to  pass 
all  by-laws  or  ordinances  as  shall  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  carry  out  any  and,  all  powers  given  by  this  charter, 
with  suitable  penalties  annexed  to  said  ordinances  or  by- 
Jaws,  or  for  the  suppression  and  puni.^hment  of  all  such 
disorders  and  irregularities  as  shall  be  prejudical  to  the 
good  order  and  quiet  of  said  town.  The  by-laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force  in  said  town  shall  remain  in  force 
until  changed  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town. 

§  15.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town  may 
levy  and  collect  annually  a  tax,  not  exceeding  two  dollars 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of  property  in  said 
town,  both  real  and  personal,  and  the  same  shall  be  as- 
sessed to  the  person  owing  it  on  the  first  day  of  January 
in  each  year;  and  the  said  board  of  councilmen  »hall  ap- 
point annually  an  assessor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make 
out  a  book  containing  a  list  of  all  property  in  said  town 
taxable,  with  a  tair  valuation  on  it,  and  return  the  said 
book  to  the  said  council  by  the  first  Thursday  in  May  of 
each  year,  for  wHich  service  the  council  shall  make  said 
assessor  a  reasonable  allowance.  They  may  also  levy 
annually  a  poll-tax,  of  not  more  than  three  dollars  ia 
any  one  year,  on  all  the  male  inhabitants  of  said  town 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age;  and  may  levy  a  special 
tax  on  dog:s,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  each  in  one  year. 

(  16.  The  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town  may  issue 
and  sell  the  bonds  of  the  town,  bearing  interest  of  not 
more  than  eight  per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually,  with 
coupons  attached,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary 
and  expedient  lor  the  improvement  of  said  tov^n.  The 
bonds  shall  be  payable  at  a  period  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  their  date,  to  be  i^igned  by  the  president  of  the 
board  of  councilmen,  and  countersigned  by  the  town  clerk, 
with  the  seal  of  the  town  affixed,  and  the  coupons  shall 
be  signed  by  thq  clerk  alone :  Prv^ided^  That  the  amount 
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of  bonds  ouMandin^?  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  earn  of      1870. 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

§  17.  The  board  of  councilmen  shall  publish  annually 
an  account  of  all  the  money  received,  and  all  the  pay- 
ments made  out  of  the  treasury  during  the  year,  and  the 
amount  of  the  debt  of  the  town,  which  statement  shall  be 
Terified  by  the  president  of  the  board. 

§  18.  Each  board  of  councilmen  elect  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting,  appoint  a  town  treasurer  and  clerk,  and  take 
bond   from  the  treasurer,  with  approved   security,  condi- 
tioned for  the  fAithful  disbursement  of  all  moneys  received 
by  him  as  ordered  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  that 
he  will  settle  his  accounts,  and  pay  over  to  his  successor 
any  balance  in  his  hands  at  the  expiration  of  his  term; 
and  the  board  of  councilmen  may  at  any  time  require  him 
to  renew  his  bond  ;  and  on  his  failure  to  do  so  in  tive  days, 
may  remove  him.     The  clerk's  duty  shall  be  to  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  said   board  of  councilmen,  i^sue  ail 
license,  orders,  notices,  or  do  other  writings  required  to  be 
done  by  said  board  of  councilmen,  and  keep  securely  all 
papers,  books,  &c.,  belonging  to  said  board  of  council- 
men. 

§  19.  Said  board  of  council  shall  regulate  by  by-laws 
the  fees  of  the  treasurer  and  clerk  of  said  town. 

§  20.  The  marshal  or  other  officer  collecting  fines,  taxes^ 
or  money  due  for  licenses,  or  money  received  in  the  name 
of  the  board  of  councilmen,  or  for  their  use,  shall  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer,  and  take  his  receipt  tor  the 
same.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  out  no  money  except  on 
the  order  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  certified  by  the 
clerk,  and  indorsed  by  the  president  of  said  board  of  coun- 
cilmen. 

§  21.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  said  town, 

qualified  to  vote  lor  council,  a  police  judge  for  said  town, 

who   shall   have   the   same   qualifications  as  required  of 

count}'  judges,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years 

from  the  day  of  his  election,  or  until  his  successor  is  duly 

elected   and   qualified ;  the  first  election   for  said    police 

judge  to  take  place  at  (he  same  time  and  pUce  that  the 

election  for  councilmen  for  said  town  is  held.     Sdid  police 

judge  shall   have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  civil,  criminal, 

and   penal,  which   may   occur   within    the  limits   of  said 

town,  the  same  as  conferred  by  law  on  a  justice  of  the 

peace;  and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 

arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town. 

He  shall  keep  a  just  and  true  record  of  all  proceedings 

before  him,  and  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  justices 

of  the  peace  on  all  sums  under  fifty  dollars. 

§22.  The  police  judge  may  charge  the  following  fees: 
For  issuing  a  warrant  cognizable  iu  his  court,  one  dollar; 
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1870.  ^^^  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  at  the  trial,  one  dollar; 
for  each  subpoena  for  one  or  more  witnesses,  twenty-five 
cents ;  fur  a  recognizance  or  other  bond,  seventy-five 
cents;  for  a  recognizance  to  keep  the  peace,  to  be  paid  by 
the  applicant,  one  dollar  ;  for^  fa,  or  capias  pro  fijie,  un- 
der fiity  dollars,  fifty  cents. 

§  2S.  Either  party  may  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  said  , 
police  court  to  the  Union  quarterly  court  in  any  caee 
when,  by  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  or  Criminal  Codes  of 
Practice,  such  party  would  have  a  right  to  appeal  from  a 
judgment  bf  the  justice  of  the  peace;  and  appeals  shall 
be  taken  in  the  same  manner,  within  the  same  time,  and 
on  the  same  conditions,  as  prescribed  by  said  Codes. 

§  24.  In  all  cases  where  said  judge  is  absent,  or  if  pres- 
ent cannot  properly  preside,  then  the  president  of  the 
board  of.councilmen  shall  preside  and  try  the  case  or 
cases ;  and  for  such  purpose  he  shall  have  the  same  pow- 
ers as  said  judge,  being  first  sworn  ;  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  fees  in  the  cases  which  he  may  try. 

§  25.  All  fines  imposed  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town 
for  violations  of  the  town  laws  in  said  town,  shall  be  paid 
over  by  the  ofiicer  collecting  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  town.  All  warrants  issued  by  the  police  judge  or  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  for  all  violations  of  town  ordinances 
committed  in  said  town,  which  are  cognizable  in  the  po- 
lice court,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  benefit  of  the  board  of  councilmen  of 
Uniontown,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  marshal,  or  any 
peace  ofiicer  of  the  county  to  whom  they  are  delivered, 
and  returned  to  the  police  court  for  trial. 

§  26.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  ofBce  of  police 
judge  or  marshal  of  said  town,  the  board  of  councilmen 
shall  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next 
regular  election;  and  in  case  of  the  appointment  of  a 
police  judge,  the  fact  shall  be  certified  to  the  Governor, 
who  shall  commission  the  person  so  appointed,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

$'27.  A  marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  elected  by  the 
voters  of  said  town  qualified  to  vote  for  councilmen,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  tor  two  years,  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.  Said  election  to  take  place  the 
same  time  that  councilmen  and  police  judge  are  elected; 
and  he  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  councilmen, 
appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  who  shall  have  the  same 
qualifications  as  prescribed  for  the  marshal,  and  may  be 
removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  marshal. 

§  28.  The  marshal  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  on  the 
marshal's  bond  for  the  acts  of  such  deputies.  The  mar- 
shal shall  execute  bond  in  the  Union  county  court  as  con- 
stables by  law  are  required  to  do,  with  securities,  to  be

The  marshal  shall  execute  all  process  to  him  directed  from 
the  police  judge  or  other  officer,  for  the  breaches  of  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  or  for  offenses  com- 
mitted in  said  town,  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  penal 
laws  of  this  State;  and  may  execute  process  issued  by 
any  officer  in  the  Commonwealth  for  the  infractions  of 
the  penal  laws  of  this  State,  any  process  from  the  circuit 
or  quarterly  courts  of  Union  county;  and  in  civil  cases  he 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  perform  the  same  duties, 
that  constables  are  required  to  or  may  do  in  Union  county. 

§  20.  The  town  marshal  of  Morganfieid  is  hereby  given 
full  power  to  sell  any  property  In  said  town,  both  real  and 
personal,  for  the  taxes  levied  by  the  council  thereof ;  but

CHAPTER  779. 

AN  AC?  to  iDCorporate  the  Cleveland  Orphan  Institntion. 

Wheseas,  The  late  John  Cleveland,  of  the  county  of 
l^oodfoid,  and  State  of  Kentucky,  by  hit«  lastt  will  and  tes- 
tament directed,  on  a  contingency  which  has  happened, 
that"  all  of  bit>  (m))  estate  be  placed  by  the  county  court 
of  Woodford  county  in  the  handes  of  trustees,  who  are  to  use 
the  rents  of  his  (m))  lands,  hire  of  his  (m\)  negroes,  and 
interest  of  hi.^  (tn})  money,  for  the  educating;,  feeding,  and 
clothing  of  poor  orphan  female  children  of  this  8tate,«6uch 
as  are  not  worth  one  hundred  dollars ;"  and  whereas,  he 
farther  provided,  by  the  same  instrument,  that  *' if,  at  any 
time,  there  should  be  a  surplus  on  hand,  and  not  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  the  above  described  females  to  consume 
the  same,  in  that  event  boys  in  the  same  condition  shall 
be  received  ;"  and  lurther,  *^  that  the  institution  be  located 
on  some  portion  of  his  (my)  land  in    Woodford  county, 

*  *  and  that  some  branch  of  industry  be  connected 
with  the  institution  ;"  and  whereas,  the  county  court  of 
Woodford  county,  in  pursuance  of  said  will,  has  appoint- 
ed as  trustees  of  said  estate  David  Thornton,  Catesby 
Barnes,  H.  11.  Ferguson,  Thomas  H.  Wallace,  F.  P.  Kin- 
kead,  C.  Lewis,  Joseph  8.  Wooltolk,  Jas.  R.  Stevenson,  and 
George  T.  Hoid : 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/te  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  above  named  trustees,  and  their  successors 
in  ofiice,  shall  be,  and  they  are,  created  a  body-politio 
airti  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  cf  '^  The  Cleve- 
land Orphan  Institution,"  to  be  located  on  one  of  the

pleasure;  to  make  contracts  for  the  benefit  of  the  institu- 
^on;  to  sue  and  be  sued;  and  to  be  capable  of  receiving. 
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1870.  taking,  and  holding  real  or  personal  ORtate  or  money,  by 
gift,  grant,  purcbas'e,  or  device,  and  oftifiling.  exchanging^, 
trHn^lerring,  and  using  the  same  i'ur  the  beiitCt  of  said 
institution. 

$  11.  That  the  court  of  chancery,  sitting  for  the  county 
of  VVoodford,  shall  have  discretionary  power  to  make  sale 
of  any  part  of  the  real  esttate  outride  of  the  county  of 
Woodford,  coining  into  the  handt«,  or  under  the  control  of, 
said  truHtees  by  virtue  of  said  last  will  and  te^-tarnent,  oo 
the  application  of  said  trustees,  whenever  it  seems  to  the 
chancellor  that  the  interests  of  said  institution  and  the 
ends  contemplated  by  the  testator  will  be  better  promoted 
by  such  sale;  and  the  proceeds  ari^iing  from  such  sale  shall 
be  invented,  under  the  order  of  the  chancellor,  in  such 
bonds  or  stocks  as  the  best  interest  of  the  inbtitution  may 
require. 

^  3.  The  Cleveland  Orphan  Ini^titution  Fhali  have  fall 
power  and  authority  to  es^tablish  a  constitution  and  such 
by-laws  a.«<  shall  be  deemed  necessary  and  expedient  for 
the  organization  of  the  institution  and  for  the  appoint- 
ment ot  its  officers,  and  their  duties  and  responsibilities, 
and  for  all  others  connected  with  the  fiscal,  prudential, 
and   mf>ral  government  of  said  institution. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  institution  shall  hold  their 
office  for  five  years  from  the  date  ol'  their  appointment, 
respectively,  and  until  their  successors  nhall  bt^  appointed, 
and  shall  consi^t  of  the  same  number  as  now  hold  thai 
office;  and  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  of 
tru^tees,  it  shall  be  filled  by  an  appointment  of  some 
suitable  person  by  the  county  judge  of  Woodford  county, 
or  the  officer  who  may  then  be  dirschargin^  the  duties  of 
the  county  judge;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge, 
or  other  person,  so  to  make  such  appointtnents,  that  there 
shall  not  at  any  time  be  a  majority  of  any  one  religioiu 
denomination  in  t<aid  board.

§  7.  The  office  of  any  one  of  the  trustees  may  be  de- 
clared vaca*;t  on  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  others  of  the 
board ;  the  names  of  those  voting  lor  and  as^ainst,  as  well 
as  the  reasons  for  such  action,  being  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  institution. 

(  8.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  surplus  of  means  on 
hand,  and  not  a  sufficient  number  of  females  to  consume 
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the  name,  in   thet  event,  orphan  boys  of  thid  State,  not       1870. 
worth  one  hundred  dollarci,  ^hall  be  recfi\ed  into  the  in- 
etitotion  for  education,  feeding^,  and  clothins?;  but  orphan 
female  children,  not  worth  that  sum,  «>hall  be  first  received, 
80  long  ap  there  are  any  applicants  of  that  description. 

§  t).  Full  power  is  given  said  trustees  to  connect  with 
aaid  ini<titution  such  branch  of  industry  as  they  may  thiuk 
expedient. 

^  10.  This  act  shall  take  elfect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  780. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  **Covington  Skating  Clab." 

Be  il  evaded  ly  the  Geiural  Assembly/  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

■  §  1.  That  J  M.  Ilawps,  J.  M.  Fisher,  Geo.  W.  Howell, 
and  Samuel  K.  Ilay«,  their  ass^ociates  and  successors,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body -corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  Ftyle  of  the  Covington  Skating  i/lub," 
and  under  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succe.^sion ; 
and  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  bf'iiig  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts,  both  ol  law  and  equity, 
in  this  State;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  or  renew  the  same  at  pieas^ure ;  and  by  their  corpo- 
rate name  and'st3le  i^hall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  and  acquiring,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  and  of  holding  and  conveying,  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  either  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of  years:  Provided^ 
That  they  shall  not  at  any  one  time  hold  property  exceed* 
Ing  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

^  2.  Said  coiporation  shall  at  all  times  have  power  and 
authority  to  make,  ordain,  and  establish  such  C(»ni«titution, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  judge  proper 
for  the  creation  of  their  officers,  the  government  and  reg- 
ulation of  members  and  member*>hip,  the  well  being  (if 
the  club,  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  its  objects  and 
interests,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same  at  pleasure: 
Provided,  '\  he  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
ibis  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

$  3.  The  object  of  this  association  is  to  buy  or  lease 
ground  and  butld  a  skating  rink  in  the  city  of  Covington, 
and  do  all  other  needful  things  in  the  equipment  and 
proper  management  of  the  same. 

§4.  The  constitution  and  by-laws,  or  either,  of  said  club, 
may  provide  far  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  club,  the 
division  of  the  same  into  shares,  the  manner  of  transfer 
of  stock,  and  restrictions  and  limitations  therein,  and  the 
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1870.  method  of  collecting  the  same;  and  may  fix  the  amoant 
of  Btock  that  8hall  he  subscribed  before  operations  shall 
begin  under  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  5.  In  all  suits  of  law  or  in  equity  brought  against  the 
club,  and  in  any  suit  brought  by  the  club  against  any  of 
its  members,  or  against  any  other  person  or  persons,  any 
member  of  the  club  shall  be  admitted  as  a  competent  wit- 
ness. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  781. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisyille  Tobacco  Manufacturing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  James  Todd,  W.  B.  Loughridge,  George  W. 
Wicks,  John  G.  Barret,  and  A.  B.  Dean,  and  their  success- 
ors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Louisville  Tobacco 
Manufacturing  Gompan}'. 

§  2.  iSaid  corporation  shall  have  power  to  manufacture 
tobacco  in  all  its  branches,  and  deal  in  leaf  and  mana- 
factured  tobacco  generally  for  the  said  corporation  and  for 
others^  with  all  other  powers  incident  to  manufacturing 
corporations  existing  under  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  They  may  issue  stock  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
and  they  may  also  issue  bonds,  bearing  interest  at  the  rata 
of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  may  hold  a  lien  upon  their  stock 
for  any  debts  due  said  corporation,  from  security  or  other- 
wi!»e,  by  any  of  its  stockholders. 

§  5.  The  stockholders  of  said  corporation  may  elect  a 
president  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  desire;  each 
stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  and  every 
share  of  stock  they  own  ;  the  officers  of  said  corporation 
to  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  succes^sors  are  elected; 
and  they  may  adopt  by-laws  for  their  own  gtivernment. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  eifect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

for  that  purpose.

board  of  trustees,  setting  forth  the  particular  by-law  or 
ordinance  believed  to  be  illegal,  and  the  facts  showing 
its  illegality,  and  stating  that,  if  enforced,  it  will  affect 
the  rights  of  plaintiff;  and  on  filing  of  such  petition,  an 
injunction  may  be  granted  the  plaintiff,  as  provided  by 
the  Civil  Code  of  Practice ;  and  the  case  shall  be  dock- 
eted, and  stand  for  trial  on  the  third  day  of  the  first  term 
of  said  court  after  filing  said  petition:  Provided^  Said 
petition  be  filed  twenty  days  before  the  beginning  of  said 
court.  Either  party  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
circuit  court  to  the  court  of  appeals,  without  any  regard 
to  the  amount  in  controversy ;  but  no  such  appeal  shall 
be  taken  after  six  months  from  the  rendition  ot  the  judg- 
ment: Provided,  however.

§  20.  There  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Saturday  itt  Jan- 
PoiioejndM  nary,  1871,  and  biennially  thereafter  on  the  first  Saturday 
h^u^qnaiifl^  in  January,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  a  police 
tioiu,ftio.         judge,  who  ehall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  ^nd  qualified.     No  person  shall 
be  police  judge  who  is  not  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
who  has  not  been  a  resident  of  said  town  for  one  year. 
No  vendor  of  spirituous  liquors  at  retail  by  license,  keep- 
er or  owner  of  a  billiard  saloon  or  bowling  alley,  shall  be 
police  judge;  and  any  person  holding  the  office  of  police 
judge,  who  shall  become  a  vendor  of  spirituous  liquors  by 
license,  or  keeper  or  owner  of  a  billiard  saloon  or  bowling 
Ttrmef  officfb    alley,  shall,  ipso  facto,  vacate  his  office.     The  police  judge 
now  in  office  shall  remain  in  office,  and  may  exercise  all 
the  powers  granted  to  the  police  judge  of  said  town  by 
this  act,  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1870,  at  which 
time  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  appoint  a 
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police  jadg^e,  who  shall  hold  said  office  and  exercise  all  1870. 
the  powers  granted  to  the  police  judge  of  said  town  by

jurisdiction   in   all   civil   cases  with   the   justices  of   the 
peace  of  said  county;  he  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace  in  said  county,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor,  and  take  the  same  oath  as  is  required  by  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  and  execute  bond  as  now  provided  by 
the  laws  of  this  State.     The  police  court  shall  be  styled 
the  police  of  Hodgenville,  and  is  declared  to  be  a  court  of 
record,  and  shall  have  all  such  powers  of  preserving  order, 
punishing  contempts  of  its  authority,  and  enforcing  obe^ 
dience  to  its  authority,  that  is  possessed  by  the  county 
judge.

said  police  judge  shall  have  power  to  take  bail  for  the  HispoirBri..

jurisdiction,  at  a  subsequent  day  for  trial,  or  to  indorse 
on  warrants  issued  by  him  the  sum  in  which  defendants 
may  be  admitted  to  bail,  by  the  officer  making  the  arrest, 
for  bis  appearance  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  such  officer; 
and  in  case  any  defendant  shall  fail  to  appear  in  dis- 
charge of  his  or  her  bail,  may  declare  the  same  forfeited, 
and   summons  the  defendant  and  his  securities  to  show 
cause  why  judgment  should  not  be  rendered  against  them 
for  the  amount  of  the  bond ;  and  if  no  sufficient  reason  is- 
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ehoM^n  ^^'itbln  ten  days  afrer  etervice  of  the  Bummonfl,  niAf 
give  judgment  lor  the  annount;  on  ^vhich  judgment  a 
capias  pro ^ne  may  it*ifiue,  and  when  collected,  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasurer:  Provided^  howeter^ 
That  the  bail  rr quired  of  the  defendant  f^hall  in  no  case 
exceed  (he  amount  of  the  fine  which  might  be  imposed. 

§  22.  The  police  judge  may  charge  and  collect  the  fol« 
lowing  fees:  For  issuing  a  warrant  cognizable  in  hie 
couit,  one  dollar^  lor  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  at 
the  trial,  one  dollar;  ior  presiding  at  a  trial  when  no 
jury  is  required,  fifty  cf^nts;  for  each  subpoena  for  one  or 
moie  witnesses,  twenty  cents;  for  recognizance  or  bone) 
to  keep  the  peace,  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant,  one  dollar; 
and  lor  all  other  services  he  shall  be  aHowcd  the  same 
fees  that  are  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar 
services. 

§  23.  Either  party  may  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the 
police  court  to  the  Larue  circuit  court,  in  any  case  when, 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  such  party 
would  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the 
quarteily  court  or  ju&itice  of  the  peace.  The  appeal  shall 
be  thken  in  the  same  manner,  within  the  same  time,  and 
on  the  same  conditions,  as  from  the  quarterly  court  or 
jut^tice  of  the  peace.  The  police  judge  trhall  have  po^er 
and  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  laws  of  this  State  against 
vagrants,  gypsies,  and  peddlers,  who  shall  oflend  against 
the  laws  of  this  State;  against  vagrants,  gypsies,  and  ped- 
dlers, within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  to  require  bonds 
to  keep  the  peace  and  be  of  good  behavior. 

§  24.  Ihere  shall  be  appointed  annually,  on  the  second 
Satuiday  in  January,  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  a  marshal,  who  shttU  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  marshal 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  his  appointaient,  in  addition 
to  the  oath  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State,  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  all  his  duties 
under  this  act  and  by-laws  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  town;  and  execute  bond,  with  securities  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  trustees,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties,  and  that  he  will,  in  due 
time,  collect  and  pay  over  to  the  proper  person  all  taxes, 
fines,  assessments,  torieitures,  or  other  dues  of  said  town, 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection ;  and  that  he  will,  in 
good  faith,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment,  execute 
all  such  duties  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him  by  the 
board  of  trustees  or  are  imposed  by  this  act.  The  mar- 
shal shall  execute  all  process  to  him  directed  from  the 
police  judge  or  other  officer,  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  board  of  trustees,  or  lor  any  oliense 
committed  in  said  town;    and  he  may  execute  process 
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isflued  by  any  officer  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentacky,  1870. 
for  an  infraction  of  the  criminal  or  penal  \nWA  of  this 
State,  and  for  theiie  purposed  may  go  to  any  part  of  Larue 
coanty.  And  said  marshal  shall  have  concurrent  juri^dic- 
tioD  with  constables  of  said  county  in  all  civil  cashes:  Pro- 
frided,  bfjweiyer.  He  shall  have  no  power  to  execute  civil 
process  until  he  shall  have  entered  into  bond,  with  ap- 
proved surety,  in  the  county  court,  in  the  same  manner 
that  constables  are  required  to  do.  He  shall  have  all  the 
power  to  levy,  distrain,  and  sell,  for  all  taxe:»,  fines,  assess- 
ments, or  forfeitures,  or  other  dues  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, that  sheriffs  have  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue  or 
county  levy ;  and  shall  have  the  same  compensation,  or 
any  additional  compensation,  the  board  of  trustees  may 
allow ;  and  upon  his  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over,  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner,  and 
proceeded  against  in  the  same  way,  that  constables  are 
proceeded  against  in  this  Commonwealth.  The  marshal 
shall  have  the  power  to  sell  any  real  estate  to  pay  any 
town  tax  or  assessment  against  its  owner,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  on  the  same  term^,  that  sheriffs  have  to  sell 
uode'r  execution,  when  he  shall  be  unable  to  find  personal 
property  in  said  town  to  pay  the  same;  and  shall  return 
the  authority  under  which  he  made  the  levy  and  sale,  with 
his  rettirn  indorsed  thereon,  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court 
of  Larue  county,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  execution  sales  are  required  to  be  recorded,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  therefor.  Such  real 
estate  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  in  the  same  manner, 
and  in  the  same  time,  and  on  the  same  terms,  as  real  estate 
sold  tttrder  execution ;  and  if  not  redeemed  in  one  year, 
shall  be  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  by  the  marshal,  in  the 
same  manner  as  real  estate  is  conveyed  by  sheriffs;  and 
for  making  such  deed  the  marshal  may  charge  and  collect 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  besides  the  stamps,  of  the  pur- 
chaser of  such  real  estate. 

§  25.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  appoint  a  deputy, 
who  shall  reside  in  the  town  of  Hodgenville ;  and  shall  be  ^^*p"^* 
responsible  on  his  bond  for  the  acts  of  his  deputy;  but 
such  deputy  shall  have  jurisdiction  only  in  cases  of  infrac- 
tion of  the  byrlaws  and  ordinances  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees. 

^  26.  Any  qualified  voter  of  Larue  county,  owning  real 
estate  in  said  town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  the 
town  officers  elected  by  the  citizens  of  said  town. 

§  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  arrest  all 
persons  who  may  at  any  time  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  ^SaL 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said 
town,  or  of  the  charter,  respecting  the  good  order,  peace, 
and  tranquility  of  said  town,  or  any  of  its  inhabitants ; 
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1870*  ^"^  wben  neceMary,  he  may  call  to  his  aid  any  or  all 
the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said  town,  to  enable  him 
to  make  arrests  or  quell  distiirbances ;  and  any  such  in- 
habitant who  shall,  on  being  summoned  by  the  marshal 
to  aid  him  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  refuse  to  obey 
him  and  render  assistance,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
two  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  recoTerahle  in 
the  police  court.  He  may  at  all  times  arrest  drunken 
persons ;  and  he  may  commit  to  the  jail  of  Larue  conn^ 
any  person  who  shall  be  found  in  said  town  drunk  or  dis- 
orderly between  eight  o'clock  at  night  and  daylight  in  the 
morning;  and  the  jailer  of  said  county  is  authorized  and 
required  to  receive  such  person  into,  and  confine  him  or 
her  in  the  jail  until  morning;  but  he  shall'  bring  such  per- 
son before  the  police  judge  or  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  or,  in  their  absence,  before  the  county  judge  of 
Larue  county,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county, 
before  ten  o'clock  next  morning;  and  if  no  one  appears 
against  such  person,  he  shall  be  discharged ;  or  if  none  of 
the  aforesaid  ofiicers  can  be  found,  the  jailer  shall  dis- 
charge such  prisoner.  The  marshal  shall  attend  all  sit- 
tings of  the  police  court,  and  may  be  required  by  the 
board  of  trustees  to  attend  any  or  all  their  meetings,  and 
to  perform  such  other  services,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
nature  of  his  ofiice,  as  they  may  prescribe  by  the  by- 
laws.

and  to  fix  a  just  and  fair  value  upon  all  property  listed 
for  taxation  on  the  tenth  day  of  January  in  that  year, 
which  list  shall  be  made  on  the  oath  of  the  party ;  or  if 
any  one  refuses  to  give  in  a  list  and  swear  to  it,  or  fails 
to  do  so  from  any  cause,  the  list  shall  be  made  from  the 
best  information  the  assessor  possesses.  Two  fair  copies 
of  said  list,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  com* 
pleted  and  returned  to  the  board  of  trustees  at  their  first 
regular  meeting  in  March,  whereof  notice  shall  be  given, 
that  said  inhabitants  may  examinci  or  owners  may  ex- 
amine, the  same;  and  if  any  one  shall  feel  aggrieved 
thereby  in  excessive  valuation^  application  may  be  made 
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to  the  boRrd  of  trustees,  and  proof  heinf^  made  to  their      1870. 
satisfactioD,  the  list  may  be  corrected.    The  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  pay  the  assessor  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
his  services.

The  board  of  trustees  may  employ  an  attorney  to    ^Mw  trnpioy 
prosecute    persons    brought  before    the   police    court  for 
offenses  committed  within  the  town,  and  may  agree  with 
him  as  to  his  compensation. 

5  32.  The  board  of  trustees  may  submit  to  a  vote  of  the        B«bmU  lo 
qualified   voters  of  said   town,  on  a  day  to  he  fixed  by  lyor  ta!k?D« 
them,  the  question  whether  they  shall  pubscribe,  for  and  JiSi^piUji^'*^ 
on  behalf  of  the  town,  not  exceeding  one  thou.^and  dol- 
lars, to  any  turnpike  road  company  proposing  to  build  a 
road  into  ^aid  town ;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  at 
such  election  shall  vote  in  favor  of  making  such  subscrip-

sufficient  to  pay  that  sum,  and  its  interest,  within   five 
years;  and  on   the  faith  of  such  levy   may  borrow  the 
money  to  pay  their  subscription;  and   the  ordinance  thus 
made  to  levy  the  tax  shall  not  be  repealed  until  the  debt 
is  paid :  Provided^  however^  That  the  aggregate  subscrip- 
tions made  under  this  section  shall  not  exceed  four  thou- 
sand dollars. 

$33.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full  control  and     Toh»v«aoii- 
management  of  Red   Hill   Cemetery,  and   may  appoint  a        **  ^"* 
sexton  to  take  charge  of  it;  and  may  provide  by-laws  for 
protecting   it  from   desecration,  trespass,  or  injury,   and 
may  ornament  and  improve  it  in  such  manner  as  to  them 
shall  seem  proper. 

§  34.  That  all  elections  held  under  this  charter  shall  be  tioMtobehS 
held  at  the  court-house  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, or,  in  his  absence  or  disability  to  act,  by  the  clerk  of 
the  Larue  county  court,  or,  in  case  of  their  absence,  ina- 
bility, or  refusal  to  act,  then  by  some  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  officer  holding  the  election 
shall  be  responsible  in  every  way  as  officers  of  other  elec- 
tions are  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  poll  books,  to- 
gether with  the  certificate  of  the  officers  holding  the  elec- 
tion, shall  be  returned  to  the  board  of  trustee.-*,  who  shall 
spread  the  result  of  the  election  upon  their  recorcl. 

$  35.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  alter  its  pas-

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1870.  CHAPTER  800. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Commerce. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Camrnonwealth  ^ 
Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  establieihed,  in  the 
city  of  Louitiville,  a  deposit  bank,  which  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  '*Bank  of  Com- 
merce ;"  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  in  that 
name  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all 
courts  and  places,  as  a  natural  person ;  and  may  have 
and  U{>e  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same 
at  will ;  and  may  do  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be  de- 
sirable and  convenient:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  con- 
trary to  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  property,  burliness,  and  affairs  of  said   bank 
shall  be  under  the  management,  government,  and  control 
of  a  board  of  seven  directorn,  which  number  may  be  in- 
creased to  thirteen,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  presi- 
dent of  ihe  bonrd  ;  and  William  Hughes,  Frs.  P.  ^^chmitt, 
Vene  P.   Armstrong.   B.   P.   Scally,  J.   L.  Hyatt,  Warren 
Mitchell,  and  J  M.  Duncan,  are  hereby  constituted  and  ap- 
pointed a  board  of  directors  for  said  bank,  to  serve  as  such 
vniil  others  are  duty  elected  and  qualified;  and  should  any 
of  the  persons  above  named  fail  or  refuse  to  quHlify  and 
serve  as  dirt;ctors,  his  or  their  place  or  places  inny  be  de- 
clared and   treated  as  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  or  vacan- 
cies may  be  filled  by  the  remainder;  and  all  vacancies  oc- 
curring in  the  boarJ  of  directors  maybe  filled  by  the  other 
directors,  who  shall  provide  lor  an  election  of  directors 
b}'  the  stockholders  within  one  year  from  the  organization 
of  the  compHny,  and  every  year  thereafter,  at  the  oQice  of 
the  said   bnnk,  in   the  city  of  Louisville,  notice  of  which 
Fball   be  given  in  one   or  more  of  the  city  papers,  for  at 
Ieai<t  ten  dnys  next  preceding  said  election;  and  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  by  three  stockholders,  appointed  by  the 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  certify  the  re.<ult  for  record 
on   the   books  of   the  bank.     Those  having   the    highest 
number   of  votes   shall    be   declared   duly  elected  ;  each 
stockholder  to  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he  or 
she  may  own,  and   may  cast  the  same  in   person  or  by 
proxy.     The  board   may  regulate  the  form  of  proxy  in 
casting  the   vote.     The  directors  of  said   bank  shall  be 
bona  fide  citizens  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  shares  of  the  par  value  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each ;  but  may  be  increased,  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  ad- 
vit^able  and  proper,  to  any  number  not  exceeding  five 
thousand    shares  of   like  par   value ;  and  the  director* 
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may  open  books  of  subscription  for  sach  increase  of  1870. 
stock  as  they  nnay  deem  proper,  from  time  to  time,  and 
at  such  placed  within  the  Commonwealth  a^  they  may 
^eem  beat  to  promote  the  interest  of  said  hank  ;  and 
^*henever  as  many  as  t^ro  thousand  (ive  hundred  shares 
of  said  stock  c^hall  have  been  puhscribed  and  paid  in,  in 
accordance  witb  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the 
same  were  subscribed,  and  an  aflfiJavitto  that  effect  has 
been  made  by  the  president,  before  th«  clerk  of  the  Jef- 
ferson county  court,  said  bank  may  proceed  to  trant«act 
a  general  banking  and  financial  bu.«iness;  and  may  ti>ati 
money,  di:iicount  promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell  exchange, 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  securities;  and  the  promi8:«ory 
notes  made  negotiable  and  payab-le  at  its  banking-house, 
t>r  any  other  incorporated  or  national  bank  located 
within  the  Commonwealth,  which  may  be  discounted  by 
said  bank,  and  inland  bills  of  exchange  which  may  be 
discounted  or  purchased  by  it,  shall  be^  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  bad  thereon,  jointly  and  sev- 
erally, against  the  makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other 
parties  thereto. 

§4.  The  said  bank  may  acquire  and  hoi  J,  possess  and  • 

use,  occupy  and  enjoy,  ail  such  real  and  pergonal  prop- 
erty, goods,  chattels,  or  other  thi ng.<),  as  may  be  conven- 
ient tor  the  transaction  of  its  bu.<«iness,  or  which  may  be 
pledged  or  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt  or  pur- 
chase, in  satistaciion  of  any  debts,  judgments,  or  decree, 
and  sell  and   convey,  or  otiierwi.<e  dispose  of,  such   per-  ' 

sonal  securities,  as  a  natural  peri*on;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president  and  cashier  of  said  bank, 
during  the  first  week  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the 
Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  ril'ty  cents  on  each  hun- 
dred dollars  of  capital  stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said 
bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  tax  or  bonus,  and  be 
a  part  of  the  revenue  proper  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind  ;  and  it  may  receive 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  things  in  pledge  for  the  security 
of  money  loaned,  or  debts  owing,  and  sell  the  same,  ex- 
cept real  estate,  as  a  natural  person,  on  the  non-payment 
of  the  debt  or  demand  at  the  stipulated  time  of  payment, 
according  to  any  agreement  made  between  the  parties,  in 
writing,  at  the  time  of  loan  or  renewal  thereof,  and  pass 
a  good  title  to  the  purchaser;  and  any  power  given  for 
that  purpose  shall  be  irrevocable  until  the  debt  or  demand 
is  paid  or  duly  tendered.  Said  bank  may  receive  depo^^its 
of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes,  United  States  Ti*easury  notes, 
or  etcher  currency,  and  pay  the  same  in  kind,  or  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  special  or  general  contract;   and  may 
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1870.  allow  interest  on  deposits,  not  to  exceed  the  rates  allowed 
by  the  laws  of  thU  Commonwealth.  It  may  issue  certifi- 
cates of  credit,  payable  throughout  the  United  States  and 
elsewhere,  for  the  conveDience  of  merchants  and  travel- 
ers, but  shall  not  Issue  any  notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as 
money. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  rn  force  such 
rules,  by-laws  and  re^^ulations,  for  the  management,  gor- 
ernment,  and  control  of  its  property,  business,  and  affairs, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will;  and  shall  specify  therein  the  number  of 
directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transact 
tion  of  business.  They  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents, 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sums  fur  their 
services,  and  take  from  them  bonds  in  such  penalties  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  they 
may  think  reasonable  and  proper;  and  upon,  any  bondb 
thus  taken  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the  con- 
ditions thereof.  It  any  officer  of  the  bank  shall  appropri- 
ate any  funds  of  said  bank  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  will- 
fully fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  knowingly  make  false 
ones,  on  the  books  of  said  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or 
defraud  the  corporation  or  other  person,  such  officer  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or  peni- 
tentiary of  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

§  7.  The  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  t<hall  only  be  assignable  in  accordance  with 
such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  pret<cribe;  and  said  bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on  the 
shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be  indebted  to  it;  and 
such  shares  shall  not  be  assignable  nor  transferred  until 
the  debt  t>hali  be  paid  or  discharged,  without  the  consent 
of  the  president  and  board  of  directors. 

§  I).  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
remain  in  force  for  twenty-one  years  from  the  first  organi- 
zation of  the  said  institution,  provided  it  is  organized 
within  three  years  from  its  passage. 

§  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  exam- 
ine into  the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  by  any  committee 
they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose;  and  it  reserves  the 
right  to  alter,  amend,  modify,  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleas- 
ure. 

(10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  801.  1870. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Marraj  Male  and  Female  Institote. 

Be  it  enarted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  W.  J.  Stabblefield,  J.  R.  Holt,  Daniel  Mathew- 
0on,  A.  H.  Wear,  Thomas  R.  Jonee,  R.  L  Ellison,  and  R. 
E.  Beckham,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  to  be  known  and  called  '*  Trustees  of  Mur- 
ray Male  and  Female  Institute;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession ;  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity ;  and  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, acquire,  and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors  in 
office,  any  lands,  tenements,  goods  and  chattels,  of  any 
kind,  and  to  receive  and  hold,  to  them  and  their  success- 
ors, any  lands,  tenements,  or  other  property  of  any  kind 
which  may  be  given,  granted,  or  devised  to  them  for  the 
ose  of  said  institute;  and  may  sell,  convey,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  same,  according  to  the  by-laws  which  may 
be  hereafter  established  by  them:  Provided^  That  they 
shall  not  at  any  time  hold  real  estate  of  greater  value 
than  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  enact  such  by-laws,  rules  and  ordi- 
nances, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
institute,  and  the  management  of  its  funds  and  property; 
and  shall  have  power,  a  majority  concurring,  to  select 
and  employ,  at  such  salaries  as  they  may  fix,  such  pro- 
fessors and  teachers  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and  of 
this  number  select  a  president,  clerk,  and  treasurer. 

§3.  The  trustees  hereby  appointe<l  shall  hold  their  office 
for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy ;  and  every  two  years  thereafter  an  election 
shall  be  held  by  the  stockholders  of  said  institute  for  trus- 
tees, at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  in  the  by-laws  of  said 
institute.  The  trustees  appointed  hereby,  and  elected  as 
herein  directed,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  success- 
ors are  qualified;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  trus- 
tee who  does  not  own  one  share  of  stock  in  said  institute. 
^  4.  The  trustees  shall  provide  and  keep  a  book  or 
hooks  of  record,  on  which  shall  be  entered  all  their  acts 
and  doings  at  each  meeting,  which  record  shall  be  signed 
by  the  pre:*ident  and  clerk.  They  shall  also  enter  upon 
their  record  the  name  of  each  stockholder,  with  the  num- 
ber of  shares  owned  by  each,  and  may  divide  the  stock 
into  such  shares  as  they  see  proper  by  their  by  laws: 
Pravidid^  That  no  share  shall  be  less  than  fifty  dollars; 
and  each  stockholder,  in  ail  elections,  shall  be  entitled  to 
OBo  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned,  except  that  no 
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1870.       amount  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  more  than  six 
votes. 

§  5.  The  stock  may  be  neg^otiated  and  as.^ie:n«d,  and 
the  assignee  of  the  same  shall  have  the  same  rights  there- 
under, except  that  the  ri^ht  of  such  ast^i^nee  to  vote  or 
hold  ofBce  shall  foe  given  only  by  an  order  of  the  trustees, 
entered  on  their  record. 

§  0.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  confer  any  or  all 
of  the  diplomas  or  degrees  conferred  by  the  colleges  of 
this  State. 

§  7.  That  said  trustees  mny  open  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  institute  from  individuals, 
in  t^hares  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  which  hhall  be  pay- 
able as  said  trustees  may  agree  with  such  subscribers. 

^  6.  The  county  court  of  Galloway  county,  a  majority 
of 'the  justices  of  said  county  being  present  and  concur- 
ring, are  hereby  empowered,  at  their  discretion,  to  sub- 
srcrihe,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county,  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  the  sum  of  five  thousfind  dollars; 
for  the  payment  of  which  the  judge  of  said  court  ^hall  (a 
majority  of  the  justices  of  the  county  being  pre<>ent,  and 
a  majority  of  those  present  concurring)  order  to  be  issued 
bondi(,  in  the  name  of  the  county,  ranging  in  amount  from 
one  hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars,  one  tifih  of  which 
bonds  shall  be  payable  at  the  end  of  each  year  from  the 
date  of  their  issue,  and  each  bond  to  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  interest 
payable  at  the  end  of  each  year,  with  coupons  attached. 
The  bonds  thus  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge  of  said 
court,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  thereof,  who  shall 
affix  to  each  the  county  seal,  and  sign  the  coupons;  said 
bonds  to  be  made  payable  to  the  trustees  of  said  institute, 
and  may  by  them  be  assigned  by  an  indorsement  of  their 
president  and  clerk. 

§  9.  Tiiat  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds, 
and  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  together  with  incidental 
expenses,  commissions,  4S&c.,  and  to  create  a  fuad  for 
that  purpose,  said  county  court  may,  in  addition  to  a 
poll-tax,  cause  to  be  imposed  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon 
all  property  in  said  school  district,  subject  to  taxation  for 
State  revenue  purposes,  and  tha  same  shall  be  collected 
by  the  same  officers,  and  in  the  same  manner,  the  revenue 
is  now  collected. 

§  10.  The  bonds  issued  by  the  county  court  under  this 
act  shall  be  paid  at  maturity  by  said  treat«urer,  and  do 
bond  shall  draw  interest  alter  its  maturity,  unless  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  due. 

(11.  The  judge  of  the  Calloway  county  court  shall 
cause  the  justices  of  said  county  to  convene  at  the  court- 
house in  Murray,  at  the  March  term,  1870,  of  said  court, 
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a  majority  of  whom  beinfi^  present  shall   then  appoint       1870. 
some  sai table  person  to  act  as  treasurer  of  the  county, 
ivho  shall  give    bond,  with  good   seci^rity,  for  the    per- 
formance of   bis  duties,  to  be  approved    by   the  county 
court,  and  shall  direct  the  issual  of  said  bonds. 

(  12.  The  trustees  of  the  town  of  Murray  are  author- 
ized and  empowered,  at  their  discretion,  to  subscribe  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  institute  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  are  authorized  to  issue  bonds  in  the  name  of 
said  town  of  Murray,  payable  to  the  trustees  of  said  in-* 
Btitute,  for  that  sum  ;  said  bonds  to  range  in  amount  from 
fifty  to  five  hundred  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  at  the  end 
of  each  year.  The  principal  of  one  half  of  said  bonds 
to  be  due  and  payable  two  years  from  date,  and  the  re- 
mainder in  three  years  from  date  ;  said  bonds  to  be  i(«sued 
by  au  order  of  the  board  of  said  trustees,  signed  by  the 
chairman,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  board, 
who  shall,  upon  delivery  of  said  bonds  to  the  trustees  of 
■aid  institute,  take  from  them  certificates  of  stock  in  the 
same,  which  are  to  be  by  him  kept  with  the  records  of 
the  town. 

$  13.  That  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  with  the  ac- 
cruing interest,  incidental  expenses,  commissions,  (fee,  the 
board  of  trustees  are  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  the 
following  taxes,  in  addition  to  those  now  authorized  by 
law:  On  each  cofiee- house  licen:?e  or  other  license  au- 
thorizing the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  in  quantities  less 
than  one  quart,  a  8un>  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, less  the  amount  now  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this 
State;  on  each  circus  or  menagerie,  within  the  corporate 
limits,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same,  one  hundred  dol- 
lars; on  all  minor  shows  within  the  corporation,  one  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  receipts;  on  each  one  hundred  dollars* 
worth  of  property  within  the  corporate  limits,  or  owned 
by  citizens  of  said  town,  and  within  one  mile  th(>reof,  an 
ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents;  the  word 
property  in  this  section  to  include  and  mean  the  value  . 
under  the  equalization  laws* of  the  State:  Provided,  That 
the  ad  vahirem  tax  of  ten  cents  above  named  shall  not  be 
collected  until  after  the  next  regular  election  of  trustees 
of  said  town,  at  which  time  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  holding  said  election  to  open  a  poll  for  and  against

1870.  ^^^^  ^^  ^^®  individaal  paying  the  same  a  separate  receipt 
for  the  amount  of  school  tax  by  him  or  her  paid,  which 
receipts  phall  be  negotiable  and  assig^nable ;  and  any  per- 
son, at  any  time,  holding  receipts  for  such  tax  to  the 
amount  of  fifty  dollar?,  shall,  upon  presentation  of  the 
same  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  insti-

§  14.  The  property  held  by  said  institute  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation;  and  the  clerk  of  the  county  coart  is 
authorized  to  affix  the  seal  of  said  court  to  the  bonds 
issued  by  the  county  free  of  charge. 

§  15.  The  taxes  provided  for  in  the  13th  section  shall 
be  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Murray,  as  other  taxes  are 
now  collected  by  law  in  said  town,  and  shall  be  held  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  said  board,  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  same  are  levied. 

§  16.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said  institute  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  all  vacancies  in 
said  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  board 
until  the  next  regular  election. 

§  17.  That  for  the  purpose  of  further  agisting  the 
county  court  of  said  county  in  the  liquidation  of  her 
bonds  it>8ued  under  this  act,  the  trustees  of  the  Male  and 
Female  Institute  of  Calloway  county  are  authorized,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
to  sell  and  diivpose  of  the  lots  and  buildings  now  held  by 
said  last  named  institute,  and  reinvest  the  proceeds  there- 
of. 

§  18.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  adjudged  for  the  period  of 
five  years  hereafter,  by  the  police  court  or  other  courts 
held  in  the  town  of  Murray,  except  that  part  assigned  or 
allotted  by  law  to  the  Commonwealth  and  county  attor- 
ney, and  the  sinking  fund,  shall  be  paid  by  the  colleotiog 
officer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
institute,  whose  receipt  shall  be  a  sufficent  voucher  in  all 
settlements  required  by  law  of  him  to  make. 

§  lU.  That  as  soon  as  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
organized  the  military  department  of  said  institute,  they 
mny  draw  their  requisition  on  the  Quarter-Master  General, 
who  shnll  issue  as  a  loan  to  said  board  fiA^y  stand  of  coa- 
demned  arms  for  infantry  service,  for  the  exercise  and 
drill  of  the  students  of  said  institute. 

$  20.  That  all  money  raised  by  this  act  shall  be  used  for 
the  exclusive  benefit  of  said  institute. 
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§21.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.       1870.

CHAPTER  802. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bull's  Hend  Bank  and  Insurance  Ck>mpanj|  of 

Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

}  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  in  the 
city  of  Louisville  a  savings  and  deposit  institution,  which 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
"The  BulFs  Head  Bank  and  Insurance  Company,  of  Lou- 
ieyille;"  and  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in  that 
name,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all 
conrts  and  places,  as  a  natural  person ;  and  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and 
renew  at  pleasure;  and  shall  h^we  all  other  rights  and 
powers  usual  and  incident  to  corporations;  and  may  do 
such  acts  and  things  as  may  be  convenient  and  desira- 
ble, provided  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  law. 

§  2.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  bank 
shall  be  under  the  management,  government,  and  control 
of  a  board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  nine  persons,  to  be  chosen  by  the  stock- 
holders; and  no  director  ehall  hold  less  than  twenty-five 
shares  of  stock.  The  board  of  directors  may  choose  one 
of  their  number  as  president,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
ordain,  and  for  such  period  as  they  may  see  fit;  and  em- 
ploy such  other  oflicers,  clerks,  agents,  or  servants,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  a  proper  conduct  of  the  affairs  of 
the  corporation ;  fix  their  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties, 
and,  at  their  option,  receive  bonds,  wifh  security,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  upon  any  bonds 
thus  taken  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the  con- 
ditions thereof;  and  may  also  require  each  ofBcer  to  make 
oath  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  that  he  will  honestly 
and  faithfully  discharge  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon 
him  as  an  officer  of  the  corporation. 

§  3.  J.  Bascomb  Stoll,  M.  A,  Downing,  M.  W.  Furge- 
Bon,  J.  E.  Bell,  John  M.  Letterle,  D.  F.  Roberts,  Chas.  R. 
Long,  Wm.  R.  Ray,  and  R.  A.  Shadburne,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said  bank, 
to  serve  as  such  until  others  are  duly  elected  and  qualified; 
and  they  may  elect  any  other  persons,  stockholders  of  said 
bank,  whom  they  may  think  proper,  not  exceeding  the 
limit  hereinbefore  specified,  to  serve  with  them  as  direct- 
ors; and  shoald  any  of  the  persons  above  named  refuse  to 
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1870.  qoft'i^y  «n^  serve,  his  op  their  pla^e  or  places  may  he  treat- 
ed an  vacant,  and  filled  by  the  leraainder;  and  all  vacan- 
cies in  the  board  of  director:?  may  be  filled  by  the  other 
directors.  And  the  board  of  directors  shall  provide  for  an 
elfction  of  directors  by  the  stockholders  within  one  year 
from  the  organization  of  the  company,  and  annually  there- 
after, who  hhall  be  citizens  of  thi«  State;  and  all  elections 
of  directors  by  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  at  the  place 
of  but'iness  of  the  bank,  notice  of  which  fhall  be  given 
in  at  leaiit  one  newspaper  publit^hed  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, for  seven  days  preceding  each  election  ;  and  such 
elections  f^hall  be  held  under  the  inspection  of  two  or  more 
persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors,  who 
^bnll  certify  the  result  under  their  signatures;  and  a  plu- 
rality of  votes  cast  shall  elect ;  and  each  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  which  he  or 
she  may  own,  and  may  cast  the  same  in  person  or  by  proxy; 
and  the  board  of  directors  may  provide  a  form  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  proxies,  and  specity  the  evidence  that  shall 
be  required  in  execution  thereof. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  two 
thousand  shares  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  dollars  each;  but 
may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may  deem  advisable,  to  any  number  not  exceeding  six 
thousand  shares,  of  the  same  par  value ;  and  the  persons 
named  in  the  third  section  of  this  act  may  open  books  for, 
and  receive  subscriptions  to,  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank, 
at  such  times  and  places,  and  subject  to  such  terms  and 
conditions,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  whenever  aa 
many  as  one  thousand  or  more  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
ot  said  bnnk  shall  have  been  subscribed  for,  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  on  each  share  subscribed 
for,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  the  same  were  subscribed,  said  bank  may  proceed 
to  transact  a  general  banking  and  financial  business,  and 
may  lend  money,  discount  promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell 
exchange,  bonds,  stocks,  and  other  securities;  and  the 
proiiii:!isory  notes  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  owo 
baiikiitg  house,  or  at  the  office  of  any  other  chartered 
bank,  and  inland  bills  of  exchange,  which  may  be  dis- 
coumed  or  purchased  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
put  upon  tbe  same  fooling  as  foreign  bills  of  exchange; 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  sev- 
erally, against  the  makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other 
paities  thereto. 

$  5.  The  said  bank  may  acquire  and  hold,  possess,  use, 
occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  and  personal  property, 
goods,  chattels,  and  other  things,  as  may  be  couveiiient 
lor  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be 
pledged  or  conveyed  to  it   as  security  for  any  debt,  or 
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parchaaed  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  jadgment,  or  de-      1870. 
cree,  and   seU  and   convey,  or   otherwise   dispose   ol  the 
same,  as  a  natural  person. 
1^  §  6.  And  it  t^hail  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  cashier 

'  of  said  bank,  during  the  first  week  in  each  year,  to  pay 
into  the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  fiity  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  capital  stock  held  and  paid 
for  in  said  bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  tax  or  bonus, 
and  be  a  part  of  the  revenue  proper  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  7.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind;  and  it  may  receive 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  things  in  pledge  for  the  security 
of  money  loaned  or  debts  owin^,  and  sell  stocks  and  bunds 
on  the  non-payment  of  the  debt  or  demand,  at  the  stipu- 
lated time  of  payment,  as  a  natural  person,  according  to 
any  agreement  made  between  the  parties,  in  writing,  at 
the  time  of  the  loan  or  renewal  thereof,  and  pass  a  good 
title  to  the  purchaser;  and  any  power  given  fur  that  pur- 
pose shall  be  irrevocable  until  the  debt  or  demand  is  paid 
or  duly  tendered.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold, 
silver,  bank  notes.  United  States  Treasury  notes,  and 
other  currency,  and  pay  the  same  in  kind,  or  as  may  be 
agreed  by  general  or  special  contract;  and  may  allow  in- 
terest on  deposits,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  allowed  by  the 
laws  of  ihisi  Commonwealth;  it  may  issue  certificates  of 
credit,  payable  throughout  the  United  States  and  else- 
where, lur  the  convenience  of  merchants  and  travelers; 
bat  shall  not  issue  any  notes  or  bills  to  be  circulated  as 
money. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  bank,  in    its  corporate 
name  of  the  BulTs  Head  Bank  and  Insurance  Company, 
of  Louisville,  to  make  every  kind  and  description  of  in- 
I  sarance  on  all  kinds  of  property  and  things  against  loss, 

I  damege,  or  injury,  from   any  cause   whatever,  for   such 

considerations,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as 
may  be  designated,  expressed,  and  contained  in  the  re- 
spective policies,  certificates,  and  contracts,  issued  in  due 
form  bv  it;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  reinsure 
any  risk  on  which  it  may  have  made  insurance. 

^  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  corporation  to  do  busi- 
ness  as  a  Havings    bank;  and  as  such    shall    receive  on 
deposit  during  business  hours,  any  sum,  if  not  less  than 
one  dollar ;   and    minors   and    married    women    may,    in 
I  their  own   names,  deposit  therein,  and  check  therelrom, 

'  upon    the    written   consent   of   the    husband,   parent,    or 

guardian   of  such   woman  or  child,  unless  restrained  by 
some  competent  tribunal.     Interest   as  agreed  upon,  not 
I  to  exceed  the  rate  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  Common- 

'  wealth,  may  be  allowed  on  such  deposits. 
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1870.  §  ^^-  ^^^  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  are  hereby 

authorized  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such  rules,  by-laws, 
and  regulations,  for  the  management  of  its  property,  busi* 
ness,  and  affairs,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter, 
amend,  and  repeal  the  same  at  will;  and  shall  specify 
therein  the  number  of  directors  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  11.  The  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  only  be  assignable  on  the  books  of 
the  company,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  as  the  board 
of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  ;  and  said 
bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder 
who  may  be  indebted  to  it;  and  such  shares  shall  not  be 
assignable  nor  transferred  until  the  debt  shall  be  paid  or 
discharged,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors. , 

}  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
remain  in  force  for  twenty-one  years  from  the  first  organ- 
ization of  the  said  institution,  provided  it  be  organized 
within  three  years  from  its  passage,  and  shall  be  located 
in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  13.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  amend  or 
repeal  this  charter,  and  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of 
said  company,  by  committee  or  otherwise,  so  often  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary.

CHAPTER  803. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  incorporate  tbe  Louisrille 
and  Beargrass  Railway  Company,''  approved  5th  March,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  and  Beargrass  Railways  Com- 
pany be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  line  of  single  track  railway, 
with  suitable  side-tracks  and  turn-outs,  from  the  boundary 
line  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  near  the  Bardstown  turnpike, 
over  and  along  the  most  direct,  practicable,  and  cheapest 
route,  by  the  way  of  Middletown,  for  a  distance  of  twelve 
miles  or  less  from  said  city  :  Provided^  however^  That  said 
line  of  railway,  tracks,  side-tracks  and  turn-outs  shall  be 
constructed  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  for 
the  average  cost  per  mile  for  the  whole  cost  thereof,  except 
engines,  rolling  stock,  and  depots,  or  animal  power. 

$  2.  Alter  said  company  shall  have  caused  their  main 
line  and  said  branch  to  be  surveyed  and  located,  they  shall 
cause  the  lines  around  the  taxation  boundary,  as  provided 
in  this  act,  and  in  section  seven  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
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«Ln  am^Yidroent,  to  be  run  and  marked  by  metes  and  bounds  1870. 
as  to  their  main  line ;  tbe  Iin«  of  said  taxation  boundary 
being  run  at  tbe  distance  from  the  line  of  said  main  road 
as  set  out  in  tbe  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and 
extending  to  a  dbtance  of  one  mile  beyond  the  termini  of 
said  main  line,  in  the  same  direction  with  the  general 
routes  thereof;  the  ends  of  said  district  to  be  closed  by 
lines  connecting  the  side-lines,  mn  at  right  angles,  as  near 
as  may  be,  from  said  side-lines ;  and  when  said  survey 
shall  have  been  completed,  said  company  shall  cause  an 
extended  plat  or  map  of  the  same  to  be  made  out,  with 
full  explanatory  field-notes  thereto  annexed,  and  signed 
by  the  engineer  making  the  same,  and  also  the  president 
of  said  company  ;  and  said  map  or  plat  shall  exhibit  truly 
the  line  of  said  railways,  the  main  line,  and  also  the  lines 
surrounding  said  taxation  boundary,  exhibiting  the  lands 
of  proprietors  through  which  the  lines  of  said  taxatioa 
boundary  passes;  and  said  map  or  plat  shall  then  be  re- 
ported to  and  filed  in  the  county  court  of  Jefferson  county, 
and  shall  lie  over,  under  order  of  said  court,  for  fifteen  ^ 
days  for  exceptions,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  imme- 
diately in  some  daily  paper  published  in  Louisville,  to  be 
selected  by  said  court,  and  for  five  consecutive  days.  Any 
person  owning  rral  estate  within  said  boundary,  who  deems 
himself  aggrieved  by  the  fixing  of  said  lines  of  said  taxa- 
tion boundary,  may,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  or  if  an  in- 
fant or  feme  covert^  or  insane,  by  next  friend,  by  counsel, 
appear  in  said  court  and  file  exceptions  in  writing  to  said 
report  and  map,  der^ignating  clearly  the  particulars  in 
which  said  lines  are  deemed  erroneously  located  ;  and  said 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed,  upon  parol  or  written  evi- 
dence, to  determine  upon  all  the  exceptions  that  may  have 
been  filed  within  the  fiCteen  days  allowed*  for  filing  the 
same ;  and  if  said  survey  and  map  have  been  made  in  con- 
formity with  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and 
the  amendments  thereto,  then  said  court  shall  overrule  the 
same  or  otherwise  sustain  them ;  and  if  said  exceptions,  or 
any  of  them,  be  sustained,  said  court  shall  order  another 
survey,  or  the  one  already  made  to  be  corrected,  so  as  to 
have  said  survey  and  map  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
this  act ;  and  when  a  survey  and  map  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  act  and  the 
amendments,  said  court  shall  enter  an  order  declaring  said 
taxation  boundary  to  be  fixed  thereby,  reciting  in  said 
order  the  metes  and  hounds,  courses  and  distances,  of  the 
boundary  lines  of  said  taxation  district;  and  said  taxation 
district  shall  extend  outward  from  the  city  limits  for  a 
distance  of  one  mile  beyond  the  termini  of  said  main  line.

estHbli.^bed^  said   county  court   shall,  on   motion  of  said 
company,  by  hs  president,  order  a  special  election  to  be 
held    therein    by  the   regular  election    officers,  or  others 
appointed   for  the  purpose.

constitute  a  lien  on  said  real  estate,  and  be  collected  by 
the  sheriff  of  seid  county  at  the  name  rate  of  commis!>ion, 
and  accounted  for  on  his  official  bond,  as  other  SState 
taxes;  and  if  not  paid  when  demanded  by  said  sheriflf, 
personal  property  ot  the  owner  of  said  real  estate  in  said 
county  may  be  distrained  as  for  other  taxed:  and  if  there 
be  no  such  personal  property  in  the  county  subject  to  dis- 
traint, then  said  sheriff  may  levy  upon  and  sell  enough 
of  said  real  estate  itself,  and  sell  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  and  on  the  same  term^  as  sales  of  real  estate  are 
made  by  law  when  made  by  virtue  of  execution,  subject 
to  valuation,  redemption,  and  to  conveyance  to  the  pur- 
chaser in  the  same  mode. 

§  6.  All  officers  oi  elections,  or  other  officers  of  the 
county  of  Jefierson,  of  whom  any  duty  is  required  to  be 
performed  by  this  amendment  or  the  original  act,  are  re- 
quired to  perform  said  duties  under  the  same  penalties  as 
they  are  required  to  perform  other  duties  of  their  offices, 
and  to  be  recovered  and  enforced  in  the  same  manner, 
and  shall  receive  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law  for  similar 
services;  and  all  costs  shall  be  paid  by  said  company, 
except  such  as  may  be  incurred  against  persons  who  may 
file  exceptions  to  said  engineer's  report,  and  not  sustain 
the  same,  or  fail  in  a  traverse  as  to  damages,  and  then 
such  person  shall  pay  the  costs  of  such  contests. 

§  7.  The  treasurer  of  said  railway  company,  before 
entering  upon  the  discbarge  of  his  duties,  shall  execute, 
with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  a  bond,  to  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  directors,  that  he  will  duly  perform  the. 
duties  of  his  office,  and  will  safely  keep  and  pay  over,  to 
the  proper  persons,  all  sums  pf  money  coming  to  his  hands 
as  treasurer. 

§  8.  In  order  to  procure  the  right  of  way  for  said  lines 
of  railway  and  turn-outs,  depots,  stables,  or  other  needed 
structures,  together  with  earth,  stone,  gravel,  and  timber, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  Jefferson  coun- 
ty, on  the  motion  of  the  president  of  said  company,  to 
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1870.  Appoint  three  fit  and  discreet  persons,  residents  of  Jef- 
ferson county  or  the  city  of  Loaisville,  not  residing 
within  said  taxation  district,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
practical  engineer,  and  all  owners  of  real  estate  in  said 
city  or  county,  but  not  situated  within  said  taxation  dis- 
trict; and  said  three  persons  so  appointed  shall  compose 
a  board  of  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  act  as  a 
full  board.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be,  for 
good  cause  shown,  one  or  all,  liable  to  removal  from 
office ;  and  said  court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fill  va- 
cancies in  said  board  ;  and  said  board  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  then,  if  necessary, 
said  court  shall  make  further  appointments  to  keep  up 
said  board.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  they  shall  each  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  office. 

4  9.  Whenever  said  company  shall  need  the  right 
of  way  for  their  tracks,  side-tracks,  turn-outs,  sites  for 
depots,  stables,  or  other  structures,  or  earth,  stone,  or 
gravel,  and  cannot  procure  the  same  by  contracts  witb 
the  owner  thereof,  they  t<hall  cause  said  board  of  com- 
missioners at  once  to  proceed  upon  the  premises  of  such 
owner,  who  shall  there,  upon  their  own  view  and  such 
evidence  as  may  be  adduced  before  them,  estimate  the 
extent  of  the  damages  to  such  owner  by  reason  of  the 
taking  of  such  right  of  way,  earth,  stone,  or  gravel; 
and  if  it  be  right  of  way  for  tracks,  side-tracks,  turn- 
outs, depots,  stables,  or  other  needed  building:*,  then  said 
commissioners  shall  make  out  a  correct  plat  of  the  land 
proposed  to  be  used  in  that  way,  and  report  it  to  the 
county  court  for  Jefferson  county,  with  their  report,  in 
writing,  of  the  extent  and  amount  of  such  damages  to 
such  proprietors,  by  reason  of  the  deprivation  of  such 
property  or  its  use:  Provided^  That  no  right  of  way 
shah  be  had  over  or  through  a  dwelling  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner,  and  not  through  any  graveyard 
or  public  cemetery  or  church-yard  ;  and  the  right  of  way 
for  tracks;  side-tracks,  or  turn-outs,  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed twenty -five  feet  in  width. 

§  10.  Said  report  of  assessment  of  damages,  after  being 
filed  in  court,  shall  remain  until  ten  days  after  the  propri- 
etors or  proprietor  thereof  has  been  duly  summoned  by 
order  of  court,  to  show  cause  against  its  confirmation ; 
and  then,  if  no  exceptions  be  taken  thereto,  and  no  trav- 
erse as  to  the  amount  assessed  is  filed,  by  either  such  rail- 
way company  or  the  proprietor  of  property,  said  court 
«hali  confirm  said  report,  and  give  judgment  accordingly, 
and  direct  suitable  conveyance,  in  writing,  by  commis- 
sioners appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  give  judgment 
against  finch  company  for  saoh  amount  as  by  said  report 
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ifl  allowed,  and  the  costs  of  the  proceeding;  and  if  no  187(K 
appeal  is  prosecuted  from  said  ju'lg^ment  within  thirty 
days  from  its  date,  said  company  may  tender  the  amount 
adjudged  to  the  proprietor,  and  take  possession  of  the 
property  so  condemned.  But  where  the  lands  or  other 
property  of  infants,  married  women,  or  insane  persons  is 
proposed  to  be  taken,  the  court  shall  cause  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  guardian  ad  litem,  selecting  such  persons  for 
appointment  as  would  be  most  likely  to  see  their  interests 
properly  attended  to ;  and  if  such  person  be  a  non-resi- 
dent of  thitf  State,  he  may  be  proceeded  against  by  warn- 
ing order  and  the  appointment  of  an  attorney,  as  in  other 
like  cases  is  now  required  by  law. 

§11.  If  exceptiooe  shall  be  filed  to  said  report  of  the 
assessment  of  damages  or  the  plat,  for  want  of  form  or 
accuracy,  either  by  the  owner  of  the  property  atfected  or 
Baid  company,  said  court  shall  at  once  proceed  to  try  the 
flame,  either  by  the  face  of  the  papers  or  on  proof  ofl'ered, 
or  by  both  means ;  and  if  such  exceptions  are  sustained, 
the  court  shall  order  another  report  to  be  made,  giving 
directions  or  not  as  to  how  the  same  shall  be  made,  in  order 
to  cure  the  defects  found;  and  when  a  report  is  made  valid 
against  such  exceptions,  then  either  said  company,  or  the 
owner  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  or  both,  may 
file  a  traverse  thereto,  disputing  the  correctness  of  the 
report  as  to  the  amount  allowed,  and  thereupon  said  court 
shall  have  summoned  an  impartial  jury  of  the  countyi 
housekeepers  and  owners  of  real  estate,  not  in  the  taxa- 
tion boundary  or  liable  to  pay  taxes,  as  herein  provided, 
who,  under  the  directions  of  said  court,  and  by  its  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  law,  shall  hear  such  legal  evidence  as  may 
be  offered  by  either  party,  and  fix  the  true  amount  of 
damages  thereby.  If  said  jury  t^hall  fix  a  greater  amount 
than  that  reported,  said  railway  company  shall  pay  the 
costs  of  the  whole  proceeding;  if  a  le^s  amountr,  or  the 
same  amount  is  reported,  then  such  person,  the  owner, 
shall  pay  all  costs  accruing  from  the  time  of  filing  their 
traverse,  which  shall  be  so  adjudged  in  favor  of  said  com- 
pany, and  said  company  shall  p^y  costs  incurred  up  to  the 
filing  of  said  traverse.  The  burden  of  proof  shall  be  up- 
on that  party  which  first  files  his  traverse  on  the  jury  trial. 
The  court  shall  render  judgment  or  grant  a  new  trial,  as 
new  trials  are  granted  in  other  actions  by  ordinary  pro- 
ceedings; and  either  party  may,  within  sixty  days,  and 
not  afterward^*,  prosecute  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, upon  bill  of  exceptions,  duly  signed  by  the  judge  of 
said  court,  as  in  cases  of  other  appeals  in  actions  ordinary. 
But  such  an  appeal  on  the  part  of  an  owner  shall  not  de- 
lay said  company  in  the  prociecution  of  work :  Provided^ 
That  before  taking  poasession  of  the  property  in  contest^ 
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1879.  ^^*^^  company  shall  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  to  the  owner,  or 
his  or  their  agents,  the  amonnt  by  the  jary  fixed  in  their 
verdict,  and  at  the  end  of  the  litigation  as  to  the  value  of 
the  damages  where  a  traverse  has  been  filed,  said  court 
shall  order  proper  conveyances  to  be  made  in  order  to 
carry  into  effect  the  grant. 

(  12.  The  fourteenth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  \» 
an  amendment,  and  all  other  provisions  of  sard  act  incon- 
sistent with  this  amendment,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  13.  And  it  is  farther  enacted  and  provided,  that  if  the 
Beargrass  Transportation  Company,  a  company  incorpc 
rated  by  act  of  As«sembly,  approved  25th  day  of  January, 
18A8,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  1670,  secure 
valid  bona  fide  and  solvent  subscriptions  to  its  capital  stock 
to  the  amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  their  proposed  street   railway,  from  the 
bead  of  Broadway  street,  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  or  the 
limits  of  said  city,  as  far  as  the  junction  of  said  Bards- 
town   turnpike  road  with  the  Taylorsville  turnpike  road, 
then  the  taxation  district  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall 
not  extend  nearer  towards  the  city  limits  than  said  junc- 
tion of  said  turnpike  roads.     If  said  subscription   to   the 
capital  stock  of  said  Beargrass  Transportation  Company 
shall  be  obtained  in  the  time  aforesaid,  then  the  corpora- 
tion created   bv  the   act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment 
shall  cause  a  new  line  to  be  run  from  the  starting  point  of 
their  proposed  railway,  at  or  near  the  junction  of  said 
turnpike  roads,  at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees  from  their 
proposed  line  of  railway,  on  each  side  thereof,  to  a  distance 
of  one  mile,  and  then  parallel  wiih  and  at  that  distance 
from  their  line  of  railway  to  the  end  thereof,  and  one  mile 
beyond,  as  hereinbefore  provided;  and  the  area  of  country 
included  in  said  lines  shall  constitute  a  taxation  dijutrict,  to 
be  surveyed  and  reported  and  established  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  in  which  the  real  estate  therein, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  line  of  railway  from 
said  junction  of  said   turnpike  roads  by  the  way  of  Mid- 
dletown  to  the  terminus  hereinbefore  provided,  at  the  rate 
of  one   per  cent,  per  annum   for  five  years,  on  each  one 
hundred   dollars  in  value  thereof,  to  be  voted  on  by  the 
owners  thereof,  levied,  assessed,  and  collected,  paid  over 
and  accounted  for,  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  but  if  said 
subscription  is  not  so  obtained  by  said  Beargrass  Trans- 
portation Company,  as  aforesaid,  then  said  taxation  dis- 
trict, for  taxation  in  aid  of  the   Louisville  and  Beargrass 
Railway  Company,  shall  extend  to  the  limits  uf  the  city  of 
Louisville,  as  first  herein  provided. 

§  14.  That  at  the  election  provided  for  in  either  of  said 
taxation  districts,  upon  the  question  for  or  against  the  tax, 
it  shall  be  the  dut^*  of  the  officers  of  sakl  elecuon  to  open 
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polls  for  candidates  for  the  office  of  directors  ia  said  Loa-  1B70. 
iaville  and  Beargrass  Railway  Company,  and  each  voter 
«hall  be  called  on  to  vote  for  five  persons  as  directors,  and 
said  votes  t«ha4l  he  received  and  recorded  by  said  electioa 
officers,  and  certified  with  the  vote  on  the.  tax;  and  the 
five  persons  receiving  tbe  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
and  con&titute  the  board  of  directors  for  one  year«  and  un- 
til their  succe:«sors  are  elected  and  qualified.  And  the 
•officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  cornpare  the  polls  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  tax,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  al:«o  com- 
pare  polis  as  to  thoi»e -voted  for  as  directors,  and  t:«sue  to 
those  elected  certificates  of  election,  as  required  by  law  in 
other  elections.  But  if  said  tax  shall  not  receive  a  major- 
ity of  ali  tbe  votes  cast,  then  the  persons  named  in  the  ori- 
ginal act  shali  be  and  remain  directors,  as  therein  provided. 
But  if  said  tax  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  V(»tes  cast, 
said  five  persons  shall  serve  as  directors,  as  ab<ive  pro- 
vided, and  provide  by  suitable  by-laws  for  future  elections ; 
and  at  all  such  future  elections  every  voter  shall  he  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  lor  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him,  and 
Co  one  vote  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  tax  receipts 
paid  or  owned  by  him  ;  and  all  such  future  elections  shall 
be  held  only  after  twenty  days'  previous  notice  thereof  has 
been  given  by  advertisement  printed  in  some  English  and 
German  newspaper  piihlished  in  Louisville,  for  five  consec- 
utive days;  and  it  vacancies  occur  in  said  board,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  board  mny  fill  such  vacancies.  No  salary 
or  other  compensation  shall  ever  be  paid  to  any  director 
for  his  Fervices,  nor  to  the  president  of  the  board,  tor  five 
years  after  the  completion  of  their  railway. 

$15.  If  a  vote  is  taken  on  the  question  of  taxation  in 
the  district  extending  from  the  limits  of  the  city  ol  Louis- 
ville outwards,  it  shall  only  be  done  after  subscriptions, 
good  and  solvent,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  have 
been  obtained  to  the  amount  of  thirty- five  thousnnti  dol- 
lars; and  if  a  vote  is  taken  in  the  district  extending  from 
the  junction  of  said  tornpike  roads  outwards,  it  t^hnW  only 
be  done  after  subsicriptions,  good  and  solvent,  have  been 
made  to  the  amount  ot  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  not 
•ooner. 

§  16.  Said  Louisville  and  Beargrass  railway  shall  at  no 
time  issue  bonds,  secured  by  mortgage,  on  its  propeities  or 
Qtherwi)?e,to  any  extent  beyond  the  actual  amount  ot  stock 
subscribed  ;  if  such  bonds  are  Issued,  the  directors  t>hall  be 
personally  reBpon;«Jhle  for  their  payment,  and  none  of  the 
property  of  said  company  shall  be  so  liable. 

^  17.  Proprietors  of  ianda,  of  whom  the  right  of  way, 
or  sites  lor  depots,  or  other  material  is  desired^  m^y*  if 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  accept  pay  In  certificates  of 
stock  in  said  company,  for  the  reasonable  value  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  prevent  Distillers  from  emptying  their  slop  into  Town  Fork 

of  El K horn  Greek,  in  Fayette  Connty.

Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  permit 
the  slop  or  offal  from  their  distillery  to  flow  into  the 
stream  known  as  Town  Fork  of  Elkhorn,  in  Fayette 
county,  between  the  1st  day  of  May  and  15th  day  of 
October  of  each  year. 

$2.  Any  perr^on  violating  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  day  they  shall  commit  said  offense. 

§  3.  It  fe^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  Attor- 
ney for  said  county  to  see  that  this  act  is  enforced;  and  he 
is  allowed  as  his  lee  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  6nes.

CHAPTER  812. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Ashland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ute  Con^monweaUk 
of  Kintucky: 

That  the  hoard  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ashland  are 
authorized  to  erect  and  maintain  a  jnil  wiihin  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  town,  that  persons  who  may  be  ordered 
to  be  imprinoned  for  disorderly  conduct,  or  any  violation 
of  the  penal  laws  of  the  town,  or  of  the  State,  when  com- 
mitted within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town,  may  be 
confined  in  such  jail.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  shall  appoint  a  keeper  of  said  JHil,  and  tak«  bond 
from  him,  with  good  security,  for  the  iHiihf'ul  discharge  of 
bis  duties;  and  such  oflicer  may  be  removed  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  board,  and  another  appointed.  The  jailer  shall 
be  governed  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  prescrib- 
ing the  duties  of  county  jailers,  in  regard  to  the  commit- 
ment, release,  and   treatment  of  persons  ordered  to  be 
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confined  in  such  jail.      He  shall  be  liable  to  the  same       1876. 
pains  and  penalties   as  county  jailers  for  any   malfeas- 
ance or  misfeas»ance    in   office.      He   shall    receive   such 
compensation  as  the  board  of  trustees  i«hall  prescribe.

CHAPTER  813. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  nnd  rednce  into

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  section  (38)  thirty-eight  of  an  act,  entitled 
*^Aq  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  acts  incor- 
porating the  town  of  Loui;»a,"  be  so  amended  as  to 
aothorize  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  on  the  real  and  personal  estate  and  choices  in  actions, 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars' worth  of  taxable  property; 
and  that  portion  of  said  section  which  limits  their  power 
to  levy  to  the  extent  of  twenty  cents  only,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§  2.  That  section  (15)  fifteen  of  the  said  act  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  so  amended,  as  to  fix  the  time  of  holding 
of  the  terms  of  the  police  court  for  said  town  on  the  first 
Monday,  instead  of  the  third  Monday,  to  be  holden  in  the 
same  months  as  indicated  in  said  section  of  sai  I  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

CHAPTER  814. 

AN  ACT  to  establish,  fix  the  boundary,  and  chiirter  the  Town  of  Bridge- 
port, in  Metcalfe  Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tfie  Commtmwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

*  §  1.  That  the  following  boundary  of  land  situated  in 
Metcalfe  county,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  the  dwelling  house 
of  O.  G.  Nell  ;  thence  to  J.  D.  Pullim's  residence;  thence 
to  J.  H.  Esttes's  residence  ;  thence  to  the  ret^idence  of  J.  R. 
Estes ;  thence  to  the  residence  of  J.  W.  Shirley  ;  thence  to 
A.  Pendleton's  residence  ;  thence  to  J.  P.  Yeates'  residence; 
thence  to  the  widow  Dory  Nell's  residence,  and  thence  to 
the  beginning,  including  each  one  of  said  rer^idences,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  the  town  of  Bridge- 
port, and  said  town  is  hereby  established  by  that  namei 
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1870.       ^"^  ^^^^  corporate  limite  aforesaid.     C.  T.  Pendleton,  P. 
T.  E»8tes,  John  A.  Pendleton,  George  Perry,  and  James  H. 
Pendleton,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  said  town,  and 
shaii  bold  their  offices  till  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1871, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.    It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  herein  appointed  to  give 
notice  by  public  advertisement,  at  three  public  places  in 
said  town,  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  said  first  Satur- 
day in  April,  1871,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  election 
for  trustees  of  said  town  ;  and  on  the  said  first  Saturday  in 
April  aforei^aid,  the  free  white  citizens  of  said  town,  who 
have  then  had  their  citizenship  therein  for  sixty  days  next 
preceding  that  day,  may  vote  for  five  citizens  of  said  town 
lor  trustees  thereof,  to  serve  one  year  from  and  after  that 
day,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
The  five  persons  voted  for  and  having  the  largest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.     The  trustees  shall 
appoint  a  clerk  and  two  judges  to  hold  and  conduct  said 
election;  thry  shall  be  sworn  to  faithlully  and  impartially 
hold,  conduct,  and  certify  the  same  to  the  trustees,  who 
shall  file  the  poll- books  and  certificate  of  qualification  and 
lesuit  in  their  office,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  and  pre- 
served by  the  board  of  trustees  from  year  to  year  as  part 
of  their  records.     The  election    shall   be  advertised  and 
held  on  the  day  aforesaid  of  every  year.     Each  trustee 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take 
the  same  oath  that  is  usually  administered  to  trustees  of  a 
town. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent of  the  boQrd  of  trustees;  he  shall  preside  at  all  their 
meetingi^,  and  vote  only  when  there  is  a  tie  vote  as  be- 
tween the  others;  he  shall  sign  all  the  orders  and  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board;  they  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  who  shall  also  be  sworn,  and  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  shall  be 
allowed  by  said  board ;  and  he  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the 
records  and  papers  of  the  board  of  trustees;  he  shall  be 
subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  said  board.  The  trus- 
tees are  empowered  to  pass  such  by-laws  and  enact  such 
regulations  as  may,  in  their  judgment,  be  necessary  for 
the  good  government  and  well  being  of  said  town,  and 
not  in  contravention  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State,  and  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur,  till  the  next 
regular  election. 

^  3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  pow^er  to  levy  a  tax  on  all 
the  property  and  estate  within  said  town  subject  to  taxa- 
tion  for  State  purposes  any  sum  annually,  not  exceeding 
thirty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  such 
property  or  estate,  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  re- 
pairing and  improving  said  town ;  and  they  shall  havo 
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power  to  impose  upon  each  male  inhabitant  of  said  town  1870. 
over  twenty-one  3'ears  old,  who  has  resided  therein  sixty 
days,  a  poll  tax  of  any  sum  annually,  not  exceeding  two 
dollars,  to  be  applied  and  used  as  the  said  ad  valorem  tax; 
and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a  violation  of  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
to  said  trustees,  and  used  by  them  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said. The  clerk  of  the  board  shall  list  the  taxable  prop- 
erty and  estate  and  tithes  in  said  town  each  year,  between 
the  first  day  of  June  and  first  day  of  July,  and  make  out 
a  full  list  thereof  in  a  book,  and  the  name  of  each  owner 
and  tithable  under  bis  oath,  and  return  the  same  to  said 
trustees;  and  the  same  shall  be  tiled  and  preserved  as  a 
part  of  the  records  of  said  board  of  trustees  of  said  town. 
If  any  person  a:<sest4ed  for  taxation  as  aforesaid  by  said 
clerk  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of  the  clerk, 
either  as  to  the  value  fixed  by  the  clerk  on  the  property, 
or  as  to  being  listed  for  poll-tax,  or  on  any  other  account, 
such  person  may,  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of 
August  after  such  assessment,  apply  to  said  board  of  trus- 
tees and  make  complaint,  and  have  the  judgment  of  the 
trustees  upon  the  complaint.  It  the  trustees  sustain  the 
complaint,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  list  shall  be  corrected 
accordingly.  If  the  complaint  is  overruled,  a  record  of 
that  fact  shall  be  made.  The  clerk  shall,  in  making  out 
his  list  of  taxabies,  give  notice,  written  or  verbal,  to  every 
one  resident  in  said  town,  of  the  list  and  valuation  so  set 
down  to  him  or  her,  before  he  returns  his  tax-book. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  a  full  and  complete  record  made, 
signed,  and  kept  by  said  board  of  trustees,  of  all  their 
acta,  and  the  same  enhall  be  open  and  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  citizen  of  said  tpwn,  under  all  reasonable  re- 
quests. And  the  clerk  of  the  board  shall  give  and  deliver 
to  any  one  demanding  the  same  a  certified  copy  of  any 
order,  or  paper,  oV  record,  or  part  of  record,  in  said  ofiice, 
and  the  same  shall  be  attested  by  the  clerk:  Provided,  how- 
ever,  The  clerk  shall  charge  and  receive,  from  the  person 
so  applying,  the  same  fees  therefor  that  clerks  of  the  coun- 
ty court  are  entitled  to  for  copies  of  similar  papers  or 
records. 

^  5.  After  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  fix  the  rate  of  ad  valorem  tax  to  be 
collected  upon  the  property  and  estate  in  said  town  for 
that  year,  assessed  as  aforesaid  the  June  preceding,  and 
the  amount  of  poll-tax  upon  each  tithe  ;  and  shall  show  in 
their  records  the  rate  so  ordered  to  be  collected.  The 
clerk  shall  thereupon  make  out  a  list  of  the  taxes  against 
each  person  so  ass^essed  as  aforesaid,  the  amount  of  taxes, 
and  the  amount  of  estate  on  which  it  is  founded,  and  shall 
deliver  it  to  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Bridgeport,  and 
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18*70.  ^^^^  ^'^  receipt  therefor,  and  file  it  with  the  records  of  said 
board.  It  f>hhll  be  the  duty  of  said  mnrtshal  to  collect  the 
same,  and  he  id  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  au- 
thority to  do  po,  by  levy  and  distraint,  and  to  the  saine 
extent  that  ^berifls  have  and  are  vested  with  to  collect 
the  State  revenue  and  county  levy,  and  pay  it  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  board  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber thereafter ;  and  for  falling  to  do  so  the  said  treasurer 
may,  in  the  name  of  said  trustees,  in  their  corporate  capac- 
ity, institute  a  motion  against  said  marshal  and  bis  securi- 
ties, in  the  Metcalfe  circuit  or  quarterly  court,  or  in  the 
court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  amount  claimed,  and  recover  judgment 
for  the  part  so  not  paid,  and  twenty  per  cent,  damages 
thereon,  bet^ide  cost,  and  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by 
execution,  without  the  right  of  replevy  :  Provided,  however^ 
Said  judgment  shall  not  be  rendered  till  each  defendant 
against  whom  judgment  is  sought  shall  have  been  served 
with  written  notice  at  least  ten  days:  And  provided  further^ 
That  if,  between  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  September  and 
first  day  of  October,  the  marshal  shall  make  out  and  swear 
to  a  list  4)f  said  taxes  uncollected,  and  that  he  has  made 
close  and  diligent  search  for  property  of  the  delinquent  at 
and  about  his  residence  in  said  town,  on  which  to  levy  and 
sell  and  make  said  taxes,  and  has  not  been  able  to  find 
any;  that  he  has  applied  to  such  delinquent — if  resi- 
dent in  the  town — and  demanded  payment;  and  thet  he 
does  not  know  of  property  out  of  which  the  taxes,  or  any 
part  thereof,  can  be  made,  belonging  to  the  delinquent  in 
Metcalfe  county,  he  shall  stand  exonerated,  and  relieved 
to  that  extent  from  his  liability  on  said  receipt. 

^  t).  The  clerk  of  said  board  shall  issue  and  hand  oat 
for  collection  to  said  marshal  all  the  delinquent  lists  of 
unpaid  taxes,  from  time  to  time,  and  take  his  receipt 
therefor  whenever  so  ordered  by  the  board,  or  when  he 
shall  deem  it  best  for  the  town,  and  the  marshal  shall 
be  held  to  account  lor  the  same,  or  return  them  as  delin- 
quentrt  again  as  aforesaid,  at  the  same  time  and  manner; 
and  his  powers  of  levy  and  distraint  shall  continue  and  be 
the  same  upon  delinquent  unpaid  taxes  as  if  they  never 
had  been  delinquent. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  a  treasurer  of 
their  board,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  security, 
to  be  approved  by  the  board.  The  bond  shall  be  in  the 
nature  of  a  covenant  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
conditioned  that  the  treasurer  will  faithfully  perform  all 
the  duties  of  his  said  office,  and  pay  over  all  the  money 
that  shhll  come  to  his  hands  as  treasurer  at  the  time  and 
to  the  person,  and  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  order  and 
direct;  and  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  said 
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bond,  the  trufltees,  or  .any  one  else  injured  thereby,  may       1870l 
have  and  maintain  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  (yoinmon- 
wealth,  and  recover,  as  the  justice  of  the  complaint  may 
manifest,  in  any  C9Uft  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  8.  The  five  trustees  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  may  appoint  a  marshal  for  said  town,  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  be  entered  of  record  in  their  ofiioe;  and  upon 
a  certified  copy  thereof  being  produced  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Metcalfe  county  court,  he  shall,  at  a  regular  or  called  spe- 
cial term  of  the  county  court,  in  the  presence  of  the  judge 
thereof,  administer  to  said  marshal  the  same  oaths  that 
are  required  to  be  administered  to  constables,  and  that  he 
will  faithfully  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  marshal  of 
the  town  of  Bridgeport  according  to  law ;  and  the  said 
marshal  shnli  execute  bond,  with  secuiity,  in  said  court, 
as  constables  are  required  to  do  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  oftice,  with  the  further  covenant  that 
he  will  perform  hII  the  duties  of  marshal  of  the  town  of 
Bridgeport  accordinjj:  to  law.     The  bond  shall  be  attes^ted  j 

by  the  clerk,  and    filed   and  kept   in  said  clerk's  olfioe. 
There  shall   be   a  record  of  all  the  proceedings   in   the 
county  court.     1  he  mari^hai  shall  pny  the  clerk  fifty  cents 
for  taking  said  bond  and  ndministering  the  oath,  and  fifty 
cents  for  making  the  orders  in  court.     1  he  marohal  and 
his  securities  on  the  bond  shall  be  liable  thereon  to  the 
trustees  of  said   town,  and   to  any  and  everyone,  as  con- 
stables, and  their  i«ecurities  are  liable  on  their  bcmds;  and 
the  like  penalties  and  liabilities,  actions  and  recoveries, 
may  be  had  therecm.    The  marshal  so  appointed  and  qual- 
ified shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  April, 
1871,  and  till  his  successor  9hall  be  chosen  and  qualified; 
and  shall  have  the  same  powers,  authorities,  and  jurisdic- 
tion that  constables  of  Metcalfe  county  have;  and  shall 
be  under  the  same  responsibility  and  liabilities  for  illegal 
levy  and  distraint,  or  other  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or 
nonfeasance  in  ofiice.     On    the   first   Saturday  in  April, 
1671,  at  the  same  time  trustees  are  elected  as  aforesaid, 
there  shall  be,  by  the  same  voters,  elected  a  marshal  for 
said  town,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  year  thereafter, 
who  shall  hold  his  office,  alter  being  qualified  and  giving 
bond  as  aforesaid,  till  the  next  regular  election,  and  till 
bis  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified.     He  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  be  qualified,  and  execute  bond  as  aforesaid,  in  the 
county  court,  upon  the  production  of  a  certificate  from  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  showing  his  election ;  and 
upon  his   being  so  qualified    and   giving    b(md,  he   shall 
have  the  snme  powers,  and  be  under  the  same  liabilities, 
as  hereinbefore  enumerated  and  set  out  for  the  marshal  to 
be  appointed.

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1870.  §  ^'  '^^^  marshal  shall  have  and  receive  the  same  fees 

and  commissions  for  his  services  in  executing  procesS} 
collecting,  and  performing  official  duties,  thnt  are  allowed 
by  law  to  constables  ;  and  for  collecting  the  taxes  in  said 
town  he  shall  have  and  receive  such  commissiion  and 
compensation  as  shall  be  allowed  to  him  by  the  truB- 
tees:  Provided,  It  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  pel*  cent, 
on  the  amount  collected.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty 
of  said  marshal  to  execute  all  process  issued  for  an  al-

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Bridgeport 
shall  be  a  body- corporate  and  politic,  and  shall  be  known 
and  designated  by  the  corporate  name  of  '*The  Trustees 
of  Bridgeport;''  and  in  that  name  .may  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  necessary  to  con- 
summate the  purposes  of  their  appointment.  And  for  any 
infraction  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  en- 
acted by  said  trustees,  a  warrant  may  be  issued  by  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  served  and  returned  I'or  trial  be- 
fore such  justice;  and  every  jurisdiction  is  hereby  con- 
ferred upon  such  justice  necessary  to  carry  out  said 
by-laws,  and  to  collect  fines  and  forfeitures  for  their  vio- 
lation. 

§  1.1.  The  marshal  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be 
citizens  of  said  town,  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  their 
election  or  appointment  to  office,  have  had  a  continuoas 
residence  therein  at  least  sixty  days  next  before  such 
election  or  appointment,  and  shall  be  twenty-one  years 
old. 

§  12.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  aad 
authority  to  grant  one  or  more  coffee-houne  licenses  in 
said  town  to  donate  keepers  thereof,  which  license  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  shall  run  for  one 
year;  but  before  any  such  license  shall  be  granted,  the 
applicant  therefor  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  Metcalfe  county  the  State  tax  thereon,  and  pro- 
duce to  the  trustees  such  receipt,  and  shall  al^o  pay  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  trustees  such  tax  as  the 
board  may  fix  thereon  for  the  benefit  of  the  town,  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars.  The  applicant  t>hall  also  take 
before  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  the  oaths  required 
by  law  of  persons,  before  allowed  to  sell  spiritaous  liq- 
uors; and  shall  execute  a  covenant  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
county  court,  conditioned  to  keep  and  conduct  said  coffee- 
house in  such  manner,  and  under  such  restrictions,  as  may 
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be  prescribed  by  said  trustees  and  the  by-laws  of  said  1870. 
town>  The  bond  shall  remain  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said 
coart,  and  the  applicant  shall  pay  the  clerk  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  for  administering  the  oath,  takinj;  the 
bond,  and  making  the  order.  The  trastees  shall  have 
power,  at  any  time,  to  suppress  and  amend  said  license 
whenever  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  it  best 
for  the  town.  The  keeper  of  such  coffee-house  shall  be 
subject  to  indictment,  and  fined  for  keeping  a  tippling- 
faouse,  if  he  shall,  in  any  way  or  manner,  violate  his  bond, 
and  upon  the  trial  of  any  such  indictment,  the  license 
herein  provided  shall  be  no  defense  for  him,  if  it  is 
ahown  that  he  has,  in  any  particular,  violated  the  bond. 
§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  816. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Kentackj   Ri?er  Turnpike  Road 

Oompanj,  in  Clark  Coontj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsJtembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Kentucky  River  Turnpike 
Road  Company  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  compa- 
ny to  build  a  branch  road,  beginning  at  the  Hayden  cor- 
ner, and  running  south  of  east  to  Philip  Nunley's,  on  the 
Winchester  and  Boonesboro  Turnpike  Road,  all  in  Clark 
county,  making  Lewis  Holliday's  house  a  point  in  the  line 
of  said  branch  road. 

§  2.  The  grade  of  said  branch  road  shall  be  eighteen 
feet  in  width,  and  the  metal  shall  be  sixteen. 

^  3.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  toll-gate 
on  said  road  when  completed,  and  collect  tolls  according 
to  distance,  not  to  exceed  the  rates  now  prescribed  by  law. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  817. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  HajsTille  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Keniifcky : 

$  1.  That  in  all  cases  in  which  the  Maysville  and  Big 
Sandy  Railroad  Company  shall  have  paid  for  lands  for  the 
Use  of  their  road,  and  such  lands  since  shall  have  been  ad- 
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1870.  veppely  possessed,  the  paid  company  sbaH  have  the  farther 
time  of  seven  years  from  the  pass^age  of  thin  act  to  re^ 
enter  and  re-post^ess  themselves  of  such  land»:  Provided^ 
however,  This  act  shall  not  apply  tn  cases  >^bere  the 
right  of  the  company  to  re-enter  shall  already  have  beea 
barred  by  the  laws  now  in  force. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  819. 

AJT  act  for  the  benefit  of  Woodford  Connty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  whereas,  the  county  court  of  Woodford  coun- 
ty has  heretofore  made,  under  various  limitations  and  con-* 
ditions,  sundry  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  various 
turnpike  road  companies  in  said  county  ;  and  whereas, 
doubts  have  arisen  as  to  whether  ail  of  the  subr^criptionff 
were  fully  authorized  by  then  existing  laws  ;  therefore,  be 
it  enacted,  that  all  the  acts  of  the  county  court  in  mak- 
ing said  subscriptions  are  hereby  legalized  and  declared 
lawful. 

§  2.  That  the  said  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of 
the  peace  of  said  county  being  present  and  constituting  a 
part  of  the  same,  may  hereafter  make  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  any  turnpike  road  company  to  an  amount 
not  e^tceeding  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  for  each  mile 
of  the  road  to  be  constructed  in  said  county,  to  be  paid  in 
bonds  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  court  may  attach  any 
limitations,  conditions,  and  restrictions  to  the  subscriptions 
it  may  deem  advisable. 

§  3.  Whenever  the  president  of  any  turnpike  road  com- 
pany to  which  a  subscription  may  have  been  made  by  the 
court  shall  present  to  the  judge  of  said  court  an  affitlavit, 
verified  by  himself,  and  showing  that  a  mile  of  turnpike 
road  has  been  constructed  in  said  county  by  the  compaoyy 
and  giving  a  survey  of  the  part  so  constructed,  and  the 
judge  shall  be  satic^ed  that  a  mile  of  such  road  has  been 
completed  in  the  proper  manner  and  is  ready  for  public 
travel,  it  shall  be  his  duty  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  to  the  company  county  bonds  (and  deliver  the  same 
to  the  president)  to  the  amount  of  the  subscription  of  the 
county  for  the  naile,  and  the  judge  may  proceed  in  the 
same  manner  fjr  each  additional  mile  construct!  d;  and  if, 
after  the  entire  road  is  finished,  a  fraction  of  a  taile  shall 
remain,  to  issue  the  due  proportion  of  bonds  for  such  frac- 
tion. The  bonds  mentioned  herein  shall  be  each  for  such 
sums  as  the  judge  may  think  best,  bearing  interest  at  the 
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rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  at  the  ofRce  of  1870. 
the  clerk  of  said  court  on  a  day  not  exceeding  thirty  (iO) 
years  from  their  date.  They  shail  be  signed  by  the  judge, 
countersigned  by  the  clerk,  shall  be  regularly  numbered, 
and  must  show  upon  their  fnce  to  what  company  and  for 
what  mile  of  the  road  they  have  been  issued.  A  record  of 
each  bond,  showing  the  number,  date,  amount,  when  paya* 
ble,  and  to  whnC  company  issued,  shall  be  kept  in  said 
clerk's  office.  The  interest  on  the  bonds  shall  be  payable 
at  said  office  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year; 
but  if  any  are  issued  after  the  county  tax  has  been  levied 
by  the  court  for  that  current  year,  the  judge  may  postpone 
the. payment  of  the  first  installment  of  interest  to  any  day 
not  exceeding  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  bond.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  composed  of  justices  as 
aforesaid,  when  it  fixes  and  levies  the  county  taxes  or 
tithes,  to  levy  an  additional  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said 
ceunty  taxed  for  State  purposes,  and  as  ascertained  and 
determined  by  the  assessors'  books,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  interest  en  said  bonds  and  of  establishing  a  sinking 
fund  to  meet  and  discharge  the  bonds  at  maturity.  The 
sheriff  of  Woodford  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect 
said  tax,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  same  and  all  his 
acts  in  the  premises,  on  his  bond  given  for  the  county  tax 
levied  on  property.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers  to  col- 
lect the  tax,  and  may  proceed  in  the  same  way  and  have 
the  same  commissions  as  in  the  collection  of  the  State 
revenue. 

§  4.  The  said  court,  composed  as  aforesaid,  shall  have 
full  power  to  control,  manage,  and  loan  out  said  sinking 
fund  through  such  agencies  and  in  such  ways  as  may  be 
deemed  best,  and  may  charge,  receive,  and  collect  any  rate 
of  interest  on  the  same  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  per 
annum. 

§  5.  The  bonds  in  every  case  shall  be  received  by  the 
companies  at  their  full  par  value,  and  certificates  of  unen- 
cumbered shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall 
be  issued  by  the  company  to  the  county  for  the  iull  amount 
of  bonds  received.  The  said  county  judge  may  issue,  un- 
der the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  this  act,  bonds  in 
payment  of  any  or  all  appropriation  or  subscriptions  here- 
tofore made  to  any  turnpike  road  company  in  the  said 
county. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas^ 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  authorise  M«  B.  Ooble  to  erect  a  Booot  acroes  Blain  Creekf 

in  Lawrence  Covntj. 

Be  it  eriacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommamoeaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  M.  B.  Goble,  of  Lawrence  county,  Kentucky, 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  permitted  to  erect  and  keep  across 
Blain  creek,  in  Lawrence  connty,  Kentdcky,  at  or  near  it» 
month,  a  boom,  for  the  purpose  of  catching,  securing,  and 
keeping  such  loose  saw-logs  as  may  come. against  it;  and 
for  each  saw-log  so  caught,  kept^  and  secured  by  said 
Goble,  he  is  authorized  to  charge  the  owner  thereof  the 
sum  of  fifteen  cents;  and  a  lien  is  hereby  created  in  bi» 
favor  upon  ail  such  logs  so  caught,  for  tbe  amount  of 
boomage  due,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  2.  Before  erecting  said  boom  the  said  Goble  is  re< 
quired  to  execute,  before  the  judge  of  tbe  Lawrence 
county  court,  a  bond,  with  approved  surety,  conditioned 
that  the  said  Goble  will  pay  to  any  person,  injured  by 
any  neglect  in  keeping  said  boom,  all  damages  which 
they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  such  neglect. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

CHAPTER  821. 

AN  ACT  to  ameD^  ao  act,  entitled  <^An  act  to  increase  tbe  Resonrtes  of 
the  Sinkiag  Fund  of  the  City  of  LouisTille." 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  licenses  and  other  taxes  which  are  set 
apart  for,  or  go  into  tbe  sinking  fund  of,  the  city  of  Lou- 
isville, shall  be  paid  in  money,  and  no  warrant  or  other 
liability  of  said  city  shall  be  a  good  offset  against  the 
same. 

§  2.  The  commissioners  of  tbe  sinking  fund  shall  fill  all 
Tacancies  in  the  office  of  treasurer  and  secretary,  license 
and  assistant  license  inspectors,  and  shall  prescribe  the 
salary  of  said  officers,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  five 
lyindred  dollars  for  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  one  thou** 
sand  five  hundred  dollars  per  aiknam  for  license  or  assist- 
ant license  inspectors ;  they  may  remove  the  Incumbent 
in  any  of  ^aid  offices,  and  declare  the  office  vacant,  with 
the  concurrence  of  ail  of  the  commissioners. 

§  8.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may  pre- 
scribe and  regulate  the  mode  of  issuing  and  assessing 
licenses :  Provided^  however^  They  shall  have  no  authority 
to  establish  the  rates  of  the  different  classes  of  licenses^ 
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§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-      1870.

CHAPTER  82S. 

AN  ACT  to  firiber  amend  the  several   acts  in  relation  to   tkt  Town  of 

Wiocbester. 

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  Generml  As§enMg  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  board  of  trastees  of  the  town  of  Winchester  JJSJt^SIeSf* 
ehall  have  power  and  authority  to  assess  annually,  levy 
and  collect,  a  tax  on  all  real  and  personal  estate  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  which  is  required  to  be  given 
in  for  State  taiation,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property.  They  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  an  annual  poll-tax  on  each  free 
male  inhabitant,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  of  not 
exceeding  two  dollars. 

$2.  They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  tax  all  iCarUzthe- 
theatrical  performances,  concerts,  circuses,  shows,  and  ftrnaneet,^ 
exhibitions  of  any  kind  whatever,  in  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  for  each  day  the  same  shall 
be  exhibited  or  performed  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
or  within  one  mile  of  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  may, 
by  ordinance  or  by-law,  affix  a  penalty  for  failure  to  pay 
said  tax,  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars,  and  the  cost  of 
prosecution. 

§3.  They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  tax  all  u^jUxdfi 
gift  enterprises  set  up  in  said  town,  and  all  goods,  wares,  enterprisetiaei 
merchandise,  notions,  nostrums,  patent  or  other  medicine, 
sold  in  any  house,  booth,  stall,  or  in  any  street,  alley,  or 
lot  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  by  any  person  other 
than  a  citizen  of  said  town,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  far  each  day  any  of  the  above  named  articles  shall 
be  so  sold ;  and  may  affix  a  penalty  for  a  failure  to  pay 
aaid  tax,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and  the 
costs  of  prosecution. 

$4.  They  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  tax  auc-  VayUzavt- 
tioneers  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  *"''••"••'*' 
day  g^ods,  wares,  or  merchandi;9e  shall  be  sold  to  bidders 
at  public  auction  in  said  town,  and  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  so  sold,  or  to 
be  sold,  for  said  tax.  They  shall  have  power  to  license 
all  auctioneers,  and  fix  the  amount  of  said  license,  and 
no  one  shall  presume  to  act  as  auctioneer  in  said  town, 
unless  said  license  shall  be  first  obtained.

Sland^oif"'  ^^  ^^  ^^®  personal  property  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  whola 
of  such  tax,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  estate 
shall  fail  to  pay  said  tax  by  the  30th  day  of  December  of 
the  year  in  which  the  same  is  due,  the  collector  shall,  on 
the  first  day  of  some  county  court  held  in  and  for  Clark

faave  their  orders  executed  at  their  own  expense,  and

person,  profane  swearing,  running  horses  or  mules  through 
the  streets  of  said  town,  fast  driving  or  riding  throu^fh 
Baid  streets,  firing  guns  or  pistols  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  making  report  by  firing  powder  or  crackers,  blow- 
ing horns,  crying  aloud  either  by  day  or  night,  or  making 
any  unusual  or  unnecessary  noise,-  and  all  other  riotous 
or  boisterous  conduct  whatever  in  said  town;  said  board  May  abate 
shall  have  full  pov^er  and  authority  to  prevent,  abate,  and  "^^^^n^^*- 
remove  all  nuisances  within  said  town  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  owners  or  occupiers,  or  of  the  parlies  upon 
whose  ground  said  nuisances  exist,  and  to  define  and  de- 
clare by  ordinance  what  shall  be  a  nuisance  within  said 
town;  and  to  punish  by  fine  any  person  for  keeping,  caus- 
ing, erecting,  or  committing  a  nuisance  within  the  limits 
of  said  town;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  ;  to  provide  for  the 
prevention  of  breaking  or  trainirfg  horses  or  mules,  or.ex- 
bibiting  stallions  in  the  streets  or  alleys  of  said  town,  and 
Affix  a  penalty  therefor ;  to  pass  by-laws  for  prohibiting 
cattle,  hogs,  and  other  stock  from  running  at  large  in  the 
streets  or  alleys  of  said  town,  and  affixing  penalties  for 
the  breach  thereof;  said  trustees  shall  have  all  power 
granted  to  trustees  of  towns  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
State.

§  22.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  care  and 
control  of  the  market-house,  and  shall,  annually,  appoint 
a  market-master,  who  shall  give  bond  and  security,  to  be 
approved  by  the  said  board,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  assigned  him  by  said  board.

railroad  bonds  of  said  city,  being  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  amount,  which  mature  in  the  year  1672. 
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5  2.  That  the  city  coancil  of  aaid  city  are  hereby  fully       1870. 
aathorized  and  empowered  to  contract  for  the  renewal, 
for  any  time  not  to  exceed  fifteen  years,  of  any  portion 
of  said  bonds .  which  mature  in  the  year   1872. 

§  3.  That  the  said  city  council  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
aathorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  col- 
lected, in  the  same  manner  as  other. city  taxes,  and  in 
addition  to  the  taxes  already  provided  for,  a  tax  not  to 
exceed  twenty  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars'  val* 
nation  of  taxable  property  in  said  city,  annually,  for  a 
period  of  two  years;  and  the  money  arising  from  the 
taxes  provided  for  in  this  section,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  shall  be  necessary,  shall,  under  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  said  council,  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of 
the  coupons  of  the  bonds,  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars in  amount,  heretofore  issued  by  the  said  city,  and 
known  as  the  water^^ works  bonds:  Provided^  That  here- 
after the  net  proceeds  realized  in  the  way  of  revenues 
and  earnings  of  said  water- works  be  refunded  as  soon  as 
the  same  are  realized  to  the  revenue  proper  of  said  city, 
until  an  amount  be  thus  refunded  equal  to  all  the  ex- 
penditures which  may  be  incurred  as  aforesaid  in  the 
payment  of  said  coupons. 

$  4.  The  city  council  may,  by  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  all  of  its  members,  release  the  Franklin 
Library  of  the  city  of  Covington  from  all  municipal  and 
city  taxes. 

1 5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury,  in 
favor  of  Alfred  £.

AN  ACT  for  the    benefit  of  Jordan    Neal,  late    Sheriff  of  Estill   Coantf. 

WuEREAS,  Jordan  Neal,  late  sherifT  of  Estill  county, 
did  receive  Auditor's  delinquent  list  No.  1,  for  the  year 
1868,  amounting  [to]  fiity-five  dollars  and  ten  cents,  on 
which  he  collected  sixty  cents,  and  failed  to  return  said 
list  as  required  by  law,  and  has  never  received  any  credit 
therefor;  but  has  settled  with  the  Auditor,  and  paid  the 
full  amount  of  said  list,  and  that  the  persons  owing  said 
taxes  were  then  and  are  now  insolvent;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  Neal  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed 
the  further  time  till  the  1st  of  June,  1870,  to  make  out  and 
return  said  list  in  the  same  manner  as  if  made  at  the 
time  required  bylaw;  and  when  so  returned  certified  to 
the  Auditor,  the  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of 
said  Neal  for  the  sum  of  fifty-four  dollars  and  forty  cents. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  827. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  thq  Saint  Patrick's  Benevolent  Society,  of  Loais- 

ville. 

Be  a  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwedtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1,  That  John  P.  McGrath,  Phelix  O'Neal,  Thomas 
McNalley,  John  O'Day,  Patrick  O'Flarety,  managers  of 
the  Saint  Patrick's  Benevolent  Society,  of  Louisville,  and 
their  successors  in  ofBce,  regularly  appointed,  as  herein- 
after provided,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid ;  and 
by  said  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  in 
law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleaded  and  being 
impleaded;  and  may  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  upon 
which  to  erect  buildings  suitable  for  the  objects  of  this 
society :  Fiovided,  however^  That  the  annual  income  of 
every  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dol- 
lars ($5,000). 

§  2.  The  object  of  said  society  shall  be  to  create  a  per- 
manent fund  for  the  support  of  its  members  when  over- 
taken by  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  for  their  decent  inter- 
ment alter  death;  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may  own 
and  hold  personal  estate  by  gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  not 
to  exceed  at  any  one  time  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
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$  3.  The  regular  officers  of  said  society  shall  be  a  presi-  1870. 
dent,  two  vice-presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  lour  wardens, 
two  stewards,  the  whole  of  whom,  except  the  treasurer 
and  stewards,  shall  constitute  an  executive  committee. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  enact  such  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  said  society  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  have  the  right 
to  repeal  or  alter  them  at  pleasure;  to  require  such  bonds 
of  its  financial  officers  as  may  be  deemed  safe  and  prudent. 
The  officers  to  hold  office  for  the  term  and  under  such  re- 
strictions as  may  be  imposed  by  the  by- laws.  The  Legis- 
lature reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  repeal  this  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  and  extend  the  Boandaries  of  the  City  of 

Tompkinsville,  in  Monroe  County.

^  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Tompkinsville,  in 
Monroe  county,  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended  as  follows, 
and  the  boundaries  of  said  town  are  hereby  changed  as 
follows :  To  begin  on  a  lin^  at  or  near  Ray's  and  Chism's 
mill-dam,  running  a  northeast  course  to  the  residence  of 
Charles  Collins,  including  it;  thence  north  course  to  res- 
idence of  J.  P.  Monroe,  including  it;  thence  a  northwest 
coarse  to  brick  residence  of  L.  A.  Smithwick,  on  Glasgow 
road,  including  it;  thence  southwest  course  to  Federal 
cemetery,  including  it;  thence  nearly  south  course  to  the 
town  line  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  near  widow  Radford 
Mazey's,  on  the  Scottsville  road,  including  Smith  Maxey's 
baildings;  thence  with  old  line  to  the  beginning;  and 
the  charter  of  said  city  is  so  amended  as  to  include  said 
boundaries  in  said  city. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  law  in  reference  to  the  place  of  residence 
of  the  jailer  of  Boone  county  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
so  amended,  as  to  make  it  lawful  for  the  jailer  to  ve^xAt  at 
any  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Bar- 
lihgton.

CHAPTER  831. 

AN  ACT  to  create  and  regulate  the  office  of  County  Treasurer  for  Pendle* 

ton  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  for  the  county  for  Pen- 
dleton  the  office  of  county  treasurer ;  said  officer  shall  be 
elected  at  the  first  election  by  the  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  county  and  the  county  judge,  a  majority  thereof 
being  present,  and  a  majority  so  present  shall  be  necessary 
to  elect;  which  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
in  May,  1870.  The  person  so  elected  shall  hold  his  office 
till  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  At 
the  court  of  claims  for  said  county,  in  the  year  1870,  and 
at  the  same  court  every  four  years  thereafter,  a  successor 
to  said  office  shall  be  elected. 

§  2.  Said  treasurer  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  one  or 
more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  presiding  judge  of 
said  court,  a  bond  similar  to  that  required  by  law  to  be 
given  by  collectors  of  the  county  levy,  to  be  sued  upon  in 
the  same  manner* 
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§  3.  It  Bhall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  collect,  1870. 
receive,  and  receipt  for  all  money  due  or  to  become  due 
to  said  county  from  the  several  collecting  officers  thereof, 
to  be  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  lie  inhall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
institute  actions  against  all  delinquent  sheriiTs  or  collectors 
of  said  county.  In  the  month  of  October  of  each  year 
such  eherifl's  and  collectors  shall  settle  their  accounts  with 
said  treasurer,  and  pay  over  any  balance  due  by  them; 
and  at  the  county  court  held  in  the  following  month,  said 
treasurer  shall  report  such  settlements  to  the  county  court. 
He  shall  keep  a  book,  to  be  furnished  and  paid  for  as  other 
pablic  books,  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of 
all  money  received  by  him  for  the  county,  showing  when, 
and  on  what  account  received,  and  when  and  on  what  ac- 
count disbursed  by  him. 

$  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  one  except  said  treas- 
urer to  receive  any  money  due  or  to  become  due  to  said 
county  :  Provided^  however^  That  the  sheriff  or  collector 
may,  as  heretofore,  pay  off  claims  against  the  county  out  of 
the  county  levy,  and  receive  credit  therefor  in  his  said  set- 
tlements. 

§5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of.  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  in  the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  to  settle 
the  county  treasurer's  accounts,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  next  county  court,  which  shall  lie  over  to  the  succeed- 
ing term  for  exception,  and  if  no  exceptions  are  then 
taken,  or  those  taken  are  overruled,  said  settlement  shall 
be  confirmed  and  recorded.  Said  judge  shall  receive  the 
compensation  allowed  by  law  in  other  cases  for  making 
said  settlement. 

§  6.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  record  all  the  settle- 
ments herein  provided  for,  and  shall  for  his  services  re- 
ceive fees  as  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  county  levy. 

§  7.  The  county  court,  composed  as  required  for  the  elec- 
tion of  the  treasurer,  shall  fix  the  rates  of  compensation 
to  be  allowed  him,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during 
his  term  of  office,  but  may  at  any  time  be  by  them  in- 
creased. 

§  8.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  eiect  from  its  passage.

(c)  the  center  of  the  Clhfton  road;  thence  south  three 
degrees,  eighteen  [  ninutes],  three  chains,  and  eighteen 
links  to  a  stake;  thence  south  sixty-eight  degrees,  west  ' 
twenty-one  and  filty  one  hundredths  chains  to  the  Louis- 
ville and  Harrodt«burg  Turnpike  Road,  same  couriC,  three 
and  eighteen  one  hundredths  chains  to  a  stone ;  thence 
north  fiiry-five  degrees,  west  twenty-seven  and  fifty  one 
hundredths  chains  to  a  stone;  thence  north  fifty  five  de- 
grees,  east  three  and  eighteen  one  hundredths  chains,  to 
the  beginning.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Loaisvllle  GymnaBium  and  RoUa  Skating  Asso- 
ciation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Gommonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Daniel  P.  White,  A.  P.  Cochran,  Frank  Praig- 
ofT,  and  their  associates,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politie 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  '*  Louisville  Gymna- 
sium and  Roita  Skating  Association ;"  and  under  that 
name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
coe  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  to  purchase  and 
hold  real  and  personal  estate,  and  establish  a  library  con- 
nected therewith ;  and  as  such  may  ordain  and  put  in  exe- 
cution such  by-laws,  and  rules  and  regulations,  for  the 
government  of  said  a*«sociation,  and  the  prudent  and  effi- 
cient management  of  its  afl^airs,  as  may  be  deemed  proper, 
provided  the  same  be  not  in  conflict  with  the  Constituiion 
and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
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1870.  bandred  dollars  each,  and  the  ^ame  may  be  taken  and  sub* 
scribed  at  any  time  or  place  the  incorporators  before  herein 
named  (who,  tor  that  purpose,  are  hereby  constituted  com- 
misdionern)  may  open  books  therefor. 

§  3.  When  twenty-five  ihuuaand  dollars  of  stock  is  sub- 
scribed the  corporation  ohall  organize  by  the  election  of 
seven  directors  Irom  the  stockhoiders,  who,  when  elected, 
shall  hold  their  oflices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  succesa* 
ora  are  elected.  From  their  number  thus  elected  a  presi- 
dent shall  be  elected.  They  f^hall  also  have  power  to  elect 
a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  agents  anJ  em- 
ployees as  deemed  proper,  and  may  require  from  each  a 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  datiea, 
prescribed  by  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

$  4.  Said  stock  shall  be  paid  in  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on 
said  stock  for  any  and  all  liabilities  of  said  stockholders 
to  said  corporation. 

§  5.  That  thin  law  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  the  date  of  its  passage.

may  be  done  Bird  Jameson,  as.-<ignee  of  the  aforesaid  Z.  C. 
Hibbs,  by  issuing  of  a  patent  upon  the  survey  aforesaid, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assenibfj/  of  the  Comtnonwitdth 
of  Kentucky:. 

§  1.  That  the  Register  of  tbe  Land  Office  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  is  hereby  directed  to  put  to  record  a  properly 
certified  copy  of  the  survey  described  in  the  foregoing 
preamble,  and  to  issue  to  the  aforesaid  Bird  Jameson,  a 
patent  for  same,  as  though  it  had  been  filed  in  due  time: 
Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  in- 
terfere with  the  vested  rights  of  any  other  person,  or  any 
survey  previously  made. 
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§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.  1870.

§  1.  That  an  act  to  repeal  the  charter  and  reincorporate 
the  town  of  Elizabethtown,  in  Hardin  county,  approved 
February  2C,  1868,  be,  and  it  ia  hereby,  amended  as  fol- 
luwTfl:  That  is,  that  the  authority  granted  to  tbe  truistees 
in  the  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  and  sixteenth  sections  of  said 
act,  giving  them  exclui^ve  right  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
liquoi'd  in  said  town,  so  far  as  it  took  from  the  county 
court  the  power  to  license  hoteL"*,  taverns,  and  coffee- 
houses, be,  and  it  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  authority  to 
grant  the  same  is  by  this  act  re-invested  in  the  county 
court. 

^  2.  Provided,  that  the  county  court  shall  not  grant 
either  of  said  licenses  to  any  person  applying  for  the 
name,  until  such  person  shall  produce  to  the  court  a 
license  granted  to  him  to  kt^ep  such  house  by  the  trus- 
tees of  snid   town  of  Ellzabethtown.

CHAPTER  84a. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  trespassing  in  Hancock  Countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  in  the  county  of  Hancock  it  shall  hereafter 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  shoot  within  the  indosure 
of  another  without  express  permission  of  the  occupant 
thereof,  or  to  shoot,  unless  first  authorized  by  the  occu- 
pant, about  the  premises  and  on  the  lands  of  aniHher, 
negligently,  so  as  to  endanger  any  person  or  any  liv^ 
stock  on  said  premises:  Provided,  There  shall  hdve  beea 
posted  In  three  or  more  public  and  conspicuous  places,  at 
the  outskirts  of  such  inclosure  or  premises,  a  plain  notice, 
in  any  form  of  expression,  that  such  shooting  is  forbidden. 
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187©*  ^v2.  Upon   information  on  oath   to   any  jastice  of  the 

p^K3e  or  police  jud|3:e  of  said  county  of  any  Tiolation  of 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justice  or  judge  to 
forthwith  issue  his  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  person 
accused,  and  cause  him  to  be  brought  before  himself  or 
•ome  other  justice  or  judge  of  the  county  for  trial;  and 
any  peace  officer,  upon  the  notification  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  occupant  of  such  inclosure  or  premises,  may 
immediately  arrest  any  one  he  may  find  violating  this  act, 
and  bring  him  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  police 
judge  of  said  county  for  trial. 

(  3.  Any  person  so  charged  and  held  shall  be  summarily 
tried,  or  may  be  admitted  to  bail  on  giving  bond,  with 
good  security,  for  his  appearance  for  trial  at  any  time 
within  twenty  days,  or,  on  failure  to  give  bail,  may  be 
committed  to  the  county  jail;  and  on  being  tried  and 
found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  he  shall  be  fined 
for  each  offense  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars,  recoverable  in  thef  name  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Commonwealth  ;  and  for  the  collection  f^f  such  fine  a 
cap'ms  shall  issue  immediately. 

§  4.  But  no  action  shall  be  maintained  for  any  violation 
of  this  act  unless  begun  within  sixty  days  after  such  vio- 
lation.

AN  ACT  to  proTide  a  Road  Law  for  the  Oosntj  of  Kobertsoa. 

Be  %t  enacted  by  the  General  AssemUi^  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  levy  court  shall  elect  a  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  roads  for  the  county  of  Robertson,  who 
•hall  hold  hid  office  for  two  years,  and  whose  duty  it  shall 
be.  to, oversee  all  county  roads  within  said  county,  keep 
them  in  good  order,  build  alt  necessary  bridges  on  county 
roads,  remove  all  obstructions  which  may  be  placed  upon 
any  such  roads,  and  open  or  change  any  road  or  roads 
that  the  county  court  may  direct. 

§  2.  That  said  superintendent  shall  be  empowered  to 
hire  as  many  and  such  hands  as  may  be  necessary  to  per- 
form the  necessary  work  on  said  roads,  and  he  shall  pay 
the  smallest  wages  possible  to  hire  good  suitable  hands; 
and  shall  also  be  empowered  to  purchase  all  necessary 
tools  or  implements  to  perform  said  work  with;  and  toob 
and  implements  shall  belong  to  the  county,  and  be  under 
the  control  of  the  acting  superintendent. 

^  3.  That  said  superintendent  shall  make  a  full  report 
of  all  the  work  be  baa  had  performed,  all  the  tools  or 
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implements  he  l\rs  purchased,  and  the  foil  coat  of  such  1'870! 
"Work  and  tools  and  iinplenients,  and  all  other  expenses 
necessary  to  the  full  performance  of  his  duties  on  said 
roads,  and  the  full  report  of  the  number  of  day^  he  was 
engeiged  in  performing  bis  duties  upon  the  roads,  to  the 
couniy  court. 

§  4.  That  said  superintendent  shall  be  paid  a  reasonable 
compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  court. 

§-5.  That  said  levy  court,  at  their  annual  sef^s ion,  shall 
assess  a  tax  of  not  more  than  five  cents  on  eat^h  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property,  and  not  more  than 
two  dollars  on  each  person  now  required  by  law  to  work 
roads  in  said  count}'. 

§  6.  That  said  county  levy  shall  be  collected  by  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  as  any  other  county  levy,  and  he 
shall  pay  out  the  same  in'  discharge  of  the  liaFtilities  in- 
curred by  the  superintendent  for  labor,  tools,  or  imple* 
mente  purchased  by  him,  upon  the  certiKcate  of  the 
superintendent  given  to  the  laborer  or  seller  of  the  tools 
or  implements,  tthowitig  the  number  of  days  he  has 
labored,  and  the  price  per  day,  or  the  amount  and  char- 
acter of  tools  and  implements  bought,  and  their  price; 
and  the  obligations  tahall  be  the  same  under  this  act  as 
they  now  are  in  relation  to  the  county  levy  as  prescribed 
by  section  six,  article  two,  chapter  twenty-nix^  iievised 
Statutes:  Provided^  That  the  sheriff  shall  take  up  and 
pay  DO  certificate  until  the  same  shall  be  indorsed  ap- 
proved by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court,  and 
be  shall  have  credit  in  his  annual  settlement  lor  no  cer- 
ficate  that  shall  not  be  thus  indorsed. 

^  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  efiect  whenever  it  shall 
receive  a  majority  of  the  qualffied  voters  of  said  county'. 
The  county  judge  i<hall,  at  the  first  general  election  in  the 
county,  and  as  otten  thereafter  as  he  may  think  nece:«sary, 
cause  a  vote  to  be  taken,  each  voter  being  allowed  to  vote 
for  or  agaiuAt  the  bill,  as  he  may  desire.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsHmbly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Hugh  Means,  R.  D.  Callihan,  Dr.  Hiram  Fur- 
person,  W.  C  Irelnnd,  Dr.  J.  W.  Martin,  Jos.  M.  Alexan- 
der, John  Kraus,  John  MeanS)  and  R.  W.  Lampton,  and 
their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ash- 
laad  Cemetery  Company;  and  by  that  name  said  company 
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1870.       8*^a''  fiave  perpetual  eoccession ;   and  ehall  be  able  and 
capable,  in  law,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended,  in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealih  and  el:=ewhere; 
they  shall  have  power  to  purchase  any  quantity  of  land  in 
the  county  of  Boyd,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  and 
receive  a  conveyance  therefor,  with  such  covenant  of  war- 
ranty as  they  may  deem  proper.     The  land  and  appur- 
tenances, when  conveyed  to  said  company,  ghall  be  held 
solely  and    exclusively    for   a   cemetery    and    ornamental 
grounds  connected  therewith,  and  shall  never  be  alienated, 
sold,  or  used   for    any   other  purpose    whatever;  but  the 
company  may  permit  their  superintendent  or  other  officers 
to  u.^e  any  portion  of  their  grounds  not  sold  for  burial  lota 
for  horticultural  purposes,  but  the  same  shall  not  be  used  in 
a  manner  inconsistent  with  the  reverence  and  respect  due 
to  the  cemetery  of  the  dead.     The  grounds,  fixtures,  shrub- 
bery, and  every  thing  growing  therein,  t^hall  be  exempt 
from  taxation;  and   after  the  grounds  shall  be  fully  paid 
for,  no  part  thereof  shall  ever  be  subject  to  sale  by  virtue 
of  mortgage,  judgment,    execution,    or    decree,   for  any 
cause  whatever.     No  road  or  other  passway  shall  ever  be 
opened   through  said  grounds,  unless  by  consent  of  said 
company,  and  shall  not,  in  any  event,  pass  over  or  interfere 
in  any  way  with  any  lot  which  may  have  been  sold  by 
said  company  for  burihl  purposes.     The  said  company  may 
take  and  receive,  by  gilt  or  devise,  any  land  or  other  prop- 
erty, to  be  held  or  appropriated  to  the  ornamenting,  im- 
proving, or  extending  the  grounds  of  the  company,  subject 
to  the   restriction   aforesaid  ;  and    may    vest  in    State  or 
bond  stock  or  loan  any  spare  funds  they  may  at  any  time 
have,  but  shall  never  exercise  any  banking  powers. 

§  2.  That  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  per&tons  named  in  the  preceding  section,  oc  any  three 
of  them,  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened  in  the  town  of 
Ashland,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the 
stock  of  sHid  company.  Said  books  shall  be  opened  at  the 
office  of  the  Kentucky  Iron,  Coal,  and  Manufacturing 
Company,  in  said  town,  and  such  other  places  as  may  be 
designated.  The  shares  of  said  company  shall  he,  each, 
ten  dollars;  and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  until  at 
least  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  when 
they  may  be  closed  :  Provided,  however,  That  any  person 
may  llierealter  make  private  subscriptions  upon  the  books 
of  said  company,  with  the  consent  of  the  company. 

§  3.  That  so  soon  as  the  books  shall  be  clos^ed,  the  said 
corporators,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  ihey  may  appoint,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
shareholders,  who  shall  elect  five  trustees,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  three  years,  and  until  their  successor* 
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Bhall  bft  elected  and  qualified.  Said  board  of  trusteea  1870. 
shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  eiA  j)re?*ident.  and 
shall  have  pf»wer  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  body.  Three 
trustee:*  shnll  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  Death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  county 
of  Boyd,  shall  vacate  the  office  of  trustee,  and  none  but 
shareholders  residing  in  Boyd  county  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  offi(!e  of  trustee.  Election  ot^  trustees  shall  be  held 
every  three  years;  and  if,  for  any  cause,  an  election  shall 
not  be  held  at  the  proper  time,  then  s^id  trustees  shall 
appoint  some  other  time  for  the  election;  and  the  elec- 
tions shhll  be  held  under  the  directions  of  the  board  of 
trustees  then  in  office,  and  (a]  majority  of  the  sharehold- 
ers who  vote  shall  elect.  Reasonable  public  notice  shall 
always  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  elec- 
tions.    Printed  or  written  notices,  posted   in   four  public 

places  in   the  town  of  Ashland,  [ days]   next  before 

the  election,  shall  be  deemed  reasonable.  Every  owner 
of  a  lot  or  lots  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  a  share- 
holder, and  each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  thare  he  may  own.  Each  trustee,  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  make  oath  before 
some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  he  will  taithfully 
and   impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  s^all  have  power  to  appoint  a. 
superintendent,  clerk,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  regulate  their  terms  of  office; 
and  may  take  Irom  any  or  all  of  them  bond,  with  good 
security,  for  the  faiiblul  discharge  of  their  duties.  They 
shall  ke«*p  a  regular  record  of  their  proceeding"*,  aiid  of 
all  sales,  transi'ers,  and  disbursements;  and  shall  prepare 
and  keep  an  accurate  map  and  survey  of  the  grounds  and 
lots,  and  have  the  same  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
Boyd  county.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  and  sale  of  lots,  and  for  the  control, 
care,  and  management  of  the  grounds  and  graves,  and 
the  mode  ot  ornamenting  the  same,  and  establish  rules 
in  relaticm  to  the  interment  of  bodies,  and  make  such 
other  by-laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  lor 
the  purposes  of  the  company.  They  shall  have  power 
to  enter  upon  any  of  the  lots  and  remove  any  ornaments, 
fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may  be  placed  on  said  lots 
against  the  by-laws  or  regulations  of  said  C()mj)any. 

§  5.  That  so  soon  as  the  ground  is  purchased  and  the 
trustees  elected  and  qualified,  they  shall  have  power  to 
lay  out  and  ornament  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof;  and 
from  time  to  lime  erect,  repair,  or  add  such  buildings  or 
fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  lor  the  use  or  ornament  of 
the  cemetery  grounds,  or  shall  have  power  to  sell  burial 
lots  at  either  public  or  private  sale,  and  execute  convey- 
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1670.  ances  to  purchasers.  When  the  lots  shall  be  laid  off,  and 
before  any  sale  shall  be  made,  the  trustees  t<hall  give  ten 
daj's'  notice,  by  posting  written  or  printed  notices  in  Ash- 
land, at  four  or  more  public  places,  notifying  those  who 
have  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  that 
they  may  then  select  lots,  and  fix  the  time  wiihin  which 
such  selection  shall  be  made,  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
The  trustees  may  prescribe  such  rules  as  will  secure  fair- 
ness and  equity  in  the  choice.  The  price  of  the  lotd  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  6.  Thnt  when  a  burial  lot  is  sold  or  allotted  by  said 
company,  the  tru^^tees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  hhall  execute 
to  the  purchaser  a  certificates  thereof,  under  the  t^eal  of  the 
company,  which  shall  vest  the  purchaser  with  title  ;  which 
certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  oflSce  of  the 
Boyd  county  court;  and  the  seal  of  the  company  being 
annexed  to  t^aid  certificate,  shall  be  a  suflicient  authenti- 
cation to  admit  it  to  record ;  and  for  recording  each 
certificate  of  title,  together  with  his  own  official  certifi- 
cate appended  thereto,  the  plerk  of  said  court  may  charge 
a  fee  ot  fifty  cents  and  no  more.  All  subsequent  transfers 
shall  be  required  to  be  proved  or  acknowledged  and  re- 
corded in  the  manner  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State  in 
relation  to  the  conveyance  of  real  estate.  The  title  to  lots 
held  by  individuals  shall  pass  by  sale,  devise,  or  descent, 
'as  in  the  case  of  other  real  estate  ;  but  they  shall  never  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lots;  and  if  ap- 
plied to  any  other  purpose,  the  title  shall  revert  to  the 
company. 

§  7.  That  after  the  original  subscription  of  stock  shall 
have  been  extinguished,  as  hereinatter  provided,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  of  lots,  and  all  money  that  may  come 
to  the  company  from  any  other  source,  shall  be  applied 
for  all  time  to  come  to  the  ornament  and  imt)rovement  of 
the  grounds;  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings  and 
inclosures;  the  payment  of  its  incidental  expe.nste.s,  and  to 
the  purchase  of  additional  grounds,  if  enough  should  not 
be  secured  in  the  original  purchase. 

(  8.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  author- 
ities of  the  town  of  Ashland,  and  for  the  county  court  of 
Boyd  county,  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  said  company  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  each;  and 
in  the  event  of  such  subscriptions  being  made  and  paid  or 
secured  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to 
assign  to  them  proper  lots,  according  to  the  amounts  by 
them  respectively  subscribed  and  paid,  and  give  certificates 
of  title  therefor;  and  said  lots,  so  assigned  and  conveyed, 
shall  be  forever  set  apart  as  a  place  of  burial  for  paupers, 
strangers  or  sojourners  who  may  die  within  the  county  of 
Boyd  ;  and  to  all  such  the  satne  respect  bhall  be  paid  a« 
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to  tho8e  who  .:ay  be  the  owners  of  lots,  and  th«  money  to  1^70. 
pay  such  sub>criptioni4  shall  be  raised  by  said  county  court 
and  town  authorities  in  the  same  nnanner  in  which  they 
raise  their  town  and  county  revenue.  It  shall  also  be 
lawful  for  at]  lodges  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  of  all  chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Ma«!ion8,  of  all 
lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  of  all  divisions 
of  the  iSons  of  Temperance  or  other  temperance  organiza- 
tions in  said  county,  each  to  subscribe  for  and  hold  stock 
in  said  company  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  upon  such  subscriptions  being  made  and 
paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  they  t<hall  be  entitled  to  the 
value  thereof  in  lots  and  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges, 
and  subjected  to.  the  same  rules  and  regulations  which 
may  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  individual  stock- 
holders. 

§  9.  That  those  who  may  become  subscribers  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company  shall,  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  lots,  or  other  funds  of  the  company,  be 
entitled  to  have  the  sums  they  may  respectively  pay,  . 
repaid  to  them  by  the  company,  as  the  means  can  be 
spared  for  that  purpose;  and  if  hot  paid  within  one 
year  alter  the  organization  of  the  company,  interest 
shall  be  paid  after  one  year  on  any  pum  that  may  be 
due.  Tiiie  value  of  the  lots  respectively  tak^'n  by  stock-  ' 
holders  may  be  a  payment  on  the  stock  subscribed.  The 
shares  of  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  ntock  shall  be 
diminished  by  payment  as  made,  and  when  the  whole 
sum  shall  be  paid,  then  the  value  of  the  lots  b^ld  shall 
fix  the  shares.  In  determining  (he  shares  of  xtock,  the 
value  of  the  lotn,  without  regard  to  the  improvements 
or  monuments  that  may  be  placed  thereon,  shall  be  the 
criterion. 

§  10.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  forcibly,  and 
without  lawful  authority,  violate  any  of  the  graves  of  the 
dead,  or  any  vnult  which  may  be  erected  on  the  grounds 
of  the  company,  or  willfully  deface  any  of  the  tomb- 
stones, monuments,  or  inclosures,  or  willfully  injure  any 
of  the  ornament."*,  shrubbery,  fixtures,  or  buildings,  or 
in  any  way  damage  the  grounds  or  other  property  of  the 
company,  such  person  or  persons  so  offeniiing,  and  those 
who  may  aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
or  impriscmment,  or  both,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
thereof,  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  company  in  an 
action  lor  damages  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
thereof,  which  damage,  when  recovered,  shall  be  applied 
by  the  company  to  repair,  as  far  as  po;ssible,  the  injury 
that  has  been  done,  and  the  residue  to  the  general  uses 
of  the  company. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas^ai^e.

AN  ACT  to  fliripnd   an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to    incorporate  the  Farmera 
and  Drovers'   Bank,"  approved  February   18,   1869, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  words  "and  Inf^urance  Company,"  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  ineeried  inrimediately  after  the 
word  **Bank,"  wherever  the  same  occurs  in  the  original 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment;  so  that  the  name 
and  8t>  le  of  said  corporation  nhaii  in  future  be  that  of 
"The  Farmers  and  Drovers'  Bank  and  Innurance  Com- 
pany;" and  that  the  words  "any  other  place,"  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  inserted  immediately  alter  the  words 
"payable  at  its  bankings-house,"  in  the  twentieth  (20th) 
line  of  section    three   of  said   act. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  "Farmers  and- 
Drovers'  Bank  and  Insurance  Company"  to  make  any 
and  every  kind  and  description  of  inssurance,  on  all  kinds 
of  property  and  things  against  loss,  damage,  or  injury, 
from  any  cause  whatever,  for  such  considerations,  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  are  prescribed  by 
the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  touching  fire, 
marine,  and  lile  insurance  policies  as  may  be  designated, 
expressed,  and  contained  in  the  respective  policies,  cer- 
tificates, and  contracts,  issued  in  due  form  by  it.  And 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  reinsure  any  risk, 
or  any  part  of  any  risk,  on  which  it  may  have  made  in- 
surance.

Be  It  enacted  by  the  Ueneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  following  boundary,  viz:  Beginning  at  (1) 
the  northeast  corner  of  N.  H.  Jetfers'  lot,  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Covington  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road;  thence 
south  44,  east  \10\  poles,  to  a  stake  in  the  orchard  of  Urial 
Harrison  (the  said  line  running  just  two  feet  east  of,  and 
parallel  with,  the  east  line  of  the  cemetery  lot);  thence  south 
8  degrees,  east  12  poles,  to  the  southeast  corner  of  the  gar- 
den lot  of  said  Harrison  ;  thence  south  31),  west  89  poles, 
to  the  corner  of  B.  T.  Riggs'  lot;  thence  with  his  southern 
line  south  44  degrees,  west  10  poles,  to  his  corner;  theuce 
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north  75  degrees,  west  104  poles,  to  the  north  side  of  the  18701. 
turnpike  road,  to  a  j»take  southwest  of  Wm.  Smith's  sta- 
bles;  thence  north  8  dejjrees,  west  74  poles,  to  a  stake  in 
Mill  street,  west  of  the  residence  of  S.  Lucas;  thence 
north  6  de2:rees,*  east  119  poles,  to  the  northwest  corner  of 
N.  H.  Jeffers'  stable;  thence  with  his  northern  line  north 
76  degrees,  east  —  poles,  to  the  beginninir,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  established  as  and  for  the  corporate  boun- 
dary of  the  town  of  Williamstown. 

§  2.  That  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Williams- 
town  shall,  in  all  civil  actions  within  the  VVilliamstowa 
magisterial  district,  have  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  that 
of  justice  of  the  peace. 

§  3.  That  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Williamstc^wn 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  execute  process  in  civil  ac- 
tiony  issued  by  the  county  Ju«lge,  police  judge  of  said 
1,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  and  receive  and  receipt  for 
Paims,  and  collect  the  same,  within  the  Williamstown 
magisterial  district,  which  is  by  law  conferred  upon  con- 
stables, and  he  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  there- 
for which  is  by  law  allowed  to  constables  for  similar  ser- 
vices. And  the  marshal  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable 
for  all  claims  put  into  his  hands  for  collection,  to  the  same 
extent,  and  by  the  like  remedies,  which  is  by  law  given 
against  constables  and  their  securities,  of  which  the  police 
judge  of  said  town  shall  have  jurisdiction.  * 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 


sage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville,  Harrod's  Creek,  and  Westport  Bail- 
way  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonvseaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

J  1.  Alfred  T.  Pope  and  M.  Woods  Ferguson,  of  the 
city  of  Louisville;  W.  H.  Cropper,  of  Jetierscm  county; 
and  U.  Goodloe  Duernon  and  John  A.  Morrison,  of  Old- 
ham county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commit- 
sioners,  under  the  direction  of  whom,  or  any  three  (3)  of 
whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capitnl  stock 
of  the  Louit«ville,  Harrod's  Creek,  and  Westport  Railway 
Company,  hereby  incorporated ;  and  they  may  cause 
books  to  be  opened  at  ^uch  times  and  places  as  they 
may  elect,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  alter  having  ^iven 
such  notice  of  the  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem 
proper;  and  after  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  they 
may  continue  them  open  for  such  times,  and  may  ad- 
journ to  such  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Louisville,  Ilarrod's 
Creek,  and  Westport  Railway  Company  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred and  litty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000),  which  may  be 
increased  by  the  directors  of  the  company,  as  the  neces^ti- 
ties  of  the  road  may  demand,  to  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000),  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dcdiars  ($100)  each,  which  may  be  subscribed  for 
by  any  individual,  city,  town,  precinct,  county,  or  corpo- 
ration;  and  as  soon  as  one  thousand  (1.000)  r^hares  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  subscribers  thereof,  their  suc- 
ceasors  and  a^'signs,  i^hall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
to  be,  incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  the 
Loaisville,  Harrod's  Creek,  and  Westport  Railway  Com- 
pany;" and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing, 
holding,  Belling,  leasing,  and  conveying  real  estate  and 
personal  and  mixed  estate,  and  shall  have  succession  for  i 

ninety-nine  (99)  years;  and  by  said  corporate  name  shall 
sue  and  be  bued;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  renew  or  alter  at  pleasure;  and  shall 
have,  enjny,  ar^d  exercise  all  the  powers,  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, which  other  corporate  bodies  may  lawfully  have ; 
and  may  build  and  equip  a  railway,  with  such  appendages 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  convenient  u.'^e  6f  the 
same;  to  be  worked  and  operated  by  steam  power,  com- 
mencing at  or  near  what  is  known  as  the  *'  CutotiV  in  the 
cit3'  of  Lt)uisville,  Kentucky;  thence  by  such  route  as  they 
may  select  as  the  most  desirable,  through  the  counties  of 
Jefferson  and  Oldham,  to  the  foot  of  the  highlands,  at  or 
near  to  Harmony  landing,  on  the  Ohio  river,  or  by  such 
route  as  they  deem  most  advisable  through  said  counties 
to  Westi'ort,  in  Oldham  county. 

§  3.  That  on  all  subscriptions  there  shall  be  paid  to  said 
commissioner,  or  their  agent,  the  sum  of  five  (>)  dollars  on 
every  share  subscribed,  and  the  resiJue  shall  be  paid  at 
such  times  and  in  such  installments  as  may  be  required 
by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company;  and  if 
any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  installment 
or  part  of  ^uch  subscription  demanded,  the  same  may  be 
recovered  by  action,  in  the  name  of^aid  comp\ny,  against 
such  defaulting  subscriber,  before  any  tribunal  having 
jurisdiction  in  surh*  cases  or  amounts;  and  in  all  such 
actions  the  publication  of  such  call  in  any  daily  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  which  notice 
shall  have,  been  published  thirty  (30)  days  in  buccessioa 
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1870,  ^"  pnch  newspaper,  shall  be  the  only  demand  necessary 
to  be  proven ;  or  in  caise  such  failure  to  pay  any  install- 
ment, or  part  of  ifis^tallment  demanded  according  to  the 
above  provisions  in  this  section,  Bhall  continue  tor  sixty 
(60)  days  after  the  time  said  installment  shall  be  due  and 
payable,  the  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  dis»cretion, 
order  the  same  to  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  may 
sell  the  4«hme  for  the  benefit  of  the  company,  if  they  think 
•proper:  And  provided  further y  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company, 
payable  in  contracts,  well  secured,  to  build  such  parts  of 
the  road,  or  to  perform  such  work  in  the  construction 
thereof,  as  may  be  accepted  by  any  three  of  the  commis- 
sioners, or  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company, 
when  elected.  They  may  also  receive  lands  as  a  dona- 
tion, or  as  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany, in  like  manner. 

§  4.  That  as  soon  as  practicable  after  one  thousand 
(1,000)  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  those  acting,  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  subscribers  at  some  de;^ignated  place,  by 
giving  twenty  ('20)  days'  public  notice,  and  that  at  said 
meeting  the  commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  book 
before  the  .subscribers  present;  thereupon  the  subscribers 
shall  elect  five  (5)  directors  from  among  the  stockholders 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  company.  Each  stockholder 
shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him  or  her;  and  may,  in  writing,  deputize  any  person 
to  ca^t  the  vote  or  votes  to  which  he  or  she  would  have 
been  entitled  if  present. 

§  5.  That  to  continue"  the  succession  of  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  com|)an3',  five  (5)  directors  shall  be 
chosen  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  every 
year,  at  such  place  as  the  board  may  designate;  and 
should  any  vacancy  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise, before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  for  which  he  was 
elected,  the  prc^^ident  and  directors  may  choose  those 
necessary  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  directors  shall  be 
empowered  to  elect  a  president  and  ofiicers  at  the  annual 
meetings.  The  directors  shall  receive  no  pay  for  their 
services,  but  may  fix  the  salaries  of  the  president  and 
officers. 

§  6.  That  at  each  regular  yearly  meeting  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  and  officers  to  exhibit,  in  writing,  a 
clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  afl^airs  of  the  company, 
and  oftener  if  required  by  a  majority  of  the  directors; 
and  every  officer  shall,  before  he  ^cts  as  such,  take  an 
oath  that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability. 
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}  7.  That  whenever  the  said  railway  company,  or  the  1870. 
president  or  commissioner  thereof,  shall  request  the 
county  court  of  any  county  to  do  so,  such  court  may 
forthwith  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  any  desig- 
nated precinct  or  precincts,  or  any  portion  thereof  in  said 
county,  the  question  whether  the  court  shall  subscribe  to 
the  capital  slock  of  said  company  on  behalf  of  said  desig- 
nated precinct  or  precincts,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the 
amount  of  stock  specilied  in  the  request  of  said  company, 
either  absolutely  or  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  proposed 
by  the  company  ;  said  election  to  be  held  on  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  the  court,  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  order  is  made,  and  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  court.  The. 
sheriffs  acting  by  appointment,  at  the  several  precincts, 
shall  return  to  the  cJerk  of  the  county  court,  within  three 
(3)  days  after  such  election,  the  poll-books  of  their  re- 
spective precincts ;  and  on  the  next  day  thereafter  the 
county  judge  and  county  clerk  shall  count  the  votes,  and 
the  majority  appearing  in  favor  of  the  proposed  subscrfp- 
tion,  the  court  e<hall  order  the  clerk  forthwith  to  make  the 
subscription  on  behalf  of  the  precinct  or  precincts,  or  piwts 
thereof,  to  which  the  question  was  submitted,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  upon  which  it  was  submitted. 

§  8.  That  if  any  election  district  or  districts  in  any 
county  shall  sub.^cfribe  to  the  stock  of  said  company, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  it  shaU  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  court  of  such  county  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such 
district  or  districts  in  payment  thereof,  in  every  respect 
as  if  sach  sobrfcription  had  been  made  by  the  county,  ex- 
cept that  the  bonds  shall  show  on  their  face  the  district  or 
districts,  and  such  district  or  districts  shall  be  alone  bound 
to  pay  such  bonds  and  their  interest. 

§  9.  That  in  case  any  election  district  shall  subscribe  to 
the  stock  of  said  company,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  issue  bonds  for  the  payment  of  such  subscription, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  such  county  to 
cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  bonds  issued,  and  the 
cost  of  collecting  such  tax.  The  taxes  levied  under  the 
authority  of  this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of 
such  county,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with  such  sureties 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  county  court,  conditioned 
that  he  will  promptly  and  faithfully  collect  and  pay  over 
to  the  proper  person,  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law, 
all  taxes  levied  under  this  act  which  may  be  placed  in  his 
hands  for  collection. 

)  10.  The  sheriffs  having  in  their  hands  for  collection 
the  tax  levied  under  this  act,  shall  have  all  powers  of 
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1870.  collecting  which  they  now  exercise  io  collecting  the  State 
revenue. 

(11.  That  ih  levying  a  tax,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
to  pay  the  interest  on  bonds  issued  by  the  county  court 
for  any  dij»trict,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court 
making  such  levy  to  appoint  three  resident  tax-payers  of 
such  district,  who  shall  act  as  a  board  of  commir'sioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  of  socli  district,  who  shall,  before 
proceeding  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  be  sworn,  [in] 
the  presence  of  the  court  Q^ppointing  them,  faitbfullyto 
discharge  their  duty  to  the  best  of  thfir  skill  and  judg- 
ment. They  shall  hold  their  ofBce  at  the  pleasure  of  ^e 
court,  and  shall  immediately  appoint  one  of  their  number 
treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond,  payable,  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, with  such  surety  as  the  court  wiU  approve, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  dis'bursing  of  all 
money  coming  to  his  hands  as  treasurer  of  such  boardr 
Such  treasurer  may  be  required,  at  any  time,  to  give  a 
new  bond,  and  he  may  be  allowed  for  bis  services  such 
compensation,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  on  the  money 
received  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be  allowed  by  the 
cotirt  appointing  him.  Vacancies  in  said  board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  court  appointing  in  the  firiit  place. 

§  12.  That  when  any  parties  owning  lands  or  materials 
ior  u.'-es  of  said  road  shall  be  incompetent  or  unwilling  to 
convey  or  contract  with  said  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  the  lands  or  materials  necessary  ior  the 
use  and  construction  of  said  road,  then,  and  in  that  event, 
said  president  and  directors  are  empowered  to  use  the 
lawful  and  legal  remedies  that  have  been  used  or  al- 
lowed by  or  to  any  of  the  railroad  companies  in  Ken- 
tucky in   acquiring  the  same. 

(  13.  That  said  railway  shall  not  be  taxed  until  com- 
pleted. 

§  14.  That  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  appoint  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  or 
servants,  whomsoever  they  may  deem  necessary,  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company,  and  they 
may  remove  them  at  pleasure ;  also,  determine  by  con- 
tract the  compensation  of  all  the  officers  or  servants  in 
the  employ  of  the  company,  and  regulate,  by  their  by- 
laws, the  manner  of  adjusting  and  settling  the  accounts 
against  the  companjs  alt^o  power  to  erect  buildings  for 
the  safekeeping  of  the  articles  intrusted  to  them  for 
transportation,  and  all  necessary  buildings  for  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company. 

§  15.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company 
shall  have  power  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  roadu  in 
amount  not  exceeding  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  with 
coupons  thereunto  attached,  at  a  rate   of  intere^^t  not 
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exceeding  eight  (8)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  sefni-  18Y0» 
annaally  ;  8aid  bonds  payable  in  euch  times  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  years;  and  the 
holders  of  euch  bonds  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  road,  or 
all  its  fixtures,  its  rolling  stock,  appurtenanoes  of  every 
description  bebmging  to  8aid  company. 

(  16.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  Richmond  and  Lexington  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  hereafter,  in  all  elections  for  president  and 
managers  (or  directors),  and  treasiurer  of  said  company, 
one  vote  shall  be  counted  for  ench  share  of  stock  owned, 
respectively,  by  the  State  and  by  private  stockholders,  cast 
at  any  annual  election  held  by  said  company  alter  the 
passage  ot  this  act. 

§  2.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  president  to  call  an  elec- 
tion on  the  fourth  day  of  next  July,  at  Clay's  Ferry  or 
vicinity,  by  giving  thirty  days'  notice,  in  one  or  more 
newspaper?  at  Richmond  or  Lexington,  for  such  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  for  the  purpo!*e  of  electing  the  presi- 
dent, managers,  and  treasurer  of  said  company  for  one 
year;  and  said  call  shall  be  annually  made  thereafter  for 
the  fourth  of  July  each  year,  unless  the.  fourth  t«hould  be 
Sunday,  then  it  shall  be  the  Saturday  preceding  that  day: 
Provided,  That  upon  the  failure  of  the  president  to  make 
such  call  of  the  stockholders,  any  stockholder  representing 
fifty  shares  of  stock  may  call  a  meeting  for  such  annual 
election. 

$  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  in  conflict  with  this  act» 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4,  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  855. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Majfield  and  Stat^  Line  Qravel  Road  Companj. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
established  and  incorporated,  with  a  capital  of  i>ixty  thoa- 
saQdr&ollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  and 
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1870.  ^^^  hundred  doHars,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
gravel  road  from  JMayfield,  in  Graves  county,  Kentucky, 
to  some  point  or  town  on  the  Tennessee  and  Kentucky 
State  line,  under  the  corporate  name  of  the  Mayfield  and 
State  Line  uravel  Road  Company;  and  as  such  shall  be 
a  body-politic;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  power  and 
be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  ail  courts  in  this 
Commonwealth;  and  with  power  to  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  and  occupy  all  such  real  and  personal  property  as 
may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  site  or  route  of 
said  road,  for  timbers,  piers,  and  abutments,  for  all  neces- 
sary bridges  and  culverts,  and  lots  for  toll-houses  and  res- 
idences of  toll-gate  keepers;  also  the  necessary  stone, 
gravel,  sand,  and  earth,  for  the  construction  and  repairs 
of  said  road,  and  any  and  every  other  material  necessary 
for  the  construction  or  repairs  of  said  road ',  and  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure;  to  make  and  ordain  all  such  by-laws  as  may  be 
deemed  by  said  company  necessary  for  the  construction, 
promotion,  welfare,  and  repairs  of  said  road,  and  the 
management  of  its  prudential  and  financial  concerns,  not 
contrary  to  the  Con8titution  and  laws  of  the  Common- 
weallh  and  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  width  of  said  road  ishall  not,  where  it  will 
admit  of  it,  be  less  than  thirty  feet  nor  more  than  sixty 
feet,  and  the  artificial  or  metaled  part  shall  not  be  less 
than  eighteen  feet  wide,  and  the  graded  part  not  less 
than  twenty-four  wide;  and  the  streams  shall  be  bridged. 

§  3.  That  Lucian  Anderson,  J.  C.  Hester,  James  A. 
Wade,  O.  H.  Perry,  S.  S.  Story,  John  L.  Jenkins,  and  W, 
A.  Yarbrough,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  coib- 
mit^sioners,  any  three  or  more  of  whom  may  act,  to  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  or  capital,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  may  be  necessary;  and  whenever  fiileen 
thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
aaid  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper,  having 
first  advertised  by  written  circulars,  or  in  a  newspaper 
with  general  circulation  in  Graves  county,  for  at  least  ten 
days;  and  the  stockholders  meeting  in  pursuance  of  said 
call,  or  by  written  proxy,  shall  choose  a  president  and 
aeven  directors,  in  whom  shall  be  vested  all  the  powers 
of  the  corporation  for  the  construction  of  said  road  and 
the  management  and  direction  of  its  prudential  and  finan- 
cial concerns;  that  each  share  of  stock  of  fifty  dollars  shall 
entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote  ;  and  after  the  board  is  thus 
organized,  an  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Monday  in  May  of  each  year  thereafter,  for  president  and 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  ua- 
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til  their  eoccessors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  ;  and  no  1870* 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  offioe  of  president  or  director 
whboQt  being  a  stockholder,  and  shall  vacate  his  office  on 
ceasing  to  be  one ;  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  board 
may  be  filled  by  those  remaining  ia  office.  IF  from  any 
cause  an  annual  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time 
appointed,  the  president  and  directors  may  order  an  elec^ 
tion  on  any  other  day. 

§  4.  The  said  Mayfield  and  State  Line  Gravel  Road 
Company,  or  the  said  president  and  directors,  shall  be 
vested  with  all  the  power,  authority,  immunities,  tolls, 
privileges,  and  advantages,  in  all  and  every  respect,  that 
are  now  vested  by  law  in  the  Bardstown  and  Loui:^ville 
Turnpike  Company,  subject  to  like  limitations  and  re- 
atricUons,  as  if  they  were  here  repeated,  except  as  other* 
wise  provided  for  or  modified  in  this  act. 

§  5.  That  the  prejuident  and  directors,  at  any  time  after 
the  organization  of  the  company^  may  again  open  the 
books  lor  subscriptions,  or  sell  the  residue  of  their  stock, 
which,  if  necessary  to  complete  the  road,  may  be  in- 
creased to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  but  at  not  less  than 
par. 

§  6.  That  whenever  said  company  shall  have  completed 
six  miles  or  more  of  said  road  consecutively,  they  shall 
have  power,  and  be  entitled  to  erect  toll-gates  and  receive 
tolls  on  said  road,  at  distances  of  not  less  than  five  miles 
one  from  the  other:  Provided,  That  no  gate  shall  be- 
crected  for  toll  nearer  than  one  half  mile  from  Mayfield. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  pa»4sage.

•tract  said  r<iad. 

^  2.  That  George  AfcDaniel,  David  Shrout,  John  £« 
Rice,  Gen.  W.  Razor,  Thornton  Piersall,  Wm.  Moore,  sr., 
Calvin  Moore,  H.  H.  Lewis,  Wm.  Razor,  Thomas  Flood, 
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1870.  JamcB  L.  Warren,  and  J.  S.  McMillen,  or  any  two  of  them, 
as  commissioners,  shall  receive  subscriptions  to  said  capi- 
tal stock  at  any  time  and  place  they  may  choose,  until 
enough  is  taken  to  complete  said  road.  When  three  thou- 
sand  dollars  of  stock  has  been  subscribed,  the  commission- 
era  acting  shall,  by  written  notice  posted  in  the  town  of

§  4.  The  county  court  of  Bath  county  may  sub-^cribe  to 
the  capital  s>tock  of  said  company,  as  by  law  it  is  permit- 
ted to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  other  turnpike  road  com- 
panies.

§  2.  Thnt  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  violHtion  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
indicted  by  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  firted  in  any  sura  not  less  tban  twenty 
dollars  nor  more  tban  sixty  dollars,,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  of  said  county  not  less  than  ten  days  nor 
more  than  sixty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
j,ury,  for  each  offense. 

$  3.  That  the  county  judge  of  Letcher  county  sbaH 
cause  a  .pell  lo  be  opened  at  the  regular  August  election

precinct  of  said  county  shall  ask  each  legal  voter,  when 
he  offers  to  vote,  whether  he  Is  for  or  against  the  retailing 
of  spirituous  liquor  in  said  county;  and  the  clerk  of  said 
election  shall  record  the  same  as  the  person  may  vote, 
and  the  polls  shall  be  compared  by  the  persons  authorized 
to  compare  the  poll-hooks  of  said  county,  and  shall  report 
the  result  of  the  tame  to  the  county  judge  of  said  county. 
§  4.  That  if  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  said 
county  voting  on  said  question  shall  be  in  favor  of  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors,  then  this  act  shall

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  School  District  No.  40,  Id  Trigg  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

%  1.  That  the  town  trustees  of  Cadi'/  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  levy  Hiid  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the 
taxable  property  belonging  to  white  ciiizen.^^  in  said  town, 
of  fifty  cents  annually,  for  the  years  1870,  lb71,  and  1872, 
00  each  o!:e  hundred  dollars ;  said  tax  shall  be  collected 
as  other  taxes  are;  said  money,  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  said  common  school  district, 
and  by  thfm  appropriated  to  the  building  of  said  house. 

§  2.  That  the  county  court  of  Trigg  county  is  hereby 
empowered,  by  an  order  on  its  records,  to  authorize  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  of  the  Curling  fund  in  Trigg 
county,  to  appropriate  any  money  they  may  have  be- 
longing to  SHid  fund  in  aiding  the  trustees  of  said  com- 
mon^ school  dit>irict  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  a 
suitable  school- house  for  common  school  purposes,  in  the 
Cadiz  district  in  said  county;  and  they  are  further  author- 
ized to  dit^poste  of  any  property  belonging,  and  pay  over 
the  proceeds  thereof,  to  the  trustess  of  said  common  school 
district,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid*. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  of  said  school  district,  before 
they  shall  receive  any  of  Ahe  funds  herein  named,  shall 
execute  a  bond,  before  the  county  judge  of  Trigg  county, 
with  good  and  sulficient  security,  for  the  faithful  appro- 
priation of  any  anil  all  funds  that  they  may  receive  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  for  any  misappropriation^ 
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1870.  ^f  ^^^  ^^y  failure  in  duty,  they  shall  be  liable  on  6aid 
bond,  enforceable  in  the  Trigg  circuit  court  by  suit  in 
the  name  of  tsaid  county  judge,  for  the  une  of  the  party 
aforesaid;  and  the  said  trustees  are  empowered,  after 
execution  of  said  bond,  to  let  out  and  superintend  the 
erection  of  said  Bchool-house. 

§4.  That  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  1870,  the 
county  court  of  the  county  of  Trigg  shHll  hold  an  elec- 
tion at  the  court-hou:!;e,  in  the  town  of  Cadiz;  nt  which 
election  all  the  legal  voters  in  snid  common  school  dis- 
trict shall  have  a  right  to  vote,  after  first  giving  notice  in 
writing  of  said  election,  by  posting  same  up  in  a  legible 
hand  at  the  court-house  door,  the  post  office,  and  three 
other  public  places  in  said  town  and  di^ttrlct  lor  ||Lt  least 
ten  days  previous  to  the  election ;  and  it  ^hali  be  his  duty, 
on  said  day,  to  open  a  poll-book  at  the  hour  of  10  a*ciock, 
A.  M.,  and  keep  it  open  until  the  hour  of  4  o'clock,  P.  M., 
with  two  columns,  one  headed  for  the  school  house  law, 
the  other  against  the  school-hou:?e  law;  and  each  voter, 
when  he  presents  himself  at  the  poll^  to  vote,  shall  be 
asked  the  question  by  said  county  ju  Ige,  "Are  you  for  the 
schoo^hou^e  law  or  against  the  school-house  law?'*  and 
his  vote  shall  be  recorded  by  said  county  judge  according 
to  the  response  of  said  voter;  and  when  snid  election  is 
over,  the  said  county  judge  shall  count  and  add  up  the 
votes  cast  tor  the  law  and  those  against  the  law,  and  at 
the  foot  of  the  poll  books  shall  write  a  certificate,  setting 
forth  the  number  of  votes  for  and  agninst  saiJ  law,  and 
sign  the  same  officially;  and  shall  return  said  poll-book 
to  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Trigg  county  court,  to  be  kept 
by  the  cleik  as  other  poll-books  are  required  by  law  to 
be  kept;  and  s^id  county  judge  shall  mctke  out  a  dupli- 
cate of  his  certificate  at  the  toot  of  said  poll- book  within 
three  days  alter  the  said  election,  and  forward  the  same 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  at  Frankfort,  who  shall  file  and 
preserve  the  same  in  his  office;  and  if  a  majority  of  those 
voting  at  said  election  vote  for  the  law,  then  this  act  shall 
be  in  force  from  and  after  the  day  aft)resaid  of  election; 
but  if  a  majority  vote  against  the  law,  it  shall  be  null  and 
void,  and  not  become  a  law.

CHAPTER  862. 

AN  ACT  to  in^oTi^orate  the  Green  and  Barren  River  Telegraph  Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  iJw  CommonweaUk 
oi  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  C.  G.  Smallhouse,  John  V.  Sprowl,  William 
Brown,  John  A.  Robinson,  E.  B.  Seeley,  W.  S.  Vaumetert 
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C  J.  Vanmeter,  Samuel  W.  Coomha,  and  W.  11.  Payne,  M70. 
are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Green  and  Bjirren  River  Telegraph  Company,  and  by  that 
name  they  may  oue  and  be  9ued,  and  transact  all  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company,  and  may  have  and  change  their  com- 
mon seal. 

§  2.  The  businesfl  of  the  company  is  to  construct  and 
operate  a  telegraph  line  between  the  cities  of  Bowling 
Green,  Kentucky,  and  Evansville,  Indiana,  for  the  conven- 
ience of  the  public,  and  to  do  all  things  neces!<ary  for  its 
construction  and  preservation  not  inconMstetit  with  the 
Con!>titution  or  laws  of  the  land;  said  line  may  terminate 
on  the  bank  of  the  Ohio  river,  near  or  opposite  Evansville, 
or  may  pass  over  to  Evansville,  on  such  t^rins  as  the  com- 
pany tnay  make  with  the  authorities  north  of  the  Ohio 
river ;  said  line  to  follow  the  Green  «nd  Barren  rivers,  or 
may  diverge  from  the  rivers  as  convenience  may  justify  or 
require,  with  a  view  to  work  in  co-operation  with  the  line 
of  .steamboats  plying  said  rivers. 

§3.  Said  company  may  make  any  contracts  pertinent 
to  their  said  business,  or  necessary  lor  its  convenient  or 
prosperous  operation  ;  and  if,  in  the  procurement  of  the 
right  of  way,  or  right  to  clear  out  said  way,  or  ot  materials 
for  the  construction  of  said  line,  contracts  cannot  be  agreed 
upon  or  made  ;  or  if  contracts  cannot  be  etfected  on  ac- 
count of  infancy,  coverture,  unsoundness  of  mind,  or  other 
cause,  the  company  may  proceed  to  procure  said  way  as 
by  writ  of  ad  gutd  damnum;  and  the  same  steps  shall  be 
pursued  under  such  writ  as  are  required  in  procuring  the 
right  of  way  for  railroads;  and  in  the  ca.-*e  of  infants, 
married  women,  non-residents,  and  persons  of  unsound 
mind,  and  persons  laboring  uniler  other  disabilities,  the 
same  steps  shall  be  taken  as  are  provided  by  law  in  simi- 
lar cases  in  relation  to  them. 

(  4.  Alter  the  construction  of  said  line,  said  company 
shall  have  the  same  rights  and  remedies,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  duties' and  responsibilities,  and  the 
line  shall  be  protected  by  the  same  laws,  as  apply  now  by 
law  to  other  telegraph  companies  and  lines  in  this  Com- 
mon wealih  ,  and  fhall  be  protected  as  other  such  compa- 
nies are  now  protected  by  law. 

§5.  Said  company  may  make  by-laws  for  their  govern- 
ment not  inconsistent  with  this  charter,  or  with  the  laws 
of  the  Innd,  and  may  hold  property  necessary  for  the  con- 
venient conduct  of  their  business,  and  may  sell  or  dispose 
of  the  same;  and  they  may  provide  by  their  by- laws  for 
the  manner  in  which  any  member  of  said  company  may 
dispone  of  his  interest,  and  also  for  the  admission  of  others 
into  their  company. 
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1870.  $  ^*  '^^'^  ^^^  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 

sage.

CHAPTER  863. 

AN  ACT  AmendinfT  <^n  act,  entitled  **Ad  act  incorporating  the  Gynthiana^ 
Ruddle's  Mills,  and  Millersburj;  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  that  the  grade  of  the 
Cynthiana  and  MiUersburg  Turnpike  is  far  above  that 
now  alfowed  by  the  general  turnpike  law;  and  whereas, 
it  has  been  further  represented,  that  when  said  road  was 
completed,  it  was  encumbered  by  a  large  debt,  and  that 
in  order  to  pay  the  same  a  large  amount  of  the  tolls  of 
said  road  had  to  be  ut^ed,  not  leaving  a  sufficient  amodDt 
thereof  to  keep  the  said  road  in  first-rate  repair,  and  that 
said  road  is  now  in  bad  repair;  therefore, 

Be  it  inucted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Tiiat  the  act  incorporating  the  Cynthiana  and 
Miliersburg  Turnpike  Road  Compnny  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  so  amended,  ats  to  authorize  and  empower  the 
president  and  board  of  directors  of  said  company  to  have 
the  same,  or  ^uch  parts  thereof,  regraded  and  inacadain- 
ized,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  neces;»ary. 

^  2.  Before  ihe  said  president  or  board  of  directors,  or 
any  one  by  their  authority  or  in  their  employment,  shall 
have  a  right  to  alter  the  grade  of  snid  road  as  now 
established,  either  by  cuts  or  fills,  or  both,  they  shall  first 
acquire  the  right  to  make  said  change  or  alteration  from 
the  owners  and  proprietors  of  the  lands  adjacent  to  such 
contemplated  cut,  excavation,  or  fill,  either  by  gift  or  coa- 
tract,  or  by  having  the  same  condemned,  and  the  damages 
assessed  by  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  as  now  provided  in 
chapter  10«),  |{evi:«ed  Statutes. 

§  3.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  for  said  turn- 
pike are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint 
three  cooifnissioners — one  at  Cynthiana,  one  at  Ruddle's 
Mills,  and  one  at  MiUersburg — to  open  books  and.  receive 
such  additional  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
road  as  will  enable  them  to  have  the  improvements  made 
as  herein  contemplated;  which  said  commissioners,  when 
appointed,  i^hall  open  subscription  books  tor  that  purpose, 
which  said  subscription  or  article  of  agreement  shall  be 
as  follows :  *'  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed, 
do  respectively  promise  and  agree  to  pay  to  the  president 
and  board  of  directors  of  the  Cynthiana  and  MiUersburg 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  number  ot  shares  set  oppo- 
site our  names,  for  the  purpose  of  regrading  and  macad- 
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amisung  said  road,  at  such  tirne^  and  in  such  calls  as  the       1870. 
said  board  mny  by  order  determine." 

§  4.  The  i^harea  of  istock  ho  8ubBcri^>ed  shall  be  one 
hundred  dollars  each ;  and  upon  the  subscription  of  such 
share,  or  any  pnrt  thereof,  and  payment  of  the  amount 
80  subscribed,  the  subscriber  shall,  from  thnt  date,  be 
entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  in  said  company, 
aa  much  so  as  though  he  had  been  an  original  subscriber 
to  said  road. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court,  a  majority 
of  the  justicei^  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring 
therein,  to  subacribe  such  an  amount  of  stock  to  the  re- 
grading  and  macadamizing  the  pike  aforeriaid  as  not  to 
exceed  such  proportion  of  the  cost  of  said  improvement 
per  mile  as  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile  would 
bear  to  the  cost  of  a  new  road. 

§  6.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, at  any  time  that  there  may  be  a  surplus  of  tolls  on 
hand  after  putting  and  keeping  the  said  road  in  good 
repair,  may  use  such  surplus  of  tolls  or  gatherings  in 
making,  or  having  made,  any  of  the  aforei>aid  improve- 
ments or  betterments  in  said  road ;  or  may  appropriate 
out  of  such  tolls  and  gatherings  any  surplus  that  may  be 
on  hand  toward  making  said  improvements. 

^  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  presiilent  and  board  of  directors  of  said  road  from 
receiving  subscriptions  to  improve  and  alter  the  grade  of 
any  part,  as  well  as  all  of  said  road,  and  so  as  to  prevent 
them  from  putting  under  contract  any  particular  part 
thereof,  so  soon  as  a  fund  sufficient  to  complete  said  part 
may  in  good  faith  be  subscribed. 

$  8.  This  act  shall  take  etfect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  864. 

AN  ACT  aatborizing  ft  SettlemeDt  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Qreenrille  Sem- 
inary, aod  the  appoiotment  of  other  Xru'tees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of 
Muhlenburg  county,  at  some  regular  term  of  the  county 
court  of  said  county,  to  appoint  a  commissioner  to  settle 
with,  and  state  the  accounts  of,  the. present  trustees  of  the 
Greenville  Seminary,  and  report  the  same  to  court. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  to 
ipve  said  trustees  fifteen  days'  notice,  in  writing,  of  the 
dme  and  place  at  which  be  proposes  to  make  such  settle* 
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ISM.  ment ;  and  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice 
the  comniiif^ioner  shall  proceed  with  the  sett I'e men t,  and 
may  continue  from  day  to  day,  and  from  time  to  time, 
until  a  lull  settlement  of  the  accounft«  of  8aid  trustees  ^hall 
have  been  made  and  completed  ;  which  (settlement,  with 
the  voQrher?  and  proofs,  he  shall  report  to  »&\i  court  for 
its  approval;  which  shall,  however,  he  subject  to  excep- 
tions, as  other  settlement  are  under  the  laws  of  this 
State. 

§  3.  That  after  the  said  settlement  phall  have  been  so 
made  and  reported  to  the  court,  it  shall  lie  over  one  term 
for  exceptions;  and  if,  at  the  next  succeeding  term,  no 
exceptions'  ^hall  have  been  taken  or  filed  thereto,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  naid  court  to  order  the  same  to  record.  Said 
court  shall  hear  and  determine  any  and  all  matters  of  dis- 
pute concerning  the  said  settlement,  or  any  item  or  part 
thereof,  which  may  be  rais^ed  by  the  exceptions  aforesaid; 
and  to  this  end  may  hear  other  evidence  than  that  taken 
before  the  commissioner,  if  either  party  may  offer  it. 

§4.  That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  and  prosecuted  by 
either  party  from  the  judgment  of  said  court  to  the  court 
of  appeals,  where  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
according  to  the  ordinary  rules  and  proceedings  of  said 
court. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county  tn  appoint  some  competent  attorney,  if  he  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  to  aid  and  assist  the  county  attorney 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  proceeding:^,  and  in  reprei»enting 
the  interests  of  the  seminary  in  reespect  to  the  settlement 
herein  authorized. 

§  6.  The  county  judge  of  said  county  is  directed  and  cm- 
powered  to  appoint  five  trustees,  residents  of  the  county 
of  Muhlenburg,  lor  and  on  behalf  of  the  Greenville  Semi- 
nary, who  are  authorized  to  in^^titute  suit  or  suits,  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  fhi.<<  Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  there- 
of, for  the  recovery  of  any  lands  belonging  to  »aid  semi- 
nary, or  in  which  the  same  may  have  claim  or  interest. 
They  are  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell,  dis- 
pose of,  and  qonvey  said  lands,  as  directed  in  the  acts 
granting  seminary  lands  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  That  the  trustees,  when  so  appointed,  shall  take 
possession  of  all  property,  whether  real,  personal,  or  mix- 
ed, belonging  to  said  seminary,  upon  the  execution  of  a 
bond  with  good  security',  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  ia 
such  penalty  as  he  may  prescribe,  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, conditioned  for  the  faithlul  discharge  of  the 
trust,  and  lor  the  faithful  disbursement  of  all  money  re- 
ceived by  them  as  trustees;  and  which  bond  may  be  pat 
in  suit,  from  time  to  time,  bv  the  Commonwealth  or  any 
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one  aggrieved  bj  a  violation  qi  the  cor>dition8  of  said      1870. 
bond. 

§  8.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
ratify  any  illegal  act  of  the  former  tru^steea  of  said  semi- 
nary. 

§  9.  That  so  much  of  all  acts  in  relation  to  the  Green- 
Ttile  Seminary  as  is  inconstistent  with  this  ace  be,  and  tbe 
same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

^  10.  That  the  county  court  of  said  cot^nty,  at  its  coort 
of  claimi*,  shall  levy,  for  the  eommisniooer  and  attorney 
authorized  by  this  act,  a  reasonable  sum  as  compensation 
for  their  services. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER   863. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the    Louisville  and   Jefferson  Cbanty 

Association. 

Whereas,  It  is  made  apparent  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  the  Louis- 
ville and  Jeiierson  County  Association,  in  order  more 
effectually  to  encourage  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,  is  des^irous  of  securing  as  members  of  its  organi- 
sation a  few  leading  and  active  individuals  from  some 
of  the  principal  branches  of  manufactures,  as  also  from 
agriculture,  horticulture,  pomology,  and  field  hut^bandry, 
and  that  some  moditication  of  the  charter  of  said  associa- 
tion is  necessary  to  thi^  end  ;  therefore, 

Be  il  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  and  Jefferson  County  Associa- 
tion may  increase  its  capital  stock,  until  in  the  aggregate 
it  shall  equal  $75,000. 

§2.  It  appealing  that  the  directors  of  this  ai>sociation 
have,  within  six  years,  declared  no  dividend ;  but  that, 
instead  thereof,  they  have  Expended  the  annual  profits  in 
the  erection  of  tasty  and  valuable  permanent  improve- 
ments on  their  fair  grounds,  which  have  added  greatly  to 
the  value  thereof,  the  said  directors  are  permitted  and 
authorized  to  declare  and  distribute  among  the  present 
stockholders  such  an  amount  as  stock  dividend  as,  with 
their  original  bubscriptions,  shall  equal  twenty-seven 
thousand  dollars;  and  as  between  the  present  stock- 
holders and  those  who  may  subscribe  shares  hereafter, 
this  sum  of  $27,000  shall  constitute  the  agreed  value  of 
the  fair  grounds  and  franchises  now  held  by  the  present 
stockholders. 

§  3.  The  association  is  authorized  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions for  fractional  shares,  and  to  issue  certificates  there- 
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1870.  ^^^'^  ^"^  ^"y  competent  person  may  become  a  member  of 
said  association  by  subscribing^  and  paying  into  the  hands 
of  its  treasurer  one  hundred  and  twenty-(ive  dollars,  the 
price  of  a  quarter  share,  or  the  money  value  of  any 
larger  interest  than  a  quarter  share ;  and  such  sub- 
scriber shall  thereby  become  eligible  to  any  office  in  the 
gift  of  said  association  ;  but  in  voting  at  any  stockfaold* 
ers'  meeting,  shall  exercise  no  greater  influence  than  at- 
taches to  the  interest  which  he  holds. 

§  4.  Any  stockholder,  whose  interest  is  not  smaller 
than  a  quarter  share,  shall  at  all  times  be  privileged, 
with  his  family,  to  pass  the  gates  of  the  fair  grounds 
free  of  charge,  and  may,  moreover,  compete  for  any  of 
the  society's  premiums  without  being  taxed  therefor, 
except  in  cases  where,  with  a  view  to  enlarge  the  pre- 
miums, all  competitors  are  taxed,  in  which  case  he  also 
may  be  required  to  pay  entrance  fees. 

§  5.  The  directors  in  this  association  may  be  increased 
by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  to  any  number,  in  their 
discretion,  not  exceeding  twelve;  and  if,  at  any  time, 
before  the  next  annual  election,  the  stockholders,  at  a 
called  meeting,  shall  accept  this  amendment,  they  may 
forthwith  proceed  to  determine  by  vote  the  number  that 
shall  thereafter  constitute  their  board  of  directors;  and 
at  the  same  time  may  choose  as  many  new  directors  for 
the  balance  of  the  year  as,  added  to  their  present  board, 
will  equal  the  number  determined  upon. 

§  6.  The  restriction  in  the  original  charter  requiring 
stockholders,  beiore  selling  their  shares  to  others,  to  offer 
them  first  to  the  corporation,  is  hereby  removed. 

§  7.  In  the  distribution  of  dividends  equity  shall  pre- 
vail; and  if  the  proportion  of  any  surplus  fund  to  which 
the  holder  of  a  small  interest  would  be  entitled  should 
prove  greater  than  a  fair  equivalent  for  gate  fees,  and 
such  perquisites  as  were  granted  to  the  holder  of  such 
interest,  then   he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  excess. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Heorj  Bethel,  late  Sheriff  of  Lame  Gonntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

i  1.  That  Henry  Bethel,  late  sheriff  of  Larue  county,  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  two  years,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  collect  any  uncollected  county 
levy  and  revenue  taxes,  and  cost  and  fee  bills  due  or 
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owing  him,  and  to  distrain  for  the  same  in  the  manner 
now  provided  for  by  law  for  other  fee  h\\\s  and  taxes : 
Provided^  honyever^  .That  said  sheriflf  and  his  securities 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  now  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  issuing  and  collecting^  illegal  fee  bills 
and  taxes. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentackj  and  Great  ISastem  Railwaj  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a  body-  ^^^SS^f**" 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ken- 
tucky and  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  pleaded, 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural 
person.  Said  company  may  also  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  may  alter  and  change  the  same  at  will ;  and  it 
shall  have  all  other  lawful  powers  usual  and  incident  to 
corporations,  and  which  may  be  requisite  and  necessary 
for  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  it  is 
created  and  established. 

§  2.  That  Amos  Shinkle,  Robert  Simmons,  of  Kenton ;  Corporato^r 
John  B.  Clark  and  R.  K.  Smith,  of  Bracken  ;  Francis  M. 
LfOwe,  of  Pendleton  ;  I.  T.  Martin  and  N.  C.  Dille,  of 
Harrison  ;  J.  M.  Alexander  and  F.  R.  Davis,  of  Fleming ; 
G.  W.  Connor  and  Alpheus  W.  Bascom,  of  Bath;  Jos. 
Gardner  and  John  W.  Kendall,  of  Magoffin ;  William  V. 
Prather,  of  Robertson;  Laban  T.  Moore,  of  Lawrence; 
"William  S.  Richart,  of  Montgomery  ;  J.  G.  Trimble,  of 
"Wolfe  ;  Isaac  B.  Coombs,  of  Breathitt ;  James  Taylor,  J. 
C  De  Moss,  Jacob  Hawthorne,  and  T.  Wrighlson,  of 
Campbell ;  Joseph  M.  Davidson,  of  Floyd ;  Richard 
Smith,  Thomas  G.  Gaylord,  Alex.  Swift,  Jason  Evans, 
David  Sinton,  Robert  Mitchell,  Larz  Anderson,  Charles 
K-ilgore,  Henry  Hanna,  and  W.  H.  Harrison ;  O.  C. 
Bowles,  of  Pike  county ;  or  such  of  them  as  may  choose 
to  act,  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places^ 
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and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  they  may  Stem 
proper. 

§  3.  The  total  capital  stock  of  the  sard  company  maybe 
any  amount  (not  exceeding  ten  mitlions  o(  dollHrf^)  neces- 
sary for  ihe  construction  and  equipment  of  said  railway, 
and  the  same  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  may  be  subpcrihcd  for,  purchased,  owned, 
and  controlled  by  individunls,  in  and  out  of  this  State; 
and  by  counties,  towns,  or  cities,  and  parties  in  Kentucky 
and  elsewhere. 

§  4.  Whenever  subscriptions  of  stock  to  the  amount  or 
Talue  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
made  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  commis- 
sioners thall  give  at  lea^t  ten  days'  notice  thereof  in  one 
or  more  newspapers  pQb]i^hed  in  the  city  of  Frankfort^ 
and  ast<emble  the  subscribers  at  some  suitable  time  and 
pfare  ;  and  such  of  them  as  shall  have  paid  five  dollars  in 
cairh  upon  each  share  of  stock  subscribed  by  them  respect- 
iveiy,  thhW  proceed  to  elect  from  their  own  number  seven 
diiecfors  for  said  company. 

§  5  That  no  person  i^han  be  elected  to  the  office  of 
president  or  director  for  said  company  who  does  not  own 
at  least  ten  shares  of  the  capital  stock  thereof. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  diiectors  may  elect  Ihe  president 
of  the  company  from  among  their  own  number,  or  from 
among  the  other  qualified  stockholders. 

§  7.  Atler  the  organization  of  the  company,  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  board  of  directors  and  president,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  the  management  and  control  of  the  property, 
business,  and  atfairs  of  said  company  shall  pass  to,  and 
be  com  mil  ted  to  said  pre&ident  and  directors,  and  to  their 
£Uccessor8  in  office. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  miiyr 
from  time  to  time,  enact  and  put  in  force  such  by-laws, 
ruks  and  regulations,  for  conducting,  managing,  and  gov- 
erning ItH  proper  business  and.  affairs,  as  they  may  deem 
pro)>er,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky;  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal  the 
same  at  will.  They  may  prescribe  therein  the  number  of 
directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  They  may  also  appoint  an  executive 
commiitee,  to  consist  of  the  president  and  three  or  more 
directors;  and  said  committee  may,  when  the  board  is  not 
in  sc-'sion,  exercise  all  the  powers  and  rights  vested  in  the 
piesident  an<i  directors,  except  where  it  has  been  other- 
wise provided  in  the  by-laws. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may 
elect  or  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  employees  as 
they  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  constructing  said 
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mftway,  and  for  carrying  on,  manag^ing,  and  conducting 
Its  property,  busineas,  and  aflTairs,  and  remove  them  at 
pleasure;  they  may  prescribe  the  qualificatifms,  powers, 
and  duties  of  all  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  and 
may  require  of  any  or  all  of  them  bonds  in  such  penal- 
ties as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  secure  the  faithful  and 
honest  performance  of  their  respective  duties;  and  upon 
any  bonds  thuA  taken  recdvery  may  be  had  for  breaches 
of  the  conditions  thereof.  That  said  president  and  direct- 
ors, or  a  majority  of  them,  may  determine  by  contract  the 
pay  of  such  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  and  regulate  by 
by-laws  the  manner  of  adjusting  all  accounts  against  the 
company,  and  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  company 
to  its  employees ;  that  they  shall  have  power  to  erect 
warehou:<Hs,  eating-houses,  rolling-mills,  work-shops,  or 
other  buildings  or  edifices  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  use  of  said  company;  that  they  shall  have  power  to 
direct  and  regulate  in  what  manner,  and  by  what  evi- 
dence, stock  in  said  company  may  be  transferred,  and 
classify  the  same. 

§  10.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  rail- 
way company  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers, 
rights,  franchiiies,  and  authority  requisite,  necessary,  and 
desirable  to  construct  a  railway  with  double  or  single 
track,  and  line  of  telegraph,  from  such  point  or  points,  in 
the  cities  of  Covington  and  Newport,  as  they  may  select; 
thence  through  the  counties  of  Campbell,  Kenton,  Pen- 
dleton, bracken,  Harrison,  Fleming,  Nicholas,  Robertson, 
Bourbon,  Clark,  Montgomery,  Menifee,  Bath,  llowan, 
Powell,  Wolfe,  Morgan,  Carter,  Lawrence,  Johnson,  Ma- 
goffin, Breathitt,  Floyd,  Pike,  and  Letcher,  or  such  of 
them  as  they  may  choose,  to  any  point  or  points  on  the 
boundary  line  of  the  States  of  Kentucky  and  Virginia 
that  they  may  select.  They  are  also  hereby  fully  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  con:j>truct  such  branch  railroads  to 
their  main  trunk  road,  in  or  through  such  counties  in  this 
Commonwealth  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  that 
end  all  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act  for  constructing 
the  main  trunk  road  are  also  hereby  extended  to,  and 
conferred  upon,  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing branch  roads:  Provided,  hotvevcry  That  the  line 
of  said  railway  shall  run  to  or  pass  through  the  cities  of 
Covington  and  Newport,  or  either  or  both  of  them,  and 
Across  the  Ohio  river,  there  connecting  With  any  other 
line  of  railway  or  lines  of  railway;  and  they  shall  have 
all  accessary  powers  to  cross  navigable  streams,  provided 
they  do  not  materially  impair  the  navigation  thereof. 

§  1 1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company  to  keep  open  the  books  for  subscrip- 
tioaa  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  until  the  whole 
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1870  ^^  ^^®  capita)  stock  is  eubflcribed,  and  th^'y  may  receWe 
Bubscriptions  to  said  capital  stock,  payable  in  contracts  to 
bnild  any  part  or  parts  of  said  road,  or  any  bridge  or 
bridges  on  the  same,  or  to  perform  any  work,  or  to  for- 
nisb  any  materials  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable 
Capital ftook  for  the  construction  or  equipment  of  said  road.  That  if 
"21god.*  *""  ^he  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  in- 
sufficient for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  president  and  directors  to  increase  the  same  a» 
much  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  12.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct- 
May  reeeire  ors  of  said  company  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
payable  in  xMki  stock  of  the  company,  payable  in  real  estate  situated  in 
MUte.  Kentucky;  said  real  estate  to  be  taken  at  its  ca^h  value, 

to  be  assessed  by  three  commissioners,  on  oath,  of  whom 
two  shall  be  selected  by  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
company,  and  one  by  the  person  proposing  to  subscribe, 
upon   their   report   in  writing,  describing  the  lands  and 
assessing  its  cash  value.     I'he  company  may  receive  the 
same  at  its  value,  and  issue  a  stock  certificate,  and  may 
take  a  deed  of  conveyance  in  fee  simple;  and   the  real 
estate   thus   acquired    may   be   held,  used,  enjoyed,  and 
controlled,  or  sold  or  conveyed  by  said  company  as  by  a 
natural  person. 
§  13.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  re- 
May  poiehsse  ceive,   lease,   purchase,  or   otherwise   acquire   and   own, 
property.  hold,  Use,  possess,  enjoy,  and  control,  all   such  real  and 

personal  property,  goods,  chattels,  and  other  things,  as 
may  be  convenient  and  desirable  for  constructing,  oper- 
ating and  equipping  said  railroad  and  its  branches,  and 
a  line  of  telegraph  along  the  same,  or  which  may  be  con- 
vey ed  to  it  in  payment  of  any  stock  subscriptions,  or  pur- 
chased by  it  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  de- 
cree ;  and  may  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey  the  same 
as  a  natural  person. 
$  14.  That  upon  application  by  said  company  to  the 
How  may  ob-  court  of  any  county  into  or  through  which  it  is  proposed 
for"  eonstroe-  to  Construct  said  railway,  such  court  shall  appoint  three 
tionofroaa.  commissioners,  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said 
county,  and  one  an  engineer  of  said  company,  who  shall 
be  sworn  faithfully  to  discbarge  their  duties  under  this 
act  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment ;  and  whenever 
said  company  shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of 
any  land,  earth,  stone  or  gravel,  timber,  or  other  material 
or  thing  required  for  the  site  or  construction  of  said  road^ 
or  whenever  the  land  or  material  required  shall  be  owned 
by  any  person  not  a  resident  of  said  county,  or  who  is  a 
feme  coveriy  infant,  or  mm  compos  mentis^  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  commissioners  to  view  the  land  or  material  ror 
quired)  and  fix  the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the

owner  or  owners  of  such  land  or  material  shall  be  enti-       1870. 
tied,  and  to  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  a  report  in  writing,  particularly  de- 
scribing the  land  or  other  materia)  valued,  and  the  interest 
and  duration  of  the  interest  valued,  and  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed.     The  report  of  the  commissioners  shall 
give  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  state  whether  such  own- 
er is  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  whether  a  feme  covert^ 
infant,  or  non-saiie  person.     The  clerk  shall  receive  such 
report,  and  file  the  same,  indorsing  thereon  the  time  of 
its  being  filed ;  and  if  the  owner  resides  in  the  county,  he 
shall  forthwith  issue  a  summons,  commanding  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  land  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  the 
report  should  not  be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be 
forthwith  executed  by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose 
hands  it  may  be  placed.     The  report  shall  be  docketed  in 
(he  county  court,  and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said 
court,  commencing  not  less  than  ten  days  after  service  of 
ibe  summons.     If  the  owner  is  not  a  resident  of  the  coun- 
ty, the  court  shall,  at  the  first  term  after  the  report  is  filed, 
appoint  an  attorney  to  defend  for  such  owner,  who  may 
file  exceptions  at  any  time  not  later  than  the  next  term; 
and  upon  exceptions  being  filed  by  the  owner,  or  by  an 
attorney  appointed  to  defend  him,  or  by  the  company,  the 
court  shall  forthwith  order  a  jury  to  be  empanneled  to  try 
the  question  of  damages,  unless,  for  good  cause  shown, 
time  is  given  for  preparation.     If  no  exceptions  are  filed, 
the  report  shall  be  confirmed.     The  jury  and  commission- 
ers, in  estimating  the  damages  to  any  proprietor  of  land 
or  material  sought,  condemned  for  said  road,  shall  find  for 
the  owner  or  owners  the  actual  value  of  the  land  or  other 
thing  proposed  to  be  taken ;  but  in  estimating  damages 
resulting  incidentally  to  the  other  land  or  other  property 
of  such  owners,  shall  offset  the  advantages  to  such  residue, 
to  be  derived  from  the  building  and  operating  of  said  road 
by,  through,  or  near  such   residue:   Pntvided,  That  land 
condemned  for  road-way  shall  not  be  more  than  one  hund- 
red feet  wide,  unless  said  company  shall  file  with  the  court, 
at  the  time  of  applying  for  the  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners, the  affidavit  of  some  one  of  its  engineers,  stating 
that  a  greater  width  is  necessary,  and  how  much  more  is 
required,  when  the  inquisition  shall  be  for  the  quantity 
thus  stated* 

§  15.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com-  Maytoks 

pany  to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  lands,  material,  or  other  havioc^  jf^ 
propertjs  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  ^^*^^* 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  imme- 
diately take  and  use  the  same,  tbey  having  first  caused 
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the  property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by  commissioners  ap- 
pointed as  hereinbefore  prescribed ;  and  it  ehall  not  be 
necessary,  after  such  view,  in  order  to  the  use  and  occu- 
pation of  the  same,  to  wait  the  issue  of  the  proceedinga 
upon  such  inquest;  and  the  inquest  of  the  >ury,  after  the 
payment  or  tender  of  such  valuation,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all 
actions  for  takin^tf  and  using  such  property,  whether  begUQ 
before  or  after  »ttch  confirmation  or  payment  of  said  val- 
uation. 

^  16.  That  whenever  the  said  railway  company  shall 
request  the  county  court  of  any  county,  through  or  adja- 
cent to  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  said  railway,  to 
subsciibe,  either  abt^olutely  or  upon  specified  conditions,  a 
specified  amount  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the 
county  court  so  requested  may,  in  their  discretion,  order  an 
election  to  be  held  at  the  several  voting  places  in  said 
county,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  not  later  than 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  making  of  sue^i  order,  and  shall 
appoint  judges  and  other  officers  necessary  to  hold  said 
election.  ^ 

§  17.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  such 
county  to  give  notice  to  the  officers  appointed  to  bold  said 
election,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in 
regard  to  other  electicms ;  and  in  case  any  of  the  officers 
appointed  shall  fail  to  attend  or  refuse  to  act,  others  may 
be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  at  general  elections. 

§  18.  That  the  person  acting  as  sheriff  at  the  several  pre- 
cincts shall  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  with- 
in three  (.S)  days  after  the  date  of  such  election,  the  poll- 
books  oi  their  respective  precincts;  and  on  the  next  day 
thereafter  the  county  judge  and  county  clerk  shall  count 
the  vote  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  majority  of  those 
voting  voted  in  tavor  of  the  subscription  ot  stock  as  pro- 
posed, the  county  judge  shall  order  the  vote  to  be  entered 
on  the  record,  and  the  subscription  to  be  made  by  the 
clerk  on  behalf  of  the  county  on  the  terms  specified  in  the 
order  submitting  the  question  to  a  vote. 

§  19.  That  whenever  the  said  railway  company  shall 
request  the  county  court  of  any  county  to  do  so,  such  court 
shall  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  any  designated  pre- 
cinct or  precincts  in  said  county,  the  question  whether  the 
court  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railway 
company,  on  behalf  of  said  designated  precinct  or  pre- 
cincts, the  amount  of  slock  specified  in  the  request  of  said 
company,  either  absolutely  or  on  such  conditions  as  may 
be  proposed  by  said  company.  Said  election  shall  be  held 
on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  not  less  than  thirty  (30) 
nor  more  than  sixty  {60)  days  alter  the  order  is  made,  and 
shall  be  conducted  by  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  court; 
and  the  poll-books  shall  be  returned,  and  the  vote  shall  be 
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-counted  and  entered  on  the  record  of  the  county  court,  in  1870. 
the  same  manner  as  preHcribed  in  section  eighteen  (IH)  of 
this  act;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  in  such  desig- 
nated precinct,  or  a  majority  of' the  aggregate  votes  cast 
in  such  designated  precinct  or  precincts,  shall  be  in  favor 
of  malcing  fe<uch  subscription^  the  court  shall  order  the 
clerk  forthwith  to  make  the  subscription  on  befanU'  of  the 
precinct  or  precincts  to  which  the  question  was  submitted, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  upon  which  it  was  sub-  > 

mitted. 

§  20,  That  whenever  ihe  city  council  of  any  city,  or  the  inJe^^n™*^^ 
board  of  trustees  of  any  town,  into  or  near  to  which  it  is  ioiru.&o. 
proposed  to  construct  said  railway,  shall  be  requested  to  do 
«Oy  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  such  city  council  or  town  trustees 
to  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  city  or 
town,  on  a  day  to  be  designated  by  such  council  or  trus* 
tees,  not  later  than  thirty  {30)  days  after  the  application  is 
made  to  them  by  said  company,  th^  question  ol'  subscrib- 
ing for  and  on  behalf  of  such  eity  or  town  the  amount  of 
-stock  proposed  by  said  company,  on  the  terms  proposed  ; 
and  if  a  mnjority  of  those  voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
making  such  :subscHption,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  city 
council  or  board  of  trustees  to  enter  the  vote  on  its  records; 
an(l  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  president  or  chairman  of 
the  board  of  trustees  o(  such  town,  shall  make  the  sub- 
scription in  accordance  with  the  vote. 

§21.  That  if  any  county,  city,  or  town  shall  subscribe  ifoouBty. 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railway  company,  under  the  gbaii  rabMrile 
provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  beUwied?*'' ** 
court  of  such  county,  the  mayor  and  council  of  such  city, 
and  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  town,  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  such  county,  city,  or  town,  in  donominations  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  in 
payment  thereof,  with  coupons  attached,  under  the  seal  of 
such  county,  city,  or  town  ;  the  bonds  of  the  counties  to 
be  signed  by  the  county  judge  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk,  the  coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone.  The 
bonds  of  cities  subscribing  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor 
and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk  or  auditor,  and  the 
coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  or  auditor  alone. 
The  bonds  of  towns  subscribing  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  boards  of  trustees  and  countersigned  by 
the  town  clerk,  and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk 
alone.  Such  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  to 
bearer  in  t^ie  city  of  New  York  at  not  more  than  thirty 
(30)  years  from  their  date,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate 
not  greater  than  eight  (B)  per  cent,  per  annum,  paytible 
semi-annually  in  the  city  of  New  York.  That  if  any  elec* 
tion  district  or  districts,  in  any  county,  shall  sub-scribe  to 
the  stock  of  said  company  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,' 
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it  fball  be  the  dnty  of  the  county  court  of  puch  county  to 
iBPue  the  bonds  of  puch  district  or  districts  in  payment 
thereof,  in  every  respect  as  if  such  subscription  had  been 
made  by  the  county,  except  that  the  bonds  shall  show  on 
their  face  the  district  or  districts-for^vhich  they  are  issued, 
and  such  districts  shall  be  alone  bound  to  pay  said  bonds 
and  their  interest. 

§  22.  That  in  case  any  county,  city,  town,  or  electitm 
district,  ^hall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railway 
company,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  ie>sue  bonde 
for  the  payment  of  such  subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  court  of  such  county,  the  city  council  of 
such  city,  and  the  trustees  of  such  town,  to  cause  to  be 
levied  and  collected  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi-an- 
nual interest  on  the  bonds  issued,  and  the  cot«t  of  collect- 
ing such  tax,  and  paying  the  interest  on  all  the  real  estate 
and  personal  property  in  said  county,  city,  or  town,  subjeet 
to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the  State,  including 
the  amounts  owned  by  residents  of  such  county,  city,  or 
town,  or  election  districts,  which  ought  to  be  given  in  un- 
der the  equalization  laws. 

4  28.  That  on  lev3ing  a  tax,  as  provided  for  in  this  act, 
to  pey  the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  by  the  county 
court  of  any  county,  whether  lor  the  whole  or  only  a 
part  thereof,  or  of  any  city  or  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  court,  city  council,  or  town  trustees  making 
such  levy,  to  appoint  three  (3)  resident  tax-payers  of 
su(h  county,  or  part  of  a  county,  city,  or  town,  who  shall 
be  styled  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
of  such  county,  part  of  a  county,  city,  or  town.  The 
commissioners  so  appointed  shall,  before  they  proceed  to 
discharge  their  duties,  be  sworn  in  the  presence  of  the 
court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  them,  faithfully  to 
discharge  their  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill 
and  judgment;  th^y  shall  hold  their  office  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  couit,  council,  or  trustees  by  whom  they  are  ap- 
pointed. They  shall  immediately  appoint  one  of  their 
number  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  with  such  security  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  the  commis- 
sioners, conditioned  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disbors- 
ing  of  all  money  coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer  of 
such  board,  on  which  bond  suit  may  be  brought,  from 
time  to  time,  by  and  in  the  name  of  such  county,  or  a 
part  of  a  county,  city,  or  town,  or  by  any  other  person 
injured  by  any  breach  of  his  bond,  in  any  court  having 
juiisdiction  oi  the  sum  claimed  in  such  suit.  Such  treas- 
urer may  be  lequiied  at  any  time  to  give  a  new  bond,  and 
any  surety  in  such  bond  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rem* 
edies  for  procuring  additional  and  counter  security  as  are 
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now  ^iven  to  the  sareties  of  guardians,  administrators, 
Slc.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  for  hi:$  services  such 
compensation,  not  exceeding  one  (1)  per  cent,  on  the 
money  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be  allowed 
by  the  court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  nuch  commis- 
sioners respectively.

CHAPTER  868. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the   Louisville  Park  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  (he  Commonwealth 
of  Kenitwky: 

§  J.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  in  the 
city  of  Louisville  a  deposit  bank,  which  shrill  be  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  **  Louisville 
Park  Bank;"  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  in 
that  name  .to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend, 
in  all  courts  and  places,  as  a  natural  person;  and  may 
bave  and  use  a  common  seal,  antl  alter  and  change  the 
same  at  will;  and  may  do  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be 
convenient,  provided  the  same  be  not  contrary  tu  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

(  2.  The  property,  business,  and   affairs  of  said  bank 
shall  be  under  the  management,  government,  and  control 
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1870.  ®f  *  board  of  three  (3)  directors,  which  number  may  be 
increased  to  twelve  (12),  one  of  whom  nhall  be  elected 
president  of  the  board  ;  and  that  JiUon  P.  Johnson,  M. 
Woods  Ferguson,  and  Alfred  T.  Pope,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  for  said  bank, 
to  serve  as  such  until  their  successors  and  assigns  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified,  who  shall  be  citizens  of  Kentucky; 
and  should  any  of  the  persons  above  named  fail  or  refuse 
to  qualify  and  serve  as  directors,  his  or  their  place  or 
places  may  be  declared  and  treated  as  vacant,  and  the 
vacancy  or  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  remainder;  and 
all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  of  directors  may  be 
filled  by  the  other  directors,  who  shall  provide  for  an  elec- 
tion of  directors  by  the  stockholders  within  one  year  from 
.  the  organization  of  the  company,  and  every  year  there- 
after, at  the  office  of  said  bank,  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
notice  of  which  nhall  be  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  city 
papers,  for  at  least  ten  days  next  preceding  the  election; 
and  said  election  shall  be  held  by  three  (3)  stockholders, 
appointed  by  the  board  of  di^ctors,  who  shall  certify  the 
result  for  record  on  the  books  ct  the  bank.  Those  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected, 
and  each  stockholder  is  to  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  he  or  »he  may  own,  and  may  cast  the  same  in  person 
or  by  written  proxy. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  one 
thousand  shares  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ; 
but  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  deem  advisable  and  proper,  to  any  number 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  shares  of  like  value  ;  and  the 
directors,  or  any  two  of  them,  may  open  books  of  subscrip- 
tion for  such  increase  of  stock  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
from  time  to  time;  and  when  as  many  as  two  hundred  and 
fifty  shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  and 
paid  in,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  on 
which  the  same  were  subscribed,  and  affidavit  thereto  has 
been  made  by  the  pre^sident,  said  bank  may  transact  a 
general  banking  and  financial  business,  and  may  loan 
money,  discount  promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell  exchange, 
stocks,  bondn,  and  other  securities ;  and  the  promissory 
'  and  negotiable  notes  made  payable  at  its  banking  house, 
or  at  the  banking  house  of  any  incorporated  bank,  which 
may  be  discounted  by  said  bank,  and  inland  1)1118  of  ex- 
change which  may  be  discounted  or  purchased  by  it,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign 
bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be  bad  thereon, 
jointly  and  severally,  against  the  makers,  drawers,  in- 
dorsers,  and  other  parties  thereto. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  and  use  all  such 
real  and  personal  property,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may 
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h^  coavenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  1870. 
may  be  pledged  or  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt, 
olr  purchai«e  in  satisfaction  of  any  debts,  judgments,  or 
decrees,  and  sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
personal  property  so  acquired,  as  a  natural  person  ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  cashier  of  said 
bank,  during  the  first  week  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the 
Treasury  of  this  Commoii wealth  fifty  (50)  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  capital  stock  held  and  paid  for  in 
said  bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus,  and 
be  a  part  of  the  revenue  proper  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind,  and  it  may  receive 
stocks,  bpnds,  and  other  securities  in  pledge  for  the  secu- 
rity of  money  loaned  or  debts  owing,  and  sell  the  same 
according  to  agreement,  or  upon  thirty  days'  notice ;  said 
bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes^ 
United  States  Treasury'  notes,  or  other  currency,  and  pay 
the  same  in  kind,  or  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  special  or 
general  contract,  and  may  allow  interest  on  deposits,  not 
to  exceed  the  rates  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  it  may  iHsue  letters  of  credit,  payable  through- 
out the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  for  the  convenience 
of  merchants  and  travelers;  but  shall  not  issue  any  notes 
or  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 

§6.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  ban)c*are  hereby 
authorized  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such  rules,  by-laws 
and  regulations,  for  the  management,  government,  and 
control  of  its  property,  butsin^ss,  and  affairs,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal  the  same 
at  will ;  and  may  specify  therein  the  number  of  directors 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business;  they  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and 
servants,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sums  for  their 
services,  and  take  from  them  bonds,  in  such  penalties,  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  they 
may  think  reasonable  and  proper ;  and  upon  any  bonds 
thus  taken,  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the 
conditions  thereof.  If  any  officer  of  the  bank  shall  ap- 
propriate any  funds  of  said  bank  to  his  own  use,  or  shall 
willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  knowingly  make 
false  ones  on  the  books  of  said  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat 
or  defraud  the  corporation  or  other  person,  such  officer 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or 
penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  two  nur  more  than  ten  years.

property,  and  shall  be  assignable  upon  the  books  of  the 
company  in  accordance  with  such  rules  as  the  board  of 
directors  Rhall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe ;  and  said 
bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder 
who  may  be  indebted  to  it  for  stock;  and  such  shares 
shall  not  be  Ai«signable  nor  tranii>fetred  until  the  debt  shall 
be  paid  or  discharged,  without  the  consent  of  the  direct- 
ors of  said  bank. 

(  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  re- 
main in  force  for- twenty-one  years  thereafter.

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  all  acts  in  relation  to  the  incorpor*- 

tion  of  the  Town  of  Morganiuwu. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genetxil  Assembly  of  the  Cvmmomoealik 
of  KaUucky: 

§  1.  ThHt  there  shall  be  an  election  in  the  town  of  Mor- 
gantown,  Butler  county,  Kentucky,  on  the  second  Monday 
in  June,  lb70^  of  five  trustees,  and  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  in  June  in  each  year  thereafter.  Snid  trustees 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  qualify.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  trustee  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  town,  and  a 
qualified  voter  of  this  Commonwealth.  No  person  shall 
vote  at  an  election  of  trustees  who  has  not  resided  in  the 
town,  where  the  election  is  held,  sixty  days  next  preceding 
the  same,  and  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State.  The  said 
trustees  shall  appoint  some  discreet  person,  a  citizen  of 
the  town,  who  shall  act  as  both  judge  and  clerk  of  the 
election  ;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  between  any  two  candidates, 
they  shall  decide  by  lot  who  is  elected.  The  said  judge 
shall  be  sworn,  before  proceeding  with  the  election,  faith- 
fully to  discharge  his  duty ;  and  shall  make  report  of  the 
result  of  the  election  to  the  trustees,  who  shall  enter  the 
same  on  their  journal.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  board 
of  trustees,  from  any  cause  whatever,  it  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  county  court.  The  trustees  shall  en- 
ter upon  the  duties  of  their  office  on  the  Monday  next  sac- 
ceeding  their  election  or  appointment. 

§  2.  The  trustees  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  and  Constitution,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper.  They  shall  cause  the  streets  of  the  town  to  be 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order.    They  may  levy  an  annual 
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tat  on  the  males  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  residing  in  1870. 
the  town,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  the  head ;  and  may 
levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  real  and  personal  estate  in  the 
towU)  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property.  They  may  appoint  a  clerk,  assess- 
or, and  treat>urer,  and  take  from  the  lutter  bond,  with  good 
security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  Three 
trustees  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  be  n  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  **  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Morgantown ;"  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
as  chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of 
said  board  when  convened,  and  shall  have  power  to  con- 
vene the  board  in  session  whenever  ke  may  deem  it  neces- 
sary. 

$  5.  Ther^  shall  be  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal 
elected  for  said  town,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  election  of  trus- 
tees, who  shall  hold  their  office  till  their  successors  are 
qualified;  who>e  jurisdiction  and  powers  shall  be  the 
same  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  cons^table  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky  :  Pfovidedj  That  the  police  judge  of  HHtd  town 
shall  have  authority  to  try  and  decide,  without  the  inter- 
vention of  a  jury,  all  infractions  of  the  by-laws  of  said 
town,  where  the  penalty  does  not  exceed  sixteen  dollars 
($16).  The  police  judge  shall  be  commis!*ioned  by  the 
Governor.  The  town  marshal  shall  give  bond,  and  be 
qualified,  as  now  provided  by  law  (or  con.«tables. 

§  6.  That  all  fines  and  forleitures  inflicted,  and  all  taxes 
levied  and  collected,  under  the  town  ordinances  and  by- 
laws of  said  town,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
town,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  corporation. 

§  7.  iSfaould  there  be  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  po- 
lice judge  or  town  marshal  it  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment by  the  trustees.  And  the  police  judge  and  town 
marshal,  so  appointed,  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  immediately  after  they  are  qualified,  and  shall 
continue  till  the  next  stated  election,  and  till  their  success- 
ors are  qualified. 

$  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to  collect 
the  revenue  of  said  town,  and  pay  it  over  to  the  trustees 
in  thirty  days  after  the  assessment  is  placed  in  his  hands 
for  collection;  and  may  be  allowed  by  the  trustees  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  treasury  ;  but  in  no  ca!*e  to  exceed  five  per  cent, 
on  the   amount  so   collected:  Provided^  Said  marshal,  if 
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1870.  need  be^  [shall]  have  power  to  coerce  the  payment  by 
levy,  and  eell  real  estate,  where  no  personal  property  caD 
be  fonnd,  after  advertising,  as  the  taw  directs  shertfiW  in 
sale  of  real  estate. 

§  9.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ta»  any  show  or 
exhibition  and  bowling  alleys  within  the  town,  or  within 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  limits  thereof,  in  any  snm  they 
may  think  right,  not  exceeding  twenty^five  dollars  per 
day. 

(  10.  They  may  prescribe  the  nomber  of  eating  and 
drinking  saloons,  and  impose  a  suitable  tax,  not  exceed' 
ing  one  hundred  dollars,  upon  all  9Uch  establishments; 
Provided,  That  no  such  house  shall  be  'licensed  by  said 
trustees,  unless  it  has  previously  been  licensed  by  the 
county  court,  a»  now  provided  by  law. 

(  11.  They  shall  have  power  and  authority,  by  by-* 
laws,  to  fix  fines  and. penalties  for  the  suppression  and 
punishment  of  all  riota,  routs,  and  breaches  of  the  peace, 
disturbing  religious  worship,  gaming,  drunkenness,  pro* 
fane  swearing,  indecent  language,  indecent  exposure  of 
the  person,  horse-racing,  boisterous  and  disorderly  con- 
duct of  any  description  whatever,  when  the  offenee  19 
committed  within  the  limits  of  the  town  :  Provided,  That 
no  fine  phall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  nor  shall  imprisenmenl 
extend  beyond  t(*n  days. 

§  12.  The  jailer  of  Butler  county  is  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  into,  and  confine  ih  the  jail  of  the  county,  sucb 
persons  as  may  be  ordered  to  be  confined  in  jai)  in  pur-* 
fluance  of  the  by-laws  of  the  town. 

§  13.  The  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  be  authorized 
to  do  any  act,  specially  authorized  by  this  act,  or  by  any 
general  law  conferring  jurisdiction,  powers,  or  duties  on 
police  courts  and  marshal,  in  additk)n  to  the  power  and 
duties  hereinbefore  named. 

§  14.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  at  the  same  time 
hereinbefore  provided  for  t.hat  of  police  judge  and  mar- 
shal, for  the  oflice  of  town  attorney,  which  election  shall 
be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  election  of 
police  judge  and  marshal ;  and  the  person  so  elected 
shall  hold  his  ofiice  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and 
qualified  ;  and  the  said  attorney  shall  receive  for  his  ser* 
vices  such  compensation  as  the  trustees  of  the  town  shallr 
in  their  by-laws,  prescribe. 

§  15.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  ownera 
of  property  on  the  public  square,  and  on  the  principal 
streets  adjoining  thereto,  to  pave  in  front  of  their  re- 
spective property;  and  in  case  of  their  failure  to  do 'so, 
after  being  required  by  the  trustees,  they  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  property* 
holders. 
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§  16.  That  the  boundary  line  of  said  town  shall  so  run       1£7#, 
to  embrace  all  now  embraced  by  the  town  piat,  now 
on   record  in   the  county  clerk's  office;   and  in  additina 
thereto,  the  pre^nt  residence  of  Dr.  J.  N.   Howard. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the   Loaisville  and   Red  River  Packet  Gompaaj* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  shaU  be,  and  is  hereby,  created  a  corpo- 
ration,by  the  name  of  the  ''Louisville  and  Red  River  Packet 
Company,"  with  a  capital  stock  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
«ach ;  which  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  by  the  said  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts 
and  places,  as  a  natural  person;  nfay  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  and 
make  and  establish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for 
the  efficient  conduct  of  its  business,  and  exercise  all  and 
any  of  the  powers  of  a  corporation  necessary  or  proper 
to  the  carrying  out  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of  its 
creation. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  right  to 
transport  persons  and  property  to  and  from  the  city  of 
Louisville,  along  the  Mississippi,  Ohio,  and  Red  rivers, 
and  along  such  other  rivers,  lakes,  and  bayous,  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  efficient  and  successful  carrying  on  of 
commerce  and  navigation  in  said  waters;  and  may  own, 
buy,  construct,  repair,  charter, hire,  sell,  and  convey  steam- 
boats, flats,  keels,  and  other  water  craft,  with  all  equip- 
ments, appendages,  and  other  personal  property;  and  may 
also  acquire,  by  lease  or  in  fee,  any  necessary  landings, 
wharves,  or  other  real  estate,  for  the  use  of  the  corpora- 
tion in  its  business,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure, and  do  generally  what  is  necessary  to  make  efficient 
the  said  business  of  commerce  and  navigation  in  said 
waters;  and  may  make  contracts  with  shippers  to  limit  or 
fix  its  liabilities  as  common  carrier. 

§  3.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  and  the  power  to 
manage  and  control  its  business, shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  seven  directors,  to  be  elected  after  the  organization  of 
the  company,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  of  each 
year  thereafter  ;  each  share  entitling  the  holder  thereof 
to  one  vote,  and  the  vote  of  stockholders  may  be  cast  by 
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1879.  thefnselves,  ia  person  or  by  proxy,  under  such  regulationi 
after  the  first  election  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws. 

§  4.  That  J.  M.  Robinson,  W.  R.  Harris,  J.  Woolf, 
J.  A.  Garter,  L.  B.  Poarch,  R.  E.  Cross,  R.  H.  Edelen, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  who,  or  a  majority 
of  whom,  shall  open  books  and  receive  subscriptioos  of 
stock  in  said  corporation ;  and  w*ben  not  tess  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  shares  are  taken,  and  fifty  dollars  in  each 
share  so  subscribed  for  paid  in  cash,  or  secured  to  Baid 
commissioners,  they  shall,  by  advertisement  for  at  least 
three  dnys,  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  Louis- 
ville, call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  Louisville,  to 
elect  a  board  of  directors;  and  the  votes  of  stockholders 
may  be  given  in  person  or  by  written  proxy; and  the  seven 
persons  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  de- 
clared directors,  and  hold  their  oflices  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected. 

$  5.  After  each  election  of  directors,  those  elected  shall 
choose  one  of  their  own  number  as  president  of  the  board, 
who  shall  preside  at  the  directors'  meetings,  and  be  the 
chief  oflicer  of  the  corporation.  They  shall  also  appoint 
all  necessary  oflicers,  and  provide  for  their  compensation, 
and  take  all  necessary  bonds  from  officers  of  trust,  to  se- 
cure the  faitblul  discbarge  of  their  duties. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  be  voted  for  or  ap- 
pointed a  director,  who  is  not  at  the  time  a  stockholder  in 
said  corporation  ;  and  vacancies  by  death  or  resignation  in 
the  board,  between  annual  elections,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
board  or  a  quorum  thereof;  and  a  majority  of  the  board  in 
office  shall  at  all  times  be  a  quorum  for  business. 

§  7.  The  said  board  shall  demand  payment  of  stock  sab- 
scribed  for,  in  such  installments  and  at  such  times  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  and  if  all  the  stock  is  not  subscribed 
for  before  their  election,  they  or  tbeir  successors  may  open 
and  keep  open  the  books  for  subscription  of  ibe  stock,  or 
may  sell  that  not  subscribed  for,  for  the  benefit  of  the  cor- 
poration, at  nt>t  less  than  par ;  and  may  by  rules  and  by- 
laws provide  for  the  forleiture  to  the  company  of  any  share 
or  shares  of  stock  subscribed  for  and  not  tully  paid  for 
when  required;  and  may  provide  for  the  mode  of  trans- 
ferring certificates  of  stock,  which  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal estate  and  pass  as  such. 

(  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  871.  187*. 

JlN  act  ineorporatiig  the  Town  of  Oiaysv'iUe,  ia  Harrison  Gonntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
9f  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  ClaysvHIe,  in  the  county  of  Har- 
rison, is  hereby  incorporated ;  the  boundariea  of  which 
town  shall  be  as  foll(»ws:  Beginning:  on  the  we^i  bank 
of  Licking  river  at  the  potnrt  where  Lower  street  runs  to 
said  river;  thence  west  with  the  northern  side  of  said 
street  seventy-two  poles,  to  where  it  intersects.  Back 
street;  thence  with  Back  street  south  ninety-six  poles, 
to  Beaver  creek;  thence  down  Beaver  creek  to  Licking 
river;  thence  down  Licking  river  to  the  beginning.  The 
jarisdiction  of  the  police  judge  shall  extend  one  mile  be- 
yond the  limits  of  said  town. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  five  trustees  elected  in  said 
town,  who  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  dii^charge  of 
the  duties  of  said  office,  take  ati  oath  before  the  county 
court  judge,  or  some  ju^ntice  of  the  peace,  that  they  will 
faithfiiliy  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  aforesaid  ;  that  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
«hall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Town  of  Claysville  ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering 
and  being  ao.'^wered,  defending  and  being  defended,  ia 
all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  That  there  nhall  be  a  police  juds:e  and  town  mar- 
shal elected  for  said  town;  and  that  all  persons  living  in 
said  town,  or  owners  of  real  estate  therein  subject  to 
taxation,  who  have  a  right  to  vote  for  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  t^hall  have  a  right  to  vote  for  trustees, 
police  jiidg^e,  and  town  marshal  of  said  town;  that  said 
police  judge  and  marshal  shall  be  elected  once  in  every 
four  years,  at  the  same  time  and  place  of  voting  for  trus- 
tees; and  in  case  of  vacancy  of  any  of  said  offices, 
either  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  cause,  the 
«aid  voters  shKll  fill  such  vacancy  by  another  election; 
ten  days'  notice  to  be  given  of  all  elections  held  under 
this  act,  in  writing,  to  be  posted  up  in  two  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  town.  The  first  election  of  all  the 
officers  aforesaid  shall  take  place  on  the  firest  Saturday 
in  May,  1870,  and  thereafter  iar  trusties  on  the  firc»C  Sat- 
urday in  March  every  year. 

§  4.  That  before  the  police  judge  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  receive  a  com- 
mission from  the  Governor  of  Ken  uckv,  which  shall  be 
given  upon  the  trustees  certifying  to  the  Governor  that 
hef  has  been  legally  elected  to  fill  s  id  office.    Said  police 
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18M.  jud^e  shall,  before  be  enters  upon  the  dutieis  of  bis  of&ce, 
take  such  oath  as  may  be  required  by  the  Con^titotioD 
and  laws  of  this  State  of  county  Judges.  The  said  police 
judge  shallhave  jurisdiction  of  all  cases,  criminal  as  well 
'  as  civil  and  penal »  which  may  occur  within  the  HoMts  of 
said  town,  as  justices  of  the  peace  have.  He  sb^ll  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  arising  under  the  by- 
laws of  said  town ;  may  issue  warrants^  enter  up  judg- 
ments, and  issue  executions  accordingly.  The  cases  aris- 
ing under  the  violations  of  any  of  the  by-laws  shall  be 
tried  as  soon  as  practicable.  It  sball  be  the  duty  of  said 
police  judge  to  keep  a  fair  and  just  record  of  bis  proceed- 
ings, certified  copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  other 
courts,  and  have  the  same  weight  and  effect  as  certified 
copies  of  the  records  of  justices  of  the  peace  may  have. 
He  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  summonses  for  witness- 
es, and  process  to  compel  their  attendance,  and  fine  per- 
sons for  contempt,  in  a  ^um  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 
He  shall  have  power  to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  in 
like  cases  with  justices  of  the  peace.  He  shall  receive 
for  his  services  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace 
may  be  allowed,  and  shall  in  the  same  manner  be  re- 
sponsible for  illegal  fee  bills  made  out  and  collected. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
receive  all  necessary  conveyamses  in  relation  to  the  lots 
in  said  town.  They  shall  have  power  over  the  streets, 
alleys,  and  sidewalks  in  said  town ;  may  direct  tbe  im- 
provement of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
most  beneficial  to  the  interest  of  said  town.  They  shall 
have  power  to  make  all  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and 
good  government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  They  shall 
have  pov^er  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  property 
and  citizens  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  and  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  on  each  tithe.  Tbe^  shall  have  power 
to  tax  ^hows  and  exhibitions  for  money  such  sums  as  they» 
in  their  by- laws,  may  fix.  They  shall  have  power  to  sup- 
press all  tippling-houses,  and  to  fine  all  those  who  may 
violate  their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto  any  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  lor  each  offense,  to  be  re- 
covered before  the  police  judge  of  said  town.  They 
shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  security  of  said  town 
against  fire  by  organizing  one  or  more  fire  companies^ 
defining  their  duties,  and  punishing,,  by  adequate  fines 
and  other  penalties,  those  who  fail  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them.  They  shall  have  power  to  regulate 
the  market,  and  appoint  a  master  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  that  purpose.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  tu  appA>int  a  treasurer^ 
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elerk,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  1S70. 
and  take  from  them,  respectively,  bond,  with  security, 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in  such  pen- 
alty as  the  said  trustees  may  direct,  conditioned  for  the 
discharge  of  their  respective  duties;  and  for  a  violation 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  of  said  officers,  motions  may 
be  made  or  suits  brought,  before  any  tribunal  having 
jurisdiction  thereof,  in  the  same  manner,^and  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations,  that  motions  are  made  or 
suits  brought  against  sheriffs,  constables,  or  other  officers, 
for  failure  of  duty.  And  moreover,  the  said  trustees,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
remove  either  of  them  for  failing  to  do  their  duty,  and 
appoint  others  in  their  place. 

§  6.  That  it  phall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  and  clerk 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly  belong 
to  their  respective  offices,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
treasurer  to  render  an  account  to  said  trustees  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  whenever  by  them 
requested  so  to  do. 

§  7.  That  it  fi^hall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  appoint 
one  of  their  number  chairman  of  the  board,  and  that  no 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasurer  except  by  the 
order  of  the  fi>aid  chairman,  in  pursuance  of  allowance 
made  by  said  board. 

^  8.  That  upon  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge,  either  party  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  in  the 
same  manner  that  appeals  are  taken  from  judgments  of 
justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  cases. 

§  0.  The  marshal  shall  serve  all  process  and  precept  to 
him  directed  from  <«aid  police  judge,  and  make  due  returns 
thereof,  collect  all  taxes  assessed  in  said  town,  executions, 
and  other  demands  which  may  be  put  in  hi:«  hands  to  col- 
lect and  account  for,  and  pay  over  the  same  utider  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in 
the  collection  of  tuxes,  and  of  constables  in  the  collection 
of  executions  or  other  demands,  and  on  failure  to  dis- 
charge any  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  proceedings  which  may  be  had  against 
Bheriffs  and  constables  in  similar  capes.  The  said  mar- 
shal shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  collecting  the 
town  tax  that  t^heriifs  are  entitled  to  for  collecting  the 
county  Jevy,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  same  fees  that 
are  allowed  to  constables  for  similar  servicer :  Provided^ 
however,  That  said  police  judge  shall  have  power  to  di- 
rect his  process  to  any  constable  of  ilarrison  county; 
and  said  marshal  shall  have  and  possess  the  same  powers 
given  to  constables  in  all  cases  cognizable  before  said 
police  judge. 
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1870.  §  ^^*  ^^'  fines  and  forfeitures  in  cases  cognizable  and 

tried  before  said  police  jadge,  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  town,  any  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  872. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Pewee  Yallej,  in  the  Conntx 

of  Oldham. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComtnonwecUth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Pewee  Valley,  in 
the  county  of  Oldham,  be  as  follows,  viz  :  Beginning  at  a 
point  on  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad,  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  Arthur  Davis  tract  of  land;  thence 
Boutheastwarclly  with  Davis'  line  to  his  corner;  thence  the 
same  course  to  the  Floydsburg  road ;  thence  eastward  with 
said  road  to  the  point  where  Maple  avenue  comes  into  it; 
thence  by  a  straight  line  northeastwardly  to  the  corner  to 
Dodge  and  Kennedy,  in  Gambol's  line;  thence  northwest- 
ward with  the  line  between  Dodge  and  Kennedy  to  said 
railroad  ;  thence  northwestward  with  the  line  between  the 
White  and  Hyman  tracts  to  the  turnpike  road;  thence  west 
with  the  turnpike  road  to  Wm.  Moses'  line;  thence  with  Mo- 
aes'  line,  including  his  tract,  to  his  northwest  corner;  thence 
from  Moses'  northwest  corner  to  the  northeast  corner  of 
Warfield  ;  thence  westwardly  with  Wai field's  line  to  his 
northwest  corner;  thence  with  his  line,  southwardly,  to 
the  Rollington  and  Louisville  road  ;  thence  with  said  road 
to  ShrcBder's  northeast  corner;  thence  with  ShrcB  ier's  Hoe 
to  the  beginning,  including  all  liners  and  all  within  said 
boundary. 

\  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
after  first  being  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people  withia 
said  boundary,  and  approved  by  them,  according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  charter.

CHAPTER  873. 

AN  AOT  to  extend  the  Bouadary  of  the  Town  of  ShelbjTiU^. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Shelbyville  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  extended  as  follows,  viz:  Begin- 
ning in  the  southern  line  of  the  present  boundary  of  said

town,  at  a  Btone,  corner  to  the  land  of  Adam  Carithers.  ItTf  • 
and  the  African  graveyard;  thence  south  fifty  feet  to  a 
Btone;  thence  north  88^,  west  one  hundred  and  ninety 
twenty- five  hundredths  (190  25-100)  poles,  to  a  point  in 
Crawford  HalPs  land;  thence  north  1^,  east  one  hundred 
and  forty  five  nine  tenths  (145  9-10)  polei*,  to  a  point  in 
the  northern  line  of  C.  D.  Bonney's  heirii,  filty  feet  west  of 
their  eastern  line;  thence  east  with  the  northern  line  of 
Bonney's  heirs,  and  the  northern  line  of  R.  P.  Randolph, 
fifty-seven  fifty-two  hundredth  poles,  to  the  northeastern 
boundary  of  said  town. 

§  2.  The  municipal  authority  of  said  town  shall  extend 
over  and  embrace  the  territory  contained  in  the  foregoing 
boundary,  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and 
all  persons  residing  therein  shall  be  entitled,  from  that 
date,  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  piivileges  of  other  citi- 
zens of  said  town.

CHAPTER  874. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  German    Reformed    Zion's  Charch,  of  Loais- 

Tille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Rev.  Max  Stecn,  D.  D.,  Herman  Marcus, 
Wm.  Toatrick,  Wm.  Wolfarth,  Louis  Nrhl,  Herman  Meier, 
Jacob  Korb,  and  Wm.  Bierhaum,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  be  incorporated  by  the  name  of  **German  Evangel- 
ical Reformed  Zion's  Church,  Louisville;''  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  may  purchar^e,  receive, 
and  otherwise  acquire  and  hold  property,  real,  personal, 
and  mixed,  and  may  sell,  lease,  and  otherwise  dispose  of 
the  same  ;  may  have  a  corporate  seal,  and  may  change 
the  same  at  pleasure;  and  may  make  contracts,  and  pass 
by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  land  and 
the  organic  law  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  the  sole 
confession  of  said  church, viz:  the  Heidelberg  catechism, 
as  compiled  anno  15()3. 

§  2.  That  the  entire  management  of  said  church  are 
vested  in  said  pastor,  elders,  and  deacons,  and  their  suc- 
cessors as  such,  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  elected  by  the 
coogregHtion,  who  shall  be  trustees  under  this  act;  and 
they,  when  assembled  as  a  consistory  meeting,  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies,  to  regulate  the  appiintment  and 
duties  of  officers,  and  to  enforce  subscription  to  the 
church  ;  a  majority  of  this  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  make  contracts  pertaining  to  the  real  and  per- 
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1879.  Bonal  estate  of  said  church;  any  contract,  lease,  sale  or 
grant,  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  must  be 
at  fir^t  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  congregation, 
regularly  called  for  that  purpose. 

§  3.  Since  this  congregation  is  exclusively  German,  be 
it  hereby  enacted,  that  it  shall  remain  German  so  long 
as  ten  male  members  shall  desire  it  to  be  so,  so  that  Ger- 
man appointment  shall  have  the  preference.  In  case 
twelve  regular  families  of  the  congregation  desire  the 
introduction  of  the  English  language  in  the  service  of  the 
church,  their  desire  may  be  granted,  provided  their  ap- 
pointments do  not  interfere  with  the  regular  German  ap- 
pointments. In  case  a  separate  Engli.-*h  organization  is 
formed  in  this  house,  and  in  case  the  German  portion  of 
the  congregation  desire  it,  they  must  leave  the  church 
premises,  and  procure  for  themselves  a  separate  place  of 
worship.  In  case  the  German  language  ethould  die  oat 
in  the  church,  the  synod  or  classes  to  which  the  congre- 
gation belongs  shall  decide  about  the  ownership  of  said 
church  property.  This  congregUion  is  always  to  belong 
to  a  Keformed  Synod  holding  to  the  Heiielberg  cate- 
chism of  1563,  and  the  Presbyterian  form  of  church  gov- 
ernment. 

§  4.  The  members  of  said  church,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  may 
be  necessary  lor  the  safe-keeping  of  its  property  or  its 
government,  or  other  interests  of  the  church. 

§  5,  The  said  trustees,  or  corporation  of  said  church, 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same 
at  pleasure  ;  in  conveying  or  leasing  any  of  its  real  estate, 
at  least  two  thirds  of  the  trustees  shall  join. 

$  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  875. 

AN  ACT  to  close  part  of  two    Alleys  in    the  Towq  of   Owcnton,  Owem 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  that  portion  of  Bacon  alley,  between  Adair 
street  and  F<»rsey  alley,  in  the  town  of  Owenton,  Oven 
county,  and  that  portion  of  Forsey  alley  between  Adams 
street  and  the  eastern  limits  of  said  town,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  discontinued  as  public  thoroughfares  or 
passways,  and  the  owners  of  the  lands  or  lots  bordering 
on  the  aforesaid  portions  of  said  alleys  may,  at  any  time, 
close  up  the  t*ame. 

$  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  876.  1870- 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Carlisle. 

Se  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Carlit«)e  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended,  that  hereafter  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  pass  and  put  in 
force  an  ordinance,  whereby,  hogs  runnin^^  at  large 
within  the  corporate  limits  thereof  shall  be  sold,  upon 
three  days'  notice  to  the  oAvner,  without  penninf^,  and 
the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  same  be  disposed  of 
by  said  authorities  under  the  present  law  governing  the  • 
same  :  Provided^  however^  That  before  the  flnal^notice  and 
sale  hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  owner  of  stock  shall 
receive  at  least  one  notice  that  said  stock  is  trespassing 
upon  the  streets  of  the  town ;  which  notice  shall  be 
served  at  least  one  day  previous  to  th«  service  of  the 
final  notice. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  877. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the   Keniuckj  Association  for   the  ImproTC 

ment  of  the  Breeds  of  Stock. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Kentucky  Association  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Breeds 
of  Stock,"  approved  February  1,  1838,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  so  amended,  that  the  number  of  shares  in  said 
association  may  be  increased  one  hundred  shares  in  addi- 
tion to  the  present  number.  The  association  may  elect 
the  persons  who  desire  to  purchase  shares  of  stock  there- 
in, and  may,  at  their  option,  reject  such  applicants  for 
membership  as  may  not  be  deemed  proper  persons 'to  aid 
in  the  improvement  of  breeds  of  stock  in  this  Common- 
wealth, and  may  expel  any  member  of  said  as^sociation  : 
Provided^  however.  When  any  member  shall  be  expelled, 
the  association  shall  pay  him  the  market  value  of  his 
share  of  stock  at  the  time  of  such  expulsion,  and  thereby 
ahall  become  vested  with  the  title  thereto. 

§  2.  If  said  association  shall  determine  to  increase  the 
number  of  its  shares  of  stock,  it  shall  issue  a  certificate 
to  each  new  member  thus  admitted  that  he  is  entitled 
to  one  share  of  stock,  of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  in  the 
association;  and  thereupon  the  owner  of  said  share  of 
iBtock  shall  become  entitled  to  the  same  privileges,  rights 
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1870.  ^'^^  immunities,  as  other  members,  and  have  the  vame 
rights  as  rec^peots  the  property  of  the  association  :  Pro- 
vided^ hoircver.  That  the  association  shall  not  be  required 
to  sell  sai  J  additional  shares  at  par  value  ;  but  may  sell 
the  same  nt  ahy  sum  (to  be  fixed  by  the  association  froin 
time  to  time),  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  the  time  of  its  passage.

CHAPTER  878. 

AN   ACT   to   incorporate   Caba    Lodge,  No.  412,  of  Free    and   Accepted 

Masons,  in  Graves  Coantj. 

Be  it  evaded  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonusealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Cuba  Lod^e,  No.  412,  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  in  the  county  of  Graves,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  st}le  of  Cuba  Lodge,  No.  412.  with  per- 
petual succession;  and  that  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  purchasing  and  holding,  all  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  may  be  required  for  the  use  and  ac- 
commodation of  said  lodge;  to  receive  all  necessary 
conveyaiice:«;  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real 
and  personal  estate  as  they  may  now  have,  or  may  here- 
after acquire. 

$  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  he,  and  is  hereby,  confided  to  John  H.  Neal, 
James  R.  Byrne,  and  A.  J.  Colley,  master  and  wardens 
of  said  Lodge,  and  their  successors  in  ofiice,  as  trustees 
thereof,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  all  contracts  pertaining  to  the  real  or 
personal  estate  in  any  respect,  either  in  purchasing,  build- 
ing, renting,  selling,  or  for  any  and  every  other  purpose, 
which  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  said  lodge« 
when  made  in  pursuance  of  the  rules,  by-laws,  and  in- 
structions of  said  lodge ;  and  service  of  process  on  any 
one  of  said  trustees  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  the  said 
corporation. 

5  3.  That  all  acts  of  the  said  lodge  heretofore,  or  any 
member  thereof  in  the  behalf  of  said  lodge,  touching  the 
purchase,  holding,  sale,  and  conveyance  of  any  property 
owned  or  engaged  by  said  lodge,  or  any  member  thereof, 
whether  said  acts  may  have  been  done  as  a  lodge,  or  by 
a  committee  or  trustees  regularly  appointed  by  said  lodge, 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  thereof,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  legalized  and  confirmed  as  fully  and 
efiTectaally  as  if  done  in  their  present  incorporated  capao* 
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ity  as  herein  crented  ;  and  that  any  property  held  by  the       1870. 
members   of   said    lodge    in    their   corporate   capacity,  is 
hereby  confirmed  unto  said  lodge. 

§  4.  That  said  lodge  may,  at  any  time,  pass  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  protection,  management,  and  safe-keep- 
ing of  the  property  of  said  lodge. 

§  5.  The  General  A^^sembly  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  or  change  this  act  at  pleasure. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  879. 

AN  ACT  appointing;  Commissioners  to  go  examine,  and  report  to  the  next 
session  of  this  General  Assembly,  the  probable  cost  of  removing  the  ob- 
itmctions  out  of  Red  rirer. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonxvealtk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  J.  S.  Pittman,  J.  O.  Tracy,  and  William  F, 
Crawford  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commission- 
ers to  go  upon  lied  river  from  its  mouih,  as  high  up  as  the 
mouth  of  SiillwHter,  and  examine  the  said  river,  and  re- 
port to  the  next  session  of  this  General  Assembly  the 
probable  cost  of  removing  the  obstructions  out  of  said 
river^  from  its  mouth  up  to  the  mouth  of  Stillwater. 

$  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  each  allowed  two 
dollars  per  day  for  the  time  they  are  engaged  in  making 
aaid  examination,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  as  other 
claims  are  paid:  Provided^  That  their  aggregate  allow- 
ance shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  880. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  G.  Walker.

F.  Alford,  and  Lewis  J.  Frazee,  and  their 
successors  forever,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Botanic  Garden  Association ;  with  power  and  au- 
thority to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
eued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  as  natural  persons,  in  all 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  have  and  use  a 
common  seal;  also  to  receive  and  to  hold,  by  purchase, 
gift,  will,  or  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  estate  neces- 
sary for  the  use  and  purposes  of  said  association. 

§  2.  The  purpose  of  this  association  is  to  collect,  culti- 
vate, and  preserve  indigenous  and  exotic  plants. 

.  §  3.  This  association  shall  have  the  privilege  of  selling 
such  plants  as  may  be  produced  upon  its  grounds,  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  be  expended  for  the  use  of  the  garden. 

§  4.  The  above  named  corporators,  or  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  locating  said  botanio 
garden  at  any  point  selected  by  them  within  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky. 

^  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act

Promdedj  That  not  more  than  three  acres  of  land  shall 
be  assessed  to  any  one  person.    For  any  violation  of  the

1870.  by-law8  of  said  town,  or  any  laws  of  the  Commonweaitfa, 
the  trustees  or  police  judge  n)ay  issue  a  warrant  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  \n»e  of  said  trustees, 
against  such  ofi'enders ;  try  them  as  soon  as  practicable, 
and  shall  not  be  deferred  to  the  regular  term  of  justices' 
^ourt.  All  fines  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  town  for  the  benefit  thereof.

WilHams,  who  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  take  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  this  road,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall  insert  in  said  sobserip- 
*tion  book  an  obligation  as  follows,  viz:  <*  We,  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  seTernlly  promise  to  pay 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Moant  Olivet,  North 
Fork,  and  Germantown  Tarnpike  Road  Company  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  set  opposite  oar 
names,  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be 
by  them  required  under  the  law  incorporating  said  torn- 
pike  road  company.*^ 

§4.  When  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  doHani  shall 
have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it  shalt  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioners  named  to  give  notice  in  such 
manner,  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think 
proper,  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors;  one  vote  shall 
be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  and  the  president  and 
directors  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  sucoessors  are 
qualified ;  the  time  and  place  of  election,  after  the  first, 
.  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and  directoirs,  and  shall 
occur  once  in  each  year;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be 
competent  to  do  business. 

^  5.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organised,  by  the  elec* 
tion  of  oflicers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body*politic  and  corporate,  rn  fact  and  law,  by  the  naa»e 
and  8t3'le  of  the  Mount  Olivet,  North  Fork,  and  GeroMD- 
town  Turnpike  Road  Company ;  with  the  privileges  and 
franchises  of  a  corporation ;  shall  be  eapaMe  of  holding 
their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof; 
and  holdpng,  hy  gift,  purebase  or  otherwise,  anything  nec- 
essary for  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  or  the  objects  of 
thi^  corporation  ;  they  shall  have  power  t»  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  coortaoflaw 
and  equity  ;  to  have  and  use  a  seal ;  and  generally  to  do 
all  and  every  act  op  thing  lawful  for  a  corporation  to  ef- 
fect the  object  for  which  said  corporation  was  created. 

§  6.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade  of 
•aid  road,  and  its  covering  with  stone  or  gravel;  may  dcs^ 
ignate  the  place  of  toll-gates,  fix  the  raJtes  of  toll,  and 
xegulate  and  change  the  sansie ;  but  such  rates  shall  nok 
exceed  those  prescribed  by  general  law ;  they  shall  have; 
power^  alter  two  aules^  and  a  half  of  the  road  ia  comr 
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pleted,  to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  tolls,  and  apply  the       1876. 
same  for  the  completion  of  the  road. 

^  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  company,  with  their  tools  and  appliances,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  intend- 
ed road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  to  the  own- 
ers or  occupants  thereof;  they  shall  have  the  right  to 
take  and  receive  the  right  of  way  over  and  through  the 
lands  where  said  road  shall  be  located.  If,  in  any  in- 
stance, they  cannot  procure  the  right  of  way,  and  cannot 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands  through  which 
said  road  \p  to  pass  as  to  the  damages  said  owner  will 
sustain  by  reason  thereof,  then  the  president  shall  apply 
to  the  county  court  of  the  county  wherein  the  land  is 
located  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the  dam- 
ages which  the  owner  thereof  may  sustain  because  of 
the  location  of  said  road  upon  his,  her,  or  their  premises; 
and  upon  the  pnyment  or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  open  and  make  said 
road,  and  do  all  the  work  pertaining  thereto. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  give  notice,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on  each 
share  of  stock,  and  the  time  and  place  of  its  payment. 

$9.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  annually 
such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  with  such  com- 
pensation as  they  may  deem  just,  among  whom  the 
treasurer  shall  give  bond  and  seourity,  in  such  sum  as 
they  may  prescribe,  to  pay  over  all  sums  in  his  hands  to 
the  order  of  the  board. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  893. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  charter  the  Town  of  Aabam, 

in  Logan  County ." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommontoecUth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  as  trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  Auburn,  Logan  county,  Kentucky^ 
would  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  assembly  that 
you  grant  that  the  town  of  Auburn,  as  now  established 
by  law  within  the  boundaries  defined  in  the  plats  of  said 
town,  and  such  additions  as  may  be  hereafter  made  to 
said  town,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  the  town 
of  Auburn. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns 
of  said  town,  with  the  government  thereof,  shall  be  vest- 
ed in  a  principal  officer,  to  be  styled  the  chairman  of  the 
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1870.  board  of  truptoes,  and  six  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected 
on  the  fir^^t  Saturday  in  March  in  each  year  in  the  man* 
ner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  their  succei^sors  shall  have  been  duly  qualified,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  freeholders,  and  shall  have  resided  in 
said  town  one  year  next  preceding  their  election. 

§  3.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March  in  each  year 
there  shall  be  held,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  an  election  for  a  chairman  and  sis  tru:!^tees  for 
said  town,  all  free  white  male  citizens  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  who  shall  have,  bona  fide,  res^ided  in  said 
town  six  months  next  preceding  the  time  of  sajd  election, 
or  shall  at  that  time  be  owners  of  real  estate  in  said  town, 
and  citizens  thereof,  and  who  shall  have  paid  their  taxes 
for  the  current  year  next  preceding  the  election,  and  all 
arrearages  due  for  tax,  fines,  forfeitures,  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote. 

§  4.  The  chairman,  trustees,  marshal,  and  all  officers 
appointed  by  the  board,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  shall  take  an  oath  to  discharge 
their  respective  duties.  The  chairman  shall  be  sworn  be- 
fore some  justice  of  the  peace,  and  may  then  administer 
the  oath  to  the  trustees,  and  to  all  officers  appointed. 

§  5.  The  said  chairman  and  trustees  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  '*  Chairman  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Town  of  Auburn;"  and  in  that  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued  in  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  use  a  common  seal,  and  do  all  other 
acts  which  such  a  body-politic  and  c(»rporate  having  per- 
petual succession  may  do,  rightfully  and  lawfully. 

§  6.  The  chairman,  trustees,  marshal,  and  all  officers 
appointed  by  the  board,  shall  reside  and  keep  their  offices 
within  the  limits  of  said  town.  Three  months'  absence 
of  the  chairman  or  trustees,  or  any  officer  of  naid  town, 
from  it,  shall  vacate  their  offices,  if  so  declared  by  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  trustees.  Said  board  shall  fill  all  va- 
cancies caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  in  the 
offices  of  said  town. 

§  7.  The  judges  and  clerk  of  said  town  shall,  on  the 
Monday  following  the  election,  meet  and  deposit  the  poll- 
book  with  the  board  of  trustees;  and  the  clerk  shall,  in 
their  presence,  add  up  the  polls,  and  give  to  the  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  chairman  and 
trustees  a  certificate  of  their  election. 

§  8.  The  chairman  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
board,  and  give  the  casting  vote  when  there  shall  be  a 
tie.  He  may  convene  the  board  at  any  time  he  may 
think  proper.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  of  the 
board  signed  by  the  clerk.     He  shall  report  all  improper 
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conduct  of  the  ofBcers  appointed  by  the  board  to  the  IgfTO. 
board  in  session,  who  shall  have  the  power  to  remove 
them  by  a  resolution  entered  upon  the  journal,  two  thirds 
of  the  board  concurring  therein.  He  shall  have  the  care 
and  superintendence  of  the  public  property  of  said  town, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may 
think  proper  to  impose  on  him  as  the  chief  executive  offi- 
cer of  said  town.  He  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  remit  any  fine,  penalty,  or 
forfeiture  incurred  or  imposed  by  any  law  or  ordinance 
of  the  town,  and  discharge  from  the  jail  any  person  im- 
prisoned for  a  violation  of  an}'  law  or  ordinance  of  said 
town ;  but  such  remi:*8ion  of  fine  or  discharge  from  im- 
prisonment shall  be  on  the  condition  of  the  payment  of 
costs. 

^  9.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  until  altered  or  changed 
by  ordinance.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  be  capable 
of  doing  business  in  session;  the  board  shall  have  the 
power  to  enforce  the  by-laws,  and  inflict  such  penalties 
as  they  may  deem  proper  for  non-attendance  of  the  chair- 
man, trusstees,  and  other  officers  elected  or  appointed  by 
the  board. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve,  the  books,  papers,  records,  and 
all  property  belonging  to  his  office,  and  deliver  the  same 
to  his  successor  in  office,  on  application  being  made  there- 
for; he  shall  keep  a  regular  journal  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board,  and  a  correct  account  of  the  fiscal  concerns 
hereof;  he  shall  record  all  the  acts,  ordin-^nces,  resolu- 
tions, and  orders  of  the  board  ;  he  ^hall  tnke  and  attest 
all  bonds  and  agreements  between  the  board  and  all  per- 
Boos;  be  «shall  furnish  attested  copies  of  all  acts,  ordi- 
nances, resolutions,  and  orders  passed  by  the  board  when 
required  to  do  so  by  persons  entitled  to  demand  the  same; 
he  shall  draw  his  order  for  all  sums  of  money  due  to  per- 
sons on  claims  allowed  by  the  board;  and  on  the  return  of 
the  assessor's  list  to  the  board,  he  shall  hand  over  one  of 
said  lists,  together  wuth  the  order  fixing  the  rate  of  as- 
sessment, to  the  collector  of  tax,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor;  he  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  in  an  ade- 
quate penalty,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  lor  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treasurer, 
to  whom  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  town  shall  be  paid. 
No  claims  against  the  town  shall  be  paid  until  the  same 
are  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board.  In  all  cases  of 
the  payment  of  money  by  the  treasurer,  in  satisfaction 
of  claims  on  the  treasury,  it  shall  be  upon  an  order  drawn 
by  the  clerk,  and  countersigned' by  the  chairman,  for  thei 
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18i79.       amount  appearing  to  be  due  to  the  claimant;  such  order 

in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  receipted,  shall  be  evidence 

of    its    payment.     Like   bond   shall   be    required    of    the 

treasurer,  and  like  remedies  are  hereby  given,  as  in  the 

.    case  of  collection  of  taxes. 

§  12.  The  board   shall,  annually,  appoint  one  town  as- 
sessor, and  one  assistant  if  necessary,  who  shall  take  in  a 
list  of  all  inhabitants  and  owners  of  property  in  said  town, 
separately,  and  to  fix  against  each  the  real  estate  in  said 
town  owned  by  him,  her,  or  them,  with  the  value  thereof, 
on  the  iOth  day  of  January  in  that  year  in  which  the  list 
is  taken,  and   also  the  true  and  just  value  of  such  other 
estate  of  each  of  said  inhabitants  or  owners,  whether  in 
goods,  stocks,  or  other  property  owned,  held,  possessed, 
used,  or  employed  by  him,  her,  or  them   in  said  town,  on 
said  10th  day  of  January,  as  may  be  designated  for  tax- 
ation by  said  board,  which  list  ^hall  be  made  on  the  oath  of 
the  party  ;  or  if  the  party  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  and  swear 
to  the  same,  the  list  shall  be  made  from  the  best  informa- 
tion the  assessor  possesses ;  and  [said]  list  shall  be  extend- 
ed to  include  all  free  males  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
all  taverns,  grocers,  victualers,  confectioners,  and  houses 
of  public  resort,  hacks,  and  drays,  carts,  wngons,  and  por- 
ters plying  in  said  town  for  hire,  if  required  by  the  board; 
of  which   list  two  fair  copies,  arranged  in   alphabetical 
order,  shall  be  completed  and  returned  to  said   board  at 
the    regular   meeting   in   May,  whereof   notice    shall  be 
given  that  any  of  said  inhabitants  or  owners  may  ex- 
amine  the   same,  and    if   any  one   shall   feel    aggrieved 
thereby,  in  exces^iive  valuation  or  otherwise,  application 
may  be  made  to  the  board,  and  on  proof  being  made  to 
their  satisfaction,  the  list  may  be  corrected  :  Proviifed,  The 
application   is  made  within   the  time   that   may  be  pre- 
scribed  by   them,  after  which  no    abatement  or  change 
shall  be  made.     The  board  shall  proceed  to  lay  and  levy 
the  taxes  for  the  current  year  from  estimates  previously 
submitted  to  them  by  the  chairman. 

§  13.  The  justice  of  the  peace  elected  and  residing  in 
the  Auburn  district  shall  have  full  and  complete  jurisdic- 
tion oyer  all  violations  of  laws,  ordinances,  and  penalties 
passed  or  imposed  by  the  chairman  and  trustees  of  said 
town,  in  as  full  and  complete  a  manner  as  they  now,  by 
law,  have  over  violations  of  the  penal  laws  of  Kentucky: 
Provided^  That  they  shall  have  such  jurisdiction,  without 
regard  to  the  amount  of  the  fine  imposed  ;  they  shall  have 
the  same  fees  as  they  are  now,  by  law,  entitled  to  for 
similar  services :  Provided  further^  That  for  all  warrants 
issued  by  them,  for  violation  of  the  town  laws  or  ordi- 
nances, they  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar;  the 
process  in  all  cases,  for  violation  of  the  law  and  ordi- 
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nances,  shall  be  in  the   name  of  the  Commonwealth  of      1870. 
Kentacky,  and  directed  to  the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  the     • 
sheriff  or  any  constable  oi'  Logan  county. 

§  14.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall,  annu- 
ally, appoint  a  marshal,  who  shall  be  duly  qualified,  and 
security  executed  ami  made  payable  to  the  chairman  and 
board  of  trustees,  in  any  adequate  penalty,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties.     He  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
authority,  witbiti  the  town  of  Auburn,  to  collect  the  town 
tax,  as  sheritl's  have  in  collecting  the  county  levy  and 
State  revenue,  and  in  serving  notices,  warrants,  executions, 
and  selling. property  under  the  judgments  rendered  for  the 
violation  of  the  town  laws  and  ordinances  and  orders  of 
said  town.     He   and   his  securities  shall  be  liable  to  the 
judgment  ojf  the  Logan  circuit  court,  for  failing  to  collect 
or  to  pay  over  any  sums  of  money  put  into  his  hands  for 
collection.     He  shall  serve  all  kinds  of  process  and  notices 
issuing  from  the  proper  authorities,  for  violations  of  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town.     He  shall  remove,  or 
cause  to  be   removed,  all  nuisanees  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  at  the  expense  of  those  who  shall  have  said 
nuisances  in  said  town,  according  to  the  ordinances,  rules 
and  regulation ',  of  the  board  of  trustees.     He  may  have  a 
deputy,  by  and   with  the  consent  of  the   chairman   and 
board  ;  'he  Fhall  be  responsible  to  the  trustees  for  all  acts 
of  said  deputy.     He  shall,  by  himself  or  deputy,  execute 
all  the  process  issued  oy  the  proper  authorities  of  the  town, 
and  make  due  return  thereof.     He  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  and  per  cent.,  for  collecting  the  town  tax,  penal* 
ties,  and  forfeitures,  as  the  sheriffs  and  constables  have  in 
like  cases,  where  it  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this 
act,  or  by  the  order  of  the  board.     He  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  serving  a  peace  warrant;  for  serving 
a  warrant  fdr  a  riot,  rout,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  one  dol- 
lar; for  all  warrants  where  fines  are  to  be  assessed  by  a 
jury,  one  dollar;  for  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  and  debts, 
to  be  tried  by  the  town  authorities,  twenty-five  cents;  sum- 
moning a  witness,  twenty-five  cents;  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  from  the  State,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Treasury   and  county  levy,  for  serving  warrants  for  the 
commission  of  a.  felony,  as  constables  are  for  like  services. 
The  marshal  shall  be  authorized  to  take  replevin  bonds 
with  security,  payable  to  the  board  of  trustees,  for  all  pen- 
alties placed  in  his. hands  for  collection;  such  bonds  shall 
run  for  three  months,  as  in  case  of  debts,  returnable  to  the 
office  from  which  execution  issued.     When  due,  the  justice 
shall  issue  execution,  with  indorsement  thereon  of  ''no  se- 
curity to  be  taken."     He  shall  perform  all  other  duties  im- 
posed on  him  by  ordinances  of  the  board.

1879.  §  15.  The  board  shall  have   power  to  appoint  a  health 

officer,  and  establish  regulations  which  may  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  introdoction  of  small-pox  and  other  conta- 
gious dieeasea  into  said  town,  and  remove  ail  patients 
without  the  limits  of  said  town  with  such  disease,  when 
thought  prudent  by  said  board.  • 

§  lt$.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  organize  a  fire  de- 
partment, for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  that  may  happen 
within  said  town  ;  to  provide  engine**  and  other  apparatus 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be 
necessary  to  make  effective  such  department. 

§  17i  The  board  shall  have  power  to  pass  ordinances 
regulating  the  introduction  of  gunpowder  for  sale  into 
said  town^  and  of  storing  the  same  dierein;  and  they 
may  enforce  compliance  with  such  ordinances  by  suita- 
ble penalties;  and  also  may  cause  a  magazine  to  be 
erected  without  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  board,  who  shall  by  ordinance  regu- 
late the  tees  and  charges  for  keeping  of  powder  and 
other  combustibles. 

^  18.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  control  of  the  ceme- 
tery near  said  town,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  power 
to  add,  by  purchase,  to  said  ground,  not  more  than  twenty 
acres,  or  to  purchase  a  new  and  more  eligible  site  of  not 
more  than  twenty  acres;  they  may  lay  ofi  and  sell  burial 
rights  or  lots,  and  appropriate  the  proceeds  to  beautifying 
and  improvi[ig  the  ground,  and  may,  by  their  by-laws, 
impose  a  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  upon 
any  person  trespassing  upon  or  injuring  the  grounds  or 
improvements. 

§  111.  The  board  of  trustees  may  receive  conveyancesi 
or  the' consent  in  writing  of  proprietors  of  lots  or  lands 
within  the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  new  streets 
or  alleys,  or  extending  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  to  the 
limits  thereof,  and  on  receiving  the  same,  may  direct  such 
street  or  alley  to  be  extended  or  opened;  and  when  they 
shall  deem  it  proper  to  have  any  new  street  or  alley  open- 
ed, or  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  said  town  extended 
in  part,  or  to  the  limits  thereof,  they  shall  petition  the 
Logan  circuit  court,  stating  the  street  or  alley  they  wish 
opened  or  extended,  and  the  name  of  the  owners,  if 
known,  of  the  lots  and  lands  through  which  they  desire 
to  have  said  street  or  alley  opened  or  extended,  and 
width  thereof;  and  thereupon  the  court  shall  order  a 
summons  to  issue  for  such  owners  to  appear,  on  some 
convenient  day  of  that  or  some  subsequent  term,  to  show 
cause  why  such  street  or  alley  shall  not  be  opened  or 
extended;  which  summons  shall  be  executed  on  the  own- 
ers, if  m  the  county ;  if  not,  on  their  agents,  if  knowD ; 
and  on  the  return  of  the  summons  executed,  or  the  return 
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of  no  iDhabitant  or  no  known  agent,  and  no  one  appear-  1S79. 
ing,  the  court  Bhall  order  the  street  or  alley  to  be  opened 
or  extended ;  and  if  one  or  more  of  tsuch  persons  ^hall 
appear,  they  shall  [have]  a  right  to  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum^  which  the  court  shall  award,  directed  to  the 
proper  officer,  to  be  executed  as  other  writs  of  that 
nature  for  opening  roads;  and  on  the  return  of  the  writ 
executed,  the  court  shall  order  the  board  to  pay  the  dam- 
ages assesi^ed,  and  shall  order  the  street  or  alley  to  be 
opened  or  extended ;  the  board  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  cause  all  streets  and  alleys  to  be  opened 
and  cleared  of  all  obstructions,  by  the  infliction  of  suita- 
ble fines  and  penalties  :  Provided,  however ,  That  the  board 
shall  have  power,  at  any  time  before  the  final  order  or 
judgment,  to  dismiss  their  petition,  which  shall  not  pre- 
vent them  again  instituting  p/'oceedings  for  opening  such 
street  or  alley,  at  any  time  after  one  year  from  said  dis- 
missal :  And  provided  further^  That  the  party  aggrieved 
by  the  decision  of  the  circuit  judge  shall  have  the  right 
of  appeal,  as  in  other  cases  of  a  similar  character. 

^  20.  The  chairman  and  board  of   trustees  shall  have 
power  to  make  and  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in 
relation  to  tj>aid  town.     They  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and 
good  government  of  said  town,  not  incont^ii*tent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  they  shall 
have  power  to   ass^ess  and  collect  annually   an  ad  valorem 
tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hund- 
red dollars  of  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  town,  and  a 
poll  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  each 
tithe  ;  and  upon  the  refusal  of  any  person  so  assessed  to 
pay  said  revenue  or  poll  tax,  or  upon  the  return   of  the 
town  marshal  or  collector  herein  provided  of  any  delin- 
*qaent  list,  they  may  order  a  sale  and  conveyance  of  the 
real  or  personal  estate  of  said  person  for  the  payment  of 
such  taxes,  after  'an  advertisement  of  said  sale  has  been 
made:  Provided^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees 
to  cause  all  nuisances  to  be  abated  and  removed,  and  keep 
the  streets  in  good  repair  for  transportation  and  travel;  and 
for  any  failure  to  do  either,  they  shall,  upon  indictment  or 
presentment  by  the  grand  jury,  be  fined  by  the  Logan  cir- 
cuit court  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected 
of  them  by  the  sherifi*,  and  paid  into  the  town  treasury; 
they  shall  have  power  to  declare,  by  their  by-laws,  what 
are  nuisances  within  said  town,  abate  the  same,  and  may 
impose  fines  and  penalties  upon  whomsoever  may  cause 
them  ;  they  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  suitable  market- 
house,  and  for  that  purpose  may  purchase  ground,  and 
regulate  the  market,  and  appoint  a  market- master. 
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1870.  5  ^^'  They  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  taxing  any 

etore,  grocery,  or  retail  establishment  of  any  kind,  that 
may  be  commenced  or  opened  at  any  time  subsequent  to 
the  day  fixed  for  the  annual  assessment ;  they  shall  have 
power  to  tax  peddlers,  auctioneers,  in  addition  to  the  tax 
now  imposed  by  law,  such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by 
ordinance,  to  require  them  to  take  out  license,  under  such 
restrictions  and  penalties  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce 
such  tax,  as  well  as  the  power  to  tax  and  license  the  agen- 
cies of  insurance,  shows,  exhibitions,  theatrical  perform- 
ances, concerts,  and  places  of  public  amusement,  where 
money  is  charged  for  admission  to  same:  Provided^  That 
no  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  sales  of  decedents'  estates  by 
executors,  administrators,  or  curators,  or  by  sherifis,  con- 
stables, marshals,  coroners,  or  any  public  officers,  as  such, 
or  by  commissioners  appointed  or  directed  by  authority  of 
any  court :  Provided  further^  That  no  tax  shall  be  levied 
on  the  public  sales  of  books. 

§  22.  The  board  shall  have  the  right  to  tax  all  taverns, 
houses  of  private  entertainment,  coffee-houset*,  groceries, 
victualers,  confectioners,  and  houses  of  public  resort  in 
said   town;  but  tavern-keepers  and  vendors  of  spirituoas 
liquors  shall  still  be  liable  to  pay  any  revenue  tax  now 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  be  paid,  and  no  license 
shall  be  granted  whereby  spirituous  liquors  or  wines  may 
b6  retailed,  except  to  tavern-keepers  and  keepers  of  coffee- 
houses, upon  the  payment  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.     The  board  shall  have 
power  and  authority,  two  thirds  of  the  trustees  concurring, 
to  suspend,  either  indefinately  or  for  a  limited  period,  any 
license  which  they  may  grant,  or  which  mny  have  been 
granted  to  a  tavern-keeper,  or  keeper  of  a  coffee  house  or 
drinking  saloon,  whenever  they  shall  be  satisfied  by  proof 
that  said  tavern-keeper,  or  keeper  of  a  coffee-house,  h^ 
permitted  any  unlawful  gaming  in  hij  hoase,  or  has  per- 
mitted any  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct  to  be  practiced 
or  committed  in  his  house,  or  has  permitted  any  person  or 
persons  to  tipple  or  drink  to  intoxication  therein:  Provided, 
however.  That   no   license   shall  be   suspended   until  said 
tavern-keeper,  or   keeper  of  coffeehouse,  shall  have  at 
least  five  days'  previous  notice,  and  has  been   permitted 
to  show  cause,  if  any  he  can,  why  his  license  should  not 
be  suspended.     If  any  person,  whose   license  shall  have 
been  thus  suspended  by  said  board,  shall  afterwards  sell 
by  retail  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wines,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  keeping  a  tippling-house,  and  fined  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  town. 

§  23.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  suppress,  by  ordi- 
nance, with  suitable  penalties,  all  tippling- houses,  bawdy* 
houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  aH  retailing  of  spirituoui 
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liqaora  and  wines,  all  riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  dis-  1870. 
orderly  or  indecent  conduct,  disturbances  of  religious 
worship,  vagrancy,  and  disturbance's  of  the  peace  and 
tranquility  of  the  town.  They  shall  also  have  power, 
whenever  the  pobiic  convenience  or  safety  shall,  in  their 
opinion,  require  it,  prohibit  hogs  and  other  animals  from 
running  at  large  in  the  streets,  alleys,  commons,  and  other 
public  places  in  said  town,  and  to  require  and  compel  the 
abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance. 

^  24.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  cause  all  the  streets  and  alleys, 
or  any  part  or  portion  thereof  in  said  town,  now  estab- 
lished or  hereafter  to  be  established,  to  be  graded,  paved, 
turnpiked,  graveled,  or  otherwise  improved. 

§  25.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  (two  thirds  of  the  whole  number 
of  the  trustees  elected  concurring),  to  cause  the  sidewalks, 
or  any  part  or  portion  of  them  in  said  town,  to  be  curbed, 
graded,  and  paved,  with  stone  or  brick,  and  when  so  done, 
to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  to  assess  the  cost  and  ex- 
penses of  such  curbing,  grading,  and  paving,  or  repairs, 
adjacent  to  any  lot  or  part  of  lot,  against  the  owner  of  the 
lot  or  part  of  lot  frontinc:  thereon  ;  and  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  said  costs  and  expenses,  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on 
such  lots  or  parts  of  lots  ;  said  cost  and  expenses  may  be 
listed  as  taxes,  with  the  collector  of  said  town,  and  by 
him  collected  as  other  taxes,  who  shall  have  power  to  sell 
and  convey  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  in  the  same  manner  that  real  estate  in 
said  town  may  be  sold  for  taxes :  Provided,  That  infants, 
feines  covert^  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  five 
years,  after  their  several  disabilities  are  removed,  to  re- 
deem the  same :  And  provided  further^  That  the  owners  of 
property  fronting  thereon  shall  first  have  an  opportunity 
of  making  said  improvements  themselves,  upon  fair  and 
reasonable  notice  to  them. 

$  26.  If  at  any  time,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  board 
of  trustees,  it  shall  become  necesssary  to  grade  and  pave 
any  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  lot  of  any  widow  in  said 
town,  which  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  oppress 
such  widow  to  grade  and  pave  said  sidewalk  out  of  her 
means,  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the 
power  to  cause  such  pavement  to  be  graded  and  paved, 
and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  revenue  of  said  town. 

§  27.  That  the  citizens  of  said  town,  and  their  hands, 
shall  be  bound  to  work  upon  all  roads  and  streets  within 
the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  when  required  to  do  so  by 
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1870.  ordinance  of  the  board,  and  keep  the  ^ame  in  good  repair; 
but  they  k^hall  be  exempt  I'rooi  working,  on  roada  outaide 
the  limits  of  said  town. 

§  28.  1'he  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  cause  said  town  to  be  supplied 
with  water,  by  sinking  wells,  constructing  cisterns,  plac- 
ing pumps  therein,  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair  at  the 
expense  of  the  town. 

\  21).  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  pat>B  ordinances,  imposing  the  penak}'  of  fine 
and  imprisonment  (or  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  riots, 
roots,  and  unlawful  assemblies,  disturbing  religious  wor- 
ship, and  t  II  offenses  made  penal  by  the  statutes  of  the 
State.  All  trials  tur  such  offenses  shall  be  by  jury,  unless 
waived  by  the  defendant.  The  ofTicer  in  empanneling 
the  jury,  shall  be  gctverned,  in  the  qualification  of  jurorsr 
by  the  starures  of  the  Stale  on  the  subject. 

^  SO.  Ail  persons  convicted  of  violating  the  ordinances 
or  by* laws  of  the  town,  and  failing  to  ))ay  the  fine  there-, 
for  assessed  against  them,  and  the  cost«  shall  be  confined 
in  a  lock-up  built  for  said  purposes  until  the  fines  assessed 
against  them,  and  the  costs  ot  prosecution,  are  discharged 
at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day.  Whenever  the  fees  of 
the  officers  are  discharged  by  confinement  in  jail,  said  fees 
shall  be  paid  out  ol  the  town  treasury. 

§  31.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a  violation  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  town. 

§  d'Z.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  fix,  by  resolution,  the  salaries  of  the  various 
town  officers,  which  salaries  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  rev- 
enue of  shid  town.  Said  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  clerk,  countersigned  by  the 
chairman  of  the  board. 

§  33.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  tax,  license,  and  regulate  all  drays,  carts,  wag- 
ons, and  hacks  and  porters,  which  may  be  plying  in  said 
town  for  hire.  They  shall  also  have  the  power,  when* 
ever,  in  their  opinion,  the  interest  of  said  town  may 
require  it,  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  dogs  and  other 
domestic  animals,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  on  each 
animal. 

(  34.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
the  power,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  to  pledge  the  faith 
of  the  town  for  improving  the  streets,  and  other  necessary 
work,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars: Ptovided,  That  the  town  shall  at  no  time  owe  more 
than  said  amount  for  such  work;  but  said  chairman  and 
board  of  trustees,  two  thirds  concurring  therein,  shall  have 
power,  and  they  are  hereby  authori'zed,  at  any  time,  and 
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frotn  time  to  tlnne,  as  the  improvement  of  said  town  may  1870. 
require,  to  borrow  any  pura  not  exceeding  twenty- five 
hundred  dollars;  and  said  chairman  and  trustees  are  au- 
thorized to  is!<ue  scrip,  note,  or  bond  of  the  board,  signed 
by  the  chnirman  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  stipu- 
lating for  the  payment  of  any  money  thus  borrowed,  and 
interest,  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  of 
the  loan:  Provided^  hfiwener.Thni  said  board  shall  not  at 
any  one  time  be  indebted  in  a  greater  sum  than  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars  borrowed  money;  and  they  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  pledge  the  revenue  of  said 
town  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  loan*  they  may 
obtain  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided  furtlter^ 
That  before  or  at  the  time  of  the  creating  of  any  debt  by 
said  town,  means  shall  be  provided  for  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon  until  due,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
debts  so  incurred  by  the  town,  when  the  principal  shall 
become  due. 

§  35.  The  board  shall  cnuse  all  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances to  be  fairly  recorded  in  the  journal  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
said  town.  The  validity  of  the  town  ordinances  and  by- 
laws may  be  tried  by  a  writ  of  prohibition  from  the 
judge  of  Logan  county  court,  with  a  right  of  appeal  by 
either  party  to  the  court  of  appeals. 

§  36.  Any  tax -payer  who  shall  in  any  year,  on  or  before 
the  first  dny  of  August,  pay  to  the  treasurer  his  town  tax 
for  the  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  eight  per 
cent,  thereon  ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  board  shall,  in  each 
year,  in  the  month  of  June,  give  to  the  tax-payers  notice, 
through  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  that  they 
are  entitled  to  such  deduction  upon  payment  of  their  tax 
on  or  before  that  time. 

§  37.  They  shall  annunlly  publish  an  account  of  all  the 
money  received,  and  of  all  the  p^iyments  during  the 'year 
they  are  in  office,  together  with  a  statement  of  town 
debts  at  the  expiration  of  their  term,  through  some  news- 
paper published  in  said  town. 

§38.  All  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  now  in  force  in 
said  town,  except  so  far  as  they  are  incompatible  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  mod- 
ified or  repealed  ;  and  all  power,  authority,  and  privilege 
vested  in  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees,  or  in  any 
of  the  ofiicers  of  said  town,  by  this  act,  shall  be  vested 
in  and  exercised  by  the  present  chairman,  trustees,  and 
officers  appointed  by  them,  and  their  successors  in  office. 

(  39.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
full  power  to  pass  all  needful  ordinances  and  by-laws  for 
carrying  into  efiect  the  powers  herein  granted,  and  exe- 
cuting all  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  with  suitable 
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'  1870.  penalties  for  the  in  fraction  of  the  same,  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  except  in  caves  of  disturbance  of  relif^ious 
worship,  riot,  breaches  of^  the  peace,  and  tippling-bonses, 
where  the  penalty  may  be  one  hundred  dollars.  They 
shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  all  subordinate 
officers  necessary  to  carry  the  provisions  of  this  act  into 
eflect,  soch  as  police  officers,  patrol,  market  -  master, 
weigher,  and  any  other  that  may  be  required,  and  to 
require  bond  and  security  of  them  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duty. 

§  40.  The  first  election  under  this  act  for  chairman  and 
trustees  shall  be  held  in  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  March,  1870,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  existing 
board  of  trustees. 

§  41.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
1870;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  coming  within  the 
purview  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  8M, 

AN  ACT  to   isoorpoffafte  the  Town   of  New  Market,  ia    Marion    €onntjr 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  New  Market,  in  Marion  county, 
Kentucky,  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  its  corporate  limits 
extending  one  fourth  of  a  mile  in  every  direction  from 
the  street  crossing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  public 
square. 

§  2.  That  .George  Meas,  Edward  Lvckett,  and  David 
Walker,  ai^er  being  duly  sworn,  may,  at  the  house  of 
Thos.  Hicks,  in  said  town  of  New  Market,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  1870,  hold  an  election  for  five  trustees 
of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  eaceessors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of 
New  Market ;  and  under  that  name  they  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  conrts  of  this 
Commonwealth;  may  own,  buy,  and  sell  real  estate,  and 
convey  the  same,  both  within  and  outside  the  limits  of  said 
town,  for  church,  school,  and  cemetery  purposes. 

§  3.  All  qualified  voters  living  inside  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town,  and  any  qualified  Toter  owning  real  estate 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
the  election  of  trustees,  and  other  town  officers. 

^  4.  The  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualifiied,  and 
shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  diecbarge  all  the  dutie* 
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pertaining  to  their  ofRces.     They  shall  elect  a  clerk,  who       1870. 
shall  enter  apon  a  book,  kept  for  the  purpose,  the  pro- 
ceedtngfl  of  the  hoard  at  each  meeting. 

§  5.  The  trastees,  by  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town,  shall  have  power  to  levy  a 
tax,  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property  in  said  town  subject  to  taxation; 
and  may  impo'se  a  tax  upon  taverns,  drinking  saloons, 
and  eating-houses;  and  may  impose  a  tax,  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  up<»n  all  shows  and  exhibitions  ;  the  money 
to  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  said  town. 

§  6.  On.  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1870,  the  trustees 
shall  order  an  election  (having  given  ten  days'  previous 
notice  thereof)  for  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal ;  and 
thereafter  the  police  judge  shall  be  elected  at  the  time  the 
county  judge  is  elected,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  same 
time  ;  the  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time 
constables  are  elected,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  same 
length  of  time,  to  take  the  oath,  give  the  bond,  and  in  all 
respects  to  be  liable  as  constables  are  liable. 

§  7.  The  poll-book  of  said  election  shall  be  returned  by 
the  clerk  to  the  judge  of  the  Marion  county  court,  at 
the  first  term  of  court  affer  said  election,  and  -the  result 
shall  be  certified  by  the  judge  of  said  court  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State ;  and  the  Governor  shall  issue  a  commi^ision 
to  that  per8on  who  may  be  elected  police  judge,  who 
ehall  take  the  same  oath  taken  by  the  county  judge  ;  and 
in  all  civil  cases  ishall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees;  and  in  all 
criminal  cases  arising  in  the  town  shall  have  the  same 
jurisdiction  as  the  county  judge,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
eame  fees;  and  in  all  violations  of  town  regulations  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees,  as  a  magistrate  for  similar  services. 

§  8.  The  town  marshal  shall  execute  all  process  issued 
by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  as  constables  for  similar  services,  and  may  exe- 
cute any  process  issued  by  a  magistrate  of  the  county, 
and  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  constable  with- 
in and  for  said  county. 

§  9.  A  majority  of  said  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business,'  and  they  shall  have  power  to 
make  ail  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  town,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  nor 
^ith  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  In 
case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  an  election  (after  ten  days'  notice  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board)  shall  be  held  to  fill  said  vacancy;  and 
•n  case  the  police  Judge's  or  town  marshal's  office  shall 
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1870*  bf come  vacant,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  trustees  shall 
proceed  to  order  an  election  for  snid  officers,  giving:  ten 
days'  previous  notice  of  said  election,  and  shall  appoint  * 
the  necessary  officers  to  conduct  the  election  ;  and  the 
police  judge  and  town  marshal  so  elected  shall  serve  tilt 
the  next  general  election. 

§  10.  That  all  aots  or  parts  of  acts,  heretofore  adopted, 
incorporating  the  town  of  New  Market,  in  Marion  county^ 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  pjiFsage.

CHAPTER  8»5. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporaU  the   Fittherrille  and  Boek  Creek  Tmrnpike  Road 

Compaoy. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembfy  of  the  CommenioeaUk 
0f  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  a  eompnny  is  hereby  incorporated,  under  the 
name  of  the  Fie^berville  and  Buck  Creek  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  n^acadamixed 
road,  beginning  at  a  point  on  ihe  Louisville  and  Taylors- 
Tille  Turnpike,  in  Jefferson  county,  where  the  Old  Lick 
dirt  road  leaves  said  pike  ;  thence  along  or  near  saki  road 
to  the  forks  of  Brush  run,  at  Demoss'  shop ;  and  thence 
on  the  most  direct  and  practicable  route  to  the  Buck 
Creek  and  Simpsonville  road,  at  or  near  Albert  Moony*a 
gate,  in  Shelby  county;  and  under  the  above  name  said 
company  may  have  and  use.  a  common  seal;  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  answer  and  defend,  as  natural  persons,  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succesi«ion. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  sharea 
of  ftlty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  R.  R.  Clark  and  Robert  Taylor,  of  Jefferson 
county;  Fielding  Blankenbaker,  W.  H.  Pemberton,  and 
J.  W.  Hardin,  of  Shelby  county,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by»  appointed  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  opening 
books  and  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  which  shall  be  taken  in  the  following 
form,  viz:  **  We,  the  under:«igned,  do  hereby-  agree  to  pay 
to  the  Pi<$herville  and  Buck  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany fifty  dollars  for  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite. to 
our  names;  the  same  to  be  paid  in  such  proportions  and 
amounts  as  may  be  by  them  required,  and  to  be  collect- 
able as  other  debts.     This  —  day  of ,  187-." 

^  4.  That  whenever  eight  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
beeu  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  compaay^  it 
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«hall  be  the  duty  of  said  comrni9.«ioneM,  or  a  majority  of  1870- 
aach  aa  may  act,  after  givini;  due  notice  thereof  to  the 
etockholcteris  in-  said  company,  to  cau^^e  the  election  of  a 
pret'ident  and  five  directors,  who  shall  constitute  a  hoard 
of  managers,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  entire 
management  and  control  of  the  aflTairs  of  said  company; 
said  prei«i(ient  and  directors  shall  he  stockholders  in  said 
company;  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  shall 
provide  for  the  annual  election  of  their  successors;  and 
in  all  such  elections  ever3'  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote 
for  every  share  of  8t<»ck  owned  by  him,  and  may  vote  by 
proxy. 

^  5.  Said  board  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  eaase  him  to 
give  bond  and  security,  prescribe  his  duties,  allow  his  pay, 
and  remove  hiiu  at  pJeasure;  and  Ihey  may  al:(0  appoint 
all  other  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  whp  may  he  nec- 
essary to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  their  said 
road ;  and  adopt  all  such  rules,  and  pass  all  such  by-iaws, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  their  management  and  control, 
and  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  protection  of  their  prop- 
erty' and  interet«ts  inlaid  jPbad.

CHAPTER  896. 

AV  ACT  to  antborise  the  Trustees  of  Gommop  School  District  No.  26  (Car- 
lisle), Nicholas  County,  to  Ictj  and  collect  a  tax  for  tke  purpose  of  erects 
ing  a  Common  School  Building  in  said  District. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of,  the  Cofnm&nwealth  cf 
Kentucky  : 

(  i.  That  the  trustees  of  common  school  district  No.  26^ 
in  Nicholas  county  (Carlisle  district),  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  order  an  election  to 
be  held,  at  the  court* house  in  t^^e  town  of  Carlisle,  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  May,  1870,  to  take  the  sense  of  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  said  district  on  the  propriety  of  levying  a 
tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  district,  to  aid  in 
purchasing  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  and  erecting  thereon 
a  neat  and  comfortable  school-house,  one  of  sufficient  ca* 
pacity  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  of  said  district;  the 
amount  of  tax  to  be  voted  on  to  be  fixed  by  said  trustees 
11^  their  order  of  election,  but  not,  however,  to  exceed  one 
dollar  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  prop- 
erty. 

$  2.  Said  trustees  shall  appoint  two  judges  and  a  clerk 
to  conduct  said  election  ;  the  polls  to  be  opened  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  closed  at  four  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  And  if  a  majority  of  all  those  voting  are  ia 
favor  of  levying  said  tax,  the  trustees  shall  immediately 
enter  the  same  of  record  in  their  journal,  and  proceed  at 
once  to  appoint  a  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  col- 
lect said  tax ;  and  said  collector  shall  execute  bond  with 
good  security,  to  be  approved  by  said  trustees,  for  a  faith- 
ful and  prompt  collection  of  said  taxes;  and  for  a  failure 
to  perform  hid  duty,  he  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official 
bond,  iSaid  collector  shall  receive  five  per  centum  on  the 
amount  collected,  as  compensation  for  his  labor. 

§  3.  Said  collector  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  1870,  and  at  the  same  time  each  succeeding  year^  so 
long  as  said  tax  may  be  to  collect,  make  o.ut  from  the 
assessor's  book  in  the  county  clerk's  office,  returned  for 
that  year,  a  correct  list  of  ail  the  owners  of  property  ia 
said  district,  and  the  amount  of  property  listed  by  them 
for  State  revenue  purposes,  and  proceed  to  collect  the  tax 
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levied  thereon  under  this  act,  and  pay  the  same  into  the       1870. 
Deposit  Bank  at  Carlisle,  to  the  credit  of  said  trustees,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  the  succeeding?  October;  which 
taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied  by  said  trustees  to 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

§  4.  All  property  listed  in  said  district,  for  State  revenue 
purposes,  shall  he  subject  to  taxation  under  this  act ;  and 
DO  property  subject  to  taxation  under  this  act  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  distraint  or  sale  for  the  tax  thereon. 

§  5.  iSnid  trustees  shall,  In  their  order  of  election,  spe- 
cify the  number  of  years  said  tax  is  to  be  collected — wheth- 
er one,  two,  Of' three  years;  not,  however,  to  exceed  the 
latter  period. 

§  6.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  897. 

AN  ACT    to   incorporate  the  Carter  County   Mining   and  Mannfactnring 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  Ihat  W.  H.  Lampton,  R.  D.  Callihan,  Addison 
McGullough,  John  6.  Black,  and  R.  W.  Lampton,  or  any 
three  of  them,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  ''Carter  County  Mining  and  Manufacturing 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession;  to 
have  the  right  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  may  have  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall,  by  their 
corporate  name,  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  leas- 
ing, selling,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  in 
all  respects  the  same  as  natural  persons. 

§  2.  They  shall  have  full  power  to  possess,  use,  enjoy, 
and  dispose  of  such  property  and  eflects,  for  conducting 
the  manufacture  of  pig-iron  and  fire-brick,  any  kind  of 
manufacturing  or  mining  business,  or  transportation  and 
vending  coal  or  other  material,  in  the  county  of  Carter,  in 
the  State  of  Kentucky ;  and  they  may  build  and  construct, 
upon  any  lands  they  may  acquire  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  furnaces,  rolling  mills,  founderies,  fire-brick  works, 
and  any  other  machinery  or  works  that  may  be  desired  to 
develop  the  resources  of  their  property,  and  transport  the 
products  thereof  to  markets. 

^  3.  This  corporation  is  empowered  to  construct  roads 
or  railways,  of  double  or  single  track,  to  any  or  all  their 
mines  or  manufactories;  and  for  such  purpose  may  con- 
struct a  railroad  to  connect  with  the  Lexington  and  Big 
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1870.  Sandy  Railroad,  Eastern  Division,  or  the  Kentucky  Im- 
provement Company  Railroad,  or  both;  may  cross  or  pass 
along  any  highway  or  water  coarse:  Provided  Such  high- 
way is  not  obstructed  by  such  roads  or  railways,  or  tbe 
navigation  of  any  such  water  course  obstructed  by  sach 
roads  or  railways:  And  provided  furUitr^  That  such  high- 
ways or  water  course  be  left  in  as  good  condition  as  before 
for  public  use;  and  they  may  enter  upon  and  cross  any 
lands  for  such  purposes,  provided  the  consent  of  the  own- 
er or  owners  thereof  be  obtained. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  lease,  mortgage,  sell  and  con- 
vey, or  pledge  any  road  or  personal  property  and  effects, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  in  transacting  and 
facilitating  the  business  of  said  company. 

$  5.  The  stockholders  in  the  company  may  make  such 
prudential  by-laws  as  they  shall  deem  proper  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  stock  and  business  affairs  of  the  company, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  0.  Said  company  shall  appoint  three  or  more  direct- 
ors, who  shall  be  stockholders  therein,  and  citizens  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  who  shall  appoint  a  president  from 
their  own  body,  and  have  power  to  appoint  any  one  or 
more  of  its  members,  or  other  persons,  to  manage,  control, 
and  direct  the  business  of  the  corporation,  accordinji:.  to 
the  by- laws,  rules  and  regulations,  which  the  stockholders 
may  adopt. 

§  7.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fiity  dollars  each;  and  at  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  held  and  owned  by  them;  and  said 
vote  may  be  given  either  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  8.  Sr'.id  company,  when  fully  opened  and  organized, 
shall  cause  a  book  to  be  opened,  and  kept  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  any  stockholder,  which  shall  contain  the 
names  of  all  the  stockholders,  and  the  number  of  shares 
held  and  owned  by  each ;  and  said  shares  m-iy  be  trans- 
ferred in  the  manner  which  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by- 
laws. 

§  0.  Each  stockholder  shall  share  the  profits  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  company  to  the  extent  of,  and  in  proportion  to, 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  owned  by  them. 

(  10.  The  directors  may  demand  from  the  stockholders, 
respectively,  such  sums  of  money  by  them  subscribed,  at 
such  times,  and  in  such  installments,  as  the  directors  may 
deem  proper,  under  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  stock  sub- 
scribed for,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon,  unless 
payments  shall  be  made  by  the  stockholders  within  sixty 
days  after  a  personal  demand,  or  after  notice  requiring 
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such  payment  BhaU  have  been  published  in  9ome  news-       1870* 
paper  printed  in  the  Ninth  Gongretsstonal  Didtrict  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 

^11.  The  property  of  said  corporation  shall  be  assessed 
at  its  true  value,  in  the  same  manner  as' the  property  of 
individuHls,  citizens  of  this  State,  is  listed  for  taxation. 

$  12.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  three 
of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
books  of  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpo- 
ration ;  said  bonks  shall  be  opened  in  .the  town  of  Gray- 
son, Carter  county,  and  at  Star  Furnace,  all  in  this  State; 
'and  the  company  may  be  organized  as  soon  as  one-  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  L.  H.  Ferrell,  Daniel  Payton,  and  Thomas 
W.  Wilcox,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  ''The  Trustees  of  Pilgrim  Baptist  Church,  of  the  City 
of  Louisville,  Kentucky,"  and  by  said  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession ;  and  in  their  corporate  name  have 
power  to  buy,  to  take  by  devise  or  beques^t,  or  by  gift, 
or  by  deed,  any  real  estate  not  exceeding  the  amount 
allowed  by  law  to  churches,  and  any  personal  property; 
and  to  hold,  convey,  and  othertyise  disipose  of  the  same, 
with  all  the  powers  incident  to  relif^ious  corporations; 
and  shall  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  property  and  rights 
of  said  church ;  and  to  hold  and  employ  the  property  so 
acquired  and  held  by  them,  and  dispose  of  it,  and  make 
contracts  about  it,  solely  for  the  use  and  purpose  of  car- 
rying out  and  promoting  the  religious  interest  of  saic] 
church. 

§  2.  In  ease  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  trustees 
of  said  church,  ihey  shall  have  the  authority  to  fill  the 
vacancy  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  her  members. 

§  3.  This  act  is  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  M.  G.  Yoace's  Heirs. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  present  General  A»-' 
semby  that  M.  G.  Yoace  departed  this  life  some  years 
ago,  in  the  town  of  Danville,  Boyle  county,  Kentucky, 
without  issue,  never  havini^  had  any.  children,  but  leaving 
a  widow,  who  afterwards  died  intestate,  and  without  issue. 
That  a  paper  purporting  to  be  the  will  of  M.  G.  Yoace 
was  admitted  to  record  by  the  Boyle  county  court ;  hot 
from  the  judgment  of  that  court  an  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  Boyle  circuit  court,  and  from  that  court  to  the  Cuortof 
Appeals;  and  on  final  hearing  said  paper  was  set  aside, 
and  held  to  be  null  and  void,  by  the  judgment  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals  ;  and  since  then  Joseph  Youce  has  been 
duly  and  legHlly  appointed  and  qualified,  in  the  Boyle 
county  court,  adminit<trator  of  said  M.  G.  Youce,  and  a« 
such,  with  good  and  solvent  sureties,  executed  bond  in 
said  court,  binding  him  and  them  for  the  proper  aild  legal 
administration,  by  said  administrator,  of  the  proceeds  of 
any  sale  that  might  thereafter  be  made  of  t^e  real  estate 
in  the  town  of  Danville,  belonging  to  said  estate,  as  well 
as  of  the  personal  property  of  said  estate;  and  that  said 
sureties  are  amply  good  and  solvent  to  render  safe  and 
secure  the  proceeds  of  the  real  estate,  if  sold,  as  well  as 
the  personal  effects.  That  said  M.  G.  Youce,  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  was  the  owner  and  had  good  title  to  three 
aeparnte  lots  of  land  in  the  town  of  Danville,  on  one  of 
which  he  resided  at  his  death,  and  on  it  the  buildings  are 
old  and  decaying,  greatly  out  of  repair,  and  the  property 
constantly  decreasing  in  value ;  another  of  said  lots  is 
inclosed  by  an  old  fence,  but  has  no  buildings  or  other  im- 
provements on  it;  the  third  is  a  lot  of  several  acres, 
within  the  town  limits,  inclosed  by  a  fence,  but  having  no 
other  improvements  upon  it.  That  the  heirs-at-law  of 
M  G.  Youce,  to  whom  said  lots  of  land  descended,  con- 
sist of  the  descendants  of  his  brothers  and  aisters;  that 
eaid  heirs  are  very  numerous,  and  reside  in  not  less  thaa 
six  different  States.  Joseph  Youce,  the  admiaii>trator,  is 
one  of  said  beirs-at-law,  and  the  only  one  residing  ia 
Kentucky  ;  that  said  lots  of  land  are  not  susceptible  of 
division  among  so  great  a  number ;  that  all  said  beirs*at- 
iaw  have  a  common  interest  in  the  sale  of  eaid  lots,  and 
that  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  all  of  them  for  said  lots 
to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  to  be  distributed  among 
them;  but  that  said  heiri«-at-law  being  so  very  numeroos, 
and  the  names  and  residences  of  some  of  them  unknown, 
it  is  wholly  impracticable  to  'bring  them  all  before  the 
court  within  a  reasonable  time,  if,  indeed,  it  could  be  done 
at  all ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth       1870. 
ef  KentiLcky: 

^  1.  That  Joseph  Youce,  as  administrator  and  heir-at- 
law,  and  for  the  benefit  of  himself  and  all  the  other 
heir8*at-law  of  M.  G.  Yoace,  deceased,  may  file  a  pe- 
tition in  the  Boyle  circuit  court,  praying  that  he  be 
allowed,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  heirs-at-law  of  M. 
G.  Youce,  to  make  sale  of  said  three  lots  of  land,  col- 
lect  and  receive  into  his  hands  the  purchase  money, 
and  bold,  administer,  and  distribute  the  same  among 
those  entitled  thereto,  as  by  law  he  is  required  to*  ad- 
minister and  distribute  other  money  in  his  hands  as  ad- 
ministrator of  M.  G.  Youce,  deceased ;  and  on  payment 
of  the  purchase  money  for  said  lots,  or  a  lien  thereon 
being  retained  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  purchase 
money,  the  title  thereto  be  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  by  deed  of  conveyance  executed  in  the  name 
of  said  Joseph  Youce,  and  by  him  for  himself,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  other  heirs-at-law  of  M.  G.  Youce,  de- 
ceased ;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  la\yful  for  the  judge 
of  the  Boyle  circuit  court  to  order  and  adjudge  that  said

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  af 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  no  attornP3'-at-law  in  the  counties  oF  Mercer- 
and  Warren  Hhail  be  received  by  the  circuit  court,  criminal 
court,  county  court,  or  police  court,  or  any  magiBtrate's  or 
any  examining  court,  within  Mercer  and  Warren  counties,^ 
as  surety  or  bail  upon  any  ofBciai  bond,  or  upon  any  bond 
of  recognizance  ior  any  person  charged  with  or  convicted 
of  a  violation  of  the  crinninal  or  penal  laws,  or  disorderly 
conduct,  breaches  of  the  peace,  or  other  violation  of  law. 

^  2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  attor- 
neys-at-law  practicing  in  any  court  not  mentioned  in  this 
act,  or  in  any  criminal  courts  which  may  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished in  these  counties. 

$  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  904. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Brandenburg,  in  Ueade 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cemmonwedtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Brandenburg  may 
designate  what  particular  street  or  streets  in  said  town 
they  will  first  put  in  repair,  and  keep  in  repair,  first  re- 
porting such  street  or  streets  to  the  county  court  of  said 
county. 

(  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  not  be  liable 
to  be  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  for  one 
year  alter  their  qualification   and   organizatioM,  for  not 
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patting  such  ptreet  or  streets,  so  reported  to  the  coanty      ldX0. 
coDft,  in  repair,  and  ^hall  not  be  liable  to  indictment  and 
fine  for  not  keeping  in  repair  any  street  in  said  town  not 
so  reported  to  naid  court. 

§  3.  The  county  judge  of  said  county,  at  its  February 
or  March  ternn  of  the  Meade  county  court  for  ^aid  county, 
shall  appoint  five  trustees  for  said  town,  a  mHJority  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  business ; 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treasurer.  They  shall 
each,  trustees  and  treasurer,  hold  their  offices  until  the 
first  Saturday  in  April,  1871,  or  until  their  successors  are 
qualified,  when  an  election  shall  be  held  by  the  qualified 
voters  in  said  town  for  trustees,  to  succeed  tho^^e  appointed 
fU  aforesaid  ;  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
board. 

^  4.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  within  the  town 
for  violations  of  any  of  its  laws,  asse^i^^ed  by  any  of  the 
officers  authorized  to  do  so,  shall  be  collected  by  the  sher- 
iff*, or  any  collecting  officer,  and  paid  over  to  the  town 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  to  be  by  the  trus- 
tees appropriated  in  repairing  said  streets  so  reported  for 
repairs. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

$  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Cane  Run  and  King's  Mill 
Turnpike  Road  Company  is  hereby  amended,  so  that  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company  are  authorized  to 
change  the  location  of  the  toll-house,  directed  by  said 
charter  to  be  erected  within  one  fourth  of  a  mile  of 
Curd's  shop,  and  to  place  the  same  within  not  less  than 
one  mile  of  the  said  shop.

§  1.  That  the  farther  time  of  two  years  be  allowed  Joha 
M.  Duke,  jr.,  late  clerk  of  the  Mason  circuit  court,  to  col- 
lect his  uncollected  fee  bills.

Whbreas,  It  appears  to  this  General  Assembly  that  Wil- 
liam Ruff,  the  son  of  the  deceased  sister  of  Mrs.  Ellen 
Sparrow;  was  adopted  into  the  family  of  Jacksion  and 
Ellen  Sparrow  at  the  age  of  four  years,  and  has  been 
raised  by  them;  and  since  attaining  the  age  of  majority 
has  had  his  name  changed  to  William  Sparrow,  on  hia 
own  motion,  in  the  county  court  of  Kenton  county,  and 
the  said  Jackson  and  Ellen  desire  that  he  be  made  capa- 
ble of  inheriting  from  them  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  Sparrow,  of  Kenton  county,  whose 
name  has  recently  been  changed  by  the  Kenton  county 
court  from  William  Ruff,  be,  and  is  hereby,  declared  capa- 
ble of  inheriting,  from  Jackson  and  Ellen  Sparrow,  and 
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from  either,  as  Tally  as  if  he  were  their  own  son,  and  that       1870. 
he  is  declared  to  be  their  lawful  heir,  by  the  name  of  Wil- 
liam Sparrow. 

^  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  Oeneral  Aj^enMy  of  the  Commonwealth

(  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Web- 
ster county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring,  to  move 
the  offices  of  the  county  and  circuit  court  clerks  of  said 
county,  or  either  of  them,  into  the  new  court-house  build- 
ing, and  to  dispose  of  the  present  offices  by  renting  them 
for  offices,  or  converting  them  into  a  residence  for  the 
jailer. 

§2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  911. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Bank  Lick  and  Lexington  Junction 

Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
traveling  over  or  along  the  Bank  Lick  and  Lexington 
Junction  Turnpike  Road,  with  wagons  or  other  vehicles, 
to  rough-lock  any  wheel  or  wheels  of  such  vehicle,  except 
at  times  when  such  locking  may  be  rendered  necessary  to 
the  safety  of  travel  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  ice  or 
snow  on  said  road.  And  any  person  violating  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  for 
each  offense,  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  said  company  for 
such  damages  as  may  have  been  sustained  by  it. 

^  2.  That  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  extend  its  road,  by  such  route  as  may  be 
deemed  most  practicable,  through  what  is  commonly  call- 
ed the  ^^Flats"  or  South  Covington,  to  the  city  of  Coving- 
ton ;  but  such  extension  shafl  not  be  less  than  eighty  feet 
wide,  with  a  grade  at  least  fifty  feet  wide,  except  at  the 
crossing  of  bridges  or  at  tyinnels;  and  the  macadamizing 
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1870.  ®^  grRveling  on  the  dame-  ehall  he  at  least  twenty  ffPt 
wide,  nnd  nine  inches  deep.  Such  extension  shall  not  be 
located  on  any  part  ol  a  route  heretofore  adopted  by  any 
other  turnpike  company,  unless  the  consent  of  such  corn* 
pany  'n  first  obtained  to  such  location. 

§3.  That  this  act  shall  take'  elfect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  912. 

AN  ACT  to  preTcnt  the  sale  of  Spiritaous,  Vinons.  or  Malt  Liquors  ia 
Bedford,  in  Trimble  Couuly,  on  the  Sabbath  Day. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  1  hat  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  one,  except  upon  the  certilicate  of  a 
practicing  physician,  to  sell  or  give  away  any  spirituoas, 
Tinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  the  town  of  Bedford,  in  Trimble 
county,  or  within  two  miles  of  said  town,  on  the  Sabbath 
day.  Any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall, 
for  the  first  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-tive 
dollars,  and  for  every  subsequent  offense,  fifty  dollars;  to 
be  recovered  by  presentment  of  a  grand  jury,  or  upon 
information  given  to  a  miagistrate  of  the  county  or  police 
judge  of  said  town  ;  the  money  recovered  to  be  paid  to 
the  trustees  of  said  town,  for  the  improvement  of  the 
streets. 

^  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Loaisville  Qrain  BleTator  Compaoj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwedih 
of  KentViCKv  .* 

§  1.  That  G.  W.  Chatfield,  William  E.  Curd.  H.  A. 
Hughes,  James  Callahan,  V.  R.  Bartlett,  John  C.  Chat- 
field,  and  George  W.  McCready,  together  with  their  as- 
sociates, successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  herebyt 
appointed  and  made  a  corporation  and  body-politic,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Louisville  Grain  Elevator 
Company,"  and  shall  continue  until  ^he  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine;  and 
by  that  name  ate  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  hold) 
purchase  or  receive,  possess,  enjoy,  and  retain,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  goods,  chat- 
tels, public  or  private  securities  of  any  kind,  not  exceed- 
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in]i^  at  any  one  time  the  sam  of  five  handred  tfaoasand  1870. 
dollars;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
eonrtd  and  places  whatsoever;  also  to  make  a  common 
veal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure; 
also  to  prdain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  puch  by- 
laws as  may  he  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  corporation,  not  contrary  to  law. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shared  of  one  hundred  dollars^  each. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  or  any  three  "of  them,  shall,  within  twelve  months 
from  the  pas^sage  of  the  same,  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock ;  and  when  five  hundred  shares  shall 
liave  been  subscribed  for,  said  corporators  shall  give  no- 
tice of  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  when  twenty  dollars 
shall  be  paid  on  each  share  subscribed  for;  and  the  com- 
pany may  be  organized,  when  the  remaining  eighty  dol- 
lars shall  be  secured,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  that  shall  be  designnted  by  tbe  shareholders  who 
have  paid  in  twenty  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  for. 
Corporators  named,  who  shall  fail  to  subscribe  for  stock, 
shall  nut  be  members  of  the  company ;  and  all  sueh  sub- 
scribers as  shall  fail  to  pay  twenty  dollars  on  each  share 
flubscribed  lor  on  the  day  designated  in  the  above  named 
notice,  sh ail  cease  to  be  stockholders,  and  the  stock  sub- 
scribed tor  by  ihem  may  be  subscribed  for  by  others,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  person  or  persons  who  received 
the  original  subscription;  and  in  case  any  subscriber  shall 
fail  to  pay  any  call  made  by  the  board  of  directors,  who 
are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  calls,  for  the  unpaid 
balance  of  his  subscription,  and  remain  in  defantt  sixty 
days,  having  been  duly  notified,  the  board  may,  in  its  dis- 
eretion,  forfeit  his  stock  for  the  benefit  of  the  company; 
and  the  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  by  laws,  prescribe 
the  manner  in  which  the  capital  stock  shall  be  increased  ; 
but  in  no  event  shall  it  exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

§  4.  The  business  of  this  company  shall  be  managed  by 
five  directors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  subscribers;  and  no 
director  shall  hold  less  than  ten  shares  of  stock.  An  elec- 
tion of  directors  shall  be  held  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
subscribers,  and  the  directors  then  elected  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeed- 
ing, or  until  their  successors  are  chosen  ;  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  of  each  year  thereafter,  an  election  of 
directors  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  company,  under 
the  direction  of  three  stockholders,  who  shall  have  been 
appointed  by  the  directors  for  that  purpose;  such  election 
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1870.  0^^U  be  by  ballot,,  and  decided  by  a  plurality  of  Totes  of 
the  stockholders,  or  their  proxies,  allowing  one  vote  for 
each  share  of  stock  represented;  the  same  role  of  votin^^ 
stock  shall  apply  to  all  f|ue«tioD8  submitted  to  the  decision 
of  the  stockholders.  Should  an  election  for  directors,  fromr 
any  cause,  fail  to  be  made  bn  the  day  herein  designated, 
tfae  corporation  shall  not,  from  that  cause,  be  dissolved,, 
but  any  and  all  elections  made  subsequent  thereunto,  by 
competent  authority,  shall  be  deemed  valid,  and  so  held. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  may  choose  one  of  their 
members  as  president,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  a 
period  as  they  may  ordain  ;  and  may  employ  sncb  other 
clerks,  officers,  agents  or  servants,  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary to  a  proper  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  company;. 
fix  their  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties,  and,  at  their 
option,  may  require  bonds,  with  security,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties;  and  may  also  require  each 
officer  to  make  oath  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  that  he 
will  honestly  and  faithfully  discbarge  all  his  duties  as  an 
officer  of  the  corporation* 

§  6.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  form  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  7.  When  the  said  twenty  dollars  on  each  share  shall 
have  been  paid  in,  and  the  balance  secured  to  be  paid  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  president  and  board  of  directors, 
they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  in  the  name  of 
said  company,  to  locate,  lease  or  purchase  ground,  and 
erect  thereon  suitable  buildings  w^th  machinery,  having 
ample  capacity  for  storage  and  transferring  grain  in  bulk 
or  package,  flour,  salt,  or  other  merchandise,  from  river 
craft  to  cars,  or  cars  to  boats,  or  whatever  way  it  may  be 
found  desirable  for  transhipment;  for  which  services  the 
directors  may  establish  a  regular  rate  of  charges. 

§  8.  Said  corporation  may  receive  grain,  produce,  or 
merchandise  on  storage,  with  power  to  establish  regu- 
lar inspections  of  grades  and  qualities,  for  which  they  can 
issue  certificates  designating  quantity,  grades  and  quality;^ 
for  which  certificate,  when  issued,  the  company  shall  be  re- 
sponsible ;  for  all  moneys  paid  for  freight,  or  advances  on 
produce  or  merchandise,  they  may  retain  a  lien,  until  sucb 
'  advances  and  charges  are  paid;  and  if  such  charges  and 

advances  are  not  paid  upon  the  time  agreed  upon,  they 
may  sell  at  market  price  or  public  sale  by  notification, 
•  and  advertising  ten  days  previous  to  sale. 

§  0.  The  form  of  certificate  of  shares  of  stock,  and 
manner  of  transfer  of  same,  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  company,  and  a  lien  is  hereby  created  in 
favor  of  the  corporation,  on  the  stock  of  each  share- 
holder, for  the  claim  that  the  said  company  may  have 
for  the  unpaid  part  of  his  or  their  shares,  and  for  other

^1»t8  due  or  arisini^  to  said  company;  and   no  transfer       ISTO. 
of  stock   shall  be  made,  except  by  consent  of  the  board 
of  directors. 

(  10.  A  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  shaH 
be  made  serai-annuaHy  in  the  months  of  January  and  July 
of  each  year,  for  the  inspection  of  stockholders;  and  the 
president  aad  directors  may  declare  a  dividend  of  snch 
proportion  of  prof  ts  (if  any  have  been  made)  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company;  but  in  no  case 
diall  the  capital  stock  be  diminished  by  dividends. 

(11.  This  corporation  shall  have  power  to  provide  yard 
room,  with  suitable  sheds  of  reception,  for  the  storage  and 
eale  of  staves,  hoop-poles,  tan-bark,  and  such  other  com- 
fliodities  as  may  seem  desirable  to  promote  the  commerce 
of  the  city,  for  which  they  may  charge  in  proportion  t* 
Che  services  and  accommodations  so  rendered,  or  as  may 
be  specified  by  the  by-iaws  of  the  company. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  at  «iuch  time 
as  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  may  dei^ignate,  to  pay 
into  the  treasury  the  fttU  amount  of  all  taxes  ref  oired  by 
law«

CHAPTER  014. 

AN  ACT  to  ameod  U«  Charter  of  the  Towo  «f  Qlasgow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gefieral  Assembly  %f  the  ComvMUwealth 
mf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  permanently  and  substan- 
tially improving  the  streets  of  said  town,  and  of  widen- 
ing the  same  where  necessary,  the  board  of  tru-^tees  of 
the  town  of  Glasgow  are  hereby  authorised  to  borrow^ 
opon  the  credit  of  said  town,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  is!«ue  the  bonds 
of  said  town  therefor  in  amounts  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  payable  at  a  dnte  not  longer  than  twenty 
years,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semi-annually, 
as  they  may  determine.  Said  bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon  may  be  made  payable  at  soch  place  as  said  trus- 
tees may  provide,  to  be  designated  on  the  face  thereof. 

§  2.  That  before  said  trustees  shall  be  authorized  to 
borrow  said  money,  or  to  issue  and  sell  said  bonds,  the 
^question  of  the  propriety  thereof  chall  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  said  town,  qualified  by  law  to  vote  for  trusteest 
at  an  election  held  at  the  court-house,  after  public  notice 
of  such  election  has  been  given  at  least  twenty  days  pre* 
vious  thereto.  That  the  voters  may  understand  the  prop- 
oaition  bo  submitted  to  them,  it  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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1870*  board  of  trastees  to  net  forth,  in  the  published  order  for 
Bach  election,  the  actual  Bum  of  money  it  is  proposed  to 
borrow,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid,  and  the  length  of 
time  said  bonds  are  to  rlln,  and  also  cause  this  act  to  be 
published. 

§  3.  That  in  case  a  noajority  of  those  voting  at  such 
election  vote  in  favor  of  the  proposition,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to  cause  to  be  issued  and 
sold  said  bonds,  and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof  as  herein* 
after  directed. 

§  4.  That  in  addition  to  the  bond  now  required  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  town,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  €►!*  the  board  of 
trustees  to  cause  him  to  execute  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this 
act. 

$  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  accruing  on  said 
bonds  as  it  falls  due,  and  the  ultimate  payment  of  the 
principal  by  taxes  levied  upon  the  property  within  the- 
corporate  limits  of  said  toiwn,  subject  to  taxation  for  other 
municipal  purposes. 

$  6.  That  the  purpose  for  which  said  money  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  and  said  bo»ds  issued  is  the 
substantial  and  permanent  improvement  and  repair  of  the 
streets  of  said  town,  by  paving  or  macadamizing  the 
same,  and  the  widening  of  the  present  streets,  and  open- 
ing of  new  ones  where  it  m*iy  be  necessary.  Said  board 
of  trustees  are  prohibited  from  expending  any  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  for  any  other  purpose. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees,,  before 
improving  any  street^  to  cause  a  survey  to  be  made,  and  a 
grade  to  be  fixed  and  established  for  such  street,  and  the 
necessary  fills  and  excavations  to  be  made  before  the 
same  is  pnved  or  macadamized. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembbf  of  the  Commanwealth 
of  Keniueky : 

51.  That  a  hody-politic  and  corporate  be,  and  is  hereby» 
created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Aliceton  and  Liberty  Turnpike 
Road  Company ;  and  under  that  name  and  style  sbal^ 
have  perpetuai  Buceession;  may   have   a  comokon  seal; 
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may  contract  and  be  contracted  witb,  sue  and  be  sued,       1870. 
in  all  the  courts  of  thin  Commonwealth. 

(  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to*  con.-^truct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
from  Aliceton,  in  Boyle  county,  to  Liberty,  in  Casey  coun- 
ty, to  commence  at  Aliceton,  in  Boyle  county,  and  thence 
along  the  most  practicable  route,  to  be  selected  and  de- 
cided on  by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named,  to  the 
town  of  Liberty,  in  Caxey  county. 

§  3.  The  capital   stock  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
■dollars  each. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  or  place  after,  the 
passaf^  of  this  act,  under  the  ^upervinion  of  Samuel  Bel- 
don,  Wm.  Purdom,  Georf^e  Williams,  Henry  W.  Rynear- 
son,  Wm.  P.  Napier,  Chas.  M.  Whipp,  and  A.  J.  Gibony, 
or  any  one  or  more  of  said  persons,  who  are  hereby  con- 
stituted commissioners  for  that  purpo^^e.  The  subscribers 
for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the  following  oblif^a- 
tion,  to-wit:  ^' We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed, 
hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  pre:<ident  and  di- 
rectorH  of  the  Aliceton  and  Liberty  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany iifiy  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  company 
hereto  subscribed  by  us."  The  number  of  shares  bo  sub- 
scribed by  each  person  shall  be  designated  opposite  each 
subscriber's  name,  and  said  subscriptions  shall  be  made  in 
a  book,  in  which  said  obligation  shall  be  written.  But 
said  commissioners,  or  those  acting,  or  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company,  after  the  same  is  organized,  may 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company  in  real 
estate,  rock,  lumber,  or  other  personal  property,  which 
shall  be  valid  and  binding;  and  the  amount  in  value  of 
said  subscriptions  shall  be  expressed  in  the  respective 
subscriptions;  and  if  the  property  is  not  surrendered  or 
delivered  oh  the  demaml  of  the  said  company,  the  value 
thereof  in  money,  as  expressed  in  the  subscription,  may 
be  collected  of  the  subscribers. 

.  }  5.  As  soon  a«  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed 
to  the  stock  of  said  company,  it  may  be  organized;  and 
to  ibis  end  the  said  commissioners,  or  those  acting, 
shall  give  notice  to  the  subscribers  of  stock  of  the  time 
and  place  of  electing  officers  for  said  company,  which 
shall  be  a  president  and  six  directors;  the  time  and  place 
of  said  election  shall  be  stated  in  said  notice,  and  said 
notice  must  be  given  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  day 
of  election.  After  the  first  election  of  said  officers,  the 
time  and  place  of  the  election  of  r*aid  officers  shall  be 
fixed  by  said  president  and  directors.  Each  stockholder

The  president  and  directors  shall  each 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  aa'snch, 
which  shall  be  certified  by  the  officer  administering  it, 
and  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  company;  and.  said  offi- 
cers shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  nntrl  their  successors 
a**e  elected  and  qualified.

§  6.  The  said  company  may,  after  it  is  organized,  keep 
open  the  books  for  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said 
company.     The  Boyle  county  court  may  subscribe  stock 
in  said  company  to  any  amount,  not  less  than  five  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars  per  mite,  tow 
so  much  of  said  road   as  may  be  constructed  within  the 
limits  of  said   county  of   Boyle;  and   the   Casey  county 
court  may  also  subscribe  stock  in  said  company  to  any 
amount,  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  or  so  much  of  said  road 
as  may  be  constructed  in  said  county  of  Casey,  payable 
on  the  completion  of  each  mile  of  said  road  in  either  of 
said  counties ;  and  to  pay  said  subscriptions  made  by  said 
county  courts,  said  courts  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy 
and  coUeet  an  ud  vulorem  tax,  on  all  the  property  in  said 
counties  subject  to  tax  for  State  revenue,  sufficient  in 
each  year  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  county  suhscriptioa 
for  that  year;  said  tax  shall  be  collected  and  accounted 
for  by  the  sheriffs  of  said  counties  in   the  same  manner, 
and  at  the  same  time,  they  are  now  required  by  law  to 
account  for  and  pay  over  tbe  county  levy  for  their  re* 
spective  counties,  except  said  turnpike  tax  shall  be  paid 
to  said  company  or  its  authorized   agent.     For  any  de- 
fault or  failure  of  said  sheriffs  to  collect  and  pay  over 
said  tax  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  liable   to  a  suit  or

§  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  may  let  out  for 
construction  any  portion  of  said  road  as  soon  as  three 
thousand  dollars  is  subscribed ;  and  may  continue  to  let 
out  for  construction  other  portions  of  said  road  as  soon  as 
they  have  sufficient  subscriptions  of  stock  to  build  the  por- 
tions let  out;  and  may  thus  continue  until  said  road  is 
finished.  And  as  soon  as  two  and  a  half  miles  of  said 
road  are  finished,  they  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  collect 
toll  for  that  portion  of  said  road  completed.  The  charges 
for  toll  on  said  road  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  gen- 
eral law  of  this  State  regulating  tolls  on  turnpikes;  and 
they  shall  only  be  authorized  to  charge  toll  on  said  turn- 
pike in  proportion  to  the  distance  traveled,  and  only  for  so 
much  of  said  road  as  shall  be  completed  and  in  good 
repair  for  traveling.    « 

§  10.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right  of 
way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  rock  quarries  and  toll- 
houses, by  consent  or  purchase;  and  if  they  deem  it  nec- 
essary, they  may,  by  proceeding  instituted  in  conformity 
with  the  existing  laws  of  this  State  on  the  subject  of  turn- 
pike and  phtnk  roads  {Revised  Statutes,  chapter  103,  and 
amtndmeras  thereto)^  condemn  land  for  right  of  way  over 
which  said  road  may  be  located,  and  ground  for  toll-gates 
and  toll-houses,  and  rock  quarries,  just  compensation  being 
paid  to  the  owners  thereof,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury  em- 
panneled  for  such  purpose,  according  to  law  as  aforesaid. 

$11.  The  width  and  grade  of  said  road  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  president  and  directors,  as  also  that  portion 
to  be  covered  with  metal  or  stone,  and  the  thickness  there- 
of. Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully  obstruct  said  road 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  filty  dollars  .therefor,  which  shall,  when  collected,  be 
for  the  use  of  said  company,  and  shall  be  recoverable  as 
other  fin^s  are  recoverable  by  law.  Said  president  and 
directors  may  pass  by-laws  fixing  the  fines  for  a  failure  to 
pay  toll,  or  for  the  evasion  of  toll  on  said  road,  which  may 
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1870.  ^^  recovered  a?  other  fines  of  pimilar  amount  are  recov- 
ered under  the  laws  of  this  Cooimon wealth,  and  be  for 
the  use  of  said  company. 

§  12.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
prescribe  in  what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock 
shall  be  paid;  and  the  rules  adopted  by  them  shall  be 
binding  on  the  subscribers  of  stock.

ceeds of  the  sale  thereof. 

^  2.  That  not  more  than  twelve  dollars  shall  be  paid 
the  publii^her  of  any  newspaper  in  said  county  for  any 
such  advertisement. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  ©22. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Chicago,  in  Marion  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommontDeaUk 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  municipal  affairs  of  the  town  of 
Chicago,  in  Marion  county,  Kentucky,  shnll  be  vested  in 
five  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first 
Mondfiy  of  April  by  the  voters  of  said  town,  who  are  doly 
qualified  as  such  under  the  Constitution,  and  who  are 
wHite  male  citizens  of  said  town  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
and  over.  Said  trustees,  when  elected,  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified  ;  and  before  entering  upon  their  office,  take 
an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  person 
authorized  to  administer  the  same,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully, and  without  partiality  to  any  one,  discharge  their 
duties  as  trustees  while  they  continue  in  office. 

$  2.  That  said  trustees,  af\er  being  qualified,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  elect  one  of  their  number  chairman,  who  shall 
preside  at  their  meetings,  and  have  power  to  convene  tbe 
board  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  town  re- 
quire it.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  ordinances 
and  by-Iaw^s  of  the  town  are  duly  executed. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  shall 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by 
the  name  and  stvle  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Chi- 
cago  ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  an- 
swered, and  of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts 
of  this  State,  and  do  all  matters,  acts,  and  things  which  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  can 
lawfully  and  rightfully  do. 

§  4.  The  said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have 
power  to  make  or  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in 
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relation   to  said  town ;  they  shall  have  power  over  the       1870. 
etreet?,  alleys,  and  sidewalks  in  said  town,  or  which  they 
may  hereafter  open,  which  they  hereby  have  authority  to 
do,   and   may  direct  and   order  the   improvement  of  the 
same  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  said  town; 
they  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem 
tax  on  the  property  of  said  town  not  exceeding  fifty  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  a  poll- 
tax   not   exceeding  two  dollars  on   each  male  citizen  of 
said  town  twenty-one  years  old  or  over ;  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  tax  auction  sales,  shows,  and  exhibitions  for 
money  or  profit,  such  sums  as  they  may  deem  just  and 
right,  or  as  may  be  provided  in  their  by-laws;  they  shall 
have   the  power  to  suppress  all  tippling  and  gambling- 
houses,  and  fine  all  those  who  may  violate  any  of  their 
by-laws   any  sum    not   exceeding   twenty  dollars,  which 
may  be  recovered  by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace   having    jurisdiction ;    they    shall    have   power    to 
declare  what  are    nuii^ances.  and   to   remove  the  same; 
to    pass   all    by-laws   and   ordinances   necessary  to   give 
effect   to   all  the    powers    herein    granted,  and    that   the 
peace  and  good  order  of  said  town  may  require. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  appoint 
a  clerk  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  by  ordinance  specify  and  define  their 
duties,  which  they  may  enforce  by  fines,  and  shall  require 
said  officers  to  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  their 
duties  as  such.  The  clerk  and  treasurer  of  said  town 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  which  properly 
belong  to  their  respective  offices. 

§  6.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  for  the  violations  of  by- 
laws and  orlinances  of  said  town  shall  be  p:iid  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  7.  No  money  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  except  by 
order  of  chairman,  in  pursuance  of  orders  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town, 

^  8.  The  trustees  may  annunlly  appoint  an  assessor  to 
take  a  list  of  all  taxable  property,  inhabitants,  and  owners 
of  property  in  said  town,  and  affix  against  each,  separate* 
ly,  the  amount  of  his  or  her  estate  in  said  town,  subject  to 
taxation  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  any 
ordinance  of  said  town;  which  lists  are  to  be  taken  as 
revei^ue  lists  are  taken  by  law. 

(  0.  Trustees  authorized  by  this  act  must  reside  in  the 
town  limits;  but  property-owners  outside  of  said  limits 
may  vote  at  their  election. 

^  10.  The  corporate  limits  of  said  town  of  Chicago 
shall  extend  one  half  mile  every  way  from  the  railroad 
depot  in  said  town. 
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187B.  ^  ^^*  '^^^  ^^^^  election  or  trustees  ander  this  act  shall 

take  ptnce  on  the  firt^t  Monday  in  April,  1870,  after  a 
written  notice,  set  up  in  Tour  di  He  rent  places  in  said  town,

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  AssemUy  of  the  Crnnmcmoealik 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  J.  M.  Clark,  R.  H.  Gayle,  and  Daniel  B. 
Jenkins,  of  Owen  county;  and  W.  B.  Lindsay,  of  Carroll 
county;  and  Solomon  McDaniel  and  William  Kossel, of 
Gallatin  county,  and  such  others  as  may  be  astfociated 
with  them,  shall' be,  and  are  hereby,  made  a  corpora- 
tion and  body-politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the

$  2.  That  as  soon  as  the  stock  atoresaid  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  a  notice  shall  be  given  of  a  meeting  of  ntock- 
holders,  at  such  time  and  place  as  said  commistvionera 
may  direct  in  such  notice,  for  the  election  of  a  president 
and  five  directors  for  said  company,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1871;  on  which  day, 
and  the  same  day  in  each  year  thereafter,  the  stockhold- 
ers shall  meet,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  president  and  five  directors  to  serve  the  ensuing 
year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected,  at  such 
place  as  the  president  .and  directors  shall,  appoint ;  and 
after  the  first  election,  all  powers  and  privileges  hereby 
granted  shall  vest  in  the  piek^ident  and  directors  ot  said 
company,  and  their  successors  in  office. 

§  3.  That  the  president  and  directors,  as  soon  as  ten 
thousand  dollars  have  been  paid  in,  or  secured  to  be 
paid,  may  employ,  or  let  out  to  any  undertaker  or  con- 
tractor, the  construction  of  said  bridge  at  or  near  where  * 
the  Ghent,  Eagle,  and  New  Liberty  pike  crost^es  said 
stream;  and  shall  have  and  possess  full  power  to  make 
contracts  with  any  individual  or  individuals  for  any 
earth,  stone,  timber,  or  materials  necessary  to  be  used 
in  its  construction,  near  to,  or  adjacent  to,  the  site  of  said 
bridge;  and  to  receive,  by  gift  or  purchase,  any  convey- 
ance of  land  on  either  side  of  said  stream  for  the  abut- 
ment of  said  bridge. 

§  4.  That  upon  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  appoint  a  toll  collector,  at  such 
price  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  to  demand  and  receive 
from  all  travelers,  hr  persons  traveling,  passing  over  said 
bridge,  the  same  rates  of  toll  as  are  now  collected  at  the 
gates  of  the  Ghent  and  Eagle  Turnpike  Road  Company; 
for  all  footmen  five  cents  per  head,  except  school  children 
going  to  or  returning  from  school;  they  are  to  go  free. 

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  cause  annual    * 
dividends  of  the  net  profits  arising  from  the  tolU  to  be 
made  among  the  stockholders,  but  no  dividend  shall  be 
made  to  any  stockholder  who  may  be  in  arrears. 

^  G.  That  it  may  be  lawful   lor  the  Carroll,  Owen,  and 
Gallatin  county  courts,  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  said  com-* 
pany,  and  may  vote  and  act  in  all  respects  as  other  stock- 
holders, through  an  agent  appointed  of  record  by  said 
courts  respectively. 

$  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and 
directors  to  keep  an  annual  account  of  the  dividends 
declared;  and  as  soon  as  the  dividends  so  declared  shall 
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1870.  h&ve  paid,  six  per  cent,  interest  per  annunri,  and  ex* 
tingni^hed'  the  principal  of  the  capital,  to  report  that  fact 
to  the  Carroll,  Owen,  and  Gallatin  county  courts,  respect- 
ively ;  and  the  presiding  judges  of  said  courts  shall  cause 
the  same  to  he  entered  of  record  by  the  clerks  of  said 
courts;  and  thenceforth  the  corporators,  and  their  success- 
ors in  office,  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  cease  to  be  a 
corporate  body,  or  exercise  any  of  the  powers  given  by 
this  act ;  and  the  said  bridge  shall  vest  in  the  public,  and 
shall  be  thereupon  free  for  the  use  of  the  public,  clear 
of  toll  or  charge,  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  county  court 
of  Owen  county,  as  said  court  may  deem  advisable. 

(  8'.  That  the  president  and  directors  are  hereby  vested 
with  power  and  authority  to  proceed  to  have  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  land  for  the  abutments  of  said  bridge,  on 
.  either  side  of  said  stream,  condemned  for  public  uses; 
for  that  purpose  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as  now  par- 
sued  by  Jaw  for  condemning  private  property  for  public 
uses  under  the  road  laws  of  this  State.

CHAPTER  924. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Opossum  Ridge  and  Kentacky  River  Tarnpike 

Road  CompaDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated, to  construct  a  road  on  the  macadamized  plan,  from 
the  Owenton  and  Clay  Lick  or  Gratz  Turnpike  Road  to  the 
Kentucky  river,  leaving  said  Owenton  and  Clay  Lick  road 
at  the  most  practicable  point  at  or  near  the  forks  of  the 
road  near  the  residence  of  R.  H.  Williams,  in  Owen  coun- 
ty, and  running  thence,  the  most  practicable  route,  to  the 
ferry  on  the  Kentucky  river,  opposite  the  town  of  Spring- 
port,  Henry  county,  Kentucky.  Said  company  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Opossum  Ridge 
and  Kentucky  River  Turnpike  Road  Company  ;"  and  by 
that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break,  alter,  or  amend  the 
^  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  eighteen 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  R.  H.  Williams,  Richard  Kemper,  John  W. 
Thomas.  R  L.  Thomas,  John  V.  Smith,  Dr.  J.  P.  Nuttall, 
and  Ben.  K.  Davis,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed  com- 
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misflioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  1870. 
subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  at  sach  times  and 
places  as  they  may  dei>ignate.  And  as  soon  as  five  thou- 
sand dollars  is  subscribed  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice, 
at  the  roost  public  places  on  the  line  of  the  road  or  its 
vicinity,  of  a  meeting  of  the  stokholders^for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors  for  said  com- 
pany. And  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential 
afiairs  of  said  company  shall  be  confided  to  said  president 
and  directors,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  chosen 
annually  by  the  stockholders,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
said  president  and  directors  may  appoint;  and  who  shall 
continue  in  ofiice  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

(  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
president  or  director  who  is  not  the  owner,  in  his  own 
name,  of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  In  said  company. 

$  5.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other  officers  or 
agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
and  remove  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  they  may  require 
of  such  treasurer,  agents,  or  other  officers,  bond  and  secu- 
rity, in  such  penalties  as  they  require,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  such  duties  as  may  be  incumbent  on 
them  as  such. 

$  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  suitable  book  or  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in 
said  company,  and  each  subscriber  shall  enter  into  the 
following  obligation  in  said  book,  viz:  *^  We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Opossum  Ridge  and  Kentucky  River 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  and  every  »hare  of  stock  in  said  company  set 
opposite  to  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions, 
and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  required  by  them  under  the 
law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be  collected  as  other 
debts.     Witness  our  hands  this  —  day  of ,  18 — ." 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet 
wide,  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  at  least  twenty  feet, 
and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and  shall  be 
graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees  in  any 
part  thereof;  and  when  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road 
are  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  thereon 
and  charge  tolls  thereat,  at  a  rate  of  toll  not  exceeding 
that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads  made  under  the 
general  turnpike  road  laws  of  this  State. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of 
way  for  said  road,  and  of  earth,  stone,  gravel,  and  timber 
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1870.  necessary  for  its  conRtruction,  by  voluntary  concession  and 
relcasfe,  or  by  prrvate  contract  with  the  landholders:  Pi-o- 
vidid,  hnoevcr.  That  if  the  right  uf  way,  HBd  if  material 
cannot  be  had  as  above  indichted,  It  shall  be  obtained  io 
the  manner  prescribed  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Gommonweahb  o(  Kentucky,  approved  February 
22,  >N3H,  for  condemning  lands  and  materials  for  the  con^ 
struction  of  turnpikes,  bridges,  &c.;  and  said  act  of  the 
General  As^'emb^y  is  hereby  adopted  as  part  of  this  char- 
ter, and  to  be  as  effectual  as  if  the  same  was  here  inserted 
at  full  length. 

^  !l.  W  ben  any  stockholder  shall  have  fully  paid  up  hi» 
subsctiption  of  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
of  said  company  to  issue  to  all  persons  entitled  thereto  a 
certificate  of  stock,  attested  by  the  secretary  of  said  com- 
pany. 

(  10.  The  proTisions  of  the  most  favored  charter  shall 
apply  to  this  charter  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same' 
extent,  an  if  embraced  herein. 

$11.  This  act  Ehall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage*

CHAPTER  925. 

AN  ACT  tor  incorporate  the  Render  Coal,  Iron,  Mining,  and  IfanafacCnrioj^ 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Thnt  John  E.  Pendleton,  R.  S.  Moseley,  James  A. 
Thomas,  William  J.  Beny,  A.  B.  Baird,  J^mes  P.  Collins^ 
William  Hamilton,  J.  L.  Render,  E.  D.  Walker,  Z.  Wayne 
Griffin,  and  W.  C.  Chapman,  together  with  their  success- 
ors and  associates  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  *' Render  Coal,  Iron,  Mining,  and  AJanufae- 
turing  Company;"  and  by  that  name,  in  law,  made  capa- 
ble oi  contracting  with ;  to  have  and  enjoy,  and  retain,  to 
themselves,  their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  and 
hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  effects,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary (or  the  working  of  coal  and  iron  mines,  or  the  man- 
ufacturing of  coal  oil  or  other  thing,  and  for  the  erection 
and  working  of  all  necessary  mills,  and  fur  other  powers 
and  privileges,  business  and  employments,  now  ueed  by 
private  coal  and  iron  companies,  or  private  manufacturing 
companies, in  the  Commonwealth.  They  may  build  branch 
railroads  to  connect  any  of  their  works  with  any  railroads 
now  chartered,  or  which  may  be  chartered,  on  the  condi- 
tion of  their  obtaining  the  right  of  way  by  contract ;  and 
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if  Mich  right  of  way  cnnnot  be  so  secured,  said  company  1870. 
may  have  the  same  condemned,  as  required  by  law  in  the 
condemnation  of  lands  required  for  turnpike  roads.  The 
company  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  an<l  be  defended,  in  ail  courts  of  record  and  other 
places;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at 
pleasure;  to  put  into  eKecoti«>n  all  such  by-laws,  ordi- 
nances and  regulations,  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  being 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  State  or 
of  the  (United  States.  All  written  contracts,  signed  by  the 
president  in  the  name  of  the  company,  shall  be  binding 
and  obligatory  upon  the  company. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
hundred  thoui«and  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  five  hund- 
red dollnrs  each. 

(  8.  The  company  may  buy,  build,  or  erect  all  kinds  of 
machinery  ;  buy  coal  and  coat  lands,  and  coal  reservations, 
for  carrying  on  their  butsiness;  and  may  dispose  of  their 
property  of  any  character  by  sale  or  otherwise.  They 
may  receive  real  estate  in  payment  of  subscription  for 
sto<;k,  as  the  corporators  may  deem  advisable,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  at  such  prices  as  the  parties  may  agree  [upon]. 
They  phall  have  the  right  to  hold,  either  by  purch^tse  or 
otherwi^e,  nuch  real  et^tate,  mining  rights,  or  manufacturing 
mill,  rights  of  way,  as  by  them  may  be  thought  necessary 
for  the  neceitsary  prosecution  of  their  business;  and  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  sell  or  dispose  of,  as  the  interest 
of  the  company  may  require. 

§  4.  The  business  of  the  company  to  be  conducted  by 
four  directors  and  a  prettident.  to  be  chosen  annually  by 
the  stockholders,  on  the  fist  Saturday  in  May  of  each 
year;  but  the  old  directors  to  hold  over  in  case  of  no  elec- 
tion or  other  cause.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  body,  and  appoint  all  necessary  ofiicers 
and  agents.  Each  shttre  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder 
to  one  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

(  5.  The  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  deemed*  per- 
sonal estate,  and  may  be  transferred  on  the  books  of  the 
company'  after  such  has  been  fully  paid  up. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  require  bond  of 
their  treasurer,  with  good  security ;  and  for  iailure  to  pay 
up  their  stock  by  any  stockholder,  the  share  or  shares  of 
such  stockholder  may  be  declared  forfeited  by  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  or  they  may  sue  and  recover  the 
same;  but  no  forfeiture  shall  be  declared  until  a  notice 
shall  have  been  served  on  the  party,  their  administrators 
or  guardians,  for  ninety  days  preceding  the  forfeiture. 

§  ?.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened 
by  any  one  of  the  corporators,  but  no  subscription  to  be 
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1870.  entered  on  the  books  of  the  company,  except  at  the  id^ 
stance  of  a  majority  of  the  corporators ;  and  no  subscriber 
to  take  an  additional  share  of  stock  after  first  subscribing, 
except  at  the  instance  of  a  two- thirds  majority  of  all  the 
stockholders. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
the  company,  from  time  to  time,  to  borrow,  or  obtain  od 
loan,  such  sums  of  money,  and  on  such  terms,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  or  mortgage  all  or  any 
part  of  their  said  improvements,  privileges,  effects,  and 
assets  whatsoever  of  said  company,  for  the  payment  of 
such  loans  or  indebtedness. 

§  9.  In  all  suits  instituted  against  this  corporation,  the 
service  of  the  process  shall  be  upon  the  president ;  and  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  show  a  contract,  under  the  seal 
of  the  company,  to  maintain  a  suit  against  it;  but  said 
corporation,  by  its  duly  authorised  agent  or  agents,  may

shall  hold  their  office  until  the  next  annual  stockholders' 
meeting.

CHAPTER  926. 

AK  ACT  to  probibit  tbe  Rale  of  Spiritaoas,  YinoiM,  or  Malt  Li^von  in  tbe 
Town  of  Calboon,  or  within  two  miles  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
vinous,  spirituous,  or  malt  liquors  in  the  town  of  Calhoon, 
or  within  two  miles  thereof,  except  for  medical  or  me- 
chanical purposes. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  subject 
to  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  3.  That  the  statutes  authorizing  the  county  judge  to 
issue  tavern  license  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed, 
so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  limits  embraced  within  this  act: 
Provided^  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  town  of 
Ramsey:   Provided  farther^  That  this  act  shall   not   be 
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eon  straed  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  any  tavern-      1870. 
keeper,  whose  license  shall  not  have  expired  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  act,  during  the  continaance  of  his 
lioenae,  or  to  prevent  distillers  from  selling  the  splritiioas 
or  vinous  liquors  manufactured  by  them. 

(  4.  This  act  ehaU  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  iacorp arate  the  Oalhoaa  Tarnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  emacUd  iy  the  General  AeeemUg  &f  the  Commonwemlth 
mf  Kentwckjf : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated,  to 
construct  a  turnpilce  road  from  Payne's  Depot,  in  Scott 
oouDty,  to  the  Frankfort  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road, 
commonly  called  the  Leestown  road,  and  to  intersect  said 
last  named  road  about  one  half  mile  east  of  Mount  Ver- 
non Church,  in  Woodford  county,  where  the  present  Cal- 
houn dirt  road  now  intersects  the  said  Leestown  road. 

(  2.  That  the  said  company  is  hereby  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;

Warren  Wheeler, 
and  William  Smith,  who  are  hereby  appointed  corporators 
and  commissioners,  who  shall  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  in  said  company;  and  when  tbe  stock  shall 
be  subscribed,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers to  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  oflice  for 
one  year,  and  until  another  election  of  stockholders  shall 
have  been  held  ;  and  in  the  calling  of  stockholders'  meet- 
ings for  the  election  of  directors,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
the  Company  hereby  created  shai^  be  governed  by  tbe  pro- 
visions of  the  charter  of  said  South  Elkhora  Turnpike 
Road  Cr^mpany.

CHAPTER  92^ 

AN  ACT  to  antborise-  the  Conntj  of  Bjirrea   to  subscribe  stock   to-  tba 

capital  stock  of  certain  Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  bj/i  the  General  Assemblj^  of  the  Commonwealth 
tf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  petition  of  twenty  (qualified  voters 
and  tax-payers  of  Barren  couaty,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  court  of  said  county  to  cause  an  election  to  be 
held  in  said  county,  at  the  established  voting  places,  oo 
some  day  to  be  ixed  in  tbe  order  for  such  election,  and 
after  previous  piiftlic  notice  thereof  of  at  least  twenty 
days,  and  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  to  be  taken 
upon  the  proposition  to  authorize  said  county  court  to 
subscrihe  for  and  6n  behalf  of  said  eounty,  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  the  Comherlanri  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
and  of  the  Glasgow  Railroad  Company. 

$  2.  That  the  amounts  of  stock  which  said  county  court 
shall  be  authorized  to  subsjcribe  shall  not  exceed  three 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Compan}',  and  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  to  the  capital  stock  of- the 
Glangow  Railroad  Company ',  and  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  specify  in  tbe  order  for  said  election  the  amount  pro-

^  8.  That  said  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  man* 
ner»  and  ail  the  duties  enjoined  npon  said  county   court;

(5.  That  such  subscription  te  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Compaiiy  jhail  be  pay- 
able in  the  bonds  of  the  county,  bearing  the  interest,  pay- 
able at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  eaid  act

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  T owo  of  BIniF  City,  in  Henderson  Comr^. 

Be  U  enacted  fry  ike  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CommoniDealik 
of  Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  the  inbabita»t8  of  the  town  of  Bloflf  City  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  and  made  a  body-poli* 
tic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  tbe  town 
of  Bluff  City,  with  full  power  to  contract  and  be  contract- 
ed with,  to  Bue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,  and  to  do  and  perform  such 
other  acts  and  things  as  either  in  law  and  equity  bodies- 
polirie  may  lawfully  do  and  perform ;  and  in  all  suits 
against  said  town  service  of  process  shall  be  upon  the 
acting  chairman  of  tbe  board  of  trustees,  or  in  bis  absence, 
upon  the  clerk  and  marshal. 

^  2.  The  limits  and  boundaries  of  said  town  ahall  be  aa 

follows:  Beginning  on  the  bank  of  Green  river,  at  Q. 

Hickins'  on  the  bank  of  Green  river  (corner  18,  William 

Bosweirs  survey),  and  running  south  25  degrees,  west  148 

r  poles,  to  a  poplar,  hickory,  and  two   dogwoods,  corner 

18,  John  Bnd  William  BoswelPs  tract;  thence  north  63 
degrees,  west  170|^  poles,  to  two  black  oaks,  sweet  gum» 
and  sassafras,  corner  to  S.  D.  Haynes*  filty-acre  survey; 
thence  north  25  degrees,  east  130  poles,  to  a  black  gum, 
white  oak,  and  elm,  on  the  bank  of  tbe  river,  corner  to 
John  Bosweli's  survey;  tbence  up  the  river,  with  the 
several  meanders  thereof,  to  the  beginning. 

§  8.  That  Andrew  Comer,  Simeon  E.  Carroll,  James 
Carroll,  and  William  H.  Hayn^s,  be,  and  are  hereby,  ap- 
pointed the  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  until  their  successc^rs  are  elected  and  have  qualified. 
That  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1870,  there  shall  be  an 
election  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  for  four  trus- 
tees, whot^e  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years;  and  all 
persons  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  for  trustees  of  said 
town  who  are  free  white  male  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
who  are  voters  under  the  laws  of  this  State  or  tbe  United 
States.  Said  trustees  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
'  duties  of  their  office,  be  duly  sworn  by  some  justice  of  the 

peace  or  notary  public  of  said  county  of  Henderson,  that 
they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  office. 
Said  trustees,  when  elected,  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  authority  which  trustees  of  other  towns  have  under 
the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  And,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  powers  conferred  on  trustees  by  statute,  they 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  police  iudge  of  said 
town  and  a  town  marshal,  who,  each,  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.    A  majority  of  said  trustees  may,  for  proper 
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cause,  remove  any  officer  or  officers,  and  appoint  others     ,1870. 
to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  so  created. 

$  4.  The  police  jadge  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the 
town,  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  which  are 
by  law  conferred  on  justices  of  the  peace  x>f  the  State  of 
Kentucky ;  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

^  5.  The  town  marshal  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the 
town,  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  which  are 
by  law  conferred  on  constables  of  the  State  of  Kentucky; 
and  shall  give  bond  and  i)e  duly  qunlified  in  the  Hender- 
son county  court  as  constables  of  said  county  are  qual- 
ified. 

(  6.  That  said  trustees,  in  addition  to  powers  conferred 
by  the  statutes  of  this  State — 

1st.  Shall  have  the  power  to  open,  straighten,  alter,  and 
improve  the  streets  in  said  town,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  deem  most  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  town.    ^ 

2d.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  or 
spread  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  in  the  town; 
to  pass  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose,  and  enforce  the 
same  within  two  miles  of  the  boundaries  of  said  town. 

8d.  To  establir^h  a  hospital  and  pest-house,  and  make 
regulations  for  the  government  of  same. 

4th.  To  make  all  regulations  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city. 

5th.  To  prevent,  abate,  and  remove  nuisances  at  the 
cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  or  occupier  upon  whose 
premises  such  oui^sance  may  exist;  and  to  punish  by  fine 
any  person  who  may  cause,  keep,  erect,  or  commit  a  nuis- 
ance. 

6th.  To  improve  and  preserve  the  navigation  of  Green 
river  within  the  limits  of  the  town. 

7tb.  To  suppress  gaming,  drunkenness,  gambling-houses, 
and  disorderly  houses  of  all  kinds. 

8th.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch, 
rosin,  hemp,  cotton,  coal  oil,  cordwood,  and  all  other  com- 
bustible materials. 

9th.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  town  officers  whose 
pay  is  not  provided  for  by  law. 

§  7.  The  police  judge,  in  addition  to  the  powers  con- 
ferred on  him  by  section  four,  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction, subject  to  appeal,  of  all  violations  of  town  by-laws 
and  c»rdinances. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to  execute 
all  process  directed  to  him  by  the  police  judge;  to  collect 
the  revenue  of  said  town ;  and  before  entering  on  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  he  shall  give  bond,  with  sureties  to 
be  approved  by  the  trustees,  for  the  faithful*  and  efficient 
discharge  of  his  duties. 
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1870.  ^  ^'  ^&<^Ai^<^>^s  occurrinff  in   the  office  of  police  jndge 

or  tovin  marshAl  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
truelees.  The  board  of  trat^teee  shall,  prior  to  the  first 
election,  appoint  proper  officers  to  conduct  the  same, 
giving  at  least  ten  days^  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  said  election,  by  written  notices  posted  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  said  town. 

§  10.  The  election  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1870,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  on  the  same  day.        , 

$  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  931. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Connty  Court  of  Lee  County  to  issae  Bonds  lo 
build  a  Court-boose  aod  Jail  in  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComtnonweaUh  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Lee  county,  a  majority  of 
the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring,  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  county  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erect- 
ing a  court-house  and  jail  for  said  county. 

$2.  iSaid  bonds  to  bear  interest  at  not  a  greater  rate 
than  ten  per  cent,  per  annum ;  said  interest  to  be  paid  an- 
nually, and  shall  have  five  years  to  rup,  but  redeemable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  county,  after  three  years. 

§  3.  That  said  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums  is  the 
court  may  direct,  not  le&s  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  4.  The  court  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bond; 
they  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge,  attested  by  the  clerk, 
and  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  court,  or  scroll  of  the 
clerk  if  no  seal. 

$  5.  The  court  may  appoint  commissioners  to  sell  said 
bonds,  and  direct  the  price  to  be  taken  therefor,  and  the 
time,  manner,  and  place  where  they  shall  be  offered. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  make  (he  neces- 
eary  arrangements  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said 
bonds,  and  for  their  final  payment  when  due. 

(7.  To  enable  the  court  to  comply  with  this  act,  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  county  levy  of  said 
county  to  four  dollars  per  tithe,  and  to  levy  an  ad  valorem 

(taxj  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  hundred  del* 
ars'  worth  of  property  in  said  county. 

^  8.  That  the  tax  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  liability,  that  the 
other  county  levy  and  taxes  are  collected. 
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§  9.  That  the  county  court  shall  have  power  to  make  all       1870. 
orders  for  carrying^  into  execution  the  provUions  of  this 
act;  and  the  county  jud^e  may,  at  any.  time,  convene  the 
josticed  of  the  peace  for  action  under  thin  act. 

6  10.  ThU  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas:«a;^e.

CHAPTER  032. 

AN  AOT  to  establish  and  maintain  a  Public  School  in  the  Town  of  Bowling 

Green. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  eatahlinhing;  and  maintain- 
ing a  public  school  in  the  town  of  Bowling  Green,  wherein 
all  the  white  children  over  six  and  under  twenty  years  of 
age^bona  fide  residing  in  said  town,  may  receive  instruc- 
tion without  charge,  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees 
are  empowered  and  directed,  in  and  for  the  year  1871,  and 
annually  thereafter,  to  levy  a  tax  of  not  less  than  one 
fourth  of  one  per  cent.,  and  not  exceeding  three  tenths  of 
one  per  cent.,  on  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  town 
belonging  to  white  persons,  and  to  cau:«e  the  same  to  be 
collected;  which  tax,  when  collected,  together  with  such 
sum  or  sums  as  may  be  received,  from  year  to  year,  as  the 
portion  of  said  town. of  the  school  (und  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  all  sums  that  may  be  derived  by  brquest, 
donation,  or  otherwise,  for  the  promotion  of  the  object 
herein  contemplated,  shall  constitute  a  school  fund,  to  be 
applied  to  the  purpose  recited  in  this  section,  and  to  no 
other. 

§  2.  At  any  election  at  which  a  proposition  to  adopt 
this  act  as  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  said  town 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  two 
qualified  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  each  ward  as  school  trustees;  and  the  persons  tso  elect* 
ed  shall  constitute  and  be  st}  led  the  board  of  troi^tees  of 
the  public  school  of  Bowling  Green  ;  aifd  the  board  of 
trustees  first  elected,  within  three  months  after  election, 
shall  cause  the  trustees  from  each  ward  to  be  divided  by 
lot  in  two  classes;  and  the  members  of  the  first  class  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  first  ensuing  election  for  chair- 
man and  trustees  of  said  town,  and  until  their  successors 
are  qualified.  The  members  of  the  second  class  shall 
hold  over  until  the  second  general  election,  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified.  At  the  election  at  which  the 
members  of  the  first  class  vacate  their  offices,  and  annu- 
ally thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  each  ward,  pne  school  trustee,  who  shall  hold 
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1870.  ^^^  office  until  the  second  ensuing  election  for  chairmaii 
and  truiitees'of  said  town,  and  until  his  successor  is  qaal- 
ified :  Provided^  however.  That  in  the  event  of  the  division 
of  said  town  into  wards  being  at  any  time  abolished,  six 
qualified  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  whole  town  to  constitute  the  board  of  school  trus- 
tees, who  shall  in  like  manner  be  divided  into  two  equal 
classes,  and  hold  their  offices  for  the  same  terms,  and  va- 
cate them  at  the  same  times,  as  if  they  had  been  elected 
by  wards. 

§  3.  Said  school  board  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  the  board  occasioned  by  death,  removal,  res- 
ignation, or  otherwise.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  succeeding  general  elec- 
tion. 

§  4.  The  members  of  said  board  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  make  oath  or  aflSrmation, 
before  some  judicial  officer  of  this  Commonwealth,  faith- 
fully to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them. 

§  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  trustee  of  said  school 
who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  is  not 
the  owner  of  real  estate  in  said  town,  or  a  housekeeper; 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  bona  fik 
resident  of  the  ward  for  which  he  may  be  chosen,  or  who 
has  not  been  a  resident  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky five  years,  and  of  the  town  of  Bowling  Green  three 
years,  next  preceding  his  election ;  or  who  holtls  or  dis- 
charges any  office  or  agency  under  the  town  of  Bowlinf^ 
Green,  county  of  Warren,  State  of  Kentucky,  or  the  Uni- 
ted States,  or  any  department  thereof,  or  any  foreign  gov- 
ernment whatever  (except  militia  officers  of  Kentucky); 
or  who  is,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  directly  or  indirectly, 
interested  in  any  contract  with  said  board  of  school  trus- 
tees ;  or  who  holds  any  office  of  trust  or  receives  a  salary 
in  any  corporation  which  holdn  a  contract  with  said  board 
of  tru(<tees  or  the  town  oi'  Bowling  Green,  the  terms,  rates, 
or  prices  whereof  are  dlibject  to  modification  or  enforce- 
ment by  said  board  of  trustees  or  town  of  Bowling  Green; 
or  whose  father,  son,  brother,  wife,  daughter,  or  sister  is 
employed  as  a  teacher  in  said  public  school ;  or  who  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  or  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of  books  or 
stationery,  or  both,  or  agent  therefor.  And  if,  after  elec- 
tion, any  member  of  said  board  should  remove  out  of  the 
ward  for  which  he  was  chosen,  or  become  a  candidate  fori 
or  accept,  any  office  or  agency,  the  holding  or  discharging 
of  which  would  have  rendered  him  ineligible;  or  should 
become,  directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in  any  contract 
with  said  school  board ;  or  if  his  father,  brother,  son,  wife, 
sister,  or  daughter  should  be  employed  as  a  teacher  io  said 
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public  school,  his  seat  shall  thereby  be  vacated,  and  the       1870. 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  6.  The  establishment  and  maintenance,  together  with 
the  control  and  management,  of  the  public  school,  and  of 
the  property  and  funds  belonging  thereto,  which  may  ac- 
crue in  any  way  to  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of  trustees,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  board  may  elect  one 
of  the  members  of  the  board  as  president,  and  shall  have 
power  to  make  by-laws,  not  in  conflict  with  this  act,  for 
carrying  out  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  to  determine 
their  own  rules  of  proceeding.  A  majority  of  the  board 
shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  They  shall  meet  once  a  month,  and  oftener 
if  necessary,  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  and  no  ap- 
propriation of  money  shall  be  made  by  the  board,  except 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  previoudly  fixed,  without  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  board.  A  correct 
record  ol  all  their  proceedings  shall  be  kept  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  board  or  of  the 
chairman,  or  any  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  or  of  any  committee  appointed  by  the  chairman  and 
board  of  trustees  to  examine  the  same. 

(  7.  Said  school  board  shall  have  power,  af^er  an  ex* 
amination  into  the  qualifications  of  applicants  by  the 
member^  of  the  board,  or  by  competent  persons  selected 
by  them,  to  appoint  the  teachers;  to  regulate  and  fix  their 
salaries  ;  to  dismiss  or  suspend  any  teacher  for  miscon- 
duct, inefficiency,  or  neglect  of  duty;  to  prescribe  the 
branches  of  learning  to  be  taught;  to  determine  the  num- 
ber of  departments  and  of  grades  in  each  department; 
the  mode  of  examining  applicants  for  admission;  and  to 
establish  uniform  rules  in  regard  to  the  necessary  qualifi^ 
cations  of  pupils  for  admission  into  each  department. 
They  may  provide  class-books,  to  be  used  in  the  school  by 
children,  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  unable  to  fur- 
nish them^  No  catechism  or  other  form  of  religious  be- 
lief shall  be  taught  or  inculcated,  nor  shall  any  class-book 
be  used  which  reflects  upon  any  religious  denomination ; 
nor  shall  said  school  be  tfo  conducted  as  to  interfere  with 
the  religious  belief  of  parents  or  pupils. .  The  board 
shall  have  the  power  to  admit  to  said  school  pupils  from 
beyond  the  limits  of  said  town;  but  children  of  persons 
residing  outside  of  the  town  limits  shall  not  be  admitted 
as  pupils,  except  upon  the  payment  of  such  tuition  fees  as 
the  board  may  require.  The*  board  shall  elect  a  secretary, 
who  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board,  keep  their 
records,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him   by  the  board.     They  shall  also  elect  some  com- 
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1870.  petent  perpon  as  Buperintendent,  who  phall  perform  •nch 
duties  as  n\Hy  be  required  of  him  by  the  board  ;  and  raid 
secrefary  and  superintendent  shall  receive  au  annual  sal- 
ar}',  to  be  paid  by  the  board  monthly. 

(  8.  I'he  board  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  scholastic  year, 
make  out  and  report  to  the  chairman  and  trustees  of  the 
town  of  Bowling  Green  a  written  or  printed  stHtemeot, 
showinja:  the  number  of  pupiU  in  each  department  of  the 
school,  the  condition  and  amount  of  property  and  funds 
belonging  thereto,  and  such  other  information  as  maybe 
necess^ary  and  proper,  to  be  laid  before  said  chairman  and 
trustees. 

§  9.  The  said  school  board,  upon  the  completion  of  the 
ast'essment  of  property  lor  taxation  in  each  year,  ^hall  as- 
certain, as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  sum  likely  to  accrae 
from  taxation  and  from  all  other  sources  to  the  school 
fund  for  the  current  fiscal  year;  and  said  board  shall  not 
contract,  nor  incur  lial)ility,  for  the  payment  of  a  larger 
sum  than  the  estimated  amount  to  be  received  for  the 
year. 

§  10.  When  the  annual  assessment  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  town  shall  have  been  completed  and  the  tax- 
book  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  collector,  he  shall  proceed 
promptly  to  collect  the  school  tax  ;  and  within  one  week 
from  the  time  of  placing  the  tax-book  in  his  hands,  and 
weekly  therealter,  he  shall  deposit  in  such  bank  in  said 
town,  or  with  such  other  depository  as  the  board  of  school 
trustees  may  designate,  such  sums  of  money  ari^ing  from 
the  school  tax  as  he  may  have  collected  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  cbaircnan  and  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  to  take  sufficient  bond  from  the  collector  of  town 
taxes  conditioned  for  the  faithiul  collection  of  the  school 
tax,  and  for  the  payment  thereof  to  the  order  of  the  board 
of  school  trustees. 

§  11.  The  embezzlement  of  any  portion  of  the  "School 
Fund"  by  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees)  or  by  any 
one  or  more  of  them,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  felony, 
and  shall  subject  the  ollender  or  offenders,  on  conviction, 
to  coiitinement  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  year, 
nor  more  than  tive  3 ears. 

§  12.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of  said  town 
shall  appoint  three  competent  and  diiicreet  persons  to  be 
styled  the  '*  school  commissioners,''  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  take  charge  of  the  funds  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
to  apply  them  to  the  purchas-e  of  a  suitable  lot  of  ground 
in  said  town,  whereon  they  shi^ll  cause  to  be  erected  such 
building  or  buildings  as  in  their  judgment  will  accommo- 
date the  pupils  of  such  a  public  school  as  is  contemplated 
in  this  act,  and  supply  the  same  with  the  necessary  farni- 
ture.     The  lot  so  purchased  shall  be  conveyed  by  deed  to 
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the  town  or  Bowling  Green,  and  the  same,  as  well  as  the  1870. 
boildingH,  fixtures,  furniture,  and  improvements  of  every 
kind,  shHil  not  be  diverted  from  the  cse  of  such  a  public 
school  a?  herein  provided  for,  and  so  long  as  used  for  thnt 
purpose,  phnl)  not  be  liable  for  any  debt  of  said  town,  and' 
phall  be  exempt  from  town,  county,  and  State  taxation. 
The  school  commissioners,  before  as^fuming  the  trunt  re- 
posed in  them  by  this  act,  shall  execute  bond,  with  ample 
security,  in  such  penalty  as  the  chairman  and  tioicitee^  of 
the  town   may   require,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis-  , 

charge  of  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  same. 

$  13.  In  order  to  raise  the  money  necessary  to  purchase 
a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  to  erect  a  school  building  or  build- 
ings thereon,  and  to  furnish  the  same,  it  is  made  the  duty 
of  the  chairman  of  the  town  of  Bowling  Green,  and  be  is 
hereby  authorized,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  town  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars,  at  such  times 
and  in  sufh  nums  and  of  such  denominations  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  and  directed  by  the  school  commis- 
sioners, with  coupons  attached  for  the  payment  of  interest  ' 
at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually, tO'Wit:  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in 
each  year.  8ald  bondt>,  to  be  payable  to  bearer  not  more 
than  twenty  years  after  date,  shall  be  signed  by  the  chair- 
man and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  bourd  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  and  the  coupons  signed  by  the  clerk. 
The  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  delivered  by  the  chairman  to 
the  ^'iFchool  cominis:«ioners,"  who  may  put  them  upon  the 
market,  and  from  the  sale  thereof  realize  the  funds  neces- 
sary as  aforesaid,  or  said  commissioners  may  pay  out  said 
bonds  at  par  (or  the  purchftt^e  of  a  lot  of  ground  or  of 
building  materials,  or  for  work  done,  or  in  discharge  of 
any  indebtedness  incurred  in  the  execution  of  their  trust. 

§  14.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of  said  town 
shall,  from  year  to  year,  levy  upon  the  taxable  property 
of  said  town  and  collect  an  additional  tax  vufHcieut  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  redeem  the  same  at 
maturity  ;  which  taxes  so  levied  and  collected  shall  be 
kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  revenues  of 
said  town,  and  shall  not  be  expended  for  any  other 
purpore  than  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  princi- 
pal of  said' bonds.  Any  surplus  money  that  may  arise 
from  said  tax,  after  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds, 
may  be  applied  by  the  chairman  and  board  of  tru.-'tees 
to  the  redt^mption  of  such  bonds  as  can  be  retired  at  par 
or  under  ;  and  if  not  so  applied,  may  be  invested  in  safe 
and  remunerative  securities:  Provided^  however^  That  no 
property  belonging  to  pers(»ns  of  the  African  race  ^hall  be 
liable  to  the  tnx  provided  for  in  this  section  or  in  the  firs$t 
section  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town 
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1870.       araepsor,  in  taking  and  making  oat  his  lists  of  the  taxable 
property,  so  to  designate  the  property  belonging  to  persons 
of  the  African  race,  that  it  may  be  distinguished  from  the 
other  taxable  property  of  said  town. 
'  §  15.  This    act  shall    take   effect  whenever,  after  two 
weeks'  public   notice  given,  a  proposition   to  adopt  the 
same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  town  of  Bowling  Green  at  any  election,  and  a  majori- 
ty of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  its  adoption.     In 
.         the  month  of  April,  1870,  after  two  weeks'  public  notice 
given  in  the  usual  manner,  the  chairman  and  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  several  wards  in  said 
town  a  proposition  to  adopt  this  act  as  an  amendment  to 
the  charter  of  said  town ;  the  vote  to  be  polled  as  is  now 
done  in  the  case  of  municipal  elections  therein,  and  each 
vote  to  be  recorded  by  the  clerks  as  *'For  the  adoption"  or 
**  Against  the  adoption,"  as  the  case  may  be;  and  the  vote 
shall  be  certified  and  examined  as  in  the  case  of  municipal 
elections  in  said  town.     If  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  were  in  favor  of  the  adoption,  then  this 
act  shall  become  a  part  of  the  charter  of  said  town  ;  bat 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  given  against  the 
adoption,  then  the  proposition  shall  be  submitted  again  at 
any  subsequent  general  election,  whenever  the  chairman 
and  trustees  are  requested  so  to  do,  by  the  written  petition 
of  twenty  voters  of  said  town.

§  1.  That  tiie  county  court  of  the  county  of  Lee  be,  and 
is  hereby,  authorized  to  permit  gates  to  be  erected  across 
the  State  road  in  said  county,  leading  from  the  town  of 
Irvine  to  the  town  of  Boonville,  as  provided  by  chapter  84 
of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  984.  1870. 

AK  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Owensboro  Medico-Obirurgical  Society. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  members  which  now  compose  the  Owens- 
boro  Medico-Chirurgical  Society,  viz :  W.  D.  Stirman,  S. 
S.  Watkins,  G.  B.  Tyler,  J.  Hale,  J.  F.  Kimbley,  E.  H. 
Lacket.  R.  B.  Gilbert,  A.  C.  Wood,  W.  E.  Arnold,  C.  H. 
Todd,  J.  O.  Scott,  B.  H.  Hobb.  be,  and  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Owensboro  Medico-Chirurgical  Society,  with  perpetual 
succession;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
upon  all  contracts  hereafter  made  or  incurred  ;  of  purchas- 
ing and  holding  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may 
be  required  for  the  use  of  said  society;  to  receive  all  neces- 
sary conveyances;  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  all  such  real 
or  personal  estate  as  they  may  have  or  hereafter  acquire. 

(  2.  That  said  society  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
ordain  all  such  laws  as  may  become  necessary  lor  the 
government  of  said  society,  and  to  alter  or  amend  the 
same  at  pleasure  :  Provided,  They  are  not  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky. 

(  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  935. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  Sale  of  iDtoxicating  Liquors  io  Rockcastle  Coantjr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
#/*  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful,  after  this  act  takes  effect, 
for  the  county  court  of  Rockcastle  county,  or  any  other 
person  or  persons,  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell,  by  wholesale  or  retail,  any  brandy,  whisky,  or 
intoxicating  liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  within  the  limits 
or  jurisdiction  of  Rockcastle  county. 

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  selling  such  liquors 
without  a  license  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a  ttp- 
pling-house,  and  for  the  first  oflfense,  upon  presentment  of 
the  grand  jury,  shall  be  fined  One  hundred  dollars,  and  for 
every  subsequent  offense  shall  be  fined  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, the  fines  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected, 
and  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  common  school  fund  of 
said  county,  and  to  be  paid  over  to  the  common  school 
commissioner  of  the  county,  and  he  shall  be  liable  on  his 
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1870.  ofRcial  bond  for  the  faitbfal  application  of  same  to  scbool 
purposes. 

§  3.  1  hat  manufacturers  of  whisky  and  brandy  may  sell 
same  by  the  barrel,  to  be  delivered  at  the  time  of  the  sale, 
but  not  in  less  quantities  than  forty  gallons;  and  it  shalt 
be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  judf2;e  to  give  this  act  in  charge 
to  the  grand  juries  of  the  county. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  whenever  it  shall  be 
ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county  voting 
at  any  election  in  said  county ;  and  a  poll  shall  he  opened 
at  the  next  August  election  in  every  election  district  io 
said  county  for  its  adoption  or  rejection ;  and  the  county 
court  clerk  shall  prepare  a  column  in  the  poil-boi»ks  ot  the 
county  for  taking  said  vote ;  and  the  examiners  of  poll- 
books  shall  certify  the  result  to  the  county  court,  and  said 
court  shall  have  same  entered  on  the  records  of  the  court.

O.  Branntn,  A.  Graham,  S.  Uilman,  Dennis  Harris,  Geo* 
W.  Mi>rri.-4,  B.  F.  Guthrie,  John  G.  Baxter,  Vene  P.  Arm- 
Btrong,  John  W.  Barr,  J.  S.  Lithju:ow,  BUnd  Ballard,  J. 
Lawrence  Smith,  H.  D.  Newcomb,  J.  H.  Bunce,  T.  J. 
Tapp,  F.'T.  Fox,  jr.,  and  N.  Bloom,  are  hereby  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  euccesslon, 
under  the  name  of  the  Louisville  Board  of  Trade;  and 
by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  defend, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  ail  courts  and  places  as  a 
natural  person ;  and  may  receive  and  hold  property  and 
effects,  real  and  personal,  by  gift,  devise,  and  purchase, 
and  invest  or  reinvest,  or  dispose  of  the  same,  by  sale* 
lease,  or  otherwise,  and  improve  the  same  ;  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal ;  and  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  by-laws  as  may  advance  the  commercial,  literary, 
artii*tic,  and  scientific  interests  and  character  of  the  city 
of  Louisville.  Ky.;  may  fix  and  determine  ja.<it  rules  and 
customs  among  its  busineKS  community;  acquire  and  dis- 
seminate useful  information  connected  with  the  objects 
and  purposes  herewith  ;  and  avoid  and  adjust,  as  far  at 
practicaule,  the  controversies  and  misunderstandings  which 
may  arise  between  members  of  this  corporation  engaged 
in  trade  when  they  have  no  acknowledged  rules  to  guide 
them  ;  such  rules  and  regulations  not  to  be  contrary  to 
the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Louisville  Board  of 
Trade  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundreil  thousand 
dollars,  and  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ; 
and  any  one  paying  taxes  hereunder  collected  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  receipt  therefor ;  and  upon  the  surrender  of 
receipts  to  an  amount  equal  to  a  share,  shall  receive 
therefor  a  share  of  said  stock.  The  certificate  of  stock 
herein  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  said  Board  of 
Trade,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof. 

§  3.  That  said  Louisville  Board  of  Trade  shall  be  di- 
vided into  two  branches,  one  to  be  known  as  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  which  shall  have  charge  and  control 
of  all  matters  relating  to  trade,  commerce,  or  manufac- 
ture, and  the  other  to  be  known  as  the  Chamber  of 
Science,  which  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  science,  art,  and  literature  ;  said  Louisville 
Board  of  Trade  shall  be  empowered  hereunder  to  collect 
and  establish  a  public  library,  to  collect  and  found  a  ma- 
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ISTO*  seam  of  science,  and  to  gather  and  establish  a  galfery  of 
art ;  an$l  when  said  gallery  of  art,  and  said  museam  and 
said  library  are  establit^bed,  they  shall  be  ander  the  con- 
trol and  charge  of  said  Chamber  of  Science,  which  shall 
fix  the  terms  and  hours  of  admission  to  each;  and  shall 
have  power  to  set  apart  for  public  circulation  that  por- 
tion of  said  library  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  seem  fit, 
and  may  exercise  and  use  all  powers  and  privileges  neces- 
sary for  the  protection,  preservation,  and  advancement  of 
said  gallery,  museum,  and  library,  not  herein  mentioned, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

^  4.  That  said  Louisville  Board  of  Trade  shall,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  September  of  each  year,  bold  an  election 
for  eleven  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  ofiice  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  in  voting 
therefor  each  stockholder  in  said  Louisville  Board  of  Trade 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
owned,  said  votes  to  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy. 
Said  directors  shall  elect  a  president  and  two  vice  presi- 
dents, a  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  Louisville  Board 
of  Trade,  and  fix  the  terms  of  office  and  salary  of  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  thereof;  but  the  president  and  vice 
presidents  must  be  annually  elected  by  said  directors,  out 
of  their  own  number.  Said  directors,  with  the  mayor  of 
said  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  shall  appoint  an  in- 
spector or  supervisor  of  the  following  articles  of  com- 
merce :  hay,  flour,  coal,  meal,  salt,  and  grain,  and  fix  the 
terms  of  office  and  the  fees  of  said  officers  for  their  ser* 
▼ices.  Said  directors,  with  the  said  mayor,  shall  appoint 
a  superintendent  of  said  gallery  of  art,  and  of  said  mu- 
seum of  science,  and  a  librarian  to  said  library,  and'  fix 
the  terms  of  office  and  the  salary  of  each  of  said  officers. 
When  said  directors  shall  have  been  elected  as  herein 
indicated,  the  president  shall  divide  said  directors  into  two 
sets,  one  for  the  chamber  of  commerce  and  one  for  the 
chamber  af  science,  and  through  the  secretary  hereof 
shall  notify  each  director  with  which  set  he  is  to  serve; 
and  when  so  divided,  said  directors  shall  in  nowise  inter- 
fere with  the  duties  appropriate  to  the  other  chamber; 
said  notification  shall  be  given  within  ten  days  after  said 
election.  The  president  shall  have  power  to  call  together 
either  or  both  directories  when,  in  his  judgment,  it  seems 
necessary,  and  must  so  call  upon  the  written  request  of 
three  members  of  either  directory,  said  request  stating 
the  object  of  said  call.  Said  directors  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  fix  days  of  their  regular  meetings.  The  president 
or  vice  presidents  must,  if  possible,  always  attend  tbe 
meetings  of  said  directors. 
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§  5.  That  for  the  purpose  and  objects  herein  men-  1870. 
tioned,  there  HhAll  be  levied  a  tax  of  one  tenth  of  one  per 
cent,  upon  all  the  real  estate  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  city;  and  a  tax  of  one  tenth  of  one  per  cent, 
upon  ail  tlie  personalty  within  said  limits ;  and  a  tax  of 
one  twentieth  of  one  per  cent,  upon  all  merchandise  sold 
within  said  city,  the  amount  of  such  sales  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  returns  made  to  the  United  States  assessor  for 
said  district.  Said  taxes  to  be  assessed,  levied,  and  collect- 
ed as  the  taxes  of  said  city  are  now  assessed,  levied,  and 
collected.  Said  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property 
and  merchandise  within  said  city  shall  be  assessed,  levied, 
and  collected  within  said  city,  for  the  first  time,  within 
Ihe  year  of  1870^  and  each  year  thereafter  annually^  for 
the  spac«  of  five  years,  or  until  the  whole  amount,  equal 
Co  the  capital  stock,  is  raised.  The  taxes  aforementioned 
shall  be  sacredly  devoted  to  the  purposes  and  objects 
herein  mentioned.  The  said  Louisville  Board  of  Trade 
is  hereby  denied  the  right  of  issuing  bonds,  except  for  five 
years,  and  for  the  purposes  and  objects  aforesaid,  and  said 
bonds  must  he  paid,  one  fifth  each  and  every  year,  out  of 
said  taxes  raised  during  said  year,  and  so  expres^^ed  on  the 
face  thereof,  and  be  signed  by  the  president  thereof,  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof.  But  said  taxes 
shall  not  be  assessed^  levied^  and  collected  until,  hy  a  pop- 
lar vote  of  the  majority  of  the  citizens  of  said  city  voting 
at  an  election  to  be  hereinafter  specified,  the  right  of  said 
taxes  shall  be  granted  and  confirmed  by  said  city.  The 
proposition  shall  stand,  '*For  or  against  the  Louisville 
Board  of  Trade  Tax ;"  and  may  be  submitted  to  the  vote

1879^  CHAPTER  940. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the    Mount  Gilead   and  CampbelUborg  Toroipik^ 

Road  CoDEipanj; 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
&f  Kentiicky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  witb  corporate 
powers  and  corporate  siM^cession,  under  the  name  of  the 
Mount  Gilead  and  CampbelUburgf  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  makine:  a  turnpike  or  gravel 
road,  commencing  near  Mount  Gilead  meeting  houfe^e,  oa 
the  road  from  New  Cas^tle  to  DrennonV  L  e  ,  an  I  runnrng 
to  Campi)ellhburg,  or  may  connect  with  the  New  Castle 
and  Carrolhon  Turnpike  Road. 

§  2.  I'bat  the  capital  stoek  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  doUars,  and  may  be  increased  at  tbe 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  shall  be  divided  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

^  3.  That  books  for  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened 
at  such  times  and  plaees  as  may  be  deemed  best,  by  the

videdj  hofveve7\  That  any  three,  who  may  first  organize 
under  tbe  charter,  shall  have  the  same  authority  as  if  all 
should  act. 

§  4.  That  such  commissioners  as  may  act  shaM  procure 
one  or  more  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  tbe  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  written 
in  said  book  or  books,  viz :  *'  We,  whose  aames  are  here* 
unto  subseribed,  do  pron^ise  to  pay  to  the  president,  direct*

flame  manner  as  the  president ;  ail  of  the  officers  shaH 
hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.

§  U.  If  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  by 
purchase  or  agreement  with  the  owners  of  lands,  or  their  , 
agents,  through  which  it  is  proposed  to  mak«  said  road, 
do  not  procure  the  right  and  privileges  necessary  to  ena- 
ble them  to  make  said  road  where  they  wish,  they  shaM 
or  may  apply  to  the  eounty  court  of  Henry  county  for,  and 
said  court  shall  issue,  a  writ  of  €id  quod  dammumy  to  ascer- 
tain and  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  by 
such  owners;  and  such  writ  shall  require  the  sheriff  of 
•aid  county  to  summon  a  jury  of  housekeepers  of  the 
county,  not  of  kin  to  the  said  owner;  which  jury,  under 
the  direction  of  said  sheriff,  shall  HS^<ess  said  damnges; 
and  in  doing  so,  the  jury  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  resulting  to  the  party

§  12.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  said  board  of 
directors  at  such  times  and  places  as  be  may  think  best.

§  14.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may, 
if  they  see  proper,  change  the  beginning  of  said  road,  not 
to  exceed  one  mile. 

§  15.  The  president,  during  his  term  of  office,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions  coming  before  the  presi- 
dent and  directors;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  he  shall»ia 
addition,  give  the  casting  vote.

CHAPTER  941. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Manafactaring  and  Refining  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1 .  That  W.  B.  Hoke;  John  H.  Seebolt,  W.  J.  Mount, 
R.  V.  Snodgrass,  Julius  Barbaroux,  Henry  F.  Vail,  J.  W. 
Stockton,  John  B.  Lewis,  J.  T.  S.  Smith,  Philip  Thorn- 
berry,  Wm.  Aikin,  W.  W.  Drummond,  A.  J.  Johnson,  and 
James  Wilhelm,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic^  by 
name  of  **  Louisville  Manufacturing  and  Refining  Com- 
pany;^* with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  acquire  and  convey  property ;  to  make  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  to  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
rights  incident  to  corporations,  and  to  do  all  needful  things 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  powers  and  rights  herein  grant* 
ed  and  the  objects  and  aims  of  this  incorporation. 

$  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each ;  shall  be  held  as  personal  property  ;  shall  be 
transferable  upon  the  books  of  the  company  only  ;  and 
the  company  shall  have  a  lien  thereon  for  any  unpaid 
calls  and  demands  due  upon  the  shares  of  any  subscriber 
or  holder. 

§  3.  The  afiairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
five  directors,  any  three  of  whom  may  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said  directors  shall 
bold  oflice  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

§  4.  The  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  a  general 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  each  share  of  stock  being 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  shares  of  the  holders  not 
personally  present  at  the  election  being  entitled  to  be 
voted  by  proxy.  The  directors  shall  be  chosen  frorti 
among  the  stockholders,  and  none  but  stockholders  can 
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1870.  ^®  directors.  Meetings  of  the  stockholders  for  the  elec- 
tion of  directors  t(hatl  be  upon  ten  days'  notice,  printed  ia 
the  daily  pHper  of  nnost  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  principal  bui^inesiii  office  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  directors  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  nam- 
ber  as  president,  another  as  vice  president,  another  as 
secretary,  and  another  as  treasurer;  and  from  amons; 
the  stockholders  they  shall  choose  such  other  officers  and 
agents  as  the  demands  of  the  company  may  require.  The 
directors  may  require  of  any  of  the  officers  or  agents  of 
the  company  such  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duty  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the 
protection  of  the  interests  of  the  company. 

(  6.  The  persons  named  as  incorporators  in  this  act,  or 
any  three  of  them,  may,  upon  the  passage  of  this  act, 
open  boolcs  for  the  subscription  of  stock  ;  and  when  thirty 
thousHnd  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  is  subscribed,  eaid 
receivers  of  subscriptions  shall,  by  notice  three  times 
printed  in  the  Louisville  Daily  Courier-Journal,  in  three 
successive  issues  of  said  paper,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  at  some  suitable  place  in  Louisville,  for  the 
election  ol  five  directors  to  manage  the  afTaiis  of  the  com- 
pany for  the  first  year.  At  said  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers the  five  directors  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
— each  share  of  stock  counting  one  vote — shall  be  the 
directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  company  for  the 
first  year,  and  until  their  succe^'Bors  are  duly  chosen. 

§  7.  One  year  from  this  first  election  of  directors,  and 
every  successive  year  therealter,  the  stockholders  shall 
meet  and  elect  five  directors.  Said  annual  meetings  of 
the  stockholders,  for  the  election  of  directors,  shall  be  upon 
at  least  ten  days'  printed  notice,  in  the  principal  daily 
paper  published  in  the  vicinity  of  the  business  office  of 
said  company. 

(  8.  Any  stock  of  said  company  that  may  not  be  sub- 
scribed at  the  first  meeting  of  the  stockh(»lders,  and  the 
election  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  may  be  held  or  sold 
or  distributed  pro  rata  among  the  original  stockholders,  as 
may  be  deemed  best  for  the  interest  of  the  company,  by 
the  directors  in  charge  of  its  affairs. 

§  0.  The  business  of  this  company  shall  be  the  producing, 
manufacturing,  and  refining  of  sugars  and  syrups;  and  to 
that  end  the  company  may  purchase,  lease,  and  hold  any 
property,  real  and  personal,  and  may  make«and  sell  all 
the  machinery,  implements,  tools,  rights,  privileges,  and 
things  necessary  and  pertaining  to  its  business  as  culti- 
vators, manufacturers,  refiners,  and  salesmen  of  sugars 
and  syrups,  in  all  their  varieties  and  kinds. 

§  10.  The  directors  of  said  company  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  pass  any  rules  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with 
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this  act  and  the  laws  of  thia  State,  that  they  may  deem  187^. 
neceRsary  to  their  JTull  and  complete  working^  under  thia 
charter;  and  any  rales,  regulations,  or  by-lawn,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter  and  the  laws  of  this  State,  that 
may  he  adopted  by  said  directors  to  supply  any  defects  in 
this  act,  and  to  bring  this  act  into  more  complete  working 
order,  shall  be  as  lawful  and  as  binding  as  if  embodied  in 
this  act. 

§  11.  The  directors  shall  have  the  right  to  make,  upon 
the  stockholders  having  shares  not  fully  paid  up,  such  calls 
as  they  may  deem  the  interests  of  the  company  demand, 
until  all  arrearages  are  fully  liquidated.  They  may  pre- 
scribe penalties  lor  not  obeying  the  calls  of  the  directors; 
and  the  penalties  so  preccribed  by  them,  not  exceeding 
the  forfeiture  of  the  stock  in  arrears,  shall  be  binding. 

§  12.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  exist- 
ence for  twenty  five  years. 

$  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  942.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comfnonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  eighth  section  of  said  act  be  so  amended, 
that  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Irvine,  at  any 
meeting  of  said  board  at  which  they  levy  the  tax  for  said 
town,  in  addition  thereto,  for  the  same  year,  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax  on  all  real  estate  within  said  town,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  per  cent,  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  said  real  estate,  the  same  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
paving,  grading,  metaling,  or  macadnmizing  any  side- 
walk, street,  or  alley  in  said  town,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  saiil  board,  may,  for  the  comfort,  convenience,  or  im- 
provement of  said  town,  require  such  grading,  paving, 
metaling,  or  macadamizing. 

§  2.  'J'hat  the  sixteenth  section  of  said  act  be  so  amend- 
ed, that  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  of  Irvine  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect,  an- 
nually, a  tax  on  all  personal  estate  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  not  to  exceed  one  per  cent,  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  said  personal  property ;  aljo  to  levy  and 
collect  a  poll-tax,  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  on  all  per* 
tons  now  subject  to  county  levy. 

§  3.  That  so  much  of  said  eighth  and  sixteenth  sections 
as  come  in  conflict  with  the  first  and  second  sections  of 
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1*870.  ^^^^  ^^^  ^^'  ^"^  ^^^  same  is  hereby,  repealed.  The  resi- 
due of  Baid  eighth  and  sixteenth  sections  still  remain  in 
full  force  and  virtue. 

§  4.  I'hat  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Heraingray  Qla89  Company. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Robert  Hemingray,  Richard  Evans,  James  L. 
Foley,  and  such  other  pert^ons  as  may  become  associated 
with  them,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  '*  Hemingray 
Glass  Company ,'*  with  perpetual  succession  ;  and  by  that 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued  ;  purchase,  hold,  sell  and  convey,  such  real  and  pe^ 
sonnl  estate  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  com- 
pany in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  as  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may  determine.  The  capital  may  be  increased  to  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Regular  certificates  of  stock 
shall  be  issued,  and  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the 
company  only  in  person  or  by  attorney  duly  authorized. 

(  3.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  under  the 
care  and  management  of  a  board  of  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  seven  directors,  as  the  by-laws  may  pre- 
scribe. The  three  persons  named  in  the  first  section  shall 
serve  as  directors  until  the  first  Saturday  of  Jaouary  neit. 
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and  nntil  their  8Uccee>8or8  ehall  be  chosen ;  and  then  and       1870. 
thereafter  the  Btockholdere  f«ha|],  annually,  on    the    first 
Saturday  in  January,  elect  a  hoard  of  directorts,  who  ^hall 
serve  one  year,  and  until  their  f^ucceBsora  shall  be  elected. 

§  4.  At  all  elections  of  officers  stockholders  shall  be 
allowed  one  vote  for  each  share  of  paid  up  stock,  and 
may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  butf  by  ballot. 

§  5.  The  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  body 
president,  and  one  vice  president;  shall  also  have  a  secre- 
tary and  treasurer.  The  oresident,  vice  president,  and 
directors  must  be  stockholders.  The  same  person  may 
act  as  secretary  and  treasurer. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  may  adopt  such  roles,  by- 
laws, and  regulations  for  the  control  of  the  officers,  ngents, 
employees,  and  affairs  of  the  company,  and  amend  the 
same  at  pleasure ;  have  and  use  a  seal,  and  change  it 
when  deemed  proper;  appoint  all  officers  and  agents,  and 
prescribe  how  and  by  whom  employees  shall  be  engaged  ; 
fix  all  salaries,  and  direct  the  wages  of  employees. 

§  7.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  the  manu- 
facture, in  Covington,  of  glass  in  all  its  branches,  and 
such  articles  connected  with  said  busines!>i,  or  which  is 
usual  or  may  be  made  or  manufactured  in  such  establish- 
ments;  and  in  dealing  in  glass,  glassware,  trimming-*,  and 
the  articles  of  the  trade  or  merchandise  connected  or  usual 
therewith  ;  and  in  the  stock  or  raw  materials  in  such 
other  places,  either  in  or  out  of  this  State,  as  they  rnay 
desire;  and  may  mine  and  transport  any  of  the  material 
out  of  which  glass  is  usually  manufactured;  and  do  all 
acts  and  business  competent  for  corporations  to  perform 
engaged  in  such  business. 

^  8.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  copies  therefrom,  signed  by  the  president  or  vice 
president,  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  under  the  seal  of 
the  company,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places. 

(  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CftAPTER  949. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  New  Castle. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  town  of  New  Castle,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  stock 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter 
specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  ^.'  Bank  of  New  Castle,"  and  shall 
so  continue  for  thirty  years  from  its  organization  ;  and 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being 
impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever.  The  said 
corporation  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change 
and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

^  2.  The  said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  of  seven 
directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder,  and  resi- 
dents of  the  county  of  Henry,  and  State  of  Kentucky ; 
and,  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  their 
oflSces  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  and 
shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such  time  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  fix,  and  such  called  meetings  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary;  and  in  case  of  death  or  resignation  of 
any  director,  or  other  oflScer,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  said  board.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive 
subscriptions  for  so  many  of  the  shares  of  said  company 
remaining  unsold  as  they  may  at  any  time  choose  to  sell ; 
to  declare  dividends,  and  to  appoint  such  ofiicers,  agents, 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  wages  and  sala- 
ries, and  take  from  them  such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful 
perfoimance  of  their  duties,  as  they  may  think  proper  and 
reasonable.  .  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  to  be  personal 
estate,  and  shall  be  assignable  on  the  book  of  the  com- 
pany according  to  such  rules  as  the  directors  may  pre- 
scribe ;  and  such  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock 
to  secure  any  indebtedness  of  the  stockholders. 

§  3.  Wm.  S.  Pryor,  Joseph  Brinker,  Abram  H.  Ditto, 
James  Crutcher,  Major  Sandford,  and  I.  N.  Webb,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may 
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act,  and  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  isto. 
of  the  said  corporation  I  and  when  shares  to  the  amount 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subdcribed,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice,  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers, and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  succeeding 
annual  election.  The  payment  of  the  shares  subscribed 
shall  be  made  as  follows :  one  dollar  on  each  share  at  the 
time  of  subscribing,  and  the  residue  in  installments  of 
twenty  per  cent :  Provided,  That  when  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  paid  in,  the  directors  may,  if  they  think 
proper,  extend  the  time  for  paying  the  remainder,  and  may 
thereupon  commence  business  upon  the  president  making 
affidavit  that  such  sum  has  been  actually  paid  in. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circu- 
lated as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at 
sOtoh  times,  and  with  interest,  not  to  exceed  that  allowed 
by  law,  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general  contract ; 
may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money*  exchange,  promissory 
notes,  bonds,  stocks,  bills  of  exchange,  take  personal  and 
other  securities  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  dispose  of  the 
former  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  in  all  respects,  as  natural 
persons  may  lawfully  do ;  and  the  promissory  notes  and 
bills  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking-house,  or 
at  any  other  banking-house,  which  may  be  discounted  by 
said  bank,  and  inland  bills  which  may  be  discounted  by 
it,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of 
foreign  bills  of  exchange ;  and  like  remedy  may  be  had 
thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers,  ac- 
ceptor, and  indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  all  such  real  estate, goods  and  chat- 
tels, as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness, or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any 
debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment 
or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same  ;  and  they  may 
make  all  needful  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  bank, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  treasury 
of  the.  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said  institution,  in  full  and  in 
lieu  of  all  other  taxes,  to  be  part  of  the  sinking  fund. 

^  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerk,  or  any  other  of  the  officers  or 
agents  of  said  bank,  shall  unlawfully  appropriate  any  of 
the  funds  of  said  bank,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  cor- 
rect entries,  or  shall  make  false  entries,  on  the  books  of 
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1870.  '^'^  hnnk,  they  shall  be  deemed  to  be  gailty  of  Telony,  and 
punL^^hed  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
one,  nor  more  than  five  years. 

^  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  parsed  or  used  as  currency. 

f  9.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  repeal,  or 
amend  this  charter  at  its  pleasure. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  have  foree  and  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage*

CHAPTER  950. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the   Stewart   MaaofactarinK  and   RefiDiiig  Com' 

pan  J. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  F.  L.  Stewart,  A.  J.  Johnson,  Jas.  Wilbeltn, 
F.  G.  Cart,  and  A.  M.  Burbank,  their  successors  and  asso- 
ciates, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate 
and  politic,  by  [the]  name  of  ''Stewart's  Manufacturing 
and  Refining  Company  ;"  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,* 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with  ;  acquire  and  convey  property;  to 
make  and  use  a  common  seal ;  and  to  exercisie  all  the 
powers  and  rights  incident  to  corporations*,  and  to  do  all 
needful  things  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  powers  and 
rights  herein  granted,  and  the  objects  and  aims  of  this 
incorporation. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each;  shall  be  transferable  only  upon 
the  book»3  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  be  held  as  per- 
sonal property.  Said  capital  stock  may,  at  any  time, 
be  increased  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
should  the  business  of  the  company  demand  such  in- 
creane,  and  a  majority  of  the  original  stockholders  deem 
the  said   increase  desirable  and  necessary. 

§  3.  The  aflfairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  five  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders^  and 
any  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  tor  the 
transaction  of  business.  The  five  persons  mentioned  as 
incorporators  in  this  act  may  constitute  the  directors  for 
the  first  year,  and  shall  act  until  their  successors  are 
chosen.  After  the  first  year  the  stockholders  shall,  on 
the  last  Monday  in  the  month  of  March  of  each  year, 
meet  together  at  the  oflSice  of  the  corporation,  and  elect 
five  directors  for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  succesBors  are  elected.    Elections  of  directoni 
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ehall.  be  by  ballot,  and  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  1S70. 
etockholderd  therefor  shall  be  pablished;  for  at  least  ten 
days,  in  one  daily  paper  printed  at  the  head  qaarters  of 
the  company,  in  Loaisville,  Kentucky,  or  wherever  the 
principal  business  office  of  the  company  may  be  holden 
for  the  time  bein^. 

§  4.  The  directors  shall  choose  from  their  own  namber 
a  president,  vice  president,  treasurer,  and  secretary,  and 
shall  appoint  from  among^  the  stockholders  such  other 
officers  And  afi^ents  and  assistants  as  they  may. deem  nec- 
essary. They  may  make  such  rule.^,  by-laws  and  regala- 
tions,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter  and  the  laws  of  this 
State,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  their  govern 'nent; 
and  may  require  snch  bond  and  security  of  any  officers 
or  agents  of  their  election  or  appointment  as  may  make 
secure  any  trust  reposed  in  them. 

(  5.  The  incorporators  herein  named,  or  any  three  of 
them,  may,  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock;  and  when  fifty  thousand  dollars 
of  the  capital  stock  herein  provitled  for  is  subscribed,  the 
company  may  be  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  charter  and  begin  operations  The  stock  that  may 
not  be  subscribed  for  at  the  organixation  may  be  held, 
sold,  or  disposed  of,  as  the  directors  may  elect;  and  the 
directors  may  make  such  calls  for  the  unpaid  subscriptions 
as  in  their  discretion  and  judgment  the  interests  of  the 
company  may  demand,  until  the  whole  arrearages  are 
fully  paid. 

§  6.  The  business  of  this  company  shall  be  the  produc- 
ing, manufacturing,  and  refining  of  sugars  and  syrups; 
and  to  that  end  the  company  may  purchase,  lea^e,  ac- 
quire, and  hold  such  real  and  personal  property  as  may 
be  necessary  to  the  conducting  of  their  business;  they 
may  dispose  of  machinery,  implements  and  rights,  for 
manufacturing  and  reAniiig  sugars  and  syrups;  and  may 
engage  in  and  do  all  things  necessary  and  incident  to  the 
full  execution  of  the  objects  and  ends  of  this  incorpora- 
tion; they  may  make  and  vend  all  articles  of  machinery, 
implements,  and  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  their 
business,  and  may  hold,  by  lease  or  purchase,  such  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  to  their  busi- 
ness. 

§  7.  In  the  election  of  directors,  each  share  of  stock 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  stock  of  owners  not 
present  may  be  voted  by  proxy. 

§  8.  The  incorporators  herein  named  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  serve  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company  lor  one  year  ;  but  may  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  their 
term;  and  upon    ten   days'  notice,  duly   published,  fiv&

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  for  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Moscow,  by 
ordinance,  to  levy  upon  each  bar-room,  saloon,  or  other 
establishment  in  said  town  at  which  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  are  sold  by  the  drink,  an  annual  tax  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars :  Provided^  That 
such  tax  shall  only  be  levied  upon  such  bar-rooms  or  other 
drinking  establit^bments  as  may  hereafter  be  licensed. 

§  2.'k  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Hick- 
man county  to  grant  license  to  any  person  to  sell  spirit- 
uous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  by  the  drink  in  said  towa, 
until  the  person  applying  therefor  shall  produce,  in  open 
court,  the  receipt  of  the  treasurer,  or  other  proper  officer 
of  said  town,  showing  that  the  tax  levied  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  has  been  paid. 

§  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
relieve  any  person  from  paying  to  the  State  the  amount 
now  required  of  persons  selling  liquor  by  the  drink. 

§  4.  Any  person  who  shall  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  in  violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  keeping  a  tippling-Uouse;  and  each  selling  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  offense. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

former  board  of  trustees,  have  knowingly  misapplied  the 
public  money  belonging  to  said  town  to  purposes  not 
warranted  by  the  said  charter  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment, or  converted  the  same  to  their  own  individual  use, 
to  institute  a  personal  action  or  actions  against  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  or  boards  of  said  town  so  misapplying 
the  same,  who  shall  be  personally  liable  therefor,  by  a  pro- 
ceeding in  equity  for  the  recovery  thereof;  and  any  money 
or  moneys  so  recovered  shali,  when  collected,  be  paid  over 
to  the  trensurer  of  said  town,  to  be  held  by  htm  for  its  use 
and  benefit;  and  in  the  event  the  said  new  board  of  trus- 
tees shall,  from  any  cause,  fail  and  refuse  to  bring  said  ac-

AN  ACT  to  ioeoiporate  the  RiTer  Hill  Pike  Companj,  rn  Keston  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssevMy  of  the  Gomin»nweaUh  (^ 
Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  Peter  Gibson,  William  P.  DeToe,  John  B. 
Gibson,  William  W.  Hanly,  W.  L  Grant,  Joseph  Wild, 
and  their  associates,  and  such  persons  as  may  become 
stockholders  herein,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succe^t^ion,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  ^  River  Hill  Pike  Company  ;  and  in 
that  name  may  contract,  purchase,  hold  and  convey,  such 
pert«onal  and  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  elfectuate 
the  object  of  this  company;  sue  and  be  sued  ;  and  gener- 
ally to  do  and  perform  all  socb  acts  as  is  usual  lor  turnpike 
companies. 

$  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  is  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  turnpike  road  in  Kenton  county,  from  a  point 
on  the  Covington  and  Lexington  Turnpike,  near  the  first 
toll-ghte,  to  the  River  Pike  or  Dry  Creek  and  Covington 
Turnpike,  at  West  Covington  and  Ludlow,  branching  at  a 
convenient  point  north  of  the  Lexington  pike — one  branch 
to  pass  through  We^t  Covington  and  the  other  through 
Ludlow — and  which  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty -five  feet 
wide,  nor  more  th»n  eighty  feet  wide,  and  graded  at  least 
sixteen  feet,  and  macadamized  ten  teet  wide. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars, 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  »hail  be 
payable  in^  such  installments,  and  at  such  timea,  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  call ;  and  if  any  installment  shall 
remain  due  for  ten  day^,  the  board  may  collect  the  same 
by  suit,  or  may  forfeit  all  payments  made  for  the  benefit 
of  the  company;  and  the  subscription,  alter  forfeiture,  shall 
be  canceled.

§  1.  1  hat  the  corporate  limits  of  tbe  town  of  Oamp- 
bellsville,  in  Taylor  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  ho  enlarged  as  to  reach  and  extend  fourteen  hun- 
dred yards  square,  the  side  lines  to  run  parallel  with  the 
main  street  of  said  town,  and  the  end  lines  thereof  to  run 
parall^l  wiih  the  cross  streets  of  said  town;  and  to  be  so 
run  and  laid  off  that  the  front  door  of  the  court-house  will 
be  in  the  center  of  said  town. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  employ  the 
county  surveyor  of  Taylor  county,  Kentucky,  to  run  off" 
and  mark  the  corporate  limits  and  lines  of  said  town^ 
according  to  section  first  of  this  act,  and  pay  said  sur- 
veyor for  his  services  out  of  any  money  in,  or  which  may 
be  in,  the  treasury  of  said  town. 

§  3.  That  all  taxable  property  of  every  kind  within 
said  limits  shall  be  taxed  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  a» 
heretofore  taxed  under  existing  laws  in  force  at  preaeat : 
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Provided^  That  all  farmR  and  all  parts  of  farms,  and  all       1870. 
lands  which  are  cultivated,  or  used  for  agricultural  par- 
poses   alone,  are   hereby'  exempt   from   taxation   by  the 
trustees  of  said  town. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Lexington, 
fiarrodsburg,  and  Perryrille  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  March 
5tb,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Lexington,  Harrodsburg,  and  Perryville  Turnpike 
Company,"  approved  March  5,  1860,  be  so  amended  that 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  thousand  dollars,  necesi«ary  to  erect  the 
bridge  contemplated  by  said  act  over  the  Kentucky  river 
at  Brooklyn,  at  any  rate  of  interest  that  may  be  agreed 
upon,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  that  may  be  elected  at  the 
next  election  hereafter,  if  they  assume  the  said  responsi-

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1870.  appropriate  the  tines  and  forfeitares  recovered  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  police  court  of  Harrod^burg, 
to  the  hoard  of  trustees  of  said  town,  to  be  by  them  ex* 
pended  upon  street  and  other  public  improvements. 

§  2.  Any  disposition  which  may  have  been  made  by 
said  trustees  of  said  fines  and  forfeitures  consistent  with 
this  act,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  ninth  section  of  the 
act  aforesaid,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  legalized  and 
made  valid  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  fully  and  com- 
plete as  if  said  board  of  trustees  had  acted  in  full  ^n- 
formity  to  the  law.

Road'Gompanj,  in  Bracken  Coanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Augusta  and  Minerva 
Turnpike  Road  Company  be  so  amended  as  to  strike  out 
the  words  "  three  and  one  half"  in  section  nine,  and  la- 
sert  ''five^'  in  lieu  thereof,  and  the  words  *' sixteen/''  and 
insert  **  fourteen." 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  961. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Elk  Greek  Tarnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  a  turnpike  road 
company,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Elk  Creek  Turn* 
pike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  buildin;^  a  mac- 
adamized or  gravel  turnpike  road«  from  the  mouth  of  Elk 
creek,  in  Spencer  county,  up  said  creek,  to  intersect  the 
Louisville  and  Taylorsville  Turnpike  at  or  near  the  house 
of  Wm.  G.  Hobbfl,  to  be  run  on  the  nearest  and  moat  prao- 
ticable  route. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
company  to  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 
The  books  of  subscription  of  stock  shall    be  opened  by 
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W.  P.  Beard.  I.  N.  Beard,  M  V.  Buckner,  A.  L.  Buckner,  1870. 
[and]  J.  P.  Beard,  or  any  two  of  them,  who  are  hereby 
appointed  commi.^aionera  for  that  purpose.  The  said 
books  of  8ubs*cription  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and 
places  as  a  majority  may  decide  upon.  They  shall  in- 
sert an  obligation  in  the  sub^criptitm  books  as  follows: 
*'We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  sHverally 
promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Elk 
Greek  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  namesi 
in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times,  as 
shall  be  by  them  required  under  the  law  incorporating^ 
said  company,  to   be  collected   as  other  debts.     Witness 

oar  hands,  this  day  of ,  18 — ."     When  the 

sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  above  named  and  constituted  commissioners  to 
give  notice  through  the  county  newspaper,  or  by  writing, 
of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  such  time  and  pUce 
as  agreed  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president 
and  five  directors;  one  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each 
share  of  stock;  and  the  president  and  <iirectors  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  time  of  all  elections,  after  the 
first,  shall  b«  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors;  and 
a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be  competent  to  do  busi- 
ness. 

§  3.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  ofiicers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''  Elk 
Creek  Turnpike  Koad  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession  and  all  the  privileges  and  fran- 
chises incident  to  a  corporation ;  shall  be  capable  of  hold- 
ing capital  stock,  and  increase  the  profits  thereof,  and 
taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gilt,  all  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  or  personal  property,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work  and  the  objects 
of  the  corporation.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  or  el-iewhere ; 
also  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all  or  any 
act  or  thing  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do  to  effect 
the  object  sought. 

§  4.  iSaid  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grades  of  said  road,  the  width,  and  the 
part  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel  ;  shall 
designate  the  place  of  erecting  toll-gates ;  may  fix  the  rates 
of  toll ;  may  regulate  and  change  the  same;  but  said  rates 
shall  not  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the  general  law. 
They  shall  have  power,  after  two  miles  and  one  half  of 
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1870.  ^^^^  Tohd  shall  have  been  completed,  to  collect  propor- 
tionate toll  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  completion  of 
the  balance  of  the  road. 

§  5.  The  charter  of  the  Louisville  and  Taylorsville 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  amendments  thereof,  are 
hereby  made  part  hereof,  so  far  as  the  same  may  not 
conflict  with  the  provis^iontit  herein. 

§  6.  The  said  company,  after,  by  actual  survey,  locating 
^  and  fixing  the  exact  route  of  the  proposed  road,  may  run 
off  parallel  lines  on  each  side,  and  within  one  mile  of  the 
road  so  located ;  and  they  may  tax  all  persons  owning 
real  estate  within  said  bounds  a  sum  not  exceeding,  on 
the  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  land  lying  in  said  boundary, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  the  said 
road,  the  land  to  be  rated  on  the  basin  or  value  given  in 
to  the  county  assessor  for  the  previous  year,  and  to  be 
collected  by  the  sheriff  or  collector  appointed  by  the  pres- 
ident and  directors;  good  bonds  and  securities,  in  either 
case,  to  be  taken  and  approved  by  the  county  court,  so  as 
to  insure  the  faithful  collection  and  payment  of  the  same 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  who  is  also  to  give  a 
like  bond  to  cover  his  liability  to  said  company.  A  poll- 
tax  of  two  dollars  may  be  levied  on  each  voter  in  said 
bounds.

said  board,  upon  ten  days'  notice,  by  two  judges  and  a 
clerk  appointed  by  said  board,  who  shHll  conduct  said 
election  in  ail  respects  as  elections  under  the  State  law. 
The  polls  of  the  elections  of  police  judge  shall  be  returned 
to  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county  immediately  after 
the  election;  and  the  judge  of  said  county  court  shall 
cause  the  result  to  be  certified  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  who  shall  issue  a  commission  for  the  person  elected 
to  shid  office  of  police  jud^j^e. 

§  6.  The  police  judge,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties 
Poiieejndffe,  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  authorized 
officer,  to  discharge  the  duties  o(  said  office  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  The  said  police 
judfee  shall  have  jurisdiction,  within  the  limits  of  said 
town,  for  all  infractions  of  the  by-laws  of  said  town  and 
violations  of  the  common  laws  of  the  State,  in  which  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction,  and  shall  have  power 
to  enttr  judgment  and  award  execution  accordingly;  he 
shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  evidence,  and  have  the  same  effect  as  records  of 
jutitices  of  the  peace;  he  shall  have  povi'er  to  issue  sum- 
mons and  warrants  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  town  of  Milford,  and  to  issue  any  process  io  a 
criminal  cause  where  justices  of  the  peace  are  now,  by 
law,  authorized  to  act.  He  shall  have  power  to  fine  and 
imprison  for  contempt  as  a  justice  of  the  peace.  Said 
police  judge  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fee  as  justices  of 
the  peace  lor  like  services.  He  shall  have  power  to  com- 
mit all  offenders  to  the  county  jail  of  Bracken  county. 
All  process  issued  by  said  police  judge  shall,  for  any  in- 
fraction of  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  run  in  the  name  of 
the  board  of  trustees  o\'  said  town,  and  all  fines,  under 
the  by-laws  of  said  town,  or  for  a  breach  and  violation 
of  the  criminal  or  penal  laws  of  the  Slate,  when  the  of- 
fense is  committed  within  the  boundaries  of  said  town, 
whether  recovered  before  the  police  judge  or  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  shall  *accrue  to  the  benefit  of  said  town,  and 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town.  If  the 
office  of  police  judge  or  trustee,  or  any  other  officer  of 
said  town,  shall,  from  any  cause,  become  vacant,  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  immediately  elect  another,  who 
shall  have  the  same  power  for  the  unexpired  term  as 
is  conferred  on  his  predecessor. 

§  7.  That  it  shall   be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to 

TownaankiL  attend  the  sittings  of  the  court  of  the  police  judge,  and  to 

serve  all  process  and  precepts  to  him  directed;  in  doing 

which,  he  may  go  to  any  part  of  the  county.     He  shall 

collect  all  taxes  due  said  town,  executions  and  other  de- 
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mandei,  which  may  be  put  into  his  hands  for  collection,  or  1870. 
execute  and  account  ior  and  pay  over,  under  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  required  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection 
of  taxes,  and  of  constables  in  the  collection  of  executions, 
&c.;  and  for  failure,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties. 
He  shall  be  eniitled  to  the  same  fees  as  constable  for  pimi- 
lar  services.  Before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office 
he  shall  execute  a  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  condi- 
tions as  the  bonds  of  constables  are  now  by  lavr.  The 
said  marshal  Hball  collect  and  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  board  all  taxes,  fines,  &c.,  placed  in  his  hands,  by  the 
first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year;  and  upon  his  fail- 
ure to  do  so,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  proceeding  as 
now  given  by  lawkigainst  sherifis  and  constables  for  failure 
of  their  duties. 

^  8.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  elect  a  clerk 
and  treasurer  of  said  town.  The  clerk  shnll  keep  a  fair 
and  true  record  of  all  g^roceedings  of  said  board,  and  all 
ordinances  and  by-laws  passed  by  said  board.  The  treas- 
urer shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  said  town,  and 
pay  the  same  out  on  the  order  of  said  board. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  the  first  meet- 
ing after  the  annual  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible,  to  appoint  an  assessor,  who,  after  being  first 
sworn  faithlully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
call  upon  the  owners  of  taxable  property  in  said  town,  or 
their  agents,  and  make  out  a  true  list  of  their  taxable 
property,  real  and  personal,  with  the  value  thereof,  and 
this  shall  be  made  upon  the  oath  of  the  tax-payer  or  his 
agent.  Said  list  shall  embrace  all  real  estate  and  personal 
property  in  said  town,  and  all  males  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  The  said  assessor  shall  return  his  list  within  one 
month  after  his  appointment. 

$  10.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  annual-  Taiw. 
ly  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars  upon  each  male 
adult  inhabitant  of  said  town,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  of 
not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  upon  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  town. 

§  11.  The  trustees  shall  hdve  a  lien  on  all  the  real  and  I'ieotAo* 
personal  estate  in  said  town  until  the  taxes  due  by  the 
owners  thereof  shall  be  paid.  The  taxes  shall  be  collect- 
ed by  the  marshal,  and  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  levy  and  distrain  for  said  taxes  as  sheriffs  of  the 
Commonwealth  now  have;  and  may  levy  upon  and  sell 
lor  taxes  and  cost  of  sale  the  personal  property  ot  any 
tax-payer  within  said  town,  whose  tax  remains  unpaid  on 
the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year;  and  if)  on  the  first 
Monday  in  November  thereafter,  there  may  be  due  and 
Qnpaid  any  tax  on  any  property  within  said  town,  and  the 
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1870.  tax-payer  has  no  personal  property  oat  of  which  said  tax 
can  be  made  within  said  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
marshal  to  return  the  same  to  the  trustees,  who  shall  order 
said  marshal  to  advertise  said  lots  on  which  taxes  may  be 
unpaid,  for  at  least  ten  days'  previous  to  the  day  of  «ale ; 
and  if  the  taxes  due  are  not  paid  on  or  before  the  day  of 
sale,  the  said  marshal  shall  expose  the  same  for  sale,  for 
cash,  or  so  much  of  said  lots  as  will  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  unpaid  tax  and  cost;  and  he  shall  give  to  the  pur- 
chaser a  certificate  of  his  purchase:  Provided,  Jiowever, 
That  all  real  estate  then  sold  may  be  redeemed  by  the 
owners  thereof  within  three  3'ears,  by  paying  to  the  pur- 
chaser the  amount  of  the  taxes  bid,  and  interest  thereon, 
and  fifty  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  whole  amount. 
§  12.  That  the  property  to  the  inhabitants  within  said 
Exempt  from  town  shall  be  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the  roc^d  law 
Mftdtax.  ^j.  Bracken  county. 

§  13.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  may  require  all 
Lteenie.  vendors  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  the 

limits  of  said  town  to  pay  a  tax  hot'^exceeding  fifty  dollars 
each,  annually,  for  the  privilege,  and  to  obtain  from  them 
a  license  therefor,  and  for  good  cause  may  discontinue  the 
same ;  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  any  one  to  licence,  to  give  or  sell  any  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors  on  the  Sabbath  day,  or  on  any 
election  day,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  or  within  one 
mile  thereof.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall,  for  every  offense,  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  thirty  dollars,  to  be  collected  in  the  name  of  said 
trustees,  before  the  police  judge,  for  use  of  said  town  : 
Provided,  That  no  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  county 
court  of  Bracken  county  to  any  citizen  of  said  town  to 
sell  spirituous  or  vinous  liquors  until  the  applicant  for 
such  license  shall  have  first  obtained  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall  produce  to  said  court  a  writ- 
ten permission  of  said  trustees. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  all 
B7-iaw8.  needful  bv-laws  and  ordinances  for.  the  due  and  effectual 

administration  of  law  and  order  in  said  town,  and  pass 
ordinances  to  protect  the  peace,  order,  and  welfare  of  said 
town  ;  they  may  affix  such  penalties  for  a  violation  of  any 
of  their  by-laws  or  ordinances,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
in  each  case,  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  right,  which 
shall  be  enforced  by  warrant  of  the  police  judge  or  any 
X  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
The  snid  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  provide  for 
the  improvement  of  the  public  streets  and  alleys  of  said 
town.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  require  any  lot- 
owner  to  make  a  brick,  stone,  or  plank  sidewalk  in  front 
thereof,  not  less  than  four  feet  wide;  and  if,  after  a  writ- 
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ten  notice  served  on  the  owner  or  his  agent  of  said  lots,  1870. 
for  not  less  than  three  months,  and  he  or  she  shall  fail  to 
have  said  sidewalk  made  in  pursaance  of  said  notice,  the 
said  trustees  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made,  and  shall 
have  a  lien  npon  the  lot  for  the  amount  of  the  expense, 
which  shall  be  collected  as  the  taxes  of  the  town  are  here- 
in provided  to  be  collected.  Said  trustees  may,  in  like 
manner,  cause  the  sidewalks  to  be  repaired  and  improved. 
The  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  prevent,  abate, 
and  remove  nuisances  at  the  cont  of  those  cau!«ing  them, 
or  of  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  ground  where  said 
nuisances  exist ;  and  to  define  and  declare,  by  ordinance, 
what  shall  be  considered  a  nuisance  within  said  town. 
Said  trustees  shall  have  power  especially — 

Ist.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  restrain,  and  prohibit  tip- 
pling-honses. 

2d.  To  suppress  gaming,  drunkenness,  and  gambling- 
houses,  and  disorderly  houses  of  all  kinds,  indecent  or  hois* 
terous  conduct,  or  for  running  horses  in  the  streets  and 
public  places  of  said  town. 

8d*.  To  prevent  the  exhibition  or  standing  of  stallions, 
balls,  or  jacks  in  said  town,  without  having  first  obtained 
from  said  trustees  a  license,  and  paid  a  tax  of  five  dollars 
each;  and  to  pass  all  other  ordinances  for  the  government 
and  good  order  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  and  to  afiix  penalties 
for  their  violation. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  963. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ashland  and  Ohio  Bridge  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  Hugh  Means,  Laban  T.  Moore,  John  Russell,  Corporaton^ 
William  C.  Ireland,  David  D.  Geiger,  John  Means,  J.  ^Su"'*~'' 
Paul  Jones,  W.  F.  Gaylord,  George  N.  Brown,  and  K.  F. 
Prichard,  citizens  of  said  State,  and  such  other  persons  as 
ehall  become  associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  be,  and  they  are,  with  the 
right  of  perpetual  succession,  hereby  created  a  body- 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ashland  and 
Ohio  Bridge  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  maintaining  a  bridge  across  the  Ohio  river,  at  a 
point  in  the  county  of  Boyd,  between  Ashland  and 
Amanda  Furnace,  at  or  near  the  premises  of  John  Paul 
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1870.  Jones;  and  for  such  parpooe,  said  company  is  Irereby 
au-tborized  to  have  and  receive,  by  purchase  or  oiherwitiie, 
and  to  bold  in  fee,  real  estate,  or  to  lease  the  same,  and 
to  have,  hold,  and  possess  goods,  chattels  or  property,  of 
i^'hatever  nature,  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry 
into  efffct  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  the  same  to 
use,  aMenate,  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  to  l^ue  and  be 
8U«d,  to  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  having 
competent  jurit^diction  ;  to  ordain  and  establish  sucb 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  State  and  the  United  States,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  efficient  and  proper  management  of  said, 
company. 

§  2.  'l*he  authorized  capital  stock  of  said  company  ia 
one  million  dollars;  the  number  of  shares  into  which 
said  capital  shall  be  divided  is  ten  thousand  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each. 

^  8.  The  persons  named  in  this  act,  or  any  three  of 
them,  after  giving  ten  days'  notice  thereof  in  any  news- 
paper printed  in  said  county  of  Boyd,  or  of  general 
circulation  therein,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  sub- 
scription to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such 
time  and  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  ezpedi' 
ent;  and  when  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  they  may,  by  public  notice, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  proceed  to  elect, 
by  ballot,  seven  directors,  who  shall  choose  one  person - 
out  of  their  number  to  be  president,  one  to  be  secretary, 
and  one  to  be  treasurer  of  said  company ;  and  thereafter, 
on  the  6r<  Tuesday  of  January,  annually,  said  stockhold* 
ers  shall  in  like  manner  elect  seven  directors,  to  serve  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali*

leading  thereto ;  and  said  bridge  may  be  constructed  with 
a  single  span,  or  with  a  draw,  as  the  company  may  de- 
termine; but  in  either  case,  in  order  that  said  bridge  may

(  4.  The  capital  9tock  of  said  corporation  vhall  be  one 
million  of  dollars,  divided  into  E^hares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each;  said  stock  shall  be  personal  property,  Iraosfer- 
able  only  upon  the  books  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  afl'airs  of  said  company  shall  be  reanaged  by

Be  it  enacted  by  Ute  General  Assembly  of  tiie  Commouweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Thrtt  J.  C-  Waller,  M.  T.  Callahan,  A.  W.  Waller, 
Wm.  A.  Waller,  and  M.  J.  Hewlett,  tlveir  asnociateifi,  guc- 
cessors,  and  assign?,  he^  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-corporate,  hy  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  Fluor 
Spar  Mining  Company;  and  by  thai  name  are  hereby 
made  ^^apable  in  law  aa  natural  peri>0Q8  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  ?ue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  inr^ 
pleaded,  in  this  Commonwealth  and  eUe where,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  ;  to  have  a  common  i*eal ;  to  or- 
dain and  put  in  execution  all  such  by-lawi«,  ordinances, 
and  refi:ulations  as  seem  necessary  and  proper  for  the

acceptors,  and  indorsers. 

§  3.  The  amendment  to  the  charter  of  the  said  com- 
pany, approved  February  28,  1865,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed;  and  section  two  of  this  act  shall  stand 
in  lieu  thereof.

the  latter  Road. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  Fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  thf.  Maysville 
and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,  Northern  Division,  to 
acquire,  hold,  post-ess,  and  enjoy  all  the  chartered  rights, 
privileges,  property,  and  interests  of  ihe  JVfHysville  and 
Big  Sandy  Rnilroad  Company,  and  to  consolidate  the  two 
roads  under  one  management,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  ihe  respective  companies,  if  a  majority  of 
the  stockholders  in  each  of  said  companies  shall,  at  some 
regular  or  called  meeting  held  for  the  purpose,  by  vote 
consent  thereto. 

(  2.  If  the  consolidation  shall  be  effected,  as  provided 
for  in  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  daty 
of  the  isaid  Mayt^viile  and  Lexini^ton  Railroad  Company, 
Northern  Division,  as  soon  as  sufficient  .neans  therefor  can 
be  procured,  to  proceed  with  the  constructitm  of  the  said 
Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  from  the  city  of  Mays- 
ville  to  the  moulh  of  the  Big  Sandy  river.

subscriptions  to  be  expended  in  the  construction,  equip- 
ment, and  operating  the  road  from  the  city  of  Maysvilteto 
the  mouth  of  the  Big  Sandy  ilver. 

§  4.  If  said  company  should  desire  to  obtain  the  aid  of 
the  counties  through  which  said  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy 
road  passes,  or  any  of  them,  in  building  said  road,  by  sub- 
scription's of  stock  for  the  purpose,  they  sh^ll  make  out 
distinctly,  in  writing,  and  present  to  the  levy  courts, 
respectively,  of  such  counties,  a  proposition  to  be  submit- 
ted to  the  qualified  voters  of  such  counties,  embodying 
in  such  proposition  the  amount  of  stock  to  be  sub.^cribed, 
respectively,  by  such  counties,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;

and  attendance  at  the  Carroll  circuit,  at  its  March  term, 
1869,  as  witness  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
case  of  the  Commonwealth  vs.  O.  Murphy,  on  indictment 
for  murder,  and  for  the  further  sum  of  ninety- two  dollars 
and  eighty-four  cents,  as  pay  for  his  mileage  and  attend- 
ance as  a  witness  for  the  Commonwealth  in  the  same  case, 
in  the  Gallatin  circuit  court,  at  its  September  term,  1869|

§  3.  That  the  commissioners  herein  named,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  may  open  books  to  procure  said  capital  stock, 
and  whenever  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  amount  to 
one  hundred  shares,  the  stockholders  shall  have  the  right 
to  organize  said  company,  elect  a  president,  and  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  to  hold  his  or 
their  offices  for  such  a  period  as  a  majority  of  said  stock- 
holders may  agree  upon,  not  exceeding  five  years  from 
the  date  of  their  election,  and  to  pass  such  by-laws  for 
the  government  and  control  of  said  company  as  they  may 
agree  upon  in  their  organized  capacity  as  aforesaid.

$  1.  The  county  court  shall  levy  a  tax,  annually,  on  all 
the  property  within  each  district,  made  in  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  which  have  or  may  vote  a  tax  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  of  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hund- 
red dollars  made  or  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  county 
assessor  for  State  revenue,  and  a  poll  tax  of  fifty  centi4  on 
each  male  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  which  tax  uhall 
be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  at  the  same  time 
he  collects  the  State  revenue,  for  which  he  shall  receive

§  3.  When  a  company  or  an  individual  shall  have  madd 
one  or  more  mifes  of  turnpike  road,  with  a  grade  not  over 
four  degrees,  and  not  ]e»s  than  eighteen  feet  wide,  well 
rounded  up,  with  ten  inches  in  depth  of  stone,  well  laid 
and  macadamized,  twelve  feet  wide,  on  any  county  road 
or  chartered  line  for  a  turnpike  road  in  a  given  dintrict, 
he  or  any  company  so  doing,  and  shall  have  estahli^i^hed 
the  same  by  affidavit  of  such  individual  or  president  of 
such  compan}*,  together  with  the  engineer  of  the  road, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  from  the  turnpike  fund  of  the 
district  in  which  the  road  is  made,  one  thousand  dollars 
per  mile  made  complete,  and  a  like  proportion  for  each 
fractional  part  of  a  mile,  when  the  same  may  be  com- 
pleted to  the  county  line  or  district  line,  or  intersect  with 
another  turnpike  road,  or  terminate  in  a  town  or  on  a 
railroad  ;  and  the  county  court  shall,  on  application  of 
such  individual  or  company,  with  proof  as  aibresnid,  issue 
an  order  to  the  treasurer  of  the  district  in  which  the  road 
is  made,  to  pay  out  of  the  turnpike  fund  thereof  one  thoa- 
sand  dollars  for  each  mile  of  road  so  made  (and  each  frac- 
tional part  of  a  mile  when  terminating  as  described  in  this 
section),  to  the  company  or  individual  having  complied 
with  the  stipulations  herein  named. 

$  4.  AH  orders  of  the  court  on  the  turnpike  road  fund 
shall  be  made  and  paid  in  the  order  of  application,  with 
the  proper  proof  accompanying. the  same;  and  in  no  case 
shall  the  funds  of  one  distiict  be  applied  to  that  of  an- 
other. 

$5.  The  county  clerk  shall  ascertain,  by  listing  the  prop"

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Pendleton  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  juBtices  being  present  and  concurring,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  eropowered  to  elect  five  trustees  on  their 
county  court  day  in  May,  1870,  and  every  three  years 
thereafter,  to  take  charge  and  manage  the  funds  and 
buildings  now  held  by  the  trustees  of  the  county  school 
funds.  Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and 
qualified.

J.  Well,  be,  and  there  are  hereby,  constituted  and  in- 
corporated a  body-politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Irvine  and  Red  River  Turnpike  Company;  who  may  sae 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  thecourti 
of  law  and  equity  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  tl>at  they  have  ail  the  rights  and  privileges  incidental 
to  similar  corporations. 

$  2.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  the  building 
a  turnpike  road  from  Irvine  to  Red  river,  to  intersect 
any  road  from  Winchester,  as  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company  may  designate. 

$  3.  The  aforesaid  corporators  may  open  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  which  subscriptioa 
shall  be  as  follows:  *'We  bind  ourselves*  to  pay  the  amount 
of  stock  opposite  our  respective  names  to  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Irvine  and  Red  River  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, in  such  calls  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be 
dexignated  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company." 
The  shares  in  said  company  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars 
each,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  owner  thereof  to 
one  vote  in  said  company,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or 
by  proxy. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judi^e  of  Estill 
county  to  order  an  election  (when  requested  by  the  afore-

pany to  the  amount  of  tax  so  levied  ;  and  the  justices  of 
said  district,  for  the  time  being,  shall  cast  the  votes  for 
each  district  in  the  election  of  officers,. &c.,  in  said  com- 
pany. 

§  5.  Should  a  majority'  of  the  aforesaid  districts  fail  to 
vote  the  tax  aforesaid,  theii,  by  the  request  of  the  corpo- 
ratorfly  or  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  the 
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county  judge  ehall  order  an  election  in  the  Forks,  Town,      1870. 
or  Miller's  Creek  districts,  or  either  of  them,  for  or  against 
the  tax  as  aforesaid;  and  if  a  majority  shall  be  for  said 
tax,  then  it  shall  be  levied  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section. 

§  6.  The  board  of  levy  and  disbursements  for  Estill 
county  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  stock  iu  said 
road,  and  should  they  do  so,  the  county  jud^^e  Khali  cast  the 
votes  for  the  election  of  officers.  <bc.,  in  said  company,  and 
the  county  shall  be  a  shareholder  to  the  amount  of  stock 
so  subscribed. 

§  7.  When  shares  amounting  to  two  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  subscribed,  the  said  corporators  shall  order  an 
election  for  a  prei<ident  and  three  directors,  who  shall  con- 
duct the  business  of  said  company,  and  hold  their  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  which  election  shall  be  at  Irvine  ;  after  the  first 
election,  the  election  for  officers  of  said  company  shall  be 
held  on  the  third  Monday  in  May,  in  each  year  thereafter, 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  ordered  by  the 
directors  of  said  road« 

§  8.  V\  hen  two  miles  from  Irvine  shall  be  completed,  the 
company  is  authorized  to  erect  a  half  gate  on  said  road, 
and  collect  the  usual  toll;  and  when  completed  to  Cala- 
way's  creek,  they  are  authorized  to  charge  lull  toll.

H.  Dye,  J.  W.  Brown,  A.  Soward,  J.  D.  Gough,  G.  F. 
Bagby,  C.  Keyes,  A.  W.  Chambliss,  S.  S.  Miner,  S.  T. 
Powers,  and  Wm.  Williams,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  to  do  all  other  Acts 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  object  of  this  association. 

§  2.  That  the  name  and  style  of  the  said  association 
shall  be  the  Educational  Board  of  the  Bracken  Associa- 
tion of  United  Baptists;  that  they  shall  have  power  to 
open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  of  money,  donations 
of  real  or  personal  property,  for  educational  purposes 
alone;  the  same  to  be  held  in  trust  by  said  educational 
board  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bracken  Association  of  United 
Baptists.

lars shall  have  a  vote  in  the  said  location,  and  an  addi- 
tional vote  for  every  twenty-five  dollars  so  subscribed  and 
paid  in  or  secured. 

(  4.  That  the  said  board  may  receive  subscriptions  and 
donations  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousaod 
dollars,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  organize  and  select  a 
chairman,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  ai 
they  deem  necessary,  and  may  employ  an  agent  or  agents 
to  go  out  and  obtain  subscriptions  or  donations  for  tbe 
object  herein  contemplated. 
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^  5.  That  npon  the  final  location  of  the  inBtitution,  the  1870. 
Bame  shall  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the 
board  of  education,  to  be  chosen  biennially  by  the  dele- 
gates to  the  Bracken  Association,  who  shall  have  power 
to  pass  all  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  and  the 
promotion  of  the  object  herein  contemplated.

whether  they  will  subscribe  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol-

§  2.  'i'hat  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  m,ay  be  increased  not  to 
exceed  thiity  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  Books  of  subscription  shall  be  opened  by  Da?id 
Allison,  William  Hildreth,  sr.,  E.  R.  Hughes,  A.  G.  Slices 
Lincoln  Ahnee,  John  Standeford,  Jeremiah  Prather,  James 
Barton,  and  Thompson  S.  Parks,  who  are  heret\y  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  take  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  this  road  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
deem  proper.  They  shall  insert  in  said  subscription  book 
an  obJigntion  as  lollows,  viz :  "  We,  whose  namen  are 
hereunto  annexed,  severally  promise  to  pay  to  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  Lower  Blue  Lick  and  Plea^nt 
Valley  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  iitty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  share  set  opposite  our  names,  in  i^ach 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  by  them  required 
under  the  law  incorporati  ig  said  turnpike  road  company. 

§  4.  When  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  shall  hare 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  it  i*hall

shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  and  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  qualided.  The  time  and  place  of  election, 
after  the  tirst,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and  direct- 
ors, and  shall  occur  once  in  each  year;  a  majority  of  the 
board  stiall  be  competent  to  do  business. 

$  5.  iSo  sotm  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body- poll  tic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  law,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Lower  Blue  Lick  and  Pleasant  Valley 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  with  the  privileges  and  fraa- 
chir^es  of  a  corporation ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their 
capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and 
holding  by  gift,  purcha.xe,  or  otherwise,  any  thing  neces- 
sary lor  the  prosecution  of  their  work  or  the  objects  of 
this  corporation;  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
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contracted  with,  to  eae  and  be  saed,  in  all  coarta  of  law       1870. 
and  equity;  to  have  and  u«e  a  «ieal,  and  generally  to  do 
all  and  every  act  or  thing  lawful  for  a  corporation  to  etfect 
the  purposed  for  which  said  corporation  was  created. 

§  6.  Said  corporation  Bhall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade  of 
said  roadi  and  its  covering  with  ntone  or  gravel;  may  des- 
ignate the  place  of  toll-gate^,  fix  the  ratea  of  toll,  and 
regulate  and  change  the  same ;  but  such  rates  shall  not 
exceed  thotte  prescribed  by  general  law ;  they  shall  have 
power,  after  two  miles  and  a  half  of  the  road  is  com- 
pleted, to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  tolls,  and  apply  the 
same  lor  the  completion  of  the  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawlul  for  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  company,  with  their  tools  and  appliances,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  intended 
road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  to  the  owners  or 
occupants  thereof ;  they  shall  have  the  right  to  take  and 
receive  the  right  of  way  over  and  thmugh  the  lands  where 
said  road  shall  be  located.  It,  in  any  instance,  they  can- 
not procure  the  right  of  way,  and  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  lands  through  which  said  road  is  to 
pass  as  to  the  damages  said  owner  will  suiitain  by  reason 
thereof,  then  the  president  shall  apply  to  the  county  court 
of  the  county  wherein  the  land  is  located  for  a  writ  of 
ad  quod  damnumnj  to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owner 
thereof  may  sustain  because  of  the  location  of  said  road 
upon  his,  her,  or  their  premises  ;  and  upon  the  payment  or 
tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
company  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  do  all  the  work 
pertaining  thereto. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  give  notice,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on  each 
share  ot  stock,  and  the  time  and  place  of  its  payment. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  iifay  appoint,  annually, 
such  officers  as  they  deem  necessary,  with  such  compensa- 
tion as  they  may  deem  just,  among  whom  the  treasurer 
shall  give  bond  and  security  in  such  sum  as  they  may  pre- 
scribe, to  pay  over  all  BHitis  in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  the 
board. 

$  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1001. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Trustees  of  the  WilHsbarg  Church. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  WilUsburg  Church  be,  and 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  the  Ipt  of  ground 
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1870.  ^"^  buildings,  or  either,  or  any  part  of  them,  on  which 
their  church  building  is  situate,  in  the  town  of  Willisbarg, 
Washington  county,  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  said 
sale  to  be  applied  and  divided  equally  to  the  followinif 
denominations  :  Christian,  Baptist,  Methodist,  and  Presby- 
terian, and  to  the  Tour  churches  of  the  aforesaid  order 
nearest  to  said  WiUlt<burg  Church. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1002. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Carpenter's  Creek  and  Qreen  River  Tampike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Ueneral  Assembly  of  the  Cqmmanwealik 
of  Kenlvjcky: 

§  I.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from  the  termin- 
us of  the  turnpike  road  on  Carpenter's  creek,  by  way  of 
Liberty,  thence  down  Green  river  to  the  Adair  and  Casey 
line,  by  the  name  of  the  *'  Green  River  Turnpike  RoaJ 
Company,"  in  Casey  county;  and  by  that  name  may  sae 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  acquire,  hold,  and 
convey  all  real  and  personal  estate  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  road. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  extending 
it  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  books  of  said  company,  for  the  subscription  of 
stock,  shall  be  opened  by  John  Frye,  William  C  Myers,  G. 
M.  Whip,  Robert  T.  Pierce,  Thomas  Wash,  J.  L.  Tanner, 
Ed.  Wilkerson,  S.  G.  Pelley,  B.  N.  C.  Allen,  Addison  Tay- 
lor, J.  K.  Dunn,  Addison  Williams,  Robert  Murphy,  0.  S. 
Carpenter,  or  any  three  of  them,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  they  may  agree  upon.  And  when  there  shall  be  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  the  said  three  commissioners,  or  any 
three  named  herein,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  elect,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  president  and  board  of  directors,  each  share 
of  stock  entitling  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote. 

$  4.  That  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth, 
tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  and  fif- 
teenth sections  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Columbia  and 
Burksville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved  February 
10th,  1804,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  made  a  part  of 
this  act,  as  much  so  as  if  they  were  inserted  in  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1003.  1870- 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  Geantj  Agpricultaral  and 

Mechanical  Society- 

Be  it  exacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  the  president  and  board  of  directory  of  said 
Agricaltural  and  Mechanical  Society  may,  at  any  stated 
meetinf^  of  said  board,  a  majority  of  whom  concurring 
therein,  increase  the  capital  stock  of  said  society  to  any 
amount  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  per  share:  Provided^ 
huwevevy  First,  that  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  society,  a  majority  of  whom  then  present, 
by  vote,  may  recommend  the  increase  of  same. 

§  2.  That  when  the  stock  of  said  society  is  so  increased 
and  regulated  by  the  board,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  board  of  directory  shall  cause  to  be  made  by  the 
secretary  an  order  definitely  stating  the  amount  of  in- 
crease of  stock,  and  ninety  days'  notice  in  writing  shall 
be  given  to  each  and  every  stockholder  of  the  full  amount 
of  increase  and  assessment;  and  upon  the  failure  of  any 
such  stockholder  to  pay  the  same  within  the  time  pre- 
Bcribed,  the  board  of  directory  may  cause  the  said  delin- 
quent's stock  to  be  sold  at  such  rate  as  may  be  customary 
in  the  market;  and  when  so  sold,  shall  pay  over  to  the 
owner  of  said  stock  the  sum  realized  for  the  same,  when 
the  said  stockholder  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
association. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1004. 

AN  ACT  anthoriiing  the  Oasej  Conntj  Coart  to  establish  a  Voting  Pre- 
cinct. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  Oommonvcealth  of

^  1.  That  the  Casey  county  court  shall  have  power,  and 
are  authorized,  to  make  an  additional  election  district  in 
Casey  county  out  of  parts  of  Casey  Creek,  Tate's,  and  Lib- 
erty precincts,  and  to  locate  and  fix  the  place  of  voting 
in  said  precinct ;  and  when  the  said  court  shall  afiix  the 
boundaries  of  said  district,  and  appoint  the  place  of  voting 
in  it,  and  enter  the  same  in  the  records  of  said  court,  the 
•aid  district  is  established. 

§  2.  That  at  the  next  regular  election  after  making  said 
district,  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  a  constable  shall  be 
elected,  as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
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1870.       State,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  regnlar 
election  of  said  officer  in  said  district. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  Irom  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Grabamton  Manafactoring  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  W.  George  Anderson,  A.  Magill  Robinson,  P. 
Z.  Ayisworlh,  R.  G.  Robinson,  and  J.  M.  Kennedy,  and 
their  successors  and  associates,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
*' Grabamton  Manufacturing  Company;*'  and  under  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  and  au- 
thority to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all 
courts  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere ;  and  may 
m&ke  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  direction,  mHuagement,  and  control  of 
the  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  company,  an(l 
the  government  of  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees; 
may  use  a  common  seal,  and  generally  do  and  perform  all 
acts  as  a  corporation  which  an  individual  may  lawfully  do 
or  perform. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
elect  or  appoint  any  one  or  more  of  its  members,  or  other 
person  or  persons,  officers  and  agents  to  manage,  superin- 
tend, and  direct  each  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
business  affairs  and  property  of  said  company,  and  pre- 
scribe their  terms  of  service,  duties,  and  responsibilities, 
and  compensation  ;  and  may  require  the  execution,  by 
each  or  any  of  them,  of  bonds,  with  reasonable  penalties, 
for  the  faithful  perlormance  of  their  respective  duties;  and 
upon  any  bond  thus  taken  recovery  may  be  had  in  any 
court  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  the  conditions  thereof. 

$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  and  tifty  thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of 
increasing  the  same  to  one  million  dollars;  and  the  said 
capital  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  which  may  be  subscribed  and  paid  tor,  in 
money  or  property,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined 
by  said  company.  Said  shares  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  may  be  transferred  in  such  manner  as  said  company, 
by  its  by-laws,  may  direct;  but  the  said  company  shall 
hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be 
indebted  to  it  for  unpaid  stock,  or  otherwise ;  and  such

nhari^s  ^liall  not  be  sold  and  transferred  antil  soch  debt  1870. 
ehall  be  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  satisfactory  to  said 
compAny.  When  any  stockholder  shall  have  paid  ap  his 
stock  in  full,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  for  same, 
to  be  i^Hued  in  conformity  to  the  by-taws,  find  said  stock- 
holder ("hall  not  be  subject  to  any  further  call. 

§  4.  The  incorporators  herein  named,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  at  any  time  open  books  for  subscription  of 
etock,  and  organiEe  this  said  company;  and  for  all  sub- 
scriptions of  stock  made  in  real  estate  at  an  agreed  value, 
deeds  in  fee  simple  therefor  shall  be  properly  signed,  ac* 
knowledged,  and  delivered,  and  record  of  the  same 
ahall  be  made  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Meade  county 
court  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  stockholders  an  elec- 
tion shall  lie  held  for  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  directors,  who  shall  select  their  president.  The  busi- 
ness of  the  company  to  be  intrusted  to  said  board  of 
directors,  who  shall  be  elected  from  year  to  year,  or  until  . 
their  successors  are  appointed  ;  in  all  elections  each  share 
of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  company,  and  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness, and  in  all  proceedings,  each  share  of  stock  shall

ing, mechanical,  mercantile,  industrial,  and  agricultural 
avoeations,  interests,  trades,  and  occupations  now  carried 
on  and  prosecuted  in  said  village  known  as  Grahamton, 
and  on  the  lands  adjacent  thereto,  by  the  individual  cor- 
porators herein  named,  and  all  the  various  occupations 
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1870.       ^^^  employments  carried  on   by  them  and  their  agentSf 
or  each  as  they  may  hereafter  wish  to  engage,  at   Rock 
Haven;    a  receiying   and   shipping    steamboat   landing, 
flituated  on    the  Ohio   river,  in   said  Meade  county,  an^ 
which  several  agrieulturat  and  manufacturing  and  mer- 
cantile industries  shall  be  continued  and  proseculed  bj 
said  company,  witih  the  privilege  of  extending,  enlarging, 
0r  diminishing  either  or  any  of  them,  as  may  be  expe^ 
dient.     The  said  company,  as  a  corporation,  shall  have 
power  to  purchase^  with  stock  or  money,  and  bold  real 
estate,  in  fee  or  by  lease,  and  to  sell*  and  convey  same 
by  deed  or  otherwise;  to  purchase,  bold,  and  put  up  nec-

struct turnpikes  and  railroads  in  accordance  with  the  law 
of  the  State,  to  ahd  from  any  of  the  said  company's  lands, 
mills,  warehouses,  or  quarries,  to  any  points  within   the 
State  of  Kentucky  where  the  company  may  wish  to  re- 
ceive or  deliver  its  products,  materials,  and  supplies;  and 
when  completed,  may  charge  such  rates  of  toll,  per  capita 
and  per  ton,  as  may  be  charged  on  tbe  Louisville  and 
Bardstown  Turnpike  Road,  or  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati, 
and  Lej^ington  Railroad  • 

$  8.   The  said   company  shall  have  authority  to   buy 
materials,  goods,  chattels,  supplies,  and  other  things;  and

«e11  tlie  produce  of  its  landti,  mills,  factorted,  and  quarries,  1879. 
and  other  property,  in  Louisville,  or  any  other  market,  as 
may  be  most  advantai^eoos  and  convenient ;  and  shall 
have  po^er  and  authority  to  subscribe  tor,'and  to  pur- 
chase and  bold,  stock  in  any  one  or  more  railroads,  steam- 
boats, and  transportation  iin«,  that  may  be  established 
within  convenient  access  to  said  compaiiy*«  property^ 
and  which  may  facilitate  the  transaction  ot  its  business^ 
or  promote  its  pecuniary  int-erests. 

§  0.  The  riglit  and  privilege  is  given  said  company  to

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  Geaer/d  AssewMy  of  ike  Commonwetdth 
^f  Kentucky: 

§  1«  That  the  county  court  of  BuUitt  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  •  <«unty  being  present 
and  concurring  therein,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  subscribe  stocic  for  and  in  behalf 
of  said  county  to  all  the  turnpike  roads  in  one  or  more  of 
the  voting  districts  of  said  county  which  have  been,  or 
«hall  her&alter  l>e,  incorporated  by  said  county  coiirt  or  by 
4he  Legi.^lature  of  the  State:  Provided,  hoioever.  That  said 
aubscription  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  lor  each 
mile  ol'  road  within  said  dii^tricl  or  districts,  and  shall  not 
be  paid  over  to  the  officers  of  said  company  except  upon

district  in  reducing  its  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the 
whole  county.

§  2.  No  person  shall,  within  tbe  above  described  bound- 
ary, give  to  be  drank,  or  so/fer  to  be  drank,  in  any 
house  or  place  ia  which  any  trade  or  bu^iuess  shall  h!e 
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carried  on,  or  adjacent  to  any  hoase  or  place  where  each       1870. 
trade  or  business  may  be  carried  on,  any  such  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  intoxicating  liquors  or  drinks,  in  any  quantity 
whatever. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  per- 
son setting  such  drinks  before  his  family  or  guestd  at  his 
family  residence,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  hospitality. 

$.4.  Any  person  violating  the  second  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  as  are  imposed  by 
existing  laws  upon  persons  who  are  guilty  of  keeping  a 
tippling-house. 

$  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  April,  1870.

German  language;  and  in  selecting  such  papers,  said  offi- 
cers thall  select  those  having  the  largest  bona  fide  daily 
circulation  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

§  2.  The  costs  of  naid  advertisements  shall  be  taxed  by 
the  officer,  and  paid  as  other  costs  in  the  action :  Provided^ 
however^  The  rates  to  be  paid  therefor  shall  not  exceed  the 
lowest  cash  rates  charged  by  said  papers  for  the  same 
amount  of  space  for  other  advertisements:  And  provided 
further y  Such  advettiseinents  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the 
said  marsh  il  and  sheriff  alone.

M.  Sanders,  of  the  county  of  Gallatin,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Sanders  and  Dallasburg  Turnpike  Road  Company; 
and  by  said  name  and  style  t'hall  have  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be 
answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and 
places  in  this  Commonwealth;  and  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  break,  alter,  or  change  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Ghent  and 
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New  Liberty  Turnpike  RoacI,  where  the  Bame  crospies  18T0. 
Eagle  crfek,  on  the  Owen  side,  to  the  town  of  Daliasburg, 
in  said  Owen  county  ;  and  in  order  to  raise  the  funds  nec- 
essary to  construct  the  same,  shall  have  the  power  to 
raise  a  sum,  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  capital  stock,  not 
exceeding  six  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  8.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall 
be  oppned  at  Sanders,  in  Gallatin,  and  Dallasburg,  in 
Owen  county,  under  the  directions  of  the  persona  herein- 
before named,  all  of  whom  are  hereby  made  commission- 
ers to  obtain  subscriptions  to 'the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
company ;  and  they  eball  provide  books,  which  shall 
contain  the  following  obligation:  *' We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  severally  bind  ourselves  to  pay, 
respectively,  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  San- 
ders and  Dftltasburg  Turnpike  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  fur  each  and  every  share  set  opposite  our  names, 
in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  sh id  company;  and  when 
the  pi  evident  and  directors  shall  be  chosen,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  they  shall  have  full  control  of  said  books,  and 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  open,  from  time  to  time,  until 
the  entire  amount  of  stock  herein  authorized  be  sub- 
flcribed. 

§  4.  As  soon  as  a  majority  of  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock 
has  been  subscribed  to  justify  the  commencement  of  the 
said  road,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  stockholders,  and 
hold  an  election  for  the  president  and  three  directors,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  ye^r,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  chosen:  Ptovided,  That  should  a  vacancy  occur, 
the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment. 
The  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and 
treasurer;  and  the  treasurer  shall  execute  bond,  with  secu- 
rity to  the  said  company,  before  he  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
same. 

§  5.  That  the  entire  width  of  the  road  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  feet,  and  its  elevations  and  depressions,  and  the 
amount  of  stone  or  gravel  to  be  placed  upon  it,  shall  be 
left  discretionary  with  the  president  and  directors;  they 
shall  also  fix  the  location  ol  said  road  on  such  route  as 
they  m^y  deem  best  in  their  judgment. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawlul  for  the  present  directors 
to  order  and  establish  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation. 

§  7.  That  as  soon  as  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company  bhall  have  located  said  road,  they  shall  be  author- 
ized to  receive  the  written  consent  of  any  of  the  land- 
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1870.  bolders  through  whose  land*the  road  may  pass,  and  the 
graut  of  the  right  of  way,  lumber,  stone,  soil,  and  timber 
to  make  said  road,  and  keep  the  same  in  repair ;  which 
consent,  when  given,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  par- 
poses. 

§  8.  That  the  stockholders  of  said  road,  and  others  who 
may  contribute  to  the  construction  of  the  same,  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby,  free  and  relieved  from  workins:,  as  required 
by  law,  all  public  roads,  provided  they  shall  continue  to 
repair  said  turnpike  road. 

^  0.  That  the  said  turnpike  company  may  charge  the 
rates  now  charged  per  mile,  not  inconsistent  with  State 
laws,  and  may  erect  a  toll-gate  at  or  near  the  commencing 
point,  on  Eagle  creek. 

§  10.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  re- 
garding turnpike  companies,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  parts  hereof. 

§  11.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
'  passage.

CHAPTER  1025. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Olivet  and  Milford  Turnpike  Road  Com* 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Mt.  Olivet  and  Milford  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  which  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  on  the 
McAdam  plan,  from  the  town  of  Mt.  Olivet,  by  the  most 
practicable  route,  to  intersect  the  Augusta  and  Claysville 
Turnpike  Road,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Milford,  on  said 
road,  at  such  point  as  the  majority  of  the  directors  of  this 
turnpike  road  company  shall  designate,  when  organized 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  not  to 
exceed  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each« 

§  3.  Books  of  subscription  shall  be  opened  by  Nelson 
Asbury,  Alfred  Daily,  Daniel  R.  Whitley,  J.  P.  Buckneri 
Henry  Aabury,  L.  D.  Harbor,  N.  A.  Tilton,  A.  R.  Wood- 
ard,  and  Jas.  Bratton,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  take  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  this 
road,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper. 
They  shall  insert  in  said  subscription  book  an  obligation 
as  follows,  viz:  *'We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sob- 
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scribed,  eeveraHy  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  1870. 
directors  of  the  Mt.  Olivet  and  Milford  Turnpike  Road 
Company  the  suni  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share 
aet  opposite  o«ir  names,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  by  them  required  under  the  law  incorporating 
said  turnpike  road  company." 

§  4.  When  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  st  jck,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  commiddioners  named  to  give  notice,  in  such  manner 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper,  of 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  prOi^ident  and  five  directors  for  said  road ;  in  which  elec- 
tion one  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  and 
the  president  and  directors  shall  continue  in  ofiice  until 
their  successors  are  qualified.  The  time  and  place  of 
election,  after  the  first,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and 
directors,  and  shall  occur  once  in  each  year;  a  majority 
of  the  board  shall  be  competent  to  do  business. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  in  fact  and  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Mt.  Olivet  and  Milford  Turnpike  Road  Company,  with 
the  privileges  and  Iranchisea  of  a  corporation  ;  sh^ll  be 
capable  of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase 
and  profits  thereof,  and  holding  by  gift,  purchase,  or  other- 
wise, any  thing  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their 
work  or  the  object  of  this  corporation  ;  they  shall  have 
power  t3  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  have  and  use  a 
seal,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  every  act  and  thing  law- 
ful for  a  corporation  to  efiect  the  object  for  which  said  cor- 
poration was  created. 

$  6.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade  of 
eaid  road,  and  its  covering  with  stone  or  gravel ;  may  des- 
ignate the  place  of  toll-gates,  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  and  ■ 
regulate  and  change  the  same ;  but  such  rates  shall  not 
exceed  those  prescribed  by  general  law ;  they  shall  have 
power,  after  two  miles  and  a  half  of  the  road  is  com- 
pleted, to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  tolls,  and  apply  the 
same  for  the  completion  of  the  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  ofilcers  and  employees  of 
the  company,  with  their  tools  and  appliances,  to  enter 
apon  the  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  intended 
road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  to  the  owners  or 
occupants  thereof;  they  shall  have  the  right  to  take  and 
receive  the  right  of  way  over  and  through  the  lands  where 
eaid  road  shall  be  located.  If,  in  any  instance,  they  can- 
not procure  the  right  of  way,  and  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  lands  through  which  said  road  is  ta

§  0.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint,  annually, 
such  officers  as  they  deem  necessary,  with  noch  compensa* 
lion  as  they  may  deem  just,  among  whom  the  treasurer 
shall  give  bond  and  security  in  such  sum  as  they  may  pre- 
scribe, to  pay  over  all  sums  in  his  hands  to  the  order  ot  the 
board.  •

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/$e  Commonwealik

submitted  to  the  people  of  Henry  county  to  he  voted 
upon,,  shall  be  only  voted  upon  by  them  at  a  general  eleo 
tion,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  That  all  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

v>  1.  That  to  enable  the  Louisrille,  Cincinnati,  and  Lex- 
inf^ton  Railroad  Company  to  carry  out  present  right  and 
authority  to  construct  branch  railroads,  in  the  construction 
and  operation  of  a  branch  road  from  some  point  on  its 
present  Frankfort  line    of  road   to  Georgetown,  in  xhm 
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county  of  Scott,  or  from  such  point  on  its  present  line  1870. 
through  or  near  Georgetown,  to  a  connection  with  the 
Kentucky  Central,  and  with  the  May8viile  and  Big  Sandy 
raiiroad.H,  at  ur  near  Paris,  in  Bourbon  county,  it  ^hall  be 
lawful  for  the  county  of  Scott  to  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  in  any  amount  said  county  may 
desire,  etiher  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county  of  Scott 
entire,  or  for  and  on  behalf  of  such  election  districts  in 
said  county  as  may  desire  the  same;  and  to  pay  such  sub- 
scriptions to  said  company  in  the  bonds  of  said  county,  in 
such  amounts  as  the  county  court  of  said  county  may 
direct:  Ptovided,  That  before  such  subscription  tihall  be 
made  or  isiuch  honds  shall  be  executed  and  paid,  the  sense 
of  the  peofile  t^hall  be  expressed  in  favor  of  the  same  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  such  county,  or  in  such  elec- 
tion disiiricts  or  precincts  as  may  be  called  upon  to  vote 
thereon,  at  an  election  herein  provided  for  to  be  held  in 
such  county,  or  in  such  election  districts,  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  whether  such  subscripiion  shall  be  made, 
^  2.  On  the  application  of  the  prcKident  of  said  railroad 
company,  accompanied  with  the  written  application  of  at 
least  ten  citizens  of  said  county,  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  county  court  of  Scott  county  may  order  an  election  to 
be  held,  either  throughout  said  county  or  in  such  electioa 
districts  as  said  pre«iident  and  citizens  mny  designate,  on  a 
day  to  be  appointed  by  said  pres*iding  judge,  which  shall 
be  not  les*s  tuan  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  buch  order.  The  presiding  judge  shall  appoint 
the  proper  officersof  the  election,  and  make  all  needful 
and  proper  orders  for  the  holding,  regulation,  and  decir«ion 
thereof  ;  and  the  question  to  be  determined  at  such  elec- 
tion shall  be,  whether  the  said  presidingjudge  shall,  on  be* 
half  of  8aid  county,  or  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  election 
districts  in  which  such  election  shall  be  held,  collectively, 
make  a  subscription  to  and  for  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  in  the  amount  named  in  the  application  of  the 
president  and  citizens  mentioned.  1  he  qualifications  re- 
quisite to  a  voter  at  such  electitm  shnll  be  the  same  as 
that  to  vote  lor  members  of  the  General  Assembly  ;  and 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be 
in  favor  of  such  subscription,  then  the  sub.-«cription  shall  be 
made,  and  the  county  court  shall  confirm  the  same,  and 
make  an  order  for  the  issue  of  the  bonds  of  said  county 
for  the  amount  thereof,  in  sums  of  one  thousand  dollars 
or  less,  having  not  more  than  thirty  years  to  run,  and 
bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent, 
per  annum,  with  coupons  attached  for  the  accruing  inter- 
ests semi-annually.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
presiding  juilge  of  the  county  coiirt,  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk  of  said  tourt,  with  aa  impression  of  the 
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1870.  coanty  seal  made  ther<»on,  and  the  eoupons  shaM  be 
signed  by  paid  county  clerk.  The  principal  and  interest 
of  paid  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer  in  the  city 
of  New  York.  The  bonds  phaM  be  delivered  to  sard  rail- 
road company,  and  the  stock  for  the  same  shaN,  in  retarn, 
be  issued  and  delivered  to  the  presidinf^  judge  of  said 
county. 

§  3.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  said 
county  to  make  provision  for  paying  the  interest  on  sucb 
bonds  semi-annually,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
at  maturity  ;  and  for  that  purpose  said  county  court  shall 
levy  and  collect,  on  all  the  property  within  said  county,  if 
bonds  be  issued  on  behalf  of  said  county  entire,  or  on  alt 
the  property  within  such  election  districts  as  said  bonda 
may  be  issued  for  and  on  behalf  of,  a  sufficient  tax,  an- 
nually, to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  provide  & 
sinking  fund,  with  the  aid  of  dividends  realized  on  the 
stock  taken  in  said  company,  of  sucb  reasonable  and  pru- 
dent amount  as  will  maintain  the  credit  of  said  county, 
and  guarantee  the  payment  of  accruing  interest  on  said 
bonds,  and  the  principal  thereof,  at  maturity.  Any  mon- 
eys constituting  such  sinking  fund  shall  be  held,  invested, 
or  loaned,  under  the  general  direction  of  said  county 
court,  by  such  commissioner  or  commissioners  as  said 
county  court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  and  ap- 
point, after  executing  such  bond  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  said  trust  as  the  said  county  court  shall  require 
and  approve. 

\  4.  In  acquiring  lands  for  right  of  way,  depots,  switch- 
es, and  turn-outs,  and  in  obtaining  earth,  stone,  gravel,  or 
timber,  said  company  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
franchises  granted  to  said  company,  and  o^ed  in  the  con- 
struction of  its  branch  road  to  Covington,  Newport,  and 
Cincinnati. 

§  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  construction  of  a 
branch  road  through  the  county  of  Scott,  and  fof  the  sub- 
scription 10  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  by  said 
county,  the  issue  of  its  county  bonds,  and  provision  for 
payment  thereof,  fihall  apply  to  any  county,  upon  tbe 
county  court  of  such  county  applying  to  said  company, 
and  said  company  promising,  on  an  agreed  amount  being 
thus  suhKcribed  and  paid  in  bonds,  to  extend  a  brtinch 
into  or  through  such  county,  of  such  length,  or  to  sucb 
point,  as  may  he  agreed. 

^  6.  The  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington 
Railroad  Company  shall  have  power  to  issue  and  sell 
additional  capital  stock  to  the  said  county  of  Scott,  to 
such  other  counties,  to  private  individuals,  or  other  par- 
ties, not  exceeding  an  aggregate  additional  of  one  million 
of  dollarsi  and  may  issue  and  sell  tlie  bonds  of  said  com* 
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pany,  in  like  manner  as  heretofore  aathorized,  for  an  1870. 
amount  not  exceedin|[^  an  aggregate  additional  of  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  secure  payment  of  the 
eame  by  a  mortgage  Uen  on  ail  the  properties  and  fran- 
chises of  said  company,  subject  to  the  precedence  of  such 
prior  liens  as  may  exist  thereon.

CHAPTER  1028, 

AN  ACT  to  ADMiid   aci    act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  iacorpvrate  tke  City  of 

Ludlow,"  approved  Febroarj  9tfa,  1864. 

Be  it  eruKcted  bg  the  General  Assemblp  of  the  Commonxjoedlth 
«/"  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
city  of  Ludlow,*'  approved  February  9,  1864,  be  amended 
as  follows:  That  the  city  council  of  ttie  city  of  Ludlow 
ehall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  grant  ferry  privileges 
and  to  establish  ferries  on  and  acroxs  the  Ohio  river,  to  and 
from  said  city,  beginning  or  terminating  within  its  corpo- 
rate limit:*;  and  to  regulate  and  control  any  ferry  right 
that  may  have  heretofore  been  granted,  upon  the  terms 
and  in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  d9th  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  nnd  any  amendments  thereto,  so  far  as  such  pro- 
visions are  applicable  to  the  city  of  Ludlow,  or  upon  such 
terms,  time,  and  conditions  as  said  city  may.  by  ordinance, 
prescribe  or  ordain.  Said  city  council  shall  have  power 
to  pmrcha^se  any  ferry  right  across  said  river,  from  within 
its  corporate  limits,  and  establish  and  run  a  ferry  there- 
from, upon  such  terms,  and  in  such  manner,  as  it  may  pre- 
ecribe  or  ordain  by  ordinance,  and  provide  penalties  for 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinance.  S^id  city 
council  is  hereby  empowered  to  lenBf^  any  ferry  right  with- 
in said  limits,  and  provide  proper  btftts,  and  run  said  ferry 
upon  such  terms  as  it  may  deem  wi:'H,  and  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  city.  Said  city  council  shall  have  the  ex- 
clusive power  to  fix  all  rates  to  be  charged  and  collected 
by  any  keeper  of  the  ferries  lierein  mentioned.  An  appeal 
may  be  taken  from  the  action  of  said  council  in  grant- 
ing, or  refuting  to  grant,  any  ferry  privilege,  or  in  fixing 
rates  of  ferriage,  or  changing  the  same,  by  any  person  ap- 
plying for,  or  in  the  use  of,  a  ferry  right  within  said  limits, 
to  the  Kenton  circuit  eouft.  The  appeal  shall  be  takea 
by  serving  a  written  notice  upon  the  president  of  the  city 
council,  setting  out  the  grounds  of  the  appeal,  and  filing 
the  original  notice  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  who  shall 
issue  a  summons  thereon,  commanding  said  city  of  Lud- 
low to  appear  and  make  defeoiie  thereto^.     The   circuit 
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1870.  ^ourt  shall  have  power  to  hear  the  case,  and  adjttd^  and 
determine  the  niatter  in  controversy  ;  and  the  power,  by 
rule  and  attachment,  in  a  summary  manner  to  enforce 
obedrence  to  its  orders  and  judgments.  The  summons 
shall  be  in  ordinary;  and  if  served  ten  days  before  tbe 
term  ol  court,  shall  stand  for  trial  at  said  term;  if  not  ao 
served,  it  shall  stand  for  trial  at  the  next  succeeding  term. 
Either  party  shall  have  the  right  ot  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  from  the  judgments  of  the  circuit  court  The  city 
of  Ludlow  shall  have  power  to  cause  land  or  materials  to 
be  Condemned  for  the  opening,  extending,  and  widening 
streets,  lanes,  alleys,  qommons,  wharves,  landings;  market- 
spaces,  public  squares,  and  ferries,  in  and  for  tbe  use  and 
benefit  of  said  city;  and  also  the  like  power  to  cohdemn 
any  ferry  right  or  rights,  privileges,  franchise  or  franchises, 
terminating  in,  or  proceeding  from,  its  corporate  limits^ 
for  tbe  same  use  and  benetit.  Power  is  herehy  conferred 
upon  said  city  council  to  pars  all  ordinances,  rules  and 
regulations,  and  to  do  all  things  which,  in  its  judgment, 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  necessary  and  proper  to  ena- 
ble said  city  to  establish,  equip,  control  and  run  one  or 
more  ferries  from  within  said  city  across  tbe  Ohio  river; 
and  to  acquire  tbe  right  and  title  to  any  and  all  such  ferry 
franchii^es,  rights  and  privileges,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
said  purpose.

they,  the  said  owners,  will  sustain  by  the  con<iemnHtioa 
prayed  for  in  the  petition  ia  the  ca.'te  ;  and  the  jary  shall 
assess  the  value  of  the  property  so  taken,  and  such  other

CHAPTER  102^. 

Aff  ACT  to  preTest  the  destruction  of  Fish  in  Franklw  €ovntj» 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  AssemUy  of  Vie  Commonvo&dth 
&f  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  it  shal)  he  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  haul  a  seine  or  stretch  a  set  net,  or  otherwise  use  a  fisb 
net  of  any  description^  other  than  the  ordinary  minnow 
net  seine,  the  length  of  which  shall  not  exceed  ten  feet, 
for  tbe  taking  or  catching  fish  in  any  water-eourse,  pond^ 
er  Inke  in  Franklin  county. 

§  2.  That  each  and  every  person  wbo  shal>  be  guihy  of 
a  violation  of  this  act,  shall,  for  each  ami  every  offense, 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  recoverable  as  herein- 
after provided  for. 

§  9.  The  penahy  imposed  by  this  act  sball  be  enforced 
by  warrant  issued  by  and  returnable  before  the  presidini^ 
judge  of  the  county  court,  or  before  any  justice  of  th» 
peace  of  said  county. 

§  4.  Whenever  the  presiding  judge  or  ji>stice  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  shall  issue  a  warrant  or  proceas* 
vnder  this  act,  it  shall  be  bis  duty  also  to  issue  an  at- 
tachment against  tbe  estate  of  tbe  offender,  which  at- 
tachment shall  be  fir^ct  levied  upon  the  seines,  nets,  and 
oti  er  apparatus  used  or  in  possession  of  the  offending 
party,  it  the  eaiiie  can  be  found,  and  aia  of  sufficient  valao 
to  satisfy  the  penalty  and  costs ;  an<l  if  said  articles  can^ 
not  be  feund»  or  are  not  of  auflicieat  value,  iben  upoa 
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any  other  additional  property  or  estate  of  the  offender,  1870. 
and  the  propriety  8o  levied  upon  shatl  be  heh\  by  the 
officer  unlil  the  prosecution  U  disposed  of;  bat  the  de- 
fendant may  give  bond  and  security  for  the  performance 
of  any  judgment  which  may  be  rendered  against  him,  in 
which  ca^e  the  attachment  shall  be  discharged.  If  judg- 
ment be  rendered  against  the  defendant,  the  attached 
property  may  be  sold,  or  payment  of  the  bond  enforced, 
as  in  other  proceedings  by  attachment. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lock-keeper  on  the  Ken* 
tucky  river,  at  lock  and  dam  No.  4,  to  prosecute  for  any 
▼ioiation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  may  do  so,  and  in  case  of  conviction,  one 
half  of  the  fine  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  prose- 
cutor. 

§  6.  Before  any  attachment  shall  issue  under  this  act,  a 
bond,  with  sufficient  security,  shall  be  executed,  payable 
to  the  defendant  or  defendants,  to  the  eflect  that  the  pros- 
ecutor shall  pay  to  the  defendant  all  damages  which  he 
may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  attachment  if  the  order 
is  wrongfully  obtained ;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  under 
this  act,  except  upon  written  afl[«davit  filed  before  the  of- 
ficer issuing  the  warrant. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1031. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Gratz,  in  Owen  Coontj. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Ktiifvcky: 

5  1.  That  the  public  wharf  or  levee  of  said  town  shall 
include  the  whole  of  Front  street,  from  the  mouth  of  Lou- 
derback's  branch  to  the  mouth  of  Clay  Lick  creek,  and 
from  the  northern  boundary  of  the  present  town  lots  lying 
upon  said  street  to  the  low-water  mark. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
rent  or  lease  the  said  wharf  for  tiuch  length  of  time  and 
upon  such  terms  as  they  may,  by  ordinance,  direct. 

§  3.  That  the  citizens  of  said  town  shall  have  the  right 
to  ship  and  receive  any  goods,  w^ares,  and  merchandise 
over  said  wharf  free  of  tolls  or  wharfage  :  Provided^  The 
wharf-tnaster  shall  not  be  held  responsible  for  any  loss  or 
damage  to  the  same. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fix  and  reg- 
ulate the  rates  to  be  charged  upon  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandit*e  shipped  and  received  from  said  wharf. 

§  5.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  may  e^tabli^b  a 
ferry  across  the  Kentucky  river^  from  such  place  on  the 
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1870.  public  wharf  as  they  may  pet  apart  for  that  purpose,  aDd 
may  charge  such  ierriage  at»  may  be  fixed  by  the  couoty 
court. 

§  6.  That  the  trustees  tihall  have  power  to  rent  or  lease 
said  ferry  for  such  length  of  time,  and  upon  such  terma, 
as  they  may,  by  ordinance,  direct;  proceeds  lo  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  town. 

§  7.  Trustees  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  cause  him 
to  execute  bond,  with  suflicient  surety,  fur  the  sMle  keep- 
ing of  the  public  fund,  which  fund  shall  only  he  dicibursed 
or  paid  out  by  order  of  trustees. 

§  8.  That  all  fines,  fees  for  license,  rents  of  ferry  and 
wharf,  and  taxes  collected  by  order  of  tru^^tees  ot  said 
town,  shall  be  used  for  the  improvement  of  streets,  alleys, 
or  any  other  public  work  within  the  liinits  of  said  town, 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  trut«tees  may  direct. 

§  0.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  ofiice  of  police  judge  or  town 
marshal,  the  appointee  to  hold  oflSce  until  the  n^xt  reg* 
ular  election  and   until   his  succer^sor  is  qualified. 

§  iO.  Police  judge  t^hall  have,  when  elected,  all  the 
powers  and  qualifications  of  justices  of  the  peace  within 
the  limits  of  said  town;  also  receive  same  let-s  for  like 
services.  He  t^hall  also  have  the  right  to  try  all  ofiV^nders 
in  said  town  by  the  penal  laws  now  in  force,  and  all 
others  that  may  be  put  in  force,  .as  far  as  they  may  be 
applicable  to  such  ca.«es  as  they  may  occur. 

§  n.  The  marshal  (^hall  have  same  power  within  limits 
of  said  town,  and  qualifications  of  constable ;  same  fees, 
and  -collect  the  same  lor  similar  services. 

§  12.  That  said  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
all  such  by-laws  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  mi  rals  of 
the  town  and  preservation  of  the  same :  Provided^  The 
eaine  shall  not  contravene  any  law  of  this  State. 

^  13.  This  act  to  take  eilect  from  and  alter  its  paa- 
eage.

CHAPTER  1032. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Pb<eoiz  Hill  Club,  of  Looisville. 

WaEREAS,  George  Held,  John  Traping,  Henry  Eggres, 
William  Walter,  William  Vogt,  and  their  associates^ 
bave  formed  an  association  in  the  city  of  Louiv-«ville,  for 
the  purposes  of  refined  social  enjoyment,  athletic  and 
gymnastic  exercises,  and  general  improvement,  under 
the  name  of  ** The  PhoBniz  Hill  Club;"  and  said  associ- 
AtioA  desires  corporate  powers,  that  it  may  carry  on  ita 
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basinPBB  as  a  body,  and  own  and   bold  property  for  its       1870. 
uses  as  a  club,  and'  for  no  other  purposes;  thereCore, 

Be  it  enticUd  by  the  General  Atsembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Thnt  the  above  named  parties  and  their  associates 
be,  and  are  hereby,  created  and  made  a  body- politic  and 
corporate,  under  and  by  the  name  of  "  The  PhGeiiis  Hill 
CJub." 

^  2.  That  said  corporation,  by  said  name,  may  sue  and 
be  sued  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth.  It 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with  in  all  mHtters  con- 
cerning its  bu&>iness  as  a  club.  It  may  have  and  use  a 
private  seal,  and  break  and  alter  the  same  at  will.  It 
may  adopt  such  constitution  and  by-laws  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  its  organization  under  this  charter,  and  for  its 
governtnent,  not  inconsintent  with  the  constitution  and  . 
laws  of  this  State;  and  it  shall  have  all  the  general  rights, 
privileges,  and  liabilities  of  incorporated  bodies. 
*  §  3.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold,  by  pur- 
chase, gill,  grant,  device  or  bequer^t,  personal  property  to 
the  value  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  real 
property  to  the  value  of  five  thousand  dollars;  but  the 
8aid  property  shall  be  Cised  as  a  club-house,  and  its  ap-

Hcen:5e. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the  Loretto  and  Lebanon  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  eruictid  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  U  hereby  formed  under  the  name 
and  ptyle  of  the  Loretto  and  Lebanon  Turnpike  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  and  constructing  a  turnpike 
road  from  Loretto,  in  Marion  count}',  to  intersect  the 
Lebanon  and  St.  Rose  Turnpike  Road,  by  way  of  the 
rettidence,  or  near  it,  of  Joseph  B.  Lanca^iter,  and  by  or 
near  Burk's  mill,  to  join  said  road  at  some  convenient 
point,  so  as  to  form  with  said  road  a  continuous  turnpike 
road  to  the  city  of  Lebanon. 

§2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  to  fifteen 
thout«and  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
and  more,  if  the  directors  deem  it  necessary  to  complete 
their  road  ;  but  the  cotnpany  may  organize  and  proceed 
to  work  whenever  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in 
stock  s'hall  have  been  subscribed;  and  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  may  be  opened  at  any  time  a  majority 
of  the  couuuissioners  hereiualter  appointed  may  deter- 
mine, an4l  at  such  place  as  they  may  designate. 

^.3.  I'hat  James  M.  Ballard,  George  W.  Lancaster, 
Richard  Cummings,  Clement  Hamilton,  Benj.  Lancaster, 
Wm.  Burks,  C.  Cissell,  J.  B.  Lancaster,  William  Mc- 
Entire,  S.  B.  Smith,  Wilford  Goodrum,  T.  T.  Gardner, 
and  W.  W.  Chelf,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
commisetioners  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock 
to  said  road,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may 
agree  upon  and  insert  at  the  head  of  said  subscription  in 
said  books. 

§  4  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Lebanon,  Cissell  River,  and  Loretto  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, approved  January  30th,  1868,  shall  apply  to  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  except  as  to  the  name  of 
the  commissioners  and  other  changes  expressly  mentioned 
herein,  and  the  acts  to  which  that  act  relers  and  adopted 
therein. 

§  5.  Whenever  five  thousand  dollars  in  stock  will  be 
subscribed,  the  stockholders  may  elect  a  president  and

CHAPTER  1036. 

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the  Gathrie   Gitj  and  Franklin   Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Finis  Rowland,  Waller  Lewis,  W.  L.  Taylor, 
McD.  O'Brien,  W.  L.  Kimbrough,N.  E.  Kay,  D.  B.  Smith, 
E.  W.  Northington,  B.  F.  Bailey,  C.  T.  Young,  H.  S  Hill, 
E.  A.  Gost,  E.  Prince,  S.  H  Gill,  G.  W.  Ewing,  W.  E. 
Bowling,  W.  H.  Sarver,  W.  W.  Frazer,  E.  Burr,  jr  ,  J.  S. 
GolJaday,  J.  B.  Kose,  G.  P.  Ewing,  Jos.  B.  Posely,  G.  B. 
Hite,  Wm.  S.  Gilbert,  Wm.  Price,  Geo.  Starks,  W.  MuClan-

Pat- 
terson, J.  B.  Harris,  H.  Booker,  and  G.  W.  Hay,  of  the 
counties  of  Todd,  Logan,  and  Simpson,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed   commissioners,  any  three  of  whom,  in 
each  of  the  counties  named,  may  cause  books  to  be  open- 
ed  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Guthrie  City  and   Franklin  Railroad  Company,  which  is 
hereby  incorporated  ;    and   they   may  cause  books  to  be 
opened,  at  such  times  and   places  as  they  may  direct,  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said   company,  after  having  given   such   notice  of  the 
times  and  places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  may  deem 
proper  ;  and  if  such  subscription  to   the  capital  slock  of 
said  company  as  Is  necessary  to  its  incorporation  shall  not 
have  been  obtained,  said  commit'sioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  cause  said   books  to  be  opened,  from  time  to 
time,  and  may  adjourn  to  such   places  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  utitil   the   sum   necessary   for  its  incorporation 
shhll  be  subscribed  :  Provided^  That  any  subscription,  ten- 
dered  at  any  time  or  place  other  than   that  advertised, 
may   be   received   by  said   commissioners,  or  any  one  of 
them,  and  if  accepted  by  them,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall 
be  as  valid  and  binding  against  the  party  subsciibing  as 
if  received   at  the  time  and  place  advertised ;  and  ir*  any 
of  said  commissioners  shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act 
during  the  continuance  of  the  duties  devolved  on  ihem  by 
this  act,  others  may  be  appointed  in  his  or  their  stead  by 
the  remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  those  act- 
ing as  such. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Guthrie  City  and 
Franklin  Railroad  Company  shall  be  two  millions  of 
dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which 
may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual  or  corporation;  and 
as  soon'  as  three  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  shall  be 
.  subscribed,  the  subscribers,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  to  be  incorporated 
into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  the  Guthrie  City  and 
Franklin  Railroad  Company;  and  by  this  name  shall  be 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  selling,  leasing,  and  con- 
veying real  estate,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  acres,  and 
personal  property,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  the  corporation,  and  no  further;  and  shall 
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have  perpetual  succession,  and    by  said  corporate  name        1870. 
may  sue  and  he  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the 
same,  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  privi- 
leges ^hich  other  corporate  bodies  may  lawfully  do. 

§  3.  That  there  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sub!«cribing 
for   stock  in  said  company,  to  the  commi&isioner  or  com- 
missioners  receiving;   such    subscription,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  on  each  share,  to  be  paid  in  money,  or  in  a  note  or 
notes  negotiable  and  pnyable  to  some  one  or  more  of  said 
commisnioners  at  not  more  than  sixty  days,  at  some  bank 
in  this  State;  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  in- 
stallments, and   at  such  times  as  may  be  required  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company  :    Provided^  No  pay- 
ment shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  thirty  days'  notice 
of  such  demand  shall  have  been  given  by  said  board  of 
directors,  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  counties  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act; 
nor  shall  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  be  demanded  in  anyone 
3'ear  ;  but  if  the  exigencies  of  the  cQmpany  should  require 
more  money  than  can  be  demanded  of  the  stockholders  as 
provided   herein,  it  shall  be  lawful  (a  majority  of  all  the 
directors   elected   concurring  therein)   to  borrow,  on   the 
credit  of  said  company,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hund- 
red thousand  dollars;  and  if  any  subscriber  shall   fail  to 
pay  any  installment,  or  part  of  an  installment  of  said  sub* 
scription,  when  demanded,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  the  same  may  be  recovered  by  an  action  in 
the  name  of  said  corporation  against  such  delinquent  sub- 
scriber, before  any  court  having  jurir^diction  of  such  cases; 
and  in  all  such  actions  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  have 
any  other  demand   than  the  publication   provided   for  in 
this  section ;  or  in  case  such  failure  to  pay  any  installment, 
or  part  of  an  installment  of  said  subscription,  demanded 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  continue 
for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the   time  is  required  by 
such   demand  to  be  paid  ;  the  board  of  directors  may,  in 
their  discretion,  order  the  same  to  be  forfeited  to  the  com- 
pany, and  may,  if  they  think  proper,  sell  it  for  the  benefit 
of  the  company;  but  said  board  of  directors,  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole,  may  remit  any  such  forfeiture  on  such  terms 
as  they  may  think  proper :  And  provided  furlhet\  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said   company,   payable  in  contracts  well  secured,  to 
build  such  parts  of  the  road,  or  to  perform  such  work,  or 
furnish  such  material  as  may  be  accepted  by  the  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the 
books  are  first  opened,  if  three  hundred  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and  if  not,  as 
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1870.  soon  thereafter  as  they  phall  be  subscribed,  said  commis- 
sioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  meetini^,  at 
Buch  time  and  place  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  desig- 
nate, giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  in  one  or  more  papers  publitshed  in  the  counties 
named  in  this  act;  and  at  such  meeting  said  commis' 
sioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  sub- 
scribers then  present,  and  thereupon  said  sube>criber8, 
or  a  majority  of  them  then  present,  shall  have  power 
to  elect,  by  ballot,  seven  directors  to  manage  the  aHairs 
of  paid  company  ;  and  these  seven  directors,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  of  said 
company,  either  from  among  the  directors  or  any  other 
stockholder,  and  to  allow  such  compensation  for  his  ser* 
vices  as  they  may  think  proper ;  and  on  such  elections, 
and  on  all  other  occasions  when  a  vote  of  the  stockholders 
of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder  shall  be 
allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned  by  such 
voter;  and  any  stockholder  may,  in  writing,  depute  any 
other  person  to  act  as.  proxy  for  it,  him,  or  her;  and  said 
commi:>sioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  judges  of 
said  first  election. 

§■5.  That,  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company,  seven  directors  shall  be 
chosen,  annually,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  of  each 
year,  at  such  place  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
appoint,  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company  :  Provided^ 
That  the  president  and  directors  may  change  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  elections,  upon  publisshing  such 
change,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  elections,  in 
the  papers  aforesaid  ;  ami  that  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  ap- 
point judges  of  all  elections,  and  to  elect  a  president  of 
eaid  company,  either  from  among  them:ielves  or  other 
stockholders,  and  to  allow  him  such  compensation  for  his 
services  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  if  any  vacancy 
shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any 
president  or  director,  before  the  year  for  which  he  was 
elected  shall  have  expired,  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them;  and  that  the  pre:$ident  and  directors  of 
said  company  shall  hold  an^  exercise  their  offices  until  a 
new  election  of  president  and  directors;  and  all  elections 
which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company, 
to  be  made  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made  at  such  time, 
may  be  made  in  thirty  days  thereafter,  upon  notice  pub- 
lit'hed  in  the  papers  atoresaid. 

§  6.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  may  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  interval 
between  the  annual  meetings  by  the  president  and  direct- 
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ors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  Btockholders  owning  1870L 
one  fourth  9!  all  the  stock  8ubd<'ribe(l,  upon  giving  thirty 
days'  notice  of  the  time  nnd  place  of  holding  the  ^ame,  in 
the  newspnpers  aforenaid;.  and  when  any  such  meeting  is 
called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the 
object  (if  the  call;  and  if,  at  any  such  call  meeting,  a 
majority  in  value  of  all  the  stockholders  are  not  present 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  the  same  shall  be  adjourned  from 
day  to  day,  without  transacting  any  business,  for  any  time 
Dot  exceeding  five  days;  and  if,  within  said  five  days, 
stockholders  having  a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  stock 
subscribed  do  not  attend  in  person  or  by  proxy,  such 
meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
in  office  for  the  preceding  year,  shall,  at  the  regular  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  stockholders,  exhibit  a  clear  and  dis- 
tinct account  of  the  affairs  of  snid  company;  that  at  any 
called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  in  value  of 
holders  of  stock  subscribed  being  present,  may  demand 
and  require  similar  statements  from  the  president  and 
directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  such  statements 
when  so  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings  of  the 
stockholders,  a  majority  of  them  in  value  may  remove 
from  ofRce  the  president,  and  any  or  all  of  the  directors, 
and  fill  up  the  vacancies  thus  made  in  the  same  manner 
they  could  do  at  their  annual  meetings. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
before  he  or  they  shall  act  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm, 
as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge 
the  du*ies  of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their 
skill  and  judgment;  and  the  said  president  and  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock- 
holders in  said  company,  at  any  of  the  stated  or  called 
meetings  of  said  stockholders,  shall  have  power  to  elect 
or  appoint  a  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  to  require 
and  take  of  him  a  bond,  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such 
securities,  as  thiey  may  prescribe,  payable  to  said  com- 
pany, conditioned  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disbursing 
of  all  such  money  as  may  come  to  his  hands,  and  with 
such  other  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed;  upon  which 
bond  recovery  may  be  had  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions 
thereof,  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  company,  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction. 

§  9.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  authorized  by  this  act 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  until  after  the  election  of  pres- 
ident and  directors,  as  provided  for  in  the  fourth  section 
of  this  act,  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to  open  the  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  which  shall  remain  unsubscribed 
for,  or  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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1870.  company,  not  ander  the  par  value  of  such  stock;  and  the 
subscribers  or  purchasers  of  such  stock  shall  have  all  the 
rights  of  original  subscribers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  and  liabilities. 

§  10.  That  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents,  or  servants  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  tor  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure ;  that  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  determine,  by  contract,  the  pay  of 
such  officers,  agents,  or  servants,  and  regulate,  by  by-laws, 
the  manner  of  adjusting  all  accounts  against  the  com- 
pany, and  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  company  to  its 
employees;  that  they  shall  have  power  to  erect  ware- 
houses, workshops,  and  other  buildings  or  edifices  neces- 
sary or  convenient  for  the  use  of  said  company ;  that  they 
shall  have  power  to  direct  and  regulate  in  what  manner 
and  by  what  evidence  stock  in  said  company  may  be 
transferred,  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary or  proper  for  exercising  the  powers  hereby  vested 
in  said  company,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  this  act,  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure :  Provided^  The  same  shall 
not  be  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State. 

$11.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
deemed  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to  increase  the  same 
as  much  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  five  millions,  giving  notice  as  hereinbefore  required. 

§  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  rights  necessary  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  from  Guthrie  City,  Kentucky,  to 
Franklin,  Kentucky,  on  such  route  as  may  be  selected  by 
said  preKsident  and  directors;  and  that  they  may  cause  to 
be  made  contracts  with  others  for  making  said  road,  or 
any  part  of  it;  and  that  they,  their  agents,  engineers,  &c., 
or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  surveying  or 
making  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  enter  upon, 
use,  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the 
site  of  taaid  road,  or  the  erection  of  warehouses  or  other 
structures,  or  works  necessary  or  convenient  to  said  road, 
or  for  its  use,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  or  useful 
in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  its  works  and 
appurtenances;  and  they  may  build  bridges  and  construct 
tunnels:  Provided,  Such  bridges  shall  not  obstruct  naviga- 
tion on  any  navigable  stream ;  and  may  fix  scales  and 
weights ;  take  and  use  timber,  earth,  gravel,  stone,  and 
other  material  necessary  or  useful  in  the  construction  and 
repair  of  said  road. 

§  13.  That  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  or  their  authorized  agents,  may  agree  with  the  owa- 
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era  of  any  land,  earth,  stooe,  timber,  or  other  material  or       I'S70. 
improvements  which   may  be  wanted  for  the  con8tructioii 
or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  pur* 
chase  or  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  same.    And  if  they 
cannot  agree,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  of  them  be 
a  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos  mentis ^  or  out  of  the 
county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  application 
may  be  had  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county, 
who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant,  directed  to  the 
flheriflf  or  any  constable  of  said  county,  requiring  him  to 
summon  twenty  discreet,  competent  jurymen,  not  related 
to  the  owners,  nor  in  any  way  interested,  to  meet  .on  the 
land  and  near  the  property  or  materials  to  be  valued,  o» 
a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same;  and  if,  at 
the  time    and  place,  any  of  said  jurors  do   not    attend, 
said  sheriS*  or  constable  shall  forthwith  summon  as  many 
jurors  as  may  be  necessary  with  the  jurors  in  attendance; 
and  from  them  each  party,  if  present,  or  if  not  present,  by 
agent  or  otherwise,  the  sheriff  or  constable,  for  the  party 
absent,  may   strike   off   four  jurors,  and    the    remaining 
twelve  shall  act  as  the  jury  of  inquest  of  damages.     Be- 
fore the  jury  acts,  the  sheriff  or  constable  shall  administer 
to  them  an  oath  or  affirmation   that  they  will  justly  and 
impartially  fix  the  damage  which   the  owner  or  o\^nera 
will  sustain  by  the  use  and  occupation  of  said   property 
required  by  said  company;  and  the  jury,  in  estimating  the 
damages,  shall  find   for  the  owner  or  owners  the  actual 
value  of  the  land  or  other  thing  proposed  to  be  taken;  but 
in  estimating  the  damages  resulting  incidentally  to  the 
other  land  or  other  property  of  such  owners,  shall  offset 
the  advantages  to  such  residue  to  be  derived  from  the 
building  and  operating  of  said  road  by,  through,  or  near 
such  residue.     The  jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to  writ- 
ing, and  sign   the  same,  and   it   shall  be  returned  by  the 
sheriflT  or  constable  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  his 
county,  and  such  clerk  shall  receive  and  file  it  in  his  oifice; 
and  such  verdict  tshall  be  confirmed  by  the  county  court 
at  ite  next  regular  term,  if  no  sufficient  reat^on  is  shown 
by  either  party  for  setting  it  aside;  and  when  so  confirm- 
ed, it  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  said 
company ;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  shall  direct  another 
inquisition  to  be  held  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  the 
manner  above  prescribed  ;  and  every  inquisition  shall  de- 
scribe the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  lands  con* 
demned,  and  the  duration  of  interest  in  the  same,  valued 
for  the  company ;  and  such  valuation,  when  tendered  or 
paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  or  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  said  inquest  is  held^  whea 
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such  oyner  or  owners  do  not  reride  in  such  county,  shall 
entitle  r*aid  company  to  the  use  or  interest  in  the  ^ame 
thn^  valued  ns  fully  h»  if  it  had  been  conveyed  to  it  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and  the  valuation  of  the 
same,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  be  received  from  the  company,  M'ithout  cost  or 
Interest,  if  paid  on  demand,  payment  to  he  made  to  the 
owner?,  hi«^,  their,  or  its  legal  representatives:  Provided^ 
That  land  condemned  for  road-way  tiball  not  be  more 
than  pixty-Fix  feet  wide,  unless  said  company  shall  file 
with  the  justice,  at  the  tiuie  of  applying  for  a  warrant,  the 
affidavit  of  some  of  its  engineers,  stating  that  a  greater 
Width  is  necetisary,  and  how  much  more  is  required,  when 
the  inquinirion  phail  be  for  the  quantity  thus  stated. 

§  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com- 
pany to  have,  u^e,  or  occupy  any  lands,  material,  or  other 
property,  in  order  to  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said 
road  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  Immedi- 
ately take  and  u^e  the  same,  they  having  first  caused  the 
property  wanted  to  he  viewed  by  a  jury,  formed  as  here- 
inbefoie  described  ;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after  such 
view,  in  order  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  same,  to 
wait  ihe  ii«8ue  of  the  proceedings  upon  such  inquest;  and 
the  inque^^t  of  the  jury,  after  the  payment  of  such  valua- 
tion, shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking  and  using^ 
such  property,  whether  begun  before  or  alter  such  coo- 
finnation  or  payment  of  said  valuation. 

^  15.  That  whenever  thf^  said  Guthrie  City  and  Frank- 
lin Uftiiroad  Company  shall  request  the  county  court  of 
any  county,  through  or  adjacent  to  which  it  is  proposed  to 
construct  said  road,  to  subscribe,  either  absolutely  or  upon 
specified  conditions,  a  specified  amount  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  the  county  court  so  requested  >hall 
forthwith  order  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  several  vot- 
ing places  in  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the 
court,  not  later  than  thirty  days  alter  the  making  of  such 
order,  and  shall  appoint  judges  and  other  officers  neces- 
sary to  hold  said  election. 

^  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sberiflT  of  such 
county  to  give  notice  to  the  officers  appointed  to  hold  said 
election,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
in  regard  to  other  elections;  and  in  case  any  of  the  offi- 
cers appointed  shall  fail  to  attend  or  refuse  to  ac^  others 
may  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  at  general  elec- 
tions. 

^  17.  That  the  person  acting  a^  sheriff  at  the  several 
precincts  shall  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  ci^unty  court, 
within  three  days  after  the  day  of  such  election,  the  poll- 
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books  of  their  respective  precincts;  and  on  the  next  day  1870. 
iherenfter  the  oountyjudge  and  county  clerk  nhall  tsount 
the  vote;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  majority  of  thoso 
voting  voted  in  favor  of  the  silhscription  of  stock  as  pro- 
posed, the  county  judge  t«hall  order  the  vote  to  be  entered 
on  the  record,  and  the  sub:^cription  be  made  by  the  clerk 
on  behalf  of  the  county,  on  the  terms  specified  in  the 
order  nuhmitting  the  question  to  a  vote. 

}  18.  That  whenever  said  railroad  company  shall  re- 
quest the  county  court  of  any  county  to  do  so,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  court  forthwith  to  submit  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  any  designated  precinct  or  precincts  in  said 
county  the  question,  whether  the  court  shall  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Guthrie  City  and  Frank- 
lin Railroad  Company,  on  behalf  of  said  designated 
precinct  or  precincts,  the  amount  of  stock  specified  in 
the  n  que^^t  of  said  company,  either  ab.^olutely  or  on  such 
conditiuus  as  may  be  proposed  by  said  company.  Said 
election  shall  be  held  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  court, 
not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  order  is  made,  and 
shall  be  conducted  by  ofiicers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
court;  and  the  poll-books  shall  be  returned,  and  the  vote 
shall  be  counted  and  entered  on  the  record  of  the  county 
court,  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  section  —  of 
Ibis  act;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  tho.-ie  voting  in  soeh 
designated  precinct  or  precincts  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
making  such  subscription,  the  court  shall  order  the  clerk 
forthwith  to  make  the  hobsciiption  on  behalf  of  the  pre* 
cinct  or  precincts  to  which  the  question  was  submitted, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  upon  which  it  was  sub- 
mitted. 

§  19.  That  whenever  the  city  council  of  any  city,  or  the 
board  of  tru.slees  of  any  town,  into,  through,  or  near  which 
it  is  proposed  to  con^^truct  said  road,  shall  be  requested  to 
do  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  city  council  or  town 
trustees  to  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such 
city  or  town,  on  a  day  to  be  designated  by  such  council  or 
trustees,  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  application  is 
made  to  them  by  the  said  company,  the  question  of  sub- 
acribing,  tor  and  on  behalf  ot  such  city  or  town,  the 
amount  of  stock  proposed  by  said  company,  on  the  terms 
proposed ;  and  it  a  majority  of  those  voting  shall  vote 
in  favor  of  making  such  subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  city  council  or  board  ol  trustees  to  enter  the  vote 
on  its  record;  and  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  such  town,  shall  make  the  sub- 
acription  in  accordance  with  the  vote. 

^  20.  That  if  any  county,  city,  or  town,  shall  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Guthrie  City  and  Franklin 
Railroad  Company,  under  the  provisions  of   this  act,  it 
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1870.  ^h&II  ^6  ^b®  ^^^y  of  ^be  county  court  of  such  county,  tlie 
mayor  and  council  of  such  city,  and  the  board  of  trustees 
of  such  town,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  county,  city,  or 
town,  in  denominations  of  not  leas  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  in  payment  there- 
of, with  coupons  attached,  under  the  seal  of  such  county, 
city,  or  town ;  the  bonds  of  the  counties  to  be  signed  by 
the  county  judge,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  the 
coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone ;  the  bonds  of 
cities  subscribing  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  coun* 
tersigned  by  the  city  clerk,  and  the  coupons  shall  be 
signed  by  the  clerk  alone ;  the  bonds  of  towns  subscribing 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  countersigned  by  the  town  clerk,  and  the  coupons 
shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone.  Such  bonds  shall  be 
negotiable  and  payable  to  the  bearer  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  at  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date.,  and 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  seven  per 
cent.,  payable  semi-annually,  in  t^  city  of  New  York. 

§  21.  That  if  any  election  district  or  districts  in  any 
county  shall  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
court  of  such  county  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  district  or 
districts  in  payment  thereof,  in  every  respect  as  if  such 
subscription  had  been  made  by  the  county,  except  that  the 
bonds  shall  show  on  their  face  the  district  or  districts  for 
which  they  are  issued ;  and  such  districts  shall  be  alone 
bound  to  pay  said  bonds  and  their  interest. 

§  2*2.  That  in  case  any  county,  city,  town,  or  election 
district  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Guthrie 
City  and  Franklin  Railroad  Company,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  and  issue  bonds  for  the  payment  of  sucb 
subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of 
such  county,  the  city  council  of  such  city,  and  trus»tees  of 
such  town,  to  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  a  tax  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  bonds  issued, 
and  the  cost  of  collecting  and  paying  said  interest,  on  all 
the  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  said  county,  city, 
or  town,  subject  to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the 
State,  including  the  amounts  owned  by  residents  of  such 
county,  city,  town,  or  election  districts,  which  ought  to  be 
given  in  under  the  equalization  laws. 

§  23.  That  on  levying  a  tax,  as  provided  for  in  this  act, 
to  pay  the  interest  on  bonds  issued  by  the  county  court  of 
any  county,  whether  for  the  whole  or  only  a  part  thereof, 
or  of  any  city  or  town,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
court,  city  council,  or  town  trustees  making  such  levy,  to 
appoint  three  resident  tax-payers  of  such  county,  or  part 
pf  a  county,  city,  or  town,  who  shall  be  styled  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  such  county,  part 
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ef  a  county,  city,  or  town.  The  commisflioners  so  ap-  1876l 
pointed  shall,  before  they  proceed  to  discharge  their  duties, 
be  sworn  in  the  presence  of  the  court,  council,  or  trustees 
appointing  them,  fauhfully  to  discharge  their  duties  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  they  shall 
hold  their  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  court,  council,  or 
trustees  by  whom  they  are  appointed.  They  shall  imme- 
diately appoint  one  of  their  number  treasurer,  who  shall 
execute  bond  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  with  suck 
security  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  court,  council,  or 
trustees  appointing  the  commissioners,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  money  coming  to 
his  hands  as  treasurer  of  such  board,  on  which  bond  suit 
may  be  brought  from  time  to  time,  by  and  in  the  name  of 
«uch  county,  or  part  of  a  county,  city,  or  town,  or  by  any 
other  per«*on  injured  by  any  breach  .of  his. bond,  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  sum  claimed  in  such  suit. 
Such  treasurer  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  give  a  new 
bond,  and  any  surety  in  such  bond  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
s^me  remedies  for  procuring  additional  or  counter  security 
as  are  now  given  to  the  sureties  of  guardians,  administra- 
tors, &c.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services 
such  compensation,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  on  money 
received  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be  allowed  by  the 
court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  such  commissioners 
respectively.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  board 
of  commissioners,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  court, 
council,  or  board  of  trustees  by  whom  such  board  was  ap- 
pointed. 

i  24.  That  taxes  levied  under  the  authority  of  this  act, 
in  any  county  or  part  of  a  county/shall  be  collected  by  the 
49heri^  nt  such  county,  and  taxes  levied  in  any  city  or 
town  shall  be  collected  by  the  officer  of  such  city  or  town 
who  is  by  law  the  collector  of  taxes  levied  for  the  ordi- 
nary purposes  of  such  city  or  towa;  l)Ut  before  any  sheriff 
or  other  officer  shall  be  authorized  t<4.  collect  any  such  tax, 
he  shall  execute  bond,  if  a  sheriff,  with  such  sureties  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  county  court,  and  if  a  city  or 
town  officer,  with  such  sureties  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  council  or  trustees  of  such  city  or  town,  conditioned 
that  such  officer  will  promptly  and  faithfully  collect  and 
pay  over  to  the  proper  person,  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  law,  ail  taxes  levied  under  this  act  which  may  be 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection* 

§  25.  That  sheriffs  and  other  officers  having  in  their 
hands  for  collection  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  have 
all  the  powers  of  distraining  and  selling  personal  property 
which  sheriffs  have  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue; 
and  where  such  officer  shall  be  unable  to  find  personal 
property  liable  to  sale  for  the  unpaid   tax  of   any  indi- 
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1870,  vidoal,  he  may  levy  the  same  on  any  real  estate  of  smcb 
persons  situated  in  the  county,  and  sell  the  same  under 
the  regulations  prescribed  by  taw  for  selling  real  estate 
under  execution  ;  and  all  taxes  levied  under  tbisi  act  9haH 
be  ft  lien  on  the  real  estate  of  the  person  taxed  which 
shall  lie  in  the  county  in  which  said  tax  is  levied  ;  hut  the 
owner  of  any  real  estate  sold  may  redeem  the  same  at 
any  time  within  five  years  after  such  sale  by  paying  the 
purchase  money  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon, 
with  all  taxes  of  every  description  paid  by  the  purchaser 
after  his  purchase,  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon. 

}  26.  That  Bheriffs  or  other  oflicers  selling  real  estate  for 
taxes  levied  under  this  act  Fhall  give  to  the  purchaser  a 
certificate  of  bis  purchase,  which  shall  describe  the  real 
estate  s(dd,  and  state  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold, 
and  the  date  of  sale,  which  certificate  shall  be  lodged  by 
the  purchaser  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  within 
sixty  days,  w*ho  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpose,  and  for  which  such  clerk  shall  be  entitled 
to  charge  a  fee  of  fifty  cents;  and  if  such  certificate  is  not 
recorded  as  herein  provided,  the  land  may  be  redeemed  at 
any  time  within  fifteen  years  on  paying  the  purchase 
money,  and  six  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon. 

$  27.  That  sheriffs  and  other  ofllcers  collecting  taxes 
levied  under  this  act,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
as  is  allowed  by  law,  for  the  time  being,  for  collecting  the 
State  revenue. 

§  28.  That  one  half  of  the  tax  levied  in  any  one  year 
shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff*  or  other  officer  in  whose 
hands  the  same  is  placed  for  collection,  and  paid  over  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  C(»mmissioners  of  the  sink- 
ing fund,  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  aflter  the 
same  is  placed  in  his  hands,  and  the  ret!>idue  within  six 
months  alter  the  firt>t  ought  to  have  been  paid;  and  if 
any  hheriff  or  other  officer,  who^e  duty  it  is  to  collect 
taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute 
bond  as  required  by  this  act,  lor  thirty  days  after  the  tax 
is  levied,  he  shall  forfeit  his  office,  and  the  court,  city 
council,  or  biiard  of  trustees  levying  such  tax,  may  ap- 
point a  collector,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with  sureties, 
anti  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  liabilities,  of  sheriffs  and  other  officers  in  collecting 
tax  under  this  act. 

$  29.  That  if  any  sherifi*  or  collector  or  other  officer, 
having  in  his  hands  for  collection  taxes  levied  under  this 
act,  shall  fail  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same  within  the 
time  prescribed,  such  sheriff,  collector,  or  other  officer 
shall,  with  his  sureties,  be  liable  for  the  amount  not  paid 
as  required,  and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  to  be  recovered,  on 
motion,  on  ten  days'  notice,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
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tion  ;  and  any  execution  Usaed  on  such  judgment  shall  not       1870« 
be  replevied,  and  shall  be  indorsed  by  the  cl^rk  issuing  the 
«anne,  '-that  no  security  of  any  kind  is  to  be  taken.'* 

§  30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Gommissioners  of  the 
•inking  fund  to  see  thnt  the  sheriHT  or  (»ther  officer  collecta 
and  pays  over  taxes  placed  in  their  hands  according  to 
law,  and  to  institute  legal  proceedings  againiit  theru  on 
their  failure  to  do  so.  They  shall  appropriate  such 
nnoneys,  when  collected,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  the  bonds  of  their  county,  city,  or  town.  They  shall, 
whenever  a  dividend  is  declared  by  said  Guthrie  City  and 
Franklin  Railroad  Company^  cause  their  treasurer  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  and  pay  the  interest  on  their  bonds  out  of 
It;  and  when  a  surplus  shall  remain,  after  paying  the  in- 
terest due,  they  shall  apply  such  surplus  to  the  purchase 
of  their  bonds,  if  they  can  be  purchased  at  par  or  leai 
than  par;  and  if  they  cannot  be  purchased  at  par,  thejr 
ehal)  invest  such  surplus  in  some  safe  and  profitable  man* 
oer,  and  in  such  way  that  the  money  may  be  readily 
realized  when  needed  to  buy  or  pay  olf  bonds. 

$31.  That  all  dividends  which  shaU  be  received  upon 
the  stock  held  and  owned  by  tiny  count}',  part  of  a 
county,  city,  or  towa,  under  this  act,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  set  apart,  to  be  held  sacred  as  a  sinking  fund, 
to  be  ooly  used,  as  provided  in  this  act,  for  the  pnyment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds  issued  under  the 
authority  of  this  act. 

§  32.  That  in  case  the  dividends  upon  the  stock  held  and 
4>wned  under  this  act,  by  any  county,  part  of  a  county,  city, 
or  town,  And  for  which  bonds  shall  have  been  issued,  shall 
not  be  sufficient  to  enable  such  county,  city,  or  town,  to 
pay  its  bonds  at  maturity,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioners of  the  sinking  fund  to  report  such  fact  U)  the 
county  court,  city  council,  or  town  trustees,  at  least  five 
years  before  the  maturiiy  of  said  bonds ;  and  if  any  coun* 
ty  court,  city  council,  or  the  town  trustees  of  noy  towa 
owning  such  bonds,  shall  deem  it  proper  to  do  so,  they  may 
issue  new  bonds  having  not  more  than  twenty  years  to 
ran,  and  payable  at  such  place  as  may  be  dei«igiiated  oa 
the  face  of  such  bond«,  bearing  the  same  interest,  and 
eecured  in  all  respects  as  the  bonds  first  issued  are  se- 
cured, and  sell  such  bonds  or  exchange  them  for  the  old 
ones:  Frovidedy  howeverj  That  it  any  eouoty  courts  city 
council,  or  town  trustees,  shall  deem  it  inexpedient  to  issue 
and  sell  such  new  bonds^  or  shall  be  unable  sufficient  to 
pay  off  its  indebteduess  at  maturity  by  sale  of  new  bonds, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  court,  city  council,  or 
Cown  trustees,  to  cause  a  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  on 
all  the  property  in  such  county,  city,  or  town,  which,  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  subject  to  taxation,  to  pay  ia* 
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1870.  tereet  sufficient,  when  added  to  any  nam  raised  by  sale  of 
new  bonds,  to  discharge  the  old  bonds  at  maturity:  Pro- 
ided  ahOy  That  any  tax  levied  under  the  provisions  of  thi» 
section  shall  be  collected  by  the  same  officers,  under  the 
same  powers,  and  subject  to  the  same  responsibilities  ie 
every  respect,  as  provided  in  this  act  in  relation  to  coHec^ 
tion  of  taxes  levied  to  pay  interest. 

$  33.  That  in  case  a  direct  tax  shall  be  levied  to  pay  aH 
or  any  part  of  the  bonds  of  any  county,  part  of  a  county, 
city,  or  town,  isened  under  this  act,  at  or  before  maturity, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund  to  caut^e  to  be  transferred  to  the  tax  payers,  or  their 
assignees,  stook  held  by  said  county,  city,. or  town,  to  the 
amount  of  the  tax  paid,  upon  the  delivery  to  said  commis- 
sioners of  tax  receipts  by  the  holder  thereof;  such  receipts 
shall  be  negotiable  by  indorsement,  and  no  stock  shall  be 
transferred  for  a  less  amount  than  one  hundred  doUara 
($100). 

§  34.  That  it  shaH  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurers  of  the 
several  boards  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  ap- 
pointed under  this  act,  upon  the  surrender  to  them,  at  their 
respective  offices,  of  receipts  given  for  taxes  paid  to  defray 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  of  their  respective  counties,  citiea, 
or  towns,  prior  to  the  time  of  deckiring  the  firt^t  cash  divi- 
dend to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  doltars  ($-100)  or  more, 
to  issue  to  the  holders  thereof  certificates  setting  forth  the 
number  of  shares  of  stock  to  which  the  holder  is  entitled, 
and  to  give  a  separate  receipt  for  any  fractional  part  of  a 
share  ;  which  receipt  shall  be  negotiable  by  indorsement, 
and  may  be  added  to  other  like  receipts  or  tax  receipts  te 
make  np  a  full  share.  The  treasurer  shall  write  or  stan^ 
the  word  "  canceled  ^'  across  the  face  of  each  tax  receipt 
taken  up  by  him,  and  file  it  away  in  his  office;  and  he  may 
charge  and  collect  one  dollar  per  share  for  each  certificate 
issued  by  him ;  he  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  those 
to  whom  he  issues  certificates,  with  the  number  of  the 
certificates  and  the  number  of  shares  for  which  each  was 
given  ;  and  shall,  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  make  out 
and  forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  company  a  copy  of 
the  list  of  certificates  issued  during  that  month. 

^  35.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Guthrie  City 
and  Franklin  Railroad  Company,  afier  the  first  canh  divi- 
dend shall  be  declared,  on  presentation  at  its  office  of  the 
stock  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  last 
preceding  section,  to  issue  stock  therefor  to  those  to  whom 
such  certificates  were  issued,  or  their  represeotatives  or 
assignees. 

^  36.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall 
keep  an  exact  record  of  all  their  actings  and  doings  as 
■uch»  and  their  treasurer  shall  keep  a  strict  account  oif  all 
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moneys  received  or  paid  oat  by  hiin,  and  shall  settle  his       1870. 
accounts  annually,  or  oftener,  if  required ;  which  settle- 
ment shall  state  fully  his  accounts  since  his  last  settle- 
ment. 

^  37.  That  all  the  real  estate  lying  in  any  county,  elec- 
tion district,  city,  or  town,  issuing  bonds  under  this  act, 
shall  be  taxed  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  interest 
on  such  bondi?,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  principal,  if 
that  shall  be  paid  by  taxation;  and  when  a  part  only  of 
the  land  of  any  tax-payer  shall  lie  in  »uch  county,  didtrict, 
city,  or  town,  the  assessor  of  tax  shall  designate  on  his 
books  what  part  lies  within  such  county,  district,  city,  or 
town,  and  its  value;  and  only  such  part  shall  be  assessed 
for  the  purpoi^es  of  this  act. 

§  38.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  linking  fund,  or  one 
of  them,  shall  cast  the  vote  to  which  their  respective  coun- 
ties, districts,  cities,  and  towns  may  be  entitled  in  any 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  said  Guthrie  City  and 
Franklin  Railroad  Company:  Piovided^  That  if  neither  of 
them  shall  attend,  then  any  person  duly  authorized  by 
any  two  of  said  commissioners  may  cast  the  vote  as  proxy 
for  said  cammis«ioners. 

$  39.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  Guthrie 
City  and  Franklin  Railroad  Company  may,  if  it  shall 
seem  advisable  to  them,  increase  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  to  a  sum  equal  to  the  total  cost  of  the  road  anxi 
its  equipments,  depots,  water  stations,  &c. 

$  40.  That  said  conipany  may  acquire  a  right  of  way 
sixty-six  feet  wide;  hut  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  a 
limitation  not  to  acquire  any  width  that  may  he  shown 
to  be  necessary  by  the  affidavit  of  an  engineer,  filed  with 
the  justice  at  the  time  of  suing  out  a  warrant  for  con- 
demning such  land. 

$41.  That  said  Guthrie  City  and  Franklin  Railroad 
Company  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  until  it  is  com- 
pleted; Hod  that  it  shall  never  be  taxed  at  a  valuation 
beyond  the  rate  at  which  railroads  are  now  ta^cd,  nor 
exceeding  its  actual  value. 

§  42.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may,  with  the  assent  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  value 
of  the  stock  of  said  company,  purchase  and  hold  any  other 
railroad  in  this  or  any  other  State,  and  may  subscribe 
Btock  in,  or  aid  in  the  building  of,  any  other  road  in  or 
oQt  of  this  State,  whenever,  in  their  judgment,  it  may  be 
to  the  interest  of  the  Guthrie  City  and  Franklin  Railroad 
Company  to  do  so.  They  may  sell  the  Guthrie  City  and 
Franklin  Railroad,  or  lease  the  same,  and  may  build 
branches  from  said  road,  and  branches  from  such 
branches. 
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1870.  §  ^^-    '^hat  paid  Gathrie  City  and  Franklin    Railroad 

Company  may,  ihe  holder;?,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  all 
the  stock  therein,  concurring,  agree  on  terms  for  consoli- 
dating said  company  with  any  other  railroad  company,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  ;  hut  no  such  consoli- 
dation shall  in  anywise  affect  the  holders  of  mortgage 
bonds  indued  by  said  Guthrie  City  and  Franklin  Railroad 
Company. 

^  44.  That  said  Guthrie  City  and  Franklin  Railroad 
Company  may  receive  donations  of  land,  to  be  used  for 
any  of  the  purposes  of  satd^  road,  or  to  be  sold  to  raise 
money  to  build  the  same;  and  may  receive  subscriptions, 
to  be  paid  in  land,  at  a  valuation  to  be  fixed  by  such 
means  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  company  or 
its  authorized  agents  and  the  subscriber,  and  may  leasOi 
or  sell  and  convey,  any  Innds  so  given  or  subscribed. 

§  45.  That  the  Guthrie  City  and  Franklin  Railroad 
Company  may  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  said  company 
of  the  denominations  of  one  hundred  and  one  thousand 
dolLirs,  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  counter.*«igned 
by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation  afRxed, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars,  bear- 
ing not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi- 
annually, with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  secretary 
of  the  company,  to  be  made  payable  as  said  company 
may  direct,  within  thirty  years  of  their  date. 

§  46.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this  act,  said 
company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  ap- 
pointing a  trustee  or  trustees;  and,  from  time  to  time,  fill 
vacancies  that  may  occur  for  the  use,  and  to  secure  the 
holders  of  such  bonds,  with  such  covenants  and  stipula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  and  object 
of  its  execution. 

^  47.  That  if  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  foreclos^ed  by  legal 
proceeding-*,  such  foreclosure  shall  be  for  the  benetit  of 
all  the  holder's  of  bonds  secured  by  its  provisions.  Upon 
such  foreclosure,  the  president  shall  make  a  correct  list  of 
all  bonds  secured  by  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  which 
have  been  sold,  and  verity  it  by  his  affidavit;  which  affi- 
davit and  list  shall  be  filed  in  the  Franklin  circuit  coart, 
ivhere  only  such  proceeding  *s  authorized  to  be  had.  Suck 
foreclosure  shall  not  take  place  until  ninety  days  after 
publication  of  notice  of  the  commencement  of  proceed-^ 
ings  to  that  end  shall  have  been  made  in  one  or  more 
newttpapers  published  in  the  cities  of  Louisville,  Rosseil- 
ville,  and  Franklin,  Kentucky.  The  person  or  corpora- 
tion becoming  the  purchaser  or  lessee  of  said  road,  by 
reason  of  any  sale  or  leasing  to  satisfy  the  demands  of 
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bondholders,  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  rif»ht!>,  privileges,       1870. 
franrhisefi,  and  irninunitie8  of  the  corporation. 

§48.  That  to  create  and  secure  a  fund  for  the  final  re- 
demption of  mortgage  bond^,  it«pued  under  the  authority  of 
this  act,  a  sinking  fund  shall  be  created  by  said  company ; 
and  in  order  to  create  such  sinking  fund,  said  company 
shall,  at  the  time  of  declaring  the  first  cai*h  dividend,  ascer- 
tain what  sum  ought  to  be  t«et  aside  annually,  in  order  to 
create  a  fund  sufficient  to  redeem  its  bonds  at  maturity, 
and  then  set  apart  and  pass  into  the  sinking  fund  that  sum; 
and  thereafter,  annually,  there  shall  be  set  at^ide  and  pass 
into  said  fund  a  like  sum,  until  a  fund  is  created  sufficient 
to  pay  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  company;  which  fund 
shall  be  held  sacred  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds,  and 
shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose.

bonds,  at  dollar  fur  dollar,  at  any  time  within  seven  years 
after  there  is  a  through  run  of  cars  from  Guthrie  City  to 
Franklin. 

§  50.  The  bonds  of  the  company  nor  the  bonds  of  coun- 
ties, parts  of  counties,  cities,  er  towns,  issued  under  au- 
thority of  this  act,  whether  sold  and  delivered  in  this 
State  or  elsewhere,  shall  not  be  avoided  in  whole  or  iif 
part  by  reason  of  the  rate  of  interest  agreed  to  be  paid, 
or  of  the  place  at  which  they  may  be  sold  or  delivered, 
nor  by  reason  of  their  having  been  sold  at  less  than  par 
value. 

§  51.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonweahk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  H.  H.  Skiles,  J  J.  Hilburn,  Fod.  Woods, 
Alex.  Pyle,  Sam.  T.  Adams,  and  F.  SeifTer,  and  their  sac- 
censors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-corpo* 
rate  and  j)olitic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Oswego  Tribe, 
No.  11,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men;  and  by  that  name 
and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and

^  1.  That  B.  H.  Bristow,  Lewis  Rogers,  A.  B.  Semple, 
John  B.  Smith,  John  M.  Harlan,  Orville  Truman,  and  WiU 
Ham  Piatt,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Trustees  of    Holyoke  Academy;    by   which 
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name  they  ihall  have  perpetual  saccession,  with  power      1^70. 
to   adopt  a   common    seal,  and    to   chane^e  the  same   at 
pleasure. 

$  2.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  have  power  to  acquire  and  hold,  by  descent,  devise, 
donation,  or  purchase,  real,  pergonal,  or  mixed  estate, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  truAt,  for 
the  benefit  and  purposes  of  said  institution  of  learning;. 

§  8.  The  trustees  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
and  their  successors,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  control, 
and  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  proper  ;  and  in  their  corporate 
capacity  may  make  all  necessary  rules  fur  the  acquisition 
or  sale  of  property  and  estate;  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction ;  may  enact  all  necessary  laws  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment and  the  government  of  Holyoke  Academy;  and

hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style

that  name  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  ad  nntaral 
persons  to  ctintract  and  be  contracted  with,  8ue  and  be

minerals,  and  in  manufacturing  the  same,  and  other  pro- 
ducts of  the  Jand.*4  now  owned  by  them,  or  which  here- 
after may  be  owned  by  them  or  acquired  by  them,  by 
lease  or  otherwise;  to  purchh.se,  build,  and  own  boats 
and  other  implements  and  machinery  for  carrying  on  said 
bufiiiness  ;  to  erect  all  necec^saiy  buildings  for  its  transac- 
tions; to  hold  such  minima:  rights,  and  rights  of  way  and 
real  estate,  hs  they  may  deem  necessary  tor  the  successful 
prosecution  of  their  bus^iness ;  and  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereot,  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  as  the  interests  of 
the  company  may  require. 

§  4.  For  conducting  the  affairs  of  said  company  a  board

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bowling  Green  Hotel  Oompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1  That  there  is  hereby  created,  in  the  town  of  Bowl- 
ing Green,  Kentucky,  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  ihe  "  Bowling  Green  Hotel  Company,'* 
with  a  capital  of  fifty  thousand  dollarc*,  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollarrt  each,  to  be  sub:«cribed  and  paid  for  as  here- 
inafter ppecitied ;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  nhall  have  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  a  natural  person,  in  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  in  suing  and  being  eued,  and  of  impleading, 
answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  what- 
ever; and  may  have  anfl  U!«e  a  common  seal,  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  8aid  corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  five  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a 
stockholder,  residing  in  this  State,  and  owning  at  least 
two  shares  of  stock  in  his  own  right  and  title.  They  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and  may  appoint 
a  secretary,  treasurer,  superintendent  of  building,  and  such 
other  officers  or  employees  as  the  interest  of  the  corpt»ra- 
tion  may  require.  These  officers  or  employees,  including 
the  secretary  and  treasurer,  may  or  may  not  be  stockhold- 
ers. One  person  may  fill  one  or  mnre  offices  at  the  same 
time ;  and  any  one  of  the  directors,  except  the  president, 
shall  be  competent  to  hold  any  other  office  in  the  corpora- 
tion. They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  dismiss  any 
officer  or  employee,  to  fix  their  salaries  or  compensation, 
and  to  take  from  them  such  official  bonds  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
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1870.  respective  duties;  to  make  each  rolea  and  by-laws  as  may 
be  neceseary  for  the  management  of  their  affairs,  provided 
they  be  not  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State  nor  of 
the  United  States;  and  to  do  sach  other  lawful  things  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  associa- 
tion. 

§  3.  The  president  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  see  that  the  various 
officers  and  employees  perform  their  respective  duties. 
He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  directors,  sign  all 
written  contracts  made  with  the  corporation,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  directors 
and  their  by-laws. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold,  by  lease  or 
in  fee,  one  or  more  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  in  the  town  of 
Bowling  Green,  Kentucky,  not  exceeding  two  acres,  and 
build  on  them  a  convenient  and  commodious  hotel  build- 
ing, and  such  store-rooms,  offices,  and  other  buildings,  con- 
nected therewith,  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient; 
may  buy  ^nd  hold  all  such  materials,  goods  and  furniture, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  build  and  furnish  said  hotel  and 
other  buildings ;  and  said  corporation  may  use  said 
buildings  and  carry  on  said  hotel  business  upon  their 
own  account,  or  may  lease  or  rent  the  same  to  other 
parties. 

§  5.  This  corporation  shall  not  contract  debts  greater 
than  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed,  nor  shall  they  bor- 
row money  on  the  credit  of  the  company  by  which  the 
property  of  the  said  company  will  be  held  under  any 
mortgage  for  the  same,  nor  shall  money  be  borrowed  un- 
less it  be  in  anticipation  of  calls  on  actual  subscriptions, 
or  by  a  vote  of  a  megority  of  the  stock  paid  in,  authoriz- 
ing such  lien. 

§  6.  On  the  first  Monday  in  December  of  each  year,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicably  convenient,  the  stock- 
holders shall  elect  five  directors,  to  serve  the  ensuing  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  all  stock- 
holders' meetings  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him 
in  his  own  right;  and  may  vote  by  proxy  or  in  person. 

^  8.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  corporation  to  the  amount  of  the  stock  owned 
by  him,  and  no  more. 

^  9.  The  shares  of  stock  shall  be  personal  property,  and 
transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  directors  may  prescribe. 

§  10.  D.  J.  Williams,  John  Sloyer,  John  Demuth,  T. 
Melburn,  E.  Nahm,  J.  B.  Clark,  Albert  Mitchell,  John  C. 
Gerard,  and  James  M.  Donaldson,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  any   one   of   whom,   after    notiiying  the 
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other  three,  may  open  books  and  receive  •nbeeriptione  18Td. 
for  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  and  when  two 
handred  shares  or  more  have  been  subscribed,  they  shall 
notify  the  stockholders  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think 
best,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  five  directors, 
who  shall  hold  office  antil  the  ensuing  annual  election. 
Payment  for  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  fol- 
lows :  Two  dollars  to  be  paid  when  amount  of  subscrip- 
tion is  taken,  and  the  remainder  at  such  time,  and  in 
such  amounts,  as  the  directors  may  order.  Said  corpora- 
tion may  commence  business  as  soon  as  the  first  board  of 
directors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified ;  and  shall 
have  a  first  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness 
to  the  corporation  by  the  stockholders. 

§  12.  An  order  book  shall  be  kept  of  all  orders  made 
by  the  stockholders,  at  their  annual  meetings,  or  at 
the  meetings  of  the  directors,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  at  any  such  meeting,  to  be  evidence  of  their 
transactions.

§  1.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  giving  to  the  Marion 
circuit  court,  at  its  June  term  of  each  year,  jurisdiction  in 
actions  prosecuted  by  ordinary  proceedings,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed,  and  said  court,  at  its  June 
terms,  shall  have  jurisdiction  only  of  equitable,  criminal, 
and  penal  causes. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

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1870.  those  who  may  hereafter  become  members  thereof,  be^ 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate^ 
b}'  the  name  and  Btyie  of  Thomas  Ware  Lodge,  No.  340, 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Ancient  Yoric  Masons ;  and  by  that

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  chancery  court  shall  not  have 
or  exercise  jurisdiction,  or  render  judgment  against  any 
party  who  gave  a  note  or  is  indebted  to  the  Kentucky 
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1870.       Insurance  Company,  except  where  the  party  resides  in  Jef- 
ferson county. 

§  2.  That  said  court  may,  by  appropriate  orders,  dis- 
tribute the  funds  now  on  hand  belonging  to  said  com- 
pany ;  hut  in  malting  such  distribution,  each  and  all 
policy-holders,  having  sustained  losses,  nhall  be  entitled  to 
their  pro  rata  part  of  said  fund  ;  and  the  fact  that  any  of 
said  parties  may  have  refused  to  pay  assessments,  or 
having  insured  in  other  companies,  shall  be  no  bar  to  the 
collection  of  their  pro  rata  part  of  said  fund :  Provided, 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  authorize 
said  court  to  enforce,  by  rule  or  execution,  any  judgment 
that  may  be  uncollected  at  the  time  this  act  takes  efiect, 
or  to  enforce  the  collection  of  any  note  or  notes  held  by 
0a'd  company  or  the  receiver  of  said  court;  but  no  policy- 
holder who  has  sustained  loss  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
portion  of  said  fund  unless  said  policy-holder  shall  pay 
his  or  her  pro  rata  of  all  calls  made  by  said  chancery 
court,  and  said  company  in  which  said  policy-holder  was 
insured. 

§  3.  That  in  all  actions  in  which  a  judgment  or  judg- 
ments have  been  or  may  be  rendered  against  any  party  or 
parties  by  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  under  or  by 
virtue  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  such  party 
or  parties  may  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  which  is 
hereby  given  and  directed  to  take  jurisdiction  of  the  case 
or  cases,  whether  the  amount  of  the  judgment  exceeds  or 
is  less  than  fifty  dollars;  and  any  one  or  more  may  appeal 
for  the  benefit  of  all  against  whom  judgments  have  been 
or  may  be  rendered. 

§  4.  That  in  any  such  appeal  or  appeals,  it  shall  only 
be  necessary  for  the  appellant  or  appellants  to  obtain  a 
copy  of  the  original  petition,  in  the  name  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Insurance  Company,  plaintiffs,  vs.  C.  W.  Osburn 
and  others^  defendants,  a  copy  of  the  original  answer  and 
cross-petition,  if  any,  of  said  defendants;  a  copy  of  the 
original  reply,  if  any  ;  a  copy  of  the  original  judgment 
in  said  action ;  a  copy  of  one  note  and  policy  summons, 
or  rule  and  judgment,  in  each  class  of  debtors,  against 
whom  judgment  has  been  rendered;  but  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Louisville  chancery  court  to  Rive, 
at  the  close  of  these  copies,  in  a  concise  form,  the  name  of 
each  appellant,  with  the  amount  shown  in  figures  of  the 
judgment  and  cost  against  each,  the  dnte  thereof,  the 
time  and  place  of  serving  each  process,  the  nature  of  the 
process,  whether  rule  or  summons,  and  the  class  to  which 
the  note  on  which  the  judgment  was  rendered  belonged  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk,  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  any  party  or  parties  against  whom  any  such  judg- 
ment has  been  rendered,  or  upon  application  of  his  or 
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their  attorney,  to  famish  sach  copy  or  copies  within  a  1870. 
reasonable  time,  whether  the  fees  are  paid  at  the  time  or 
not,  and  to  make  and  furnish  a  transcript  of  any  other 
part  or  parts  of  the  records  and  proceedings  of  the  Louis- 
Tille  chancery  court  in  said  action,  which  may  be  required 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals  to  determine  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Louisville  chancery  court  on  the  validity  of  its  pro- 
ceedings in  the  action ;  and  said  clerk  may,  by  suhpana 
duces  tecum,  be  required  to  produce  in  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals any  one  or  all  of  the  original  papers  in  said  action 
for  the  inspection  of  the  court. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  party  to  use,  as  evidence 
on  the  trial  of  the  appeal  or  appeals,  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  under  the  resolution  No.  10,  enti- 
tled ''A  resolution  in  regard  to  the  Kentucky  Insurance^ 
Company,"  approved  January  13,  1868,  and  all  acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  in  regard  to 'said  company;  and 
any  party  may  file  eiceptions  to  said  proceedings,  to  have 
the  same  effect  as  if  filed  before  trial  or  judgment  in  the 
Louisville  chancery  court. 

§  6.  That  hereafter  no   court  of  this   Commonwealth 
shall  have  jurisdiction,  or  render  judgment  against  any 

f^arty  or  parties,  who  may  be  indebted  to  the  Kentucky 
nsurance  Company,-  by  note  or  otherwise,  unless  the 
defendant  or  defendants  to  the  action  reside  in  the  county 
where  the  suit  is  brought,  and  have  each  been  summoned 
with  process  issued  and  served  in  the  county  where  the 
action  is  instituted  ;  and  the  court  or  courts  of  the  county 
where  the  action  is  commenced  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  such  action,  subject  only  to  the  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

§  7.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  ^the  act 
repealing  the  charters  of  the  Hope  and  Globe  Insurance 
Companies. 
§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1057. 

AK  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Safe  Deposit  Gompanj  of  Loaisrille. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Thomas  H.  Crawford,  C.  O.  Smith,  T.  L.  Jef- 
ferson, T.  W.  Gibson,  Thos.  E.  Bramlette,  B.  D.  Kennedy, 
H.  B.  Essington,  and  J.  H.  Sullivan,  together  with  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a 
corporation  and  body-politic,  under  the  name  of  the  **Safe 
Deposit  Company  of  Louisviiie;"  and  may  continue  for 
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1870.  twenty  yearn  after  the  paesage  of  this  act;  and  by  that 
name  8ue  and  be  soed,  contract  and  be  contracted  with; 
make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  break, 
alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  may  purchase,  hold/  and 
transfer  such  real  and  personal  property,  of  all  kinds,  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  objects  of  its  crea- 
tion. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  three  of 
them,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  suit  their  con- 
venience, open  books  for,  and  receive  subscriptions  to,  the 
capital  stock.  And  when  five  hundred  shares  are  snb- 
vcrihed,  and  twenty-five  dollars  on  each  share  paid  in,  the 
stockholders  shall  r^eet  and  elect  five  directors,  each  of 
which  shall  be  the  holder  of  at  least  ten  shares  of  the  cap- 
ital; and  shall  serve  until  the  second  Monday  in  JanQary, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy -one,  or  nntil  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

$  4.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  at 
the  office  of  the  company,  on  the  second  Monday  of  each 
succeeding  January,  under  the  direction  of  three  stock- 
holders, appointed  by  the  directors  for  that  purpose.  All 
elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  a  plurality  of  the  YOtea 
of  stockholders  and  proxies  represented.  Should  an  elec- 
tion for  stockholders  fail,  from  any  cause,  to  be  held  at 
the  time  or  day  herein  specified,  the  corporation  shall  not 
from  that  cause  be  dissolved,  but  all  elections  held  subse- 
quently thereto,  by  competent  authority,  shall  be  deemed 
valid,  and  so  held  in  law. 

§  5.  The  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent, and  fix  his  salary;  also  elect  a  secretary,  and  all 
other  clerks,  agents,  or  servants  necessary  to  conduct  the 
busineps  of  the  company,  fix  their  salaries,  and  define 
their  duties;  and  may  discharge  from  their  service  at 
pleasure  all  agents  and  servants;  and  shall  also  fix  the 
term  of  service  for  the  other  officers  of  the  company;  also 
fix  their  salaries.  The  directors  shall  hold  regular  meet- 
ings once  each  month,  and  called  meetings  whenever 
deemed  necessary,  and  shall  keep  a  full  and  complete 
record  of  all  proceedings ;  they  shall  have  power  to  make 
and  change  all  necessary  rules  and  by-laws  for  the 
proper  government  of  the  corporation,  prescribe  the  terms 
on  which  deposits  may  be  made  and  paid  for.  In  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  president,  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may  elect  a  president  pro  tem.  Vacancies  in  the  board 
of  directors  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of 
the  board,  a  majority  of  which  shall  be  necessary  to  make 
the  selection.    There  shall  be  each  year  a  fall  exhibit  of 
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the  basinesfl  of  the  company,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Jan-       1870. 
uary;  they  may  declare  such  dividends  on  the  capital 
stock  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  but  in  no  event  shall 
the  capital  be  ased  for  that  purpose. 

§  6.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  capital  stock,  at  the  time 
of  the  organization  of  the  company,  twenty-five  dollars  on 
each  share  of  stock  subscribed,  the  balance  to  be  paid  by 
the  stockholders,  as  required  by  the  board  of  directors,  at 
such  times  as  to  suit  the  best  interests  of  the  corporation. 
If  any  stockholder  fails  at  any  time  to  pay,  as  required  by 
the  board,  on  his  stock,  it  may  be  forfeited  by  the  board, 
and  his  stock  may  be  sold  by  the  board  to  any  other  per- 
son, after  having  duly  served  the  necessary  notice  on  the 
Earty  neglecting  to  pay  the  calls  upon  his  stock  sixty  days 
efore  forfeiture. 

§  7.  The  business  of  this  institution  shall  be  to  receive  ^ 

on  deposit  all  manner  of  valuables  which  may  be  taken 
under  the  rules,  by-laws,  and  regulations,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  corporation  and  adopted  by  the  board  of 
directors,  not  inconsistent  with  the  powers  herein  granted; 
and  all  of  which  shall  be  published  for  circulation  in 
pamphlet  form. 

§  8.  The  corporation  may  erect  a  fire  and  burglar  proof 
vault,  also  iron  safes  or  safe  boxes  of  various  sizes,  with  a 
good  lock  to  each,  in  which  the  party  making  the  deposit 
may  place  whatever  it  may  be,  and  take  the  key  to  the 
same,  and  retain  it,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
board  of  directors;  it  being  the  object  of  this  corporation 
to  organize  an  institution  that  will  accommodate  and  meet 
a  public  necessity. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January  o&each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treas- 
urer fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held 
and  paid  for  in  said  institution,  which  shall  be  in  full  of 
all  tax  or  bonus. 

§  10.  This  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  in- 
spection and  examination  by  any  committee  which  may 
be  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky. 

§  11.  The  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  hereby  re- 
serve the  right  and  power  to  amend  or  repeal  this  charter 
at  pleasure. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1058. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Carbon  Gas  Company,  of  Lonisrille. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  4.  That  Samuel  S.  Jones,  W.  W.  Gardner,  and  C.  G. 
Clements,  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  their 
associates,  succeesors,  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ''The  Carbon 
Gas  Company,  of  Louii^ville  ;*'  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succest^ion,  with  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  defend,  in 
all  courts  and  places,  as  a  natural  person ;  to  have  and  um 
a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to 
make  all  necet«sary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  company,  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and  hold  such  estate  in  Kentucky  and  elsewhere,  by  lease 
in  fee  simple  or  .otherwise,  rights  of  way,  and  other  ease* 
ments,  as  it  mlay  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  its  busi- 
ness, not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  real  estate; 
and  shall  have  the  power  to  manufacture  gas  machines, 
and  gas  for  the  purposes  of  giving  light  and  heat ;  to  pur- 
chase patents  lor  same,  and  to  sell  such  machines  and  all 
their  appliances;  and  to  sell  gas,  and  any  and  all  materials 
from  which  gas  may  be  produced;  in  fact,  to  buy,  erect,  or 
construct  any  and  all  machinery,  tools,  fixtures,  and  per- 
sonal property,  deemed  necessary  or  proper  in  the  carrying 
on  of  said  business  or  any  part  thereof;  to  sell,  convey, 
transfer,  assign  all  or  any  part  or  interest  in  any  of  said 
estate,  real  or  personal,  corporeal  or  incorporeal,  and  to 
exercise  any  necessary  and  proper  power  to  carry  out  the 
express  powers  herein  granted;  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  as  granting  to  the  said  company 
any  banking  powers. 

$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shares  shall  be  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  evidenced  and  transferable  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  by-laws  of  the  company  ;  and  the  said  per- 
sons named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  their 
associates,  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  shall  constitute 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  for  the  first  year 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  until  their  successors  are 
qualified ;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  tnem,  shall  have 
power  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and 
*  prescribe  in  the  terms  of  subscription  the  manner  of  pay- 
ment, and  the  grounds  of  forfeiture  of  stock  subscribed 
and  not  paid  in  as  required;  and  when  not  less  than  one 
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hundred  tboasand  dollars  are  subscribed  and  twenty  per  1870. 
cent,  thereof  has  been  paid  in,  in  cash,  the  company 
may  proceed  to  bnsiness,  and  the  board,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  ehall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  to  be 
president  of  the  company,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
the  board. 

(  4.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  provide  by  the  . 
by-laws  for  the  annual  election  by  the  stockholders  of  a 
board  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  directors, 
who,  when  elected  in  each  year,  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  to  be  president  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  president  and 
directors  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected,  and  the  board  of  directors,  or  so  many  thereof  as 
may,  by  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws,  constitute  a  quorum 
for  business,  may,  from  time  to  time,  fill  vacancies  in  the 
board,  occurring  between  annual  elections,  as  shall  be 
provided  in  the  by-laws. 

§  5.  Each  Hhare  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote  at  the  election  of  directors,  or  at  stodkholders'  meet- 
ings, and  must  be  voted  by  the  holder  in  person  or  by  vir- 
tue of  a  written  proxy,  signed  by  the  holder  of  such  stock; 
and  no  peri*on  shall  be  voted  for,  or  hold  the  office  of 
director,  who  does  not  own  at  least  five  shares  of  the  said 
capital  stock. 

§  6.  The  said  by-laws  may  provide  for  the  appointment, 
employment,  and  payment  of  all  the  necessary  secretaries, 
treasurers,  cashiers,  and  other  agents,  employees,  and 
operatives,  and  for  requiring  bond  and  security  of  such 
of  its  officers,  and  in  such  amount  and  penalty,  as  it  may 
deem  proper  the  better  to  secure  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

§  7.  And  the  said  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  it 

may  see  proper,  make,  discharge,  and    pay  dividends  of 

.  profits,  and  distribute  its  net  receipts,  and  the  proceeds  of 

sales,  amongst  the  stockholders,  pro  rata,  according  to  the 

amount  oi*  stock  held  by  each. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1059. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  and  Virginia  Bridge  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  N.  Brown,  L.  T.  Moore,  Hugh  Means, 
D.  D.  Geiger,  K.  F.  Prichard,  John  Russell,  John  Means, 
Wm.  C.  Ireland,  M,  B.  Goble,  George  R.  Diamond,  and 
James  Kilgore,  and  their  associates,  successors,  and  as- 
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1870.  B^Srnfl,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  aod 
corporate,  with  perpetual  saccestfioo,  by  the  name  of  the 
Kentacky  and  Virginia  Bridge  Company,  with  all  the 
legal  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  incident  to  such  corpo- 
rations, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  bridge  from 
some  convenient  point  in  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  across 
the  Big  Sandy  river,  to  West  Virginia,  on  the  opposite 
bank  of  said  river. 

$  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  five 
hundred  [thousand]  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one.hon* 
dred  dollars  each,  which  may  be  subscribed  by  individuals, 
or  by  municipal  or  other  corporations,  created  by  the  laws 
of  this  or  any  other  State,  or  by  both  individuals  and  such 
corporations;  but  such  capital  stock  may,  at  any  time  after 
the  organization  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  be 
increased  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars, 
divided  into  like  shares;  and  power  and  authority  is  given 
the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  and  other  municipal  corpora- 
tions created  by*  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  subscribe  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  bridge. company,  and  to  levy  and  col* 
lect  taxes  as  their  several  general  tax^s  are  collected ;  and 
issue  and  sell  or  hypothecate  bonds  for  payment  of  such 
subscriptions  of  stock. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  or  any  number  thereof,  not  less  than  a  majority  may, 
at  any  time,  after  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  two 
newspapers  having  general  circulation  in  the  county  of 
Boyd,  in  this  State,  open  books  for  the  subscriptiou  of 
stock,  at  places  to  be  designated,  and  there  receive  sub* 
scriptions,  and  authorize  such  books  to  be  kept  open  by 
persons  appointed  by  them,  for  such  length  of  time  as 
they  tnay  see  fit,  or  until  all  the  stock  shall  be  taken ;  and 
so  soon  as  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  bona  fide  subscribed  in  stock,  the  said  corporators 
may,  by  giving  at  least  five  days'  notice  to  the  stock- 
holders personally,  in  writing  or  by  publication  in  said 
newspaper,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  organ- 
ization of  the  company,  by  the  election  of  a  president 
and  six  directors  fur  said  company ;  said  meeting  shall 
be  held  at  some  designated  convenient  place  in  the  town 
of  Catlettsburg. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  bridge  com- 
pany shall  be  chosen  only  from;.among  stockholders,  and 
persons  ofiicially  connected  with  corporations  owning 
stock  in  said  bridge  company;  and  when  in  any  case  the 
qualification  shall  cease,  the  authority  to  act  as  presi- 
dent or  director  shall  also  cease;  and  all  vacancies  oc- 
curring in  any  way  in  the  board  of  directors,  or  in  the 
presidency  of  the  company,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
of  the  board  until  the  next  regular  election.     In  all  elec- 
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tioBs,  each  stockholder   shall  be  entitled  to  cast,  either       1870l 

in  person  or  by  proxy,  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 

held,  to  the  number  of,  and  including  ten,  and  one  vote 

for  each  addtcional  tea  shares,  until  the  \^hole  namber  of 

shares  shall  reach  one  hundred,  and  then  one   vote  for 

each   additional    one    hundred    shares:    Provideds    That 

when  there  shall  be  a  fraction  of  at  least  three  shares 

over  any  ten  shares^  or  a  fraction  of  at  least  thirty  over 

any  one  hundred  shares,  one  additional  vote  may  be  oast 

for  any  such  fraction 

§  5.  The  first  board  of  directors  and  the  president  shall 
fix  the  time  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  annual  meet- 
ing, when  their  successors  shall  be  chosen ;  and  the  term 
of  office  thereafter  shall  be  one  year;  and  the  annual 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  company. 
The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  business 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  company ;  may  enact 
by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  the  same,  not 
inconstfltent  with  the  Gonstitoition  and  laws  of  this  S^tate ; 
may  create  sach  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company,  and 
require  of  them  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their^  several  duties,  and  to  secure  a  proper  dis* 
position  of  the  money  and  effects  of  the  company;  and 
appoint  or  provide  for  the  appointment  of  all  other  offi* 
cers  and  employees  of  the  company.  The  president  and 
three  directors,  or  four  directors,  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
ram  of  the  board. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  directors,  upon  their  first  organ* 
ization,  shall  provide  for  the. collection  from  the  stock- 
holders of  the  stock  subscribed,  in  such  installments  as 
they  may  see  fit,  and  give  notice  thereof  by  advertisement 
in  two  newspapers  as  aforesaid,  by  three  insertions  at 
least  in  each;  and  upon  the  failure  of  any  stockholder 
to  pay  any  installment,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
designated  by  the  board,  they  may  sue  for  and  recover  the 
same,  with  ten  p^r  cent,  damages,  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction ;  or  the  board  may,  after  giving  notice 
as  aforesaid,  forfeit  said  stock  and  the  sum  paid  thereon 
to  the  company ;  and  the  corporators  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  may  pro- 
ceed to  organiee  the  company;  and  the  board  of  directors 
ehall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  which  record 
shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  which  record, 
when  signed  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  copies  therefrom, 
Attested  and  sworn  to  as  true  copies  by  the  custodian 
thereof,  or  any  director  or  officer  of  the  company,  shall 
be  received  as  evidence  of  the  action  in  the  premises;  and 
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1870.  *^®  original  newspapers  in  which  any  of  the  notiecff  re' 
quired  by  tbia  act  shall  be  publr^hed,  or  a  copy  of  snch 
publication,  cerrtfied  by^ the  editor  or  publisher  or  printer 
of  any  such  newspaper  to  hare  been  pubihthed  the  re^ 
quisite  length  of  time,  and  sworn  to,  shall  be  received 
as  evidence  of  such  publication. 

§  7.  The  said  bridge  company  may  contract  for  the 
construction  of^  and  proceed  to  construct,  the  bridge 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  may  purchase, 
or  have  condemned  when  necessary,  and  hold,  so  mucb- 
real  estate  as  may  be  required  by  the  company  for  the 
site  of  said  bridge,  or  sftes  for  piers,  abutments,  and  suit-' 
able  avenues  leading  to  said  bridge,  and  such  other  land 
as  may  be  necessary:  Provided,  That  the  said  bridge  shall 
be  constructed  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  the 
Big  Sandy  riter  further  than  the  laws  of  the  United  Statee 
authorize. 

^  8.  The  said  bridge  company  hare  power  to  lay  rail- 
road tracks,  for  the  passage  of  railroad  cars  of  all  kinds, 
over  said  bridge,  and  its  avenues  and  approaches;  and  to 
demand  and  receive  reasonable  rates  of  tall  for  passing 
over  said  bridge  from  all  persons,  railroad  cars,  vehicles, 
and  animals  of  every  kind  and  description :  Provided, 
That  the  rates  of  toil  shal^  at  no  timie  ex<ieed  the  ratea 
authorized  to  be  charged  by  the  Covington  and  Cinctn<- 
nati  Bridge  Company. 

^  0.  Any  pert$on  who  shall  willfully  set  fire  to  or  barn 
any  portion  of  said  bridge,  with  his  aiders  and  abettors, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  arson,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  as  for  said  crime;  and  any 
person  willfully  obstructing  or  injuring  said  bridge,  or  any 
of  the  approaches  thereto,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  tres- 
pass, and  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  as  provided 
for  by  law  for  the  punishment  of  trespass  to  real  propertyi 
and,  moreover,  be  liable  to  the  company  in  a  civil  action 
for  treble  damages;  and  any  person  willfully  evading  the 
payment  of  tolls  with  which  he  or  they  may  be  properly 
chargeable,  shall  be  liable  to  fine  of  not  less  than  ten- 
fold the  amount  of  the  tolls,  the  payment  of  which  is  so 
evaded. 

§  10.  When  it  shall  become  necessary  for  said  bridge 
company  to  condemn  any  real  estate  for  the  use  of  the 
bridge,  the  company  may  apply  to  the  county'  court  of 
Boyd  county,  which  shall  issue  a  writ  o(  €ul  quod  damnum^ 
as  the  laws  of  this  State  now  require  said  writs  to  issue 
in  case  of  public  roads,  and  like  proceedings  shall  be  bad 
thereunder;  and  upon  the  return  of  such  writ,  if  either 
party  be  dissatisfied  with  the  finding  of  the  jury,  he  may 
appeal  to  the  circuit  court,  when  a  retrial  may  be  had ; 
and  should  the  company  desire  to  take  possession  of  the 
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hiXiA  for  (he  purpose  of  proceeding  with  the  work  of  con-  1870. 
«trQction,  where  dmtatisfaction  may  be  expressed  by  ei* 
ther  party,  they  may,  after  tender  and  refosal,  deposit  the 
«moant  of  damages  assessed  by  ^he  jury  in  some  bank 
chartered  by  this  State,  subject  to  be  paid  to  the  owner 
of  the  iand  sought  to  be  condemned,  upon  the  final  adju- 
dication of  the  case:  Provided,  That  when  the  company 
shall  be  dissati:<fied,  they  shali  only  be  required  to  tender 
the  amount  they  claim  to  be  judt,  but  must  deposit  the 
remainder,  if  the  tender  be  not  accepted,  to  await  final 
adjudication :  And  provided.  That  all  assessments,  tenders, 
end  depOi«its,  shall  be  made  in  legal  coin. 

§  11.  All  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ^'An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Louisville  Bridge  Company,^  approved 
March  10th,  1856,  and  of  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to  in- 
corporate the  L<)ui:3vil4e  Bridge  Company,"  approved 
February  l^th,  186^,  so  far  as  applicable  to  this  act,  and 
not  inconsistent  therewith,  are  made  parts  of  this  act.

XN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Eastern  Kentucky  Marble,  Lithograph  Stone, 

mtki.  Miniyf  GooipaBy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Grenerai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Lewis  Debard,  James  F.  Hood,  and  R.  Apper^ 
«on,  jr.,  of  Montgomery  county,  and  John  McMurtry,  of 
Fayette  county^  and  suck  others  as  they  kave  or  may 
associate  with  them,  be,  and  are  bereby^  constituted  a  cor- 
poration, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  *' Eastern  Ken^ 
tacky  Marble,  Lithograph  Stone,  and  Mining  Company,'* 
with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  saed^  to  purchase,  hold,  seU,  and  convey  lands,  in  fee 
or  by  leasehold,  not  •exceeding  fifty  thousand  acres;  and 
to  engage  in  mining,  blasting,  dressing,  and  transporting 
to  market,  marble,  building,  lithograph,  aad  other  stones 
of  market  value ;  also  coal,  iron,  and  other  metals;  with 
all  the  powers  necessary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to 
<;arry  on  mining,  manufacturing,  and  other  operations 
incident  to  tbe  development  of  any  stone,  coal,  or  metal 
of  market  yalue. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  condemn  the 
right  of  way  to  and  from  their  quarries  and  mines,  in  the 
taanner  and  upon  the  terms  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
condemnation  and  establishment  of  private  passways. 

§  3.  That  said  corporation  may  organize,  upon  the  sub- 
scription of  such  an  amount  of  «tock  as  a  m^ority  of  said 
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1870.  corporators  may  determiDe  upon ;  and  may,  from  time  ta 
time,  increase  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  ap  to  two 
thousand  shares  of  five  hundred  dollars  each. 

^  4.  Said  corporators  may  fill  any  vacancies  of  their 
body,  and  elect  all  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  their  organization,  and 
define  their  powers  and  duties;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings;  and  by  orders  or  by-laws  may  prescribe 
the  manner  of  subscribing  stock,  of  electing  officers,  the 
number  and  duties  of  the  same,  and  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting the  business  of  said  corporation. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  hereby  created  may,  a  major^ 
ity  of  the  stockholders  concurring,  issue  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of  working  stock,  in  shares  of 
five  hundred  dollars  each,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
which  shall  be  used  as  a  working  fund  to  carry  on  said 
business,  and  shall  be  held  as  a  part  of  the  property  of 
said  corporation,  in  which  all  the  stockholders  shall  be 
interested,  as  in  any  other  property  of  said  corporation. 

§  6.  No  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  any  debt  or  lia-* 
bility  of  said  corporation  further  than  his  or  her  amount  of 
stock  subscribed. 

§  7.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  confer  banking 
privileges;  and  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter 
and  amend  this  charter. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

the  same  shall  be  burned,  and  new  certificates  shall  be 
issued  for  the  same  number  of  shares  and  for  the  amounts 
of  money  which  have  actually  been  paid  for  them. 

§  S,  That  the  twelfth  (12th)  section  of  sard  act  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  at  the  foot  of  said 
section  the  foUowtng  words:  ^-^ And  provided  furtJier^  That 
any  check,  draft,  or  prami^sory  note,  or  written  promise  tO' 
pay  money  or  current  funds,  nf>ay  be  received  and  held  by 
said  company  in  pledge  fnr  the  security  of  money  loaned 
or  debt  due,  or  to  become  due;  and  may  he  sued  on  in 
their  corporate  name  in  order  to  realize  the  security.

AN  ACT  Concern iD£:  Pond  Creek,  in  Jeflferson  Count j. 

Be  it  enacted  b^  the  Genered  AssevMj^  cf  ike  Comm»nweakk 
of  Kentuckt^: 

$  1.  That  It  shair  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persone 
to  cut  and  fell  a  tree  or  trees  into  or  across  Pond  creeks 
in  Jefferson   county,  from  the  mouth  of  the  ditjsh  of  tbe 
South  Jefferson  Pond  Draining  [Company},  near  tbe  landa 
of  the  late  Le».  8mith,  and  also  Adam  Hert>erl^tajhe  lower 
line  of  the  lands  ef  Robert  N.  !Vf  ilter,  on  said  creek,  with- 
out he  or  they  shall  immediately  remove  tbe  same,  by  cut- 
ting the  same  into  such  lengtbd  that  high  water  wilt  carry 
out  the  same ;  and  any  person  or  persons  so  cutting  or  fell- 
ing a  tree  or  trees  into  or  across  said  creek,  between  the 
points    aforesaid,    and   failing    to   remove  the   same,    as 
above  required,  shall  be  fined   in  a  sum  o^  not  less  thanr 
ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  war- 
rant before  a  justice  of  the  peace  by  the  person  or  per* 
sons  on  whose  land  said  tree  or  trees  so  cut  and  felled 
shall  lie.

line  between  two  or  more  persons,  each  person  shall  re- 
moVe  and  clear  away  all  such  obstructions  to  his  or  her  or 
their  line  in  said  creek;  and  such  removing  and  clearing 
away  shall  be  done  in  each  year,  prior  to  the  1st  day  of 
the  month  of  October;  and  any  person  or  persons  failing 
in  80  removing  or  clearing  away,  as  herein  required,  shall 
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be  sabject  to  a  penalty  and  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  and  two  1870. 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  after  the  first  day  of  October

CHAPTER  1065. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jefferson  Conntf  Bask. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  Generml  AnenMy  ef  the  Commonwealth 
^  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established,  in  the 
•city  of  Louisville,  a  savings  and  <leposit  tnstiiution,  which 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Jefferson  Bank  and  Insurance  Company ;  and  shall  have 
power  and  authority  in  that  name  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  he  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural 
person  ;  and*  may  have  and  use  a  common  sea4,  and  alter 
and  change  the  same  at  will;  and  shall  have  all  other 
rights  and  powers  usual  and  incident  to  corporations ;  and 
may  do  such  acts  and  things  as  "hnay  be  convenient  and 
<lesirable,  provided  the  same  is  not  eontrary  to  law. 

§  6.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  bank 
flhail  be  under  the  management,  government,  and  control 
of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  be  citizens  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
eeven  persons,  as  the  by-laws  may,  from  time  to  time, 
regulate  and  prescribe,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
president  of  the  bank  ;  and  R.  W.  WooUey,  J.  C.  John- 
ston, Wm.  Johnston,  C.  H.  Clifton,  Geo.  Hancock,  and

a  board  of  directors  (or  said  banlr,  to  serve  as  sach  until

tion ;  and  such  elections  shall  be  held  under  the  inspee- 
tioB  of  two  or  more  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board 
of  directors,  who  shall  certify  the  result  under  their  re- 
'  spective  signatures,  and   a  plurality  of  votes  east  shall 

elect ;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  which  he  or  she  may  own,  and 
may  cast  the  same  in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  the  board 
of  directors  may  provide  a  form  for  the  appointment  of 
proxies,  and  specify  the  evidence  that  shall  be  required 
in  execution  thereof. 

$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  one 

thousand  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollata 

each,  but  may  be  increased,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 

board  of  directors  may  deem  advisable,  to  any  number, 

not  exceeding   five    thousand  shares,   of   the   same   par 

value.     And  the  persons  named  in  the  second  section  of 

this  act  may  open  books  for  and  receive  subscriptions  t^ 

the  capital  stock  of  said  bank,  at  such  times  and  places, 

and   subject  to  such  terms  and  'conditions  as  they  may 

deem  proper.     And  whenever  as  many  as  five  hundred 

or  more  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  have 

been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  in  accordance  with  the  terme 

and  conditions  upon  which  the  game  were  subscribed,  and 

an  afiidavit  to  that  effect  has  been  made  by  its  president 

and  cashier,  before  the  clerk  of  the  Jefferson  county  court, 

said   bank   may  proceed  to  transact  a   general  banking 

business,^nd  may  lend  money,  distcount  promissory  noteay 

by  and  sell  exchange,  stocks,  and  bonds;  and  the  prom* 

issory  notes,  made  negotiable,  payable,  and  discoiMited  bM 

its  banking  house,  or  any  other  place,  and  inland  bille 

of  exchange  which  may  be  discounted  or  purchased  hy  it» 

shall   be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon   the  footing  of 

foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and   like  remedy  may  be  had 

thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  makers,  draw* 

ers,  indorsers,  or  other  parties  thereto. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  may  acquire  and  hold,  poasess,  nse^ 
occupy  and  enjoy,  ail  such  real  and  personal  property^ 
goods  and  ekattels,  a»  may  be  convenient  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  pledged  or  coQr 
veyed  to  k  as  seciu'ily  for  any  debt,  or  purehased  in  sat- 
iefaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and 
convey^  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  the  same  as  a  natural 
person.     Aad  ix  shall  be  thje  duty  of  the  president  or 
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cashier  of  said  bank,  daring  the  first  week  in  each  year,      1870. 
to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  filty  cents 
on  each   one  hundred  dollars  of  capital   stock  held   and 
paid  for  in  said  bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  tax  or     • 
honu^,  and  be  a  part  of  the  revenue  proper  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind;  and  it  may  receive 
stocks  and  bonds  in  pledge  for  the  security  of  money 
loaned  or  debts  owing,  and  sell  the  same,  on  the  non- 
payment of  the  debt  or  demand  at  the  stipulated  time  of 
payment,  according  to  any  laws,  and  pass  a  good  title  to 
the  purchaser;  and  any  power  given  for  that  purpose 
shall  be  irrevocable,  until  the  debt  or  demand  is  paid 
or  duly  tendered.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of 
gold,  silver,  bank  notes.  United  States  Treasury  notes^ 
and  other  currency,  and  pay  the  same  in  kind,  or  as  may 
be  agreed  by  general  or  special  contract;  and  may  allow 
interest  on  deposits,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  allowed  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  It  may  issue  certificates  of 
credit,  payable  throughout  the  United  States  and  else- 
where, for  the  convenience  of  merchants  and  travelers, 
but  shall  not  issue  any  notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as 
money. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such 
rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  the  management,  gov- 
ernment, and  control  of  its  property,  business  and  afiairs, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will;  and  shall  specify  therein  the  number  ol' 
directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  They  may  appoint  such  ofiicers,  agents, 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  toconduH  the 
business  ol  the  bank;  and  pay  them  such  sums  for  their 
services,  and  take  from  them  bonds  in  such  penalties,  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties, 
as  they  may  think  reasonable  and  proper.  And  upon  any 
bonds  thus  taken  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of  the 
conditions  thereof.  The  stock  of  said  bank  shall  be  deem- 
ed personal  property,  and  shall  only  be  assignable  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  as 
the  board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe; 
and  said  bank  shall  hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stock- 
holder who  may  be  indebted  to  it  for  stock,  and  such  shares 
shall  not  be  assignable  nor  transferred  until  the  debt  shali 
be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
remain  in  force  fur  twentyrone  years  from  the  first  organ- 
uatioQ  of  the  said  instituttoni  provided  it  is  orgaaiz^ed 
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within  three  years  from  its  passage,  and  shall  be  located 
within  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

^  8.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend,  modify,  or  repeal' this  act;  and  to  investigate,  by 
committee  or  otherwise,  the  affairs  of  said  bank.

CHAPTER  1066. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Big  Sandj  Building  Assoctation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Wm.  S.  Clarke,  M.  P.  Andrews,  A.  F.  Morse, 
Kit  Harris,  Jopeph  Newburgh,  G.  W.  Andrew^!,  J.  F.  Lew- 
man,  William  Ely,  H.  H.  Kinner,  R.  Eastham,  John  M. 
Burns,  J.  L.  N.  Dicken,  and  K.  F.  Prichard,  and  their 
associates  that  may  subscribe  stock  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  grounds  and  erecting  thereon  buildings,  at 
the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  and  in  the  county  of  Boyd, 
Kentucky,  whenever  the  sum  of  two  thous^and  five  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  to  be  styled  the  Big  ISandy  Build- 
ing Association,  with  power  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  of  suing  and  bein^  sued ;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  renew  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  to  purchase,  receive  conveyances  of,  hold,  sell, 
and  convey  all  such  real  or  personal  estate  as  may  be 
requisite  in  the  management  and  conducting  of  the  busi- 
ne:<s  of  the  said  association;  and  to  have  all  the  usual 
powers  incident  to  corporations  of  like  character. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  not  be 
less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty* 
five  dollars  each;  and  if  one  hundred  shares  have  been 
already  or  may  be  hereafter  subscribed,  the  subscribers 
may  proceed  to  organize. 

§  3.  The  prudential  and  fiscal  affairs  of  said  associa- 
tion, and  the  management  and  control  of  its  property, 
shall  be  vested  in  seven  directors,  elected  annually  by  the 
stockholders,  on  such  day  of  the  year  as  the  said  direct- 
ors may  designate;  each  share  of  stock  giving  to  the 
stockholder  one  vote,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by 
proxy ;  the  directors  shall  elect  a  president  from  their 
number — four  members  constituting  a  quorum — and  the 
president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
vacancies  in  offices  until  the  next  regular  election. 

$  4.  The  stock  shall  be  payable  at  such  times,  and  in 
such  manner  and  amounts,  as  the  president  and  direct- 
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on  may  deem  proper.     The  president  and  directors  may       1870. 
cause  book  of   subscription    to   be  kept  open   until   the 
whole  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  doiiara 
is  taken,  or  may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  stock. 

$  5.  The  president  and  directors  may  purchase  ground 
or  houses,  building  material,  or  lumber,  and  other  material 
to  be  converted  into  building  purposes;  and  for  that  pur* 
pose  may  purchase,  rent,  or  use  such  machinery  as  they  • 

may  deem  proper  for  the  conversion  of  all  such  into  build- 
ing material;  may  build,  lease,  rent,  sell,  and  convey  the 
same ;  majr  undertake  and  build  all  such  house  or  houses, 
both  public  and  private,  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  super- 
intendent, secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  company;  one  or  more  of  these  offices  may  be 
conferred  upon  the  same  individual,  if  the  president  and 
directors  see  proper  so  to  do ;  and  they  shall  require  of  the 
treasurer  bond,  with  approved  security,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  president 
and  directors  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  for  the 
government  and  management  of  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany, and  to  prescribe  their  duties;  and  they  shall  cause 
annual  statements  to  be  made  out,  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  said  company^  which  shall  be  filed  with  the 
secretary  for  examination  by  the  stockholders. 

§  7.  The  stockholders,  after  they  have  paid  the  full 
amount  of  stock  subscribed  by  them,  shall  not  be  individ- 
ually liable  for  any  debt  or  obligation  or  contract  entered 
into  by  the  corporation. 

§  8.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  three  or 
more  of  them,  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock,  and  receive  such  subscriptions,  which  shall  be, 
when  the  aforesaid  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  stock 
is  subscribed,  binding  in  law  upon  the  subscribers,  and 
may  be  collected  in  such  installments  as  the  company, 
after  organization,,  may  prescribe,  by  suit,  with  ten  per 
cent,  damages  thereon,  or  the  same  may  be  forfeited  by 
direction  of  the  board  of  directors,  with  any  amount  that 
has  been  paid  thereon ;  and  the  company  may  organize 
when  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  of  stock  is  sub- 
scribed as  aforesaid. 

§  0.  The  president  and  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and 
alter  and  amend  the  same,  not  in  contravention  of  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  for  the 
government  of  the  corporation  and  the  conduct  of  its 
business;  and  may  provide  for  the  administering  oaths,  and 
taking  bonds  from  the  employees,  to  discharge  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties.

at  any  time,  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  with  interest, 
payable  semi-annually,  and  secure  the  payment  of  said 
bond,  by  a  mortgage  or  mortgages  on  any  part,  or  of  the 
whole,  of  its  property,  real  or  personal. 

$  11.  The  said  company  may,  at  any  time,  sell  and  coii- 
vey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  its 
property,  real  or  personal,  by  the  assent  of  three  fifths  of 
its  directors  concurring  therein. 

§  12.  This  corporation,  so  far  as  it  is  empowered  to  en- 
gage in  the  purchase  of  grounds  and  houses,  &;c.,  is  limited 
to  thirty  years. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1067. 

AN   ACT   to   incorporate   the   Christian   Association   of  the   Women  of 

Loaisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
QJ  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Mrs.  M.  £.  Crutcher,  Mrs.  J.  Smith  Speed. 
Mrs.  M.  £.  Butler,  Mrs.  R.  D.  Anderson,  Mrs.  A.  £.  Tryon, 
and  Miss  Belle  Quigley,  and  their  associates  and  success* 
ors,  be,  aod  are,  constituted  a  body-corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  ''The  Christian  Association  of  the 
Women  of  Louisville  ;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal ;  and  generally  have  and  exercise  all 
powers  incident  to  corporations,  necessary  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  purposes  of  such  association  as  herein- 
after declared. 

§  2.  The  object  of  said  association  shall  be  the  estab- 
lishment in  said  city  of  a  temporary  home  for  women, 
especially  young  women,  dependent  upon  their  own  ex- 
ertions for  support,  where  provision  may  be  made  for  their 
physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  welfare  and  comfort. 

\  3.  Said  association,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may 
acquire  and  hold  real  estate  in  said  city,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  value;  and  may  also 
lease  real  estate,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  acquire 
and  hold  such  personal  property  as  the  necessities  of  such 
association  may  require. 

§  4.  The  business  of  said  association  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  managers,  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
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membera  of  such  aasociatioa  may  prescribe  in  their  con-       1870. 
Btitution,  which  constitution   may  be  amended,  from  time 
to  time,  in  such  mode  as  the  members  of  such  association 
may  prescribe  therein. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  trustees  for  such  associa- 
tion, to  be  elected  by  the  members  of  such  association,  at 
each  regular  annual  meeting,  the  trustees  to  hold  their 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  Said  board  shall  consist  of  seven  gentlemen, 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  whom,  entered  upon  the 
records  of  sucb  association,  shall  be  necessary  to  author- 
ize the  leasing,  purchase,  or  sale  of  any  real  estate  in 
connection  with  or  for  the  purposes  of  such  association. 
The  first  board  of  trustees  shall  be  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing persons :  A.  D.  Hunt,  Dr.  Burton,  W.  F.  Barret, 
John  M.  Harlan,  Z.  M.  Sherley,  Clark  O.  Smith,  and 
Robert  Snyder,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  said  association. 

§  6.  Said  association  may  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  the 
officers  of  such  association,  and  adopt  by-laws  and  rules 
for  the  government  of  such  association.  A  record  shall 
be  kept  of  all  the  proceedings  of  such  association,  and  a 
certified  copy  thereof,  under  the  signature  of  the  chief 
officer  of  such  association,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  and 
amend  this  charter  at  pleasure.
